He  would,  at  the  same  time,  state  for  the  information  of  all 
interested  in  this  useful  Work,  that  for  the  first  four  years  of  its 
production,  he  used  to  take  up  a  tioenty-five  cent  subscription 
among  the  members,  and  the  result  was,  he  seldom  or  never  re- 
alized over  forty  dollars,  all  told,  for  his  time,  labor,  printing,  &c. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  aftei-  toiling  and  laboring  for  eight 
long  weeks,  to  the  sacrifice  of  all  other  business,  lie  generally 
came  out  at  the  "  little  end  of  the  horn"  at  last ! 

But,  notwithstanding  these  trials  and  perplexities,  he,  from 
year- to  year,  patiently  and  perseveringly  continued  to  plod  on  in 
the  usual  way,  until  at  length.-a  discriminating  "  Legislature," 
who .  sympathized  with  him  in  his  losses,  generously  took  the 
subject  into  consideration,  and  finally  resolved,  as  the  Statistics 
were  found  generally  useful  for  reference,  and  that  the  "  Origi- 
nal Autograph  Book"  was  yearly  presented  gratuitously  to 
the  "  Connecticut  Historical  Society,"  to  award  him  for  his 
labors  with  one  hundred  dollars,  after  he  had  presented  the 
"  General  Assembly"  and  "  State  officers;"  with  two  printed 
copies  each. 

Hence  arose  the  Annual  Appropriation,  and  he  has  now  the 
pleasing  satisfaction  of  proclaiming  to  the  good  people  of  Con- 
necticut, that  from  that  period,  his  time,  energy,  and  perseverance 
have  met  their  reward  !

MESSAGE. 


Fellow  Citizens  of  the  Senate  and 

House  of  Representatives, 

The  condition  of  the  national  government,  imperiled  by 
continued  rebellion  against  its  rightful  authority,  the  extent 
and  power  of  that  rebellion,  now  more  apparent  than  when 
you  last  assembled,  and  our  obligations  to  meet  the  assess- 
ment recently  imposed  upon  this  State  by  Congress,  are  rea- 
sons why  I  have  judged  this  "  a  special  emergency,"  requir- 
ing an  extra  session  of  your  honorable  body,  and  new  legisla- 
tion relative  to  the  subjects  named. 

"  An  Act  to  provide  increased  revenue  from  imports,  to 
pay  interest  on  the  public  debt  and  for  other  purposes,"  pas- 
sed by  Congress,  and  approved  on  the  fifth  day  of  August  last, 
imposes  a  direct  tax  of  twenty  millions  of  dollars  annually 
upon  the  United  States,  and  apportions  to  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  eight  thousand  two 
hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  to  be  levied  upon  incomes  and 
real  estate.  For  the  purpose  of  assessing  and  collecting  the 
tax,  the  act  provides  for  the  division  of  the  state  into  collec- 
tion districts,  for  the  appointment  of  one  principal  assessor 
and  one  principal  collector,  with  authority  in  each  of  said 
officers  to  appoint  so  many  assistants  as  the  public  service 
may  require,  and  prescribes  the  manner  in  which  such  officers 
shall  perform  their  respective  duties.  It  further  provides 
that  any  State  may  assume,  assess,  collect  and  pay  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States,  its  quota  of  the  direct  tax,  in 
its  own  way  and  manner,  through  its  own  assessors  and  col- 
lectors ;  and  any  State  which  shall  give  notice  by  a  proper 


officer  thereof,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  on  or  before 
the  second  Tuesday  of  February  next,  and  in  each  succeeding 
year  thereafter,  of  its  intention  thus  to  assume  and  pay  the 
direct  tax  imposed  by  said  Act,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  deduc- 
tion of  fifteen  per  cent,  on  the  quota  of  direct  tax  apportion- 
ed to  such  state,  on  condition  that  such  payment  shall  be 
made  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June  in  the  year  to  which 
such  payment  relates.  I  would  therefore  recommend  a  tax 
upon  the  grand  list  to  pay  at  least  a  portion  of  this  assessment, 
and  other  measures,  if  necessary,  to  save  to  the  state  the  fif- 
teen per  cent,  proposed  to  be  deducted  by  the  government, 
and  to  render  the  appointment  of  so  large  a  number  of  United 
States  officers  unnecessary. 

General  Nathaniel  Lyon,  a  native  of  this  State,  was  entrust- 
ed by  government  with  the  command  of  a  Division  of  Union 
forces  in  Missouri,  and  on  the  10th  day  of  August  last,  was 
killed  at  Wilson's  Creek,  while  leading  his  column  against  a 
force  of  rebels,  in  number  three  times  his  superior.  He  pos- 
sessed the  confidence  of  his  command  and  was  highly  distin- 
guished for  his  modesty,  energy  and  undaunted  courage. 
His  remains  were  brought  by  a  military  escort  to  this  state, 
honored  with  a  public  reception,  and  buried  in  Eastford,  his 
native  town,  by  the  side  of  his  fathers.  The  expenses  inci- 
dent to  the  ceremonies  will  be  cheerfully  met  by  those  who 
appreciate  the  services  of  the  gallant  soldier,  unless  the  State 
shall  claim  that  privilege.  His  family  relatives  have  present- 
ed the  sword  and  belt  worn  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
as  well  as  his  chapeau,  to  the  State,  which  are  at  your  dis- 


The  recent  decease  of  Joseph  W.  Dudley,  a  distinguished 
member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  lias  caused  a  vacan- 
cy in  the  board  of  General  Railroad  Commissioners,  of  which 
he  was  also  a  member,  the  duty  of  filling  which  vacancy 
devolves  upon  you. 

The  active  militia  has  not  yet  been  organized  under  the 
new  law,  and  in  order  to  carry  the  act  into  practical  operation 
it  may  be  important  to  make  some  alterations  and  additions, 
the  details  of  which  can  be  better  presented  to  a  committee  of 


your  honorable  body,  than  in  this  communication.  A  few 
disloyal  men  have  made  efforts  to  render  the  proposed  system 
unpopular  and  odious,  but  there  is  increasing  evidence  that 
the  people  regard  a  good  and  efficient  military  organization 
as  essential  to  public  safety. 

,  The  people  of  a  free  government  must  have  power  to  exe- 
cute their  own  will,  and  this  power  can  rest  nowhere  with  so 
little  danger  as  in  the  hands  of  an  intelligent  and  upright 
judiciary,  supported  by  a  well  disciplined  citizen  soldiery. 

The  calls  made  for  volunteers  for  the  national  defense  have 
met  with  a  hearty  response,  and  but  for  a  hesitancy  on  the 
part  of  the  general  government  to  accept  nK>re  troops,  we 
might  have  had  twelve  or  fifteen  thousand  men  in  the  field 
to-day.  We  have,  however,  organized,  equipped,  sent  into  the 
field  and  have  now  ready,  nine  regiments  of  Infantry.  Their 
camp  equipage  was  complete,  and  considering  the  want  of 
preparation  and  the  haste  with  which  they  were  mustered, 
their  appointments  were  highly  respectable. 

About  five  thousand  Sharps'  and  Enfield  Rifles  have  been 
purchased,  and  contracts  made  for  an  equal  number  of  the 
latter  arms  which  have  not  yet  been  delivered.  Arrange- 
ments have  also  been  made  to  arm,  uniform  and  furnish  com- 
plete equipments  for  two  other  regiments  now  rendezvousing, 
and  for  one  not  yet  organized.

These  expenditures  have  been  met  in  part  by  a  sale  of 
State  Bonds,  to  the  amount  of  eight  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, all  of  which  brought  a  small  premium. 


Iii  August,  after  the  three  regiments  enlisted  for  three 
months  had  been  mustered  out  of  service,  and  while  we  had 
but  two  in  the  field,  assurance  was  first  received  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  War  that  he  would  accept  four  additional  regiments, 
and  he  has  quite  recently  signified  his  readiness  to  receive  a 
battery  of  artillery  and  a  squadron  of  Cavalry  which  are  now 
being  organized  and  equipped. 

Under  a  call  for  the  four  regiments,  the  volunteers  have  been 
so  numerous  and  the  necessities  of  the  government  appeared 
so  pressing,  that  I  had  not  courage  to  refuse  such  services  and 
have  accepted  every  full  company  which  offered.  Some  por- 
tions of  the  S^ate  are  now  more  engaged  in  raising  troops 
than  at  any  former  period,  and  it  seems  desirable  to  encourage 
such  a  spirit  of  patriotism. 

Congress,  at  its  recent  session,  authorized  the  President  to 
accept  the  services  of  five  hundred  thousand  volunteers,  for 
the  purpose  of  suppressing  insurrection  and  enforcing  the 
laws,  and  required  that  the  numbers  furnished  by  the  several 
States  should  be  equalized,  as  far  as  practicable,  according  to 
federal  population.  Let  this  number  be  apportioned  among 
the  truly  loyal  States,  and  the  quota  for  Connecticut  would 
be  twelve  thousand.  But  the  act  to  provide  for  the  organiza- 
tion and  equipment  of  a  volunteer  militia,  and  to  provide  for 
the  public  defense,  passed  at  your  recent  session,  authorized 
the  Executive  to  organize,  arm,  and  turn  over  to  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  a  number  of  volunteers  limited  to  ten 
thousand.  From  the  knowledge  we  then  had  of  the  rebel- 
lion, that  law  met  every  conceivable  necessity,  and  may  be 
justly  regarded  as  one  of  the  most  patriotic  and  liberal  acts 
of  legislation  recorded  in  history.  But  now  the  most  impor- 
tant question  which  I  have  to  present  for  the  consideration  of 
your  honorable  body  relates  to  the  removal  of  this  restriction, 
and  to  such  further  devotion  of  our  resources  to  the  use  of 
the  General  Government  as  shall  add  to  its  strength,  power 
and  permanency. 

Connecticut  has  not  yet  furnished  her  quota  of  five  hun- 
dred thousand  troops.  If  she  had,  would  it  be  right  to  cease 
our   efforts  ?     If  a  father's  dwelling  is  on  fire,  shall  a  son, 


deciding  that  he  has  done  as  much  to  extinguish  the  flames 
as  any  one  of  his  brethren,  stand  with  self-complacency  and 
see  the  home  of  his  childhood  consumed  ?  After  we  shall 
have  raised  our  full  quota  of  troops,  shall  we  see  these  States 
separated  one  from  another,  this  national  union  broken  up, 
and  make  no  further  efforts  for  public  safety  ?  Instead  of 
inquiring  how  much  have  we  done,  shall  we  not  inquire  what 
more  can  we  do  ? 

Fears  may  well  be  entertained  that  we  are  not  aroused  to 
our  danger.  The  establishment  of  a  confederacy  claiming 
unlimited  sovereignty  within  our  boundaries,  the  abandon- 
ment of  the  ordinary  business  and  pursuits  of  life  by  large 
numbers  of  our  fellow  citizens  in  the  Southern  States,  the 
consecration  of  all  their  energies  in  military  organization  to 
subvert  this  government  and  to  establish  another  upon  its 
ruins,  having  human  slavery  for  its  chief  corner  stone,  pre- 
sents a  crisis  in  our  national  affairs  upon  which  the  continu- 
ance of  our  political  existence  depends. 

But  it  is  a  privilege  to  live  in  a  day  like  this  ;  to  take  a 
bold  and  energetic  part  in  the  conflict  which  is  now  raging 
between  law  and  anarchy,  and  during  this  revolution,  which, 
in  the  onward  progress  of  events  is  to  accomplish  the  wise 
designs  of  an  overruling  Providence,  exert  an  influence  which 
shall  aid  in  advancing  this  nation  to  such  a  position  of 
strength  and  moral  power  that  every  citizen  may  safely,  fully 
and  speedily  enjoy  the  blessings  of  freedom. 

Let  us,  as  a  people,  comprehend  the  magnitude  of  the  inter- 
ests at  hazard,  despise  the  opinions  and  discard  the  policy  of 
those  who  cry  peace  in  the  ears  of  our  enemies,  rise  above 
party  ties  and  sectional  interests,  and  give  our  property,  our 
voices,  our  hands  and  our  hearts  to  the  suppression  of  this 
gigantic,  this  groundless,  this  criminal  rebellion  against  a 
government  established  both  by  human  and  divine  authority. 

This  is  a  high  honor  within  our  reach,  a  rich  privilege 
which  we  may  enjoy,  and  a  solemn  duty  which  God  calls 
upon  us  now  to  perform.

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MESSAGE. 


Me.  President,  Mk.  Speaker,  and 

Gentlemen  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

"We  are  privileged  to  live  at  a  period  of  thought,  and  energy, 
and  progress,  when  principles  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of 
organized  society  and  national  government  are  being  reviewed 
and  discussed  by  earnest  champions,  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
a  new  adjustment  of  civil  rights.  The  struggle  for  supremacy 
is  between  the  light  which  beams  from  intelligent  and  disin- 
terested benevolence,  and  the  darkness  which  surrounds  igno- 
rant and  depraved  selfishness,  between  order  and  anarchy,  be- 
tween the  antagonisms  of  labor,  and  between  the  extremes  of 
class.  The  contest  is  at  our  own  firesides,  between  our  own 
citizens,  in  the  presence  of  an  interested  universal  civilization, 
and  is  to  test  the  strength  of  our  institutions,  and  the  stability 
of  our  National  Government. 

At  a  time  when  such  issues  are  pending,  the  Legislature  of 
a  sovereign  State  occupies  a  position  of  high  importance  and 
grave  responsibility.  Tour  record  will  form  one  important 
link  in  that  chain  of  grand  events  which  connects  our  national 
existence  of  to-day  with  its  past  and  its  future  ;  and  your  dis- 
cussions will  countenance  and  encourage  the  enemies  of  our 
republic  now  in  rebellion  against  its  authority,  or  aid  in  the 
triumph  of  constitutional  liberty  and  the  restoration  of  the 
power  and  integrity  of  the  Union. 

Called  by  the  voice  of  the  people  to  meet  these  responsibili- 
ties, we  may,  in  humble  dependence  upon  Divine  influences, 
enter  upon  oar  labors  with  hope  and  courage,  and  discharge 
our  duties  with  fidelity  to  our  constituents,  our  country,  and 
our  God. 

Of  the  many  questions  of  public  interest  which  will  require 
your  attention,  there  will  be  none  more  important  than  those 
which  relate  to  the  finances  of  the  State,  to  our  army  of  volun- 


teers,  and  our  militia  system,  as  a  means  of  public  safety,  and 
to  our  duties  to  the  General  Government,  during  the  rebellion.

It  will  probably  be  necessary  to  raise  the  sum  mentioned 
above,  which,  can  be  done  either  by  taxation  or  a  loan,  or  by 
both.  This  unusual  condition  of  our  finances  arises  principally 
from  the  liberal  appropriations  which  have  been  made  for  the 
support  of  our  volunteers,  and  for  their  families,  rendered 
necessary  by  the  war.  For  means  of  suppressing  this  rebellion, 
you  are  aware  that  the  Government  is  endeavoring  to  adopt  a 
new  and,  with  us,  an  untried  system  of  revenue,  based  upon 
the  productive  industry  of  the  country,  ar\d  one  which  will 
make  still  larger  demands  upon  our  pecuniary  resources.  But 
we  have  abundant  ability  to  meet  these  claims.  A  very  small 
part  of  the  profits  of  our  industry  will  be  sufficient  to  supply 
the  public  treasury  with  ample  means  to  prosecute  the  war, 
and  furnish  a  good  foundation  for  public  credit.  The  people 
are  wisely  preparing  for  this  demand,  which  many  cheerfully 
anticipate  and  even  ■  earnestly  desire.  Sound  policy  dictates 
that  you  should  avail  yourselves  of  this  self-sacrificing  patriot- 
ism by  making  liberal  provision  to  meet  our  exisiting  obliga- 
tions. 

The  School  Fund,  which  has  been  of  such  value  in  opening 
free  schools  to  every  child  in  the  State,  originated  from  a  sale 
of  public  lands  lying  in  what  is  now  the  northeast  part  of  Ohio. 
The  sale  was  made  in  1795  for  the  sum  of  one  million  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars.  By  the  fidelity  with  which  the  present 
Commissioner  and  his  predecessors  have  performed  their  duties, 
and  husbanded  the  fund,  it  has  produced  an  aggregate  income 
of  over  five  million  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars,  which  has  been  used  for  educational  purposes  in  the 
several  school  societies,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  that  system 
of  public  education  which  has  been  the  just  pride  and  glory 
of  our  State.  The  fund  now  amounts  to  two  million  and  fifty 
thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents, 
or  nearly  double  the  original  capital.  The  income  for  the  past 
year  has  been  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  and  eighty- 
four  dollars  and  thirteen  cents,  from  which  there  has  been 
made  a  dividend  of  one  dollar  and  twenty  cents  to  aid  in  the 
education  of  each  of  the  one  hundred  and  nine  thousand  and 
forty-two  children,  between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen  years, 
in  the  State. 


It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  amidst  the  troubles  and  excite- 
ments of  the  year,  and  the  embarrassments  which  have  at- 
tended nearly  every  pursuit,  Common  School  Education  has 
not  suffered  with  the  general  depression.  The  schools  have 
been  prosperous,  a  larger  attendance  has  been  secured  since  the 
commencement  of  the  war,  a  greater  number  of  school  houses 
are  reported  in  good  condition,  the  consolidation  of  districts 
and  more  perfect  classification  of  scholars,  in  large  towns,  is 
advancing,  and  the  sum  raised  for  the  support  of  public  schools 
in  districts  and  towns,  by  voluntary  taxation,  has  more  than 
doubled  during  the  year.  The  State  Normal  School  appears  to 
have  infused  a  lively  interest  in  the  work  of  teaching  into  the 
minds  of  its  pupils,  the  most  of  whom  have  been  successfully 
employed  in  this  State,  and  have  performed  their  labors  with 
credit  to  themselves  and  the  Institution. 

The  general  cause  of  popular  education  has  apparently  ad- 
vanced since  the  establishment  of  the  Normal  School  and  the 
present  system  of  school  superintendence.  The  Normal  School 
has  been  so  long  and  successfully  in  operation  that  we  may  re- 
gard it  as  an  essential  part,  if  not  the  centre  of  that  system 
which  places  an  education  within  the  reach  of  every  child,  and 
may,  with  propriety,  recognize  it  as  one  of  our  permanent  in- 
stitutions worthy  of  an  annual  appropriation  for  its  support. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  forty-eight  juvenile  offenders 
in  the  State  Keform  School.  The  crimes  and  misdemeanors 
for  which  they  were  committed  are  graded  from  vagrancy  up 
to  forgery  and  arson. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  well  as  the  benevolent  and  sym- 
pathizing Superintendent  and  his  assistants,  are  laboring  for  the 
intellectual  and  moral  improvement  of  the  inmates,  and  are 
satisfied  that  the  Institution  is  on  a  better  basis  than  at  any  for- 
mer period  of  its  history,  and  that  the  benefits  which  were  an- 
ticipated by  the  early  and  steadfast  friends  of  the  Institution 
will  soon  be  realized. 

The  diminished  demand  for  labor  has  reduced  the  receipts 
of  the  State  Prison  to  within  a  fraction  of  the  expenditures. 
The  institution  appears  to  have  been  economically  managed 
and  faithfully  conducted,  not  only  with  reference  to  the  in- 


terests  of  the  public,  but  to  the  necessities  of  its  one  hundred 
and  eighty  inmates. 

On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  March  last,  Daniel  Webster,  an 
able  and  faithful  public  officer,  while  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  as  warden  of  the  State  Prison,  was  murderously  as- 
saulted by  a  convict,  and  died  the  following  day  from  the 
wounds  which  he  then  received.  Porter  Kellogg,  a  prisoner, 
saw  the  assault,  immediately  rushed  to  the  rescue,  wrested  the 
knife  from  the  murderer,  and  thereby,  probably,  saved  the 
warden  from  instant  death.  Lucius  Kice,  another  prisoner, 
went  to  the  place  of  danger  as  soon  as  he  knew  of  the  assault, 
evidently  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  Warden,  but  before 
he  could  render  much  service  the  murderer  had  been  over- 
powered. Such  efforts  for  the  maintenance  of  good  discipline 
in  the  prision  are  worthy  of  special  notice,  and  may  furnish  a 
good  ground  upon  which  you  can,  with  safety  to  the  public, 
shorten  the  term  for  which  these  convicts  were  sentenced. 

Of  the  three  hundred  and  ninety-seven  patients  admitted  to 
the  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  during  the  past  year,  one  hundred 
and  eighty-eight  received  pecuniary  aid  from  the  State  to  the 
amount  of  nine  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  dollars 
and  thirty  cents. 

Seventy-one  State  beneficiaries  have  been  discharged,  thirty 
of  whom  were  cured,  twenty-two  improved,  twelve  not  im- 
proved, and  seven  dead. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  seventeen  cases,  remaining  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  March,  a  majority  are  of  long  standing. 
Broken  in  body  and  mind,  unqualified  to  care  for  themselves 
or  benefit  others,  they  have  found  a  refuge  and  a  home  in  the 
Petreat. 

The  benefits  which  flow  from  the  State  appropriation  are  not 
limited  by  the  walls  of  the  institution.  In  many  instances,  in- 
sanity has  visited  families,  without  pecuniary  resources  but  of 
refinement  and  high  moral  worth,  who  by  the  most  rigid  econ- 
omy and  self-denying  labors,  have  been  barely  able  to  sustain 
themselves,  day  by  day,  and,  but  for  the  timely  aid  rendered 
in  the  hour  of  increased  necessity,  from  these  funds,  would 
suffer  privations  which  would  be  a  reproach  to  our  people. 


The  benevolent  public  still  favor  the  Institution  by  liberal 
contributions,  which,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  the  able  and  devoted  Superintendent,  are  ex- 
pended in  improving  the  buildings,  beautifying  the  grounds 
and  increasing  the  means  of  restoring  the  minds  of  the  inmates 
to  sound  and  healthful  action. 

One  hundred  patients  from  thirty-three  different  towns  in 
the  State,  have  been  supported,  in  whole  or  in  part,  at  the 
Connecticut  Hospital  Society,  by  the  State  appropriation,  six 
of  whom  have  died,  eighty-three  been  discharged,  and  eleven 
remain.  One  hundred  and  eleven  have  been,  in  part,  sup- 
ported by  the  State,  at  the  Hartford  Hospital,  sixty-four  of 
whom  have  been  discharged,  thirteen  have  died,  and  thirty- 
four  remained  on  the  first  of  March. 

Both  of  these  Institutions  have  been  invaluable  to  our  vol- 
unteers, by  furnishing  them  with  the  comforts  of  a  home  while 
sick,  and  rendering  such  necessary  care  and  medical  aid  as 
could  have  been  secured  in  no  other  way. 

There  are  eleven  beneficiaries  of  the  State,  at  the  School  for 
Imbeciles,  under  the  charge  of  Doct.  H.  M.  Knight,  at  Lake- 
ville,  seven  in  the  Perkins  Institute  and  Massachusetts  Asy- 
lum for  the  Blind,  and  forty  in  the  American  Asylum  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb. 

The  Institutions  of  humanity  and  education  require  our  con- 
stant and  favorable  consideration.  "We  should  not  be  in- 
fluenced by  parsimony,  neither  should  the  heavy  burdens  of 
war  be  permitted  to  incline  us  to  withhold  such  support  as  is 
essential  to  their  usefulness.  They  are  the  fruits  and  evi- 
dences of  an  enlightened  philanthropy — the  barometer  by 
which  we  can  judge  whether  our  country  is  advancing  in  the 
sunlight  of  intelligence,  civilization  and  Christianity,  or 
whether  it  is  to  be  darkened  and  desolated  by  the  storm  of 
ignorance,  depravity  and  selfishness. 

The  general  depression  of  business  of  the  country  has  had 
its  influences  upon  our  Railroads,  and  their  receipts  in  conse- 
quence have  been  reduced  seventen  per  cent,  the  past  year. 

The  New  London  and  New  Haven  Railroad  having  been 
unable  to  meet  its  obligations  as  they  matured,  has  passed 
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from  the  management  of  the  Directors,  into  the  hands  of  the 
Trustees  ;  and  is  now  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  first  mort- 
gage Bond  holders,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  1858. 

The  roads  are  reported  in  good  condition,  and  the  fact  that 
during  the  past  eight  years  over  twenty-three  millions  of  per- 
sons have  been  conveyed  over  them,  with  the  loss  of  the 
life  of  only  one  passenger  while  riding  in  his  seat,  is  evidence 
that  they  have  been  operated  by  their  agents,  and  guarded  by 
the  public,  with  reference  to  the  general  safety. 

The  Bank  Commissioners  report  the  seventy-five  Banks  of 
discount  and  deposit  in  an  improved  condition  from  last  year. 
They  took  a  large  portion  of  the  last  State  loan  of  one  million 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  are  rendering  the  usual  fa- 
cilities to  the  business  interests  of  the  State.  They  have  an 
aggregate  capital  of  twenty-one  million,  seven  hundred  and 
ninety  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  thirty -seven  dollars. 

Deposits  amounting  to,  six  million,  seventy-nine  thousand, 
two  hundred  and  three  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents,  a  circula- 
tion of  eight  million  and  twenty-ttiree  thousand,  six  hundred 
and  eighty- one  dollars,  and  one  million,  five  hundred  and 
eighteen  thousand,  three  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  and  sixty- 
two  cents,  in  specie.  Their  circulation  has  increased  seventeen 
per  cent.,  their  deposits  twenty  per  cent.,  and  their  specie  fifty 
per  cent.,  since  the  last  annual  report. 

The  deposits  in  Savings  Banks  amount  to  nineteen  million, 
nine  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand,  nine  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  dollars  and  forty-four  cents,  being  an  increase  of  six 
hundred  and  six  thousand,  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dol- 
lars and  twenty-six  cents,  during  the  year.  The  deposits  in  the 
Building  Associations  amount  to  one  million,  six  hundred,  and 
ninety-six  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and 
seventy-two  cents. 

The  occurrences  of  the  past  year  are  in  themselves  incontest- 
able arguments  to  prove  the  necessity  of  devising  a  system  for 
protecting  the  rights  of  our  citizens  against  foreign  or  domestic 
intervention.  Such  means  of  protection  can  be  secured  in  no 
way  so  surely  and  economically,  as  by  a  legally  organized  sys- 
tem of  militia.

I  will  state  briefly  a  few  principles,  upon  which,  in  my  judg- 
ment, such  a  system  should  be  founded,  refer  to  a  few  provis- 
ions and  deficiencies  in  our  present  law,  and.  would  respectfully 
request  you  to  make  such  amendments  and  additions  to  it  as 
our  position  and  circumstances  appear  to  demand. 

The  Government  is  established  for  the  benefit  and  safety  of 
our  citizens.  In  an  imperfect  state  of  society  this  end  can  be 
attained  only  by  concentrating  and  controlling  so  much  of  the 
physical  power  of  the  State  as  maybe  necessary  to  protect  the 
person,  the  property,  and  the  liberty  of  each  individual.  The 
citizen,  being  a  part  of  the  State,  is  under  obligations  to  per- 
form a  part  of  that  service,  or  furnish  a  portion  of  that  power 
which  is  required  by  the  State  for  the  protection  of  every  other 
citizen.  This  obligation  to  protect  on  the  one  hand,  and  render 
service  on  the  other,  is  mutual  between  the  Government  and 
the  governed,  and  furnishes  the  necessity  for  a  military  sys- 
tem. 

A  law,  therefore,  for  the  organization  of  such  a  system 
should  not  merely  invite  but  secure  the  requisite  service. 
It  may  not  be  framed  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  in- 
dividual, but  like  every  other  law  should  be  in  conformity 
with  the  aggregate  views  and  just  requirements  of  a  majority 
of  the  people.  The  citizen  may  regard  the  performance  of 
military  duty  as  a  burden,  like  taxation,  but  the  Government 
must,  for  self-preservation,  see  that  the  burden  is  borne. 

The  demands  of  the  law  should  be  addressed  to  physical 
ability.  Wealth  and  poverty  are  not  the  only  standards  by 
which  we  can  judge  of  the  capacity  of  the  State  to  defend  her 
citizens.  The  one  class  should  not  be  exonerated  by  a  nominal 
pecuniary  penalty,  nor  the  other  burdened  with  heavy  expen- 
ditures by  the  requirements  of  law.  The  parts  of  the  system 
should  be  so  complete  and  harmonious  that  the  whole  force, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  could  rapidly  be  put  into  requisition. 

I  would  further  suggest  as  important,  if  not  essential,  a  di- 
vision of  militia  into  two  classes,  according  to  age,  the  younger 
of  which  should  be  required  to  perform  active  service,  and  be 
first  tendered  to  the  General  Government,  on  requisition  by 
the  President. 
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tary  districts,  according  to  population,  and  a  Board  of  officers 
be  appointed  to  examine  the  qualifications  of  all  nominees  for 
regimental  and  line  officers,  before  they  be  commissioned. 

The  act  relating  to  the  militia  on  our  Statute  books  differs  in 
some  respects  from  the  principles  suggested.  It  requires  not  only 
the  enrollment  of  all  persons  liable  to  perform  military  duty, 
but  the  organization  of  an  active  force,  to  consist  of  not  less 
than  forty  nor  more  than  sixty-four  companies,  liable,  at  all 
times,  to  be  called  into  the  service  of  the  State,  and  in  case  of 
war  or  insurrection,  to  be  turned  over  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  in  compliance  with  any  requisition  made  by  the 
President.  It  provides  that  if  volunteers  do  not  offer  in 
sufficient  numbers  to  fill  the  active  militia,  the  deficiency  may 
be  supplied  by  drafting. 

On  the  14th  of  January  last,  only  thirteen  companies,  em- 
bracing but  six  hundred  and  nineteen  men,  from  an  enroll- 
ment of  fifty-four  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty,  had  vol- 
unteered to  form  a  part  of  the  active  militia.  To  complete  the 
organization  contemplated,  the  Commander-in-Chief  issued  an 
order  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  several  towns  which  had  not  fur- 
nished their  quota  to  designate  by  lot  from  the  inactive  militia 
one  person  to  every  eighty  inhabitants,  and  make  return  of  the 
enrollment  to  the  Adjutant  General. 

Many  who  were  thus  designated  as  a  part  of  the  active  mi- 
litia, paid  ten  dollars,  as  provided  in  the  12th  section  of  the 
law,  and  their  names  were  not  enrolled. 

Although  it  was  manifest  that  the  public  Treasury  might  be 
largely  benefited  in  this  manner,  yet  it  was  equally  manifest 
that  the  mode  of  taxation  was  unequal,  and  that  proper  sub- 
jects for  military  duty  could  defeat  the  contemplated  organi- 
zation. 

New  drafts  became  necessary  to  supply  the  deficiency,  and 
new  vacancies  occurred  by  the  payment  of  fines,  until  it  be- 
came evident  that  some  towns  would  not  furnish  their  quota 
without  re-drafting  those  who  claimed  to  be  exonerated  from 
service  through  compliance  with  the  alternate  provisions  of 
the  act.  As  these  results  were  neither  desired  nor  anticipated 
by  the  framers  of  the  law,  and  as  other  provisions  of  the  act 
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appeared  to  require  amendments  before  the  burdens  could  be 
equitably  distributed,  and  as  hopes  were  encouraged  that  the 
active  militia  would  be  increased  by  other  volunteers,  further 
action,  under  the  order  for  drafting,  was  suspended. 

I  trust  you  will  direct  the  Selectmen  to  refund  to  the  parties 
who  paid  the  fines,  the  money  now  held  under  a  strict  compli- 
ance with  the  order. 

You  will  judge  -as  to  the  limit  of  expenditure  in  the  purchase 
of  arms  and  equipments  for  the  State  militia. 

It  appears  to  me  important  that  we  should  have  enough  to 
supply  at  least  ten  thousand  infantry,  and  a  proportionate  force 
of  artillery  and  cavalry.  Anticipating  your  action  on  this 
subject,  I  have  already  given  the  Quarter-Master-General  or- 
ders to  purchase  ordnance  and  equipments  to  complete  five 
batteries  of  artillery,  each  to  be  composed  of  four  6-pound  can- 
non and  two  12-pound  howitzers,  and  one  battery  of  four  12- 
pound  cannon  and  two  24-pound  howitzers,  all  to  be  of  the 
quality  and  standard  last  adopted  by  the  War  Department. 

The  heavy  battery  will  be  well  adapted  to  aid  in  coast  de- 
fense, and  should  be  located  with  reference  to  that  object. 

A  act  to  provide  for  the  organization  and  equipment  of  a 
Yolunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  public  defense,  ap- 
proved May  8,  1861,  together  with  acts  in  addition  thereunto, 
approved  June  27,  1861,  and  Oct.  16,  1861,  authorized  the 
Executive  to  accept  the  services  of  an  unlimited  number  of 
volunteers,  and  cause  them  to  be  enlisted  and  mustered  into 
the  service  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  being  turned  over 
to  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  conferred  ample  power 
to  organize,  officer,  and  equip  them,  in  such  a  manner  as  he 
should  order  and  direct. 


Under  this  act  there  had  been  organized,  mustered,  and  turned  over  to  the 
service  of  the  United  States,  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  thirteen  Regi- 
ments of  Infantry,  embracing  in  officers  and  men, 12,904 

One  Battalion  and  one  squadron  of  Cavalry, 518 

One  Battery  of  Light  Artillery, 156 

Making  a  total  of >13,5'78 
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Three  Eegiments  of  Infantay,  which  were  organized  for  three  months, 

have  been  mustered  out  of  service,  numbering 2,340 

There  have  been  reported  as  dead, 191 

Eesigned, 31 

Discharged, 228 

2,790 

Leaving  now  in  the  service, 10,788 

More  intelligent,  patriotic,  and  self-sacrificing  men,  never 
entered  the  military  service  of  any  government.  They  have 
patiently  suffered  privations  without  murmuring,  and  submit- 
ted to  the  discipline  of  the  camp  in  preparation  for  the  severer 
but  more  welcome  duties  of  the  battle-field.  Strengthened  by 
high  moral  determination,  they  have  manifested  gallantry,  in- 
trepidity, and  courage  sufficient  to  show  that  they  counted  not 
their  lives  dear  unto  themselves  if,  by  their  sacrifice,  they 
might  re-establish  the  blessings  of  constitutional  liberty. 
Their  record  will  make  a  brilliant  page  in  the  history  of  our 
Commonwealth. 

While  organizing  the  several  Regiments,  I  was  often  assured 
that  young  men  of  pure  patriotism  and  high  moral  character 
were  unwilling  to  enlist  "until  the  company  officers  were  des- 
ignated, as  their  comfort  and  efficiency  depended  very  much 
upon  the  character  of  those  in  command.  For  the  purpose  of 
removing  this  obstacle  to  enlistments,  I  appointed  and  com- 
missioned, in  October  and  November,  a  number  of  Second 
Lieutenants,  with  special  authority  to  recruit,  and  issued  an  or- 
der confining  the  choice  of  the  two  higher  officers  in  any  com- 
pany which  might  be  organized  by  the  consolidation  of  squads 
thus  recruited,  to  those  Lieutenants.  Contrary  to  my  antici- 
pations volunteering  very  rapidly  declined,  until  I  returned  to 
the  former  system,  and  commissioned  those  who  presented 
themselves  as  officers  of  companies  which  they  had  been  the 
principal  instruments  in  recruiting,  and  those  who  were  nomi- 
nated by  the  companies.  Exceptions  to  this  general  rule  were 
made  in  cases  where  a  Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief  reported  against  the  candidates,  and 
where  other  satisfactory  evidence  of  disqualification  was 
presented. 
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Two  companies  of  cavalry  have,  without  expense  to  the 
State,  been  organized  in  the  usual  manner,  and  the  officers 
commissioned  by  this  Department.  They  united  with  and 
form  a  part  of  the  Harris  Light  Cavalry,  a  regiment  recog- 
nized by  the  War  Department  as  belonging  to  New  York. 
Several  vacancies  have  occurred  in  their  offices,  which  have 
been  filled  by  men  from  other  States,  but  they  have  not  been 
commissioned  by  me.  I  fear  these  appointments  and  commis- 
sions from  other  authorities  may  go  so  far  that  the  companies 
can  no  longer  be  recognized  as  organizations  of  Connecticut, 
in  which  event  the  men  may  not  be  able  to  secure  the  payment 
allowed  our  volunteers.  I  have  called  the  attention  of  the 
Colonel  to  the  subject,  but  have  not  been  advised  of  any 
change  in  the  course  hitherto  pursued. 

The  arms  and  equipments  for  the  two  Companies  of  Cavalry 
already  referred  to,  the  arms  for  the  Ninth  and  Twelfth  Regi- 
ments  of  Infantry,  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six 
stands  of  arms  for  other  Infantry,  and  most  of  the  appointments 
for  the  Twelfth  Regiment,  were  furnished  by  the  General  Gov- 
ernment. All  other  expenditures  incident  to  arming,  equip- 
ping, and  furnishing  the  volunteers,  including  horses  for  the 
Artillery  and  the  Battalion  of  Cavalry,  and  the  charge  for  the 
transportation  of  three  Regiments  to  Washington,  have  been 
met  from  the  State  Treasury. 

The  account  of  the  State  against  the  General  Government, 
made  up  the  first  of  March,  1862,  contained  charges  for

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due  at  that  time  from  the  government.  The  account  with  the 
vouchers  has  been  presented  to  the  United  States  Treasury  De- 
partment, but  has  not  yet  been  audited. 

With  the  exception  of  extra  compensation  allowed  by  the 
State  to  her  volunteers  and  their  families,  the  account  is  in- 
tended to  embrace  all  expenses  incurred  for  arms,  clothing,  and 
all  appointments,  together  with  the  wages,  paid  from  the 
time  the  troops  entered  the  service  of  the  State  to  the  time 
they  were  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and 
an  advance  of  about  two  months'  pay  to  the  Battalion  of 
Cavalry. 

The  property  thus  charged  and  not  distributed  is  held  as 
belonging  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  and  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  "War  Department.  There  are,  however,  five 
thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  rifles  and  muskets,  as 
well  as  accoutrements,  in  the  hands  of  the  Quarter-Master- 
General,  which,  I  trust,  may  be  retained  for  the  use  of  the  State 
Militia,  by  accounting  for  them  in  settling  with  the  General 
Government. 

The  Paymaster-General  visited  a  number  of  Regiments 
while  on  the  Potomac,  and  made  the  first  and  second  payments 
due  them  from  the  State.  The  expenses  necessary  to  meet 
these  paymeuts,  the  hazards  incident  to  the  transmission  of 
funds,  the  difficulty  of  gaining  access  to  Regiments,  scattered 
in  the  southern  part  of  the  country,  together  with  the  fact  tha 
the  amount  paid  by  the  General  Government  would  meet  all 
ordinary  necessities  of  the  troops,  induced  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  to  order  the  Paymaster-General  to  suspend  his  visits  for 
the  above  named  object,  and  to  prescribe  a  form  of  draft  on 
that  officer,  by  which  the  amount  due  the  volunteer  might, 
without  risk,  be  transmitted  to  his  family,  or  to  any  person  at 
his  discretion.  Irregularity  and  delay  in  forwarding  the 
monthly  Regimental  returns  to  the  Adjutant-General,  which 
contain  the  evidence  of  service  for  which  the  soldier  is  entitled 
to  pay,  often  postpones,  the  payment  of  these  orders,  occasions 
disappointment  to  the  holder,  and  increased  labor  to  the  Pay- 
master. 

Eliot  Beardsley  of  Winsted,  and  Charles  C.  Johnson  of  Nor- 
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wich,  Laving  been  appointed  by  the  President  Allotment 
Commissioners  for  this  State,  have  entered  upon  their  unpaid 
labors,  and  are  rendering  valuable  aid  to  many  families  of  vol- 
unteers by  securing  to  them  a  part  of  the  pay  due  from  the 
United  States. 

The  act  to  which  I  have  referred  authorizes  the  Governor  to 
organize  and  officer  the  volunteers,  in  such  a  manner  as  he 
shall  direct. 

Under  this  provision,  and  with  the  conviction  that  an  officer 
possessing  proper  qualifications,  holding  a  position  above  the 
Colonels  of  the  several  regiments,  could  render  important  ser- 
vice to  the  State,  the  rank  of  Brigadier-General  was  offered  to 
Daniel  Tyler  of  Norwich,  a  gentleman  of  large  military  ac- 
quirements, and  practically  conversant  with  the  details  of  army 
appointments.  The  office  was  declined,  except  upon  the  con- 
dition dictated  by  him,  that  any  duties  to  which  he  might  be 
assigned  should  be  performed  without  remuneration  for  service 
rendered  or  expenses  incurred.  He  was  untiring  in  his  devo- 
tion to  the  public  interests,  and  rendered  efficient  and  valuable 
services  in  organizing  and  equipping  the  volunteers,  as  well  as 
in  making  up  the  accounts  of  the  State  against  the  General 
Government,  from  the  19th  of  November  until  about  the  mid- 
dle of  March,  when  he  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  War  to 
fill  the  more  important  position  of  Brigadier-General  of 
Yolunteers,  in  active  service.  Such  an  example  of  self-deny- 
ing patriotism  contrasts,  most  pointedly  and  favorably,  with 
occasional  instances  of  self-advancement  at  the  expense  of  the 
necessities  of  the  Government. 

John  H.  Almy,  residing  temporarily  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  has  been  appointed  Assistant  Quarter-Master-General, 
and  has  devoted  much  time  and  rendered  highly  important 
service  to  the  State,  by  securing  from  the  Government 
payment  to  disabled  volunteers  while  detained  in  that  city,  and 
by  aiding  in  the  transportation  of  troops,  and  adding  to  their 
comfort,  whether  on  their  way  to  the  seat  of  war  or  returning 
sick  and  wounded  to  their  friends.  He  has  received  only  the 
amount  expended  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  his 
patriotism  having  led  him  to  decline  compensation  for  servi- 
ces rendered. 
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I  would  refer  you  to  the  able  and  interesting  report  of  the 
Adjutant-General,  which  exhibits  in  detail  the  organization  of 
the  several  volunteer  corps,  the  officers  and  number  of  men 
in  each,  the  resignations  and  promotions,  the  number  killed 
and  wounded  in  battle,  and  the  number  of  privates  and  officers 
from  .each  town  and  city  in  the  State.  It  will  also  be  seen  that 
there  are  ten  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-two  privates 
and  non-commissioned  officers,  and  two  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirty-two  families  entitled  to  pay  from  the  State. 

The  report  presents  the  number  of  active  and  enrolled  mili- 
tia and  valuable  suggestions  respecting  a  more  perfect  militia 


John  M.  Hathaway  was  appointed  Quarter-Master-General 
June  4,  1857,  and  continued  in  office  until  his  resignation,  Au- 
gust 31,  1861.  Jonathan  B.  Bunce  was  commissioned  as  his 
successor,  but  resigned  his  post  on  the  16th  day  of  January, 
when  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  William  A. 
Aiken.  His  report  very  clearly  presents  the  present  condition 
of  his  Department,  with  an  inventory  of  property  on  hand  pur- 
chased for  the  volunteers  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as 
well  as  an  inventory  of  arms,  equipments,  and  other  military 
appointments,  owned  by  the  State,  and  specifies  the  places 
where  they  are  deposited. 

"William  O.  Irish,  Paymaster-General,  resigned  his  position 
on  the  18th  day  of  January,  1862,  and  his  place  was  filled  by 
the  appointment  of  William  Fitch. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  law  providing  compensation 
for  this  officer,  which,  in  case  of  death  or  resignation,  is  liable 
to  more  than  one  construction. 

Some  idea  of  the  increased  labor  and  responsibility  of  this 
Department  may  be  formed  from  the  fact,  that  it  is  subject  to 
over  thirty  thousand  orders  per  annum,  from  the  present  num- 
ber of  volunteers  now  in  the  service.  That  the  duties  of  the 
officers  in  the  other  military  departments  have  increased  as 
largely,  may  be  a  reason  why  the  law  regulating  their  com- 
pensation should  also  be  reviewed. 

It  is  my  duty  to  acknowledge,  in  this  public  manner,  the  re- 
ceipt of  a  steel  cannon,  a  gift  from  the  Hon.  Henry  S.  Sanford, 
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Minister  of  the  United  States  to  Belgium,  which,  for  the  cali- 
bre, is  unequaled  in  lightness  and  durability,  by  any  ordnance, 
prized  not  only  for  its  excellence  of  workmanship,  its  supe- 
rior finish  and  intrinsic  value,  but  as  an  offering  of  a  loyal  son 
of  Connecticut,  tendered  as  a  substitute  for  personal  services, 
while  detained  abroad,  in  the  performance  of  official  duties. 

On  the  twenty- seventh  day  of  November  I  sent  notice,  by 
mail,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States, 
that  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State  had  resolved  to 
assume  and  pay  her  quota  of  the  direct  tax,  laid  by  Congress, 
on  or  before  the  time  required  by  the  statute. 

A  communication  was  soon  received  from  that  officer,  evi- 
dently written  before  the  receipt  of  my  letter,  inquiring  wheth- 
er the  State  of  Connecticut  would  assume  and  pay  such  tax, 
and  also  whether,  in  case  of  any  change  in  the  law,  by  which 
a  different  and  perhaps  larger  amount  should  be  apportioned 
to  the  State,  the  authorities  would  probably  pay  it. 

On  the  fourth  day  of  December  I  sent  that  officer  a  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  resolution,  passed  by  the  General  Assembly 
at  its  special  session,  by  which  our  Senators  and  Eepresenta- 
tives  in  Congress  were  instructed  to  use  their  efforts  to  pro- 
cure the  repeal  of  that  part  of  the  act  of  Congress  relating  to 
a  tax  on  incomes,  approved  August  5th,  1861,  confirmed  the 
notice  previously  given  of  the  intention  of  this  State  to  assume 
and  pay  her  own  quota  of  the  direct  tax  already  imposed  by 
Congress,  and  stated  that  we  would  assume  and  pay  our  quota 
of  any  specific  tax  which  Congress  might  impose  upon  the 
several  States,  and  also  that  "  Connecticut  has  adopted  a  sys- 
tem of  taxation  in  accordance  with  the  views,  usages  and 
business  interests  of  her  citizens,  a  system  altogether  better  for 
her  people  than  any  which  may  be  adopted  by  the  General 
Government,  and  she  will  ever  prefer  meeting  her  pecuniary 
obligations  to  the  Government  through  her  own  officers  rather 
than  through  assessors  and  collectors  appointed  by  Federal 
authorities." 

The  arrest  of  Mason  and  Slidell,  bearers  of  dispatches  from 
the  rebel  confederacy,  to  foreign  powers,  by  the  captain  of  an 
armed  United  States  ship,  while  they  were  on  board  an  English 
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vessel,  led  the  British  Government  to  assume  a  threatening 
attitude  towards  this  nation,  and  make  a  demand  for  the  imme- 
diate and  unconditional  surrender  of  the  prisoners. 

The  event  excited  among  our  citizens  some  interest  for  the 
defense  of  the  southern  part  of  our  State,  to  which  my  atten- 
tion was  specially  called  by  the  authorities  of  the  city  of  New 
Haven. 

As  the  duty  of  providing  defenses  against  a  common  enemy 
devolves  upon  the  National  Government,  I  brought  the  sub- 
ject to  the  notice  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  and  at  an  interview 
with  that  officer,  represented  the  exposure  of  our  territory, 
lying  nearly  one  hundred  miles  on  Long  Island  Sound,  to  for- 
eign invasion,  and  the  evident  necessity  of  some  action  by  the 
Government.  Assurance  was  given  that  the  whole  subject  of 
national  coast  defense  had  been  committed  to  a  Board  of  com- 
petent Engineers,  with  instructions  to  examine  and  report  some 
plan  or  system  for  protecting  the  entire  line,  and  that  in  that 
plan  the  interests  of  Connecticut  would  be  properly  regarded. 
The  subject  is  now  before  Congress,  and,  through  the  influence 
of  our  Senators  and  .Representatives,  will  undoubtedly  receive 
due  attention. 

That  such  a  pressing  demand  as  has  been  stated,  connected 
with  extensive*  warlike  preparations  at  home,  and  the  gather- 
ing of  a  large  naval  force  upon  our  shores,  unaccompanied  by 
any  indication  that  an  amicable  adjustment  of  questions  at 
issue  might  be  secured,  or  was  even  desired,  should  have  been 
made  by  an  enlightened,  powerful  and  magnanimous  nation, 
at  a  period  in  which  all  our  energies  were  required  to  grapple 
successfully  with  a  most  formidable  and  extended  internal  re- 
bellion, upon  the  suppression  of  which  depended  not  only  the 
very  existence  of  our  National  Government,  but  the  highest 
interest  of  civilization  and  human  liberty,  overwhelms  us  with 
grief  and  indignant  astonishment. 

"We  shall  learn  a  valuable  lesson  from  the  occurrence,  if  we 
rely  less  upon  professions  of  amity  and  philanthropy,  and 
adopt  a  more  rigid  policy  to  protect  our  own  labor  and  stimu- 
late our  own  skill  and  genius,  so  as  to  develop  our  resources 
to  the  full  production  of  whatever  will  make  us  independent 
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of  the  clamor  of  foreign  commerce,  and  fearless  of  the  men- 
aces of  foreign  power. 

Our  National  Constitution  was  founded  upon  the  divine 
right  of  man  to  self-government,  and  adopted  by  the  people 
under  a  solemn  pledge  of  submission  and  obedience  to  the 
will  of  the  majority. 

A  denial  of  this  principle,  a  violation  of  these  pledges  by 
the  minority,  and  the  claim  that  the  superior  and  more  intelli- 
gent class  has  a  right,  based  upon  the  importance  of  a  more 
perfect  development  of  our  social  condition,  to  the  control  and 
service  of  the  inferior  class,  are  the  causes  of  the  present  re- 
bellion against  our  National  Government, 

It  originates,  not  in  a  deprivation  of  constitutional  rights, 
not  in  well-founded  complaints  and  grievances  which  can  be 
properly  redressed,  but  in  the  arrogant  claims  of  an  oligarchy 
to  dictate  in  the  administration  of  the  Government. 

A  refusal  to  yield  to  such  imperious  demands,  is  the  ground 
upon  which  the  rebels  justify  their  renunciation  of  allegiance 
to  Federal  authority. 

The  people,  acting  as  a  court  of  appeals,  have  passed  sen- 
tence of  condemnation  upon  every  rebel.  A  determination  to 
execute  the  judgment  leads  the  convict  to  cry  out  against  coer- 
cion, while  disloyal  citizens  stimulate  his  powers  of  resistance, 
and  prolong  his  struggle  by  tendering  him  their  sympathies 
and  dilating  upon  the  horrors  of  civil  war. 

Who  shall  be  sustained,  the  criminal  or  the  court?  Which 
shall  be  successful,  the  rebellion  or  the  Government  ? 

These  questions  are  no  longer  open  to  the  ordinary  modes  of 
adjustment,  for  reason  has  given  place  to  passion,  the  forms  of 
law  to  anarchy,  and  both  the  rebel  and  the  loyalist,  appealing 
to  high  Heaven,  leave  the  questions  ak  issue  to  the  arbitrament 
of  the  sword. 

While  the  sword  may  not  determine  the  constitutionality  or 
morality  of  questions  at  issue,  it  may  establish  the  conditions 
upon  which  the  Government  shall  hereafter  exist,  and  the 
principles  upon  which  it  shall  be  administered. 

The  war  may  determine  whether  the  Government,  which 
shall  continue  in  being  after  this  revolution,  shall  recognize 
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slavery  as  a  divine  institution,  nourish  and  foster  the  system 
as  though  it  were  sacred,  and  give  its  supporters  increased 
and  undue  influence  and  power;  or  whether  it  shall  continue 
to  rest  upon  the  principles  of  liberty  as  embodied  in  the  Decla- 
ration of  Independence,  and  protect  the  rights  of  the  citizen 
by  the  enforcement  of  constitutional  law. 

The  sword  may  determine  whether  this  National  Union, 
which  "Washington  declared  was  of  immense  value  to  our  col- 
lective and  individual  happiness,  and  which  he  urged  us  to 
think  and  speak  of  as  the  palladium  of  our  political  safety  and 
prosperity,  shall  be  preserved  in  its  integrity,  or  whether  it 
shall  be  dismembered  by  rebellion. 

Physical  force  may  not  be  able  to  force  loyalty  into  the 
hearts  of  insurgents,  nor  inspire  them  with  love  for  the  Union  ; 
but  it  can  restrain  outbursts  of  violence,  which  endanger  and 
destroy  the  liberties  of  a  people,  and  command  respect  even 
from  rebels,  for  a  government  which  exercises  its  power  to 
maintain  its  own  supremacy. 

For  these  reasons  we  should,  to  the  force  of  these  right  arms, 
add  that  moral  power  which  is  drawn  from  the  deep  convic- 
tion that  our  cause  rests  upon  the  same  pillars  of  justice  and 
equity  which  uphold  the  government  of  Jehovah. 

The  decision  will  not  be  one  of  blind  chance,  but  will  be 
directed  by  God  to  accomplish  His  purposes,  which,  we  trust, 
will  be  the  advancement  and  more  perfect  development  of 
such  principles  of  government  as  are  essential  to  the  well-be- 
ing of  our  race. 

If  it  is  true  that  empires  lie  between  a  battle  lost  and  a  bat- 
tle won,  it  is  equally  true  that,  in  the  great  distance  between 
anarchy  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  Constitutional  Government  on 
the  other,  lie  the  interests  of  civil  liberty,  humanity  and 
Christianity. 

Whether  these  interests,  so  vital  to  our  race,  shall  be  secured, 
and  the  blessings  which  they  bring  shall  increase,  year  by 
year,  as  they  have  thus  far,  under  the  conservative  influences 
of  our  Government,  until  the  whole  world  shall  feel  their  ele- 
vating, life-giving  power ;  or  whether  treason  shall  roll  the 
cause  of  civil  liberty  back  to  the  barbarism,  despotism  and  in- 
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fidelity  of  past  ages,  depends,  under  God,  in  a  great  measure, 
upon  the  vigor  with  which  we  fight  this  battle  for  freedom. 

The  rebellion  derives  significance  from  its  development  at 
this  period  of  our  history.  If  in  the  spring-time  of  our  National 
existence,  the  seeds  of  popular  liberty  had  not  germinated,  or, 
if  the  tender  blade  had  early  withered  and  died,  another  form 
of  government  might  have  been  substituted,  and  neither  we, 
nor  the  world,  had  known  the  loss. 

But  we  have  nourished  and  cherished  the  Federal  Union 
for  nearly  a  century,  and  held  up  our  prosperity,  power  and 
free  institutions,  as  the  genuine  fruits  of  popular  government, 
until  the  oppressed,  under  every  form  of  tyranny,  have  looked 
with  hope  towards  this  nation,  and  have  cherished  great  anti- 
cipations of  a  rich  harvest  of  liberty,  from  our  labors  and  our 
example. 

The  magnitude  of  interests  involved,  and  the  period  in  our 
history  in  which  they  are  submitted  to  the  dread  arbitrament 
of  war,  are  considerations  which  press  the  issue  upon  the  im- 
mediate attention  of  the  American  people,  with  an  importance 
which  duty  to  God  and  to  man  requires  us  to  meet,  whatever 
the  cost,  whatever  the  hazard. 

In  the  execution  of  the  high  responsibilities  committed  to 
our  charge,  we  need  not  be  careful  to  take  counsel  of  our  ene- 
mies, or  be  guided  by  their  opinions. 

If  plighted  faith  restrains  us  from  interfering  with  slavery, 
we  are  under  no  obligations  to  strengthen  and  uphold  that  in- 
stitution. 

Slavery 'has  forced  us  into  a  civil  war;  but  insists  that  we 
have  no  right  to  use  the  war  power  against  her  interests. 

Slavery  has  repudiated  her  obligations  to  the  Constitution  ; 
and  yet  claims  protection  by  virtue  of  its  provisions. 

Let  us  not  be  deceived  by  such  fallacy.  The  Constitution 
was  adopted  for  the  mutual  interest  of  the  citizen,  on  the  one 
part,  and  the  public  on  the  other.  He  who  refuses  to  obey  its 
requirements,  must  not  expect  its  benefits.  Slavery,  by  deny- 
ing her  obligations  to  the  Constitution,  has  opened  the  door  for 
the  operation  of  principles  of  righteousness  and  justice,  which 
dictated  that  instrument,  and  if  in  pressing  those  principles  to 
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their  legitimate  results,  slavery  shall  be  undermined  and  per- 
ish, let  us  rejoice  that  the  life  of  the  suicide  is  of  no  import- 
ance, to  enlarged  and  universal  liberty. 

The  voice  of  Connecticut  may  well  be  uttered  at  such  a 
crisis  as  this.  Think  not  that  it  is  feeble ; — its  strength  de- 
pends upon  the  sentiments  spoken.  ^Resolutions  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  down  party  platforms,  or  affecting  party  inter- 
ests, may  be  of  no  practical  advantage  to  the  public,  but  reso- 
lutions which  embody  sound  principles  of  liberty,  may,  like 
all  truth,  be  often  reiterated  with  benefit. 

The  Government  rests  upon  the  popular  will,  and  timely 
and  truthful  manifestations  of  that  will,  upon  questions  of 
national  policy  and  duty,  may  cheer  the  Administration,  up- 
hold the  arm  of  the  President  and  his  constitutional  advisers, 
give  direction  to  congressional  legislation,  send  a  thrill  of  joy 
through  the  hearts  of  our  patriotic  volunteers,  and  materially 
aid  in  re-establishing  the  peace  and  liberties  of  the  people. 

To  press  this  contest  to  a  final  settlement,  more  prolonged 
and  vigorous  efforts  may  be  required,  and  more  costly  sacri- 
fices demanded. 

Other  years  of  anxiety,  and  labor,  and  pecuniary  embarrass- 
ment may  intervene.  The  burdens  of  taxation  may  still  be 
heavier.  The  battles  of  Roanoke  Island,  Donelson  and  Pitts- 
burg Landing,  may  be  again  fought  on  the  mountains  of  Vir- 
ginia and  in  the  valleys  of  the  Mississippi.  Blood,  which  has 
ever  been  the  price  of  liberty,  may  yet  flow  more  copiously, 
on  new  fields  of  strife  and  carnage. 

The  lives  of  other  sons,  even  the  life  of  Benjamin,  may  be 
required  on  the  altar  of  our  common  country. 

These  penalties  so  severe,  these  sacrifices  so  heart-rending — 
the  results  of  this  unholy  rebellion  against  constitutional  liber- 
ty— are  monuments  established  by  the  providence  of  God,  as 
a  warning  to  all  coming  generations  against  a  repetition  of 
the  damning  crime. 

But  by  such  efforts  and  such  sacrifices  the  sword,  under  Di- 
vine guidance,  will  render  a  just  decision,  and  return  to  its 
scabbard. 

The  Union,  as  a  central,  controlling  idea,  will  have  a  strong- 
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er  h  old  upon  the  affections  of  the  popular  heart.  Democracy, 
now  scoffed  at  and  despised  by  the  aristocracy  in  every  land, 
will  be  the  leaven  to  infuse  its  vitalizing  influence  through 
the  race,  and  subvert  the  foundations  of  monarchy  and  des- 
potism. Emancipation,  so  successfully  commenced  at  the 
Capital,  may,  by  the  co-operation  of  the  State  and  National 
Governments,  be  constitutionally  and  peacefully  extended. 

Institutions  inconsistent  with  and  antagonistic  to  liberty, 
will  be  weakened  and  left  to  their  own  destiny. 

The  nation  which  in  one  short  year  has  created  a  navy, — 
completely  revolutionizing  the  laws  of  marine  warfare, — and 
organized,  furnished  and  equipped  an  army  of  680,000 
volunteers ;  who,  with  their  blood,  are  now  baptizing  and  re- 
consecrating the  land  to  liberty,  has  a  recuperative  power  and 
a  vital  energy,  which  will  carry  it  through  the  fiery  ordeal 
strengthened  and  purified. 

The  people,  aroused  by  this  rebellion,  will  rescue  the  nation 
from  a  destruction,  threatened  before  it  has  reached  the  meri- 
dian of  its  glory ;  and,  in  clearly  and  fully  demonstrating  the 
problem  of  self-government,  will  reinstate  national  authority 
over  every  captured  fortress,  establish  its  supremacy  over 
every  revolted  State,  and  cause  the  Republic  to  rise  in  great- 
ness, dignity  and  grandeur,  until  she  shall  command  the  re- 
spect and  fear  of  nations  now  envious  of  her  prosperity  and 
jealous  of  her  power.

RULES 

TO  REGULATE  THE  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE 

SENATE  OE  CONNECTICUT. 


Resolved,  That  the  Rules  and  Orders  following  be  and  they 
are  hereby  adopted  as  the  standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  the 
Senate,  and  that  they  shall  be  read  at  the  commencement  of 
each  session  of  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Clerk. 

1st.  "  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day,  at  the 
hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  have  adjourned,  and  after 
prayer,  shall  immediately  call  the  Senate  to  order,  and  if  a 
quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

2d.  "  The  President  shall  preserve  order,  and  shall  decide 
questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Senate.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it 
sitting.  The  question  first  moved  and  seconed  shall  be  first 
put,  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  Senate  shall  be  taken 
upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the  longest  time  pro- 
posed. 

3d.  "  No  member  shall  in  any  wray  interrupt  the  business 
of  the  Senate  while  the  journal  or  public  papers  are  in  read- 
ing, nor  when  any  member  is  speaking  in  debate,  nor  while 
the  President  is  putting  a  question. 

4th.  "  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or 
deliver  any  matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
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address  '•Mr.  President  f  if  two  or  more  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

5th.  "  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  the 
same  question,  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  unless  to  explain. 

6th.  "  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or 
to  amend ;  which"  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in 
the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged,  and  a  motion  for  ad- 
journment shall  always  be  in  order,  and  be  decided  without 
debate. 

7th.  "If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

8th.  "  When  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  called  for  by  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  present,  each  member  called  upon  shall 
(unless  for  special  reason  he  be  excused  by  the  Senate)  declare 
openly  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question. 

9th.  "  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  to  the  Senate  by  the  President,  before  any  debate  be 
had  thereon  ;  but  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  it 
the  President  so  direct,  or  any  member  desire  it. 

10th.  "  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave, 
or  by  order  of  the  Senate,  or  the  report  of  a  committee ;  and 
every  bill  for  a  public  act  shall  receive  three  several  readings 
in  the  Senate,  previously  to  its  being  passed  into  an  act. 
And  no  bill  shall  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day,  without  the 
order  of  the  Senate.  Nor  may  the  President  state  the  same 
to  the  Senate  for  debate,  until  after  the  second  reading. 

11th.  "  A  committee  of  three  shall,  within  the  first  two  days 
of  each  session,  be  appointed  by  ballot  to  take  into  consid- 
eration all  contested  elections  of  members  of  the  Senate, 
and  to  report  the  facts  in  issue,  together  with  their  opinions 
thereon. 

12th.  "  Committees  of  Conference  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Senate. 

13th.  "  All  other  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  the  Senate  shall  order  otherwise. 

14th.  "  When  a  motion  has  been  stated  bv  the  President,  or 
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read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  considered  to  be  in  possession  of 
the  Senate,  but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision 
or  amendment ;  but  not  after  amendment,  unless  the  Senate 
give  leave. 

15th.  "  ]STo  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  manner  that  he  cannot  vote,  may  stay  in  the 
Senate  when  such  question  is  discussed  or  decided.  Provided, 
however,  that  this  rule  shall  not  extend  to  the  sitting  members 
in  contested  elections. 

16th.  "When  any  member  shall  request  a  Committee  of 
Conference  on  different  votes  of  the  two  Houses  of  Assembly, 
a  committee,  consisting  of  one  member,  who  was  in  the  vote  of 
the  Senate,  shall  be  appointed ;  and  if  any  member,  who  was 
not  in  such  vote,  shall  be  nominated,  he  shall  notify  the 
Senate. 

17th.  "When  the  Senate  has  voted  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  prepare  a  bill  or  resolve,  upon  any  subject,  no  person  shall 
be  on  such  committee  who  was  opposed  to  the  vote  of  the 
Senate. 

18th.  "  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  shall  trans- 
gress the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  and  any 
member  may,  call  to  order,  and  if  speaking  he  shall  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain  :  the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  the  question  without  debate. 

19th.  "  When  a  question  shall  have  been  once  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  of  the  majority  to  move  for 
a  reconsideration  thereof ;  but  no  such  motion  maybe  made 
unless  within  three  days  of  actual  session  of  the  Senate,  after 
the  day  on  which  the  decision  to  be  reconsidered  was  made. 

20th.  "  Before  any  petition  or  memorial  addressed  to  the 
Senate  shall  be  received  and  read  at  the  table,  whether  the 
same  shall  be  introduced  by  the  President,  or  a  member,  a 
brief  statement  of  the  contents  or  object  of  the  petition  or 
memorial  shall  be  verbally  made  by  the  introducer. 

21st.  "  All  questions  shall  be  put  by  the  President  of  the 

Senate,  and  the  Senators  shall  signify  their  assent  or  dissent  by 

answering  viva  voce — aye  or  no.     And  whenever  the  vote 

shall  be  doubted  or  questioned,  it  shall  be  determined  by 
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the  members  rising,  and  in  all  cases  the  ayes  shall  be  first 
called. 

22d.  "Every  resolution  or  bill  granting  money  from  the 
Treasury  of  the  State,  shall,  before  its  final  passage,  receive 
three  several  readings,  only  one  of  which  will  be  on  the  same 
day." 


RULES 

OF    THE 

HOUSE   OF   REPRESENTATIVES, 

IN  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  CONNECTICUT. 


Resolved,  That  the  Rules  and  Orders  following  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  adopted,  as  the  standing  Rules  and  Orders  of  this 
House  ;  and  it  is  ordered  that  they  shall  be  read  by  the  Clerk 
at  the  commencement  of  each  session  of  the  General  Assembly  : 

1st.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  every  day,  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned;  and  after  prayers 
and  roll-call,  shall  immediately  call  the  House  to  order,  and  if  a 
quorum  be  present,  proceed  to  business. 

2d.  In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  the  Speaker  may  adjourn 
the  House  to  the  afternoon,  or  the  next  sitting  day.  At  all 
other  times  during  the  session  an  adjournment  shall  be  pro- 
nounced by  the  Speaker  on  motion,  no  objection  being  made. 

3d.  The  Speaker  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  and 
shall  decide  questions  of  order  without  debate,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  House.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may 
state  it  sitting.  The  question  first  moved  and  seconded  shall  be 
be  first  put ;  and  in  all  cases  the  sense  of  the  House  shall  be 
first  taken  upon  the  largest  number  or  sum,  and  the  longest 
time  proposed  in  any  question. 

4th.  In  all  cases  when  a  vote  is  taken  without  a  division, 
the  Speaker  shall  determine  whether  it  is  or  is  not  a  vote  ;  and 
in  all  doubtful  cases  he  shall 
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vote  be  disputed,  it  shall  be  tried  again  ;  but  after  the  Speaker 
has  declared  the  vote,  it  shall  not  be  recalled,  unless  by  a 
regular  motion  for  reconsideration,  made  by  a  member  in  the 
vote  of  the  House. 

5th.  If  the  Speaker  doubt  a  vote,  or  a  division  be  called  by 
a  member,  the  question  shall  be  again  put,  and  those  voting 
in  the  affirmative  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats ;  if  the 
Speaker  still  doubt,  or  a  count  be  required,  the  Speaker  shall 
direct  the  Tellers  to  count  them  while  standing,  and  if  re- 
quired by  a  member,  those  of  contrary  mind  shall,  in  the 
like  manner,  rise  and  be  counted. 

6th.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  on  any  question,  and 
entered  upon  the  Journal,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

7th.  In  all  cases  of  balloting,  the  Speaker  shall  vote ;  in 
other  cases  he  shall  not  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally 
divided,  or  unles  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make 
the  division  equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

8th.  Members  coming  in  when  the  House  is  attending 
prayers,  and  during  the  call  of  the  roll,  shall  walk  to  their 
seats  with  as  little  noise  as  convenience  will  admit. 

9th.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de- 
liver any  matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  and  respectfully 
address  u  Mr.  Speaker;"  if  two  or  more  rise  at  once,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

10th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  House,  unless  to  explain. 

11th.  No  debate  shall  be  allowed  after  a  question  is  put  and 
remains  undecided.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  ques- 
tion, or  is  addressing  the  House,  no  member  shall  walk  out  of 
or  across  the  House  ;  nor,  either  in  such  cases,  or  when  the 
roll  is  calling,  or  when  anything  is  in  public  reading  before 
the  House,  nor  while  any  member  is  speaking,  shall  entertain 
any  private  discourse  ;  nor  when  any  member  is  speaking,  shall 
pass  between  him  and  the  chair. 

12th.  When  the  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be 
stated  to  the  House  by  the  Speaker,  before  any  debate  be  had 
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thereon  ;  but  every  motion  shall  be  reduced  in  writing,  if  the 
Speaker  so  direct,  or  any  member  desire  it. 

13th.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lie  on  the  table,  for  the  previous 
question,  to  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain, 
to  commit,  or  to  amend,  which  several  motions  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged, 

And  no  motion  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  postpone  indefinitely, 
or  to  commit,  having  been  once  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed 
at  the  same  sitting,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill,  or  subject 
matter. 

14th.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  said 
motion  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  as  shall  also  a  motion 
to  lie  on  the  table. 

15th.  When  a  question  shall  have  once  been  decided,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  member  in  the  prevailing  vote  to  move  for 
a  reconsideration  thereof,  if  at  the  time  the  subject  matter  shall 
be  in  possession  of  the  House  ;  but  no  such  motion  shall  be 
made  unless  within  two  days  of  the  actual  session  of  the  House, 
after  the  day  on  which  decision  was  had  thereon. 

16th.  The  Clerk  shall  not  transmit  any  bill,  resolution,  or 
other  paper  from  the  House  to  the  Senate,  on  the  same  day 
upon  which  action  was  had  thereon,  except  the  House  other- 
wise order. 

17th.  When  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by 
the  Clerk,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House  ; 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  decision  or  amend- 
ment, but  not  after  amendment,  unless  the  House  give  leave. 

18th.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  by  motion  for  leave,  or 
by  an  order  of  the  House,  or  the  report  of  a  committee  ;  and 
every  public  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the 
House,  previously  to  its  being  passed  into  an  act,  and  no  such 
bill  may  be  read  twice  on  the  same  day,  without  the  order  of 
the  House  ;  nor  may  the  Speaker  state  the  same  to  the  House 
for  debate,  until  after  the  second  reading  ;  but  every  bill  may 
be  referred  on  its  first  reading. 

19th.  No  member  who  is  interested  in  the  decision  of  any 
question  in  such  a  manner  that  he  cannot  vote,  may  stay  in  the 
House  when  such  question  is  discussed  or  decided. 
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20th.  All  committees,  excepting 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  otherwise  specially 
directed  by  the  House. 

21st.  When  any  member  requests  a  committee  of  conference 
on  different  votes  of  the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  a  committee, 
consisting  of  two  members,  shall  be  appointed  on  the  part  of 
the  House  ;  and  in  such  case  the  committee  shall  consist  only 
of  such  members  as 'were  in  the  vote  of  the  House  ;  and  if  any 
member  be  nominated  on  said  committee  who  was  not  in  the 
vote,  he  shall  notify  the  House  and  be  excused. 

22d.  When  the  House  has  voted  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
prepare  a  bill  or  resolve  upon  any  subject,  no  person  shall  be 
on  such  committee  who  was  opposed  to  the  sense  of  the  House. 

23d.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  a  Committee  of  Elec- 
tions, consisting  of  three  members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Speaker,  to  take  into  consideration  all  contested  elections  of 
members  of  this  House,  and  report  facts,  with  their  opinions 
thereon. 

24th.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  Rules  and  Orders  of  this  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  call  to  order ;  and  if  speaking,  he  shall  sit  down, 
unless  permitted  to  explain.  The  House,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate.  If  no  such  appeal 
be  made,  the  Speaker  shall  decide  on  the  same. 

25th.  During  the  first  eight  days  of  the  session,  after  roll- 
call,  the  Speaker  shall  call  for  petitions,  which  shall  be  first 
disposed  of;  and  no  petition  shall  be  offered  after  the  House 
shall  proceed  to  other  business. 

26th.  After  the  first  eight  days,  the  first  business  shall  be 
the  hearing  of  the  reports  of  committees  ;  next,  the  first  read- 
ing of  bills  for  public  acts,  and  then  bills  which  have  been 
postponed  to  a  second  reading. 

27th.  Every  member  present,  when  a  question  is  put  by  the 
Speaker,  shall  vote,  unless  excused  by  the  House  before  the 
voting  commences. 

28th.  Every  resolution  or  bill  in  form,  upon  any  petition 
granting  money  from  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  shall,  before 
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its  final  passage,  receive  three  several  readings,  only  one  of 
which  shall  be  on  the  same  day. 

29th.  The  Journal  of  the  House  for  the  day  preceding  shall 
be  read  every  day  before  entering  on  other  business. 

30th.  In  case  the  Speaker  wishes  occasionally  to  leave  the 
chair  for  the  purpose  of  taking  part  in  the  debate,  or  from  in- 
disposition, or  other  temporary  cause,  he  may  designate  some 
member  to  preside. 

31sfc.  For  the  purpose  of  more  conveniently  counting  upon  a 
division  of  the  House,  the  floor  thereof  shall  be  divided  by 
aisles  into  four  divisions,  to  be  numbered  first,  second,  third 
and  fourth  sections,  commencing  on  the  right  of  the  chair  ; 
for  each  of  which  divisions,  the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a  mem- 
ber whose  seat  is  in  said  division,  to  be  a  teller  to  count  and 
report  to  the  chair. 

32d.  No  rule  shall  be  suspended  except  by  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

33d.  That  in  the  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Speaker,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  House  to  order,  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
House  stands  adjourned,  and  the  first  business  in  order  shall 
be  the  election  of  a  Speaker  pro  tempore,  which  it  shall  im- 
mediately proceed  to  do,  without  debate,  by  nomination  or 
ballot,  as  the  House  shall  determine ;  these  questions  shall  also 
be  decided  without  debate;  and  the  Speaker  pro  tempore  thus 
elected  shall  preside  in  the  House  and  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  the  Speaker  until  his  return. 

In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  a  Speaker,  the  Clerk 
shall  call  the  House  to  order,  as  provided  in  the  first  clause  of 
this  Rule,  and  the  first  business  in  order  shall  be  the  election 
of  a  Speaker  by  ballot,  which  the  House  shall  immediately 
proceed  to  do,  without  debate,  and  the  Speaker  thus  elected 
shall  preside  over  the  House  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of 
the  Speaker  during  the  continuance  of  the  General  Assembly. 


JOINT  ECJLES  OF  PROCEEDINGS 

FOB   THE 

SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES 

OF  CONNECTICUT, 

As  adopted,  May  Session ;  1862. 


I.  Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  at  the  commencement  of  every 
stated  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  a  Joint  Committee, 
consisting  of  one  Senator  and  eight  Representatives,  shall  be 
appointed  to  examine  the  returns  and  canvass  of  votes  given 
by  the  electors  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  and  Comptroller  of  Public  Acounts,  and  to  report 
the  names  of  the  persons  whom  they  shall  find  elected  to  those 
offices  respectively.  After  this  report  shall  have  been  ac- 
cepted, a  Joint  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Senator  and  two 
Representatives,  shall  be  appointed,  to  inform  the  Governor 
personally  of  his  election  and  of  the  organization  of  the  two 
Houses,  and  their  readiness  to  receive  his  communications. 

H.  On  or  before  the  third  day  of  every  stated  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  there  shall  be  appointed  fifteen  Joint 
Standing  Committees,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  one  Sena- 
toi  and  eight  Representatives,  viz  : 

1st.  A  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  such  matters  touching  public  or  private 
acts,  and  judicial  proceedings,  as  shall  be  referred  to  them, 
and  to  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  such  propo- 
sitions relative  thereto,  as  to  them  shall  seem  expedient. 
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2d.  A  Committee  on  the  School  Fund,  who  shall  inquire 
into  and  report  the  actual  state  of  the  School  Fund,  the 
amount,  value  and  condition  of  its  securities,  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  they  shall  deem  best  adapted  to  insure  its 
improvement  and  permanent  safety. 

3d.  A  Committee  on  Banks,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  such  matters  relative  to  Banks,  Savings  Banks,  and 
Savings  and  Building  Associations,  as  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their  opinion  thereon. 

4th.  A  Committee  on  the  State  Prison,  who  shall  examine 
the  annual  reports  of  the  directors  and  officers  in  charge  of 
the  State  Prison,  the  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  Institution,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  shall  be 
referred  to  them  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly. And  they  may  recommend  such  measures  for  the  regula- 
tion and  management  of  the  Prison  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

5th.  A  Committee  on  New  Towns  and  Probate  Districts, 
who  shall  take  into  consideration  all  matters  relating  to  the 
incorporation  of  new  towns,  the  alteration  of  town  lines,  and 
the  formation  of  probate  districts,  which  shall  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  together  with  the  facts 
upon  which  such  opinion  is  founded. 

6th.  A  Committee  on  Roads  and  Bridges,  who,  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relative  to  Poads  and 
Bridges  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  their  opinion  thereon. 

7th.  A  Committee  on  Incorporations,  who  shall  take  into 
consideration  all  matters  relative  to  private  corporations,  for 
which  there  may  be  no  other  appropriate  committee,  and 
report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the  facts  on  which  the  same 
is  founded. 

8th.  A  Committee  on  Claims,  who  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration all  claims  and  demands  upon  the  State,  which  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  their  opinion  thereon,  with  the 
facts  on  which  the  same  is  founded. 

9th.  A  Committee  on  Education,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  the  subject  of  common 
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school  education  as  shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  recom- 
mend such  measures  touching  the  same,  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient. 

10th.  A  Committee  on  the  Sale  of  Lands,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  applications  for  the  sale  of  lands,  which 
shall  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts,  with  their 
opinion  thereon. 

11th.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  wTho  shall  take  into  consid- 
eration the  financial  concerns  of  the  State,  and  inquire  into 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  government,  the  invest- 
ments of  the  public  funds,  (the  School  Fund  excepted,)  the  sys- 
tem of  assessments  and  taxation  provided  by  existing  laws,  and 
all  other  matters  affecting  the  revenue  of  the  State ;  and  re- 
port such  measures  touching  the  same,  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient. 

12th.  A  Committee  on  Eailroads,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Eailroads  and  Kailroad 
Companies  as  may  be  referred  to  them,  and  report  the  facts, 
with  their  opinion  thereon. 

13th.  A  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  who  shall  examine 
all  military  returns  and  take  into  consideration  all  matters  re- 
lating to  the  militia  of  this  State,  which  may  be  referred  to 
them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touching  the 
same. 

14th.  A  Committee  on  Agriculture,  who  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  such  matters  relating  to  Agriculture  as  may  be 
referred  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with  their  opinion  touch- 
ing the  same. 

15th.  A  Committee  on  Humane  Institutions,  who  shall  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  relating  to  the  Benevolent 
Institutions  under  the  care  or  supervision  of  the  State,  as  may 
be  refered  to  them,  and  report  thereon,  with,  their  opinion 
touching  the  same. 

III.  In  all  meetings  of  Joint  Committees,  the  Senators  shall 
preside.  All  questions  of  order  in  their  proceedings,  and 
questions  relative  to  the  admission  of  evidence,  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  majority  of  votes ;  and  in  case  the  votes  be 
equally  divided,  the  Senators  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 

IY.  All  Committees  of  Conference,  on  disagreeing  votes  of 
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the  two  Houses  of  Assembly,  shall  consist  of  one  Senator  and 
two  Representatives,  who  were  in  the  major  vote  of  their  re- 
spective Houses.  The  Committee  of  the  House  making  the 
grant  or  appointment,  or  passing  the  bill,  resolution  or  amend- 
ment disagreed  to,  shall  state  their  reasons,  to  be  reported  to 
the  other  House.  And  neither  House  shall  request  the  other 
twice  to  confer  on  the  same  point  of  disagreement. 

V.  Whenever  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  its  vote 
of  disagreement,  the  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  considered 
as  lost. 

VI.  Every  message  sent  from  one  House  to  the  other  shall 
be  announced  at  the  door,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communi- 
cated to  the  Chair,  by  the  person  by  whom  it  may  be  sent. 

Vn.  Whenever  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses  of  the 
Assembly,  and  shall  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Governor 
for  his  approbation,  if  either  House  desire  its  return  for  fur- 
ther consideration,  such  desire  shall  be  communicated  by 
message  to  the  other  House,  and  a  Joint  Committee  of  one 
Senator  and  two  Representatives  shall  then  be  sent  to  the 
Governor  to  request  him  to  return  the  bill.  If  the  Governor 
consent,  the  bill  shall  be  returned  first  to  that  House  in  which 
the  motion  for  its  return  originated,  and  the  bill  may  then  be 
altered  or  totally  rejected  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  the  two 
Houses,  but  if  not  altered  or  rejected  by  such  concurrent  vote, 
it  shall  be  again  transmitted  to  the  Governor  in  the  same  form 
in  which  it  was  first  presented  to  him. 

VIII.  Whenever  the  public  business  may  require  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  to  meet  in  Convention,  either 
House  may  send  its  message  to  the  other,  requesting  such 
Convention,  and  specifying  the  object.  At  the  time  designa- 
ted, the  Senate,  with  their  President  and  Clerk,  may  proceed 
to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  where  suitable 
accommodations  shall  be  provided.  The  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  ex-officio  preside  in  said  Convention,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings thereof  shall  be  entered  upon  the  Journals  of  the 
two  Houses. 

When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  dissolved,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
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sentatives  shall  make  report  to  their  respective  Houses  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 

IX.  All  bills  for  public  acts  which  shall  have  been  passed 
by  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  engrossed,  and 
signed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
President  of  the  Senate,  and  all  bills  for  private  acts  and  joint 
resolutions  which  shall  have  been  passed  by  the  two  Houses, 
shall,  with  the  papers  on  which  the  same  may  be  founded,  be 
transmitted  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  for  the  purpose  of  being  by  him  laid  before 
the  Governor.  The  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  shall 
affix  their  signatures  to  bills  for  public  acts  in  presence  of  their 
respective  Houses. 

X.  Every  bill  for  a  public  act,  and  every  resolution  which 
shall  be  offered  for  the  consideration  of  either  House,  shall  be 
fairly  written  on  not  less  than  one-half  sheet  of  paper  ;  and 
every  member  offering  such  bill,  resolution,  or  a  petition, 
shall  indorse  thereon  his  name,  in  some  proper  and  conspicu- 
ous place,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  printed  copy  of  a  bill  or 
resolution  receive  the  indorsement  of  the  Clerk"  of  either 
House,  or  be  transmitted  to  the  Governor  for  approval. 

XI.  The  Clerk  of  the  House  to  which  any  bill  or  resolution 
shall  be  first  presented,  shall  endorse  thereon  a  statement  of 
the  contents  or  objects  of  such  bill  or  resolution,  before  trans- 
mitting the  same  to  the  other  House. 

XII.  All  acts  of  incorporation  by  bill  or  resolution,  and  all 
acts  in  amendment  or  alteration  thereof,  and  all  private  acts 
of  whatever  nature,  shall,  before  the  same  shall  be  considered, 
be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  at  the  expense 
of  the  party  applying  therefor. 

XII.  All  bills  for  public  acts  reported  favorably  upon  by 
the  Committee  to  which  they  have  been  or  may  be  referred, 
with  or  without  amendments,  before  being  put  upon  their 
third  reading  shall  be  laid  upon  the  table  and  three  hundred 
copies  of  such  bills,  with  their  amendments,  be  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  no  bill  so  reported  shall  be 
put  on  its  third  reading  until  the  day  succeeding  the  distribu- 
tion of  said  copies.

During  the  year  past,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  demands, 
the  Treasurer  has  been  called  upon  to  meet  others  of  an 
unusual  character,  connected  with  the  equipment  of  the 
several  regiments  that  have  gone  from  this  State.  To  meet 
these  extraordinary  expenses,  the  General  Assembly,  at  its 
last  regular  session,  authorized  the  issue  of  State  Bonds  to 
the  amount  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  and  at  its  special  ses- 
sion in  October  added  to  that  sum  two  millions  more. 

Under  this  authority  there  was  awarded  to  the  several  high- 
est bidders,  in  July  last,  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  of 
such  Bonds,  on  which  premiums  were  received  to  the  amount 
of  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and 
ninety-nine  cents,  ($5,663.99,)  and  ranging  from  13f-100ths 
of  one  per  cent,  to  five  per  cent. ;  and  in  January  following, 
the  balance  of  the  first  two  millions  authorized  was  also 
awarded,  resulting  in  premiums  to  the  amount  of  two  hund- 
red and  ninety-four  dollars  and  thirty  cents,  ($294.30,)  and 
varying  from  par  to  2  per  cent.  Interest  was  also  received 
on  such  sums  as  were  not  paid  within  the  time  limited,  to 
the  amount  of  four  thousand  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and 
thirty  cents,  ($4,038.30,)  making  the  total  receipts  from 
bonds,  premiums  and  interest,  two  million  nine  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars  and  fifty-nine  cents, 
($2,009,996.59.) 

This  last  issue  was  made  at  a  time  of  great  financial  de- 
pression, and  when  the  General  Government  was  offering  its 
securities  at  a  higher  rate  of  interest,  so  that  it  may  be 
regarded  as  peculiarly  fortunate  that  the  bonds  were  taken 
at  all,  and  the  fact  that  they  brought  a  small  premium  even 
at  that  time,  and  were  principally  taken  in  this  State,  is  suf- 
ficient evidence  that  the  credit  of  Connecticut  is  appreciated 
at  least  by  her  own  citizens ;  and  here  it  may  not  be  out  of 
place  to  say,  that  the  Treasurer  feels  under  great  obligations 
to  those  Bank  Officers  who  so  cheerfully  assisted  him  both 


in  the  disposal  of  the  bonds,  and  in  procuring  temporary- 
loans. 

In  order  to  meet  urgent  demands  upon  the  Treasury  be- 
fore and  during  the  interval  between  the  issue  of  the  bonds, ' 
it  was  necessary  to  borrow  temporarily  the  sum  of  one  mil- 
lion four  hundred  and  sixty-six  thousand  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars, (11,466,700.)  This  sum  has  all  been  paid,  together 
with  the  interest  upon  it,  leaving  as  the  present  debt  of  the 
State,  $2,000,000  on  account  of  Bonds,  and  $50,000  which 
was  borrowed  of  the  School  Fund  in  1860. 

A  certificate  of  indebtedness  of  six  hundred  and  six  thou- 
sand dollars,  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent.,  and  payable 
within  one  year,  has  been  received  from  the  General  Govern- 
ment, in  part  payment  for  expenses  in  the  equipment  of  vol- 
unteers. 

Instruction  is  desired  concerning  the  disposal  to  be  made 
of  such  funds  as  shall  have  accumulated  beyond  any  imme- 
diate demands. 

The  State  Taxes  have  in  general  been  promptly  paid,  but 
a  few  towns  are  delinquent,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to 
the  tables.  Much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  col- 
lection of  the  military  commutation  tax,  arising  from  a  mis- 
understanding of  the  law  passed  at  the  last  session.  In  many 
towns  the  rate-bills  for  the  collection  of  the  tax  on  the  return 
of  1860  were  not  made  out  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
act.  Consequently  some  towns  have  paid  a  tax  upon  that 
return,  of  one  dollar,  where  others  have  paid  only  fifty  cents, 
and  still  others  have  paid  nothing.  Your  attention  is  called 
to  this  fact,  that  if  there  be  any  ambiguity  in  the  law  it  may 
be  remedied.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ? 
now  in  Session: 

Title  52  chap.  3,  Sec.  15,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  requires 
the  Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts,  to  prepare  and  return  to 
the  General  Assembly  in  May  annually,  and  oftener  if  required, 
an  abstract  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  public 
funds,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  31st  day  of  March, 
preceding,  &c,  &c. 

In  obedience  thereto,  the  undersigned  herewith  respectfully 
submits  the  following  Annual  Report,  exhibiting  under  differ- 
ent heads  the  salaries  of  the  Officers  of  the  Government,  the 
Debenture  and  Contingent  Expenses  of  the  General  Assembly, 
and  in  brief  all  the  other  State  Expenses.,  together  with  the 
funds  belonging  to,  and  the  public  debt  of  the  State. 

The  military  expenses  of  the  year,  will  be  fully  explained 
by  Reports  from  the  proper  Departments,  and  here  will  be 
given  only  in  the  aggregate. 

The  Bounty  paid  to  the  families  of  our  volunteers,  has  as- 
sumed a  magnitude,  probably  not  anticipated  by  the  Legisla- 
ture that  inaugurated  the  system.  I  have  yet  to  meet  the 
first  man  however,  who  is  not  proud  of  the  action  of  our  State 
in  that  particular.  The  sums  given  each,  though  small  in 
amount,  have  sent  light  and  happiness  to  many  a  household, 
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whose  inmates  otherwise,  would  have  been  driven  to  despera- 
tion and  the  almshouse. 

The  undersigned  would  respectfully  recommend,  in  view  of 
the  largely  augmented  burden  of  taxation  which  necessarily 
must  be  laid  upon  us  for  years  to  come,  and  in  lieu  of  any 
special  legislation  upon  that  subject,  that  the  "  act  for  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,"  which  was  originally 
adopted  many  years  since,  and  has  been  modified  from  time 
to  time,  be  taken  up  at  this  Session,  and  receive  a  thorough 
revision  and  readjustment,  and  such  a  system  devised  as  that 
all  species  of  property  shall  be  made  to  contribute  their  true 
and  just  proportion  of  our  financial  necessities,  especially,  that 
a  rule  for  the  assessment  of  Real  Estate  be  so  plainly  laid' 
down,  that  the  various  Town  assessors,  can  have  no  excuse 
for  varying  the  valuation  of  land,  <fcc,  from  one-half  up  to  the 
actual  cash  value  thereof,  as  it  is  believed  they  now  do. 

The  Board  of  Equalization  are  gratified,  to  be  able  to  report 
that  in  most  of  the  towns,  there  has  been  but  a  slight  decrease, 
and  in  many  an  increase  from  the  assessment  list  of  last  year, 
while  it  is  self  evident,  that  there  must  have  been  a  great  de- 
preciation in  the  value  of  Real  Estate,  particularly  in  the 
cities  and  manufacturing  districts. 

I  would  renew  a  recommendation  repeatedly  made  to  the 
General  Assembly  by  some  of  my  predecessors  in  office,  viz.,  a 
reconstruction  of  the  Board  of  Equalization.  There  are  no 
two  men  who  can  act  understandingly  and  efficiently  in  the 
performance  of  those  duties.  It  must  be  a  mere  comparison 
of  the  assessments,  with  those  of  former  years,  while  the  start- 
ing point  may  be  utterly  wrong ;  or  a  conclusion  formed  from 
general  impressions,  without  such  data,  and  such  a  knowledge 
of  the  different  localities  in  the  State  as  would  be  indispensa- 
ble to  the  formation  of  an  intelligent  opinion.  The  details  of 
a  bill  can  hardly  be  expected  in  this  place,  but  it  is  believed 
that  a  plan  can  be  devised  by  which  the  delicate  and  really 
difficult  business  of  Equalizing,  and  readjusting  the  assessment 
lists  of  the  several  towns,  can  be  brought  to  a  more  satisfacto- 
ry settlement  than  it  is  at  present. 

I  am  compelled  to  believe  that  if  the  Treasurer  of  the  State, 


or  the  Treasurer  and  Comptroller  were  constituted  a  Board  to 
fix  or  decide  upon  the  actual  value  of  the  Stock  of  the  several 
Banking  and  Insurance  Corporations  in  the  State,  in  October 
in  each  year  for  assessments,  the  receipts  to  the  several  towns, 
and  to  the  State  from  non-residents,  would  be  increased.

No  estimate  can  be  made  for  the  military  expenses  of  the 
State  which  will  be  reliable,  as  these  expenses  depend  upon 
contingences  which  cannot  be  foreseen. 

Should  the  war  be  brought  to  a  close  soon,  the  amount  of 
expenditure  for  the  payments  to  families  of  Yolunteers  will 
be  much  less  than  the  above  estimate. 

A  State  tax  of  one  mill  on  the  dollar  on  the  assessment  list 
of  1861  is  recommended  as  being  sufficient,  with  the  revenue 
from  other  sources,  to  defray  all  the  estimated  expenses  of  the 
State  for  the  ensuing  year,  not  including  those  of  the  several 
military  departments,  and  excluding  the  certificate  of  indebt- 
edness received  from  the  National  Government,  which  it  is 
hoped,  will  be  adopted  as  the  basis  of  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the 
extinguishment  of  our  State  debt.

REPORT. 


To  the  General  Assembly  to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  May,  A.  D.  1862. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  School  Fund  respectfully  reports  : 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  uncommon  perplexity  and 
embarrassment  in  pecuniary  transactions,  and  financial  dis- 
tress has  prevailed  to  a  great  degree  through  the  business 
community.  It  is  a  fortunate  incident  in  relation  to  the 
School  Fund  of  this  State,  that  the  greater  portion,  and  nearly 
all  its  investments  are  protected  by  the  pledge  of  real  estate, 
thus  rendering  its  loans  less  liable  to  depreciation  in  times  like 
the  present,  and  the  State  less  liable  to  losses  in  this,  its  highly 
cherished  interest.  During  the  past  year,  notwithstanding 
the  difficulties  of  the  times,  and  the  uncommon  agitation 
which  has  pervaded  so  many  minds  in  regard  to  pecuniary 
affairs,  the  interest  due  to  this  fund  has  been  paid  with  a  con- 
siderable degree  of  promptitude  on  the  part  of  the  debtors, 
and  the  security  of  the  investments  in  all  cases  fully  main- 
tained and,  in  some  instances,  improved.  Some  changes  have 
of  course  been  made.  Whenever  a  payment  has  been  received 
of  the  principal  of  the  fund,  it  has  been  reinvested  on  good 
mortgaged  security,  as  soon  as  it  could  be  safely  done,  and 
thus  nearly  the  whole  amount  of  the  fund  has  been  kept  pro- 
ductive and  its  securities  safe.  The  amount  of  principal  thus 
collected,  added  to  the  sum  of  $846.89  which  remained  in  the 
Treasury  April  1st,  1861,  amounts  to  $111,548.36,  of  which 
there  has  been  re-invested  on  mortgage  security

and  there  remained  in  the  Treasury  on  the  first  day  of  this 

present  April,  the  sum  of  $6,091.25. 


The  Commissioner  has  not  deemed  it  advisable  to  invest 
any  of  the  fund  in  Banks  during  this  year.  Commercial  dis- 
asters very  often  bring  serious  losses  to  Banking  Institutions, 
and  sometimes,  these  losses  of  some  banks  are  so  great  as  to 
compel  them  to  omit  dividends,  and  thus  the  benefits  of  the 
investments  of  the  fund  are  lost,  for  the  time  being.  No  such 
uncertainties  are  incident  to  loans  on  real  estate,  and  the 
Commissioner  believes  that  sound  policy  requires  that  all  the 
loans  from  the  fund  should  be  secured  in  that  way  as  far  as 
practicable. 

One  of  our  Banks,  in  which  the  fund  owned  stock  to  the 
amount  of  $10,000,  has  paid  a  dividend  of  three  per  cent, 
only.  Measures  have  been  taken  to  withdraw  this  investment 
wholly,  and  one  half  of  the  amount  has  already  been  received. 
From  another  Bank  the  sum  of  $6,000  has  been  withdrawn 
because  no  dividend  was  paid,  and  notice  has  been  given  of  the 
withdrawal  of  $5,000  from  another  Bank  for  the  same  reason. 
In  this  way  the  investments  of  the  fund  in  Banks  are  con- 
stantly diminishing.  In  1854,  when  the  present  Commissioner 
assumed  the  management  of  the  Fund,  there  was  invested  in 
Banks  the  sum  of  ...  $422,900

The  income  or  revenue  derived  from  collections  of  the 
interest  of  the  fund  during  the  past  year,  as  appears  by  the 
Treasurer's  statement  hereto  annexed  and  marked,  B.  is  $131,- 
084.13,  being  nearly  six  and  a  half  per  cent,  on  the  whole 
capital  of  the  fund,  which  was  on  the  2nd  of  September,  1860, 
the  sum  of  $2,050,460.49,  which  is  shown  by  abstract  annexed 
marked  A. 

Several  circumstances  have  concurred  during  the  past  year, 
to  diminish  in  some  degree  the  usual  annual  income  of  the 
fund.  Several  estates  largely  indebted,  in  the  aggregate,  to 
the  fund,  have  been  in  progress  of  settlement,  and  we  must 
await  the  tardy  movements  of  legal  proceedings,  to  adjust  and 
collect  our  claims.     The  omission  of  the  Banks  to  which  allu- 


sion  has  been  made,  to  declare  their  usual  dividends,  has  di- 
minished to  a  considerable  extent,  the  amount  of  income  from 
the  same ;  and  no  income  has  been  received  from  the  loan  to 
the  State  Prison  for  the  last  two  years.  This  loan  was  made 
under  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  at  May  session,  A.  D. 
1853,  and  then  amounted  to  $22,000,  of  which  $3,000  of  the 
principal  has  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  due  of  $19,000  with 
interest  which  has  accrued,  of  more  than  $3,000. 

The  late  lamented  Warden  of  the  State  Prison,  Daniel 
Webster,  Esq.,  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Legislature  in 
1861,  gave  a  minute  statement  of  the  reasons  which  induced 
the  Legislature  to  authorize  this  loan,  and  of  his  efforts  to 
pay  it.  The  Commissioner  refers  to  this  report  as  the  best 
explanation  which  can  be  given  of  the  reason  why  the  Fund 
has  not,  for  the  last  two  years,  derived  any  income  from  this 
large  loan,  and  he  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  General 
Assembly,  whether  justice  to  those  for  whose  benefit  the 
fund  was  originally  established,  and  who  have  an  honorable 
claim  to  the  entire  proceeds  of  its  investments,  does  not 
require  that  the  interest  due  on  this  loan,  made  by.  special 
authority  of  the  Legislature,  so  long  as  it  is  not  paid  by  the 
State  Prison,  should  be  paid  by  the  State  ?  When  the  State, 
through  its  legislative  authority,  directs  the  Commissioner  to 
make  a  loan  for  its  benefit,  is  not  the  public  faith  pledged  for 
the  full  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  loan  ? 

The  annexed  statement  of  the  Treasurer,  marked  B  shows 
that  the  amount  paid  on  Controller's  orders  to  towns  and 
school  societies  for  the  benefit  of  schools,  the  past  year,  is 
$131,511.50. 

The  whole  expense  of  the  management  of  the  Fund  for  the 
year  ending  April  1st,  1854,  was  $7,048.26.  The  like  ex- 
pense for  the  year  ending  April  1st,  1862,  was  $4,609.58. 
This  amount  is  $500  less  than  the  statement  of  Treasurer 
annexed,  marked  B,  but  it  became  necessary  to  draw  an 
order  for  that  sum  to  correct  an  error.  The  sale  of  the 
lands  belonging  to  the  Fund,  and  the  investment  of  the  pro- 
ceeds in  productive  securities,  the  diminution  in  number, 
and  the  reduction  in  expense  of  the  agencies  of  the  Fund  in 
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other  States,  and  the  reduction  of  the  clerical  force  in,  the 
office  of  the  Commissioner,  have  contributed  to  the  dimin- 
ished expense  of  the  management  of  the  Fund.  In  view  of 
the  great  number  and  necessary  complication  of  the  interests 
involved  in  the  administration  of  this  department,  it  is  doubt" 
ful  whether  any  great  reduction  of  the  expenses  below  those 
incurred  the  last  year,  can  be  reasonably  anticipated. 

The  whole  number  of  children  between  the  age  of  4  and 
16  years,  returned  to  the  Comptroller  as  the  result  of  the  last 
numbering,  was  109,142,  being  an  increase  of  603  over  the 
number  returned  the  previous  year,  on  which  number  a  div- 
idend of  $1.20  on  each  child  was  declared,  amounting  to 
$130,950. 

The  large  increase  of  this  portion  of  our  population  within 
the  last  few  years,  is  a  matter  of  great  interest  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  Fund,  and  it  explains  why  in  those  portions 
of  our  State  where  the  population  is  stationary,  the  income 
of  the  Fund  is  diminished  froiS  year  to  year.  The  number 
returned  this  year  exceeds  by  20,131  the  number  returned 
in  1849,  only  13  years  ago.  While  our  rural  districts  have 
remained  stationary,  our  cities  and  manufacturing  villages 
have  shown  a  large  increase  in  this  respect,  and  the  increased 
aggregate  payments  to  the  latter  necessarily  diminish  those 
to  the  former. 

Our  School  Fund  and  its  management  have  been  intimately 
interwoven  with  educational  history  in  our  State.  The  im- 
pulse which  it  gave  to  the  cause  of  education  in  our  common 
schools  when  its  resources  first  became  available  to  any  con- 
siderable amount,  and  the  high  reputation  which  our  schools 
obtained  at  once,  compared  with  those  of  States  adjoining,  is 
well  remembered  by  many  now  on  the  stage  of  life ;  and  if 
in  those  States  the  cause  of  education  has  since  received  new 
life,  and  has  advanced  to  a  condition  which  challenges  our 
admiration,  it  is  not,  perhaps,  too  much  to  say,  that  it  is 
owing  to  the  example  set  by  the  friends  of  Common  School 
Education  in  our  State.  The  Fund  has  never  been  dimin- 
ished by  any  serious  losses ;  but  by  the  wise  and  discreet  man- 
agement of  those  agents  who  have  had  it  in  charge  in  former 


years,  it  has  been  very  much  increased  in  the  amount  of  its 
productive  resources.  It  has  never  failed  in  its  annual  visits 
of  relief  to  every  school  district  in  the  State,  encouraging 
.the  small  and  feeble  districts  to  keep  up  their  organization, 
and  their  means  of  instruction,  and  the  larger  and  stronger 
districts  to  extend  their  accommodations  and  increase  their 
educational  facilities,  and  thus,  during  the  currency  of  the 
last  sixty  years,  it  has  paid  over  to  the  people  of  this  State 
the  enormous  aggregate  of  more  than  five  million,  three 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 

The  Hon.  Seth  P.  Beers,  who  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury was  Commissioner  of  the  Fund,  and  under  whose  wise 
administration  it  constantly  increased  in  strength  and  utility, 
has  lately,  at  the  request  of  the  Litchfield  County  Institute, 
prepared  a  very  interesting  history  of  its  origin,  progress  and 
present  condition.  No  man  in  the  State  is  so  well  qualified 
for  the  task  he  undertook  to  accomplish, — and  the  result  of 
his  labors  should  be  read  by  every  friend  of  education  in  the 
State.  The  following  reflections  and  statements  of  Mr.  Beers 
meet  the  full  and  hearty  concurrence  of  the  undersigned. 

"  If  those  persons,  in  this  and  other  States,  who  have  ex- 
pressed or  entertained  doubts  or  misgivings  as  to  the  utility 
of  our  school  fund,  counting  it  as  a  curse  rather  than  a  bless- 
ing, would  consider  the  probable  result  from  one  year's 
experiment  in  the  withdrawal  from  our  public  schools  the 
$133,336,  as  distributed  for  their  support  in  1849,  it  might 
aid  in  a  removal  of  their  doubts,  and  also  in  settling  the 
question  whether  our  schools  could  have  been  raised  to  their 
present  elevated  position  without  this  auxiliary  appliance. 

I  fully  believe  that  there  is  not,  in  the  history  of  public 
endowments  in  this  country,  a  parallel  case.  Miscarriage, 
arising  from  indifference,  or  dissipation  growing  out  of  neg- 
lect, have  been  the  proverbial  absorbents  of  such  public  trusts. 
Thus  Massachusetts,  with  six  millions  of  acres  of  wild  lands 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  derived  in  the  same  way  as  ours  in 
Ohio,  sold  the  whole  (at  about  the  time  ours  was  converted 
into  the  school  fund,)  taking  the  promissory  notes  of  the  pur- 
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chasers  without  security,  and  nothing  but  the  remembrance  of 
what  might  have  been,  remains. 

For  more  than  twenty  years  after  the  establishment  of  the 
fund,  under  the  existing  provisions  for  its  administration,  the 
dividends  to  the  schools  were  apportioned  to  the  school  dis- 
tricts upon  the  basis  of  the  list  of  taxable  property  belonging 
to  the  residents  within  their  limits.  The  consequence  was, 
that  in  many  poor  and  populous  districts,  where  the  taxable 
property  belonged  principally  to  persons  residing  without  its 
limits,  the  dividends  received  from  the  fund  were  insufficient 
to  enable  them,  with  the  addition  of  their  own  scanty  means, 
to  provide  a  teacher  beyond  one  quarter  of  the  year.  Con- 
vinced both  by  the  nature  of  things  and  the  observation  of 
experience,  of  the  manifest  injustice  of  this  mode  of  distribu- 
tion, being  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1821, 
I  prepared  and  introduced  a  bill  providing  for  a  distribution  to 
the  districts  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  children  between 
the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen  years.  As  had  been  anticipated, 
it  encountered  a  sturdy  opposition  from  the  city  members  ; 
but  by  the  mass  of  the  legislature  so  favorable  were  the  pro- 
visions of  the  bill  regarded,  that  it  was  passed  in  the  House 
by  a  majority  of  about  one  hundred,  and  in  the  Senate 
almost  unanimously.  And  I  am  happy  in  being  able  to  add, 
in  this  connection,  that  during  the  great  number  of  years 
which  have  succeeded  its  adoption,  this  feature  of  the  law  has 
remained  unchanged." 

The  annexed  tables,  which  are  copies  of  official  documents, 
illustrate  fully  the  condition  of  the  fund,  and  exhibit  the 
action  of  the  Commissioner  in  its  management  the  past  year.

REPORT 


Gentlemen  of  the  Legislature  : 

The  State  Normal  School  has  prospered  during  another 
year.  It  has  faithfully  and  efficiently  prosecuted  its  specific 
work  of  fitting  young  men  and  women  to  teach  the  public 
schools  of  Connecticut.  Twelve  years  have  elapsed  since  it 
was  opened,  and  its  good  fruits  have  abundantly  vindicated 
the  practical  wisdom  and  clear  foresight  of  its  thank-worthy 
founders.  At  no  other  period  has  it  been  more  efficient  and 
progressive  than  during  the  past  year.  Its  instructors  have 
been  faithful  and  energetic,  its  pupils,  earnest  and  studious, 
and  both  have  been  emulous  to  sustain  the  high  reputation 
of  the  School,  and  extend  the  circle  of  its  beneficence. 

The  attendance  has  been  less  than  it  would  have  been,  but 
for  the  political  convulsions  of  the  times.  Some  of  its  young 
men  have  gone  forth  in  their  country's  defense,  and  others  have 
foregone  their  purposed  attendance  for  the  same  cause.  Still 
the  number  of  pupils  has  not  fallen  much  below  that  of  the 
preceding  year.

The  Trustees  find  it  necessary  to  practice  the  strictest  econ- 
omy in  conducting  the  School  with  the  means  entrusted  to 
their  hands  ;  and  while  with  larger  funds  they  could  accom- 
plish more  for  the  educational  interests  of  the  State,  they  are 
confident  that  the  records  of  no  other  similar  institution  in 
the  country  can  show  as  much  done  with  so  small  an  ex- 
penditure. 

After  a  successful  history  of  twelve  years,  during  which  it 
has  been  repeatedly  examined  by  successive  Legislatures,  and 
always  with  a  decision  unanimous,  or  nearly  so,  in  its  favor  ; 
after  having  contributed  greatly  to  redeem  the  public  school 
moneys  from  comparative  waste,  and  infused  new  life  into  our 
whole  school-system,  by  sending  hundreds  of  thoroughly  qual- 
ified teachers  into  the  field,  and  creating  a  better  public  senti- 


ment  and  a  deeper  interest  school- wise  throughout  the  State, 
the  Normal  School  should  now  be  recognized  and  treated  as 
a  State  institution  entitled  to  universal  confidence  and  a  libe- 
ral support.  Although  at  first  looked  upon  by  some  as  exper- 
imental in  its  character,  it  long  since  ceased  to  occupy  so  pre- 
carious an  attitude,  and  practically  demonstrated  its  perfect 
adaptation  t©  the  wants  of  our  public  school-system.  The 
question  of  its  continued  existence  has  never  been  agitated, 
no  Legislature  having  seen  fit  to  entertain  such  a  question  ; 
nor  will  it  ever  be  mooted,  unless  in  some  dark  day  fore- 
shadowing the  downfall  of  the  Republic,  lunacy  should  usurp 
the  seats  of  legislative  wisdom,  and,  in  some  craziest  paroxysm 
of  vaulting  fatuity,  should  copy  the  example  of  Southern 
secessionists,  and  declare  common  schools  common  nuisances, 
and,  like  the  late  rebel-legislature  of  Missouri,  confiscate  the 
public  school-moneys  for  the  purposes  of  treason. 

After  the  experience  which  the  Trustees  have  had  in  con- 
ducting the  School,  they  have  found  that  its  entire  annual  ex- 
pense to  the  State  can  not  be  reduced  below  $5000.  With 
this  sum  all  its  ordinary  expenses  can  be  met,  and  the  institu- 
tion sustained  with  efficiency  and  success.  With  less  it  would 
be  proportionally  crippled  and  curtailed  in  its  influence. 

The  Trustees  would  therefore,  respectfully  ask  the  Legisla- 
ture to  appropriate  $5000  a  year  for  the  continuous  support 
of  the  School.  By  so  doing  the  Legislature  would  avoid  an 
annual  application  for  means  to  carry  on  the  School,  and  the 
Trustees  would  be  spared  the  disagreeable  task  of  having  to 
present  the  claims  of  the  school  before  each  successive  Legisla- 
ture. Their  services  being  entirely  gratuitous,  they  should 
not  be  burdened  with  any  unnecessary  duties.  Were  the 
Normal  School  put  on  a  footing  with  several  other  State  insti- 
tutions, and  its  means  of  support  made  perpetual,  liable  of 
course  to  be  withdrawn  by  any  future  Legislature,  should  it 
cease  to  fulfill  its  legitimate  purposes,  it  would  save  the  Legis- 
lature much  of  its  valable  time,  and  the  Trustees  no  incon- 
siderable trouble  ;  and  the  general  effect,  every  way,  would  be 
salutary.  Whatever  may  betide  our  country,  whether  weal  or 
woe,  and  however  much  Connecticut  may  be  involved  in  the 


calamities  brought  upon  it  by  villainous  men  and  traitors,  her 
old  historic  policy  of  sustaining  public  schools,  and  providing 
for  the  good  education  of  the  people,  must,  at  all  times  and 
under  all  circumstances,  be  vigorously  maintained,  and  her 
practical  motto  continue  to  be,  A  good  education  for  all,  igno- 
rance for  none. 

The  demand  for -thoroughly  qualified  teachersr-such  as  the 
Faculty  of  Instruction  can  fully  recommend,  is  increasing 
from  year  to  year,  and  never  has  been  greater  than  during  the 
last  year.  On  the  other  hand,  the  call  for  teachers  of  inferior 
attainments  and  ability,  is  constantly  diminishing.  This  fact 
illustrates  the  happy  influence  of  the  Normal  School  upon  our 
common  schools.  Applications  come,  not  only  from  the  cities 
and  villages,  but  from  agricultural  districts  in  the  remo- 
test parts  of  the  State. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  graduates  of  the  School, 
one  hundred  and  sixty-four  have  taught  in  the  State,  and  a 
large  part  of  them  continue  their  labors  with  professional  zeal 
and  eminent  success.  Their  influence  is  felt  on  the  surround- 
ing schools,  stimulating  reform  and  general  improvement. 
School  Visitors,  in  their  Annual  Reports  to  the  Superintend- 
ent, speak  in  terms  of  high  commendation  of  Normal  teachers 
who  have  been  engaged  in  their  respective  localities,  and  rec- 
ommend them  to  public  patronage.  In  the  last  reports  from 
sixty-three  towns  the  Visitors  urge  the  necessity  of  employing 
none  but  the  first  class  of  teachers,  and  in  nearly  all  cases, 
special  mention  is  made  of  the  success  of  such  as  have  re- 
ceived the  preparatory  training  of  the  Normal  School.  In 
some  instances  school  districts  have  sent  teachers  to  the  school 
for  one  or  two  terms,  to  qualify  them  to  teach  more  accepta- 
bly. The  following  extracts  are  taken  from  the  Superintend- 
ent's Report  of  last  year,  as  specimens  of  the  manner  in  which 
School  Visitors  speak  of  the  Normal  School,  and  its  influence 
upon  the  cause  of  education  in  the  State  : 

Canterbury.  Our  State  Normal  School  furnishes  excellent  fa- 
cilities for  all  who  wish  to  qualify  themselves  for  the  work  of  teach- 
ing. It  would  be  well  if  all  who  have  taught  for  the  first  or  even 
third  term,  the  past  year,  were  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 


of  this  school  before  teaching  again.  By  some,  we  know,  that  insti- 
tution seems  to  be  a  needless  expense  to  the  State.  Let  such  estimate 
the  worth  to  this  town  of  the  influence  and  labors  of  Mr.  Peck,  and 
compare  the  same  with  what  the  Normal  School  has  cost,  and  strike 
the  balance.  Doubtless  we  should  admit  ourselves  largely  in  debt  to 
that  school.  But  aside  from  this,  the  general  influence  of  that  insti- 
tution, in  elevating  the  standard  of  qualification  for  teachers,  and  in 
keeping  alive  the  public  interest  in  common  schools,  is  a  rich  com- 
pensation for  all  it  has  cost  the  State. 

Pomfret.  It  would  prove  of  great  advantage  to  teachers  if  they 
would  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  State  Normal  School. 
There  teachers  are  well  taught,  and  successfully  trained  for  their 
great  and  noble  work  of  instructing  the  young.  There  they  are 
taught  how  to  illustrate  and  explain  the  things  taught  in  our  common 
schools,  to  the  comprehension  of  children.  A  teacher  from  the  Nor- 
mal School,  other  things  being  equal,  will  have  more  expedients  for 
interesting  and  instructing  scholars.  Hence  it  is  desirable  for  teach- 
ers to  attend,  and  graduate,  if  possible,  at  that  institution. 

Wallingford.  We  have  observed  that  those  teachers  who  have 
received  a  thorough  training  at  the  State  Normal  School  are  in  many 
respects  specially  qualified  for  their  work.  We  feel  that  the  teacher 
needs  a  special  and  thorough  preparation  for  his  work,  as  much  as  do 
the  lawyer  and  physician. 

We  therefore  sincerely  hope  that  all  teachers  will,  as  far  as  practi- 
cable, avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  the  Normal  School  and 
Teachers'  Institutes.  We  feel  that  it  is  impossible  to  have  good 
schools  without  good  teachers ;  and  we  hope  to  see  the  standard  of 
qualification  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  constantly  rising. 

Warren.  But  two  of  our  schools,  the  past  year,  have  been  taught 
by  those  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Normal  School,  and 
with  these  two,  the  result  has  been  very  gratifying. 

Thus  the  old  and  pernicious  notion  that  it  requires  no  great 
attainments  or  ability  to  teach  children,  is  fast  passing  away, 
and  giving  place  to  rational  views  and  a  corresponding  practice. 
It  has  been  pertinently  asked,  "  Does  it  require  talent,  genius, 
deep  study,  and  much  practice,  to  chisel  from  the  marble  the 
cold,  unfeeling  image  of  man's  mortal  nature,  and  shall  the 
ignorant,  the  unskillful,  and  the  low-minded,  be  set  to  work 
out  the  eternal  features  of  the  soul  ?  " 
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It  has  been  found  necessary  in  these  times  of  national 
retribution  and  peril,  to  educate  the  soldier  to  the  use  of 
arms.  Without  preparatory  drill  and  discipline,  however 
martial  in  courage,  he  is  comparatively  ineffective  and  unre- 
liable. If  then  it  be  so  indispensable  to  educate  the  soldier 
for  the  work  of  destroying  men,  can  it  be  less  important  to 
educate  the  teacher  for  the  greater  work  of  saving  men  and 
society  from  the  miseries  and  dangers  of  popular  ignorance 
and  barbarism  ?  Says  Bishop  Tillotson,  "  Many  things  in  this 
life  require  great  care  and  forethought,  but  the  greatest  work 
is,  to  rear  and  build  up  a  man."  And  in  perfect  harmony 
with  this  sentiment  is  a  remark  of  Dr.  Channing,  that  "  To 
educate  a  child  is  a  greater  work  than  to  govern  a  State." 

The  expense  of  board,  at  the  usual  rates,  having  been 
found  a  serious  hindrance  to  a  full  attendance  at  the  Normal 
School,  the  Trustees  have  made  it  a  subject  of  frequent  and 
anxious  inquiry,  whether  some  economical  arrangement  could 
not  be  made  by  which  this  obstacle  to  the  greater  usefulness 
of  the  school  could  be  removed.  At  length,  such  an  arrange- 
ment for  female  pupils  has  been  completed,  by  which  will  be 
realized  a  very  considerable  reduction  in  this  particular  ;  and 
a  similar  arrangement  is  now  in  progress  for  the  benefit  of  the 
male  attendants. 

The  vacancies  occurring  at  this  time  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  to  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Legislature,  are  in 
the  counties  of  Fairfield  and  New  London. 

Appended  to  this  Keport  will  be  found  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  to  examine  the  School  during  the  winter 
session.

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the   Trustees  of  the  State  Normal  School, 

The  undersigned,  in  connection  with  J.  G.  Beckwith  of  Litchfield 
county  and  James  F.  Babcock  of  New  Haven  county,  was  appointed 
to  visit  and  examine  the  institution  at  New  Britain  during  the  winter 
session,  1861-2. 

The  third  week  in  February  was  selected  as  a  convenient  and 
suitable  time  for  the  examination,  the  term  being  then  about  half 
completed ;  and  it  was  originally  designed  that  the  committee  should 
act  together  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  but  being  prevented 
from  carrying  out  this  plan,  they  were  obliged  to  attend  to  it  sepa- 
rately. 

The  undersigned,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  February  25th  and 
26th,  visited  the  Normal  School  and  the  Model  Schools  of  New  Britain, 
which  are  in  the  same  building,  the  latter  schools  being  to  some  extent 
under  the  care  of  the  instructors  of  the  Normal  School. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  winter  term  of  the  Nor- 
mal institution  was  ninety-five  ;  sixty -five  ladies  and  thirty  gentlemen. 
These  pupils  consist  of  young  persons  who  avail  themselves  of  the 
provisions  made  by  the  State  to  prepare  teachers  for  our  district 
schools.  In  the  Faculty  of  Instruction  they  find  persons  qualified  by 
long  experience  to  become  their  guides  and  directors  in  the  art  of 
teaching,  and  it  may  not  be  impi'oper  to  state  that  as  far  as  the  oppor- 
tunity allowed  of  witnessing  their  methods  of  imparting  instruction, 
they  were  found  to  be  in  all  respects  competent  and  faithful. 

The  various  studies  in  which  classes  were  personally  examined, 
were  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Ancient  History,  Paley's  Theology,  Al- 
gebra, and  Astronomy,  under  Professors  Buckham  and  Ripley  and 
Miss  J.  A.  Bartholomew.  Elocutionary  Exercises,  Rhetoric  Read- 
ing, Drawing  and  Calisthenic  Exercises,  receive  the  attention  of  the 
whole  School.  "A  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body,"  is  here  recognized 
as  a  desirable  end  to  be  gained. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  great  object  of  the  institution  is, 
to  teach  the  pupils  how  to  become  themselves  teachers.     As  the  best 
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way  for  the  apprentice  to  learn  his  trade  is  to  give  him  tools  and  set 
him  to  work  under  the  eye  of  an  experienced  mechanic,  or,  as  the 
best  way  to  learn  how  to  till  the  earth  well  is  to  take  the  spade  and 
other  implements  of  agriculture  in  hand,  and  not  in  either  case 
depend  upon  the  lectures  and  mere  advice  of  others,  so  the  surest 
way  to  make  good  teachers  is  to  give  the  learners  an  opportunity  to 
exercise  themselves  in  the  art  of  teaching,  under  the  superintendence 
of  those  who  are  experienced  instructors.  To  attain  this  end  atten- 
tion is  here  paid  to  the  practice  as  well  as  the  theory  of  teaching. 
Classes  from  the  schools  belonging  to  the  town  of  New  Britain,  loca- 
ted in  the  same  building,  are  daily  given  to  the  pupils  of  the  Normal 
School,  who  are  guided  in  their  task  and  carefully  watched  in  its 
performance. 

During  the  time  the  undersigned  spent  in  examining  the  institution, 
he  had  opportunity  to  observe  nine  of  the  Normal  pupils  thus  exer- 
cising their  talents,  in  teaching  classes,  some  in  private  recitation 
rooms  of  the  schools  below,  and  some  in  the  hall  in  the  presence  of 
the  whole  school.  He  desires  to  express  his  entire  approbation  of  this 
kind  of  exercise  for  those  who  intend  to  become  teachers,  and  would 
note  that  in  this  particular  respect,  no  other  school,  whatever  its  ad- 
vantages of  scientific  instruction  may  be,  can  equal,  in  the  practical 
benefit  to  be  obtained  from  it,  a  Normal  School  conducted  on  this  plan, 

Particular  inquiry  was  made  concerning  the  general  conduct  and 
discipline  of  the  school.  They  who  are  to  guide  and  direct  others, 
should  themselves  learn  to  obey.  It  was  gratifying  to  find  that, 
though  strict  conformity  to  the  rules  of  the  faculty  was  required,  it 
was  very  seldom  that  reproof  or  admonition  had  been  necessary. 

In  conclusion,  the  opinion  may  be  expressed  with  confidence,  that 
any  intelligent  person,  after  examining  the  school,  would  agree  with 
the  undersigned,  that  it  is  doing  a  good  work  for  the  youth  of  the 
State,  and  would  rejoice  in  the  wisdom  and  liberality  of  our  legisla- 
tors who  founded  and  continue  to  cherish  and  support  the  institution 
of  the  State  Normal  School.

CIRCULAR. 


ESTABLISHMENT  AND    ORGANIZATION. 

The  State  Normal  School  or  Seminary,  for  the  training  of 
teachers  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  governing  the  Common 
Schools  of  Connecticut,  was  established  by  act  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, May  Session,  1849. 

The  entire  management  of  the  Institution,  as  to  the  applica- 
tion of  its  funds,  the  location  of  the  school,  the  regulation  of 
the  studies  and  exercises,  and  the  granting  of  diplomas,  is 
committed  to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Common  Schools,  ex-officio,  and  one  member  for 
each  of  the  eight  counties  of  the  State.  The  Trustees  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Legislature,  two  in  each  year,  and  hold  their 
office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  without  compensation  for 
services.  The  Board  must  submit  an  annual  report  as  to  their 
own  doings,  and  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Seminary. 

On  the  first  of  February,  1850,  the  Normal  School  was  per- 
manently located  in  New  Britain. 

This  location  was  selected  on  account  of  its  central  position 
and  its  accessibility  from  every  section  of  the  State  by  rail- 
roads, and  also  in  consideration  of  the  liberal  offer  on  the  part 
of  the  citizens  of  the  town,  to  provide  a  suitable  building,  ap- 
paratus and  library,  for  the  use  of  the  Normal  School,  and  to 
place  all  the  schools  of  the  village  under  the  management  of 
the  Principal  of  the  Normal  School,  as  schools  of  practice. 

The  school  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  pupils  on  Wed- 
nesday, the  15th  of  May,  1850,  since  which  time,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  forty-one  pupils  have  been  connected  with 
the  school. 
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OBJECT   AND   AIM. 

The  design  of  the  Normal  School  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of 
Incorporation,  is  the  training  of  teachers  in  the  art  of  teaching 
and  governing  Common  Schools.  Its  objects  are  distinct  from 
those  of  Academies,  High  Schools  and  Colleges,  and  in  its 
operations,  it  aims  to  perform  a  work  not  secured  or  attempt- 
ed by  any  other  educational  institution  in  the  State.  It  bears 
the  same  relation  to  the  all  important  work  of  teaching,  that 
theological,  law  and  medical  schools  do  to  the  clerical,  legal 
and  medical  professions. 

The  demand  for  teachers  trained  in  this  institution  has  been 
steadily  increasing  till  a  large  number  of  the  schools  of  the 
State  are  supplied  directly  from  the  Normal  School. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  school  to  furnish  the  State  with  teachers 
of  a  high  grade  of  qualifications,  and  the  course  of  instruction 
has  been  laid  out  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  those  persons 
who  intend  to  engage  permanently  in  the  business  of  teaching, 
while  at  the  same  time  it  is  designed  to  furnish  important  ad- 
vantages to  those  teachers  who  can  spend  but  one  or  two  terms 
at  the  school. 

COURSE   OP   INSTRUCTION. 

The  course  of  instruction  and  training  includes : 

First.  A  general  review  of  the  studies  required  by  law  of 
Common  School  Teachers.  This  is  not  required  of  those  who 
are  found  competent  in  these  studies  when  they  enter  the 
school. 

Second.  A  course  of  advanced  studies,  designed  for  mental 
discipline  and  as  a  preparation  for  High  Schools  and  the  higher 
departments  of  Graded  Schools. 

Third.  Special  instruction  in  Mental  and  Moral  Science 
with  reference  to  lessons  in  the  science  of  Education  and  the 
art  of  Teaching. 

Fourth.  Instruction  in  School  Organization  and  Discipline, 
in  the  School  Laws,  and  in  the  powers  and  duties  of  teachers 
and  school  officers. 
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Fifth.  Lectures  on  the  different  branches  of  Natural  Sci- 
ence and  their  application  to  the  arts  of  life  ;  and  on  the  Phi- 
losophy of  Education  and  Methods  of  instruction. 

Sixth.  "  Teaching  Exercises"  given  by  the  students,  while 
the  members  of  the  Normal  School  are  considered  pupils,  or 
more  generally  with  classes  of  children  taken  from  the  Model 
School  and  taught  in  the  Normal  Hall  in  the  presence  of  the 
Normal  School. 

Seventh.  Observation  and  practice  in  the  Model  and  Exper- 
imental School.  This  School  includes  pupils  in  all  stages  of 
advancement  from  the  Primary  to  the  High  School. 

Tuition  is  free  in  all  the  regular  classes  and  studies  of  the 
School.  Pupils  who  desire  it  can  receive  lessons  in  Instru- 
mental Music  by  paying  the  usual  tuition. 

The  members  of  the  school  are  arranged  in  three  classes — 
Junior,  Middle  and  Senior.  On  being  admitted,  pupils  are 
examined  in  order  to  determine  to  which  class  they  shall  be 
assigned. 

STUDIES   OP   THE   JUNIOR   CLASS. 

Reading,  Orthography,  and  Phonetic  Analysis ;  Geography 
and  Map  Drawing ;  English  Grammar  and  Composition ; 
Arithmetic,  Oral  and  Written ;  History  of  the  United  States  ; 
Drawing  with  Pencil  and  Crayon ;  Vocal  Music ;  Declamation. 

STUDIES   OF  THE  MIDDLE   CLASS. 

Rhetorical  Reading,  comprising  Analysis  of  the  Language, 
Grammar  and  style  of  the  best  English  Authors,  their  errors 
and  beauties  ;  Orthography,  with  Phonetic  and  Etymological 
Analysis ;  English  Grammar,  with  Analysis  of  Sentences ; 
Composition  and  Declamation  ;  Algebra ;  Arithmetic  review- 
ed ;  Physical  Geography  ;  Physiology  and  Hygiene  ;  History ; 
Natural  Philosophy ;  Astronomy,  with  the  use  of  Globes  ; 
Drawing  continued  ;  Yocal  Music. 

STUDIES   OF   THE   SENIOR   CLASS. 

Rhetorical  Reading,  Orthography,  and  Critical  Phonetic  and 
Etymological  Analysis  continued  ;  Composition  and  Declama- 
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tion  ;  Logic,  Mental  Philosophy,  English  Literature  and  Rhet- 
oric ;  Evidences  of  Revealed  Religion  and  Natural  Theology ; 
Geometry  and  Trigonometry ;  Chemistry ;  Botany  and  Meteor- 
ology ;  Rhetorical  Analysis  of  "  Paradise  Lost ;  "  Drawing  ; 
Art  of  Teaching  ;  "Vocal  Music. 

Instruction  is  given,  if  desired,  in  the  French,  German, 
Latin  and  Greek  languages.  Pencil  and  Crayon  Drawing  is 
taught  by  an  accomplished  Professor,  and  also  Vocal  Music. 

Lectures  will  be  given  on  Mineralogy,  Geology,  Botany, 
Astronomy,  Physiology,  and  the  Science  of  Education. 

PRACTICE  IN  THE  ART  OF  TEACHING  AND  GOVERNING  SCHOOLS. 

The  several  schools  of  the  First  School  District  of  New 
Britain  are  placed,  by  a  vote  of  the  District,  under  the  in- 
struction and  discipline  of  the  Principal,  as  Model  Schools  and 
schools  of  Practice  for  the  Normal  School.  These  schools 
contain  more  than  five  hundred  children,  and  are  classified 
into  four  Primary,  and  two  Secondary  Schools,  one  Grammar, 
and  one  High  School. 

TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  library  of  text-books  belonging  to  the  school,  numbers 
upwards  of  four  thousand  volumes.  At  a  small  charge,  the 
pupils  are  allowed  the  use  of  such  text-books  as  they  need, 
and  are  thus  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  purchasing. 

APPARATUS. 

The  school  is  provided  with  globes,  maps,  charts,  dia- 
grams and  collections  of  objects  for  the  study  of  Natural 
History.  It  has  also  apparatus  for  the  illustration  of  Chemis- 
try and  Natural  Philosophy.  The  pupils  will  be  taught  the 
use  of  Holbrook's  Common  School  Apparatus. 

LIBRARY. 

The  school  is  furnished  with  the  best  works  on  the  theory 
and  practice  of  education,  which  the  Normal  pupils  are  ex- 
Dected  to  read,  and  on  some  of  which  they  are  examined. 
The  Library  has  recently  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  the 
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best  standard  works  in  English  literature,  and  the  members 
of  the  school  have  free  access  to  the  best  dictionaries  and  en- 
cyclopedias in  the  language. 

The  Reading  Room  is  supplied  with  most  of  the  educational 
periodicals  published  in  this  country,  and  is  open  at  certain 
hours  of  the  day  to  all  the  members  of  the  school. 

ADMISSION   OP  PUPILS. 

Pupils  are  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  term,  and 
they  are  required  to  remain  throughout  the  term  upon  which 
they  commence,  except  in  the  Autumn  term,  when  pupils  who 
are  to  teach  in  the  winter  will  be  excused  to  leave  before  the 
expiration  of  the  term. 

The  highest  number  of  pupils  which  can  be  received  in  any 
one  term  is  two  hundred  and  twenty.  * 

Each  town  is  entitled  to  have  one  pupil  in  the  school.  Un- 
til, however,  the  whole  number  of  pupils  in  actual  attendance 
shall  reach  the  highest  number  fixed  by  law,  the  principal  is 
authorized  to  receive  all  applicants  who  may  present  them- 
selves duly  recommended  by  the  School  Visitors  of  their  re- 
spective towns. 

Any  person,  either  male  or  female,  may  apply  to  the  School 
Visitors  of  any  town  for  admission  to  the  school,  by  making  a 
written  declaration  that  "  his  [or  her]  object  in  so  applying  is 
to  qualify  himself  [or  herself]  for  the  employment  of  a  com- 
mon school  teacher,  and  that  it  is  his  [or  her]  intention  to  en- 
gage in  that  employment  in  this  State."

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The  School  Visitors  are  authorized  to  grant  a  Certificate  of 
Admission  to  the  school,  to  any  person  who  shall  have  been 
found,  on  examination  by  them,  possessed  of  the  qualifications 
required  of  teachers  of  Common  Schools  in  this  State,  and 
suitable  in  respect  to  age,  character,  talents  and  attainments, 
to  be  received  as  a  pupil  in  the  Normal  School. 

As  the  usefulness  of  the  school  depends  in  a  great  measure 
upon  the  character  and  qualifications  of  the  persons  recom- 
mended, the  School  Visitors  are  particularly  requested  to  se- 
lect, as  far  as  possible,  candidates  who  possess  strength  of 
moral  and  religious  character,  good  health,  cheerful  spirits, 
and  ageeeable  manners  ;  who  have  a  love  for  the  occupations 
of  the  school-room,  and  who  can  sympathize  with  children, 
and  engage  earnestly  in  the  work  of  education. 

CERTIFICATE   OP  RECOMMENDATION. 

The  following  is  the  form  of  the  Certificate  which  should  be 
given  by  the  School  Visitors  to  the  Candidates  whom  they 
recommend  for  admission.

son, by  his  [or  her]  age,  character,  talents,  and  attainments, 
to  be  received  as  a  pupil  in  that  institution. 

[Signed  by  the  Chairman  or  Acting  Visitor.] 
Applicants  duly  recommended  by  the  said  Visitors,  can  for- 
ward their  Certificate  directly  to  the  Principal  of  the  Normal 
School  at  New  Britain,  who  will  inform  them  of  the  time  when 
they  must  report  themselves  to  be  admitted  to  any  vacant 
places  in  the  school. 

All  persons  once  regularly  admitted  to  the  school,  can  re- 
main connected  with  the  same  for  three  years,  and  will  not 
lose  their  places  by  temporary  absence  in  teaching  Common 
Schools  in  this  State  ;  such  experience,  in  connection  with  the 
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instruction  of  the  Institution,  being  considered   a   desirable 
part  of  a  teacher's  training. 

TERMS   AND   VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  Terms  in  each  year.  The  first,  or  Autumn 
Term,  commences  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and 
continues  till  the  last  school-day  before  the  25th  of  December. 

The  second,  or  Winter  Term,  commences  on  the  second  day 
of  January,  and  continues  till  the  last  Tuesday  in  March. 

The  third,  or  Spring  Term,  commences  on  the  Wednesday 
following  the  third  Tuesday  in  April,  and  continues  till  the 
Wednesday  preceding  the  last  Thursday  but  one  in  July. 

TEACHERS   FOR   COMMON   SCHOOLS. 

School  Committees  desiring  to  secure  competent  teachers, 
and  who  wish  to  employ  those  trained  in  the  Normal  School, 
are  requested  to  address  the"  Principal,  stating  the  terms  to  be 
offered,  and  the  qualifications  required.  No  pains  will  be 
spared  to  secure  for  any  post  designated,  a  competent  teacher. 

As  applications  for  teachers  are  numerous  in  Spring  and 
Autumn,  it  is  desirable  that  such  applications  be  made,  when 
convenient,  sometime  before  the  teacher  is  needed.     , 

The  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Faculty  of  the  School,  cannot 
be  held  responsible  for  the  success  of  those  teachers  who  are 
employed  upon  the  mere  representation  that  they  have  been 
Normal  Pupils. 


Contributions  of  books,  pamphlets  and  papers  for  the  Li- 
brary and  Reading-Room,  and  of  minerals,  shells  and  other 
specimens  of  natural  history,  and  objects  of  interest  for  the 
cabinet  and  museum,  will  be  gratefully  received. 


The  terms  and  vacations  of  the  High  School  department 
correspond  with  those  of  the  Normal  School.

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REPORT 


To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut : 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  relating  to 
Education,  I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Honorable  body  the 
Seventeenth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools. 

Notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  excitement  with  which 
the  country  has  been  convulsed  the  past  year,  and  the  conse- 
quent derangements  in  business,  the  Common  Schools  of  the 
State  have  been  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a  few  schools  affected  by  local  and  restricted  influen- 
ces, have  probably  accomplished  as  much  for  universal  educa- 
tion as  in  any  preceding  year.  The  evidences  of  prosperity 
and  improvement  may  be  seen  by  comparing  the  statistics  of 
the  past  year  with  previous  years,  and  they  havealso  been  exhib- 
ited in  many  ways  not  indicated  by  statistical  tables.  Though 
but  few  large  and  expensive  school-houses  have  been  erected, 
within  twelve  months,  important  changes  have  been  made  in 
school  buildings  before  existing,  and  a  number  of  new  houses 
have  been  completed.  There  has  been  expended  the  past  year, 
for  new  school-houses  and  repairs,  eighty  five  thousand  and 
sixty  dollars,  and  the  number  of  school-houses  now  reported 
as  in  good  condition,  is  twelve  hundred  and  eighty,  or  one 
hundred  and  sixty-five  more  than  last  year,  and  the  number 
reported  in  bad  condition  is  two  hundred  and  ninety-five,  or 
twenty-seven  less  than  last  year.  More  than  three  fourths  of 
all  the  school-houses  in  the  State  are  now  in  good  condition, 
a  statement  that  could  not  have  been  made  with  truth,  before, 


at  any  time  since  reports  from  the  towns  have  been  regularly 
received  at  the  State  department,  or  for  the  last  twenty  five 
years.  A  few  years  since,  it  was  difficult  to  find  a  school- 
house  with  an  inclosed  yard,  except  in  the  larger  cities,  now 
nearly  two  hundred  school-houses  have  inclosed  grounds,  with 
all  the  conveniences  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  good 
morals  and  a  correct  public  sentiment.  A  number  of  towns 
are  furnished  with  good  school-houses  and  appliances  in  all 
the  districts,  and  measures  have  already  been  taken  in  several 
towns  now  reported  as  not  possessing  these  requisites,  to  secure 
them  the  present  year.  The  law  requiring  every  school  district 
to  "be  supplied  with  a  school-house  and  out  buildings  pertain- 
ing thereto  which  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Board  of  School 
Visitors,"  as  a  condition  for  receiving  any  money  from  the 
school  fund  of  the  State,  and  also  requiring  every  district  in 
building  a  new  house,  to  build  it  "  according  to  a  plan  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  School  Visitors,"  has  been  productive 
of  great  good  wherever  the  power  and  obligation  thus  placed 
in  the  hands  of  School  Visitors  have  been  properly  exercised. 
To  the  prompt  and  judicious  action  of  this  class  of  officers 
must  be  attributed  much  of  the  improvement  already  alluded 
to. 

Add'tional  school  room  is  needed  in  several  of  the  city  and 
village  districts,  and  there  are  still  nearly  three  hundred 
school-houses  in  the  State  which  need  extensive  repairs  or  to 
be  replaced  by  new  and  convenient  buildings.  In  some  parts 
of  the  State,  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  providing  better  out 
buildings  and  making  the  appurtenances  and  surroundings  of 
the  school-house  conducive  to  health  and  good  morals. 

Since  the  repeal  of  the  law  supplying  School  Districts  with 
Holbrook's  School  Apparatus,  few  whole  sets  of  this  useful  ap- 
paratus have  been  purchased.  A  number  of  districts,  however, 
have  obtained  globes,  numeral  frames,  geometrical  forms  and 
diagrams,  a  few  have  procured  valuable  sets  of  philosophical 
and  chemical  apparatus,  so  that  646  districts  are  now  reported 
as  provided  with  apparatus,  829  are  supplied  with  outline 
maps  and  a  large  number  have  county  and  State  maps. 

By  reference  to  Table  11,  Appendix,  the  number  of  school- 


houses  in  good  and  in  bad  condition,  the  number  with  inclosed 
grounds,  maps,  apparatus,  &c,  can  be  seen  at  once. 

If  the  improvements  in  school  buildings,  furniture  and  other 
appliances  continue  to  increase  the  next  five  years  in  the  same 
ratio  as  in  the  last  five  years,  there  will  at  the  close  of  that 
period  scarcely  be  a  district  in  the  State  without  a  comfortable 
school-room.  No  additional  legislation  to  secure  so  desirable 
an  end  is  necessary,  except  some  provision  in  the  law  which 
will  direct  the  selectmen  or  school  visitors  of  towns  in  which 
there  are  districts  unprovided  with  school-houses  to  go  forward 
after  suitable  notice  and  erect  proper  buildings  if  the  district 
fails  to  do  so. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  in  the  State  between  the  ages 
of  four  and  sixteen  as  returned  to  the  Comptroller  on  the  fifth 
of  February  1861,  was  one  hundred  and  eight  thousand,  three 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  being  an  increase  of  sixteen  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  or  seventeen  and  a  half  per  cent. 
in  ten  years,  while  the  increase  during  the  previous  ten  years 
was  but  eight  thousand  and  seventy-two,  or  nine  and  a  half 
per  cent,  and  during  the  ten  years  from  1831  to  1841,  there 
was  an  actual  decrease,  and  even  for  the  twenty  years  previous 
to  1845  there  was  no  increase  in  the  number  ennumerated,  on 
the  contrary,  a  less  number  of  children  were  returned  in  1845 
than  in  1825.  This  large  additional  increase  of  children  dur- 
ing the  last  ten  years,  amounting  to  more  than  one  sixth  the 
whole  number  in  this  State  in  1851,  has  increased  the  necessity 
of  enlarging  and  multiplying  school-houses.  As  this  increase 
has  been  principally  in  cities  and  manufacturing  villages  in 
which  there  has  been  the  greatest  amount  of  money  expended 
for  school-houses,  we  have  the  anomalous  fact  that  in  some  of 
those  places  where  the  most  has  been  done  for  increasing  the 
school  accommodations  and  improving  the  common  schools, 
there  is  now  the  greatest  number  of  children  not  properly  ac- 
commodated in  these  schools.  This  evil  incidental  to  a  rapid 
change  in  the  population  of  a  city  or  village,  will  be  speedily 
removed. 

All  the  towns  and  incorporated  districts  have  made  reports 
or  returns  to  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Common 


Schools  the  past  year.  The  statistical  portion  of  these  reports 
have  been  more  complete  than  in  any  previous  year  and  in  a 
majority  of  towns  there  has  been  an  accuracy  of  detail  and  a 
promptness  in  the  transmission  which  reflects  credit  on  the 
School  Visitors.  In  a  few  cases  the  returns  were  so  imperfect, 
that  it  was  difficult  to  make  them  available  till  personal  inquiry 
and  investigation  enabled  the  superintendent  to  get  what  the 
law  provides  shall  be  furnished  by  the  school  visitors,  as  a 
condition  of  receiving  the  public  money  for  the  towns  which 
they  represent. 

The  tables  made  up  from  the  returns  of  the  school  visitors 
exhibit  the  relative  condition  of  the  common  schools  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  State  and  should  receive  the  careful  study  of 
all  interested  in  these  institutions.     See  Appendix. 

Extracts  from  the  town  reports  are  also  given  in  Appendix. 

TEACHERS'  INSTITUTES. 

The  unusual  excitement  by  which  the  country  has  been 
agitated  the  past  year  has  to  some  extent  affected  the  Teachers' 
Institutes,  especially  those  which  were  held  in  the  spring. 
Appointments  were  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  law  for  Middlesex,  Fairfield  and  New  Haven  counties  in 
the  months  of  April  and  May.  The  institute  for  Middlesex 
county  was  held  at  Chester,  and  the  one  for  Fairfield  county 
at  Danbury.  The  efficient  action  of  the  committee  of  arrange- 
ments, in  both  of  these  places,  and  the  interest  of  the  citizens 
and  teachers  in  the  objects  for  which  they  were  called  had 
well  prepared  the  way ;  and  the  ability  and  zeal  of  the  gentle- 
men appointed  to  conduct  the  exercises  would  have  given,  it 
is  believed,  entire  success  to  these  institutes,  had  not 
circumstances  beyond  human  control  affected  them.  The 
week  of  the  Institute  at  Chester  proved  a  very  stormy  one,  the 
steamboats  on  the  Connecticut  failed  to  make  their  usual 
landings,  and  some  teachers  were  on  this  account  prevented 
from  attending.  The  exercises  at  Danbury  were  much  inter- 
rupted by  the  intense  war  excitement  then  pervading  the 
country.  Both  institutes  were  however  profitable  seasons  for 
teachers,  and  it  is  hoped  were  not  without  some  influence  on  the 


cause  of  education  in  the  places  where  they  were  held.  The 
increasing  war  excitement  made  it  necessary  to  postpone  the 
appointment  in  New  Haven  county  till  Autumn  when  the  in- 
stitute was  held  at  Oxford  and  Ansonia,  the  time  of  the 
instructors  and  lecturers  being  divided  between  the  two  places. 
The  institutes  for  New  London  and  Windham  counties  were 
also  held  at  two  different  places  in  each  county. 

A  good  degree  of  interest  was  manifested  at  all  the  institutes. 
Many  experienced  teachers  availed  themselves  of  the  opportu 
nity  of  hearing  the  lectures  of  those  appointed  to  conduct  the 
exercises,  on  methods  of  instruction,  school  arrangement  and 
discipline,  while  many  who  had  never  been  present  at  any 
institute  before  were  regular  attendants  and  attentive  listeners 
to  gain  something  of  professional  knowledge  before  entering 
upon  the  work  of  teaching. 

Much  credit  is  due  to  the  committees  who  made  the  local 
arrangements  for  the  institutes  and  contributed  to  their  success 
by  their  constant  endeavors  to  provide  all  that  was  necessary. 

In  every  place  the  people  threw  open  their  doors  for  the  free 
entertainment  of  the  teachers,  and  lecturers  and  by  their  cordial 
sympathy  and  constant  attendance  gave  additional  interest 
and  value  to  the  meetings.  Every  county  has  been  visited  by 
this  instrumentality  but  Tolland,  and  the  omission  in  that 
county  was  owing  to  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the 
superintendent.  The  absence  of  an  Institute  was  remedied 
so  far  as  it  could  be  by  an  arrangement  to  have  every  town 
visited,  and  the  teachers,  school  officers  and  citizens  addressed 
wherever  an  audience  could  be  gathered. -

With  very  few  exceptions,  at  all  the  institutes  held  in  this 
State,  the  members  in  attendance  have  been  provided  with 
board  gratuitously.  This  arrangement  has  undoubtedly  been 
of  great  benefit  to  the  common  schools  and  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation generally  in  the  State,  as  well  as  tending  to  secure  a 
greater  local  interest  in  the  places  where  institutes  were  held. 
But  the  cities  and  larger  towns  have  now  been  visited  several 
times,  and  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  the  same  interest 
will  be  felt  in  the  exercises  of  these  educational  gatherings  as 
at  first,  neither  is  it  just  that  friends  of  education  in  these 
places  who  have  ever  shown  so  lively  an  interest  in  the  insti- 
tutes and  on  whom  the  burden  of  local  arrangements  must 
chiefly  rest,  should  be  so  frequently  taxed  with  this  labor.  It 
has  therefore  seemed  to  the  subscriber  that  the  object  sought 
would  be  best  secured  and  the  meetings  be  made  most  profi- 
table to  teachers,  by  appointing  a  portion  of  the  institutes,  in 
future,  in  the  most  central  and  populous  places  where  arrange- 
ments could  be  made  for  the  board  of  teachers  at  reduced 
rates  to  be  paid  by  the  teachers  themselves.  While  the  plan 
might  in  some  instances  lessen  the  number  in  attendance,  it  is 
believed  that  it  would  afford  opportunities  for  lectures  and 
instruction  more  profitable  than  can  be  secured  under  the 
present  arrangements,  and  few  teachers  of  the  right  spirit,  or 
who  would  be  a  benefit  to  our  schools  would  remain  away  on 
account  of  the  small  amount  to  be  paid  for  board  during  the 
session  of  an  institute. 

At  the  same  time  a  portion  of  the  institutes  could  be  held  in 
less  populous  places,  where  necessarily,  the  hospitalities  of  the 
people  must  provide  for  the  members  in  attendance,  to  be  re- 
paid in  part  by  the  lectures  and  addresses  which  will  be 


brought  to   these  communities,  and   by   the   local    interest 
awakened  in  the  cause  of  education. 

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

This  institution  has  continued  through  the  year  with  few 
changes  in  its  faculty  of  instruction,  and  little  variation  of  its 
work  except  that  the  instruction  given  is  still  more  professional, 
pertaining  to  methods  of  teaching  and  principles  of  education. 
Physical  exercise  in  various  forms  has  been  more  generally 
introduced  with  good  effect  and  more  time  has  been  given  to 
the  subjects  of  school  organization  and  school  government. 
The  attendance  the  past  year  has  been  greater  than  was  ex- 
pected considering  the  state  of  the  country,  the  derangements 
in  business  and  the  number  of  young  men  from  the  schools 
enlisted  in  the  army.  As  the  influence  of  thoroughly  educated 
trained  teachers  is  more  and  more  distinctly  seen,  there  is  a 
greater  demand  for  teachers  from  the  Normal  School,  and  the 
benefits  of  the  school  become  more  and  more  widely  extended. 

The  importance  of  Normal  Schools  as  a  means  for  the  im- 
provement of  common  schools  needs  no  argument.  The 
question  is  simply  whether  an  educated  trained  teacher  spe- 
cially fitted  for  the  work  of  teaching  is  more  likely  to  be  suc- 
cessful than  one  who  has  not  had  such  preparation.  The 
testimony  of  school  visitors  and  other  school  officers  is  abund- 
ant on  this  point,  but  without  this  testimony,  the  decisions  of 
unbiased,  unprejudiced  judgment  would  clearly  indicate  the 
importance  of  these  institutions.  If  special  preparation  is 
necessary  for  the  physician,  the  clergyman  and  the  lawyer, 
much  more  is  it  demanded  in  a  work  which  requires  so  much 
judgment,  skill  and  tact  as  that  of  the  teacher.  No  amount 
of  mere  literary  acquisitions  can  ever  supply  the  place  of  dex- 
terity in  organizing,  tact  in  managing  and  skill  in  teaching 
and  training,  or  give  to  the  teacher  the  power  which  is  so  in- 
dispensable in  conducting  the  education  of  children  wisely 
and  successfully. 

The  influence  of  Normal  Schools  on  education  generally  is 
already  seen  and  to  some  extent  appreciated  by  intelligent 
educators,  but  sufficient  time  has  not  yet  elapsed  since  the 
establishment  of  these  institutions  in  this  country,  to  enable 
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tliem  to  exhibit  fully  the  benefits  which  they  are  to  confer. 
Still  enough  has  been  done  to  show  their  importance  in  every 
system  of  state  education  and  twelve  states  have  already 
adopted  them  as  a  part  of  their  school  system. 

A  full  account  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Normal  School 
will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Trustees. 

SCHOOL   LIBEARIES. 

During  the  last  year  sixty-six  orders  have  been  drawn  for 
school  libraries  of  which  twelve  were  for  ten  dollars  each,  in 
favor  of  twelve  districts  which  had  not  before  received  library 
money  from  the  State  Treasury,  eighteen  were  for  the  second 
installment,  thirteen  were  for  the  third  installment,  ten  were 
for  the  fourth  installment,  nine  were  for  the  fifth  installment, 
and  four  were  for  the  sixth  installment. 

No  order  has  been  drawn  except  upon  documentary  evidence 
signed  by  some  school  officer  and  great  care  has  been  taken  to 
see  that  the  money  paid  from  the  state  treasury  was  properly 
expended  according  to  law. 

No  statistical  tables  can  express  the  intrinsic  or  comparative 
value  of  this  common  school  measure.  The  reports  of  school 
visitors  show  that  in  those  districts  where  the  library  money 
has  been  expended  for  good  books  for  a  circulating  library 
that  a  great  interest  has  been  awakened  among  the  children 
to  read,  that  the  books  are  constantly  in  circulation  and  that 
the  library  has  often  became  an  efficient  instrumentality  in 
promoting  good  order  in  the  school,  and  in  cultivating  a  love 
for  reading  in  the  community.

SCHOOL  LAWS. 

The  laws  relating  to  common  schools  have  undergone  no 
general  revision  since  1856. 

The  act  of  that  year  made  radical  changes  in  the  school 
system  and  has  received  modifications  by  successive  legisla- 
tures to  adapt  it  to  the  varied  circumstances  of  different 
localities. 

There  is  an  evil  arising  from  frequent  changes  in  the  law, 
which  should  be  guarded  against  as  far  as  possible. 

The  number  of  officers  engaged  in  its  administration  amount* 
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ing  in  the  aggregate  to  over  five  thousand  different  individuals, 
more  than  four  thousand  of  whom  are  chosen  annually,  makes 
it  very  desirable  that  its  provisions  should  be  explicit  and 
easily  understood,  and  that  changes  should  be  made  as  seldom 
as  possible  and  only  when  a  change  of  circumstances  demands 
amendments  to  the  law.  In  the  blank  forms  for  returns  from 
school  visitors  the  last  year,  the  following  question  was  asked, 
"What  in  your  opinion  is  needed  to  make  our  common  schools 
more  efficient  ? "  This  question  was  answered  by  about  two 
thirds  of  the  towns  in  the  state.  The  replies  indicated  several 
important  requisites.  On  two  points  more  than  half  the  reports 
coincided  in  their  suggestions;  sixty  three  towns  answering 
better  teachers,  and  sixty,  greater  parental  interest.  Twenty 
recommended  measures  for  securing  regular  attendance,  four 
would  have  attendance  compulsory.  The  others  recommended 
that  the  schools  be  made  free,  that  a  uniformity  of  text-books 
be  secured,  that  better  district  committees  should  be  appointed, 
and  better  school-houses  be  secured. 

These  replies  exhibit  in  a  condensed  form  the  opinion  of  a 
large  number  of  school  officers  representing  every  grade  of 
school  and  condition  of  society  in  the  state,  and  a  portion  of 
them  are  embodied  here  as  expressing  concisely,  the  educa- 
tional wants  as  seen  and  felt  by  those  best  acquainted  with  the 
condition  of  common  schools. 

Andover. — Better  teachers  and  more  money. 

Avon. — The  people  must  be  made  to  see  the  value  of  all 
that  pertains  to  a  good  school.  I  suggest  as  the  means  to  this 
end,  1st,  a  most  thorough  ingathering  of  the  past  deficiencies 
of  the  country  schools.  2nd,  A  free  exhibition  of  the  same  by 
common  sense  lectures  from  district  to  district. 

Bethany. — More  interest  and  effort  by  parents  and  guardians 
and  District  committees.  Better  salary  or  more  compensation 
to  experienced  and  successful  teaching  and  especially  a  better 
compensation  to  female  teachers  who  thoroughly  understand 
their  business  and  are  known  to  be  successful  in  their  labors. 

Bethlem. — More  interest  in  visiting  schools  by  the  parents. 
v  Berlin. — More  thoroughly  educated  and  efficient  teachers 
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and  the  employment  of  more  energetic  and  well  educated  men 
to  serve  as  district  committees. 

Bloompield. — I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  efficiency  of  our 
schools  would  be  promoted  by  having  them  free.  No  doubt 
exists  in  my  own  mind  that  the  attendance  would  be  more 
numerous  and  constant  if  money  to  be  received  by  each  district 
depended  on  the  actual  attendance. 

Branford. — More  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  and  more 
liberality  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view. 

Bridgeport. — 1st.  They  should  be  all  free  schools.  2nd. 
There  should  be  in  each  town  or  county  one  individual  visitor 
spending  most  of  his  time  with  a  fair  salary. 

Brookfield. — 1st.  Most  of  all,  more  interest  upon  the  part 
of  parents. 

2nd.  Free  schools  and  no  apprehension  of  rate  bills. 

3rd.  A  consolidation  of  school  districts  and  for  this  purpose 
power  should  be  given  to  the  State  Superintendent,  as  towns 
for  various  reasons  will  not  do  it.  We  have  far  too  many  little 
school  districts  which  consequently  get  but  little  public 
money,  and  consequently  hire  cheap  teachers. 

Brooklyn. — It  seems  to  us  that  some  review  of  the  duties 
of  School  Visitors  would  tend  to  the  improvement  of  our 
schools.  One  point  appears  of  special  importance,  namely,  the 
requiring  more  frequent  visits  than  the  law  requires. 

Canterbury. — Greater  interest  on  the  part  of  parents,  and 
a  law  requiring  each  town  to  raise  as  much  money  for  school 
purposes  as  it  receives  from  the  State. 

Canton. — More  interest  on  the  part  of  parents,  and  teachers 
more  entirely  devoted  to  their  work,  with  minds  better  culti- 
vated and  hearts  all  engrossed  in  the  employment ;  a  generous 
public  prepared  to  make  sacrifice  for  the  education  of  the 
children,  and  the  improvement  of  our  schools. 

Chatham. — Thoroughly  qualified  teachers ;  active,  energetic, 
intelligent  men  for  District  Committees,  that  will  employ  no 
other ;  a  Board  of  Visitors  that  will  approbate  none  but  such 
as  are  entirely  competent,  and  more  interest  on  the  part  of 
parents  and  patrons. 
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Chester. — A  property  tax  for  the  support  of  schools,  leading 
all  to  feel  more  interest  in  the  cause  of  education ;  also  teach- 
ers thoroughly  qualified  for  their  work  and  full  of  love  for  it, 
making  it  a  profession  and  remaining  in  the  same  school  long 
enough  to  know  their  pupils  thoroughly,  in  order  that  they 
may  teach  them  thoroughly.  Changing  teachers  every  six 
months,  is  almost  as  bad,  nay  worse,  than  changing  ministers. 

Cheshire. — Teachers  of  more  experience  and  who  feel  a 
deeper  interest  in  their  work. 

Clinton. — A  willingness,  in  the  districts,  to  meet  the  nec- 
essary expense. 

Colchester. — More  backbone  in  school  visitors,  and  more 
interest  felt  by  parents  to  visit  the  school-room. 

Colebrook. —  Greater  interest  on  the  part  of  patrons,  and 
qualified  teachers. 

Columbia. — Have  the  school  law  so  altered  as  to  have  the 
public  money  distributed  to  all  the  towns  in  proportion  to  the 
actual  attendance  of  the  scholars.  Have  District  Committees 
be  more  particular  in  the  selection  of  teachers. 

Cornwall. — Regular  attendance,  and  the  continued  labors 
of  good  teachers,  in  place  of  the  present  hurtful  practice  of 
changing  nearly  every  term,  would  do  more,  in  my  opinion,  to 
render  our  schools  worth  the  money  they  cost,  than  any  other 
two  causes. 

Darien. — 1st.  Awaken  an  interest  in  parents,  and  induce 
them  to  govern  their  children  at  home,  and  allow  them  to  be 
governed  at  school,  and  induce  them  to  visit  the  school  once 
each  term.  2nd.  Compel  the  District  Committee  to  visit  the 
school  for  a  short  time,  and  to  see  that  the  out-building  is  in 
decent  order  and  that  the  school  is  furnished  with  proper  ap- 
pliances. 3rd.  Compel  every  district  to  try  to  procure  a 
teacher  who  has  spent  two  or  three  terms  in  the  Normal  School. 
We  find  a  multitude  of  persons  who  have  the  requisite  knowl- 
edge of  books  for  teaching  a  common  school,  who,  after  all, 
are  good  for  nothing  in  imparting  instruction,  or  in  governing. 

Durham. — Increased  interest  by  the  parents,  stricter  con- 
formity to  the  school  laws,  and  increased  compensation  to  our 
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teachers,  a  greater  willingness  on  the  part  of  tax  payers,  to 
bear  a  portion  of  the  burden  of  supporting  our  schools  and 
then  make  our  schools  free. 

Easton. — More  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  ;  more  inde- 
pendence and  efficiency  in  school  visitors ;  more  qualification 
in  teachers;  more  text-books  alike;  more  good  school-houses. 

East  Haven. — More  efficient  teachers,  more  interest  by 
parents,  more  regularity  by  scholars. 

East  Hartford. — Means  to  secure  regular  attendance,  and 
deeper  interest  on  the  part  of  parents.  Abolishing  rate  bills 
by  increased  legislation,  compelling  towns  to  support  their 
schools  by  a  tax  on  property  sufficient  to  cover  all  expenses 
beyond  the  public  money. 

Ellington. — More  care  and  watchfulness  on  the  part  of 
parents  to  ensure  a  greater  average  attendance. 

Goshen. — Teachers  more  thoroughly  educated. 

Granby. — 1st.  Teachers  better  qualified.  2nd.  An  increased 
amount  of  funds  raised  for  the  support  of  well-qualified  teach- 
ers. 3rd.  An  increased  interest  on  the  part  of  parents,  and 
the  community  generally.  4th.  As  a  means  of  securing  this 
some  suitable  person  to  deliver  lectures  in  the  several  school 
districts,  setting  forth  modern  improvements  in  the  art  of 
teaching.  ,  5th.  Better  apparatus.  6th.  The  exclusion  of 
scholars  under  six  years  of  age. 

Groton. — 1st.  Greater  caution  on  the  part  of  district  com- 
mittees, in  engaging  teachers.  2nd.  A  more  decided  cooper-* 
ation  of  the  parents  with  the  teachers  in  the  government  of 
the  school.  3rd.  A  more  punctual  attendance  to  school  hours 
and  diligence  in  study.  There  is  a  vast  amount  of  idleness 
in  many  schools.  4th.  Three  visits  in  each  term  instead  of 
two. 

Guilford. — Earnest  and  persevering  effort  should  be  made 
to  interest  and  enlighten  the  entire  community,  that  we  may 
fully  understand  the  letter  and  spirit  of  our  school  laws. 

Hamden. — Better  qualified  teachers.  Other  things  are  im- 
portant, but  this  is  the  principal. 
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Hampton. — Good  teachers  and  a  punctual  attendance  of 
scholars. 

Harwinton. — Harmony  in  districts,  and  good  teachers. 

Huntington. — A  liberal  draft  upon  the  public  purse,  and 
to  effect  this,  men  must  be  taught  to  feel  that  material  pros- 
perity, which  all  are  seeking,  is  best  gained  by  giving  to  the 
youth,  that  which  is  their  birth-right,  a  thorough,  practical, 
common  school  education. 

Kent. — A  greater  parental  interest,  leading  to  a  more  lib- 
eral support  of  teachers,  or  to  the  employment  of  superior 
teachers.  Suitable  lectures  on  education  in  the  several  school 
districts. 

Lebanon. — Better  teachers,  and  the  same  teachers  contin- 
ued from  year  to  year  in  the  same  school. 

Lisbon. — Better  school-houses.  A  uniformity  of  text-books 
and  more  efficiency  in  primary  teaching. 

Madison. — Free  schools  and  a  compulsory  attendance  of  all 
under  sixteen  years  of  age,  for  a  certain  portion  of  tiie  year  at 
least. 

Mansfield. — A  deeper  interest  on  the  part  of  all  concerned, 
but  especially  parents. 

Middlebury. — Better  teachers. 

Middletown. — One  efficient  superintendent  of  public 
schools  for  each  city,  and  one  for  all.  the  schools  in  town 
(exclusive  of  the  city,)  would  be  greatly  conducive  to  the 
best  interests  and  government  of  the  public  schools.  Too 
many  school  officers  and  too  many  books,  and  the  frequent 
changes  of  both  are  a  great  injury  to  the  interests  of  schools. 

Monroe. — Good  teachers,  punctual  attendance  and  co-ope- 
ration of  parents  with  teachers. 

Morris. — The  greatest  obstacle  which  seems  to  me  as  hav- 
ing retarded  the  progress  of  our  schools  the  past  year  has 
been  a  want  of  uniformity  in  the  text-books  used. 

Naugatuck. — A  popular  appreciation  of  education,  leading 
to  larger  expenditure  to  secure  a  higher  grade  of  teachers  in 
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some  of  our  districts   and  ample  furniture  for  the  school 
room. 

New  Fairfield. — A  deeper  interest  of  parents  and  others 
which  would  lead  them  to  employ  better  qualified  teachers, 
to  fit  up  school  rooms  in  better  condition  and  to  gather 
around  better  books  and  all  necessary  appliances  for  the  use 
of  the  teacher  and  scholars. 

New  Milford. — Better  teachers,  with  full  co-operation  of 
parents.     Regular  attendance,  &c. 

North  Branford. — A  higher  sense  of  moral  obligation  on 
the  part  of  teachers.  A  more  thorough  and  efficient  govern- 
ment in  the  school-room.  We  suffer  immense  loss  in  this 
direction.  Thoroughness  in  teaching.  Children  are  not 
made  to  understand  their  lessons  as  they  ought. 
•  North  Haven. — Visits  from  parents.  Regular  attendance 
of  children.  Uniformity  of  text-books.  Services  of  well 
qualified  teachers,  and  retaining  the  same  for  more  than  one 
term. 

Norwalk. — Free  schools. 

Norwich. — The  agency  of  parents  in  preventing  absences 
of  scholars. 

Old  Lyme. — More  care  on  the  part  of  District  Committees 
to  secure  thoroughly  qualified  teachers,  and  greater  interest 
and  liberality  on  the  .part  of  parents  and  friends  generally  in 
the  common  school  cause, — in  the  cause  of  education. 

Old  Saybrook. — More  thorough  discipline  on  the  part  of 
teachers,  and  more  hard  study  on  that  of  pupils. 

Plainfield. — Greater  regularity  of  attendance  ;  greater 
interest  by  parents  and  others  ;  less  interference  on  the  part 
of  parents  in  the  government  of  the  school ;  some  method 
by  which  children  shall  be  compelled  to  attend  school. 

Pomfret. — Better  teachers ;  more  interest  in  the  schools 
on  the  part  of  District  Committees  and  parents  ;  more  inter- 
est in  the  studies,  and  more  regularity  and  punctuality  on 
the  part  of  the  scholars.  I  wish  something  could  be  done  to 
influence  more  of  our  teachers  to  qualify  themselves  for 
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Prospect. — Efficient  and  thoroughly  competent  teachers, 
with  more  pay  for  a  sufficient  inducement  to  teachers  of  a 
high  order.  All  the  needful  text-books  are  provided ;  school- 
houses  generally  are  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  educa- 
tion ;  other  aids  and  appliances  seem  to  be  secured ;  but 
teachers  are  not  so  generally  competent  and  thoroughly  fur- 
nished for  their  work  as  they  ought  to  be. 

Redding. — More  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  ;  a  better 
class  of  teachers  ;  more  liberal  expenditure  of  money  ;  more 
school  apparatus,  and  better  school-houses. 

Bidgefield. — A  more  perfect  compliance  with  the  present 
requirements. 

Rocky  Hill. — More  attention  from  parents ;  a  feeling  of 
responsibility.  Also  a  return  on  the  part  of  parents  to  the 
old  and  true  doctrine, — that  pupils  should  be  governed  by 
the  teacher. 

Salem. — An  interest  in  parents. 

Salisbury. — Uniformity  of  attendance  ;  uniformity  of  sys- 
tem ;  uniformity  of  books,  and  liberality  of  people  to  secure 
the  proper  talent  for  teachers. 

Scotland. — 'We  need  better  teachers,  who  will  go  with 
their  whole  soul  into  the  work,  and  I  must  add,  in  some  few 
instances  there  are  still  found  those  who  are  unqualified  for 
the  station  as  regards  literary  attainments. 

Sharon. — The  great  need  in  this  town  is  more  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  influential  part  of  the  community. 

Simsbury. — Better  teachers  by  all  means  ;  and  since  it  can 
not  be  expected  that  each  district  will  support  an  educated 
teacher,  there  should  be  in  each  town  a  superintendent  of  its 
several  schools,  who  shall  give  the  whole  of  his  time  to  their 
interests.  Many  of  our  ordinary  teachers,  if  under  the  in- 
struction, direction,  and  watch  of  a  well-qualified  superin- 
tendent would  more  than  double  their  efficiency. 

Somers. — More  care  in  the  selection  of  teachers ;  more  fre- 
quent visits  in  the  school-room  by  the  parents,  and  less  fault- 
finding by  the  same,  and  greater  attention  paid  to  the  small 
pupils. 
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Southington. — More  regular  attendance ;  a  deeper  inter- 
est on  the  part  of  parents,  and  better  teachers. 

Speague. — First  and  chief,  better  qualified  and  more  devo- 
ted teachers ;  and  second,  a  more  hearty  and  earnest  co-ope- 
ration on  the  part  of  the  people. 

Stamfoed. — Let  the  schools  be  made  free  by  a  State  tax  in 
part,  and  the  residue  by  a  town  tax.  Abolish  District  Com- 
mittees, and  let  the  towns  elect  a  Board  of  Education,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  employ  and  examine  all  teachers,  provide 
uniform  text-books  for  the  use  of  schools,  as  is  now  the  prac- 
tice in  New  York  and  other  cities,  and  to  perform  all  the 
other  duties  that  now  devolve  on  District  Committees.  Let 
this  Board  be  paid  for  their  services  and  fined  when  they 
neglect  their  duties.  Pass  a  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
all  children  between  the  ages  of  eight  and  sixteen,  at  least 
eight  months  in  a  year.  Our  schools  fail  of  their  object  in 
consequence  of  the  irregular  attendance  of  the  pupils. 

Steeling. — First,  more  efficient  school  officers.  One  com- 
petent, thorough-going  acting  visitor,  could  well-nigh  revolu- 
tionize any  town.  Second,  a  careful  selection  of  teachers 
specially  educated  for  their  calling.  Third,  a  change  in  the 
school  law  for  such  towns  as  this.  Four  months  of  a  good 
school,  annually,  would  be  preferable  to  six  months  of  a  poor 
school. 

Stonington. — First,  higher  grade  of  teachers.  Second, 
better  discipline.  Third,  more  thoroughness.  Fourth,  no 
private  schools.  Fifth,  greater  regularity  in  attendance. 
Sixth,  more  perfect  classification. 

Thompson. — Thoroughly  educated  and  experienced  teach- 
ers. 

Tolland. — A  thorough  revision  of  the  school  laws,  with  a 
few  simple  additions  and  alterations,  and  have  them  so  plain 
that  the  common  people,  if  they  will,  may  understand  them, 
and  then  let  them  remain  for  a  series  of  years. 

Toeeington. — We  think  we  have  not  enough  thorough 
teachers,  and  parents  are  too  indifferent. 
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Trumbull. — More  thorough  teachers  and  an  increased 
interest  on  the  part  of  parents. 

Union. — More  of  moral  worth  and  principle  on  the  part  of 
many  of  our  teachers  ;  a  heart-felt  interest  in  their  work,  and 
a  full  sense  of  the  importance  and  magnitude  of  their  call- 
ing. 

Warren. — The  public  money  ought  to  be  divided  among 
those  who  actually  attend  school.    • 

Waterbury. — Increased  regularity  of  attendance  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils ;  a  higher  appreciation  of  education  on 
the  part  of  parents ;  better  teachers,  and  the  continuance  of 
the  same  teacher  in  the  school. 

Watertown. — Better  teachers  and  schools,  supported  by  a 
tax  on  the  districts. 

Westport. — A  more  strict  compliance  with  the  school  laws. 
And  in  order  to  accomplish  this,  we  would  suggest  that  they 
be  so  altered  that  the  number  of  school  visitors  in  each  town 
shall  be  limited  to  three,  and  that  on  their  election,  they  be 
required  to  make  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  of  their  office.  This  would  afford  them  a  plea  which 
they  can  not  now  so  effectually  urge,  for  a  rigid  execution  of 
the  laws,  so  far  as  they  have  concern,  over  the  districts. 

Woodbury. — An  efficient  administration  of  the  present 
law. 

CONNECTICUT   COMMON   SCHOOL    JOURNAL. 

This  periodical  is  still  continued  under  the  care  and 
direction  of  the  State  Teachers'  Association.  Its  support 
has  called  for  great  effort  and  sacrifice  on  the  part  of  a  few 
of  its  friends,  but  I  believe  they  have  ever  felt  that  it  was 
highly  important  for  the  interests  of  common  schools  that 
the  Journal  be  ably  sustained.  It  is  sent  to  Ihe  Acting 
School  Visitor  of  every  town  in  the  State,  and  is  made  the 
medium  of  communication  between  the  State  Department 
and  towns  and  districts.  Its  pages  contain  intelligence  in 
relation  to  educational  movements  in  the  State  and  country, 
with  detailed  accounts  of  methods  of  teaching,  management 
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of  schools,  &c.  It  is  certainly  much  to  be  regretted  that 
every  teacher  in  the  State  is  not  supplied  with  this  peri- 
odical. 

In  addition  to  the  dissemination  of  educational  knowledge 
through  the  Journal,  and  the  influence  of  Teachers'  Insti- 
tutes where  they  are  held,  lectures  have  been  delivered  to 
some  extent  in  all  the  counties  of  the  State.  The  Superin- 
tendent has  visited  personally  every  county,  and  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  towns  of  the  State,  the  past  year,  has  met  the 
schools  assembled  together  for  addresses,  or  the  citizens 
for  evening  lectures,  and  in  various  ways  endeavored  to 
awaken  different  communities  to  the  importance  of  general 
education,  and  to  interest  parents  and  others  in  measures  for 
the  improvement  of  schools. 

He  has  also  employed  others  to  lecture  in  many  of  the 
towns,  but  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  State  for  these 
lectures  is  barely  sufficient  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of 
those  employed  to  lecture.  Among  them,  Charles  Northend, 
Esq.,  of  New  Britain,  has  visited  the  greatest  number  of 
places,  and  by  his  varied  suggestions  aided  in  disseminating 
valuable  information  in  relation  to  schools. 

SCHOOL   ORGANIZATION. 

In  addition  to  a  statement  of  facts,  giving  the  actual  con- 
dition of  common  schools,  the  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the 
superintendent  to  "  report  plans  and  suggestions  for  the  im- 
provement and  better  organization  of  the  school  system." 
Former  reports  from  this  office  have  contained  plans  and 
descriptions  of  school-houses  ;  suggestions  in  relation  to  text- 
books, apparatus,  school  libraries,  and  such  facts  relating  to 
these  and  kindred  topics,  as  seemed  to  be  most  important  to 
secure  intelligent  action  in  the  improvement  of  common 
schools. 

Great  changes  have  been  made  in  school-houses  and  their 
appurtenances,  in  securing  a  uniformity  of  text-books,  in 
supplying  schools  with  apparatus,  maps,  charts,  and  school 
libraries,  and  in  the  employment  of  better  qualified  teachers. 
Next  to  the  urgent  and  constant  necessity  of  proper  care  and 
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effort  to  secure  good  teachers,  the  most  important  measures 
to  be  suggested  now,  appear  to  me  to  be,  1st.  Such  modifica- 
tions of  the  school  system,  or  of  town  and  district  organiza- 
tion,, as  will  afford  the  opportunity  of  a  good  common  school 
education  to  all  the  children  of  suitable  age  in  the  State ; 
and,  2nd.  Such  changes  in  the  methods  of  instruction  and 
training  as  true  philosophy  and  careful  experiment  have 
proved  to  be  desirable  to  secure  that  education  which  is  best 
for  the  child,  and  most  important  for  the  State. 

Though  there  may  be  differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  ex- 
tent to  which  the  means  of  education  should  be  furnished 
for  all,  or  the  necessity  of  higher  education  in  common 
schools,  all  wishing  the  best  welfare  of  the  State,  will  unite 
in  saying  that  every  child  should  have  the  opportunity  of 
receiving  so  much  of  education  as  is  necessary  to  make  him 
an  intelligent  citizen,  and  a  worthy  member  of  society. 
Though  the  ability  and  character  of  a  person  do  not  depend 
wholly  upon  school  advantages,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that 
proper  school  training  and  culture  have  an  important  in- 
fluence on  the  individual,  and  on  the  body  politic. 

In  cities  and  villages  and,  to  some  extent,  in  country  dis- 
tricts, the  improvements  in  the  exterior  means  of  education, 
have  usually  been  accompanied  by  corresponding  improve- 
ments in  methods  of  instruction.  In  the  more  populous  dis- 
tricts, the  schools  are  generally  graded,  many  of  them  thor- 
oughly classified  and  provided  with  teachers  who  have  the 
literary  qualifications  requisite,  and  also  the  professional 
knowledge  and  skill  which  insure  success.  There  are  many 
rural  districts  in  which  competent  teachers  are  employed, 
and  excellent  schools  may  be  found,  but  no  one  who  is  thor- 
oughly conversant  with  the  common  schools  will  doubt  the 
statement  that  these  schools  have  not  produced  all  the  re- 
sults which  the  friends  of  universal  education  desire  to  see, 
and  which  they  have  a  right  to  expect  from  the  amount  of 
money  annually  expended  for  their  support.  We  do  not 
agree  with  those  who  believe  the  school  fund  to  have  been  a 
curse  to  the  schools  ;  we  believe  this  and  other  funds  whose 
incomes  have  been  employed  to  encourage  education  have 
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been  great  blessings;  that  the  common  schools  have  been 
productive  of  great  benefit  to  the  State,  in  securing  to  its 
citizens  intelligence  and  virtue,  and  in  exerting  a  healthful 
moral  influence  in  society  ;  but  if  it  is  possible  to  make  them 
more  efficient,  and  the  source  of  greater  blessings  to  the 
State  and  the  country,  all  proper  measures  for  obtaining 
such  results  should  be  adopted. 

It  was  evidently  the  design  of  the  founders  of  common 
schools  to  make  them  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  education  of 
all  classes  in  society.  The  school  laws  of  this  State  early 
required  every  town  of  fifty  families  to  have  a  school  where 
children  might  be  taught  to  read  and  write,  and  towns  of  a 
hundred  families  were  required  to  sustain  a  grammar  school, 
"the  masters  thereof  being  able  to  instruct  youths  so  far  as 
they  may  be  fitted  for  the  university."  As  the  early  school 
legislation  of  the  colonies  of  Connecticut  and  New  Haven 
was  usually  the  recognizance  of  arrangements  already  exist- 
ing, it  is  evident  that  in  the  common  schools  no  instruction 
was  then  attempted  except  in  the  most  elementary  studies  of 
the  English  tongue,  and  the  grammar  schools  were  organ- 
ized with  especial  reference  to  their  office  as  preparatory 
schools  for  the  college  or  university.  The  ordinary  common 
schools  were  composed  of  the  children  of  neighbors  assimi- 
lated to  each  other  in  habits  and  employments.  In  many  of 
these  schools,  the  only  studies  at  first  were  spelling,  reading 
and  writing.  Arithmetic  was  next  introduced,  but  the  study 
of  this  branch  consisted  mostly  in  "  ciphering,"  or  working 
examples,  without  any  attempt  at  explanation  or  class  recita- 
tion. Geography  and  history  were  later  studies,  and  were 
pursued  mostly  without  any  attempt  at  classification  or  illus- 
tration. It  was  not  difficult  for  a  teacher  of  one  of  these 
schools  to  hear  the  classes  read  and  spell,  direct  the  writing 
exercise,  and  give  such  assistance  in  other  studies  as  was 
needed. 

The  increasing  demands  of  society  upon  the  individual  in 
all  his  civil,  business,  and  social  relations,  and  the  conse- 
quent introduction  of  new  studies  into  the  school,  have  very 
much  changed  the  condition  of  the  pupil  and  the  work  of  the 
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teacher.  At  the  same  time,  the  actual  term  of  school  life  is 
considerably  shortened.  Intelligent  parents  very  properly 
keep  children  of  four  and  five  years  of  age  at  home  to  receive 
their  first  lessons,  while  the  class  of  youth  from  sixteen 
to  twenty  years  of  age,  once  seen  in  nearly  all  district 
schools,  especially  in  winter,  has  very  much  diminished,  as 
most  of  .the  pupils  attending  common  schools  leave  school 
before  they  are  sixteen,  for  the  farm,  the  work-shop,  or  some 
other  place  of  business.  Arrangements  for  schools  and 
methods  of  instruction  now  required  are  such  as  will  meet 
the  present  and  future  wants  of  the  individual  and  society, 
and  may  differ  from  such  as  have  proved  adequate  in  other 
ages  and  circumstances.  To  arrive  at  any  just  conclusions 
as  to  what  these  arrangements  and  methods  are,  the  appro- 
priate work  of  common  schools,  and  the  ultimate  objects 
sought  in  their  organization  and  continuance,  must  be 
clearly  understood.  It  was  never  the  design  of  the  founders 
of  these  schools,  nor  can  it  properly  be  the  object  of  those 
who  now  sustain  them,  to  make  them  a  substitute  for  family 
training  and  household  instruction ;  neither  can  they  prop- 
erly be  professional  or  business  schools  for  teaching  the 
technicalities  of  any  particular  art  or  trade.  But  as  a  com- 
plement to  the  family,  they  should  continue  the  education 
commenced  in  well  ordered  households,  and,  as  far  as  possi- 
ble, correct. the  mistakes  of  ignorant  and  misguided  parents  ; 
they  should  prepare  the  youth  who  go  out  from  them  better 
to  perform  the  duties  of  any  station,  to  be  more  successful 
in  any  trade  or  profession  for  having  attended  the  public 
school. 

Based  upon  the  broad  foundation  of  thorough  comprehen- 
sive education  for  all,  they  should  not  be  made  subservient  to 
any  sect  or  party.  Yet  they  should  teach  the  great  principles 
of  law  and  government,  inculcate  virtue  and  morality,  rever- 
ence and  love  for  God,  and  benevolence  to  all  mankind.  It  is 
in  the  common  schools,  that  nine-tenths  of  the  children  of  the 
state  are  to  receive  all  the  direct  instruction  they  ever  have 
away  from  their  homes.  The  schools  should  be  so  organized 
and  conducted  as  to  furnish  the  best  possible  means  for  the 
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education  of  all  persons  of  proper  age  to  receive  their  advan- 
tages. 

As  man  is  a  physical,  thinking  and  accountable  being,  his 
education  must  have  reference  to  his  physical,  intellectual  and 
moral  nature.  In  the  first  department,  or  that  of  physical 
culture,  the  most  that  can  be  expected  of  common  schools,  is 
that  they  will  not  hinder,  but  indirectly  promote  proper  physi- 
cal development.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  committees  or 
teachers  will  in  virtue  of  their  office  feed  and  clothe  the  chil- 
dren at  school.  It  may  be  important  for  teachers  to  exercise 
care  over  the  children  to  prevent  their  eating  unripe  fruit, 
and  taking  food  and  drink  at  improper  times,  and  in  improper 
quantities  while  at  school ;  to  guard  against  passing  from  a 
warm  room  to  the  cold  air  without  sufficient  protective  cloth- 
ing, and  to  have  general  charge  of  the  little  ones  upon  the 
school  premises.  But  the  evils  principally  to  be  guarded 
against,  are  the  breathing  of  impure  air  in  unventilated  rooms ; 
too  high  or  too  low  temperature ;  excess  or  deficiency  of  light, 
and  cross  lights  in  the  study  room  ;  uncomfortable,  badly  con- 
structed seats,  and  the  effects  of  improper  mental  stimulus, 
and  too  great  mental  application  in  elementary  schools.  The 
importance  of  ventilation  has  been  referred  to  in  previous 
reports,  but  the  great  evils  arising  from  unventilated  school 
rooms,  crowded  with  children  for  six  hours  in  a  day,  require 
that  the  attention  of  parents,  teachers  and  school  officers 
should  be  repeatedly  called  to  this  subject.  That  much  of  the 
impaired  health  of  pupils  and  teachers  is  to  be  attributed  to  the 
bad  air  of  school-rooms,  is  established  beyond  a  doubt,  but 
this  is  not  the  only  evil ;  the  effects  of  bad  air  upon  the  sys- 
tem is  such  that  scholars  breathing  such  air  are  incapable  of 
as  great  intellectual  effort  as  when  in  pure  air,  and  the  school 
is  not  so  easily  governed.  The  want  of  proper  discipline  and 
good  order  is  often  owing  more  to  impure  air  than  to  any  par- 
ticular evil  purpose  in  the  pupils,  or  deficient  energy  in  the 
teacher. 

No  further  legislation  is  necessary  in  this  particular,  if 
school  visitors  intelligently  and  firmly  require  compliance  with 
the  laws  now  in  force,  and  insist  that  every  school-room  shall 
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be  properly  ventilated.  Very  little  additional  expense  would 
be  necessary  to  secure  adequate  means  for  ventilation  in  all 
new  school-houses,  and  buildings  now  erected  could  easily  be 
improved. 

The  attention  of  the  public  mind  has  been  called  to  the 
subject  of  physical  exercise  by  lectures,  addresses  and  publica- 
tions till  this  department  of  physical  education  has  been  made 
to  occupy  an  important  place  in  school  arrangements.  Many 
graded  schools  and  some  mixed  schools  have  already  intro- 
duced a  systematic  course  of  physical  training,  in  the  form  of 
calisthenic,  gymnastic  or  military  exercises.  The  results  of 
the  daily  use  of  these  exercises  have  been  very  satisfactory. 
If  they  can  be  generally  introduced  without  encroaching  upon 
the  time  which  should  be  given  to  intellectual  culture,  it  is 
believed  that  they  will  form  an  important  auxiliary  to  other 
school  exercises.  But  these  exercises  should  not  take  the 
place  of,  or  become  a  substitute  for,  the  natural  joyous  sports 
of  childhood,  where  every  muscle  is  healthfully  exercised,  and 
the  mind  acts  readily  in  connection  with  the  body.  The  mili- 
tary drill  practiced  in  many  of  the  larger  public  schools  not 
only  gives  vigor  of  health  to  the  constitution,  but  cultivates 
habits  of  precision  and  accuracy  of  great  importance  to  young 
men,  and  at  the  same  time  teaches  them  those  terms,  and 
trains  them  to  that  skill  which  may  make  them  useful  in  their 
country's  service. 

The  reports  of  school  visitors  bear  ample  testimony  to  the 
fact  which  has  been  often  noticed  in  visiting  schools,  that  there 
is  a  great  diversity  of  methods  of  intellectual  instruction  in 
our  public  schools,  and  a  great  difference  in  the  results  ob- 
tained from  the  efforts  made,  and  the  money  expended  for 
these  institutions.  In  some  places,  it  is  evident  that  years  are 
employed  in  gaining  the  same  amount  of  mental  culture  which 
is  secured  in  others  in  a  few  months.  From  a  portion  of  our 
common  schools,  are  graduated  scholars  with  disciplined  and 
well  furnished  minds,  ready  for  any  position  in  life  to  which 
God  in  his  providence  may  call  them,  while  from  others,  come 
forth  undisciplined,  untaught  youth,  lamentably  deficient  in 
nearly  every  qualification  which  is  necessary  to  fit  them  for 
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life's  duties  and  enable  them  to  bear  life's  trials  and  do  its 
work  well.  So  long  as  a  majority  of  the  school-houses  were 
poor,  dilapitated  buildings,  without  apparatus,  maps,  reference 
books  or  any  of  the  modern  facilities  for  instruction,  it  was 
very  easy  for  teachers  and  school  visitors  to  point  to  these  de- 
ficiencies as  reasons  for  the  meager  results  produced.  But 
these  disadvantages  have  to  a  great  extent  been  removed,  and 
the  outward  appliances  and  means  for  education,  in  all  those 
towns  where  active  intelligent  school  officers  have  secured  a 
faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  school  laws,  have 
approached  the  standard  a  wise  policy  has  fixed. 

The  great  necessity  in  the  common  school  system  now 
appears  to  be  a  well  defined  and  carefully  digested  plan  of 
school  organization  with  officers  able  and  ready  to  adapt  it  to 
the  varying  circumstances  of  society,  and  willing  to  execute  it 
faithfully;  and  with  this,  such  methods  of  instruction  and  train- 
ing as  shall  be  best  for  the  development  of  the  human  mind, 
and  at  the  same  time  meet  the  requirements  of  advancing 
civilization. 

The  different  stages  of  intellectual  development  as  well  as 
the  different  conditions  and  capabilities  of  the  child's  physical 
system,  demand  appropriate  arrangements  and  exercises.  The 
different  circumstances  in  which  our  public  schools  are  situa- 
ted, must  necessarily  preclude  the  same  organization  and  sys- 
tem for  all.  City  and  village  districts  numbering  their  chil- 
dren by  hundreds  and  thousands  can,  and  should  have,  a  plan 
of  school  organization  differing  from  that  of  rural  districts  with 
only  twenty  or  thirty  children  in  each.  In  any  general  plan  or 
system,  the  different  situations  of  different  parts  of  the  state 
must  be  considered  as  elements  that  must  modify  any  plan,  but 
at  the  same  time  it  should  be  remembered  that  human  nature 
is  nearly  the  same  in  all  places.  The  mind  has  the  same  num- 
ber of  faculties  in  the  country  as  in  the  city,  the  same  general 
laws  for  their  culture  and  the  same  general  reasons  for  com- 
prehensive education  are  equally  applicable  in  both. 

The  first  thing  to  be  considered  in  providing  the  means  of 
school  education  for  any  portion  of  community  is  so  to  locate 
the  schools  and  provide  for  their  efficient  operation  as  will 
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secure,  the  most  economically,  the  best  facilities  for  physical, 
intellectual  and  moral  culture  for  all  who  can  properly  receive 
the  benefits  of  these  schools. 

Experience  in  this  state  and  elsewhere  has  conclusively 
proved,  that  it  is  best  that  as  many  children  as  can  be  conven- 
iently, should  be  brought  together  under  one  organization  for 
the  purposes  of  classification  and  instruction.  There  may 
possibly  be  a  limit  to  this  general  principle,  but  it  will  not  be 
reached  at  present  in  this  state.  The  city  district  of  New 
Haven  contains  some  thousands  more  children  than  any  other 
district  in  the  state,  yet  experiences  no  difficulty  in  the  man- 
agement of  its  schools  on  account  of  the  extent  of  the  district 
or  the  number  of  children.  The  central  districts  of  Middle- 
town  and  Waterbury  include  most  of  the  children  of  each  city, 
while  the  cities  of  Hartford,  New  London  and  Norwich,  though 
still  retaining  the  separate  district  organization,  apply  the 
same  principle  in  the  arrangements  for  higher  instruction,  and 
educate  the  older  and  more  advanced  scholars  of  each  town,  at 
one  place,  under  the  town  organization.  There  are  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  districts  in  the  state,  numbering  more  than 
one  hundred  children  in  each,  of  proper  school  age.  In  most 
of  these  districts,  graded  schools  are  already  established  and 
in  the  larger  districts,  the  schools  are  well  classified.  The 
benefits  of  these  city  and  village  schools  would  be  much  in- 
creased, if  the  adjoining  districts  were  still  further  consoli- 
dated, and  the  classification  further  extended.  It  is  very  de- 
sirable that  the  system  of  classification  and  of  graded  schools 
be  adopted  in  those  places  where  with  a  concentrated  popula- 
tion, the  district  system  of  division  is  still  continued  to  that 
extent,  that  while  each  district  has  candidates  for  classes  of 
every  grade,  no  one  district  has  children  enough  to  make  it 
advisable  to  establish  a  graded  school.  As  a  consequence, 
children  of  all  ages  are  "brought  together  in  the  same  room  and 
subjected  to  the  same  general  regulations.  Classes  are  multi- 
plied till  the  teacher  is  able  to  give  but  a  few  minutes  instruc- 
tion to  each.  There  is  no  systematic  mental  or  moral  culture, 
and  the  time  of  the  children  and  teacher  is  literally  frittered 
away  on  the  mere  elements,  while  the  great  store  house  of  in- 
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formation  remains  as  a  sealed  book.  Actual  inspection  as 
well  as  the  statements  of  teachers  and  school  visitors,  exhibits 
the  fact  that  in  many  of  these  village  schools,  the  children  are 
much  less  advanced  than  in  rural  districts,  where  the  advan- 
tages which  the  populous  village  might  enjoy,  are  impossible. 
In  one  place  visited  the  past  year,  there  were  six  districts  with 
six  school-houses  all  situated  within  the  radius  of  a  mile.  In 
these  six  districts,  there  were  three  hundred  and  sixty  chil- 
dren between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen,  of  whom  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy-six  were  enrolled  as  members  of  the  schools 
at  the  time  of  the  visit,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  were 
present.  In  the  six  schools  twenty-six  classes  recited  during 
the  time  of  the  visit  ;  in  one  class  were  ten  pupils,  but 
most  of  the  classes  contained  from  three  to  six  in  each ;  the 
average  number  of  each  of  the  twenty-six  classes  was  four,  and 
yet  there  was  not  a  class  except  some  of  young  children,  which 
might  not  have  received  the  same  instruction  had  there  been 
twenty  in  the  class.  Thus  in  the  department  of  instruction) 
four-fifths  of  the  time  was  lost,  though  in  four  of  these  schools 
there  were  no  studies  except  reading,  spelling,  and  a  few  pu- 
pils in  the  simplest  lessons  of  geography  and  arithmetic.  In 
many  of  the  towns  of  the  state,  the  best  and  most  economical 
arrangements  could  be  secured  by  abolishing  the  districts  and 
placing  all  the  schools  under  one  organization,  with  a  school 
of  higher  grade  in  a  central  locality,  and  primary  schools 
where  needed.  In  others  and  especially  in  manufacturing 
towns,  the  consolidation  ot  two  or  more  districts  will  afford 
the  opportunity  for  establishing  schools  of  different  grades, 
where  the  means  of  education  for  children  of  all  ages  and 
attainments  could  be  secured  at  much  less  expense  than  is  now 
paid  for  education  in  these  places.  Steps  have  already  been 
taken  in  some  towns  to  effect  such  an  arrangement.  In  a  few, 
the  act  of  consolidation  has  been  accomplished  ;  in  others,  the 
question  is  deferred  till  the  settled  state  of  the  country  will 
allow  it  to  be  acted  upon  more  favorably.  But  when  these 
changes  shall  have  been  made,  and  graded  schools  are  estab- 
lished in  all  the  populous  villages,  there  will  still  remain  about 
one-half  of  the  towns  in  the  state,  with  no  means  for  education 
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in  the  public  schools  except  such  as  the  ordinary  mixed  dis- 
trict school  affords.  A  few  of  these  towns  have  academies  and 
private  schools  permanently  established,  a  few  others  main- 
tain a  private  school  for  a  portion  of  the  year,  but  the  larger 
proportion  have  no  institutions  whatever  for  higher  education. 
Various  remedies  might  be  suggested  for  this  serious  want  in 
our  school  system,  but  none  seems  to  promise  more  general 
good  than  the  establishment  of  a  high  school  by  each  town  for 
at  least  a  portion  of  the  year. 

In  such  a  school,  the  more  advanced  scholars  from  all  the 
districts  might  be  received  and  be  instructed  in  those  branch- 
es which  are  indispensable  to  a  good  common  education,  but 
which  can  not  be  successfully  taught  in  a  common  mixed 
school.  Another  important  reason  for  the  organization  of 
this  class  of  schools  is  that  such  a  measure  would  relieve  the 
district  schools  from  the  small  classes  in  higher  studies,  which 
necessarily  occupy  much  of  the  time  of  the  teacher,  to  the 
detriment  of  the  smaller  children  and  the  large  majority  of 
the  school.  The  necessity  for  establishing  town  high  schools 
is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent,  as  the  public  schools 
in  cities  and  larger  towns  are  gradually  improved.  The 
higher  departments  of  these  schools  are  taking  the  place  of 
academies  and  private  schools  in  places  where  they  are  estab- 
lished, so  that  there  is  actually  a  much  less  number  of  acade- 
mies in  the  State  now  than  thirty  years  ago,  when  nearly  all 
persons  could  in  their  own,  or  in  adjoining  towns,  find  oppor- 
tunity for  higher  education.  But  the  public  high  schools  are 
most  of  them  restricted  by  their  regulations  to  the  districts 
or  towns  in  which  they  are  located,  so  that  the  children  of 
families  residing  in  towns  without  academies  or  high  schools 
usually  can  not  have  the  advantages  of  higher  education  ex- 
cept at  greater  distances  from  home,  and  at  much  greater 
expense. 

In  a  few  towns,  there  are  still  existing  incorporated  acade- 
mies and  well  taught  private  schools,  some  of  which  are 
barely  supported.  If  some  arrangement  could  be  made  by 
which  all  the  children  in  these  towns  properly  qualified  could 
enjoy  the  advantages  of  these  institutions,  while  at  the  same 
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time,  none  should  be  admitted  not  properly  qualified,  these 
existing  institutions  might  still  serve  the  purpose  of  public 
high  schools,  and  at  the  same  time  be  made  more  permanent 
and  efficient. 

With  these  changes  and  such  additional  improvements  as 
would  be  secured  in  the  district  schools,  by  the  employment 
of  better  qualified  teachers  and  a  more  thorough  classifica- 
tion, the  school  system  of  the  State  may,  with  little  change 
in  the  school  laws,  be  made  adequate  for  the  proper  educa- 
tion of  all  the  children  of  the  present  and  coming  genera- 
tions. 

There  would  still  be  private  schools  meeting  the  exigencies 
of  ^ociety,  and  providing  for  a  class  of  children  who  need  the 
direct  and  personal  influence  of  individual  instruction  and 
the  restraints  and  social  culture  of  a  teacher's  family. 

Higher  seminaries  and  schools  for  special  instruction  have 
also  an  important  field  where  their  operations  become  not 
only  a  blessing  to  community,  but  also  exert  a  proper  influ- 
ence on  common  schools. 

There  should  be  no  rivalry  between  the  teachers  of  public 
and  private  schools.  All  should  have  the  same  great  end  in 
view,  and  should  cheerfully  co-operate  in  the  introduction  of 
the  best  measures  to  secure  universal  education. 

The  State  Reform  School  occupies  an  important  place,  not 
only  as  an  instrumentality  for  the  reformation  of  boys  guilty 
of  petty  crimes,  but  in  its  educational  influences.  It  pro- 
vides for  the  intellectual  and  moral  culture  of  a  large  class 
who  are  either  the  cause  of  disturbance  and  insubordination 
in  public  schools,  or  are  growing  up  without  any  school  in- 
struction till  brought  under  the  restraint  and  influence  of 
this  school. 

Repeated  personal  observation  of  its  classes,  and  a  good 
opportunity  to  notice  its  general  influence,  enable  me  to 
speak  confidently  in  reference  to  the  importance  of  its  work. 

The  school  for  Imbeciles,  at  Lakeville,  offers  a  place  for 
that  class  of  persons  that  need  a  course  of  instruction  and 
training  which  our  public  schools  do  not  provide.  The  pa- 
tient and  self-denying  labors  of  Dr  Knight,  the  superintend- 
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ent  of  this  institution,  and  his  assistants,  have  already  been 
exhibited  in  the  success  attained  at  this  school. 

METHODS  OF  TEACHING. 

The  ultimate  object  to  be  sought  in  all  school  education  is 
a  cultivated  mind  in  a  healthy  body ;  that  is,  a  mind  with 
the  intellectual  faculties  harmoniously  developed  and  well 
disciplined,  in  possession  of  such  knowledge  of  facts  and 
principles  of  science  as  will  best  enable  the  individual  to  per- 
form all  of  duty,  and  enjoy  all  of  privilege  well ;  with  all  its 
powers  under  the  direction  of  an  active,  resolute  will,  con- 
trolled by  a  good  conscience,  and  subject  to  the  will  of  God. 
Two  questions  naturally  arise  in  reference  to  this  subject : 
first,  what  study  or  course  of  training  will  most  conduce  to 
the  discipline  of  the  mind ;  and  second,  what  knowledge  is 
most  important  for  the  practical  duties  of  life.  Whatever 
may  be  true  with  regard  to  the  answers  of  these  questions 
when  referring  to  higher  education  and  professional  knowl- 
edge, it  is  believed  that  when  confined  to  the  circumstances 
and  wants  of  pupils  in  common  schools,  they  will  harmonize, 
and  that  the  study  most  important  for  information  generally, 
will  be  found  equally  beneficial  for  mental  discipline. 

The  intellectual  faculties  may  be  classified  into  the  percep- 
tive, representative,  knowing,  and  reasoning  faculties. 
Though  all  may,  to  a  certain  extent,  be  active  through  the 
whole  of  life,  still  it  is  evidently  true  that  they  follow  a  pro- 
gressive law  of  development,  that  they  may  be  cultivated 
by  being  properly  exercised  on  appropriate  subjects,  and  that 
they  may  be  weakened  or  rendered  inoperative  by  neglect  or 
by  being  overtasked. 

Though  the  germs  of  the  higher  faculties  may  be  distin- 
guished even  in  the  infant  soul,  the  perceptive  faculties  are 
first  principally  developed,  the  eye  is  turned  towards  every 
new  object,  the  ear  listens  to  every  new  sound,  and  the  whole 
being  is  awake  to  perceive  and  learn  from  the  material  world. 
Memory  is  soon  active,  storing  up  the  impressions  of  each 
new  experience,  and  imagination  in  its  simpler  action  is  pic 
turing  new  forms  and  relations.  Later  in  life,  the  faculties 
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of  the  understanding  are  actively  employed  in  abstraction, 
comparison,  and  generalization,  and  the  individual  expresses 
in  more  deliberate  language  his  maturer  judgments,  while 
later  still,  the  reasoning  faculties  are  more  fully  developed, 
the  mind  methodizes  its  materials  of  thought,  and  turns  back 
upon  itself,  and  from  its  acquisitions,  proceeds  to  evolve  new 
judgments,  and  is  prepared  to  apply  principles,  and  by  new, 
but  certain  processes,  search  successfully  for  truth. 

For  the  best  education  of  the  child  during  these  different 
stages  of  intellectual  development,  as  well  as  for  the  differ- 
ent conditions  and  capabilities  of  his  physical  system,  schools, 
whatever  may  be  their  grade  or  character,  must  be  thor- 
oughly classified,  and  the  exercises  and  lessons  in  them  be 
adapted  to  the  mental  and  physical  condition  and  necessities 
of  the  class  for  which  they  are  provided.  The  extent  to 
which  classes  may  be  advantageously  subdivided  and  uni- 
formity of  attainments  secured  in  each  division,  must  depend 
on  the  number  of  children  under  one  school  organization, 
and  the  convenience  of  bringing  together  those  of  nearly 
equal  attainments  to  recite  in  the  same  classes.  It  may  how- 
ever be  safely  assumed,  that  in  the  schools  of  every  town, 
there  are  at  least  three  classes  of  pupils  to  be  provided  for. 

First,  a  primary  class,  including  all  those  children  in  ele- 
mentary schools,  in  whom  the  faculties  are  not  yet  active, 
which  are  required  for  generalization  and  reasoning,  or  for 
long  continued  study  from  the  "printed  page  ;  second,  a  class 
who  can  read  readily,  who  understand  the  elements  of  com- 
mon school  learning,  and  whose  understanding  is  so  far  devel- 
oped that  they  can  profitably  take  a  lesson  from  the  text-book, 
and  confine  their  attention  to  it  for  some  time,  but  yet  have 
not  the  reasoning  powers  mature  ;  and  third,  a  class  that  have 
received  considerable  mental  discipline,  possess  judgment 
somewhat  mature,  and  are  able  to  study  profitably  abstract 
ideas,  and.  to  reason  correctly  from  first  principles.  These 
classes  may  be  sub-divided,  and  in  particular  localities  a  class 
may  be  wholly  wanting,  still  the  general  principle  will  be  the 
same,  and  the  division  is  perhaps  sufficiently  exact  to  illustrate 
the  proposition.     If  we  are  to  determine  the  wants  of  these 
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classes,  and  the  lessons  adapted  to  them,  we  must  try  to  as- 
certain what  are  the  capacities  of  each,  what  powers  are  to  be 
cultivated,  and  what  emotions  or  tendencies  are  to  be  re- 
strained. 

The  first  or  primary  class,  will  be  found  in  their  physical 
constitution  to  have  plastic  bodies  easily  affected  by  any  exte- 
rior force,  and  rapidly  changing,  while  in  their  mental  con- 
stitution, the  senses  are  vigorous,  the  perceptive  faculties  act- 
ive, the  whole  intellectual  nature  full  of  trust  and  looking  to 
parents  and  teacher  for  instruction  and  guidance. 

The  children  of  this  class  have  usually  learned  to  distin- 
guish many  objects,  to  know  their  names  and  something  of 
their  different  qualities  and  uses  ;  and  by  many  trials,  failures 
and  successes,  have  been  taught  to  measure  to  some  extent 
their  own  powers.  At  home  they  have  been  surrounded  with 
varied  objects  of  interest,  multiplied  in  proportion  to  the  abil- 
ity of  the  parent  or  the  circle  of  friends,  so  far  as  collections 
of  pictures,  books,  and  other  articles  have  been  objects  of 
amusement  or  instruction,  but  in  the  objects  of  nature,  all 
have  been  abundantly  supplied  by  that  benificent  providence 
which  has  given  so  great  variety  to  the  mineral  kingdom, 
and  made  the  flowers  to  bloom  and  the  birds  to  sing  for  all. 

The  school  should  be  so  arranged  as  to  continue  successfully 
the  work  already  commenced  at  home.  But  it  is  too  often 
the  case,  that  the  primary  school  room  is  barren  of  every 
thing  inviting,  and  children  go  for  the  first  tjme  from  pleasant 
homes,  and  the  objects  of  interest  by  which  they  have  been 
surrounded,  to  an  unattractive  building  where  no  shrub,  or 
tree,  or  even  flower,  waves-invitingly  at  the  entrance,  no  pic- 
tures adorn  the  walls,  no  pleasing  objects  greet  the  eyes,  but 
for  five  or  six  hours  each  day,  the  little  ones  are  confined 
in  a  close  room,  and  their  school  education  is  commenced,  by 
giving  them  for  their  first  lessons,  the  letters  of  the  alphabet, 
a  set  of  irregular  forms  without  meaning  or  interest  to  them, 
to  be  followed  with  spelling  columns  and  reading  lessons,  ac- 
companied perhaps  by  a  few  memoritor  tables  of  dates  or  words 
with  no  ideas  for  the  child,  and  containing  little  that  can  cul- 
tivate any  faculty  but  that  of  verbal  memory.     It  is  presumed 
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that  there  are  few  schools  in  the  state  now,  where  the  practice 
of  calling  up  the  little  children  twice  each  half  day  "  to  say 
their  letters  "  in  alphabetical  course  alone,  could  be  seen,  or 
would  be  tolerated  by  parents  or  school  visitors,  still  it  is  to  be 
feared  that  in  many  of  the  schools,  the  spirit  of  inquiry  is  re- 
pressed rather  than  directed,  and  the  exercises  tend  to  dwarf 
rather  than  to  develop  the  human  faculties. 

In  the  whole  range  of  school  instruction  in  this  state,  there 
is  perhaps  no  place  where  there  is  so  much  need  of  change, 
and  where  improvements  can  be  more  effective  than  in  pri- 
mary schools  and  classes.  The  primary  school  room  should  be 
made  cheerful  and  pleasant,  the  seats  should  be  convenient  for 
the  children,  and  suited  to  their  age  and  size.,  and  all  the  sur- 
roundings should  be  such  as  will  help  to  cultivate  tiabits  of 
neatness,  a  taste  for  the  beautiful,  and  a  love  for  the  true  and 
the  good. 

The  legitimate  arts  of  amusing  and  interesting  by  means  of 
objects,  pictures,  and   conversation  should  be  skillfully  em- 
ployed.    The  various  emotions  called  out  by  the  presence  of 
new  faces  and  strange  objects  are  to  be  wisely  guided  till  the 
primary  school  room  becomes  an  attractive  place  to  the  child, 
and  the  chasm  between  the  home  and  the  little  world  of  the 
school  room  is  successfully  bridged  ;    and  then  should  the 
special  work  of  school  instruction  commence,  by  giving  the 
children  simple,  familiar  illustrations  from  objects  about  them. 
Color,  form,  weight,  number,  and  locality,  in  succession,  alter- 
nating and  combined  should  receive  special  attention.     The 
school  room  should  be  furnished  with  blocks  of  different  forms 
and  sizes,  the  geometrical  solids,  diagrams,  counters,  cards 
and   blackboards,  and  with  specimens  of  minerals,  rocks,  and 
pictures  of  flowers  and  animals.     With  the  blocks  and  dia- 
grams, the  pupils  would  be  able   to  obtain  accurate  ideas  of 
form  and  size,  and  by  applying  them  to  surfaces  and  solids 
learn  how  to  measure  and  compare  different  objects.     They 
should  be  taught  the  exact  length  of  an  inch,  a  foot,  yard,  &c, 
by  visible  illustration  with  an  object  before  them.     The  pri- 
mary, secondary  and  tertiary  colors,  tints  and  shades  and  har- 
mony of  color  can  properly  be  taught  in  the  primary  school. 
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The  first  lessons  in  number  should  be  given  with  objects,  such 
as  beans,  counters  or  marbles,  and  the  children  taught  the 
relative  value  of  numbers  with  these  objects  before  them. 

The  names  of  common  plants,  their  form,  color  and  parts, 
and  to  some  extent  their  qualities  and  use  may  be  better 
taught  in  the  primary  school  than  after  the  child  leaves  it. 
The  mineral  and  animal  kingdom  with  their  varied  treasures 
and  objects  of  interest  would  furnish  an  inexhaustible  supply 
of  subjects  for  lessons,  all  interesting  and  useful.  The  whole 
book  of  nature  is  spread  open  for  the  child  and  for  the  teach- 
er, with  almost  an  infinite  variety  of  objects,  which  in  some 
of  their  forms  are  accessible  to  every  teacher  without  cost. 
The  child  in  the  primary  school  is  capable  of  observing  these 
objects,  of  noting  their  peculiarities  and  relations,  and  of  learn- 
ing many  useful  lessons  about  them. 

By  means  of  these  exercises  the  perceptive  faculties  are  de- 
veloped, and  the  habits  of  attention  and  observation  formed. 
These  faculties  can  be  cultivated  at  no  other  time  so  well  as 
in  childhood  ;  and  if  properly  trained  then,  they  become  im- 
portant auxiliaries  in  all  future  culture  and  acquisition.  The 
eye  may  be  trained  to  notice  accurately  various  forms  and  re- 
lations, to  observe  minute  differences  and  resemblances  ;  the 
ear  to  discriminate  between  different  sounds,  and  all  the  facul- 
ties to  be  active  in  the  manner  God  has  designed  them.  Our 
knowledge  of  the  external  world  so  far  as  it  is  gained  by  ex- 
perience, depends  upon  the  power  and  accuracy  of  the  facul- 
ty of  perception,  and  it  is  often  true,  that  in  proportion  to 
definiteness  of  perception,  will  be  found  accuracy  in  memory 
and  precision  in  judgment.  With  the  conversational  lessons 
and  oral  instruction  on  objects,  the  children  should  be  taught 
to  read  by  learning  the  printed  words  which  are  the  names  of 
the  objects  studied.  If  these  are  taught  from  the  blackboard 
and  with  them  other  simple  words  in  common  use,  the  first 
steps  in  reading  may  be  made  pleasant,  and  the  child  soon  be 
able  to  gain  ideas  from  a  reading  lesson.  He  should  be  taught 
to  spell  the  words  he  reads,  by  their  sound  elements  and  with 
the  letters  which  represent  these  sounds.  The  familiar  illus- 
trations, the  conversational  method  pursued  in  these  oral  ex- 
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ercises,  will  add  to  the  child's  vocabulary,  teach  him  the  use 
of  language,  enable  him  better  to  express  in  proper  terms  his 
own  ideas,  and  prepare  him  for  a  profitable  use  of  books. 

Objections  have  sometimes  been  made  to  object  teaching 
on  the  ground  that  it  will  occupy  time  which  should  be  given 
to  reading  and  spelling,  but  it  has  been  fully  demonstrated 
that  reading  and  spelling  may  be  much  sooner  and  better 
taught  in  connection  with  object  lessons  than  without  them. 
The  testimony  of  superintendents,  teachers  and  others  is 
conclusive  as  to  the  general  results  wherever  this  method  of 
teaching  has  been  adopted. 

The  city  of  Oswego,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  has  proba- 
bly done  more  to  systematize  this  method  of  primary  instruc- 
tion, and  apply  it  fully  in  its  schools,  than  any  other  place 
in  this  country.  E.  A.  Sheldon,  Esq.,  the  superintendent  of 
the  schools  of  this  city,  in  his  last  annual  report,  after  point- 
ing out  the  want  of  system  and  of  philosophic  principle  in 
ordinary  methods  of  teaching,  and  explaining  the  progressive 
steps  and  modifications  which  the  history  of  object  teaching 
shows,  proceeds  to  say  : 

'•'  This  plan  claims  to  begin,  where  other  systems  have  ever 
failed  to  commence,  at  the  beginning,  and  here  laying  surely 
and  firmly  the  foundation,  to  proceed  carefully  and  by  nat- 
ural and  progressive  steps  to  rear  the  superstructure,  ever 
adapting  the  means  to  the  result  to  be  obtained.  Following 
this  course,  we  first  begin  with  things,  the  qualities  of  which 
are  cognizable  to  the  senses  of  the  children,  awaken,  lead 
out,  and  guide  the  observation,  and  quicken  perception. 
That  the  observation  may  be  the  more  accurate,  the  various 
senses  are  carefully  cultivated.  These  are  the  earliest  and, 
in  childhood,  the  most  strongly  developed  of  the  human 
faculties.  This  fact  must  settle,  beyond  a  doubt,  the  cor- 
rectness of  this  mode  of  procedure.  Says  Herbert  Spencer : 
"  Every  faculty  during  the  period  of  its  greatest  activity,  the 
period  in  which  it  is  spontaneously  evolving  itself,  is  capable 
of  receiving  more  vivid  impressions  than  at  any  other  period." 
Moreover,  if  we  fail  just  at  the  right  time  to  cultivate  this, 
like  every  other  faculty  similarly  treated,  it  becomes  blunted 
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healthy  action.  Now  these  senses  gain  development  by 
coming  in  contact  with  surrounding  objects,  in  discovering 
their  visible  and  tangible  qualities. 

"  We  begin,  then,  by  presenting  simple  forms,  and  the  prim- 
itive and  more  distinctive  colors.  Once  familiar  with  these, 
the  children  are  led  to  trace  them  in  the  objects  of  nature 
about  them,  and  lastly  to  observe  their  various  resultant 
combinations.  In  each  object  their  attention  is  called  to  the 
individual  characteristics  or  qualities  which,  combined,  con- 
stitute the  object,  and  distinguish  it  from  every  other  object 

"  From  the  concrete  they  are  led  to  the  abstract.  Through 
the  medium  of  things  known  they  are  led  to  the  unknown. 
They  are  now  prepared  to  form  clear  conceptions  of  things 
they  have  never  seen,  through  the  medium  of  things  they 
have  seen. 

"  It  is  now  a  full  year  since  we  adopted  this  system  of  in- 
struction, and  of  its  superiority  over  the  old  methods,  we  can 
speak  with  some  degree  of  assurance. 

"  The  annual  examination  of  these  schools  has  just  closed. 
The  Examining  Committee,  who  had  this  in  charge,  have 
taken  special  pains  to  observe  carefully  the  results  of  this 
system  in  awakening  mind,  quickening  thought,  perception, 
and  all  the  early  faculties  of  the  child,  and  they  return  the 
most  flattering  reports  of  its  success  as  a  means  of  mental 
development. 

u  Wherever  the  teachers  have  caught  the  spirit  of  the  plan, 
and  made  a  practical  application  of  it,  the  effect  is  very 
marked  in  the  awakened  and  quickened  faculties  of  the 
children.  It  was  never  our  pleasure  before  to  witness  so 
much  interest  in  any  class  exercises." 

A  personal  visit  to  the  schools  of  Oswego,  as  a  member  of 
a  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  system,  convinced  me 
that  it  was  working  an  important  change  in  the  method  of 
primary  instruction. 

The  Acting  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  Emerson  W.  Keyes,  Esq.,  in  his  last  an- 
nual report,  speaking  of  object  teaching,  uses  the  following 
language : 
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"  Educators  and  intelligent  friends  of  education  have  long 
felt  that  our  methods  of  instruction  signally  failed  in  pro- 
ducing salutary  effects  upon  the  minds  of  young  children. 
A  growing  conviction  has  taken  possession  of  thinking  and 
observing  minds,  that  what  the  great  mass  of  our  people  re- 
quire, is  less  a.  knowledge  of  facts  from  books,  than  the 
power  to  use  books  intelligently,  in  connection  with  all  other 
means  and  sources  of  information.  *  *  *  * 
It  was  left  for  the  distinguished  educator  and  philosopher, 
Pestalozzi,  to  originate,  and  to  develop  to  some  extent  a  sys- 
tem of  primary  instruction  more  in  harmony  with  nature  and 
the  laws  of  mind. 

"  This  system,  now  more  commonly  known  as  '  object 
teaching,"  and  for  many  years  successfully  practiced  in  the 
best  schools  of  England  and  the  continent,  proceeds  upon 
the  rational  assumption  that  the  senses,  the  observing  powers, 
are  those  through  which  the  child  chiefly  and  naturally  gains 
a  notion  of  things  ;  that  is,  obtains  information,  knowledge, 
ideas.  The  reasoning  and  reflective  powers  are  latent  in  the 
mind  of  the  young  child,  and  are  not  brought  into  exercise 
until  later  in  life,  when  its  stock  of  ideas,  its  knowledge  of 
things,  and  its  powers  of  apprehension,  are  so  far  complete 
as  to  require  the  use  of  these  higher  intellectual  agencies  in 
conducting  the  further  investigations  of  the  soul  in  the 
domain  of  All  Truth.  To  address  these  faculties,  there- 
fore, at  an  early  age  of  the  pupil's  progress,  is  productive  of 
unfortunate  results,  chiefly  in  one  or  two  ways.  In  a  child 
of  naturally  quick  apprehension,  these  powers  become  un- 
duly excited  and  stimulated ;  one  of  slower  apprehension 
becomes  stolid  and  indifferent,  discouraged  by  want  of  suc- 
cess, and  disheartened  by  the  sense  of  disgrace  to  which  his 
backwardness  exposes  him. 

"•  Guided  by  these  principles,  the  system  of"  object  teaching  " 
steadily  addresses  itself  to  the  faculties  of  observation  ;  pre- 
senting before  the  child  familiar  objects  on  which  its  attention 
is  fixed,  in  the  examination  of  which  it  becomes  interested,  in 
the  study  of  which,  habits  of  order,  accuracy,  and  thorough- 
ness are  formed,  and  the  power  of  clear  and  correct  expression 
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of  ideas  is  acquired.  The  pupil  there  learns  what  is  a  foot  or 
yard  ;  not  by  repeating  tables  as  meaningless  to  his  apprehen- 
sion as  those  of  logarithms,  but  by  seeing  and  observing  objects 
that  represent  those  measures.  He  learns  to  add  and  multiply 
by  practising  addition  and  multiplication,  actually  putting  four 
beans  with  five  beans,  and  seeing,  knowing,  not  merely  saying 
that  four  and  five  are  nine. 

The  system  of  "  object  teaching  "  has  awakened  the  inter- 
est and  stimulated  the  inquiries  of  the  friends  of  education 
who  have  long  waited  and  hoped  for  the  application  of  specific 
means  to  the  removal  of  the  faults  in  our  methods  of  primary 
instruction.  Nor,  most  fortunately  are  we  left  to  depend  upon 
fulsome  theories  in  answering  the  demand  of  the  public  to 
know  what  this  system  is.  Through  the  earnest  and  indefati- 
gable labors  ofE.  A.  Sheldon,  Esq.,  superintendent  of  schools 
in  Oswego,  the  system  of  primary  instruction  has*  been  intro- 
duced into  the  schools  of  that  city,  and  a  school  for  the  train- 
ing of  teachers,  in  the  principles  of  the  system,  has  been  estab- 
lished. I  am  most  happy  to  bear  testimony,  from  personal 
observation,  to  the  marked  and  gratifying  success  of  the 
experiment.  "  I  have  no  dull  scholars  now,"  was  the  remark 
of  one  of  the  teachers  to  me,  "  all  are  attentive,  all  are 
interested." 

These  gratifying  results  have  served  to  awaken  an  active 
interest  in  all  parts  of  our  State,  in  the  subject  of  improving 
our  methods  of  instruction  ;  and  already  are  efforts  in  prog- 
ress in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Syracuse  and  Roch- 
ester, to  introduce  the  system  of  object-teaching  into  their 
schools." 

The  superintendent  of  schools  in  Syracuse  in  his  report  for 
1861,  remarks: — 

"  In  our  Primary  Departments  the  fruits  of  the  labors  of 
several  years  past  are  becoming  daily  more  visible.  Many  of 
the  old  difficulties  which  existed  in  our  primary  schools,  and 
which  were  considered  chronic  and  incurable  have  disappeared 
and  a  new  system  more  natural  and  more  philosophic  has 
succeeded.  Children  no  longer  "  creep  like  a  snail  unwil- 
lingly to  school,"  in  consequence  of  want  of  sympathy,  want 
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of  interest,  and  want  of  every  thing  calculated  to  aid  in  their 
mental  growth. 

Once  in  the  school-room,  the  child  comes  under  the  mag- 
netic influence  of  experienced,  well  qualified  and  sympathetic 
teachers.  His  wants  are  anticipated,  mental  food  adapted  to 
his  state  of  progress  is  placed  within  his  reach.  The  abstrac- 
tions of  the  olden  time  have  been  discarded,  and  in  their  place 
are  the  breathing  thoughts  of  daily  life.  School  life  is  now  a 
part  of  ordinary  life,  and  not  an  episode  to  be  inclosed  in 
brackets,  nor  a  mere  dream,  with  nothing  in  common  with  the 
realities  of  existence.  He  takes  the  food  prepared  for  him, 
not  against  his  inclination,  but  because  an  appetite  is 
awakened  which  this  food  alone  can  satisfy. 

The  senses  which  are  given  as  the  avenues  between  external 
and  internal  worlds,  are  awakened  and  nature,  that  great 
visible  testimony  of  God's  power  and  goodness,  is  closely 
observed. 

Object-lessons  and  specific  moral  instruction  still  continue 
to  attract  attention,  and  may  be  said  to  be  fully  incorporated 
into  our  system." 

The  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in  Illinois, 
Newton  Bateman,  Esq.,  in  his  biennial  report,  speaking  of 
primary  instruction  says  : 

"  The  fundamental  error  lies  in  ignorance  or  false  views  of  the 
laws  of  mental  growth  and  development.  The  senses  are  the 
pioneers  of  all  knowledge.  The  dawn  and  activity  of  the  per- 
ceptive powers,  are  always  antecedent  to  those  of  the  reflective. 
The  eye,  is  the  child's  first  teacher — the  ear,  the  next.  And  for 
several  years,  the  chief  work  of  education  is  to  cultivate  these 
organs.  The  child  in  its  first  gaze  upon  the  strange  new 
world  into  which  it  has  entered,  meets  an  "  object-lesson  " — 
and  long  before  the  tongue  has  learned  to  lisp  the  simplest 
forms  of  speech,  the  eye  has  traced  the  outlines  of  a  thousand 
objects,  and  reveled  in  the  beauty  of  their  ever-varying  forms 
and  colors. 

Instead  of  trying  to  make  philosophers  of  children,  which  is 
impossible,  we  should  seek  to  make  accurate  observers  of 
them,  which  is  possible,  and  the  foundation  of  all  true  philoso- 
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phy.  Instead  of  trying  to  force  them  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
intellectual  world,  through  books  and  dissertations  and  brain- 
work,  we  should  lead  them  forth  into  the  magnificence  of  the 
material  world,  through  the  senses.  Instead  of  bidding  them 
open  their  minds  to  receive  the  wisdom  of  man  through  the 
dry  dogmas  of  abstract  science,  we  should  simply  bid  them 
open  their  eyes  and  ears,  and  let  the  wisdom  of  God  flow  in 
through  the  omnipresent  beauty  of  the  grass-clad  earth  and 
glory-tinted  skies.  Instead  of  bending  the  mind  and  soul  and 
body  of  the  child  to  a  preconceived  theory  of  education,  only 
to  accomplish  a  result  more  sad  than  ignorance  itself,  we 
should  simply  follow  the  path  indicated  by  the  finger  of  God 
as  the  immutable  course  of  all  mental  development. 

"  Object-lessons  "  as  they  are  termed,  form  an  important 
part  of  this  improved  method  of  primary  teaching. 

But  it  may  be  objected  that  children  are  sent  to  primary 
schools  to  learn  their  A.  B.  C's,  not  to  spend  their  time  upon 
object-lessons.  The  reply  is,  that  not  only  is  all  the  informa- 
tion and  all  the  discipline  of  the  senses  acquired  in  this  way, 
clear  gain,  but  the  alphabet  and  all  the  rudiments  of  books 
taught  by  the  old  method,  can  be  and  are  mastered  in  much 
less  time,  and  with  vastly  more  pleasure  and  ease,  than  when 
the  latter  are  the  exclusive  studies  of  the  primary  schools." 

I  might  add  similar  testimony  from  all  school  officers  who 
have  had  an  opportunity  to  see  this  method  of  teaching  fairly 
tested.  Wherever  object-teaching  has  been  introduced  into 
the  schools  of  this  state  by  persons  competent  to  use  this 
method  judiciously,  it  has  been  quite  successful. 

In  the  later  stages  of  elementary  education,  the  pupils 
should  still  be  referred  to  the  works  of  nature  and  art,  and  the 
events  of  every  week  be  made  to  contribute  to  the  work  of  in- 
struction. Though  the  children  may  now  be  able  to  use  books 
profitably,  and  may  study  set  lessons  in  them,  the  intelligent 
skillful  teacher  will  do  much  by  oral  instruction,  illustrating 
obscure  points,  and  carefully  leading  his  pupils  from  the 
known  to  the  unknown,  will  teach  them  to  observe  accurately, 
to  institute  such  comparisons  as  will  lead  them  to  classify, 
generalize,  and  to  form  correct  judgments. 
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Thus  far  the  studies  and  exercises  of  the  elementary  schools 
have  been  spoken  of  as  disciplinary,  to  be  selected  principally 
for  their  value  as  means  for  developing  the  faculties  of  the 
mind,  and  this  we  believe  should  be  the  first  and  principal 
consideration  in  planning  for  primary  and  intermediate 
schools.  But  if  the  exercises  of  these  schools  are  wisely 
chosen  and  properly  employed,  they  will  not  only  culti- 
vate thepereeptive  faculties,  strengthen  the  memory,  awaken 
intelligence  and  tend  to  give  true  conceptions  and  a  cor- 
rect taste,  but  they  may  be  made  instrumental  in  giving 
to  the  child  much  knowledge  which  will  be  of  use  to  him 
in  after  life.  The  range  of  topics  is  extensive  and  com- 
prehensive. Though  dealing  first  with  things  brought  to  the 
daily  cognizance  of  the  child,  instruction  in  this  department 
does  not  stop  here,  but  by  means  of  pictures  and  simple  de- 
scriptions, brings  before  the  child  objects  from  the  whole  wide 
domain  of  nature.  The  animal,  vegetable  and  mineral  world 
may  all  be  made  to  contribute  for  this  purpose.  The  lessons 
may  include  much  of  domestic  economy,  and  by  allusions  to 
various  trades  and  mechanical  operations,  would  teach  much 
in  relation  to  different  processes  of  art.  The  constant  refer- 
ence to  the  form  and  size  of  objects,  grouping  them  together  in 
collections  or  separating  them  into  parts,  naturally  and  almost 
necessarily,  will  require  the  frequent  use  of  whole  and  frac- 
tional numbers,  and  will  include  many  of  the  fundamental  ope- 
rations in  arithmetic  and  show  their  application  to  the  busi- 
ness of  life.  The  constant  use  of  the  spoken  language  by  the 
pupils  will  give  the  teacher  an  opportunity  to  correct  ungram- 
matical  expressions  and  to  do  much  in  forming  correct  habits 
of  speech,  while  the  free  use  of  the  slate  and  blackboard  will 
accustom  the  pupils  to  the  forms  of  written  language. 

The  varied  illustrations  of  natural  objects,  the  reference  to 
animals,  plants  and  minerals  of  other  countries  and  climes, 
with  the  constant  use  of  maps  will  give  many  facts  in  geogra- 
phy and  prepare  the  children  to  study  this  branch  more  suc- 
cessfully hereafter  ;  and  the  simple  narrations  of  the  primary 
school  will  be  the  best  beginning  of  history.  The  exercises  in 
copying  lines  and  figures  with  the  lessons  on  form  will  lay  the 
foundation  for  the  more  distinct  arts  of  drawing  and  writing. 
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It  is  not  supposed  that  these  lessons  for  young  children  will 
be  new  to  all  teachers.     Many  of  them  have  been  introduced 
into  some  of  our  best  primary  schools,  but  it  is  believed  that 
they  may  be  systematized,  adapted  to  the  capacities  of  those  to 
be  instructed  and  so  used  as  to  secure  better  and  more  philo- 
sophical   intellectual   and  moral  culture  in  the  elementary 
schools,  without  in  the  least  injuring  the  physical  system- 
It  is  believed  that  all  these  exercises  may  be  made  pleasant. 
Every  child  has  a  desire  for  knowledge,  and  the  healthful  dis- 
cipline of  the  mind  and  development  of  the  faculties  active  in 
childhood  may  be  made  as  full  of  real  joy  as  the  exercise  of  his 
physical  powers.     If  schools  were  conducted  with  reference  to 
this  principle,  good  order  and  attention  would  be  secured 
without  frequent  recurrence  to  the  use  of  the  rod  or  any  other 
coercive  measures.     Much  of  the  insubordination  of  primary 
and  intermediate  schools  arises  from  the  fact  that  teachers  do 
not  understand  their  pupils.     They  forget  that  they  are  chil- 
dren with  little  strength  of  active,  moral  power ;  that  with  the 
proclivities  of  childhood,  they  are  to  be  met  with  sympathy  and 
kindness,  and  to  be  guided  patiently  in  their  first  efforts ;  to  be 
made  happy  in  the  school  as  well  as  on  the  play  ground.     It 
is  too  often,  the  case,  that  little  children  have  lessons  given 
them  to  study  far  beyond  their  capabilities  and  not  under- 
standing their  tasks,  and  without  ability  to  perform  them,  they 
turn  their  attention  to  objects  which  interest  them  more,  and 
experiment  with  knives,  pins  and  pencils,  upon  the  benches, 
books,  or  each  other,  till  some  unexpected  result  produces  a 
laugh  or  noise ;  the  teacher's  patience  is  tried,  and  in  moment- 
ary anger,  she  gives  the  offending  child  a  box  on  the  ear,  which 
arouses  his  anger,  and  he  remembers  the  pain  and  the  author 
long  after  the  occasion  is  forgotten.    Petty  annoyances  increase 
the  teacher's  ill  feeling  and  sour  temper,  and  these  beget  their 
like  in  the  school,  till  in  the  place  of  quiet  obedience  and  love, 
are  found  noise,  misrule  and  ill  will. 

A  proper  course  of  instruction  will  not  only  secure  the  in- 
terest and  co-operation  of  the  pupils,  but  may  be  made  the 
means  of  giving  much  moral  instruction,  leading  the  child  to 
notice  the  evidences  of  the  power,  wisdom  and  goodness  of 
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God,  inculcating  obedience,  patience  and  benevolence,   and 
training  to  habits  of  order,  truth  and  justice. 

If  the  foundation  of  education  is  properly  laid  in  elementary 
schools  and  classes,  and  the  mental  faculties  earliest  developed 
have  been  properly  cultivated  in  these  classes,  the  course  of 
instruction  and  training  in  grammar  and  high  schools  and  in 
the  higher  classes  of  the  best  mixed  schools  may  have  refer- 
ence more  particularly  to  the  later  developed  faculties.  Mem- 
ory will  be  still  further  strengthened  by  philosophical  associa- 
tion ;  classification,  generalization,  formulas  and  principles 
will  now  be  used  in  daily  lessons ;  the  higher  department  of 
imagination  should  be  carefully  regulated  and  directed,  and  a 
correct  taste  cultivated.  But  in  no  department  can  the  influ- 
ence of  these  schools  be  more  eminently  good  than  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  the  reasoning  faculties.  The  mind  is  now  capable 
of  sustained  exertion.  The  attention  may  be  fixed  ;  all  the 
powers  of  the  mind  be  brought  to  bear  upon  a  single  subject 
till  it  is  understood  in  its  various  relations,  and  a  judgment 
formed  which  shall  be  worthy  of  confidence.  Language, 
mathematics  and  physical  science  should  now  be  studied  with 
reference  to  their  laws  and  established  principles,  and  though 
little  of  formal  logic  will  be  taught  in  the  public  schools,  the 
whole  course  of  instruction  may  be  so  planned,  and  all  the 
lessons  be  such  as  shall  prepare  the  youth  who  graduate  from 
these  schools  to  perceive  more  clearly,  to  reason  more  care- 
fully, to  judge  more  correctly,  and  to  act  more  intelligently, 
wherever  God  in  his  providence  shall  place  them. 

Another  question  is  also  presented  and  to  be  practically  de- 
cided as  the  child  enters  the  higher  schools  or  takes  up  studies 
in  the  higher  departments,  viz.,  What  knowledge  is  most  val- 
uable for  these  youth  to  fit  them  for  the  practical  duties  of 
life.  This  question,  important  to  all,  has  additional  force  in 
reference  to  those  who  will  have  no  opportunities  of  school  ed- 
ucation beyond  the  public  school.  The  answer  to  this  ques- 
tion must  depend  on  the  wants  and  future  condition  of  those 
who  are  to  be  educated.  It  must  include  a  knowledge  of  the 
conditions  of  healthful  physical  existence,  and  consequently 
some  knowledge  of  the  qualities  and  effects  of  different  kinds 
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of  food,  of  clothing,  exercise  and  the  laws  of  health.  It  is 
true  that  nature  is  the  great  teacher  here.  The  child  long 
before  he  is  sent  to  school  has  been  learning  how  to  avoid  pain, 
to  supply  physical  wants,  and  to  live  and  move  securely.  Pa- 
rental love  and  watchfulness,  and  nature's  penalties  for  viola- 
ted physical  laws  are  means  which  serve  to  educate  the  child 
to  a  knowledge  and  practice  of  the  laws  of  healthful  living. 
Nevertheless  it  is  evident  that  there  is  a  great  amount  of  dis- 
ease and  suffering  consequent  upon  a  violation  or  neglect  of 
physiological  laws.  The  importance  of  thorough  ventilation 
so  as  to  secure  a  supply  of  pure  air  in  all  domestic  apartments, 
in  school  rooms,  churches,  and  public  halls  ;  the  qualities  and 
comparative  nutriment  of  different  kinds  of  food ;  the  effects  of 
stimulants  and  narcotics  ;  the  proper  care  of  the  body,  of  the 
organs  of  sense;  the  causes  of  endemic  diseases,  and  the  general 
conditions  of  health,  constitute  a  branch  of  knowledge  with 
which  every  human  being  should  be  acquainted.  The  im- 
portance of  physiology  as  a  school  study  is  such  that  an  ac- 
quaintance with  it,  is  made  one  of  the  necessary  qualifications 
of  teachers  in  some  states. 

Though  we  may  not  be  able  to  specify  with  certainty  the 
particular  occupation  and  condition  of  those  who  are  now  pu- 
pils in  common  schools,  we  may  safely  assert  that  a  majority 
of  them  in  mature  active  life,  will  be  engaged  in  agriculture 
and  manufactures  or  in  commercial  employments  and  agencies, 
and  the  small  class  not  thus  engaged,  will  be  so  intimately 
connected  with  these  classes  and  their  work,  that  they  will 
have  a  common  interest  with  them.  Efficiency  and  success 
in  these  callings  depends  to  a  great  extent  on  a  knowledge  of 
those  sciences  which  are  applicable  in  the  production  and  pre- 
paration of  the  articles  in  use  in  civilized  society,  of  the  laws 
of  trade,  and  the  general  wants  of  mankind. 

The  improvements  in  agriculture  as  seen  in  the  methods  of 
cultivation,  in  the  rotation  of  crops,  in  the  application  of  ma- 
nures, and  in  the  use  of  agricultural  implements,  require  more 
extensive  scientific  knowledge  than  was  once  supposed  neces- 
sary for  the  farmer.  Some  knowledge  of  agricultural  chemis- 
try, of  the  nature  of  different  soils,  of  the  elements  present  and 
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those  necessary  for  the  production  of  a  crop,  is  indispensable 
to  those  who  would  profitably  conduct  agricultural  operations. 
Two  years  since  a  course  of  valuable  lectures  on  agriculture 
and  kindred  subjects  was  given  in  the  city  of  New  Haven. 
The  lecturers  were  men  of  thorough  study  and  varied  experi- 
ence, from  different  parts  of  the  country.  They  brought  the 
results  of  careful  observation  and  well-tested  experiments  as 
an  invaluable  contribution  to  agricultural  knowledge.  The 
lectures  were  popular  in  character,  and  as  free  from  technical, 
scientific  terms  as  they  well  could  be,  and  yet  many  intelligent 
farmers  remarked  that  they  would  have  received  much  greater 
benefit  from  them,  if  they  had  been  previously  acquainted  with 
the  simple  facts  of  natural  science  and  with  the  terms  necessa- 
rily employed.  So  also  in  manufactures  ;  in  the  construction 
of  bridges  and  roads,  and  in  the  erection  of  buildings;  in  every 
part  of  the  work  from  that  of  the  inventor,  superintendent  or 
architect,  to  that  of  the  humblest  workman  who  contributes 
to  the  completion  of  the  plan,  a  knowledge  of  mechanics,  of 
chemistry,  or  some  other  physical  science  is  often  indispensa- 
ble. In  domestic  economy,  in  the  arrangement  and  adapta- 
tion of  dwelling  houses,  in  the  use  of  light  and  heat,  in  the 
culinary  department  of  every  household,  in  the  proper  care  of 
a  family,  some  scientific  knowledge  is  desirable. 

Thus  far  allusion  has  been  made  to  the  knowledge  requisite 
when  considering  only  the  physical  interests  of  society.  But 
man  has  also  duties  and  privileges  in  relation  to  those  higher 
social,  political  and  religious  interests,  by  which  he  is  connect- 
ed with  every  other  person  in  society,  and  for  which  his  edu- 
cation should  prepare  him.  These  interests  require  a  know- 
ledge of  the  principles  of  government  and  especially  of  our 
state  and  national  constitutions  and  laws,  of  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  political  and  social  science,  and  of  the  unwritten  laws 
of  social  action  and  social  intercourse. 

Our  country  has  been  engaged  in  conducting  the  great  ex- 
periment of  the  application  of  the  democratic  theory  of  gov- 
ernment to  a  large  state,  and  ere  a  single  century  has  elapsed, 
in  the  midst  of  unexampled  prosperity,  the  very  existence  of 
the  government  has  been  put  to  a  trial  perhaps  unequalled  in 
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the  history  of  the  world.  Though  there  may  be  no  doubt  as 
to  the  final  results,  and  the  government  may  come  out  of  this 
trial,  stronger  at  home  and  more  respected  abroad,  yet  ques- 
tions must  arise  in  the  future,  which  will  demand  profound 
thought  and  intelligent  action.  These  are  not  mere  questions 
of  party  politics  but  propositions  which  lie  at  the  very  founda- 
tion of  this  government  and  which  will  require  a  practical  de- 
cision by  every  citizen.  No  one  can  fail  to  see  that  the  events 
of  the  last  year  have  demonstrated  not  only  the  necessity  to  a 
free  country  of  universal  education  but  of  more  thorough  in- 
struction in  the  science  of  government  and  in  the  theory  and 
practice  of  private  and  public  morals. 

Our  public  schools  should  also  cultivate  a  taste  for  litera- 
ture and  art,  which  will  enable  the  youth  who  go  out  from 
them,  to  employ  their  leisure  hours  in  further  acquisitions,  and 
teach  them  how  to  beautify  their  homes  and  adorn  their  native 
villages. 

We  might  extend  the  list  of  branches  of  knowledge  desir- 
able, but  we  have  intended  to  limit  these  suggestions  to  those 
studies  which  are  indispensable  to  the  proper  education  of  each 
member  of  society,  leaving  professional  instruction  and  tech- 
nical knowledge  to  special  schools  and  trades.  The  object  has 
not  been  to  increase  the  number  of  studies  ;  there  are  already 
too  many  in  some  schools ;  more  than  can  be  made  profitable 
to  a  pupil  in  any  circumstances,  and  certainly  more  than  any 
teacher  of  a  large,  mixed  school  can  well  attend  to.  But 
let  the  schools  be  thoroughly  classified  and  proper  instruction 
be  given  to  each  class,  and  all  that  is  necessary  to  constitute 
a  good  common  school  education  may  be  obtained  in  these 
schools  during  the  usual  term  of  school-life.  Every  child 
who  attends  regularly  may  be  taught  to  read  well,  to  spell 
correctly,  to  speak  and  write  the  English  language  properly ; 
he  may  have  a  good  understanding  of  the  rules  of  arithmetic 
and  their  applications,  a  good  knowledge  of  geography  and 
history,  of  the  laws  of  health,  and  so  much  of  physical  sci- 
ence as  is  necessary  to  prepare  him  to  enter  intelligently  upon 
the  study  of  any  art  or  trade  or  the  practice  of  any  ordinary 
business.  Many  who  graduate  from  the  common  schools,

may,  in  addition,  be  acquainted  with  the  elements  of  geome- 
try and  algebra  and  other  mathematical  studies,  may  have 
studied  English  literature,  and  be  familiar  with  the  constitu- 
tion and  principles  of  government,  and  all  may  have  that 
mental  discipline,  that  harmonious  development  of  all  the  fac- 
ulties, that  power  and  habit  of  attention,  which  will  enable 
them  to  understand  the  great  facts  and  principles  of  nature 
and  art,  of  history  and  philosophy,  and  to  be  constantly  ma- 
king further  acquisitions. 

More  might  be  said  of  higher  studies,  of  the  desirableness 
of  classical  learning,  of  liberal  education,  but  it  would  not 
be  applicable  to  the  common  schools  of  Connecticut. 

Primary  instruction  must  first  be  improved,  and  elementary 
schools  be  so  organized  and  conducted  as  to  accomplish  their 
work  well  and  with  better  results,  and  then  there  will  be  a 
greater  desire  for  higher  instruction,  and  candidates  will  be 
found  better  prepared  for  admission  to  seminaries,  colleges, 
and  professional  schools,  and  these  institutions  will  have  an 
opportunity  of  accomplishing  more  in  their  particular  depart- 
ments of  special  and  higher  education. 

The  arrangements  for  public  schools  must  recognize  the 
instrumentalities  at  hand.  Costly  apparatus  will  not  always 
be  procured,  but  the  created  universe  in  all  its  variety  and 
magnificence  is  spread  out  for  every  teacher  and  scholar. 
This  may  and  should  be  studied.  If  the  individual  is  to  live 
in  a  world  of  order  and  beauty,  he  should  be  acquainted  with 
its  laws  and  be  conversant  with  its  phenomena.  So  also  if  he 
is  to  enjoy  the  privileges  of  citizenship  under  a  republican 
government,  he  should  know  something  of  those  privileges 
and  understand  their  accompanying  obligations. 

The  statutes  now  in  force  prescribe  no  particular  studies 
for  schools,  but  they  require  that  "all  parents,  and  those  who 
have  the  care  of  children,  shall  instruct  them,  or  cause  them 
to  be  instructed,  in  reading,  writing,  English  grammar,  geog- 
raphy and  the  elements  of  arithmetic."  The  statutes  also 
provide  that  "  no  child  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  shall  be 
employed  to  labor  in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  or  in 
any  other  business  in  this  State,  unless  such  child  shall  have 
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attended  some  public  or  private  school  where  instruction  is 
given  by  a  teacher  qualified  to  instruct  in  orthography,  read- 
ing, "writing,  English  grammar,  geography  and  arithmetic,  at 
least  three  months  of  the  twelve  next  preceding  any  and  every 
year  in  which  such  child  shall  be  so  employed."  This  then 
may  be  properly  taken  as  the  minimum  amount  of  study  to 
be  provided  in  every  common  district  school,  or  in  some  of 
the  departments  of  a  graded  school. 

The  following  scheme  of  studies  is  suggested,  not  because 
it  is  supposed  that  it  will  be  universally  adopted,  or  because 
any  change  will  be  found  necessary  in  all  schools,  but  because 
it  embodies,  as  far  as  possible,  the  plans  that  have  been  found 
most  suitable  in  the  best  schools  of  the  State,  and  also  as  indi- 
cating a  system  of  instruction  and  training  much  needed  in 
some  common  schools. 

As  so  many  different  books  are  used,  reference  can  not  well 
be  made  to  text-books  by  giving  the  author's  name. 

FOR  PRIMARY  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES. 

Object  Lessons.  Lessons  on  form,  color,  size  and  position, 
designed  to  fix  the  attention,  cultivate  the  perceptive  powers, 
and  give  exact  ideas  of  terms,  and  of  the  simple  qualities  of 
objects.  The  black-board,  cards  of  form  and  color,  and  geo- 
metrical solids  to  be  used,  and  with  them  objects  in  nature, 
such  as  plants,  minerals,  shells,  and  also  pictures  of  animals. 

Number.  Counting,  adding,  subtracting,  multiplying,  and 
dividing  with  objects  or  counters  and  reading  and  writing 
numbers  as  far  as  1,000. 

Language.  Reading  words  from  cards  and  black-boards, 
and  afterwards,  easy  lessons,  as  found  in  first  or  second  read- 
ers. Spelling  simple  words  found  in  reading  lessons,  and  of 
the  names  of  objects  by  sounds  and  afterwards  by  letters. 

Geography.  Description,  location  and  distance  of  objects 
in  natural  scenery,  as  a  hill,  plain,  valley,  mountain,  island, 
brook,  river,  pond  and  lake,  commencing  with  those  near  the 
child's  home,  and  afterwards  a  study  of  the  town,  county  and 
state,  with  the  use  of  maps. 

Miscellaneous.    The  eye  and  hand  to  be  trained  in  printing 
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words,  drawing  maps  and  geometrical  figures,  and  outlines  of 
objects.  There  should  also  be  daily  singing  and  physical 
exercises  and  moral  lessons. 

The  instruction  in  the  primary  school  and  classes  to  be  prin- 
cipally oral,  and  the  children  to  be  required  to  give  attention 
but  a  few  minutes,  without  change. 

INTERMEDIATE  SCHOOLS  AND  CLASSES. 

Object  Lessons.  Lessons  in  natural  history,  especially  on 
the  more  common  plants,  animals  and  minerals  of  Connecti- 
cut. These  lessons  to  be  given  also  so  as  to  show  the  relation 
of  different  parts  of  objects  and  to  teach  comparison,  classifi- 
cation and  the  qualities  and  use  of  things. 

Number.  Written  and  mental  arithmetic  in  addition,  sub- 
traction, multiplication  and  division  of  whole  numbers  and 
simple  exercises  in  fractions.  Notation  and  numeration  to 
numbers  of  seven  figures. 

Practical  use  of  long,  square,  cubic,  dry  and  liquid  meas- 
ures, and  of  weights,  using  the  rules  and  measures. 

Language.  Reading  with  especial  reference  to  accuracy 
of  pronunciation  and  expression.  Spelling  by  sound  and  let- 
ter, and  analysis  of  words  and  defining. 

Geography.  United  States  and  North  and  South  America 
by  a  study  of  the  maps  and  simple  descriptive  geography. 
Lessons  on  the  globe  to  show  the  form  anji  motions  of  the 
earth,  and  general  questions  on  outline  maps  of  the  World, 
Europe,  Asia,  Africa  and  Oceanica. 

History.  Historical  narratives  and  biographies  of  Wash- 
ington and  other  distinguished  military  and  civil  officers* and 
of  statesmen. 

Miscellaneous.  Drawing  maps  and  pictures,  writing  on 
slates  and  black-board,  singing,  physical  exercises  and  moral 
lessons. 

GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  AND  THE  HIGHER  CLASSES  OE  MIXED 
SCHOOLS. 

Language.  Reading ;  spelling,  oral  and  written ;  defining; 
construction  of  sentences  ;  practical  use  of  language  in  writing 
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letters  ;  bills,  notes  and  other  forms  ;  elements  of  grammar  ; 
recitation  of  pieces  in  prose  and  poetry. 

Mathematics.  Arithmetic,  with  applications  to  various 
practical  calculations,  as  the  measurement  of  distances,  sur- 
faces and  solids  ;  the  use  of  per  centage,  analysis,  and  propor- 
tion. In  some  schools  the  elements  of  algebra,  geometry  and 
mechanics. 

Geography.  A  careful  study  of  the  globe  and  maps  with 
descriptive  geography  of  the  world. 

History.  The  most  important  facts  of  the  colonial  and 
state  history  of  Connecticut ;  history  of  the  United  States. 

Familiar  Science.  Natural  history  in  its  various  depart- 
ments, with  elements  of  chemistry. 

Miscellaneous.  Drawing,  writing  and  singing,  and  moral 
instruction. 

This  scheme  of  studies,  with  the  exception  of  object  les- 
sons in  the  elementary  classes  and  familiar  science  in  the 
higher  classes  or  grammar  schools,  includes  no  more  than  is 
frequently  mastered  by  children  twelve  years  of  age  in  our 
best  public  schools,  and  no  more  than  we  believe  practicable 
in  every  well-graded  grammar  school,  and  in  many  district 
schools  where  the  children  attend  school  regularly  for  nine 
months  in  the  year  till  they  are  of  that  age.  Yet  there  are 
many  schools  in  the  state  to  which  children  are  sent  for  eight 
or  ten  years  of  the  most  important  period  of  life  for  gaining 
an  education,  and  from  which  they  finally  go,  having  finished 
their  school  studies  with  much  less  of  mental  discipline  or 
knowledge  than  should  be  received  before  leaving  the  inter- 
mediate school,  and  with  no  proper  habits  of  study  what- 
ever. 

All  pupils  of  ordinary  intelligence  attending  the  public 
schools  should  at  fourteen  years  of  age  be  able  to  read  any 
ordinary  English  composition  well,  to  spell  and  pronounce 
correctly  all  words  in  ordinary  use,  and  have  a  good  knowl- 
edge of  grammar ;  they  should  be  able  to  perform  readily  all 
arithmetical  operations  employed  in  ordinary  business  life ; 
and  be  well  acquainted  with  the  geography  and  history  of 
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tlieir  own  country,  and  have  much  knowledge  of  general 
geography  and  history  ;  they  should  understand  the  element- 
ary principles  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  be  able  to  learn 
daily  from  the  book  of  nature  open  before  them.  But  what 
is  of  far  greater  importance,  if  a  system  of  instruction  and 
training  can  be  generally  adopted  in  our  public  schools 
which  shall  be  philosophical  in  its  methods,  and  have  refer- 
ence to  the  harmonious  development  of  the  mental  faculties, 
the  children  that  attend  these  schools  would  go  out  from 
them  with  minds  well  disciplined,  the  perceptive  faculties 
properly  educated,  the  habit  of  attention  formed,  the  mem- 
ory retentive,  the  imagination  healthfully  active,  and  the 
faculties  of  the  understanding  and  reason  so  strengthened  as 
to  enable  their  possessor  to  act  intelligently  and  wisely. 

In  England,  a  Royal  Commission  has  lately  made  a  report, 
in  which  they  quote  from  one  of  the  inspectors  as  a  true 
picture  of  the  national  schools,  as  follows : 

"A  boy  of  fair  average  attainments  at  the  age  of  twelve 
years,  in  a  good  school,  has  learned — 

"  1.  To  read  fluently,  and  with  intelligence,  not  merely 
the  school-books,  but  any  work  of  general  information  likely 
to  come  in  his  way. 

"2.  To  write  very  neatly  and  correctly  from  dictation  and 
from  memory,  and  to  express  himself  in  tolerably  correct 
language. 

"3.  To  work  all  elementary  rules  of  arithmetic  with  accu- 
racy and  rapidity..  The  arithmetical  instruction  in  good 
schools  includes  decimal  and  vulgar  fractions,  duodecimals, 
interest,  &c. 

"  4.  To  parse  sentences,  and  to  explain  their  construction. 

"5.  To  know  the  elements  of  English  history.  The  boys 
are  generally  acquainted  with  the  most  important  facts,  and 
show  much  interest  in  the  subject. 

"6.  In  geography  the  progress  is  generally  satisfactory. 
In  fact,  most  persons  who  attend  the  examinations  of  good 
schools  are  surprised  at  the  amount  and  the  accuracy  of  the 
knowledge  of  physical  and  political  geography,  of  manners, 
customs,  &c,  displayed  by  intelligent  children  of  both  sexes. 
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Well-drawn  maps,  often  executed  at  leisure  hours  by  the 
pupils,  are  commonly  exhibited  on  these  occasions. 

"  7.  The  elements  of  physical  science,  the  laws  of  natural 
philosophy,  and  the  most  striking  phenomena  of  natural  his- 
tory, form  subjects  of  useful  and  very  attractive  lectures  in 
many  good  schools.  These  subjects  have  been  introduced 
within  the  last  few  years  with  great  advantage  to  the  pupils. 

"  8.  The  principles  of  political  economy,  with  especial  ref- 
erence to  questions  which  touch  on  the  employment  and 
remuneration  of  labor,  principles  of  taxation,  uses  of  capital, 
&c,  effects  of  strikes  on  wages,  &c,  are  taught  with  great 
clearness  and  admirable  adaptation  to  the  wants  and  capaci- 
ties of  the  children  of  artisans,  in  the  reading-books  gener- 
ally used  in  the  metropolitan  schools.  I  have  found  the  boys 
well  acquainted  with  these  lessons  in  most  schools  which  I 
have  inspected  in  the  course  of  this  year. 

"  9.  Drawing  is  taught  with  great  care  and  skill  in  several 
schools  by  professors  employed  under  the  Department  of 
Science  and  Art." 

Connecticut,  with  an  educational  system  that  dates  back 
more  than  two  hundred  years,  ought  to  accomplish  as  much 
in  her  common  schools  as  the  government  schools  of  Eng- 
land, which  have  not  yet  had  an  existence  fifty  years. 

The  few  public  Town  High  Schools  now  existing  in  the 
State  are  differently  organized,  and  have  courses  of  study 
differing  materially  in  some  respects ;  yet  in  all  of  these 
schools  the  methods  of  instruction  are  usually  good,  and 
well-qualified  teachers  are  generally  employed.  Most  of  the 
High  Schools  give  instruction  in  the  higher  mathematics,  in 
the  natural  sciences,  in  the  ancient  and  modern  languages 
and  in  philological  studies,  in  general  history,  and  in  intel- 
lectual and  moral  philosophy.  In  these  schools  boys  are 
fitted  for  college,  and  youth  of  both  sexes  for  the  duties  of 
business  and  social  life.  No  scheme  of  study  suggested 
would  be  applicable  to  all  these  schools,  but  if  proper  meth- 
ods are  pursued  in  the  lower  schools,  it  is  believed  that  High 
Schools  will  be  multiplied  and  a  systematic  course  of  study 
adopted  in  all  of  them,  which  shall  have  especial  reference  to

the  wants  of  those  who  enter  them  from  the  district  or  gram- 
mar school,  and  fully  meet  the  demands  of  society. 

These  suggestions  are  not  made  with  the  supposition  that 
any  system  of  public  education  or  any  methods  of  instruc- 
tion will  produce  the  same  results  on  all ;  neither  is  it  sup- 
posed that  there  is  inherent  virtue  or  absolute  power  in  any 
system  or  method  that  will  of  itself  educate  the  children  of 
the  State,  secure  private  or  public  morals,  or  produce  true 
Christian  citizens.  But  it  is  believed  that  proper  systems 
and  methods  will  be  more  likely  to  secure  proper  education, 
and  that  right  education  will  do  much  to  develop  natural 
talent,  to  secure  obedience  to  civil  law  and  to  those  physical 
laws  whose  violation  causes  so  much  misery ;  and  that  proper 
intellectual  culture,  accompanied  by  proper  moral  training, 
will  tend  to  produce  more  of  reverence  for  God's  law,  and 
by  the  instrumentality  of  his  grace,  may  result  in  cheerful, 
intelligent  obedience  to  his  commands. 

It  may  be  said  that  these  improvements  in  the  system  of 
common  school  education  and  in  the  methods  of  instruction 
and  training  will  require  more  of  the  teacher.  They  may 
require  more  careful  preparation,  more  extensive  knowledge, 
especially  of  the  laws  of  mental  action,  of  the  principles  and 
philosophy  of  education,  but  no  earnest,  thoughtful  teacher 
will  object  to  them  on  that  account.  In  visiting  schools  in 
all  parts  of  the  State,  I  have  found  almost  universally,  that 
those  teachers  who  were  most  successful,  were  those  most 
desirous  to  learn,  most  earnest  in  inquiry,  and  most  ready  to 
receive  any  suggestion  or  make  any  necessary  ^ffort  for  the 
improvement  of  their  schools.  All  teachers  whose  services 
are  of  value  in  the  school-room,  will  be  ready  to  co-operate 
with  school  visitors  and  carry  out  any  plans  which  they  may 
wisely  suggest. 

Connecticut,  though  not  expending  as  much  money  pro- 
portionably  as  some  of  her  sister  States,  has  yet  made  great  v 
advance  in  the  last  fifteen  years,  in  the  improvement  of 
school-houses,  in  the  establishment  of  school  libraries,  in 
furnishing  the  outward  means  for  thorough,  comprehensive 
education  of  all  her  children.     She  has  provided  liberally 
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for  the  support  of  her  teachers,  and  the  legislature,  and  the 
public  have  a  right  to  demand  that  the  common  schools  shall 
be  truly  nurseries  of  intelligence  and  fountains  of  morality, 
that  her  hundred  thousand  children  shall  be  trained  to  the 
practice  of  virtue,  to  be  skillful  as  workmen,  and  moral 
and  upright  as  citizens.

EXTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  SCHOOL  VISITORS. 

There  has  been  a  great  difference  in  the  character  of  the 
reports  of  school  visitors,  some  of  them  embracing  compre- 
hensive views  of  the  subject  of  common  schoole  ducation,  point- 
ing out  the  difficulties  in  the  complete  success  of  the  system, 
and  the  needed  measures  for  improvement,  while  others  have 
been  detailed  accounts  of  particular  schools  and  classes.  Ex- 
tracts have  been  made  with  a  view  to  represent  the  condition 
and  wants  of  schools  in  all  parts  of  the  State.  These  extracts 
have  been  classified  as  far  as  seemed  best,  to  make  them 
most  readily  referred  to,  and  best  understood. 


General  Remarks. 

ASHFORD. 

While  there  are  many  things  at  the  present  day  thought  desirable  in 
schools,  such  as  school  libraries  and  apparatus,  which,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  present  law,  each  district  can  obtain  by  paying  half  their 
cost, — the  State  paying  the  other  half, — it  can  not  be  concealed  that 
well  qualified  teachers  and  the  most  approved  text-books  are  essential 
requisites  in  every  school  district,  and  without  them  it  is  impossible 
for  our  common  schools  to  attain  that  standard  of  education  so 
earnestly  desired  and  sought  by  the  friends  of  education  throughout 
the  State.     It  may  be  thought  by  some  that  to  attain  these  objects,  it 
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is  only  necessary  that  the  school  visitors  should  do  their  duty.  But 
this  is  not  so.  Teachers  may  be  employed,  and  presented  to  the  visit- 
ors for  examination,  who,  so  far  as  intellectual  qualifications  are  con- 
cerned, may  sustain  themselves  creditably,  but  who  prove  very  deficient 
when  brought  to  the  test  of  managing  and  conducting  a  school.  They 
may  not  understand  the  art  of  properly  governing  a  school  or  of 
maintaining  that  order  and  discipline  that  are  necessary  to  the  true 
progress  of  a  school. 

AVON. 

The  register  shows,  perhaps  more  clearly  than  anything  else,  the 
esteem  in  which  parents  hold  the  schools.  We  regret  to  say  that  the 
cardinal  virtues  of  punctuality  and  regularity  are  lamentably  disre- 
garded. In  one  district,  for  example,  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  entire 
school  were  habitually  absent  or  tardy,  and  in  another  more  than  a 
third  of  the  school  were  thus  negligent.  We  simply  suggest  that  if 
the  teachers  should  be  as  careless  of  the  schools  as  these  facts  show 
the  schools  to  be  careless  of  the  teachers,  the  amount  of  valuable 
instruction  conveyed  would  be  very  small.  We  should  very  much 
dislike  to  hire  workmen  with  the  idea  that  their  absence  from  work 
would  amount  to  nearly  half  the  allotted  hours  for  work.  We 
know  not  why  school  work  should  not  be  as  regularly  done  as  any 
other. 

BLOOMFIELD. 

It  would  be  well  if  meetings  could  be  held  as  often  as  once  a  month 
by  school  visitors,  teachers,  parents  and  guardians,  for  a  free  inter- 
change of  feelings  and  views,  and  for  consultation  in  reference  to  the 
best  measures  for  making  our  schools  more  efficient. 

BRANFORD. 

On  the  whole,  our  schools  have  been  well  taught.  While  there  has 
been  no  retrogression  in  any  district,  in  most  there  has  been  marked 
advancement.  Each  district  has  had  a  competent  teacher,  so  far  as 
education  is  concerned ;  and  if  in  either  there  has  been  some  want  of 
discipline,  it  is  only  proof  that  mere  learning  is  not  the  sole  qualifica- 
tion of  a  good  instructor.  But  of  the  ability  to  govern  a  school  a 
committee  can  not  judge  in  advance.  The  whole  fitness  of  a  teacher 
is  not  seen  until  he  is  actually  engaged  in  his  work.  Hence  if  the 
school  in  any  district  may  have  been  somewhat  disorderly,  the  blame 
must  not  rest  wholly  upon  the  Board  of  visitors. 

The  inhabitants  of  Pave  street  have  erected  a  new  school-house, 
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which  is  an  honor  to  them.  It  is  well  ventilated,  and  all  its  internal 
arrangements  seem  perfect,  and  it  is  surrounded  by  ample  grounds. 
And  this  is  right. 

The  inhabitants  of  any  district  may  do  much  towards  the  prosperity 
of  their  schools, — 1st,  By  providing  a  good  house.  2d,  By  employing 
well-qualified  teachers.  3d,  By  furnishing  the  school  room  with  maps', 
apparatus,  &c.  4th,  By  sending  their  children  to  school  regularly. 
5th,  By  visiting  their  school  frequently,  and  thus  manifesting  their 
interest  in  its  prosperity. 

CANTON. 

Our  winter  schools  were  all  under  the  management  of  experienced 
teachers,  and,  with  the  exception  of  one  or  two,  which  failed  to  secure 
good  order  and  quietness,  succeeded  well  and  evinced  good  improve- 
ment. 

Some  of  our  summer  schools  employed  young  and  inexperienced 
teachers  and  though  most  succeeded  in  giving  good  satisfaction,  two  or 
three  were  worth  but  little  for  the  want  of  thoroughness. 

Our  school-houses  remain  with  but  little  alteration  from  former 
years.  Some  are  in  a  very  good  condition  and  a  credit  to  the  town. 
In  a  few  districts  the  repairs  do  not  keep  pace  with  the  progress  of 
natural  decay,  and  the  boys  have  with  their  knives  volunteered  to  aid 
the  tooth  of  time.  Parents  in  a  great  measure  neglect  the  school- 
room, the  registers  showing  but  very  few  visits  from  them. 

CHATHAM. 

In  some  of  our  schools  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement,  but 
taken  as  a  whole  they  have  not  made  that  advancement  that  ought  to 
have  been  made,  and  such  as  has  been  deemed  by  the  acting  visitor 
desirable  and  reasonable.  Many  of  our  districts  have  not  been  able, 
for  some  reason,  to  secure  well  qualified  teachers, — such  as  have  been 
fired  with  the  spirit  of  their  work, — I  will  not  say  calling,  for  it  is 
more  than  doubtful  whether  they  have  ever  been  called, — at  least  few 
of  them  ought  ever  to  have  been  chosen, — their  principal  qualifications 
having  been  that  they  were  from  families  whose  heads  were  district 
committees,  or  more  or  less  closely  allied  to  other  district  officers. 
We  can  hardly  expect  that  our  schools  will  take  a  very  high  stand 
until  the  districts  wake  up  to  the  importance  of  securing  active,  ener- 
getic, live  men  for  district  committees. 
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COLEBROOK. 

A  new  incentive  has  been  imparted  to  the  reading  exercises  in  our 
schools  by  the  introduction  of  a  new  series  of  reading  books,  and  we 
are  convinced  that  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  change  books  in  this 
branch  more  frequently  than  in  others.  It  gives  the  pupils  a  new 
selection  of  reading  matter  to  take  the  place  of  pieces  which  have  be- 
come stale  and  disagreeably  familiar  by  long  use.  We  had  to  encoun- 
ter the  opposition  of  the  penny  wise  and  pound  foolish,  part  of  the 
community  but  a  little  firmness  and  persuasion  finally  gave  success. 
We  now  have  a  uniformity  of  text-books,  and  we  believe  no  school  can 
be  truly  successful  without  such  uniformity. 

Several  of  our  schools  are  so  small  in  numbers  as  to  be  almost 
without  interest  or  profit.  As  yet  we  see  no  way  to  prevent  this  as 
they  are  located  in  sparsely  settled  districts  where  it  is  impossible  to 
collect  a  school  of  sufficient  numbers  to  be  able  to  procure  good  teach- 
ers. 

Many  of  our  teachers  have  been  inexperienced,  and  might,  with 
profit,  have  extended  their  time  as  pupils.  But  those  districts  which 
pay  only  $1.25  per  week  can  not  expect  to  procure  talent  of  a  high 
order. 

EAST    GRAN  BY. 

In  some  districts  the  improvement  has  been  very  limited,  but,  with 
scarcely  an  exception,  there  has  been  some  degree  of  success. 

Irfegular  attendance  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  obstacles  to  pro- 
gress in  our  schools,  but  we  are  happy  to  report  that  this  has  been 
less  than  usual  the  past  year. 

Some  of  the  greatest  hindrances  to  raising  the  standard  to  that  de- 
gree of  excellence  most  desired  come  from  parents  and  guardians. 
They  are  not  so  anxious  to  know  how  well  a  teacher  is  qualified  as  to 
know  what  he  asks  for  his  services.  They  do  not  feel  as  willing  to 
pay  wages  enough  to  obtain  teachers  every  way  qualified  to  teach,  as 
they  are  anxious  to  know  if  they  have  public  money  to  keep  their 
schools  long  enough  for  all  purposes  without  resorting  to  district  tax. 
If  the  people  would  only  give  as  much  thought  to  the  right  education 
of  the  children  as  they  do  to  almost  everything  else,  the  whole  cause 
of  complaint  would  be  removed  and  the  common  schools  of  our  town 
would  be  a  common  blessing. 
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FRANKLIN. 

More  interest  has  been  manifested  by  parents  and  others  in  our 
schools  than  at  any  former  time.  The  reports  required  by  law  to  be 
made  by  district  committees  we  are  troubled  in  some  instances  to 
obtain,  and  if  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  should  be  enforced,  some 
districts  would  lose  their  share  of  the  public  money.  "We  would 
urge  upon  committees  and  parents  the  duty  of  visiting  the  schools 
more  frequently. 

GLASTENBURY. 

We  would  recommend  in  our  schools  more  attention  to  musical  and 
calisthenic  exercises.  We  would  also  recommend  that  district  com- 
mittees use  great  care  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  When  a  candi- 
date passes  a  creditable  examination  in  the  branches  required  by  law, 
it  is  difficult  for  the  visitors  to  do  otherwise  than  grant  a  certificate  to 
teach.  The  first  responsibility  rests,  therefore,  with  district  commit- 
tees. Public  opinion  will  sustain  them  in  an  impartial  selection,  and 
they  should  avail  themselves  of  all  possible  occasions  to  gain  information 
in  regard  to  the  character  of  the  candidate.  The  best  interests  of  our 
town  require  good  schools,  and  it  is  therefore  a  matter  in  which  every 
good  citizen  should  feel  personally  concerned. 

GLASTENBURY. 

Viewed  collectively,  the  seven  schools  in  this  part*  of  the  town 
have  on  an  average  been  fair  and  respectable.  While  they  have  not 
come  up  to  the  standard  at  which  we  would  aim,  and  to  which  we 
would  continually  labor  to  attain,  they  have  not  on  the  other  hand 
been  without  important  use  and  benefit.  Schools  like  every  being 
and  thing  in  the  natural  and  moral  world,  exist  not  for  themselves, 
but  for  something  out  of  themselves.  The  sun  does  not  shine  for  its 
own  sake,  but  for  numerous  worlds  which  it  illuminates,  and  these 
worlds  do  not  exist  for  their  own  sakes,  but  as  places  of  existence  for 
other  beings  and  things ;  even  the  Supreme  Being  himself  does  not 
exist  for  his  own  sake  alone,  but  also  as  a  great  fountain  source  of 
good  to  an  intelligent  universe.  This  world  with  all  its  objects,  its 
animals,  vegetables  and  minerals,  and  all  its  elements,  exist  and  are 
valuable  not  for  their  own  sakes  alone,  if  at  all,  but  for  the  various

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uses  for  which  they  are  suited  as  means  to  an  end.  The  same  is 
true  of  the  institutions,  laws  and  government  of  a  state  or  people,  or 
of  the  people  themselves  in  their  various  positions,  professions  and 
pursuits. 

HADDAM. 

We  feel  that  a  good  moral  influence  has  been  exerted  in  our 
schools,  and  through  the  customary  channels  of  good  example  and 
precept,  through  the  reading  of  the  Bible,  and  in  many  cases  through 
the  voice  of  prayer  and  melody  of  song.  We  would  also  gratefully 
acknowledge  that  the  patient  toils  of  bur  teachers  .have  not  been 
without  substantial  and  salutary  results.  But  it  should  be  borne 
in  mind  that  there  are  particulars  in  regard  to  which  there  is  room 
for  much  improvement.  While  our  cities  and  many  of  our  villages 
have  essentially  advanced  in  regard  to  the  external  and  internal  ac- 
commodation of  our  school  edifices,  and  in  respect  to  other  points 
involving  the  educational  welfare  of  the  rising  generation,  yet  many 
of  our  towns  have  not  come  up  to  the  proper  standard. 

HAMPTON. 

We  regret  to  say  that  we  can  not  report  any  marked  progress  in 
our  schools  the  past  year,  but  we  believe  we  may  be  able  to  r,eport 
such  progress  another  year,  if  two  evils  can  be  done  away  with ; 

1.  The  neglect  of  district  committees  to  procure  competent  teachers. 

2.  A  neglect  of  parents  and  guardians  to  send  their  children  to  school 
constantly  and  punctually. 

We  find  by  the  reports  from  district  committees,  and  from  the  reg- 
isters of  the  several  districts  that  nearly  one  half  of  the  boys  regis- 
tered are  out  of  school  daily,  and  this  is  a  fault  which  certainly  ought 
to  be  remedied  either  by  legislation  or  in  some  other  way,  and  we  do 
not  believe  that  the  real  wants  and  necessities  of  parents  and  guard- 
ians require  the  absence  of  so  many.  The  number  of  daily  absences 
on  the  part  Of  the  girls  is  no  greater  than  would  be  occasioned  by 
sickness  and  other  unavoidable  circumstances. 

HARTFORD. 

Some  writers  place  the  school  next  to  the  family,  and  the  teacher 
beside  the  parent.  It  is  even  so.  Why  then  should  the  relationship 
go  so  unrecognized  by  the  parent,  and  he  never  know  his  nearest  and 
best  friend  ?     Does  the  teacher  not  need  his  acquaintance  and  aid  to 
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help  him  on  in  his  great  task?  If  the  parent  worries  under  the  care 
of  two,  three,  or  more  children,  and  seeks  relief  by  hurrying  them  to 
school  as  soon  as  they  can  go  there  with  the  aid  of  older  ones,  must  it 
not  go  hard  with  the  teacher  who  is  charged  with  scores  of  them,  the 
livelong  day,  and  does  she  not  need  the  friendship,  encouragement, 
and  sympathy  of  the  parent,  and  of  all  other  persons  who  have  any 
kindness  to  bestow  ?  Is  it  not  unkind,  not  to  say  cruel,  for  parents 
to  neglect  the  teachers  of  their  children — their  own  and  their  child- 
ren's best  friends — and  leave  them  to  toil  on,  term  after  term,  and 
year  after  year,  in  the  heavy  task  of  training  their  children  in  knowl- 
edge and  virtue,  uncheered  by  a  word  kindly  spoken,  or  any  other 
token  of  sweet'sympathy  ?  Our  teachers- often  sink  under  their  ex- 
hausting labors,  and  are  necessitated  to  leave  their  places.  No  won- 
der. They  would  be  superior  to  humanity  if  they  could  endure  such 
neglect  and  unappreciation  without  the  waning  of  health,  and  the  loss 
of  that  elastic  energy  so  essential  to  their  efficiency  and  success.  The 
extent  and  universality  of  the  teacher's  claim,  not  only  upon  parents, 
but  upon  all  society  in  all  times,  is  thus  set  forth  by  Prof.  Hunting- 
ton, of  Cambridge  :  "  Entering  into  the  dignity  of  so  grand  an  enter- 
prise, teachers  are  the  ministers  of  every  higher  institution  in  our 
social  state.  They  are  the  friends  and  benefactors  of  the  family  ;  the 
builders  and  strengtheners  of  the  Republic,  perpetually  relnaugurat- 
ing  the  government.  They  are  apostles  for  the  church  ;  they  are  the 
fellow-helpers  of  Him  who  is  the  Father  of  all  families,  King  over  all 
empires,  Head  of  the  Church." 

To  advance  and  perfect  our  schools,  all  parties,  teachers,  pupils, 
parents,  school-officers,  all,  must  work  together  with  emulous  well- 
doing. Remissness  and  languor  anywhere  will  breed  detriment  and 
loss  everywhere,  and  postpone  the  coming  of  the  school-mi llenium. 
If  parents,  especially,  fail  to  do  their  part  by  exerting  favoring  home 
influences  on  the  child,  and  sustaining  the  teacher  by  their  sympathy 
and  encouragement,  but  little,  comparatively,  can  be  done  in  the  school 
room.  Let  us  then  modify  the  maxim,  so  current,  which  asserts,  "  As 
the  teacher,  such  is  the  school,"  and  say  rather,  as  the  parent,  such  is 
the  teacher,  school  and  all ;  for  back  of  all  the  parent  stands  with 
moulding  hand,  to  give  shape  and  character  to  all. 

Nor  will  all  be  attained  in  the  cause  of  school-improvement,  until 
our  citizens  generally  shall  awake  to  the  subject  and  give  it  their  fresh 
love  and  wise  thoughts.  "We  wish  all  our  best  minds  to  be  turned  in 
this  direction,  and  evince  their  faith  in  our  public  schools,  as  the  basis 
and  bulwark  of  free  government,  by  corresponding  works  for  the 
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enhancement  of  their  power  to  redeem,  save,  and  perpetuate  a  now 
tottering  republic.  "We  wish  them  to  cherish  this  great,  primary 
interest,  and  give  it  their  earnest  and  enthusiastic  support.  Bright 
and  blessed  will  that  epoch  be  in  th  t  future  annals  of  our  country, 
when  its  foremost  men,  its  statesmen,  scholars  and  orators ;  its  profes- 
sional men  and  philosophers,  shall  be  occupied,  not  so  much  with 
efforts  to  remedy  human  ills,  as  with  labors  to  prevent  them,  by  mould- 
ing and  stamping  the  child  aright,  and  thus  securing  in  the  after- 
growth  of  the  well-cultured  man,  the  intelligent,  virtuous  and  upright 
citizen. 

NEW  BRITAIN. 

In  a  majority  of  the  schools  in  the  town  the  discipline  has  been 
good.  In  some  of  them  the  number  of  children  crowded  into  the 
school-room  rendered  it  very  difficult  to  secure  good  order.  In  a  few 
instances  teachers  have  tolerated  too  much  noise,  allowed  in  their 
pupils  habits  of  inattention  and  idleness,  and  failed  duly  to  restrain 
improper  conduct.  Too  much  severity  in  discipline  is  a  rare  vice  in 
our  teachers.  The  tendency  is  rather  to  the  other  extreme.  But 
most  of  the  teachers  employed  have  deserved  commendation  for  what 
they  have  accomplished  in  this  difficult  department  of  their  labors. 

As  a  general  rule  where  laxity  in  discipline  prevails,  it  is  accompa- 
nied with  indifferent  success  in  teaching.  If  the  school-room  is  not 
quiet,  orderly,  and  neat,  there  will  be  little  study  and  little  regard  for 
the  instructions  communicated  by  the  teacher.  Yet  a  tolerable  degree 
of  order  may  be  secured,  where  the  methods  of  instruction  are  not  the 
most  happy.  The  degrees  of  success  in  awakening  interest  in  the 
lessons  and  in  really  educating  the  pupils  have  not  been  the  same  in 
all  instances.  In  some  few  of  the  teachers  there  has  been  a  lack  of 
energy  and  enthusiasm.  Their  virtues  were  negative  rather  than 
positive.  They  failed  to  awaken  the  interest  and  activity,  which, 
combined  with  good  order,  makes  the  atmosphere  of  the  school-room 
healthful  and  invigorating  tothe  mind  and  the  heart.  In  other  instan- 
ces the  pupils  have  come  to  the  recitation  as  an  interesting  exercise, 
to  which  they  gave  good  attention  and  distinguished  themselves  by 
good  deportment. 

In  most  of  the  schools  the  reading  is  good,  and  in  some  of  them 
it  is   excellent.     The   same  remark  may  be  made  of  spelling  and 
penmanship.     Arithmetic  has  been  usually  taught  very  well.       In* 
geography  the   degree  of  excellence  attained  has  not  been  quite  so 
satisfactory  in  some  of  the  schools,  but  on  the  whole  this  branch  has 
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been  taught  with  credit.  History  is  scarcely  studied,  except  in  the 
higher  departments  of  the  graded  school  in  the  central  district. 
Except  in  this  last-mentioned  school  only  thirteen  are  reported  as 
attending  to  Grammar.  The  lack  of  interest  in  history  and  grammar 
is  strikingly  apparent  in  our  schools,  and  may  well  deserve  consid- 
eration. 

NEW  HARTFORD. 

The  schools  in  the  town  have  all  been  kept  during  the  year,  for  a 
period  longer  than  that  required  by  law.  The  degree  of  punctuality 
and  constancy  in  attendance  has  been,  generally,  highly  encouraging 
and  commendable.  We  regret,  however,  that  the  visits  of  parents 
and  others,  to  the  schools,  have  been  less  ,  frequent  than  could  be 
wished. 

In  most  cases  teachers  have  been  found  reasonably  well  qualified  in 
respect  to  intellectual  attainments,  moral  character  and  the  art  of  gov- 
erning a  school.  A  few  of  the  number  were  remarkably  well  quali- 
fied in  these  particulars,  as  well  as  in  those  of  persevering  industry 
and  untiring  zeal,  which  all  should  acquire  who  would  attain  to  emi- 
nence in  so  laborious  and  responsible  a  calling.  A  few,  however, 
showed  that  lack  of  knowledge  and  experience  which  are  needed  to 
render  a  school  a  place  of  thorough  and  efficient  instruction. 

Most  of  the  school-houses  in  this  town  are  in  a  satisfactory  state  of 
repair.  The  majority  of  them  are  now  fitted  up  in  modern  style  as  to 
desks  and  maps.  Three,  however,  are  yet  disgraced  by  the  barbarous 
old-fashioned  seats,  without  any  backs.  We  recommend  that  when- 
ever the  stringency  of  the  times  shall  be  removed,  these  wretched 
buildings  be  at  once  and  forever  removed. 

NEW  LONDON. 

This  report  can  present  few  suggestions  beyond  what  are  contained 
in  those  of  former  years,  yet  there  are  some  considerations,  which, 
even  at  the  expense  of  repetition,  may  be  regarded  as  important  to 
urge  upon  parents  and  tax- payers,  in  the  hope  that  some  may  heed 
them. 

However  short  of  complete  success  the  free  system  falls  in  our  city, 
it  can  not  be  charged  upon  it.  Neither  can  it  be  found  in  incompe- 
tent teachers,  nor  in  insufficient  appliances  and  accommodations.  In 
all  these  conditions,  liberality  in  the  public  and  judicious  discrimina- 
tion and  promptness  in  district  committees  may  be  said  to  have  been 
the  rule.  Probably  nowhere  can  a  corps  of  teachers  be  found  where 
commendation  is  more  justly  merited  than  of  ours.     Certainly  the 


Principals  are  known  to  be  highly  qualified  in  character,  attainments 
and  tact,  and  they  devote  themselves  to  their  duties  with  diligent  spirit 
and  emulation.  Then  the  children  are  as  good  as  any  children  in 
themselves  ;  there  is  no  uncommon  difficulty  in  subordinating  them  to 
obedience,  nor  in  interesting  them  in  their  duties  while  in  school. 
The  failure,  so  far  as  it  is  a  failure  at  all,  must  then  be  found  in  the 
parents  and  those  who  represent  them.  They  are  the  first  and  last 
school-masters  during  the  minority  of  their  children,  and  the  welfare 
of  society  must  be  chiefly  influenced  by  them.  The  public  has  un- 
dertaken at  great  cost  this  free  system,  not  merely  to  confer  a  boon 
upon  such  as  are  unable  to  furnish  instruction  for  themselves,  but  to 
shape  society  into  a  virtuous,  intelligent,  industrious  body,  capable  of 
governing  itself  successfully ,  and  whether  well  or  ill,  this  is  all  the 
government  we  can  have.  The  men  who  are  to  conduct  it  in  future, 
are  to  be  made  from  the  boys  who  are  getting  their  shape  and  training 
in  these  institutions.  How  then  can  thoughtful  men  and  women  be 
indifferent  to  the  advantages  which  our  schools  afford,  and  suffer  any 
cause  but  extreme  necessity  to  deprive  their  children  of  them  ? 

What  the  system  needs,  is  the  active,  interested  co-operation  of 
parents, — that  each  and  all  should  see  to  it  that  the  children  attend 
school  as  regularly  as  practicable,  and  that  their  whereabouts  and 
employments  be  known  and  provided  for  out  of  school  hours.  That 
they  mike  themselves  acquainted  as  far  as  may  be  with  the  teachers 
and  the  schools,  and  estimate,  and  be  mindful  of,  their  individual 
responsibility  towards  them.  By  such  means  the  hands  of  teachers 
are  strengthened  and  their  hearts  encouraged, — the  pupils  are  made 
to  value  and  respect  the  privileges  of  schooling,  and  prevailing  idle- 
ness and  rowdyism  may  be  reformed. 

If  we  would  have  men  and  women  properly  fitted  for  the  duties  of 
life,  we  must  provide  them  chiefly  by  means  of  training,  and  this 
training  must  or  ought  to  be  had  for  the  most  part  through  the  nat- 
ural guardian.  Turbulent  dispositions,  stupid  intellects  and  perverse 
and  vicious  propensities  can  not  be  entirely  changed,  but  they  can  be 
modified  by  education,  and  it  is  of  such,  with  those  of  better  organi- 
zations, that  society  is  made  up.  Let  us  then,  one  and  all,  determine 
to  discharge  our  individual  duty  towards  these  children  and  make 
them  to  feel  and  understand  the  blessing  of  being  reared  under  such 
a  system  as  the  free  schools  of  Connecticut. 

Our  public  is  laudably  liberal  in  voting  and  paying  taxes  for  schools ; 
let  them  add  to  this  a  little  personal  interest  and  attention,  and  the  full 
reward  of  all  their  effort  will  be  realized. 
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It  is  deemed  appropriate,  especially  at  this  time,  to  remind  parents 
of  the  duty  of  looking  more  than  ever  after  the  amusements  and 
resorts  of  their  children ;  indeed,  the  continued  success  of  the  schools 
depends  greatly  upon  this.  The  attracting  influences  of  military 
preparations  and  exhibitions,  among  which  we  must  for  the  present 
live,  render  subordination  difficult,  and  while  it  is  desirable  that  schol- 
ars as  well  as  parents  should  enter  into  the  spirit  of  these  times,  and 
each  for  himself  resolve  that  he  will  become  fit  as  far  as  may  be  for 
personal  duties  to  his  country  in  the  field,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind, 
that  the  primary  gatherings  of  recruits  are  attended  with  inseparable 
evils,  which,  though  they  can  not  in  the  nature  of  things  be  abated, 
must  for  the  safety  of  the  young,  be  watched  -  and  counteracted  by 
wholesome  discipline  and  counsel. 

The  principals  in  the  schools  appreciating  the  necessity,  have,  to  a 
considerable  extent,  established  military  exercises  and  tactics  among 
the  scholars.  These  may,  to  some  extent,  perhaps,  operate  as  diver- 
sions of  the  minds  of  pupils  from  studies  and  recitations ;  but  they 
can  not  fail,  if  judiciously  conducted,  to  benefit  physical  condition  and 
give  masculine  bearing  and  spirit  to  the  boys,  while  in  various  ways 
the  girls  may  be  interested  in  these  preparations  and  exercises,  and 
be  made  to  understand  the  distinct  and  separate  sphere  in  which  it  is 
becoming  in  them  to  act  and  live. 

NORTH  STONINGTON. 

Our  schools  would  be  far  more  efficient  and  successful  did  parents 
more  generally  co-operate  with  teachers  in  their  arduous  labors. 
Much  injury  is  often  done  by  parents  in  being  too  ready  to  listen  to 
the  exaggerated  reports  of  aggrieved  scholars.  A  due  regard  to  the 
best  interests  of  their  children  should  lead  them  to  examine  carefully 
and  prudently  before  passing  judgment  in  any  particular  case. 

There  are  many  children  in  town  between  the  ages  of  four  and  six- 
teen years,  who  have  attended  school  but  part  of  the  time  during  the 
year.  Their  parents,  for  the  most  part,  are  vicious  and  dissipated, 
and  seem  to  care  but  little  or  nothing  for  the  future  welfare  of  their 
children.  With  such  children  the  authorities  of  the  town  should  deal 
with  parental  severity.  There  is  nothing  that  so  much  retards  the 
progress  of  our  schools  as  irregular  attendance.  This  great  evil  can 
be  remedied  only  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  parents  and  teachers. 
If  parents  could  but  see  the  effect  of  this  evil  upon  teachers  and 
pupils,  and  fupon  all  the  interests  of  the  school,  we  believe  it  would 
soon  be  eradicated. 
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PLAINFIELD. 

Our  intercourse  with  the  teachers  the  past  year  has  been,  without 
exception,  very  pleasant,  both  in  the  examination  of  their  qualifica- 
tions, and  also  of  the  schools  under  the  care  of  each.  They  have  man- 
ifested a  willingness,  on  all  occasions,  to  comply  with  whatever  sugges- 
tions we  felt  it  our  duty  to  make  in  reference  to  the  management  of 
their  several  schools.  On  the  whole,  we  feel  that  the  teachers  for  the 
past  year  were  better  fitted  for  their  respective  posts  than  have  been 
the  teachers  for  a  number  of  years  previous.  Eleven  of  them  having 
been  engaged  in  the  same  districts,  successive  or  alternate  terms,  while 
all  but  one  had  had  some  experience  in  teaching,  it  will  readily  be 
seen  that  they  were  better  prepared  for  the  work  before  them,  than 
when,  as  often  occurs,  many  of  them  are  raw  hands  at  the  business, 
and  few  have  ever  seen  their  pupils  before.  Your  Committee  can  not 
but  congratulate  you,  then,  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  our  schools 
have  never  been  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  at  present.  Yet 
there  is  much  cause  for  grief  to  those  who  would  see  the  rising  gen- 
eration— the  youth,  the  children  of  our  town,  properly  fitted  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  that  must  soon  devolve  upon  them.  One  good  omen 
is,  that  in  some  (would  it  were  in  all)  of  our  districts,  the  parents  are 
visiting  their  schools  often,  that  they  may  know  if  the  teacher  is  doing 
his  duty,  and  if  their  children  are  progressing  as  they  should.  Let 
this  practice  become  general ;  let  each  parent  who  can,  make  it  an 
unfailing  rule  to  visit  the  school  in  his  or  her  district,  at  least  two  or 
three  times  each  term,  giving  the  teachers  an  encouraging  word,  (for 
they  need  it,)  and  let  the  children  be  properly  controlled  at  home,  and 
kept  steadily  at  school,  and  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  our  common 
schools  would  be  commenced.  But,  alas !  these  things  are  not  so. 
Not  only,  in  a  great  majority  of  cases,  do  we  seldom  find  the  parents 
within  the  school-room,  but  to  an  alarming  extent,  as  will  be  seen 
hereafter,  even  their  children  are  never  there,  or  if  so,  very  unsteadily. 
Can  we  expect  our  schools  to  become  what  they  should  be — the  great- 
est safeguard  of  moral,  civil  and  religious  liberty — while  we,  as  parents, 
are  so  remiss  in  our  duty  to  them — while  we,  instead  of  ruling  our 
households  well,  permit  them  to  rule  themselves,  and  us  ?  Would  you 
set  a  man  at  work  in  your  shop,  your  factory,  or  your  field,  and  never 
visit  him,  or  inquire  what  he  was  doing  ?  Nay,  in  pecuniary  matters 
we  act  differently.  And  can  the  moral  and  intellectual  culture  of  our 
children,  the  fitting  them  to  become  men  and  women  in  the  highest 
sense  of  the  term,  be  of  less  importance  than  a  few  paltry  dollars? 
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Can  we  expect  our  children  to  become  educated  if  we  allow  them  to 
idle  away  their  time  at  home,  or  stroll  about  the  fields  or  streets,  hang 
around  the  stores  and  shops,  or,  still  worse,  inhale  the  pestiferous 
atmosphere  (morally  at  least)  of  the  bar-room,  and  the  dram-shop, 
while  they  should  be  in.  the  school-room  ?  Beware,  lest  they  become 
educated — but  educated  to  your  shame  and  their  own  ruin.  Truly 
hath  the  Preacher  of  Israel  said :  "  A  wise  son  maketh  a  glad  father ; 
but  a  foolish  son  is  the  heaviness  of  his  mother."  And  equally  true, 
also,  is  another  saying  of  his:  "  Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should 
go,  and  when  he  is  old  he  will  not  depart  from  it." 

PLYMOUTH. 

Our  schools  generally,  during  the  past  year,  have  been  successful, — 
some  of  them  eminently  so, — none  of  them  entirely  devoid  of  merit, 
or  worth  less  than  their  cost,  and  the  difference  in  their  excellence 
has,  in  some  cases,  arisen  from  causes  independent  of  the  ability  or 
faithfulness  of  the  respective  teachers.  Home  influences  have  had 
and  will  have  and  must  have  much  to  do  with  the  usefulness  of  our 
schools.  We  are  happy  to  report  a  larger  aggregate  and  average 
attendance  upon  them  during  the  past  year  than  for  several  previous 
years,  and  larger,  probably,  than  ever  before  in  their  history.  In  this 
fact  we  feel  cheering  evidence  of  growing  interest  in  our  children  and 
youth,  and  more  confidence  in  our  common  schools  as  means  of  intel- 
lectual enlightenment  and  discipline.  Still  in  the  matter  of  attend- 
ance much  is  desirable  which  is  not  yet  attained.  A  good  degree  of 
order  and  wholesome  discipline  have  been  maintained  in  all  our 
schools  and  approach  toward  failure  in  the  usefulness  of  any  one  of 
them  have  resulted  more  from  want  of  discipline  than  from  any  or  all 
other  causes  combined. 

POMFRET. 

In  visiting  the  schools  we  have  seen  the  usual  successes,  failures 
and  discouragements  which  ordinarily  attend  the  important  work  of 
instructing  the  young.  From  year  to  year  we  are  convinced  more 
and  more,  of  the  importance  of  the  work  in  which  our  educators  are 
engaged.  It  is  a  business  second  to  none,  though  it  sometimes  receives 
the  least  attention  from  the  parents  and  guardians  of  youth.  But  we 
are  fully  convinced  that  it  should  receive  the  first  and  chief  attention 
of  all  the  parents  and  of  all  the  voters  in  the  town  of  Pomfret. 
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PUTNAM. 

Our  schools  have  all,  the  past  year,  enjoyed  a  good  degree  of  pros- 
perity, the  greatest  drawback  being,  as  heretofore,  a  want  of  punctu- 
ality of  attendance  of  the  pupils  and  much  indifference  on  the  part  of 
parents. 

Our  school-houses  are  in  pretty  good  condition,  with  one  exception, 
and  that  is  about  to  be  repaired.  A  good  degree  of  uniformity  in 
text-books  exists,  and  the  schools  have  manifested  more  improvement 
than  formerly. 

We  very  much  need  such  teachers  as  the  Normal  School  turns  out; 
persons  instructed  in  the  best  methods  of  teaching,  who  have  not  all 
the  duties  of  their  calling  to  acquire  when  their  practical  duties 
require  their  whole  attention.  Six  of  our  thirteen  teachers  had  taught 
the  same  school  before  for  one  or  more  terms,  and  the  schools  in  those 
districts  show  the  advantages  of  the  continued  employment  of  teach- 
ers acquainted  with  the  necessities  of  the  schools. 

EIDGEFIELD. 

With  the  frequent  changes  of  teachers,  in  connection  with  the 
irregularity  of  attendance  on  the  part  of  the  pupils,  it  is  easy  to 
account  for  the  slow  progress  of  our  schools. 

It  would  seem  reasonable  to  conclude  that  children  attending  school 
for  eight  or  ten  years  and  giving  their  attention  to  spelling,  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  principally  or  wholly,  should  be  thoroughly 
and  practically  prepared  to  exhibit  their  knowledge  of  these  branches 
satisfactorily.     The  facts  prove  otherwise,  in  many  cases. 

A  few  districts  have  had  Holbrook's  School  Apparatus,  but  the 
benefit  derived  from  it  has,  we  fear,  been  small ;  the  fault  not  being 
in  the  articles,  but  in  the  neglect  to  use  them  properly. 

The  blackboard  is  the  only  article  in  the  apparatus  line  which  is  in 
every  school-house,  and,  as  we  were  about  to  say  in  general  use,  but 
in  several  instances  when  we  have  asked  for  chalk  we  found  none  was 
to  be  had.  That  a  teacher  can  pretend  to  instruct  for  days  and  terms 
without  the  aid  of  a  blackboard,  shows  most  conclusively  his  want  of 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  aid  this  simple  article  is  able  to  afford 
him  in  communicating  ideas. 

Two  of  our  districts  have  small  and  well  selected  libraries  which 
have  been  well  read  and  preserved. 
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SALISBURY. 

With  very  few  exceptions  our  schools  show  a  marked  improvement 
during  the  past  year.  There  is,  evidently,  an  increasing  interest 
manifested  among  the  patrons  of  the  schools,  as  evinced  by  the  more 
frequent  visits  of  parents,  thereby  giving  encouragement  to  the  teach- 
ers and  stimulating  the  scholars  to  more  active  exertions.  The  several 
districts  are  becoming  more  liberal,  both  as  regards  the  compensation 
of  teachers  and  supplying  the  children  with  necessary  books  for  the 
prosecution  of  their  studies.  There  are  many  children  who  are  not 
furnished  with  the  necessary  books, — mostly  the  children  of  the  poor 
or  negligent.  Destitution  of  books  in  schools '  begets  idleness,  and 
idleness  is  the  parent  of  ignorance  and  pernicious  habits. 

The  school-houses  in  the  several  districts  are,  with  but  one  excep- 
tion, in  comfortable  condition,  although  the  internal  arrangement  of 
some  are  not  such  as  is  desirable,  but  our  improvement  in  this  respect 
is  progressing  slowly. 

STAMFORD. 

Our  schools,  as  a  whole,  are  progressing  as  well  as  can  be  expected 
under  the  circumstances.  The  teachers  are  generally  faithful  and 
competent ;  but  the  great  drawback  to  all  improvement  is  irregular 
attendance.  Parents  do  not  take  half  the  interest  in  schools  that  the 
teachers  do.  Very  few,  comparatively,  ever  visit  the  schools  unless 
it  be  to  find  fault  with  the  teacher  for  some  case  of  discipline.  The 
pupils,  on  an  average,  have  been  absent  nearly  half  the  time.  It  is 
impossible  for  them  to  learn  much  when  they  attend  school  but  two  or 
three  days  in  the  week,  and  often  tardy  at  that.  Then  if  the  pupils 
do  not  learn  the  teachers  are  blamed. 

In  almost  every  school  we  perceive  that  reading  and  spelling  are 
too  much  neglected.  We  find  very  few  good  readers.  There  is  a 
tendency  to  hurry  into  the  more  advanced  reading  books  before  they 
can  readily  pronounce  words  of  two  or  three  syllables.  So  with  other 
branches.  They  are  pushed  forward  into  the  more  advanced  classes 
before  they  have  become  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  rudiments. 
This  is  a  growing  evil  and  ought  to  be  remedied.  In  most  districts 
the  school-houses  stand  on  the  highway,  and  in  some  instances 
encroach  upon  it. 
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STONINGTON. 

It  gives  us  great  satisfaction  in  being  able  to  congratulate  the 
friends  of  education  in  general,  an  1  of  common  schools  in  particular 
on  a  marked  and  growing  improvement,  both  in  the  character  and 
influence  of  our  district  schools. 

That  such  are  the  facts,  a  contrast  of  our  district  schools  as  they 
now  are,  with  what  they  were  in  the  past,  must  confirm. 

The  beautiful  and  convenient  house  that  now  adorns  nearly  every 
district,  contrasts  most  favorably  with  the  rude  and  inconvenient 
structures  of  the  past;  while  the  variety  and  usefulness  of  many 
modern  branches  taught,  show  that  the  importance  and  character  of 
the  common  school  are  more  truly  appreciated.  And  there  is  a 
growing  conviction  that  the  district  school  ought  to  afford  every 
facility  to  our  youth,  for  securing  even  a  thorough  academic  educa- 
tion. In  some  instances  that  fact  has  already  been  realized.  In  some 
of  the  districts  a  course  of  acadenrcal  study  is  even  now  pursued ; 
thus  showing  what  the  district  school  may  and  should  become. 

The  motto  suspended  from  the  otherwise  undecorated  walls  of  our 
school-houses,  "  This  is  our  school,  conducted  for  our  benefit,"  embodies 
a  truth  beginning  to  be  realized.  For  the  district  school  is  truly  the 
place,  the  proper  place,  where  we  ought  to  educate  our  children,  under 
the  care  both  of  teachers,  and  of  parents,  where  the  restraining  influ- 
ence of  home  and  all  its  endearments  can  be  enjoyed  and  felt.  The 
friends  of  popular  education,  then,  can  not  perform  a  better  service  to 
the  present  age,  nor  secure  a  greater  boon  for  the  incoming  future 
than  to  lend  their  influence  to  so  elevate  our  common  schools,  as  to 
make  them  fully  adequate  to  those  demands  which  are  pressing  upon 
them. 

To  secure  such  a  condition  of  the  district  school  as  is  thus  indicated 
there  must  be  a  mutual  co  operation  of  parents,  teachers  and  legisla- 
tors. 

WETHERSFIELD. 

Two  or  three  things  seem  worthy  of  special  notice. 
First, — two  of  our  six  school  buildings  are  in  a  state  greatly  out  of 
repair,  the  buildings  themselves  being  in  a  dilapidated  condition  ;  the 
seats,  many  of  them,  having  no  backs ;  and  the  whole  appearance  of 
things  being  discreditable.  We  have  urged  the  district  committees,  in 
each  case,  to  give  immediate  attention  to  this  matter,  with  what  result 
emains  to  be  seen. 
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Second, — the  attendance  of  children  at  school  is  by  no  means  what  it 
should  be.  .Many  children  are  often  excused  from  attendance  when, 
we  are  convinced,  it  was  chiefly  a  matter  of  caprice  and  not  of  reason. 
The  want  of  a  faithful  attention  to  the  duty  of  sending  the  children  as 
a  ride  seldom  to  be  broken  over,  is  a  crying  evil. 

Closely  connected  with  the  preceding  is  a  third  evil,  which  is  the 
little  interest  manifested  by  the  parents  in  the  conduct  and  govern- 
ment of  the  schools.  This  same  indifference  may  also  be  seen  in  the 
want  of  uniformity  of  text -books.  We  have  no  uniformity  in  any  one 
kind  of  class  books,  taking  our  schools  as  a  whole.  *  *  *  * 
There  is  lacking  in  every  district  a  disposition  to  keep  the  school- 
yards, houses  and  out-houses  up  to  that  standard  of  order  and  neat- 
ness, which  is  considered  indispensable  to  the  correct  moral  and  intel- 
lectual education  of  the  youth. 

WINDSOR. 

We  believe  that  the  interest  in  our  common  schools  in  this  town  is 
not  diminishing,  but  gradually  increasing.  An  ardent  desire  is  mani- 
fested by  parents,  generally,  to  advance  the  cause  of  education,  and 
teachers  of  a  higher  grade  are  eagerly  sought  for,  and  such  only  are 
employed  in  many  districts.  With  but  two  or  three  exceptions,  our 
teachers  for  the  past  year  have  been  faithful;  and  in  every  instance 
those  who  have  received  the  benefits  of  the  Normal  School  have  been 
thorough  in  their  work,  and  have  preserved  most  excellent  order  in 
the  best  possible  manner.  A  want  of  regular  attendance  on  our 
schools  has  been,  and  is  yet,  a  serious  obstacle  to  their  success.  In  one 
district  numbering  one  hundred  and  three  scholars,  the  average  attend- 
ance for  the  year  has  been  but  thirty-six. 


District  Committees. 

GRISWOLD. 

While  our  town  can  boast  of  as  good  school-houses,  on  the  whole, 
as  any  town  in  the  State,  we  regret  to  say  there  is  everywhere  in 
the  districts  a  lack  of  interest  in  the  well-being  and  advancement  of 
the  schools.  We  infer  this  from  the  little  interest  taken  in  the  dis- 
trict meetings,  and  the  willingness  of  many  to  throw  off  their  respon- 
sibility and  let  it  fall  upon  whom  it  may.  Until  those  in  our  dis- 
tricts who  are  qualified  are  willing  to  assume  the  duties  which  others 
would  gladly  accord  to  them,  the  schools  must  suffer  in  a  greater  or 
less  degree  in  consequence.

LED  YARD. 

We  feel  under  obligations  to  district  committees  for  their  punctual- 
ity in  making  all  their  school  returns  in  season,  and  their  readiness 
to  cooperate  with  the  acting  visitor  in  visiting  the  schools.  We 
cheerfully  bear  testimony  to  their  fidelity.  The  success  of  the  schools 
depends  so  much  upon  the  acts  of  committees,  that  it  would  be  better 
to  pay  a  man  for  performing  the  duties  faithfully,  than  have  them 
neglected,  as  they  too  often  have  been. 

NORWICH. 

The  need  of  more  cooperation  of  all  school  officers,  parents  and 
teachers  is  one  great  obstruction  to  the  management  of,  and  success  in 
teaching  our  schools.  Many  district  committees  seem  to  consider  all 
their  duty  done  when  they  have  procured  a  teacher,  given  him  the 
key  to  the  school-house  and  furnished  fuel ;  then  leaving  him  to  com- 
bat, single-handed,  all  the  elements  that  may  be  brought  to  beat 
against  him.  The  disobedience,  turbulence  and  continual  annoyance 
of  those  children  who  have  never,  at  home,  been  taught  to  obey  ;  the 
influence  of  whimsical  and  sensitive  parents ;  and  frequently  the  tat- 
tling and  meddling  of  disorderly  persons,  having  no  direct  interest  in 
the  school  except  that  which  is  manifested  in  opposition  to  its  progress 
at  every  conceivable  point.  It  is  the  duty  of  district  committees  to 
see  that  things  necessary  and  convenient  are  provided  in  the  school- 
rooms ;  "  to  visit  the  schools,  by  one  or  more  of  their  number,  twice 
at  least  during  each  season  of  schooling ;  to  see  that  scholars  are 
properly  supplied  with  books  and,  if  their  parents  or  guardians  are  too 
poor  to  furnish  them,  to  provide  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  dis- 
trict ;  to  suspend,  during  pleasure, .  or  expel  from  school  during  the 
current  season,  all  pupils  found  guilty,  on  full  hearing,  of  incorrigibly 
bad  conduct,"  and  to  advise  with  the  teacher  relating  to  any  troubles 
or  trials  that  he  may  have,  in  consequence  of  his  connection  with  the 
school  as  teacher. 

REDDING. 

The  school  visitors  are  often  embarrassed  by  the  presentation  of 
teachers  for  examination,  who  are  notoriously  incompetent  for  their 
work,  but  having  been  hired  by  the  district  committee  it  is  very  un- 
pleasant to  reject  them.  If  our  committees  would  exercise  more  care 
in  hiring  teachers,  and  employ  only  those  of  whose  capability  they  are

confident,  the  visitors  would  be  spared  much  embarrassment,  and  our 
schools  would  be  more  truly  prosperous.  A  little  inquiry  into  a 
teacher's  previous  experience,  and  a  knowledge  of  human  nature  as 
exhibited  by  the  countenance  and  general  appearance,  would  aid  the 
committees  in  making  their  selection. 

WATERFORD. 

Committees  are  sometimes  chosen,  not  because  they  have  liberal 
views  on  the  subject  of  education,  but  because  they  are  known  to  be 
stingy,  and  will  rather  starve  the  children  than  tax  the  districts.  In 
one  of  our  small  districts,  during  the  past  summer,  the  school  was 
closed  in  the  middle  of  the  term,  as  soon  as  it  had  cleared  itself  of  the 
law,  with  a  balance  of  some  ten  dollars  in  the  hands  of  the  committee, 
who  was  also  treasurer.  This  was  very  comforting  to  tax  payers. 
Such  committees  generally  give  satisfaction.  But  they  do  not  properly 
belong  to  the  present  age,  and  ought  not  to  live  in  it.  They  hire 
young  and  inexperienced  teachers,  merely  because  they  can  secure 
them  for  low  wages.  These  teachers,  often,  have  no  ambition  to  ex- 
ert themselves  and,  consequently,  accomplish  little  or  nothing.  Both 
the  time  and  money  are  wasted,  the  schools  proving  worthless. 

DURHAM. 

The  utter  want  of  discretion  in  the  selection  of  district  committees 
which  is  exhibited,  is  a  source  of  regret  and  pain.  While  we  have 
had  the  past  year  a  tolerably  efficient  corps  of  committee,  yet  it  not 
unfrequently  occurs  that  very  injudicious  appointments  are  made; 
and  the  idea  of  "  rotation  in  office,"  in  this  matter  at  least,  should  not 
be  practiced ;  better  by  far  do,  as  in  one  instance  in  this  town,  con- 
tinue the  same  man  more  than  a  decade  of  years. 


Irregular  Attendance. 

CANTERBURY. 

The  subject  of  irregular  attendance  was  specially  considered  in  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  The  evil  was  apparent  and  great,  but  the 
remedy  was  not  so  obvious.  If  parents  would  do  their  duty  much  of 
the  evil  would  be  avoided.  The  board  procured  a  supply  of  coop- 
erating cards  as  one  means  of  counteracting  the  evil.  The  design  of 
these  is  to  show  the  parent  at  a  glance,  at  the  end  of  each  week,  what 
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his  attendance  has  been.  In  some  districts  the  parents  received  the 
cards  with  pleasure  and  cooperated  with  the  teacher,  and  the  result 
showed  a  decided  gain  in  regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance. 
In  other  cases  parents  would  give  no  attention  to  the  subject,  and  the 
evils  of  irregular  and  unseasonable  attendance  continued  and,  as  a 
matter  of  course,  to  the  great  injury  of  the  school. 

CHAPLIN. 

The  irregularity  of  attendance,  so  often  spoken  of  as  an  evil,  seems 
to  be  growing  no  less  an  evil,  for  with  great  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
committee  during  the  past  year,  there  was  an  average  absence  of  45 
scholars  out  of  1 66  registered. 

EAST  HARTFORD. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  average  attendance  of  our  schools  is  only 
about  one  half  of  the  number  of  the  children  enrolled.  This  habit  of 
irregular  attendance  is  an  evil  that  is  most  pernicious  in  its  influence, 
and  is  affecting  most  seriously  the  prosperity  of  our  common  schools. 
The  registers-  of  our  schools  show  that  seldom  are  there  more  than 
three  fourths  of  the  children  registered  ever  in  attendance  at  the  same 
time,  and  the  school  is  constantly  changing  from  day  to  day,  many 
that  are  present  one  day  are  absent  the  next,  and  even  the  two  ses- 
sions of  the  same  day  often  show  these  changes.  The  consequence  is 
the  teacher  is  discouraged  and  the  whole  school  is  injured.  We  have 
known  of  instances  when  pupils  who  have  been  detained  at  home  for 
a  day  or  two  only,  have  been  unable  to  retain  their  standing  in  their 
classes  and  have  become  thereby  disheartened,  and  the  school  practi- 
cally lost  to  them  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.  Far  better  for 
that  parent  to  have  allowed  that  little  job  of  work  to  have  remained 
for  ever  undone  or  have  paid  an  exorbitant  price  and  had  it  done  by 
others,  than  to  have  struck  such  a  blow  at  the  ambition  of  his  child. 
Parents  often  complain  that  their  children  do  not  learn  and  the 
teacher  is  charged  with  incompetency,  when  the  blame  lies  with 
themselves  in  not  enforcing  prompt  attendance.  Parents  for  very 
trifling  causes  permit  their  children  to  absent  themselves  from  school. 
They  are  often  permitted  to  do  so  to  attend  some  unimportant  gather- 
ing in  the  vicinity,  and  the  mind  is  thereby  diverted  from  their  studies, 
and  the  result  is  seen  and  felt  by  the  teacher  for  days.  Another  evil 
of  no  small  magnitude  arising  from  irregular  attendance  is  the  neces- 
sity it  creates  for  forming  new  classes.     In  order  to  be  successful  a 
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teacher  must  be  able  to  classify  his  school  well.  One  reason  why  our 
schools  are  no  more  efficient  is  the  utter  impossibility  of  classifying 
them  on  account  of  the  great  diversity  of  attainments.  This  diversity 
is  very  much  increased  by  irregular  attendance,  and  the  teacher  who 
should  undertake  to  instruct  pupils  in  that  which  they  have  lost 
by  absence  would  soon  have  no  tinte  left  for  the  others.  No,  the 
great  rule  of  life,  "That  opportunities  once  lost  can  never  be  re- 
called," applies  in  school  as  well  as  elsewhere.  Our  schools  can 
never  attain  that  high  standing  they  are  capable  of  until  this  irreg- 
ular attendance  is  corrected.  We  have  called  attention  to  this  sub- 
ject in  our  visits  to  the  schools  and  insisted  upon  its  correction.  We 
can  do  but  little,  however,  without  the  cooperation  of  parents. 

Shall  this  evil,  which  is  operating  to  sap  the  vitality  and  impair  the 
usefulness  of  our  schools,  be  perpetuated,  and  the  cause  of  popular 
education  languish  therefrom  any  longer ;  or  rather  will  not  parents, 
guardians,  and  all  the  friends  of  education,  vigorously  co-operate  with 
teachers  and  school  officers  to  remedy  the  evil?  Another  thing 
which  hinders  the  progress  of  "our  schools  is  the  little  interest  mani- 
fested by  district  cdmmi  tees  and  parents  in  visiting  them.  But  few 
district  committees  visit  their  respective  schooh  even  as  often  as  the 
law  requires,  and  but  few,  very  few  parents  ever  visit  them,  and 
there  are  districts  in  this  town  where  not  a  single  parent  has  visited 
their  school  during  the  year.  This  is  a  strange  neglect.  There  is 
not  a  parent  that  would  employ  a  person  to  do  an  ordinary  piece  of 
work  about  his  dwelling  or  farm,  and  never  visit  him  to  see  how  he 
performed  his  labor.  No  farmer  would  place  a  favorite  young  horse 
away  to  pasture,  or  to  be  trained  for  service,  and  never  visit  the  place 
to  see  how  his  horse  was  improving,  and  yet  that  father  will  send  his 
bright,  active  boy,  with  an  immortal  mind,  to  his  district  school  for 
years,  and  never  visit  the  place. 

WALLINGFORD. 

The  greatest  obstacle  to  the  success  of  our  schools  is  irregular  at- 
tendance. Teachers  find  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  do  justice  to  the 
irregular  scholars.  If  they  try  to  keep  them  along  with  their  classes 
the  classes  must  necessarily  be  hindered.  Shall  those  parents  who 
are  nobly  endeavoring  to  have  their  children  always  present  at  school 
be  always  obliged  to  submit  to  have  them  interfered  with  by  the  chil- 
dren of  those  parents  who  make  no  effort  to  have  their  children  regu- 
larly in  the  school  room  ?  The  fact  is  children  are  kept  from  school 
for  any  trivial  cause, — so  low  is  the  estimate  which  some  have  of  the 
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value  of  education.  The  schools  are  thrown  into  confusion  by  irregu- 
lar attendance  and  so  long  as  the  evil  prevails  we  shall  have  poor 
scholars  and,  comparatively,  poor  schools.  Parents  alone  can  make 
the  desirable  change.

Obstacles. 


LYME. 

The  greatest  obstacles  our  schools  have  to  contend  against  are  the 
apathy  and  want  of  interest  of  parents  as  seen  in  their  not  visiting 
and  keeping  a  watchful  eye  over  our  schools.  In  some  of  our  dis- 
tricts there  are  a  few  parents  who  visit  the  schools  and  encourage 
both  teachers  and  pupils  by  their  presence,  but  in  many  of  our  schools 
no  visits  are  made  except  by  the  school  visitors  and  district  com- 
mittees. 

The  difficulties  attending  the  success  of  our  schools  are  not  so  much 
owing  to  a  defect  in  the  system,  as  some  imagine,  but  to  a  want  of  inter- 
est on  the  part  of  parents  and  guardians  which  leads  them  to  neglect 
visiting  the  schools  and  providing  in  every  proper  way  for  their  en- 
couragement and  prosperity,  and  doing  what  they  can  to  promote  a 
right  spirit  and  feeling  on  the  part  of  pupils. 

SHARON. 

The  great  obstacle  to  success  in  our  common  schools  is  the  want  of 
interest  on  the  part  of  influential  men  in  our  community.  Many  find 
it  easier  and  more  to  their  taste  to  send  their  children  to  private  schools 
than  to  raise  the  common  schools  to  such  a  standard  as  they  would  be 
willing  to  patronize.  To  this  remark  District  Nos.  4  and  17  are  ex- 
ceptions and  their  schools  are  of  a  character  that  would  be  creditable 
to  any  community. 

TORRINGTON. 

One  great  obstacle  to  the  improvement  of  our  schools  is  the  almost 
universal  practice  of  changing  teachers  at  every  term  of  school.  This 
is  plainly  evident  in  the  village  of  Wolcottville  where  there  are 
several  teachers  who  have  taught  the  same  school  for  a  number  of 
terms  in  succession  varying  from  five  to  eight.  These  schools  are 
much  in  advance  of  those  of  a  similar  class  of  scholars  in  other  parts 
of  the  town.  A  good  system  of  graded  schools  is  much  needed  in 
Wolcottville,  though  this  is  in  a  measure  affected  by  a  school  of  a  high 
grade,  taught  by  an  experienced  teacher,  where  the  more  advanced 
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scholars  have  facilities  for  an  education  equal  to  any  afforded  by  select 
schools,  still,  in  our  opinion,  there  should  be  one  of  an  intermediate 
grade  not  yet  formed. 

Another  obstacle  in  the  way  of  the  success  of  our  schools  is  the 
culpable  indifference  of  parents  and  guardians.  Some  parents  seem 
determined  to  keep  the  children  in  a  state  of  backwardness  by  keep- 
ing them  at  home  a  part  of  the  time.  More  than  this,  parents  very 
seldom  meet  their  children  in  the  school-room  or  do  any  thing  to  en- 
courage teachers  or  pupils. 

TRUMBULL. 

One  great  obstacle  to  the  complete  success  of  our  schools  lies  in  a 
lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  parents  or  rather  perhaps  in  a  lack  of  a 
manifestation  of  interest.  Our  teachers  justly  complain  of  a  want  of 
co  peration  on  the  part  of  parents,  that  children  are  often  badly  sup- 
plied with  books,  that  many  of  them  are  neither  punctual  nor  regular 
in  their  attendance,  that  insubordination  and  want  of  application  are  too 
common,  and  various,  other  evils  which  can  only  be  removed  by  the 
united  efforts  of  both  parents  and  teachers.  With  all  the  increased 
facilities  for  improvement  which  the  schools  in  this  state  possess,  with 
the  new  and  commodious  buildings  which,  in.  most  districts  have 
taken  the  place  of  the  old  dilapidated  structures  in  which  children 
were  formerly  from  day  to  day  imprisoned,  with  our  large  amount 
of  public  funds,  with  all  the  various  incentives  to  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge  and  mental  discipline  which  surround  us,  it  is  to  be  lamented 
that  so  much  apathy  in  regard  to  this  matter  is  manifested  by  those 
so  deeply  interested. 

Could  parents  become  aroused  to  the  importance  of  a  proper  edu- 
cation and  discipline  of  their  children ;  could  they  see  as  others  see 
the  baneful  effects  of  idleness  and  insubordination,  they  would  give 
daily  attention  to  the  momentous  subject,  instituting  a  frequent  and 
rigid  investigation,  with  the  management  and  progress  of  their  chil- 
dren, holding  both  them  and  their  teachers  strictly  accountable  for  the 
proper  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

WESTBROOK 

Our  schools  all  suffer  from  that  want  of  parental  interest  which 
leads  to  visiting  the  schools.  Few  parents  ever  visit  the  places  where 
their  children  are  sent  for  instruction,  to  encourage  by  their  presence 
both  teachers  and  pupils,  and  to  manifest  a  proper  interest  in  the  pros- 
perity of  the  schools.  If  every  parent  who  has  a  child  at  school  would 
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make  a  point  of  visiting  that  school  at  least  twice  during  each  term, 
the  influence  of  these  visits  would  undoubtedly  be  most  beneficial. 
Let  districts,  parents,  committees  and  all  concerned  do  their  whole 
duty  faithfully,  and  our  common  schools,  the  glory  of  New  England, 
will  more  fully  accomplish  the  noble  purposes  for  which  they  were 
established. 


Teachers. 

AVON. 

Eleven  different  teachers  have  been  employed  during  portions  of 
the  year.  We  wish  to  utter  our  general  impressions  of  them  when 
we  say  that  they  have  tried  to  do  their  best,  and  have  improved,  more 
or  less,  the  schools  under  their  charge.  Six  of  them  had  never  taught 
previously.  There  is  an  impression  that  any  one  can  teach  a  school. 
Who  would  send  raw  hands  or  apprentices  at  work  which  requires 
experience  and  tact.  We  submit  that  $1.25,  $1.50,  or  $2.00  per 
week,  besides  board, — very  common  in  some  districts, — the  wages  of 
washerwomen  and  house-servants,  will  not  be  likely  to  secure  a  very 
valuable  kind  of  instruction, — and  they  do  not. 

BLOOMFIELD. 

What  our  schools  most  need  is,  that  district  committees  procure 
good  teachers, — not  simply  such  as  can  pass  the  required  examination 
or  excel  in  scholarship,  but  earnest  and  devoted  teachers,  who  possess 
tact,  and  knowledge  of  human  nature.  Beyond  this,  the  schools  need 
the  frequent  visits  and  the  cheerful  co-operation  of  parents  and  guar- 
dians. 

CHAPLIN. 

Most  of  our  teachers  have  given  a  good  account  of  themselves, 
laboring  almost  incessantly  for  the  good  of  those  under  their  care. 
We  sometimes  have  teachers  who  are,  in  their  own  conceit,  wise,  but 
such  usually  come  far  short  of  the  expectations  of  the  committee,  and 
of  the  true  friends  of  the  schools.  Such  teachers  usually  make  us 
but  one  visit,  and  that  is  sufficient. 

CHESHIRE. 

In  our  twelve  districts  we  have  had  about  the  same  average  of  good, 
bad  and  indifferent  teachers.  The  last  probably  would  be  the  best 
descriptive  adjective  as  applicable  to  most  of  them.     The  deficiency 
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and  energy  in  their  work.  They  have  taken  up  the  work,  not  as  a  per- 
manent occupation,  but  with  an  ulterior  view  to  something  else,  and 
hence,  having  no  enthusiasm  in  their  manner,  no  heart  in  their  work, 
they  fail  to  wake  up  the  minds  of  their  pupils,  or  to  inspire  them  with 
an  interest  in  their  studies.  For  this  great  evil  in  our  common  schools 
the  superintendent  and  his  coadjutors  should  provide  some  remedy. 

DURHAM. 

Of  the  teachers  who  have  been  employed  in  our  schools  the  past 
year,  we  can  speak  approvingly;  and  there  has  been  evidently  an 
earnest  endeavor  on  the  part  of  each  one  to  discharge  the  important 
duties  of  a  teacher  faithfully  and  acceptably ;  we  regret  to  add  that 
one,  and  one  only,  has  to  any  great  degree  failed  to  succeed  agreeably 
to  our  earnest  wishes  and  expectations ;  in  that  case  there  appeared 
to  be  a  lack  of  government,  which  of  course  neutralized  to  a  consid- 
erable extent  her  efforts.  As  in  most  rural  towns,  we  have  a  few  very 
small  districts.  In  such  they  feel  obliged  to  employ  teachers  who  will 
work  for  a  small  compensation.  But  our  districts  of  this  character 
have  happily  succeeded  in  securing  the  services  of  very  competent 
teachers,  and  therefore  have  had  interesting  and  profitable  schools, 
with  the  exception  of  the  summer  term  in  one  district ;  owing  to  the 
shortness  of  the  term  and  the  paucity  of  numbers  but  little  was  ac- 
complished. 

GRISWOLD. 

Our  schools,  during  the  past  year  have,  in  most  cases,  been  supplied 
with  competent  teachers.  Among  so  large  a  number  of  teachers  there 
will  always  be  some  who,  on  trial,  prove  more  or  less  incompetent. 
They  may  pass  an  examination  before  the  Board,  and  yet  in  the  prac- 
tical details  in  the  school-room  fail  to  meet  the  reasonable  expectations 
of  the  committee.  Some  show  a  want  of  tact  in  communicating  in- 
struction and  in  interesting  the  children.  They  have  no  enthusiasm 
themselves  in  their  work,  and  it  is  a  mere  matter  of  so  many  dollars 
a  month  with  them,  and  of  course  the  pupils  pass  through  a  round  of 
lessons  from  day  to  day,  without  much  real  advance.  If  there  was 
some  method  by  which  the  town  could  secure  live  teachers  in  all  the 
districts,  we  would  hail  the  discovery  as  an  invaluable  benefit  bestowed 
upon  the  cause  of  education,  and  would  deem  the  fortunate  discoverer 
worthy  to  be  crowned  as  the  benefactor  of  the  children  and  parents 
too. 
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More  care  in  the  selection  of  district  committees  would  result  in  the 
employment  of  better  teachers.  More  than  the  usual  number  of 
female  teachers  were  employed  in  our  winter  schools,  and,  we  believe, 
to  the  general  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

LEDYARD. 

Generally  our  districts  have  been  fortunate  in  getting  well  qualified 
teachers,  and  the  schools  have  been  unusually  prosperous.  Excellent 
order  has  prevailed,  and  much  good  taste  and  neatness  have  been  dis- 
played both  within  and  around  the  school-houses. 

A  teacher  can  not  be  considered  as  discharging  his  whole  duty  un- 
less he  sees  to  it  that  the  house  is  well  taken  care  of  as  well  as  the 
adjoining  play-grounds,  and  that  children  practice  neatness  and  are 
taught  how  to  use  and  take  proper  care  of  their  books,  and  how  to 
behave  and  do  right,  both  in  school  and  out.  Nowhere  do  opportuni- 
ties occur  for  teaching  practical  morality  more  than  at  school,  unless 
it  be  at  home. 

MERIDEN. 

The  almost  constant  change  of  teachers  is  one  of  the  worst,  if  not 
the  worst  evils  affecting  our  schools.  Another  great  evil  is  the  em- 
ployment of  poor  teachers  merely  because  they  are  cheap.  A  poor 
teacher  is  not  economical  at  any  price.  Better, — a  thousand  times 
better  lock  up  the  school-houses  than  to  put  poor  teachers  in  them. 

A  good  school  is  a  great  result.  It  should  be  struggled  for  and 
prayed  for.  It  will  stamp  its  impress  upon  the  rising  generation  and 
its  fruits  will  be  cultivated  minds,  improved  morals  and  refined 
manners. 

The  future  of  the  man  depends  upon  the  early  training  of  the  child. 
If  the  seeds  of  vice  are  planted  in  childhood  they  will  take  root  and 
yield  ten-fold  in  manhood.  Napoleon  said  of  France  that  she  wanted 
good  mothers.  We  want  both  good  mothers  and  good  teachers.  The 
parent  must  cooperate  with  the  teacher.  The  authority  of  the  latter 
must  be  sustained  and  he  must  not  be  too  readily  condemned,  for  he 
has  trials  not  only  calculated  to  exhaust  his  patience  and  disturb  his 
temper,  but  which  require  all  the  aid  which  a  conscientious  parent  can 
give.  And  why  should  we  not  sustain  our  teachers?  They  are 
laboring  to  prepare  our  children  to  act  well  their  parts  in  life  and  shall 
not  we  honor  them  ?  They  have  a  constant,  difficult,  perplexing  and 
exhausting  work  to  perform.     Shall  they  not  have  our  sympathy  ? 
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NAUGATUCK. 

The  qualification  of  teachers  has  been  sufficient  for  the  requirements 
of  the  schools  if  we  except  the  important  talent  of  government.  This 
is  a  point  on  which  the  committee  can  not  decide  at  the  time  of  con- 
ducting the  examination  of  teachers  in  reference  to  their  literary  quali- 
fications,— consequently  the  committee  are  constrained  to  report  rela- 
tive to  some  of  our  winter  schools  a  great  inefficiency  in  the  teachers 
in  regard  to  order  or  proper  discipline.  On  this  account  two  of  our 
winter  schools  were  a  failure  and  another  not  much  better.  So  palpa- 
ble was  this,  that  the  present  committee  would  feel  it  to  be  their  duty 
to  refuse  a  renewal  of  the  certificates  of  such  persons  in  case  of  appli- 
cation, even  though  their  literary  qualifications  were  sufficient  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  the  law.  In  most  instances  a  person  can  not  be 
"apt  to  teach"  who  is  incompetent  to  govern.  This  failure  in  many 
instances  is  only  revealed  by  experiment  and  is  generally  ascertained 
when  it  is  too  late  to  be  rectified,  during  the  short  space  of  a  single 
term. 

NEW  MILFORD. 

A  portion  of  our  teachers  are  but  poorly  qualified  as  regards  the 
ability  to  teach.  Some  who  pass  examination  well  in  the  various 
branches  they  are  required  to  teach,  but  poorly  acquit  themselves  when 
placed  in  the  school  room.  Others  with  quite  ordinary  attainments 
conduct  their  schools  admirably  well.  How  shall  we  arrive  at,  and 
decide  in  reference  to,  all  the  requisite  qualifications  of  teachers  ? 
"Will  not  some  one  suggest  a  standard  by  which  committees  and  visitors 
can  readily  decide  ? 

Another  fact  much  to  be  lamented  is  the  fashion  so  widely  preva- 
lent of  changing  teachers  twice  each  year.  There  has  been  some 
effort  made  with  us  during  the  past  two  years  to  continue  the  same 
teacher  from  term  to  term  if  found  worthy  as  has  been  the  case  in  dis- 
tricts one,  fourteen  and  nineteen.  More  female  teachers  are  employed 
now  than  formerly  and,  if  successful,  are  continued  throughout  the 
year  in  the  same  school.  Other  districts  continue  the  services  of  male 
teachers  for  successive  winter  terms.  Some  districts  hire  the  cheap- 
eet  teachers  they  can  procure,  regardless  of  consequences  and  they 
usually  get  just  what  they  bargain  for  and  what  they  deserve. 


PLYMOUTH. 

The  teachers  employed  have  been,  with  three  exceptions,  persons 
who  had  had  experience  and  already  approved  themselves  in  their 
calling,  and  many  of  them  in  the  same  schools  they  have  instructed 
during  the  present  year.  We  heartily  commend  the  wisdom  of  such 
a  course,  and  to  this  growing  practice  may  be  attributed  much  of  the 
increasing  prosperity  of  our  schools.  In  one  district  the  same  teacher 
has  been  employed  seven  terms  in  succession  and,  all  things  consider- 
ed, it  may  be  questioned  whether  any  school  in  town  has  made  equal 
progress.  We  would  not,  of  course,  advise  the  retention  of  an  unsuc- 
cessful teacher,  but  we  protest  against  change  for  the  mere  sake  of 
change. 

POMFRET. 

During  the  year  a  good  corps  of  teachers  has  been  employed.  The 
winter  schools  were  particularly  favored  with  experienced  teachers 
who  gave  satisfaction  and  showed  themselves  well  qualified  for  their 
business.  The  same  can  be  said  of  the  majority  of  the  summer  teach- 
ers. Still  there  was  not  all  the  thoroughness  in  teaching  that  could 
be  desired  and  in  some  of  the  schools  there  was  almost  a  failure  in  this 
respect. 

Some  teachers  seem  to  think  that  their  pupils  learn  in  proportion 
to  the  ground  they  skim  over  in  their  studies.  Such  teachers  will 
say  that  their  scholars  have  done  well  if  they  have  gone  through  the 
reader,  the  arithmetic,  the  geography,  &c.  though  they  may  know  but 
little  more  after  they  are  through  than  they  did  when  they  commen- 
ced. Teachers  of  this  class  will  push  their  pupils  on  through  -the 
book  even  if  they  do  not  understand  what  they  pretend  to  learn. 
They  do  not  take  time  enough,  nor  use  patience  enough  to  drill  their 
scholars  thoroughly. 

Nothing  is  so  essential  to  the  success  of  a  school  as  a  good  teacher. 
If  a  poor,  inefficient  teacher  is  employed  the  committee  of  the  district 
and  the  board  of  school  visitors  and  all  the  parents  combined  can  not 
make  a  good  school.  In  order  to  have  a  good  school  a  good  and  well 
qualified  teacher  must  be  employed.  I  would  impress  upon  the  minds 
of  district  committees  the  importance  of  hiring  good  teachers.  A 
short  school  of  three  months  with  a  good  teacher  is  better  than  a  much 
longer  school  with  a  poor  teacher.  In  order  that  teachers  may  be  as 
well  qualified  as  possible,  they  should  attend  the  State  Normal  School. 
Other  things  being  equal  such  teachers  will  succeed  better. 
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PRESTON. 

We  must  say  a  few  words  in  regard  to  the  employing  of  teachers. 
It  may  be  said  that  too  great  care  can  not  be  used  in  this  respect.  It 
sometimes  happens  that  the  first  candidate  that  presents  himself  is 
employed,  without  inquiry  as  to  his  qualifications.  Else  it  may  be 
that  wages  is  the  principal  thing  regarded  ;  a  cheap  teacher  is  desired. 
Not  unfrequently  in  such  cases,  a  cheap  teacher  is  had.  Sometimes 
a  teacher  is  hired  and  sent  to  the  visitors  with  the  expectation  or  wish 
that  they  would  reject  him.  But  this  they  do  not  always  feel  it  their 
duty  to  do,  though  they  intend  to  admit  no  incompetent  teacher,  and 
intend  to  be  more  strict  and  thorough  in  future  than  they  have  been 
in  the  past.  Sometimes  they  are  satisfied  with  a  candidate  so  far  as 
his  literary  qualifications  are  concerned,  and  yet  he  is  not  all  they 
could  wish  in  other  respects.  He  may  be  coarse  and  vulgar  in  his 
language  or  manners.  While  pretending  to  teach  grammar,  the  art 
of  speaking  and  writing  correctly,  for  instance — he  may  violate  in  his 
conversation  in  the  school-room  and  elsewhere — the  plainest  rules 
and  principles  of  grammar.  This  ought  not  so  to  be.  He  should 
teach  not  only  by  precept  but  by  example,  and  this  last  especially, 
without  which  the  other  will  avail  but  little.  It  should  be  his  aim  to 
elevate  his  pupils  in  every  respect,  to  be  to  them  a  model  of  good  lan- 
guage, good  manners,  of  polite  and  gentlemanly  conduct. 

RIDGEFIELD. 

Twenty-six  different  teachers  have  been  employed  in  our  schools 
during  the  past  year,  only  one  continuing  two  terms  in  the  same 
school. 

It  is  a  fact  that  many  are  employed  as  instructors  who  may  and  do 
sustain  a  fair  examination  in  the  studies  pursued  in  our  schools  who 
are  sadly  deficient  in  the  "  ability  to  teach."  Many  keep  school  but 
few  teach.  This  is  shown  by  the  sending  adrift  after  one  term  so 
great  a  proportion  of  teachers  and  never  seeking  their  services  again 
in  that  department  of  labor.  The  teachers,  judging  from  the  past, 
know  that  such  will  be  the  case,  and  their  energies,  if  they  have  any, 
languish,  and  they  rest  satisfied  if  they  can  hold  out  and  keep  the 
school  until  the  close  of  the  term,  which  is  to  them  a  day  of  rejoicing 
as  well  as  to  all  concerned. 

The  average  wages  paid  to  teachers  in  this  town  the  preceding 
year  was  less  than  was  paid  by  any  other  town  in  the  county.     It 
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doubtless  comes  from  the  practice  of  receiving  proposals  from  candi- 
dates and  then  accepting  the  lowest  bid. 

There  are  special  qualifications  for  the  teacher,  and  until  we  can 
employ  those  who  have  them  in  some  good  degree,  and  continue  their 
services  for  successive  terms,  our  schools  will  not  be  accomplishing  the 
grand  object  for  which  they  were  organized. 

SCOTLAND. 

We  would  urge  more  attention  and  care  in  the  employment  of 
teachers.  It  is  truly  surprising  to  witness  the  indifference  in  this 
matter.  If  any  mechanical  work  is  to  be  done,  the  best  mechanics 
are  selected,  and  a  bungler  in  any  trade  is  left  without  employment, 
but  often  the  teacher  of  the  common  school  is  employed  with  but  lit- 
tle inquiry  into  his  competency.  He  is  engaged,  perhaps,  because  he 
is  willing  to  teach  at  a  low  price.  We  would  not  trust  a  watch  to  a 
bungler  if  he  would  offer  to  repair  it  for  nothing,  and  why  should  we 
be  less  careful  of  the  children?  Is  not  a  child  of  more  value  than  a 
watch  ? 

Let  good  teachers  be  employed  and  sustained  in  their  discipline, 
and  let  parents  more  frequently  visit  the  schools,  the  ambition  of  both 
teachers  and  pupils  will  be  aroused  and  much  greater  improvement 
will  be  the  result. 

STONINGTON. 

A  most  weighty  responsibility  rests  on  every  teacher  of  youth,  but 
especially  upon  those  who  instruct  in  our  common  schools.  No  class 
of  teachers  occupy  a  more  important  position  among  our  youth.  The 
teacher  of  the  district  school  must  banish,  forever  banish,  from  his 
mind,  that  almost  any  one  knows  enough  to  teach  the  district  school. 
He  should  remember  that  qualifications  of  a  far  higher  order  are 
demanded  by  the  present  age,  than  by  the  former,  and  that  a  mere 
routine  of  reading,  writing,  spelling  and  arithmetic  will  not  meet  the 
demand  of  the  living  present.  Teachers  must  be  willing  to  know 
much  more  than  they  may  be  called  upon  to  teach. 

SUFFIELD. 

The  success  of  our  schools  depends  much  upon  the  districts  directly 
and  indirectly,  but  moi'e  upon  the  teachers  directly.  To  fit  them  for 
their  duties  they  need  many  and  eminent  qualifications.  One  quality, 
which  is  rare,  is  the  ability  to  govern.  We  would  by  all  means  have 
the  very  best  literary  qualifications  which  can  be  obtained,  and  no 
teacher  can  be  too  welbprepared  in  this  respect.     But  it  is  found  that 
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many  whose  literary  attainments  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law, 
fail  in  a  wise  ability  to  govern.  The  self-control,  the  calm,  genial  and 
yet  firm  deportment,  which  secure  respect  and  esteem,  and  hence 
obedience  and  order  in  the  school-room  are  radical  requisites  in  a 
teacher.  Without  self-control,  a  teacher  can  not  properly  control 
others. 

The  teacher  should  be  a  model  before  his  pupils,  of  good  manners, 
refinement  and  self-control.  Very  much,  it  must  be  remembered, 
depends  upon  parents  and  guardians  in  the  government  and  order  of 
the  school,  yet  more  upon  the  teacher.  And  where  a  district  have  a 
teacher  of  the  right  character,  one  who  has  become  acquainted  with 
the  school  and  succeeds  well,  it  will  be  wise  if  it  continues  his  services 
rather  than  incur  the  risk  of  change  or  employ  a  stranger  who  must 
spend  some  time  in  becoming  acquainted  with  the  school  before  he 
can  start  forward  in  the  line  of  progress. 

TRUMBULL. 

While  some  of  the  teachers  employed  in  the  town  have  shown 
themselves  fully  adequate  to  their  calling,  and  most  of  them  have 
reached  a  mediocrity,  a  few  have  made  miserable  failures,  rendering 
to  the  district  that  employed  them  no  equivalent  for  their  wages. 
These  failures  have  not  resulted  from  a  lack  of  knowledge  of  the 
branches  taught  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  so  much  as  a  capacity  to 
govern  and  direct  the  pupils. 

WESTBROOK. 

Four  of  our  winter  schools  were  under  the  charge  of  male  teachers 
and  the  remainder  under  females.  Those  in  charge  of  the  female 
teachers  were  well  and  successfully  conducted,  which  fact  was  clearly 
seen  in  the  quiet  and  pleasant  aspect  of  the  school-rooms,  in  the  good 
behavior  of  the  children  and  in  the  progress  made  in  study.  The 
schools  under  the  charge  of  the  male  teachers,  with  one  or  two  excep- 
tions, were  favored,  it  is  believed,  with  about  their  usual  measure  of 
prosperity.  In  one  or  two  instances  there  seems  to  have  been  a  lack 
of  proper  discipline,  a  failure  to  maintain  that  order  and  to  enforce 
that  obedience  which  are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  successful  prose- ' 
cution  of  the  teacher's  work.  The  teacher  should  be  master  in  the 
school-room,  allowing  no  improper  interference  with  his  duties,  no 
infringement  of  his  rights,  and  no  insubordination  in  the  ranks  over 
which  he  has  been  placed  by  competent  authority.  Disorder  in  a 
school  is  sometimes  less  the  fault  of  the  teacher  than  of  others,  who, 
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instead  of  weakening,  should  strengthen  his  hands  and  encourage  his 
efforts  to  secure  and  maintain  a  proper  state  of  discipline.  It  will  be 
found  true  as  a  general  rule  that  those  children  who  are  the  best  gov- 
erned at  home  will  be  the  most  orderly  and  obedient  in  school.  The 
summer  schools  are  all  under  the  care  of  females  who  seem  to  have 
been  quite  fortunate  in  securing  the  confidence  and  affections  of  their 
pupils  and  whose  labors  have  given  general  satisfaction.  The  habit 
of  employing  new  teachers  every  season,  of  exchanging  tried  and 
approved  teachers  for  untried  and  inexperienced  ones,  is  quite  objec- 
tionable and  often  proves  injurious.  The  district  committee,  on  whom 
devolves  the  duty  of  selecting  teachers  for  their  several  schools,  should 
not  be  hasty  in  deciding  whom  they  will  engage.  They  should  be 
willing  to  take  the  necessary  pains,  and  to  make  the  proper  inquiries  ; 
and  not,  as  has  sometimes  happened,  accept  the  first  one  who  offers 
his  services,  though  perhaps  an  entire  stranger.  They  should  not 
first  inquire  for  a  cheap  teacher,  but  for  one  competent  and  qualified 
for  his  work. 

WEST  HARTFORD. 

The  teachers  in  our  schools  during  the  past  year, — with  a  single 
exception  in  the  winter, — were  females.  We  believe  they  all  pos- 
sessed the  necessary  literary  and  scholastic  qualifications  for  their 
work,  and  all  endeavored  to  perform  their  duty.  As  is  almost  invari- 
ably the  case,  however,  some  have  appeared  better  than  others. 
While  we  have  seen  that  in  the  government  of  some  of  the  schools 
the  standard  of  perfection  lies  some  considerable  distance  in  advance 
of  present  attainment,  we  are  satisfied  that  the  fault  is  not  in  the  dis- 
position or  desire  of  the  teacher.  As  every  one  knows,  some  teachers 
find  it  much  easier  than  others  to  govern  the  same  school,  while  it  is 
equally  true  that  some  schools  are  much  more  easily  governed  than 
others.  We  believe  it  will  hold  true,  as  a  general  rule,  that  those 
children  who  are  best  governed  at  home  will  require  the  least  govern- 
ing at  school, — will  yield  more  ready  obedience  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  school,  and  consequently  the  governmental  powers  of 
the  teacher  will  not  be  so  severely  taxed  as  in  the  management  of 
children  who  grow  up  under  a  more  lax  system  of  home  training.  It 
is  equally  true  that  the  teacher  who  can  bring  into  the  school-room  a 
quiet  ana  steady  set  of  nerves,  a  calm,  dignified,  and  decided  manner, 
a  proper  appreciation  of  the  nature  and  estimate  of  childhood, — and, 
above  all,  have  her  eyes,  her  ears,  and  her  heart  open  to  every  thing 
that  can  interest  and  improve  the  youthful  minds  committed  to  her 
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care, — will  find  little  difficulty  in  governing  children  who  can  be  gov- 
erned at  all. 

WOODSTOCK. 

The  Visitors  have,  in  former  reports,  referred  to  the  importance  of 
care  in  the  selection  of  teachers.  In  their  report  for  the  school  year 
ending  Sept.  30,  1860,  they  say: — "Most  earnestly  would  we  urge 
upon  our  fellow-citizens  the  importance  of  securing  the  best  of  teach- 
ers. Under  any  school  system,  with  any — we  may  almost  say  with 
no  conveniences,  extra  teachers  will  achieve  a  noble  success." 

In  their  report  for  last  year  they  say  : — "  The  Visitors  can  not  for- 
bear to  urge  anew  upon  their  fellow-citizens  the  importance  of  secur- 
ing the  best  of  teachers.  The  teacher  leaves  his  own  impress  upon 
his  school.  Let  the  teachers  of  our  youth  then  possess  sound  learn- 
ing ;  let  them  be  energetic  and  faithful  workers, — above  all,  let  them 
be  pure  and  elevated  in  character." 

The  experience  of  another  year  has  deepened  our  conviction,  that 
here — in  securing  first-class  teachers — is  a  chief  means  in  our  hands 
for  the  speedy  improvement  of  our  schools.     As  a  general  rule,  with 

A  Poor  Teacher,    you  have     A  Poor  School. 
With        A  Good  Teacher,    you  have    A  Good  School. 

The  last  statement  has  exceptions.  We  have  had  occasion,  in  this 
report,  to  notice  that  the  complete  success  of  some  of  our  good  teach- 
ers was  hindered  by  obstacles  which  they  encountered.  But  in  the 
same  circumstances,  poor  teachers  must  have  made  a  complete  failure. 

We  plead,  still  again — let  only  those  teachers  be  employed,  who, 
being  well  educated,  possess  common  sense  and  energy,  blended  with 
kind  and  virtuous  qualities  ;  only  those,  in  short,  who  give  high  prom- 
ise of  success.  Let  extra  teachers,  if  possible,  be  retained.  Let  the 
remuneration  be  such  as  will  bring  to  our  service  the  best  gifts.  Poor 
schools  are  schools  of  bad  habits  and  bad  morals.  Let  us  have  as  few 
of  them  as  possible.  It  is  a  great  wrong  to  place  a  person  in  the 
responsible  position  of  a  teacher,  because  he  needs  employment,  or  is 
a  friend,  or  relative,  or  will  work  cheap,  or  can  be  secured  without 
difficulty.  There  is  no  lack  of  those  who  apply  for  schools.  But 
teachers,  who,  to  a  good  character,  sound  judgment,  decision  and  en- 
ergy, have  added  sound  learning,  and  have  cultivated  that  true  polite- 
ness, which  is  "kindness  of  heart  kindly  expressed," — such  teachers 
are  rare ;  they  are  worth  searching  for  as  for  hid  treasures ;  they  are 
worth  more  than  they  cost. 
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Miscellaneous. 

CANTERBURY. 

Teachers'  Institute. — The  Institute  held  in  this  town  under  the 
direction  of  Prof.  Camp,  assisted  by  Messrs.  Northend,  Northrop,  and 
others,  gave  a  new  impulse  to  the  cause  of  education  in  this  commu- 
nity. Teachers  were  stimulated  to  new  zeal  in  their  work,  and  the 
importance  of  the  school  was  magnified  in  the  estimation  of  the  young. 
The  influence  was,  in  all  respects,  good. 

CANTON. 

Text-Books.— The  multiplicity  of  test-books  in  our  schools  is  a 
great  annoyance,: — very  perplexing  to  teachers,  and  greatly  retarding 
the  advancement  of  our  schools. 

The  Board  has  at  some  former  time  prescribed  the  books  to  be 
used,  but  somehow  the  old  books  would  creep  in,  thus  tending  to  make 
confusion  worse  confounded.  It  would  seem  nearly  -impossible  to 
secure  uniformity  without  the  exercise  of  absolute  authority  on  the 
part  of  the  Board  which  would  not  be  sustained  by  public  opinion. 

DURHAM. 

School-Houses, — Text-Books. — In  reference  to  our  school- 
houses,  we  can  say  that  we  have  succeeded  within  the  past  few  years 
in  securing  good  and  comfortable  buildings,  either  by  the  construction 
of  new  ones,  or  the  thorough  repairs  of  old  ones.  Although  but  one 
of  the  six  comes  up  to  our  entire  wishes  as  to  mode  of  construction 
and  arrangements  for  ventilation,  still,  all  are  so  much  improved  as  to 
be  a  cause  of  rejoicing ;  for  we  are  entirely  rid  of  many  things  that 
had  become  nuisances. 

"We  have  an  entire  uniformity  of  text-books  throughout  the  town. 
The  advantages  are  very  apparent.  Although  considerable  effort  was 
required  to  secure  this  uniformity,  we  feel  more  than  repaid  fc*"  it  all, 
and  by  diligence  and  constant  attention  to  the  subject,  hope  to  be  able 
to  prevent  a  return  to  the  "old  ways"  of  permitting  the  teachers  and 
parents  to  thoughtlessly  or  otherwise  introduce  other  than  the  pre- 
scribed authors. 

EAST  HARTFORD. 
School-Houses. — The  law  makes  it  our  duty  to  look  after  the 
condition  of  our  school-houses,  and  it  becomes  our  unpleasant  duty  to 
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report  a  great  neglect  in  the  keeping  of  our  school-houses  in  good  and 
sufficient  repair.     Some  are  sadly  neglected ;  they  appear  never  to 
have  been  thought  of  after  they  were  built,  and  are  yearly  going  to 
ruin  for  want  of  repairs.     They  have  not  been  painted  outside  or  in 
since  they  were  built ;  the  walls  have  never  been  whitewashed,  glass 
is  suffered  to  remain  unset  for  months,  and  they  present  a  dilapidated 
appearance  to  the  passer  by.     There  is  one  which  has  been  built  some 
years  that  never  has  been  painted  inside,  and  the  wood  work  presents 
a  dark  and  dingy  appearance.     The  heating  apparatus  in  some  is  very 
bad  and  neglected ;  we  have  seen  in  one  school-room  a  stove  intended 
for  coal,  the  brick  taken  out,  and  wood  used  which  had  to  be  set  up 
endwise,  and  the  pipe  from  the  stove  to  the  wall  formed  an  angle  of 
forty-five  degrees,  and  was  of  different  sizes.     We  beg  to  call  atten- 
tion also  to  the  want  of  proper  ventilation,  in  nearly  all  of  our  school- 
houses  ;  there  are  but  two  or  three  school-houses  in  town  that  have 
any  mode  of  ventilating  them  but  by  the  door  or  window,  and  in  some 
the  windows  are  nailed  and  effectually  closed  for  the  winter,  to  keep 
(as  they  say)  the  cold  out,  and  most  effectually  is  it  done  if  we  judge 
by  the  vitiated  air  of  the  room  when  we  visit  them.     We  wonder  not 
at  the  restlessness  and  inattention,  the  flushed  and  feverish  counte- 
nances which  we  find  in  so  many  of  our  schools,  when  we  consider  the 
poisonous  air  they  have  been  inhaling  for  hours,  air  that  has  been 
vitiated  by  having  been  breathed  by  fifty,  sixty,  and  even  seventy-pair 
of  lungs  for  hours,  and  sending  its  debilitating  influence  throughout 
the  entire  system,  without  any  replenishing  from  nature's  great  reser- 
voir, or  any  mode  of  carrying  off  the  impure  air.     No   expense  (or 
but  the  veriest  trifle)  need  be  incurred  to  remedy  this  evil.     Is  it  not 
a  shame  that  pure  air  which  can  be  had  even  without  the  asking, 
which  is  within  the  reach  of  all,  is  denied  to  so  many  of  our  children 
by  the  inattention  or  neglect  of  school  committees  and  teachers. 

LEBANON. 

Moral  Education. — We  regard  that  as  a  narrow  and  defective 
view  of  education  which  is  limited  to  the  intellectual  development  and 
discipline,  to  the  knowledge  that  may  be  turned  to  the  purposes  of 
merely  worldly  utility.  While  those  ends  are  not  to  be  overlooked, 
higher  aims  will  be  taken  by  those  who  have  at  heart  the  best  good 
of  the  scholars  and  of  society.  We  should  labor  in  the  schools  for  a 
pure  state  of  the  affections,  for  an  enlightened  conscience,  for  strong 
desires  of  usefulness  and  truth,  for  all  that  can  ennoble  and  protect 
society  and  honor  God.     While  we  labor  for  the  expansion  and  pro- 
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gress  of  the  intellect  we  should  also  labor  for  the  purity  of  the  heart. 
Otherwise,  if  we  nourish  the  intellect  alone,  without  strengthening  the 
emotions  and  principles  that  may  arise  and  strengthen  its  power,  the 
result  will  be  minds  and  characters  ill-balanced,  ready  at  the  call  of 
temptation  to  address  their  augmented  energies  to  the  work  of  misrule 
and  immorality.  We  have  labored  to  give  prominence  to  these  im- 
portant considerations  in  their  addresses  to  the  scholars.  *  * 

Alas !  that  there  are  any  parents  who  fail  to  appreciate  this  subject 
as  they  should,  or  that  teachers  ever  fail  to  realize  the  importance  of 
keeping  the  subject  of  moral  training  in  prominent  view.  We  speak 
not  merely  of  direct  verbal  instruction,  but  also  of  what  has  been  aptly 
called  "unconscious  tuition," — that  subtle,  constant,  insinuating  influ- 
ence which  is  exerted  upon  children  by  the  spirit,  speech,  life  and  ex- 
ample of  teachers  and  parents  illustrating  the  beauty,  power  and 
grace  of  a  pure  and  unselfish  heart  in  all  that  is  said  and  done  by 
those  who  are  daily  stamping  an  ineffaceable  impress  on  the  hearts  of 
the  young. 

NEW  MILFOED. 

Rate  Bills. — There  are  but  twelve  of  our  eighteen  districts  in 
which  rate  bills  are  assessed.  These  bills  wherever  assessed  and  pre- 
sented semi-annually,  keep  up  something  of  an  irritation,  not  because 
they  are  so  burdensome,  but  simply  because  "they  are  school  bills." 
There  are  many  persons  about  us  who  will  thrust  their  hands  deep 
and  often  into  their  pockets  for  providing  edibles,  wearables,  and  arti- 
ficial show,  yet  are  too  poor  to  pay  a  dollar  for  intellectual  food  or 
moral  cultivation. 

PRESTON. 

Discipline. — There  is  another  point  which  we  would  beg  to  be 
permitted  to  urge  upon  the  committees  and  proprietors  of  schools ; — 
the  more  frequent  visiting  and  inspection  of  them.  There  is,  we 
think,  upon  the  whole,  some  improvement  in  this  respect,  but  not  as 
much  as  your  committee  would  like  to  see.  Why  not  every  parent  or 
proprietor  go  to  the  school-house  and  see  what  is  doing  there,  and 
thus  encourage  the  teacher  in  his  work,  and  the  children  in  their 
studies? 

We  must  recur,  in  this  our  annual  report,  to  the  importance  of  dis- 
cipline and  order  in  our  schools.  There  is  where  we  often  find  the 
greatest  deficiency.  We  find  teachers  with  whose  qualifications  in 
other  respect  we  are  satisfied,  wanting  in  this.  The  improvement  of 
a  school  is  generally  very  much  in  proportion  to  the  order  there  is  in 
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it.  Order  is  not  the  end,  but  it  is  an  essential  means  to  the  end.  We 
could  mention  one  of  our  schools  the  past  year,  in  which  some  of  the 
older  scholars  were  suffered  to  go  and  come  much  as  they  pleased,  and 
perhaps  to  do  much  as  they  pleased  in  the  school-room;  and  their 
progress  to  say  the  least,  was  not  much,  whatever  may  have. been  true 
of  the  rest  of  the  school. 

WALLINGFORD. 

Prizes. — At  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term  our  benevolent 
fellow  townsman,  Moses  Y.  Beach,  offered  several  hundred  dollars  to 
be  used  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  visitors  for  the  benefit  and 
encouragement  of  the  public  schools,  of  the  town.  The  board  adopted 
a  system  of  prizes,  offering  rewards  for  regularity  and  punctuality  of 
attendance,  for  excellence  in  spelling  and  in  penmanship,  for  good 
deportment  and  good  scholarship  in  general.  The  teachers  all  testi- 
fied that  the  effect  of  these  prizes  was  very  beneficial.  The  most 
marked  effect  was  the  improvement  in  spelling.  There  was  aroused 
a  spirit  of  general  rivalry,  and  the  spelling  book  was  studied  as  it  had 
not  been  before  for  many  years.  This  branch  of  study  which  has 
been  neglected,  was  lifted  up  into  importance. 

WATERFORD. 
Outline  Maps. — Two  years  ago  we  required  the  districts  to  get 
"  outline  maps  "  to  be  used  in  the  study  of  geography,  and  in  every 
instance  where  they  were  procured,  the  children  have  made  more 
rapid  progress  than  before,  not  only  in  that  study,  but  in  all  their 
other  studies.  Their  intellects  seem  to  have  been  quickened  and  an 
impulse  given  to  them  which  it  is  very  gratifying  to  witness. 

WEST  HARTFORD. 

Prizes. — At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  October  last,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars  was  appropriated  from  the  town  treasury,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  school  visitors,  in  the  purchase  of 
prizes  to  be  awarded  to  those  scholars  in  the  several  districts  who 
should  make  the  greatest  progress  in  the  various  branches  taught  in 
the  schools.  More  than  thirty  dollars  was  added  to  this  by  subscrip- 
tions raised  in  the  several  districts.  A  strict  account  of  the  progress 
of  the  scholars  was  kept  by  the  teachers  and  carefully  scrutinized  by 
the  acting  visitor,  and  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term  prizes  were 
awarded  to  all  scholars  whose  actual  progress  seemed  to  merit  them. 
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On  a  subsequent  evening  the  more  advanced  of  the  prize  scholars  in 
the  several  schools  were  brought  together  at  the  center,  where  in  the 
presence  of  a  large  audience  they  underwent  a  thorough  public  ex- 
amination, and  additional  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  more  proficient. 
On  this  occasion  the  examination  was  conducted  by  Mr.  Charles  North- 
end,  of  New  Britain,  a  gentleman  of  a  life-long  experience  as  a  teacher, 
and  to  whom,  not  only  the  school  visitors,  but  our  whole  community, 
are  indebted  for  his  interest  in  the  public  schools  of  this  town.  The 
visitors  are  satisfied,  from  the  experience  of  the  past  year,  that  the 
little  appropriation  from  our  town  treasury  has  had  a  beneficial  effect 
on  the  schools,  in  that  it  has  excited  laudable  emulation  in  the  scholars, 
encouraged  the  teachers,  and  finally  resulted  in  contributing  to  the 
prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  rising  generation.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


Extracts  from  Rules  adopted  by  the  Board  of 

Education  of  the  city  of  Middletown, 

November  5th,  1861. 

The  members  of  the  board  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the 
annual  election  to  supply  vacancies  in  its  number,  choose  from  it's 
members  a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  to  serve  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  called  by  the  chairman  or 
secretary.  One  day's  notice  shall  be  given  of  special  meetings,  and 
the  business  to  be  transacted  at  such  meetings  shall  be  stated  in  the 
notice. 

The  board  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  after  an  annual  election  by  the 
district,  appoint  a  committee  of  three  from  its  members,  for  the  high 
school,  so  called,  and  of  one  for  each  of  the  primary  schools,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  respective  schools  as  often  as  is  needful,  to 
see  that  the  buildings  and  grounds  appertaining  thereto  are  kept  in 
proper  condition  and  repair,  and  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  board 
all  matters  and  things  relating  to  them  which  may  require  the  atten- 
tion or  action  of  the  board. 

The  board  shall  also  after  each  annual  meeting  of  the  district 
appoint  one  of  their  members  as  acting  school  visitor,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  visit  the  schools  of  the  district  as  often  as  needful,  or  as  is 
prescribed  by  statute,  and  examine  into  the  discipline  and  course  of 
study  pursued  in  each,  and  the  progress  made  by  the  scholars,  and 
shall  report  from  time  to  time  to  the  board,  and  shall  between  the  close 
of  the  last  term  of  each  school  year,  and  the  first  day  of  September 
next  following,  make  a  written  report  to  the  board  of  all  matters  and 
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things  important  to  be  embodied  in  the  annual  report  of  the  board  to 
the  district. 

The  teachers  of  the  several  schools  in  the  district  shall  consist  of  a 
principal,  two  first  assistants,  a  male  and  female,  and  such  additional 
assistants  as  the  board  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint.  The  annual 
election  of  teachers  to  take  place  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
in  June,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

The  teachers  shall  be  employed  by  the  year,  their  terms  of  service 
in  each  case  to  expire  with  the  school  year,  which  ends  in  July. 

The  principal  and  assistant  teachers  shall  meet  the  last  Saturday  in 
each  month,  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  for  mutual  improvement  and  instruc- 
tion, the  better  to  qualify  them  for  the  performance  of  their  several 
duties. 

The  teachers  of  the  several  schools  in  the  district  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  board,  after  being  found  qualified  by  a  committee  of  the  board. 
Each  teacher  shall  be  responsible  for  the  instruction  and  discipline  of 
the  pupils  under  his  or  her  immediate  charge,  and  any  teacher  found 
not  competent,  shall  after  due  notice  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  no 
longer  act  as  such,  and  his  or  her  salary  shall  cease. 

The  teachers  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  when 
other  means  fail,  to  enforce  obedience  by  such  corporeal  punish- 
ment as  judicious  parental  authority  would  administer  under  similar 
circumstances,  bearing  in  mind  that  to  insure  order  and  discipline  in 
the  schools,  much  depends  upon  the  equability  of  temper,  consistency, 
firmness  and  good  judgment  of  the  teacher.  In  cases  of  flagrant  viola- 
tions of  the  rules  of  the  schools,  or  a  repetition  of  gross  offences,  the 
principal  may  deny  the  offender  admission  to  the  school,  but  in  so 
doing  he  must  report  the  case  or  cases  forthwith  to  the  chairman  or 
secretary  for  the  action  of  the  board. 

The  pupils  in  the  several  schools  shall  be  arranged  in  classes,  the 
classes  to  be  as  few  in  number  as  possible,  and  no  branch  of  study 
shall  be  taught  which  requires  the  services  of  a  teacher  who  would 
not  otherwise  be  employed,  unless  the  number  in  the  class  amounts  to 
six  or  more. 

The  text-books  used  for  instruction  in  the  several  schools,  shall  be 
such  only  as  are  approved  by  the  board,  and  the  teachers  are  prohibit- 
ed using  any  other.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teachers  to  see  that 
all  books,  maps,  charts,  musical  instruments  and  apparatus  of  every 
description  belonging  to  the  district,  in  the  several  schools  under  their 
charge  respectively,  are  carefully  used  and  preserved.     All  such  arti- 
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cles  shall  be  entered  in  a  book,  to  be  provided  and  kept  by  the  princi- 
pal for  the  purpose. 

The  school  year  shall  consist  of  three  terms  ;  the  first  or  fall  term 
shall  commence  on  the  seventh  day  of  September,  and  continue  fifteen 
weeks.  The  second  or  winter  term  shall  commence  on  the  fifth  day 
of  January,  and  continue  fourteen  weeks.  The  third  or  summer  term 
shall  commence  on  the  twentieth  day  of  April  and  continue  fourteen 
weeks.  If  the  day  named  for  the  commencement  of  any  term  falls  on 
Sunday,  then  the  term  will  commence  on  the  day  next  following. 

The  vacations  shall  include,  in  addition  to  the  portions  of  the  year 
not  embraced  in  the  several  terms  specified  above,  all  Saturdays  and 
Sundays  ;  all  state  and  national  fast  days  ;  and  thanksgiving  days  ;  the 
fourth  of  July ;  and  such  other  days  as  the  board  of  education  may 
direct. 

Instruction  shall  be  given  in  the  several  schools  on  all  school  days 
from  nine  o'clock  A.  M.,  to  twelve  M.,  and  from  two  o'clock  P.  M.  to 
five  o'clock  P.  M.  during  the  summer  term,  and  from  one  and  a  half 
to  four  o'clock  P.  M.  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms. 

Recesses  for  relaxation  during  school  hours,  are  allowed  as  the 
Principal  may  direct  with  the  approbation  pf  the  board. 

There  shall  be  three  grades  of  schools  within  the  district,  viz. :  the 
Primary,  the  Junior,  and  the  Senior. 

In  the  schools  for  the  primary  grade  shall  be  taught  all  the  children 
under  nine  years  of  age. 

The  pupils  of  the  junior  grade  must  not  be  less  than  nine  years  old, 
and  must  be  able  to  read  properly  any  of  the  reading  books  in  the 
primary  schools ;  to  write  legibly ;  to  perform  the  four  fundamental 
operations  in  arithmetic ;  to  describe  and  name  the  greater  divisions 
of  water  on  the  surface  of  the  globe ;  to  name  and  bound  the  several 
continents  and  their  principal  sub-divisions  ;  to  give  the  names  and 
boundaries  of  the  New  England  states,  and  the  names  of  the  principal 
mountains,  lakes,  rivers  and  cities  of  the  United  States. 

Pupils  before  entering  the  senior  grade  must  sustain  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  spelling,  writing,  geography  and  in  English  grammar, 
so  far  as  to  parse  and  write  simple  sentences  correctly,  and  in  arithme- 
tic as  far  as  through  fractions. 

Pupils  in  the  junior  and  senior  grades  shall  be  taught  spelling, 
writing,  arithmetic,  English  grammar  and  literature,  geography,  rheto- 
ric, history  of  the  United  States,  ancient  and  modern  history,  algebra, 
geometry,  trigonometry,  the  French  and  Latin  languages,  drawing, 
vocal  music,  physiology,  book-keeping,  surveying,  physical  geogra- 
phy, and  the  elements  of  chemistry,  natural  philosophy,  geology,  nat- 
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ural  history,  botany,  astronomy,  and  such  other  branches  as  the  board 
of  education  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

The  morning  exercises  in  all  the  schools  shall  commence  with  read- 
ing a  portion  of  the  Scriptures,  and  be  followed  with  singing,  and  the 
audible  repetition  of  the  Lord's  prayer  by  the  teachers  and  pupils  in 
concert.  , 

Pupils  whose  names  are  enrolled  as  members  of  the  several  schools, 
are  not  allowed  to  be  absent  from  school  except  by  reason  of  sickness 
or  other  urgent  cause,  and  in  case  of  such  absence  or  tardiness  in 
attendance,  the  pupil  shall  bring  a  written  excuse  from  his  parent  or 
guardian. 

Pupils  in  all  the  schools  must  be  provided  by  their  parents  or  guar- 
dians with  the  necessary  books.  Pens,  ink,  slates  and  pencils  will  be 
provided  by  the  district,  without  charge  ;  also,  fuel,  and  lights  when 
necessary. 

Pupils  must  not  loiter  about  the  schools,  after  school-hours,  nor  must 
they  congregate  in  the-  halls  or  passages  of  the  school-buildings  at  any 
time,  or  make  any  improper  or  unseemly  noise  therein. 

The  male  and  female  pupils  in  the  junior  and  senior  grades  must 
not  associate  together  any  where  in  or  about  the  school-buildings,  for 
any  purpose  whatever,  except  by  permission  of  the  teachers,  nor  must 
they  during  recesses  associate  with  those  who  are  not  members  of  the 
schools. 

The  pupils  in  all  the  schools  must  be  punctual  and  regular  in  their 
attendance,  orderly  and  decorous  in  their  behavior  to  their  teachers  and 
eaeh  other,  and  in  going  to  and  from  school ;  cleanly  and  tidy  in  their 
persons  and  dress,  use  no  improper  language,  must  be  attentive  to 
their  studies,  and  scrupulously  correct  and  faithful  in  the  performance 
of  all  their  duties. 

Children  will  not  be  permitted  to  remain  as  pupils  in  any  of  the 
schools  who  are  guilty  of  any  of  the  following  offences  : 

Frequent  and  unexcused  absences  or  tardiness  in  attending  school. 

Lessons  not  thoroughly  learned  and  unwillingness  or  refusal  to  give 
them  proper  attention. 

Disobedience  and  disrespect  to  teachers. 

Use  of  profane  or  improper  language. 

Instigating  other  scholars  to  insubordination. 

Injury  to  the  buildings,  furniture,  fences  and  grounds  belonging  to 
the  district. 

Uncleanness  and  untidyness  in  dress,  and  coarseness  and  vulgarity 
of  manners. 
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Leaving  school  during  school  hours  without  permission. 

Ill  treatment  of  other  scholars,  quarreling  or  fighting. 

Repeated  violations  of  the  rules  of  the  schools. 

All  wanton  and  malicious  injuries  to  the  school-buildings,  furniture, 
apparatus  or  other  property  of  the  district,  committed  by  pupils  of  the 
schools,  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  pupils  to 
the  secretary  of  this  board,  who  is  authorized  to  make  demand  for  the 
same,  and  no  parent  or  guardian  shall  have  the  benefit  of  the  schools 
for  his  or  her  children  or  wards,  so  long  as  such  damage  remains 
unpaid.

SCHOOL  LIBRARIES. 


CIRCULAR. 

The  school  law  provides  for  the  payment  from  the  State  Treasury, 
of  money  to  school  districts,  for  library  purposes,  on  the  following 
conditions : 

Every  district  in  the  state  which  shall  raise  ten  dollars,  by  tax  or  . 
subscription,  for  the  school  library,  or  for  philosophical  and  chemical 
apparatus,  is  entitled  to  ten  dollars  from  the  State  the  first  year,  and 
five  dollars,  annually,  afterwards  upon  condition  that   a  like  sum  be 
raised  for  the  same  purpose. 

Districts  that  would  avail  themselves  of  this  offer  from  the  State, 
must  actually  raise  the  amount  required,  either  by  a  district  tax  or  by 
subscription,  and  send  a  certificate  of  the  fact  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools,  New  Britain  who  will  draw  an  order  for  the  same.

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 


CIRCULAR. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  last  circular  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
State  Normal  School,  will  explain  the  objects  of  that  institution  and 
the  conditions  of  membership. 

OBJECT  AND  AIM. 

The  design  of  the  Normal  School  as  set  forth  in  the  act  of  incorpo- 
ration is  the  training  of  teachers  in  the  art  of  teaching  and  governing 
Common  Schools.  Its  objects  are  distinct  from  those  of  Academies, 
High  Schools  and  Colleges,  and  in  its  operations,  it  aims  to  perform  a 
work  not  secured  or  attempted  by  any  other  educational  institution  in 
the  State.  It  bears  the  same  relation  to  the  all  important  work  of 
teaching  that  theological,  law  and  medical  schools  do  to  the  clerical, 
legal  and  medical  professions. 

The  demand  for  teachers  trained  in  this  institution  has  been  steadily 
increasing  till  a  large  number  of  the  schools  of  the  State  are  supplied 
directly  from  the  Normal  School. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  school  to  furnish  the  State  with  teachers  of  a 
high  grade  of  qualifications,  and  the  course  of  instruction  has  been 
laid  out  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  those  persons  who  intend  to 
engage  permanently  in  the  business  of  teaching,  while  at  the  same 
time  it  is  designed  to  furnish  important  advantages  to  those  teachers 
who  can  spend  but  one  or  two  terms  at  the  school. 

COURSE   OF  INSTRUCTION. 
The  course  of  instruction  and  training  includes,  First.  A  general 
review  of  the  studies  required  by  law  of  Common  School   Teachers. 
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This  is  not  required  of  those  who  are  found  competent  in  these  studies 
when  they  enter  the  school. 

Second.  A  course  of  advanced  studies,  designed  for  mental  disci- 
pline and  as  a  preparation  for  High  Schools  and  the  higher  depart- 
ments of  Graded  Schools. 

Third.  Special  instruction  in  mental  and  moral  science  with  refer- 
ence to  lessons  in  the  science  of  education  and  the  art  of  teaching. 

Fourth.  Instruction  in  school  organization  and  discipline,  in  the 
school  laws,  and  in  the  powers  and  duties  of  teachers  and  school 
officers. 

Fifth.  Lectures  on  the  different  branches  of  natural  science  and 
their  application  to  the  arts  of  life ;  and  on  the  philosophy  of  educa- 
tion and  methods  of  instruction. 

Sixth.  "  Teaching  exercises "  given  by  the  students,  while  the 
members  of  the  Normal  School  are  considered  pupils,  or  more  gener- 
ally with  classes  of  children  taken  from  the  model  school  and  taught 
in  the  Normal  Hall  in  the  presence  of  the  Normal  School. 

Seventh.  Observation  and  practice  in  the  model  and  experimental 
school.  This  school  includes  pupils  in  all  stages  of  advancement  from 
the  primary  to  the  high  school. 

Tuition  is  free  in  all  the  regular  classes  and  studies  of  the  school. 
Pupils  who  desire  it  can  receive  lessons  in  instrumental  music  by  pay- 
ing the  usual  tuition. 

ADMISSION   OF  PUPILS. 

Pupils  are  admitted  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  term,  and  are  ex- 
pected to  remain  through  an  entire  term,  unless  excused  to  fill  vacan- 
cies, as  teachers,  occurring  before  its  close. 

Any  person  may  apply  to  the  school  visitors  of  any  town  for  admis- 
sion to  the  school.

School  Visitors  and  friends  of  education  are  requested  to  explain 
the  objects  of  the  School,  and  present  its  advantages  to  those  persons 
who  may  be  benefited  by  it,  and  in  their  recommendations  to  the 
school,  to  select  candidates,  whose  character  and  attainments  will  ena- 
ble them  to  obtain  the  full  advantages  of  this  Institution,  and  to  be- 
come useful  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the  State. 

TERMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

There  are  three  Terms  in  each  year.  The  first,  or  Autumn  Term, 
commences  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  September,  and  continues  till 
the  last  school-day  before  the  25th  of  December. 

The  second,  or  Winter  Term,  commences  on  the  second  day  of  Jan- 
uary, and  continues  till  the  last  Tuesday  in  March. 

The  third,  or  Spring  Term,  commences  on  the  Wednesday  follow- 
ing the  third  Tuesday  in  April,  and  continues  till  the  Wednesday  pre- 
ceding the  last  Thursday  but  one  in  July. 

TEACHERS  FOR  COMMON  SCHOOLS. 
School  Committees  desiring  to  secure  competent  teachers,  and  who 
wish  to  employ  those  trained  in  the  Normal  School,  are  requested  to 
address  the  Principal,  stating  the  terms  to  be  offered  and  the  qualifi- 
cations required.  No  pains  will  be  spared  to  secure  for  any  post  de- 
signated, a  competent  teacher. 
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As  applications  for  teachers  are  numerous  in  Spring  and  Autumn, 
it  is  desirable  that  such  applications  be  made  when  convenient,  some- 
time before  the  teacher  is  needed. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Faculty  of  the  School  can  not  be  held 
responsible  for  the  success  of  those  teachers  who  are  employed  upon 
the  mere  representation  that  they  have  been  Normal  Pupils,

The  following  statistical  tables  have  been  made  up  from  the  returns 
of  the  school  visitors  of  the  different  towns  and  incorporated  districts ; 
they  exhibit  the  comparative  condition  of  schools  in  different  parts  of 
the  State. 

TABLE  I. 

This  table  shows  the  number  of  districts  in  each  town,  the  number 
in  which  no  legal  school  has  been  kept,  the  amount  of  money  received 
from  various  sources  for  school  purposes,  and  for  what  purposes  this 
money  is  expended. 

The  sources  of  income  for  common  and  public  schools  in  the  State 
are  as  follows :  1st.  The  State  School  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is 
about  180,000  dollars  annually.  2d.  The  Town  Deposit  Fund,  which 
must  be  loaned  at  six  per  cent.,  and  which  brings  an  annual  income  of 
45,800  dollars.  3d.  Local  Funds  arising  from  legacies,  sale  of  lands, 
&c,  the  annual  income  of  which  is  about  18,000  dollars.  4th.  The 
town  school  tax,  amounting  annually  to  about  80,000  dollars.  The 
law  requires  each  town  to  raise  by  tax,  for  school  purposes,  at  least 
three-tenths  of  a  mill  on  a  dollar.  Many  towns  raise  much  more  than 
this.  5th.  The  Rate  or  Tuition  Bills.  The  law  still  permits  districts 
to  assess  tuition  fees  to  a  certain  amount,  to  be  paid  by  the  parents  or 
guardians  of  those  attending  school.  The  amount  from  this  source  is 
about  35,000  dollars  annually.  6th.  District  Taxes.  In  addition  to 
the  tax  required  by  law,  many  districts  tax  property  to  make  the 
schools  free.     The  amount  raised  annually  is  about  70,000  dollars.

The  trust  delegated  to  us  by  the  people  of  this  State, 
we  have  endeavored  to  faithfully  and  conscientiously  dis- 
charge. In  making  this  report,  we  can  but  remember  the 
benevolence  and  generosity  which  the  people  through 
their  representatives  have,  for  successive  years,  manifested 
to  this  Institution. 

It  struggled  through  many  years  under  various  adverse 
circumstances  ;  but  now  we  trust  the  dark  days  are  past, 
and  that  the  Institution  is  fulfilling,  in  a  great  degree,  the 
expectations  of  its  generous  founders  and  maintainers. 

The  annual,  semi-annual  and  quarterly  meetings  of  the 
Board  have  all  been  regularly  held.  At  most  of  these 
meetings  all  of  the  Trustees  have  been  present ;  when  not 
all,  a  large  majority.  Aside  from  this,  the  Trustees  have 
visited  the  School  in  succession  each  month,  and  its  whole 
management  in  general  and  in  detail  has  been  closely 
scrutinized.  But  the  power  delegated  to  us,  we  are  com- 
pelled to  delegate  to  others,  and  however  close  may  be 
our  scrutiny  and  careful  our  management,  it  would  be  all 
in  vain  unless  seconded  by  those  in  immediate  charge.  It 
gives  us,  therefore,  great  pleasure  to  say  that  in  every 
effort  which  the  Trustees  have  made,  they  ha^e  been  ably 
and  efficiently  aided  by  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  E.  W. 
Hatch,  and  his  corps  of  assistants.     We  have  labored  in 
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delightful  harmony ;  activity,  efficiency,  economy  and 
good  management  has  been  manifested  in  every  depart- 
ment. All  the  interests  of  the  Institution  have  been  care- 
fully watched — all  have  been  prospered.  i 

Our  religious  service  is  conducted  as  heretofore  by  our 
Superintendent,  and  by  the  Reverend  gentlemen  White, 
Hubbell,  Eaton  and  Miller.  The  State  is  under  great 
obligations  to  these  gentlemen,  and  the  Trustees  desire  to 
express  to  them  their  thanks,  for  their  faithfulness  and 
labor  of  love  the  past  year.  The  school,  under  the  imme- 
diate care  of  Mr.  S.  B.  Little,  the  farm  conducted  by  Mr. 
L.  P.  Chamberlain,  and  the  other  departments  of  the 
Institution,  have  been  carefully  cared  for,  and  have  all 
been  successful.  The  mechanical  department  particularly 
so,  when  we  consider  the  deranged  condition  of  our  busi- 
ness interests. 

The  finances,  as  shown  by  the  Treasurer's  Report,  will 
be  seen  to  be  in  a  healthful  condition.  Our  means  the 
past  year  have  been  limited,  on  account  of  the  small  num- 
ber of  boys  entrusted  to  us,  but  now  our  number  is  so 
much  increased,  that  we  anticipate  no  embarrassment  from 
this  source.  No  appropriation  will  be  necessary  this  year, 
and  we  think  no  legislation  will  be  needed. 

The  property  here  now  owned  by  the  State,  is  one  of 
which  any  citizen  may  well  be  proud.  The  improvement 
of  the  farm  is  very  rapid,  and  we  shall  soon,  we  think, 
have  the  best  farm  in  the  State.  The  stock  on  the  farm 
is  of  far  greater  value  than  in  any  former  year. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  Farmer,  as  that 
also  of  the  Treasurer  and  Physician  hereto  annexed,  will 
give  all  needed  information  of  their  various  departments 
in  detail. 

We  commend  the  Institution  to  your  kind  care,  and  to 
your  warmest  sympathies  ;  it  will  well  repay  a  visit  to  it, 
and  will  bear  the  closest  scrutiny. 

We  do  not  believe  that  even  in  these  troublous  times, 
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will  any  citizen  grudge  the  money  expended  in  so  noble  a 
charity.  We  need  now,  more  than  ever,  educated,  vir- 
tuous, loyal  citizens. 

The  State  is  doing  for  these  her  children,  what  we  fear 
would  not  be  done  for  them  unless  in  this  way.  Many 
educated  here  have  shown  their  loyalty  by  enlisting  in 
their  country's  service.  The  Superintendent,  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  the  Trustees,  has  allowed  nine  to  enlist 
directly  from  the  Institution,  at  their  own  earnest  request. 
This  has  been  done  in  conformity  with  the  wishes  of  their 
parents  or  friends. 

About  forty  educated  here  are  now  in  the  army,  and  so 
far  as  we  know  are  all  doing  well.  New  appointments  of 
Trustees  for  Windham  and  Fairfield  Counties  will  be 
necessary.  Again  commending  the  Institution  to  your 
favorable  notice,  and  to  the  kind  protecting  care  of  our 
heavenly  Father,  we  respectfully  subscribe  ourselves,

BY-LAWS 

FOR  THE 

GOVERNMENT  AND  REGULATION  OF  THE  STATE 
REFORM  SCHOOL. 

Adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  a  regular  meeting  holden  at 
Meriden  on  the  5th  of  Oct.,  A.  D.  1853,  and  revised  by  a  com- 
mittee of  Trustees  in  1861. 


The  Trustees. 

Sec.  1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  organized  at  the 
regular  meeting  in  July,  annually,  by  the  election  by  ballot, 
of  a  Chairman,  Secretary,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of 
three  members,  except  the  Executive  Committee  for  the 
present  year,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  meeting  held  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  these  by-laws. 

A  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
business. 

The  chairman  shall  preside  at  each  meeting  when  pres- 
ent. In  his  absence,  one  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
for  the  time. 

The  Chairman  shall  call  special  meetings,  whenever  re- 
quested by  any  two  members  of  the  Board.  Such  meetings 
may  be  holden  wherever  the  Chairman  may  direct. 

The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  holden  quar- 
terly, at  the  Institution  in  Meriden,  on  the  first  Wednesdays 
of  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year,  the 
annual  meeting  being  in  July. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  such  other  times 
and  places  as  their  duties  may  require,  and  report  their 
doings  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  in  a  book,  prepared  for  that 
purpose,  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  which 
shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  each  member. 
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He  shall  prepare,  or  cause  to  be  prepared,  all  documents, 
statements  and  notices  which  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
or  the  Chairman,  and  shall  give  notice  through  the  mail, 
or  otherwise,  to  each  member,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
each  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Officers. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  named  officers  of  the  State  Re- 
form School  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
whenever  their  services  may  be  required  by  the  Institution, 
viz.  a  Superintendent,  an  Assistant  Superintendent,  a  Chap- 
lain, Physician,  Matron,  Steward,  Teachers,  Overseers  of 
the  Workshop,  and  a  Parmer. 

The  several  officers  shall  hold  their  appointments  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board,  and  no  resignation  shall  take 
effect  until  three  months  after  being  tendered,  in  writing, 
except  by  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  and  assistants  to  remain 
constantly  at  the  Institution,  and  no  one  of  the  subordinate 
officers  shall  leave  it  without  permission  from  the  Superin- 
tendent. 

All  the  subordinate  officers,  in  addition  to  their  appro- 
priate duties,  shall  act  as  aids  to  the  Superintendent,  in 
preserving  order  and  quiet  among  the  delinquents,  in  guard- 
ing against  escape,  and  generally  in  maintaining  the  rules 
and  discipline  of  the  Institution.  They  shall  also  perform 
such  other  services  as  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  required 
of  them  by  the  Superintendent.* 

Sec.  3.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  inmates,  the  business  and  interests  of  the  In- 
stitution. 

He  shall  see  that  the  subordinate  officers  are  punctual 
and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  and 
that  the  regulations  and  by-laws  are  carefully  observed. 

He  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  daily  make  record  of  all

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occurrences  worthy  of  notice,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  any  member  of  the  Board. 

He  shall  perform  all  the  correspondence,  keeping  files  of 
all  letters  received,  and  copies  of  those  sent,  so  far  as  of 
importance  for  reference.  As  Treasurer  of  the  Institution, 
in  suitable  books  he  shall  keep  regular  and  complete  ac- 
count of  all  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  of  all  property 
intrusted  to  his  care,  showing  the  expenses  and  income  of 
the  Institution. 

Be  shall  make  out  and  present  to  the  Comptroller  the 
bills  for  weekly  board  of  the  delinquents,-  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  this  department  according  to  law. 

Under  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, he  shall  procure  the  necessary  supplies  for  the  In- 
stitution, and  purchase  all  such  articles  and  materials  as 
may  be  wanted  for  the  support  and  employment  of  the  boys, 
and  dispose  of  all  articles  raised  on  the  farm  or  manufac- 
tured by  them,  which  are  not  wanted  for  use. 

In  a  suitable  book,  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  pur- 
chases, and  the  cost  of  delivering  the  same  at  the  Institution. 

He  shall  daily  inspect  every  available  part  of  the,  premi- 
ses, and  have  a  watchful  care  over  all  the  inmates,  and  be 
responsible  for  the  proper  care  and  discipline  of  the  boys. 

He  shall  see  that  they  receive  no  detriment  to  health, 
from  want  of  sufficient  clothing,  by  day  or  by  night,  from 
wet  feet,  or  from  any  other  exposure,  and  that  the  rooms 
and  buildings  are  properly  warmed  and  ventilated. 

He  shall  employ,  whenever  necessary,  suitable  persons, 
for  any  temporary  services,  not  provided  for  in  these  by- 
laws, and  report  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

At  each  quarterly  meeting  he  shall  report  to  the  Board 
the  number  of  boys  committed  to  the  Reform  School,  also 
communicate  full  information  of  the  state  of  the  Institution, 
and  make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  think  proper  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Board. 

At  each  April  meeting  he  shall  furnish  the  Board  with  a 
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duplicate  copy  of  his  accounts,  presented  to  the  State 
Comptroller  of  Public  Accounts,  up  to  the  31st  of  March  ; 
also,  a  full  schedule  of  all  the  property  of  the  Institution, 
including  everything  in  the  care  of  the  Steward  and  Farmer. 

He  shall,  at  all  times,  be  ready  to  perform  whatever 
other  services  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  4.  The  Assistant  Superintendent  shall  assume  and 
perform  all  the  duties  of  his  superior  during  his  absence  or 
inability. 

It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  aid  in  the  discipline,  instruc- 
tion, supervision  and  general  management  of  the  Institu- 
tion, and  to  report  to  the  Superintendent  all  instances  of 
impropriety  of  conduct,  neglect  of  duty,  or  violation  of  the 
rules  and  by-laws  which  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

He  shall  keep  the  account  books  of  the  Institution,  and 
books  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  admissions,  histories 
and  discharges  of  the  boys,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  their 
neatness  and  accuracy.  He  shall  make  out  and  record  the 
indentures,  and  do  all  other  necessary  writing  which  may 
be  required. 

He  shall  receive  and  attend  visitors,  and  see  to  the  proper 
intercourse  between  the  boys  and  their  friends. 

He  shall  examine  all  packages  and  letters  received  for 
the  boys,  and  may,  by  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent, 
examine  their  letters  before  being  sent  away. 

Sec.  5.  The  Superintendent  acting  as  Chaplain  shall 
have  the  direction  of  the  moral  and  religious  instruction 
of  the  inmates.  He  shall  perform  devotional  exercises 
with  the  boys  morning  and  evening,  have  charge  of  the 
Sabbath  School,  conduct  the  religious  worship  in  the  chapel 
on  the  Sabbath,  and  obtain  such  aid  from  the  Reverend 
Clergy  in  the  vicinity  as  may  be  necessary,  and  on  all  other 
days  set  apart  for  religious  observance,  and  to  officiate  at 
funerals. 

He  shall  occasionally  give  familiar  expositions  of  moral 
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and  religious  duty,  in  such  a  manner  as  he  shall  deem  most 
conducive  to  the  good  of  the  boys,  and  at  such  times,  as 
may  be  determined  on,  by  consultation  with  the  Trustees. 

He  shall  mingle  freely  with  the  boys  in  kind,  familiar  in- 
tercourse, and  spend  as  much  time  with  them  in  conversa- 
tion as  he  may  think  will  be  for  their  benefit,  and  as  will 
be  consistent  with  the  proper  performance  of  his  other  du- 
ties, and  his  position  in  the  Institution. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  April,  the 
Chaplain  shall  furnish  his  report,  embracing  the  condition 
of  this  department,  and  facts  respecting  the  reformatory 
influences  effectively  made  use  of  in  this  institution. 

The  Physician.* 

Sec.  6.  The  Physician  shall  visit  the  school  and  inspect 
inmates  with  a  view  to  ascertain  the  state  of  their  health, 
at  least  once  a  week,  and  as  much  oftener  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  by  the  Superintendent. 

i  He  shall  acquaint  himself  with  the  condition  of  the  boys, 
and  give  such  direction  to  the  Matron  respecting  the  care 
and  treatment  of  the  sick,  as  shall  be  suited  to  their  wants. 

He  shall  also  make  any  examination  and  suggestions  he 
may  think  proper  as  to  the  best  means  of  preserving  health, 
and  with  reference  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Institution. 

He  shall  present  to  the  Trustees,  at  their  meeting  in 
April,  a  true  and  full  report  of  the  state  of  health  among 
the  boys  during  the  past  year. 

The  Matron. 
Sec.  7.  The  Matron,  shall  have  the  general  charge  and 
direction  of  all  the  domestic  arrangements  of  the  family, 
the  sewing  rooms,  laundry  and  hospital,  and  shall  see  that 
cleanliness,  order  and  propriety  are  uniformly  maintained 
in  these  apartments.

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She  shall  see  that  all  female  assistants,  except  teachers, 
are  diligent  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  appropiate 
duties,  discreet  and  regular  in  their  deportment,  and  strict 
in  their  observance  of  all  the  regulations  of  the  Institution, 
and  shall  report  to  the  Superintendent  any  remissness  that 
may  come  to  her  knowledge.  She  shall  see  that  the  sick 
receive  proper  attention,  and  that  the  directions  of  the 
Physician  are  strictly  complied  with  ;  and  she  shall  have  a 
maternal  regard  for  the  health  and  physical  welfare  of  the 
boys. 

She  shall  confer  and  advise  with  the  Superintendent  re- 
specting the  duties  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  depart- 
ments under  her  charge,  and  also  as  to  the  general  manage- 
ment of  the  house.    • 

The  Stewaed. 

Sec.  8.  The  Steward  shall  have  the  general  oversight  of 
the  domestic  arrangement  of  the  boys,  their  food  and  cloth- 
ing. He  shall  see  that  the  tables  are  seasonably  and  prop- 
erly furnished  for  each  meal,  and  shall  have  the  care  of  all 
apartments  used  or  occupied  by  the  boys,  except  such  as 
are  assigned  to  the  Matron. 

He  shall  have  the  care  of  all  rooms  and.  cellars,  in  which 
provisions,  stores  and  general  furnishing  articles  are  kept, 
and  of  all  apartments  used  for  the  boys'  clothing,  bedding 
and  materials  for  the  same. 

He  shall  personally  deliver  all  articles  for  them,  as  the 
daily  wants  of  the  house  may  require,  and  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of  all  apartments 
and  articles  under  his  charge  and  supervision.  He  shall 
keep  accurate  accounts  of  all  suplies  placed  in  his  care,  and 
of  the  time  and  quantity,  as  they  are  re-delivered  for  use, 
which  accounts  shall  be  subject  to  examination  by  the  Su- 
perintendent and  Trustees.  He  shall  make  such  arrange- 
ments with  the  persons  having  charge  of  the  culinary  de- 
partment of  the  boys,  as  to  secure  the  presence  of  one  or 
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both  at  all  the  meals,  to  see  that  the  food  is  properly  pre- 
pared, economically  distributed  and  used. 

He  shall  keep  all  the  boys  comfortably  and  properly  clad, 
and  see  that  their  bathing  and  dressing  is  conducted  in  a 
proper  and  satisfactory  manner. 

Teachers. 

Sec.  9.  The  Teacher  or  Teachers  shall  instruct  the  boys 
in  such  branches  of  education  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Superintendent,  and  shall  use  all  proper,  means  to  inspire 
them  with  a  love  of  study,  and  lead  them  justly  to  estimate 
the  value  of  a  sound  practical  education,  and  shall  con- 
stantly strive,  by  precept  and  example,  to  impress  on  their 
minds  the  importance  of  good  order,  self-government,  and 
purity  of  body  and  mind. 

They  shall  take  charge  of  the  boys  at  all  times  in  the 
school-rooms,  and  shall  require  them  to  be  promptly  in 
their  places  at  the  appointed  time,  unless  they  are  absent 
by  permission. 

They  shall  attend  to  the  cleanliness  and  good  order  of 
the  school-rooms,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  safety, 
care  and  preservation  of  all  books,  furniture,  apparatus 
and  fixtures  provided  for  the  same,  and  by  strict  personal 
examination  see  that  no  injury  or  waste  is  suffered. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  male  Teachers  to  see  the  boys 
to  their  beds,  to  close  and  secure  the  doors  of  their  dor- 
mitories, to  see  that  they  rise  in  the  morning  at  the  ringing 
of  the  bell,  and  make  their  beds  in  a  proper  manner,  and 
attend  to  their  washings,  before  assembling  in  the  chapel 
in  the  morning ;  and  when  they  come  from  their  work,  to 
assemble  in  the  school-rooms. 

In  conjunction  with  the  overseers  of  the  workshops,  and 
by  a  just  and  equal  division  of  these  duties,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Superintendent,  the  Teachers  shall  have  charge  of 
the  boys'  recreations,  take  charge  of  them  at  their  meals, 
and  have  charge  of  them  during  the  night. 
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The  Teachers  shall  assist  in  the  Sabbath  School  and  in 
vocal  music,  and  the  principal  Teacher  shall  act  as  libra- 
rian to  the  boys. 

Overseers  op  the  Workshops. 

Sec.  10.  The  overseers  of  the  workshops  shall  take 
charge  of  all  tools,  apparatus,  stock  and  materials,  fur- 
nished or  used  in  the  shops,  and  see  that  the  same  are 
carefully  preserved,  worked  with  prudence  and  economy, 
and  properly  manufactured.  They  shall  keep  accurate 
accounts  of  the  number  of  boys  and  time  employed  each 
day,  of  the  work  done,  and  of  all  articles  made  and  how 
disposed  of.  They  shall  attend  to  the  cleanliness,  warming 
and  ventilation,  and  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  tempera- 
ture of  their  workshops.  They  shall  have  charge  of  the 
boys  during  work  hours,  in  the  shops  ;  shall  exercise  a 
prudent  and  judicious  oversight,  see  that  industry  and 
good  order  are  constantly  observed,  and  return  them  to 
the  yard,  or  such  other  place  as  may  be  appointed  by  the 
Superintendent,  at  the  ringing  of  the  bell  at  the  close  of 
work.  They  shall  see  that  the  boys  are  furnished  with 
shoes  properly  fitted. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Teachers,  they  shall  have  the 
oversight  of  the  boys'  recreations,  take  charge  of  them 
during  their  meals,  and  after  they  retire  at  night.  They 
shall  also  assist  the  Teachers,  if  requested,  in  their  duties 
on  the  Sabbath  and  in  the  Sabbath  School. 

Watchmen. 

Sec.  11.  The  Superintendent  shall  have  power,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  appoint 
one  or  more  Watchmen  for  night  duty,  whenever  it  is  con- 
sidered necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  Institution. 

The  Watchman  on  duty  shall  perform  a  regular  patrol 
throughout  and  around  the  buildings,  for  the  purpose  of 
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using  due  vigilance  of  all  occurrences,  to  prevent  escapes, 
and  to  discover  and  prevent  danger  from  fire.  He  shall 
use  the  utmost  vigilance  to  guard  against  damage  by  fire, 
and  promptly  notify  the  Superintendent  on  the  first  cause 
of  alarm.  He  shall  ring  the  bell  in  the  morning,  and  at 
other  times,  as  may  be  directed,  and  perform  any  other 
service  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  Farmer. 

Sec.  12.  The  Parmer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  farm- 
ing operations,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper 
management,  good  order  and  economical  use  of  everything 
connected  therewith.  He  shall  carry  forward  all  desig- 
nated improvements,  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  help  and 
the  boys  employed  on  the  farm,  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  labor  and  conduct  of  the  same  during  the  hours 
of  work.  Every  evening  he  shall  inform  the  Superin- 
tendent of  what  work  he  intends  shall  be  done  by  the  boys 
on  the  following  day,  and  the  place  or  places  where  they 
are  to  be  employed,  that  in  assigning  boys  to  the  work, 
proper  regard  may  be  had  to  their  age,  character,  qualifi- 
cations and  exposure,  and  that  such  assignments  may  be 
made  as  will  most  effectually  guard  against  escapes,  and 
secure  the  best  advantage  from  their  labor.  He  shall 
have  charge  of  the  boys  while  thus  employed,  shall  receive 
and  return  them  punctually  as  required  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, and  see  that  the  rules  of  the  Institution  respecting 
their  discipline  are  strictly  observed  while  they  are  under 
his  care. 

He  shall  cause  all  supplies,  and  whatever  else  may  be 
required  for  the  Institution,  to  be  drawn  by  the  teams  of 
the  farm,  and  shall  perform  any  other  labor  or  services 
with  men,  boys  or  teams,  at  the  request  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, when  not  inconsistent  with  his  duties  upon  the 
farm.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  labor 
performed,  and  of  every  kind  of  produce  raised  or  fur-

nished  on  the  farm.  He  shall  see  that  all  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Institution  are  strictly  observed  by  all  persons 
under  his  care,  and  shall  promptly  report  to  the  Superin- 
tendent any  one  who  may  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply 
therewith.  In  no  case  shall  he  be  absent  from  the  premises 
without  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Library. 

Sec.  13.  It  is  necessary  that  a  Library  of  well-selected 
books  and  maps,  and  of  Sunday-School  hooks,  should  be 
kept  at  the  State  Eeform  School,  for  the  use  and  improve- 
ment of  the  delinquents,  and  it  is  thought  proper  to  solicit 
donations  for  the  supply  and  increase  of  such  Library. 

The  Superintendent,  the  Librarian,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Library,  who  shall  have  in  charge  the  efforts,  ways  and 
means  to  promote  this  department  of  the  Institution,  and 
they  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  their  quarterly 
meetings,  the  progress  and  condition  of  the  Library,  with  a 
full  list  of  all  donations  received  for  this  object. 

General  Regulations. 

Sec.  14.  The  distribution  of  time  for  each  working  day 
shall  be  from  six  to  eight  hours  for  labor,  four  hours  for 
school,  not  less  than  nine  hours  for  sleep,  and  five  hours  to 
devotional  exercises,  incidental  duties,  and  recreations. 

The  time  of  rising  in  the  morning  shall  be  at  five  o'clock, 
from  the  first  of  March  to  the  first  of  November,  and  at  six 
o'clock  during  the  other  four  months. 

The  time  of  retiring  shall  be  at  eight  o'clock,  from  the 
first  of  November  until  the  first  of  March,  and  eight  and  a 
half  o'clock  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

All  persons  having  requisite  duties  to  perform  shall  rise 
at  the  ringing  of  the  morning  bell. 

No  lights  shall  be  used  in  any  of  the  out-buildings,  the 
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cellars,  workshops,  dormitories  or  laundry,  -without  being 
enclosed  in  glass  or  in  a  lantern. 

No  spirituous  liquors  or  intoxicating  drink  shall  be 
brought  to  the  Institution,  unless  by  order  of  the  Physician. 
No  officer  or  assistant  shall  at  any  time  make  use  of  such 
liquor,  nor  shall  any  one  make  use  of  tobacco,  or  smoke  a 
pipe  or  cigar  on  or  about  the  premises. 

No  tobacco  shall  be  furnished  or  allowed  to  the  delin- 
quents, in  any  form. 

No  person  regularly  employed  at  the  Institution  shall  be 
absent  from  his  duties,  without  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent or  the  Executive  Committee. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  in  whatever 
capacity,  are  required  to  devote  their  whole  attention  to  the 
performance  of  their  respective  duties,  which  are  enjoined 
in  these  by-laws,  or  required  by  the  Superintendent. 

Each  officer  should  feel  it  incumbent  on  him  to  see  that 
all  the  rules  and  regulations  are  strictly  observed,  and 
should  promptly  report  any  failures  therein.  As  the  great 
object  is  reform,  the  intercourse  of  all  with  boys  should  be 
so  conducted  as  to  convince  them  that  this  object  is  the 
chief  end  and  aim  of  the  Institution. 

Sec.  15.  Every  boy  shall,  at  all  times,  be  in  charge  of 
some  responsible  person,  unless  otherwise  directed;  and 
that  person  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe  keeping 
until  returned  into  the  house  or  yard,  or  intrusted  to  the 
care  of  another  person  duly  authorized. 

No  officer  shall  permit  any  boy  to  examine  his  keys,  or 
to  pass  out  of  the  yard,  without  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent. 

No  person  shall  take  or  detain  a  boy  from  the  perform- 
ance of  one  duty  to  discharge  another,  without  direction 
from  the  Superintendent. 

The  teachers  0/  overseers  having  charge  of  the  boys 
during  their  time  of  recreation,  shall  see  that  a  kind  and 
proper  tone  of  feeling  is  observed  among  them,  and  that 
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they  do  not  use  violence,  or  injure  each  other's  clothing, 
or  mark  or  deface  the  buildings,  fixtures,  or  furniture. 

All  persons  employed  at  the  Institution,  who  are  in 
health  and  can  leave  their  appropriate  duties  at  the  time, 
shall  attend  the  daily  devotional  exercises  and  the  religious 
services  on  the  Sabbath,  unless  special  leave  of  absence  is 
granted. 

No  officer  shall  be  compelled  to  perform  any  duty  incon- 
sistent with  those  regularly  assigned  him ;  but  as  this  In- 
stitution is  to  be  a  family,  as  well  as  a  school  for  detention 
and  reformation,  duties  will  occur  growing  out  of  this 
double  relation,  which  no  by-laws  can  clearly  indicate  or 
provide  for ;  therefore,  all  must  be  expected  to  act  agreea- 
bly to  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  these  rules  and  reg- 
ulations, by  holding  themselves  ready  at  all  times  for  any 
emergency,  and  by  general  and  constant  acts  of  accommo- 
dation, firmness  and  kindness,  accomplish  the  desired  object. 

Punishment  for  Misconduct. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  delinquent  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
obey  the  orders  of  the  Superintendent,  or  other  officer 
having  charge  over  him,  or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  per- 
form the  labor  or  duty  assigned  him,  or  shall  strike  or  resist 
an  officer,  or  shall  willfully  or  by  gross  negligence  or  care- 
lessness injure  any  property  of  the  Institution,  or  shall  strike 
or  otherwise  abuse  a  fellow-delinquent,  or  shall  be  guilty 
of  using  indecent  or  profane  language,  or  shall  attempt  to 
escape,  or  shall  knowingly  be  guilty  of  any  other  violation 
of  the  rules  of  the  Institution  or  of  good  order,  he  shall  be 
punished,  either  by  the  officer  having  charge  at  the  time 
the  offense  is  committed,  or  by  the  Superintendent,  or 
under  his  direction. 

In  cases  of  a  combination  among  the  delinquents  to  resist 
the  authority  of  the  officers,  and  in  flagitious  cases  of  willful 
offenses,  punishment  should  be  promptly  administered.  In 
other  cases  great  forbearance  and  caution  should  be  obser- 
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ved,  but  some  punishment  should  follow  the  commission  of 
every  offense  of  a  serious  character. 

With  regard  to  minor  offenses,  and  indiscretions,  gentle 
admonition  and  reproof  should  be  adopted. 

In  all  cases,  care  should  be  taken  to  impress  the  delin- 
quents with  the  conviction  that  the  object  in  administering 
punishment  is  to  subdue  their  vicious  passions,  and  to  pro- 
mote their  welfare  individually  and  secure  the  good  of  the 
Institution,  and  at  the  same  time  to  convince  them  beyond 
a  doubt  that  discipline  and  good  order  will  be  maintained 
at  all  hazards. 

For  the  first  offense  the  punishment  should  be  as  light 
as  the  end  to  be  attained  by  it  will  allow.  In  cases  of  rep- 
etition of  the  offense,  or  of  oft-repeated  transgression,  the 
punishment  should  be  increased  in  severity. 

Punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  the  deprivation  of  amuse- 
ment and  recreation,  by  withholding  some  favorite  articles  of 
food  or  some  privilege  or  indulgence,  by  loss  of  rank  and  stand- 
ing in  the  class,  by  imposing  some  irksome  duty,  by  close  or 
solitary  confinement  for  a  limited  period,  and  when  it  be- 
comes absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  good  order  and  en- 
force the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Institution,  by  cor- 
poreal infliction  by  the  Superintendent  or  under  his 
direction. 

These  by-laws  or  any  part  thereof  may  be  altered, 
amended,  or  repealed,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees.

that  our  number  has  increased  from  112  in  1861,  to  148 
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in  1862.  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  speak 
confidently  of  the  general  good  condition  of  the  Institution. 
We  have  gone  on  constantly  increasing  in  numbers,  and 
with  the  experience  of  the  past  and  an  earnest  desire  to 
urge  forward  the  great  work  of  reform,  we  should  think 
that  we  were  living  to  little  purpose  did  we  not  improve 
in  our  means  and  appliances,  for  effecting  the  great  object 
which  should  be  ever  kept  in  view,  namely,  the  reforma- 
tion of  those  intrusted  to  us.  We  hope  and  believe  that 
great  progress  has  been  made  the  past  year,  not  only  in 
individuals,  but  in  the  mass.  Our  Sabbath  School  and 
Sabbath  exercises  have  been  attended  with  great  interest. 
The  education  of  the  boys  in  the  school-room  has  been 
constantly  advanced.  A  spirit  of  ambition  and  pride  has 
been  constantly  manifested  in  the  workshops,  in  the  do- 
mestic department,  and  on  the  farm.  The  boys  have 
labored  with  an  interest  in  their  labor  never  excelled. 


We  have  to  report  two  deaths  this  year,  and  they  are 
the  only  ones  occurring  in  the  Institution  in  the  past  four 
years.  The  first  of  Hydrothorax,  induced  by  a  relapse  of 
pneumonia,  after  an  illness  of  six  weeks.  The  other  of 
Diabetes,  after  being  in  the  hospital  only  twenty-four 
hours.  The  cases  of  disease  aside  from  these  have  been 
slight,  and  have  readily  yielded  to  medical  treatment. 
Now  the  boys  are  all  well. 

INSTRUCTION. 

The  Assistant  Superintendent,  Mr.  S.  B.  Little,  is  the 
principal  Teacher,  and  has  two  Assistants.  They  devote 
the  same  hours  to  the  school  as  heretofore.  Morning  ses- 
sion from  6.30  to  9  ;  evening  session  from  5.30  to  8.  Our 
morning-  devotions  are  held  in  the  school-room,  and  con- 
sist of  singing,  reading  the  scriptures,  repeating  the  com- 
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mandments,  and  prayer.  In  the  evening,  in  the  same 
place,  the  exercises  are  somewhat  varied.  Our  Sabbath 
religious  exercises  have  never  bee^i  more  interesting. 
The  Reverend  gentlemen  who  attend  consecutively,  have 
been  prompt  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty, 
and  an  increasing  interest  in  us,  and  our  religious  exer- 
cises has  been  shown  in  a  marked  degree  by  friends  and 
neighbors  in  their  attendance  and  assistance,  particularly 
in  our  monthly  concerts.  Particular  attention  has  been 
paid  to  the  singing.  Professor  S.  F.  Powers  has  given  the 
boys  a  course  of  lessons,  much  to  their  benefit  and  im- 
provement. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

Out  of  doors  the  farm  is  the  first  and  primary  object  of 
our  attention.  The  tables  annexed  show  something  of  its 
condition,  and  the  amount  and  value  of  the  crops  the  past 
year.  But  the  farm  itself,  by  its  improved  appearance, 
shows  still  more  its  increasing  value.  We  are  proud  of 
the  farm,  and  we  think  justly.  Mr.  L.  P.  Chamberlain  is 
still  employed  as  farmer.  Our  stock  is  increasing  in  num- 
ber and  value,  and  the  acres  of  good  land  on  the  farm  are 
increased  every  year ;  we  have  built  the  past  year  a  pig- 
gery 12  by  55,  14  feet  posts  ;  we  have  built  an  addition  to 
the  farm  barn  23£  by  34. 

We  have  set  out  shade  trees  and  fruit  trees ;  improved 
our  roads  and  fences  ;  we  have  built  60  rods  of  wall ;  we 
have  painted  the  Institution  outside,  wood-work  and  roof, 
and  all  of  the  inside  that  we  had  the  means  to  paint  with. 
In  the  house  the  leading  mechanical  employment  is  the 
caning  of  chair  seats.  On  account  of  the  burning  of  one 
of  the  factories  in  New  York  which  supply  us  with  frames, 
we  were  short  of  work  for  six  months,  but  the  rest  of  the 
time  we  have  been  busy.  We  have  just  commenced,  in 
the  last  few  days,  the  manufacture  of  hoop  skirts  by  some 
of  the  smaller  boys ;  no  extended  report  can  be  made  of 
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this  shop,  as  we  are  but  starting ;  we  have  had  no  work 
from  the  knitting  factories  this  year.  Our  mechanical 
labor,  aside  from  its  being  a  source  of  profit,  is  healthful, 
and  improves  the  mechanical  talent  of  the  boys  as  well  or 
better  than  anything  else  we  could  do. 

We  have  only  done  our  own  work  in  the  sewing  room 
this  year  ;  at  present  our  boys  are  well  clothed,  and  make 
a  fine  appearance ;  we  have  made  our  own  shoes,  stock- 
ings, beds,  bedding,  and  attended  to  the  thousand  miscel- 
laneous duties  necessarily  connected  with  a  well-ordered 
household.

LAWS  RELATING  TO  THE  REFORM  SCHOOL. 


The  following  laws  relating  to  commitments  to  the  State 
Reform  School,  are  now  in  force : 

When  any  boy  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  shall  be 
convicted  of  any  offense  known  to  the  laws  of  this  State, 
and  punishable  by  imprisonment,  other  than  such  as  may 
be  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  life,  the  Court  of  Justice, 
as  the  case  may  be,  before  whom  such  conviction  shall  be 
heard,  may,  at  their  discretion,  sentence  such  boy  to  the 
State  Reform  School,  or  to  such  punishment,  as  is  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  same  offense. 

And  if  the  sentence  shall  be  to  the  Reform  School,  then 
it  shall  be  in  the  alternative,  to  the  State  Reform  School,  or 
to  such  punishment  as  would  have  been  awarded  if  this  act 
had  not  been  passed.  Sec.  4th  of  "  An  Act  to  establish  the 
State  Reform  School,"  passed  1851. 

All  commitments  to  the  Reform  School,  of  boys,  of  what- 
ever age  when  committed,  shall  be  for  a  term  not  longer 
than  during  their  minority,  nor  less  than  ninety  days,  [the 
ninety  days  limitation  has  been  altered  by  subsequent 
statute,]  unless  sooner  discharged  by  order  of  the  Trustees 
as  herein  provided,  and  wjienever  any  boy  shall  be  dischar- 
ged therefrom,  by  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  commitment, 
or  as  reformed,  or  as  having  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  such  discharge  shall  be  a  full  and  complete  re- 
lease from  all  penalties  and  disabilities  which  may  have 
been  created  by  such  sentence. 

Sec.  7  of  above  Act. 

Any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  before  whom  any  juvenile  de- 
linquent may  be  lawfully  committed  to  the  State  Reform 
School,  may  sentence  such  delinquent  during  his  minority, 
provided,  that  no  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  sentence  any 
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delinquent  as  aforesaid  to  said  school,  for  a  longer  period 
than|ninety  days,  [ninety  days  clause  altered  by  subsequent 
statute,]  unless  upon  the  recommendation,  at  the  time  of 
such  sentence,  of  a  majority  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town 
in  which  such  conviction  is  had. 
Sec.  1  of  Act  of  1854. 

No  person  shall  hereafter  be  sentenced  or  committed  to 
the  State  Reform  School  for  any  of  the  offenses  specified  in 
the  24th  and  55th  sections  of  the  "  Act  concerning  Domes- 
tic Relations,"  or  the  23d  section  of  the  Act  concerning 
prisons. 

Sec.  1  of  the  Act  of  1855. 

No  person  under  the  age  of  ten  years  shall  hereafter  be 
committed  to  the  State  Reform  School,  nor  shall  any  person 
be  so  committed  for  a  less  period  than  nine  months. 

Sec.  3d  of  Act  of  1857. 

Any  parent  may  indenture  his  boy,  or  any  guardian  may 
indenture  his  male  ward,  to  the  State  Reform  School  for 
such  length  of  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  such  parent 
or  guardian,  and  the  Trustees  of  said  State  Reform  School, 
on  condition  that  such  parent  or  guardian  shall  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  his  boy  or  ward,  so  indentured  as  aforesaid,  while 
at  said  State  Reform  School. 

Act  of  1859,  Sec.  1. 


POEM  OF  INDENTURE  ADOPTED  BY  THE  TRUSTEES. 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Connecticut  State  Reform  School: 
I  hereby  request  that  the  boy  named 

be  received  as  indentured  according  to  Law,  to  the  State 
Reform  School,  at  West  Meriden,  and  I  hereby  bind  my- 
self and  agree  to  the  following  conditions,  viz : 

The  price  of  board,  education,  training  and  clothing  for 
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Said  boy  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  Two  Dollars  per  week,  pay- 
able quarter-yearly  in  advance,  and  the  said 

is  bound  to  remain  in  said  Institution  for  the  term  of 

months,  entitled  to  the  same  supervision,  medical 

treatement,  support  and  education,  and  subject  to  the  same 

regulations,  employment  and  restraint,  as  all  other  inmates 

of  said  School.  [Signed]

DIRECTORS'  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecti- 
cut, May  Session,  A.  D.  1862. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  State  Prison,  in  accordance 
with  their  duty,  hereby  submit  their  annual  report. 

Since  the  last  session  of  your  honorable  body,  the  Hon.  Z. 
Brockway,  one  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Institution, 
resigned  the  office  on  account  of  feeble  health. 

The  vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
H.  B.  Brockway,  Esq.,  and  duly  approved  by  the  Governor,  as 
required  by  law. 

On  the  27th  of  March  last,  Daniel  Webster,  Esq.,  for  five 
years  past  the  excellent  Warden  of  the  Prison,  was  murder- 
ously attacked  while  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty  in  the  space 
of  the  north  shoe  shop,  by  a  prisoner  named  Gerald  Toole,  who 
three  times  stabbed  him  with  a  knife.  The  wounds  then  in- 
flicted caused  the  death  of,  Capt.  Webster  on  the  following 
day,  thus  suddenly  removing  the  managing  head  of  this  Insti- 
tution in  the  meridian  of  life,  and  taking  from  an  affectionate 
family,  a  kind  husband  and  tender  father,  on  whom  they  all 
relied  for  counsel  and  support.  The  Directors  feel  that  duty 
requires  them  to  pay  a  just  tribute  to  the  high  character  of 
Capt.  Webster.  "He  fell  at  his  post  of  duty,"  and  by  his 
death  the  State  has  lost  a  most  faithful,  honest  and  efficient 
officer,  community  a  worthy  and  valued  citizen,  and  the  world 
a  gentleman  whose  assiduous,  yet  discreet  kindness, — whose 
qualities  of  both  head  and  heart,  will  render  his  memory  dear 
to  a  large  circle  of  friends, 


We  submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  propriety  of  present- 
ing to  the  family  of  the  deceased,  some  fitting  testimonial  of 
the  regard  of  the  State  for  his  "worth,  and  its  appreciation  of 
their  loss. 

As  the  crime  of  Toole  will  be  the  subject  of  judicial  investi- 
gation, we  would  not  say  anything  to  prejudice  public  opinion 
against  him,  but  we  beg  leave  to  ask  that  by  committee  or 
otherwise,  the  facts  and  circumstances  attending  the  attack  on 
Capt.  Webster  may  be  investigated,  to  ascertain  if  the  aid  ren- 
dered by  some  of  the  other  prisoners  in  wresting  the  knife 
from  Toole,  and  securing  him  from  doing  further  injury,  was 
not  of  so  important  a  character  as  to  render  one  or  more  of 
them  proper  subjects  for  legislative  favor,  by  commutation  of 
sentence  or  otherwise. 

On  the  28th  of  March,  a  majority  of  the  board  only  being 
present,  they  appointed  as  temporary  Warden,  William  Wil- 
lard,  Esq.,  with  full  powers  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  that 
office,  until  some  future  meeting  of  the  full  Board  of  Directors 
should  otherwise  direct. 

The  Directors  take  pleasure  in  assuring  your  honorable 
body  that  the  previous  high  character  of  the  Prison  for  neat- 
ness, order  and  discipline  has  been  fully  maintained  during 
the  past  year, — that  those  prominent  features  which  have  been 
for  so  many  years  its  leading  characteristics,  and  won  for  it 
the  title  of  "  Model  Prison,"  remain  unchanged.  All  the  offi- 
cers of  the  Prison,  by  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  several 
duties,  are  entitled  to  our  approbation. 

The  distracted  condition  of  our  common  country  during  the 
past  year,  has  unfavorably  affected  all  branches  of  business  in 
the  land, — unless  it  be  those  directly  employed  in  furnishing 
material  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war, — destroying 
commercial  confidence,  and  rendering  most  business  opera- 
tions very  uncertain  in  their  results. 

The  State  Prison  has  not  been  exempt  from  its  share  of  this 
baneful  influence  on  its  business  operations.  The  prices  of 
many  articles  required  for  the  support  of  convicts,  and  other 
Prison  supplies  have  been  enhanced,  at  the  same  time  there 
has  existed  less  demand  for  labor,  and  some  concessions  to 


contractors  have  been  deemed  expedient  to  ensure  permanent, 
and  constant  employment  for  the  men.  Yet  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  accompanying  tables,  that  the  income  of  the  Prison  is 
a  little  in  excess  of  its  expenses  for  the  current  year. 

This  result  has  been  attained  only  by  the  utmost  economy, 
frugality,  and  discreet  management  in  every  department;  at 
the  same  time  each  and  all  the  prisoners  have  had  an  abun- 
dance of  wholesome  food,  with  clothing  and  bedding  good  and 
sufficient  for  all  seasons  of  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Chaplain  and  Physician  herewith  submit- 
ted, gives  full  information  of  the  moral,  educational,  and  phys- 
ical condition  of  the  prisoners. 

The  usual  statistical  tables,  giving  the  number  of  prisoners 
in  confinement,  with  number  from  each  county,  age,  sex,  color, 
nativity,  occupation,  crimes  for  which  committed,  and  term  of 
sentence,  are  also  annexed. 

The  books  and  vouchers  of  the  financial  transactions  for  the 
current  year  have  been  duly  examined,  found  correct,  and  in 
proper  order. 

The  condition  of  the  debt  against  the  Messrs.  Isham's  in  New 
York,  which  was  so  fully  presented  by  the  Warden  in  his  re- 
port last  year,  is  now  somewhat  more  complicated  than  at  that 
date.  The  matter  has  had  prompt  and  energetic  attention 
from  the  late  Warden,  (to  whom  was  entrusted  its  manage- 
ment by  the  Legislature,)  but  the  unavoidable  delays  attend- 
ing legal  proceedings  have  prevented  a  final  settlement  of  it. 
But  for  the  untimely  death  of  Capt.  Webster  you  would  have 
been  presented  full  details  in  regard  to  it.  The  Directors  will 
endeavor  to  furnish  you  early  in  the  session  with  such  inform- 
ation in  relation  thereto,  as  will  enable  you  to  take  such  fur- 
ther action  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

We  cordially  invite  the  members  of  your  honorable  body  to 
visit  the  Institution  at  such  times  as  may  be  convenient.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  the   Connecticut  State  Prison. 
Gentlemen  : 

Nothing  has  occured  within  the  sphere  of  my  labors,  during 
the  past  year,  out  of  the  ordinary  course. 

The  Sabbath  School  has  been  attended  with  its  usual  inter- 
est, and  although  not  large,  all  who  have  desired  to  avail 
themselves  of  its  advantages  have  generally  enjoyed  the  privi- 
lege. The  Warden,  his  Deputy,  and  one  of  the' Overseers 
have  always  been  present  to  assist  in  this  department. 

To  the  services  in  the  chapel  there  has  been  good  attention, 
and  often  encouraging  signs  of  seriousness  united  with  decla- 
rations of  reform  as  the  effect  of  gospel  truth.  Several  have 
professed  conversion  during  the  past  year,  and  I  hope  the 
future  will  prove  their  assertions  real  and  permanent. 

Of  the  male  convicts,  twenty-four  cannot  write,  and  of  these 
ten  are  unabl.e  to  read. 

Those  who  are  willing  to  learn  are  furnished  with  suitable 
books,  and  instruction,  and  I  am  happy  to  say  that  some  of 
these  are  improving  as  rapidly  as  can  reasonably  be  expected. 

There  is  one  case  of  an  interesting  character ;  he  entered 
the  prison  a  little  more  than  three  years  since,  and  at  that 
time  could  neither  read  or  write,  but  now  can  read  very  well, 
and  is  making  some  proficiency  in  writing;  he  is  very  pleasant, 
and  appears  to  enjoy  himself  well.  Reading  the  scriptures  is 
his  daily  delight,  and  his  private  devotions  are  never  neglected. 
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He  most  decidedly  asserts,  that  if  he  had  known,  in  early 
life,  what  he  has  learned  since  he  became  an  inmate  of  this 
Institution,  he  would  never  have  been  a  convict;  for  ignorance 
and  rum  have  been  the  cause  of  all  his  trouble. 

Grammar  and  Arithmetic,  especially  the  latter,  occupy  the 
attention  of  a  large  portion  of  the  men,  to  whom  I  endeavor 
to  impart  such  instruction  as  they  desire,  at  my  visits  from 
cell  to  cell.  A  considerable  supply  of  books  has  been  donated 
by  friends  of  the  Institution  in  the  course  of  the  past  year, 
which  with  the  usual  appropriation  has  enabled  me  to  keep  the 
Library  in  good  condition. 

In  the  female  department  there  are  seventeen  convicts  with 
whom  I  hold  religious  services  every  Sabbath  afternoon,  con- 
sisting in  a  sermon,  or  in  having  them  read  the  scriptures, 
after  which  I  explain  and  enforce  the  lesson,  asking  such 
questions  as  I  think  suitable  to  their  understanding.  They 
are  also  in  the  habit  of  committing  portions  of  scripture,  by 
which  whole  chapters  are  recited  with  much  interest. 

Of  this  class  of  prisoners  only  three  are  able  to  write,  and 
five  out  of  the  seventeen  cannot  read. 

I  will  here  express  my  thanks  to  all  the  officers  of  the 
Prison  for  their  courtesy  to  the  chaplain  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties.

PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Directors  of  the   Connecticut  State  Prison : 

Gentlemen  : — 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
March  31st,  1862. 

There  were  six  deaths  during  the  year ;  three  of  them 
were  from  consumption,  two  from  disease  of  the  brain,  and 
one  from  typhoid  fever. 

Of  the  cases  of  pulmonary  consumption,  I  am  not  aware 
that  there  is  anything  of  which  you  should  desire  a  particular 
account.     They  occurred, 

April  7th ;  patient  aged  twenty-three  years  ; 

July  7th  ;  patient  aged  thirty-one  years  ; 

September  7th  ;  patient  aged  twenty-eight  years. 

The  man  who  died  in  July  was  a  life  prisoner,  had  been  in 
confinement  eleven  years,  and  had  contended  with  the  dis- 
ease of  which  he  died  more  than  eight  years.  The  other  two 
cases  were  rather  remarkable  for  the  rapid  progress  of  the 
disease,  its  duration  being  less  than  two  months. 

April  12th,  a  young  man  aged  twenty-three,  died  from  a 
low  grade  of  inflammation  of  the  brain.  He  was  taken  to  the 
Hospital  April  third,  with  symptoms  of  considerable  muscu- 
lar debility,  was  incapable  of  giving  any  intelligent  account 
of  himself ;  but  he  ate,  slept,  and  took  his  meals  with  reg- 
ularity. I  am  not  aware  that  any  treatment  which  he  re- 
ceived was  of  the  slightest  service. 

Another  case  which  I  have  classed  as  one  of  cerebral  in- 
flamation,  was  of  a  more  obscure  character.  The  patient, 
aged  twenty-six,  complained  of  cough  September  20th ;  Octo- 
ber 7th,  had  symptoms  of  pneumonia,  but  not  severe.     His 
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muscular  debility  much  greater  than  the  pulmonary  disease1 
would  cause,  some  mental  aberration,  and  finally  the  mode 
of  his  death,  which  was  from  a  sudden  congestion  of  his 
lungs,  with  a  spasmodic  action  of  the  respiratory  muscles, 
were  essentially  the  only  symptoms  of  disease  of  the  brain. 
Death  occurred  October  13th.  There  was  no  opportunity 
for  a  post  mortem  examination. 

August  10th,  an  Italian,  aged  eighteen  years,  was  sent  to 
the  Hospital  with  pneumonia.  The  disease  was  not  severe, 
and  August  18th  the  patient  was  considered  better.  From 
this  time  a  fever  of  a  typhoid  type  supervened  gradually, 
complicated  with  diarrhea  and  hemorrhage  from  the  mucous 
membrane  of  nose,  fauces  and  stomach,  of  which  he  died 
August  29th. 

During  the  year,  seventeen  cases  were  treated  for  pul- 
monary consumption.  Three,  as  stated  above,  died.  Three 
were  discharged  by  pardon  or  expiration  of  sentence.  Three 
are  now  in  the  Hospital.  One  is  in  his  cell  not  able  to  per- 
form labor.  The  remaining  seven  are  more  or  less  in  the 
shops.  Of  those  in  the  Hospital,  two  are  hopeless  cases ;  one 
is  improving. 

There  are  also  four  cases  of  chronic  disease  which  will  very 
probably  terminate  fatally,  viz :  one  of  lumbar  abscess ;  one 
of  scrofulous  disease  of  bowels  ;  one  of  abscess  of  the  liver  ; 
and  one  of  dropsy,  from  disease  of  the  heart. 

Diseases  of  the  digestive  organs  have  called  for  their  full 
share  of  medical  prescription.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that 
men  confined  within  prison  walls,  breathing  prison  atmos- 
phere, and  subsisting  on  prison  fare,  many  of  them  engaged 
in  occupations  not  over  conducive  to  vigorous  digestion,  are 
to  be  entirely  free  from  the  numerous  ills  of  a  disordered 
stomach . 

There  are  five  cases  of  confirmed  and  hopeless  insanity, 
four  of  which  I  suppose  were  just  as  truly  insane  when 
sentenced  to  the  State  prison  as  now.  The  fact  needs  no 
comment. 

There  are  several  other  cases  of  partial  insanity.  All  of 
them  are  for  the   most   part  in  the  shop.     Their  physical 
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health  in  some  cases  is  poor,  partly  from  long  confinement, 
but  often  more  from  vicious  habits  of  their  own. 

Although  there  was  considerable  sickness  during  the  year, 
there  was  nothing  of  an  epidemic  type  at  all  serious  in  its 
character.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


Adjutant-General's  Office, 
Hartford,  April  1st,  1862. 

To  His  Excellency,  William  A.  Buckingham, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief: 

Sir — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  from 
this  department  for  the  year  1861,  showing  both  the  condi- 
tion of  the  militia  of  this  State  and  the  number  of  volunteer 
forces  furnished  to  the  United  States  government. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  rebellion  in  the  Southern 
States,  the  military  laws  of  this  State  were  very  defective, 
and  of  such  a  nature  that  the  Commander-in-Chief  found  he 
had  no  legal  authority  to  answer  a  requisition  for  one  regi- 
ment of  infantry  of  the  State  militia,  from  the  President  of 
the  United  States.  Under  these  circumstances  a  call  for 
volunteers  was  promptly  made,  appealing  to  the  patriotism  of 
the  people,  and  it  was  as  promptly  responded  to  by  the  im- 
mediate tender  of  a  sufficient  number  of  companies  to  organ- 
ize the  regiment,  and  with'in  three  days  from  the  date  of  the 
orders  they  were  at  the  rendezvous  at  New  Haven. 

Some  of  the  States  on  whom  the  requisition  had  been 
made,  not  complying,  but  refusing  to  respond,  the  Com- 
mander-inChief,  deeming  that  more  troops  would  be  wanted, 
issued  another  proclamation  and  directed  the  acceptance  of 
all  full  companies  offering.  Within  twenty-two  days,  fifty- 
four  companies  tendered  their  services  for  thrdl  months,  and 
were  accepted.  The  President  of  the  United  States,  having 
declined  to  accept  the  services  of  but  three  regiments,  the 
others  were  disbanded.  Two  of  the  regiments  disbanded 
immediately  volunteered  for  three  years  or  during  the  war, 
and  were  accepted. 


Under  the  action  of  the  general  government  enlistments 
were  discouraged,  and  large  numbers  of  our  patriotic  young 
men  volunteered  in  regiments  of  other  States,  and  *the  regu- 
lar army.  Two  thousand  (2000)  is  a  small  estimate  of  the 
number  Connecticut  has  furnished,  and  which  now  swells  the 
quota  of  those  States,  while  our  own  in  a  corresponding 
degree  is  thus  lessened. 

In  August,  after  earnest  solicitation,  assurance  was  given 
by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  he  would  accept  four  additional 
regiments  of  infantry,  and  on  the  15th  day  of  August  the 
following  orders  were  issued  by  your  Excellency,  detailing 
the  plan  for  their  organization.

rolled sufficient  to  organize  the  sixth,  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  regiments,  and  the  following  regulations  for  their 
organization  are  hereby  published.

5.  Field  officers  for  these  regiments  will  be  appointed  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief. 

6.  The  colonel  will  appoint  from  the  company  subalterns, 
an  adjutant  and  a  regimental  quarter-master,  who  may  be  re- 
assigned to  companies  at  liis  pleasure. 

7.  The  surgeon  and  assistant  surgeons  will  be  appointed 
by  the  Commander-in-Chief  after  they  shall  have  passed  an 
examination  by  the  medical  board.

mental  commander  on  the  vote  of  the  field  officers  and  com- 
pany commanders,  on  duty  with  the  regiment,  at  the  time 
the  appointment  is  to  be  made.  The  chaplain  so  appointed 
must  be  a  regularly  ordained  minister  of  some  Christian  de- 
nomination, and  will  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  cap- 
tain of  cavalry. 

10.  No  man  under  the  rank  of  commissioned  officer,  who 
is  under  eighteen  or  over  forty-five  years  of  age,  or  who  is 
not  in  physical  strength  and  vigor,  will  be  received. 

11.  Persons  nominated  for  company  officers,  will  be  exam- 
ined in  the  school  of  the  soldier  and  company,  by  a  board 
of  examiners,  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief.  The 
examiners  will  also  inquire  into  the  moral  character  and 
habits  of  the  persons  examined,  and  report  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Commander-inChief.  When  a  person  designated 
as  an  officer,  shall  be  found  not  qualified,  another  nomination 
will  be  made  instead.  When  no  nomination  shall  be  made  to 
the  Commander-in-Chief,  he  will  fill  the  vacancy. 

12.  The  war  department  reserves  the  privilege  of  revoking 
commissions  of  all  officers  who  may  be  found  incompetent 
for  the  proper  discharge  of  their  duties. 

13.  Arms,  equipments  and  uniforms  will  be  furnished  the 
troops,  and  when  they  are  accepted  into  service,  will  receive 
the  same  pay  and  allowances  of  the  regular  army,  and  in 
addition  from  the  State  of  Connecticut,  a  bounty  of  thirty 
dollars  a  year,  and  "  six  dollars  per  month  for  a  wife,  if  any 
there  be,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each  child  under 
fourteen  years,  providing  the  sum  in  the  aggregate  does  not 
exceed  ten  dollars  per  month." 

14.  The  following  extracts  from  General  Orders,  No.  15, 
from  the  war  department,  will  be  deemed  a  part  of  this 
order. 

"  Every  volunteer  non-commissioned  officer,  private,  mu- 
sician and  artificer,  who  enters  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  under  this  plan,  will  be  paid  by  the  United  States 
when  honorably  discharged,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
in  addition  to  the  regular  pay  and  allowances. 

"  Any  volunteer  who  may  be  received  into  the  service  of 


the  United  States  under  this  plan,  and  who  may  be  wounded 
or  otherwise  disabled  in  the  service,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  which  have  been  or  may  be  conferred  on  persons  dis- 
abled in  the  regular  service  ;  and  the  legal  heirs  of  such  as 
die  or  may  be  killed  in  service,  in  addition  to  all  arrears  of 
pay  and  allowances,  shall  receive  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars  from  the  United  States. 

"  The  band  of  the  regiments  will  be  paid  as  follows  :  one 
fourth  of  each  will  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of  ser- 
geants of  engineer  soldiers  ;  one  fourth,  those  of  corporals  of 
engineer  soldiers ;  and  the  remaining  half,  those  of  privates 
of  engineer  soldiers  of  the  first  class. 

"  The  wagoners  will  receive  the  pay  and  allowances  of 
corporals  of  cavalry. 

"  The  regimental  commissary  sergeant  will  receive  the  pay 
and  allowances  of  a  regimental  sergeant-major." 

15.  Companies  will  not  leave  for  the  place  of  rendezvous 
until  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  adjutant-general. 

16.  The  6th  and  7th  regiments  will  rendezvous  at  New 
Haven,  and  the  8th  and  9th  regiments  will  rendezvous  at 
Hartford. 

IT.  All  applications  in  pursuance  to  these  orders  will  be 
made  direct  to  the  adjutant-general.

The  four  regiments  were  soon  organized,  and  as  large 
numbers  were  volunteering  throughout  the  State,  further 
orders  were  issued  to  accept  all  full  companies.  Under  these 
orders  there  have  been  organized  eight  regiments  of  infantry, 
one  squadron,  and  one  battalion  of  cavalry,  and  one  light 
battery,  making  a  total  of  thirteen  thousand  sis;  hundred  and 
ninety-six  troops  Connecticut  has  furnished  the  government  for 
the  prosecution  of  the  war,  with  persons  owing  allegiance  to 
and  in  open  rebellion  against  the  United  States  government.

This  regiment  was  recruited  largely  from  the  volunteer 
militia,  and  numbered  seven  hundred  and  eighty  men  (780). 
It  left  New  Haven  for  Washington,  May  9,  1861.  The  men 
were  armed  with  Sharps'  rifles,  and  United  States  Springfield 
rifled  muskets.  Colonel  Tyler  is  a  graduate  of  West  Point,  and 
served  with  distinction  for  a  number  of  years  in  the  regular 
army.  At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  prompted  by  a  pat- 
riotic impulse,  he  was  among  the  first  to  tender  his  services 
to  his  naiive  State,  and  was  placed  by  the  Governor  in  com- 
mand of  this  regiment.  Under  his  auspices  the  regiment 
was  brought  into  a  high  state  of  efficiency  and  discipline. 
On  the  10th  day  of  May  he  was  promoted  to  be  brigadier- 
general,  and  at  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  was  in  command  of  a 
division.  Colonel  George  S.  Burnham,  his  successor,  has 
been  connected  for  a  number  of  years  with  our  State  volun- 
teer militia  organization,  and  he  was  in  command  at  the  bat- 
tle of  Bull  Run,  and  acquitted  himself  with  honor.  This

To  Colonel  E.  D.  Keyes,  commanding  Eirst  Brigade : 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  following  report: 
We  left  our  bivouac  at  Centerville,  at  2  o'clock  on  the  morn- 
ing of  the  21st  of  July,  keeping  the  Warrenton  turnpike  for 
about  four  miles,  my  regiment  leading  the  brigade.  At  that 
point  the  brigade  was  ordered  to  file  off  the  road  into  the 
fields  to  allow  other  troops  to  pass,  our  brigade  being  held  in 
reserve.  After  waiting  some  three  hours  we  filed  again  into 
the  road  and  proceeded  some  two  miles  when  we  were  again 
halted  for  a  short  time.  We  were  then  ordered  to  advance, 
and  emerging  from  the  woods  we  were  opened  upon  by  a 
very  heavy  fire  of  shells  from  two  or  three  of  the  enemy's 
batteries.  The  men  dropping  at  the  flash  of  the  guns,  most 
of  the  shells  went  over  us,  but  few  doing  any  serious  dam- 
age. Advancing  at  the  double  quick  obliquely  to  the  right 
of  the  road,  we  passed  the  building  afterward  used  as  a  hos- 
pital. Here  meeting  G-en.  McDowell,  he  ordered  me  to 
march  by  the  left  flank,  (we  were  then  marching  by  the 
right  flank,)  and  passing  through  a  narrow  strip  of  woods 
we  came  in  full  view  of  the  enemy,  upon  whom  I  immedi- 
ately opened  fire,  and,  as  well  as  I  could,  judge,  with  consid- 
erable effect.  Again  we  were  ordered  to  march  by  the  left, 
following  the  Second  Connecticut,  and  being  very  hotly  at- 
tacked by  the  enemy's  fire  we  kept  well  under  the  hill,  by 
which  the  men  were,  in  a  great  degree,  protected.  We  were 
then  ordered  to  charge  on  one  of  the  batteries,  but  the  order 
was  at  once  countermanded  by  yourself,  as  it  was  evident 
that  it  would  have  resulted  in  the  perfect  annihilation  of  my 
men.  Retaining  our  position,  we  fired  as  often  as  there  was 
opportunity.  About  4  o'clock*  P.  M.,  we  had  orders  to  change 
our  position,  which  we  did  by  marching  by  the  right  flank, 
the  Second  Connecticut  filing  past.  Reaching  the  hospital, 
we  learned  of  the  rout  of  our  army.     My  regiment  kept  in 
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excellent  order  on  the  retreat,  though  hotly  pursued  by  the 
enemy's  fire.  At  the  woods  the  enemy's  cavalry  came  down, 
but  my  regiment  standing  its  ground,  and  one  of  our  guns 
opening  upon  them,  they  soon  left  us.  Soon  after,  we  over- 
took the  Second  New  York,  under  command  of  its  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel, (the  Colonel  being  absent.)  He  placed  the  regi- 
ment under  my  command,  but  we  had  gone  but  a  short  dis- 
tance when  seeing  General  Schenck,  the  commander  of  their 
brigade,  I  placed  myself  and  my  regiment  under  his  command 
for  a  short  time.  On  reaching  Cub  Run,  I  vainly  tried  to 
rescue  the  Parrott  gun  which  was  mired  by  the  roadside. 
While  fording  the  stream  the  staff  of  our  State  color  was 
shot  in  two,  but  we  brought  our  colors  off  the  field  without 
dishonor.  We  then  came  up  with  Colonel  Miles'  brigade, 
which  was  held  as  a  reserve.  Most  nobly  did  he  do  his  duty, 
his  presence  with  his  brigade,  held  in  most  admirable  order, 
reviving  the  drooping  spirits  of  the  tired  and  retreating  sol- 
diers, who  took  fresh  courage,  while  the  enemy's  cavalry, 
which  up  to  this  time  had  pressed  most  earnestly  and  severely 
upon  us,  concluded  to  withdraw,  much  to  our  satisfaction. 
We  arrived  at  our  old  bivouac  in  Centerville,  in  as  good 
order  as  when  we  first  reached  it  the  Thursday  preceding. 
We  consoled  ourselves  partially  for  the  unfortunate  termina- 
tion of  the  day  by  the  consideration  that  though  ours  was 
the  first  regiment  of  the  brigade  in  the  field,  and,  so  far  as  I 
could  learn,  the  last  of  all  out  of  it,  our  loss  was  only  eight 
wounded  and  nine  missing.  Allow  me  to  say  that  troops 
could  not  have  behaved  better  than  did  my  regiment,  faith- 
fully and  promptly  obeying  every  order,  and  being  easily 
handled  with  the  aid  of  my  adjutant.  Resting  awhile  at 
Centerville,  we  were  ordered  back  to  our  camp  at  Falls 
Church,  which  place  we  reached  soon  after  day-break,  on  the 
22d.  We  struck  our  tents  according  to  orders,  and  were  ex- 
posed all  day  to  a  drenching  rain,  which  occasioned  much 
suffering  among  the  men  on  account  of  the  very  fatiguing 
duties  of  the  day  before,  and  the  want  of  needed  rest.  At 
dark,  marching  down  with  the  two  other  Connecticut  regi- 
ments, we  took  possession  of  the  camps  of  the  two  Ohio  regi- 
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ments, — the  First  and  Second, — where,  with  the  Third  Con- 
necticut, we  rested  for  the  night,  and  the  next  morning 
struck  the  tents  which,  with  all  the  camp  equipage,  we  sent 
to  Alexandria,  the  Second  Connecticut  doing  the  same  thing 
for  the  camp  of  the  Second  New  York.  The  three  regiments 
then  marched  to  Port  Corcoran,  arriving  at  about  sunset, 
well  worn  out  with  fatigue  and  exposure. 

Throughout  this  severe  trial  my  men  seemed  to  vie  with 
each  other  in  bearing  their  sufferings  uncomplainingly. 

I  hope  you  will  excuse  any  discrepancies,  (if  any  there  be,) 
in  this  report,  as  I  have  suffered  for  more  than  a  month  with 
the  neuralgia,  which  is  much  aggravated  by  the  exposures  of 
the  last  few  days.

Colonel  Terry  of  this  regiment  is  a  resident  of  New  Haven. 
He  was,  for  a  number  of  years,  connected  with  our  state  mili- 
tary organization  and  was  one  of  the  most  efficient  and  accom- 
plished officers  in  the  service,  having  devoted  much  time  and 
attention  to  military  matters,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Eu- 
rope. At  the  commencement  of  the  war  he  was  Colonel  of  the 
Second  Regiment,  State  Volunteer  Militia  and  was  very  popu- 
lar with  those  under  his  command.  The  Regiment  left  New 
Haven  for  Washington,  May  10th,  1861,  the  numerical  strength

present  at  the  battle  of  Bull  Run,  where  both  officers  and  men 
acquitted  themselves  with  honor.

This  regiment,  the  numerical  strength  of  which  was  seven 
hundred  and  eighty  (780)  men,  left  Hartford  for  Washing- 
ton, May  25th,  1861.  They  were  armed  with  United  States 
smooth  bore  muskets.  Colonel  John  Arnold  had  long  been  a 
prominent  officer  in  our  state  militia,  and  an  instructor  in  a 
number  of  military  schools.  On  account  of  ill  health  he  ten- 
dered his  resignation  May  29th,  1861,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged. Colonel  John  L.  Chatfield,  his  successor,  acquired 
his  military  education  in  our  state  militia.  He  was  a  strict 
disciplinarian  a*id  much  beloved  by  the  officers  and  men  com- 
posing his  command.  This  regiment  was  at  the  battle  of  Bull 
Run  and  behaved  with  the  steadiness  and  gallantry  of  veterans. 
Its  drill  and  discipline  was  not  surpassed  by  any  other.  It  is 
worthy  of  mention  that  this  in  connection  with  the  1st  and 
2d  regiments  were  the  last  to  leave  the  field  on  that  memora- 
ble day, — that  they  retired  in  good  order, — that  they  occupied 
their  original  camping  grounds  most  of  the  22d  inst.  the  day 
after  the  battle, — that  they  there  carefully  packed  and  placed 
in  the  baggage  wagons  the  camp  equipage  of  four  regiments 
which  had  been  abandoned,  and  safely  delivered  that  in  addi- 
tion to  their  own  at  Fort  Corcoran,  thus  saving  to  the  general 
government  property  to  a  very  large  amount.  The  regiment 
2 
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was  mustered  out  of  service  at  Hartford  on  the  12th  day  of 
August,  1861.  I  append  the  official  reports  of  General  Tyler 
and  Colonels  Keyes  and  Chatfield. 

Colonel  ChatfieWs  Report. 

Head-Quarters  Third  Eegiment  Conn.  Vols.,  ) 
Arlington,  Va.,  July  24,  1861.  \ 

To  Col.  E.  D.  Keyes,  Commanding  First  Brigade,  First  Division  : — 

I  marched  with  my  command  from  Centerville,  Ya.,  on 
Sunday,  at  2  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  proceeded  along  the  War- 
renton  turnpike  to  Bull  Eun ;  after  being  on  the  road  sev- 
eral hours,  formed  on  the  east  side  of  the  run,  and  marched 
against  a  body  of  the  enemy  and  routed  them ;  then  changed 
position  to  the  left,  formed  and  charged  upon  the  enemy's 
battery,  which  was  supported  by  a  large  body  of  infantry. 
The  regiment  made  a  fine  charge,  but  was  obliged  to  fall 
back,  (the  enemy  being  in  very  much  larger  force  of  infantry, 
beside  their  battery,)  which  we  did  in  good  order.  After 
engaging  the  enemy  some  three  hours  at  different  points,  we 
were  ordered  off  the  field,  which  we  did  in  good  order,  and 
brought  in  two  pieces  of  artillery,  one  caisson,  and  several 
baggage  wagons,  and  the  wagon  of  the  sappers  and  miners, 
together  with  all  their  tools,  and  twenty  horses.  During  the 
whole  engagement,  both  officers  and  men  behaved  well  and 
stood  up  to  the  work.  I  would  here  mention  more  particu- 
larly, Major  Warner  and  Adjutant  Redfield  Duryee,  for  their 
coolness  during  the  whole  action,  in  assisting  to  keep  the 
men  in  line,  and  urging  them  on  to  action.

FIEST  DIVISION.     General  Tyler's  Eeport. 
Head-Quarters  First  Division,  Department  N.  E.  Va. 
Washington,  July  27, 1861. 
General  :  In  obedience  to  order  No.  22,  dated  Centerville, 
July  20,  Sherman's,  Schenck's  and  Keyes'  brigades  of  this

division, — Richardson's  brigade  having  been  left  in  front  of 
Blackburn's  Ford, — moved  at  half  past  two  A.  M.,on  the  21st 
inst.,  to  threaten  the  passage  of  the  Warrenton  turnpike 
bridge,  on  Bull  Run.  I  arrived  in  front  of  the  bridge  with 
Schenck's  and  Sherman's  brigades,  and  Ayres'  and  Carlisle's 
batteries,  about  six  A.  M.,  Keyes'  brigade  having  been  halted 
by  your  order  to  watch  the  road  coming  up  from  Manassas, 
and  about  two  miles  from  the  run.  After  examining  the  po- 
sition, and  posting  Sherman's  and  Schenck's  brigades  and  artil- 
lery, I  fired  the  first  gun  at  half  past  six  A.  M.  as  agreed  upon, 
to  show  that  we  were  in  position.  As  my  orders  were  to 
threaten  the  passage  of  the  bridge,  I  caused  Schenck's  brigade 
to  be  formed  into  line,  its  left  resting  in  the  direction  of  the 
bridge  and  the  battery  which  the  enemy  had  established  to 
sweep  the  bridge  and  its  approach,  so  as  to  threaten  both. 
Sherman's  brigade  was  posted  to  the  right  of  the  Warrenton 
turnpike,  so  as  to  be  in  position  to  sustain  Schenck,  or  to  move 
across  Bull  Run  in  the  direction  of  Hunter's  column. 

The  thirty  pounder  gun  attached  to  the  Carlisle  battery  was 
posted  on  the  Warrenton  turnpike,  with  Ayres'  battery  con- 
siderably in  its  rear.  Carlisle's  battery  was  posted  on  the  left 
of  Sherman's  brigade.  In  this  position  we  awaited  the  appear- 
ance of  Hunter's  and  Heintzleman's  columns  as  ordered,  until 
such  time  as  the  approach  to  the  bridge  should  be  carried,  and 
the  bridge  rebuilt  by  Capt.  Alexander,  of  the  engineers,  who 
had  on  the  spot  the  necessary  structure  for  that  purpose. 

Soon  after  getting  into  position  we  discovered  that  the  ene- 
my had  a  heavy  battery,  with  infantry  in  support,  command- 
ing both  the  road  and  bridge  approaches,  on  which  both  Ayres 
and  Carlisle  at  different  times  tried  the  effect  of  their  guns 
without  success ;  and  a  careful  examination  of  the  banks  of 
Bull  Run  satisfying  me  that  they  were  impracticable  for  the 
purpose  of  artillery,  their  batteries  had  to  remain  compara- 
tively useless  until  such  time  as  Hunter's  column  might  clear 
the  approach  by  a  movement  on  the  opposite  bank.  During 
this  period  of  waiting  the  thirty  pounder  was  occasionally  used 
with  considerable  effect  against  bodies  of  infantry  and  cavalry, 
which  could  be  seen  from  time  to  time  moving  in  the  direction 
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of  Hunter's  column,  and  out  of  the  range  of  ordinary  guns. 
Using  a  high  tree  as  an  observatory,  we  could  constantly  see 
the  operations  of  Hunter's  and  Heintzelman's  column  from  the 
time  they  crossed  Bull  Run,  and  through  one  of  my  staff, 
Lieut.  O'Rourke,  of  the  engineers,  I  was  promptly  notified  as 
to  any  change  in  the  progress  of  their  columns  up  to  the  time  , 
when  it  appeared  that  the  heads  of  both  were  arrested,  and  the 
enemy  seemed  to  be  moving  heavy  reinforcements  to  support 
their  troops.  At  this  time  I  ordered  Colonel  Sherman,  with 
his  brigade,  to  cross  Bull  Run,  and  to  support  the  two  columns 
already  in  action.  Colonel  Sherman,  as  appears  by  his  re- 
ports, crossed  the  run  without  opposition,  and  after  reconnoi- 
tering  a  party  of  the  enemy  flying  before  Hunter's  forces,  found 
General  McDowell,  and  received  his  orders  to  join  in  the  pur- 
suit. The  subsequent  operations  of  this  brigade  and  its  able 
commander  having  been  under  your  own  eye  and  directions, 
I  shall  not  follow  its  movements  any  further,  but  refer  you  to 
Colonel  Sherman's  report,  which  you  will  find  herewith. 

So  soon  as  it  was  discovered  that  Hunter's  division  had  been 
arrested,  I  ordered  up  Keyes'  brigade,  which  arrived  just  as 
the  left  of  Sherman's  was  crossing  the  run,  and  having  satis- 
fied myself  that  the  enemy  had  not  the  force  nor  the  purpose 
to  cross  Bull  Run,  I  ordered  Keyes'  brigade  to  follow  Sher- 
man's, accompanying  the  move  in  person,  as  I  saw  it#nust 
necessarily  place  me  on  the  left  of  our  line,  and  in  the  best 
possible  position,  when  we  should  have  driven  the  enemy  off, 
to  join  Schenck's  brigade  and  the  two  batteries  left  on  the 
opposite  side.  I  ordered  Colonel  Keyes  to  incline  the  head  of 
his  column  a  little  to  the  right  of  the  line  of  march  taken  by 
Sherman's  brigade,  to  avoid  the  fire  of  a  battery  which  the 
enemy  had  opened.  This  movement  sheltered  the  men  to  a 
considerable  degree,  and  resulted  in  closing  on  the  rear  of 
Sherman's  brigade ;  and,  on  reaching  the  high  grounds  I 
ordered  Colonel  Keyes  to  form  into  line  on  the  left  of  Sher- 
man's brigade,  which  was  done  with  great  steadiness  and  regu- 
larity. After  waiting  a  few  moments  the  line  was  ordered  to 
advance,  and  came  into  conflict  on  its  right  with  the  enemy's 
cavalry  and  infantry,  which,  after  some  severe  struggles, it  drove 
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back,  until  the  further  march  of  the  brigade  was  arrested  by  a 
severe  fire  of  artillery  and  infantry,  sheltered  by  some  build- 
ings standing  on  the  heights  above  the  road  leading  to  Bull 
Run.  The  charge  was  here  ordered,  and  the  Second  Maine 
and  the  Third  Connecticut  regiments,  which  were  opposed  to 
this  part  of  the  enemy's  line,  pressed  forward  to  the  top  of  the 
hill  until  they  reached  the  buildings  which  were  held  by  the 
enemy,  drove  them  out,  and  for  a  moment  had  them  in  posses- 
sion. At  this  point,  finding  the  brigade  under  the  fire  of  a 
strong  force  behind  breastworks,  the  order  was  given  to  march 
by  the  left  flank  across  an  open  field,  until  the  whole  line  was 
sheltered  by  the  right  bank  of  Bull  Run,  along  which  the 
march  was  conducted,  with  a  view  to  turn  the  battery  which 
the  enemy  had  placed  on  the  hill  below  the  point  at  which  the 
Warrenton  turnpike  crosses  Bull  Run.  The  march  was  con- 
ducted for  a  considerable  distance  below  the  stone  bridge, 
causing  the  enemy  to  retire,  and  giving  Captain  Alexander  an 
opportunity  to  pass  the  bridge,  cut  out  the  abatis  which  had 
been  placed  there,  and  prepared  the  way  for  Schenck's  brigade 
and  the  two  batteries  to  pass  over.  Before  the  contemplated 
movement  could  be  made  on  the  enemy's  battery,  it  was  re- 
moved and  placed  in  a  position  to  threaten  our  line ;  but 
before  the  correct  range  could  be  obtained,  Colonel  Keyes 
carried  his  brigade,  by  a  flank  movement,  around  the  line  of 
the  hill,  and  was  on  the  point  of  ascending  it  in  time  to  get  at 
the  battery,  when  I  discovered  that  our  troops  were  on  the 
retreat,  and  that,  unless  a  rapid  movement  to  the  rear  was 
made,  we  should  be  cut  off,  and  through  my  aid,  lieutenant 
Upton,  Colonel  Keyes  was  ordered  to  file  to  the  right  and 
join  the  retreating  column.  The  order  was  executed  without 
the  least  confusion,  and  the  brigade  joined  the  retreating 
column  in  good  order.  When  this  junction  was  made  I  left 
Keyes'  brigade  and  rode  forward  to  ascertain  the  condition 
of  Schenck's  brigade  and  the  artillery  left  this  side  of  Bull 
Run,  and  on  arriving  there  found  Ayres'  battery  and  Lieu- 
tenant Haines'  thirty  pounder  waiting  orders.  I  immedi- 
ately ordered  Lieutenant  Haines  to  limber  up   and   move 
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forward  as   soon  as  possible.     This  was  promptly  done,  and 
the  piece  moved  on  towards  Centervillev 

I  then  went  into  the  woods  where  the  ammunition  wagon 
of  this  piece  had  been  placed  out  of  the  reach  of  the  fire,  and 
found  that  the  driver  had  deserted  and  taken  away  part  of  the 
horses,  which  made  it  impossible  to  move  it.  I  then  returned 
to  Ayres'  battery,  which  I  found  limbered  up,  and  ordered  it 
to  move  forward  and  cover  the  retreat,  which  was  promptly 
done  by  its  gallant  officers,  and  when  the  cavalry  charge  was 
made  shortly  afterward,  they  repulsed  it  promptly  and  effec- 
tually. I  then  collected  a  guard  mainly  from  the  second 
Maine  regiment,  and  put  it  under  the  command  of  Colonel 
Jameson  with  orders  to  sustain  Captain  Ayres  during  the 
retreat,  which  was  done  gallantly  and  successfully,  until  the 
battery  reached  Centerville.  Before  ordering  Colonel  Jame- 
son to  cover  Ayres'  battery,  I  passed  to  the  rear  to  find 
General  Schenck's  brigade,  intending,  as  it  was  fresh,  to  have 
it  cover  the  retreat.  I  did  not  find  it  in  the  position  in 
which  I  had  left  it,  and  supposed  it  had  moved  forward  and 
joined  the  retreating  column.  I  did  not  see  General  Schenck 
again  until  near  Cub  Run,  where  he  appeared  active  in  rally- 
ing his  own  or  some  other  regiments.  General  Schenck 
reports  that  the  two  Ohio  regiments  left  Bull  Run  after  the 
cavalry  charge,  and  arrived  in  Centerville  in  good  order. 

In  closing  this  report,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  express 
my  admiration  of  the  manner  in  which  Colonel  Keyes  handled 
his  brigade,  completely  covering  it  by  every  possible  accident 
of  the  grounds  while  changing  his  position,  and  leading  it 
bravely  and  skillfully  to  the  attack  at  the  right  moment,  to 
which  the  brigade  responded  in  every  instance  in  a  manner 
highly  creditable  to  itself  and  satisfactory  to  its  commanding 
officers. 

At  no  time  during  the  conflict  was  this  brigade  disorganized 
and  it  was  the  last  off  the  field,  and  in  good  order. 

Colonel  Keyes  says  : — "  The  gallantry  with  which  the 
Second  Maine  and  Third  Connecticut  regiments  charged  up 
the  hill  upon  the  enemy's  artillery  and  infantry,  was  never  in 
my  opinion  surpassed,  and  the  conduct  of  Colonel  Jameson  and 
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Chatfield  in  this  instance  and  throughout  the  day  merits  the 
highest  commendation.  Colonel  Terry  rendered  great  assist- 
ance by  his  gallantry  and  excellent  conduct.  Lieutenant 
Hascall,  acting  assistant  Adjutant-General,  Lieutenants  Wal- 
ter and  Ely,  rendered  gallant  and  effective  assistance."  It 
gives  me  pleasure  to  be  able  to  confirm  the  above  from  per- 
sonal observation,  and  to  express  my  personal  satisfaction  with 
the  conduct  of  this  brigade.  For  further  particulars  as  to 
gallant  conduct  of  individuals,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the 
reports  of  commanders  of  brigades,  hereunto  attached.  Colo- 
nel Sherman  speaks  highly  of  Colonel  McCoon,  of  Wisconsin, 
and  lieutenants  Piper  and  McQuestor,  all  on  his  personal 
staff. 

From  my  own  personal  staff  I  received  in  every  instance, 
prompt  and  gallant  assistance,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to  Cap- 
tains Baird  and  Merrill,  Lieutenants  Houston,  Abbott,  Upton, 
O'Rourke  and  Andenreid,  for  gallant  conduct  and  the  prompt 
and  valuable  assistance  they  rendered  me.  Lieutenant  Abbott 
and  Upton  were  both  wounded,  and  each  had  a   horse  killed 

under  him,  as  also  had  Lieutenant  O'Rourke.

General — I  closed  my  report  as  to  the  fight  at  Bull  Run,  at 
the  time  we  left  for  Centerville  ;  and  it  is  due  to  me  and  my 
division,  that  our  subsequent  movements  be  noted  to  the  time 
the  different  brigades  reached  a  stopping  place.  On  reaching 
Centerville,  I  found  Richardson's  brigade  in  line,  ready  to  sup- 
port us,  or  cover  the  retreat.  The  brigade  retired  in  good 
order  on  Arlington,  covering  the  retreat.  After  the  order  was 
given  to  retreat,  and  eaeh  brigade  was  ordered  "  to  proceed 
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to  the  position  from  which  it  started,  and  by  the  route  by 
which  it  advanced,"  I  communicated  the  order  to  the  com- 
manders of  each  brigade,  and  with  Keyes'  brigade  proceeded 
at  once  to  Falls  Church,  determined  to  save  the  camp  equip- 
age of  the  four  regiments  left  standing  there,  which  I  knew, 
if  we  fell  back  -on  the  fortifications  in  front  of  Washington,  the 
enemy  would  at  once  seize.  Colonel  Keyes,  with  the  three  Con- 
necticut regiments,  arrived  at  Falls  Church  about  five  o'clock 
A.  M.  of  the  22d  hist.,  and  proceeded  at  once  to  strike  their 
tents,  and  those  of  the  Maine  regiment,  and  send  them  to  Fort 
Corcoran.  This  work,  without  rations,  was  continued  during 
the  entire  day,  and  during  a  severe  rain  storm,  and  by  night 
the  entire  camp  equipage  was  saved  by  removal.  Colonel 
Keyes  then  fell  back  to  the  camp  of  Schenck's  brigade,  which 
had  been  entirely  deserted  ;  and  after  using  their  tents  for  the 
night,  struck  them  the  next  morning,  and  sent  the  other  Gov- 
ernment property  to  Fort  Corcoran  and  Alexandria ;  and  at 
seven  o'clock  Tuesday  morning,  I  saw  the  three  Connecticut 
regiments  with  two  thousand  (2000)  bayonets,  march  under 
the  guns  of  Fort  Corcoran  in  good  order,  after  having  saved 
us,  not  only  a  large  amount  of  public  property,  but  the  morti- 
fication of  having  our  standing  camps  fall  into  the  hands  of 
the  enemy.  I  hope  General,  that  you  will  appreciate  this  ser- 
vice on  the  part  of  a  portion  of  my  division,  and  give  credit  to 
whom  credit  is  due. 

All  the  brigades  except  Schenck's  obeyed  the  order  to 
return  to  their  original  positions.  By  some  misunderstanding 
which  is  not  satisfactorily  explained,  this  brigade  proceeded 
direct  to  Washington,  one  regiment  as  understood,  passing 
directly  through  the  camp  they  left  on  the  16th  inst.

Head-Quakteks  First  Brigade,  First  Division,         ) 
Camp  on  Meridian  Hill,  Washington,  July  25, 1861.  \ 

Capt.  A.  Baird,  Ass't  Adj't  Gen.  Head-Quarters  First  Brigade,  First  Division  : 

Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  orders  of  Brigadier-General 
Tyler,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  operations  of  the  First 
Brigade,  First  Division,  in  the  action  of  the  31st  inst.  at  Bull 
Run,  and  during  the  two  succeeding  days. 

Leaving  my  camp  near  Centerville,  at  two  o'clock  A.  M.,  I 
took  my  place  in  the  first  division  as  a  reserve.  At  quarter 
past  nine  o'clock  A.  M.,  at  the  distance  of  half  a  mile  from 
Bull  Run,  I  was  ordered  by  General  Tyler  to  incline  the  head 
of  my  column  to  the  right  and  direct  it  through  an  open  field 
to  a  ford  about  800  yards  above  the  stone  bridge.  Before  the 
whole  brigade  had  entered  upon  the  new  direction,  the  enemy 
opened  fire  from  a  battery  across  the  run,  and  threw  upon  the 
first  and  second  regiments  Connecticut  Volunteers,  some 
twenty  or  thirty  rounds  of  shot  and  shell,  which  caused  a  tem- 
porary confusion  and  wounded  several  men.  Order  was 
shortly  restored,  and  the  brigade  closed  up  on  Sherman's 
column  before  passing  the  ford. 

After  crossing,  I  marched  at  once  to  the  high  ground,  and 
by  order  of  General  Tyler,  came  into  line  on  Sherman's  left. 

The  order  to  advance  in  line  of  battle  was  given  at  about 
ten  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  from  that  hour  until  four  P.  M.  my 
brigade  was  in  constant  activity  on  the  field  of  battle. 

The  first  regiment  Connecticut  volunteers  was  met  by  a 
body  of  cavalry  and  infantry,  which  it  repelled,  and  at  several 
other  encounters  of  different  parts  of  the  line,  the  enemy  con- 
stantly retired  before  us. 

At  about  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  Gen.  Tyler  ordered  me  to  take  a 
battery  on  a  height  in  front.  The  battery  was  strongly  posted, 
and  supported  by  infantry  and  riflemen,  sheltered  by  a  build- 
ing, a  fence,  and  a  hedge.  My  order  to  charge  was  obeyed 
with  the  utmost  promptness.  Col.  Jameson  of  the  second 
Maine,  and  Col.  Chatfield  of  the  Third  Connecticut  Volun- 
teers, pressed  forward  their  regiments  up  the  base  slope  about 
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one  hundred  yards,  when  I  ordered  them  to  lie  down  at  a 
point  offering  a  small  protection,  and  load.  I  then  ordered 
them  to  advance  again,  which  they  did  in  the  face  of  a  mova- 
ble battery  of  eight  pieces  and  a  large  body  of  infantry,  toward 
the  top  of  the  hill.  As  we  moved  forward  we  came  under  the 
fire  of  other  large  bodies  of  the  enemy,  posted  behind  breast- 
works, and  on  reaching  the  summit  of  the  hill  the  firing  be- 
came so  hot  that  an  exposure  to  it  of  five  minutes  would  have 
annihilated  my  whole  line. 

As  the  enemy  had  withdrawn  to  a  height  beyond,  and  to 
the  support  of  additional  troops,  I  ordered  the  Maine  regiment 
to  face  by  the  left  flank  and  move  to  a  wood  slope  across  an 
open  field,  to  which  point  I  followed  them.  The  balance  of 
the  brigade  soon  rejoined  me,  and  after  a  few  moment's  rest  I 
again  put  it  in  motion,  and  moved  forward  to  find  another 
opportunity  to  charge. 

The  enemy  had  a  light  battery  which  he  maneuvered 
with  extraordinary  skill,  and  his  shot  fell  often  among  and 
near  us.  I  advanced  generally  just  under  the  brow  of  the 
hill,  by  a  flank  movement,  until  I  found  myself  about  half  a 
mile  below  the  stone  bridge. 

Our  advance  caused  the  rebels  to  retire  from  the  abatis, 
and  enabled  Capt.  Alexander,  of  the  engineers,  to  clear  it 
away.  In  a  short  time  the  enemy  moved  the  battery  to  a 
point  which  enabled  him  to  enfilade  my  whole  line ;  but  as 
he  pointed  his  guns  too  far  to  the  right,  and  only  improved 
his  aim  gradually,  I  had  time  to  withdraw  my  brigade,  by  a 
flank  movement  around  the  base  of  a  hill  in  time  to  avoid  a 
raking  fire.  At  this  time  a  lull  in  the  discharge  of  our  artil- 
lery, and  an  apparent  change  in  the  position  of  the  enemy's 
left  flank,  made  me  apprehensive  that  all  was  not  right.  I 
continued  my  march,  and  sent  my  aid,  Lieut.  Walter,  to  the 
rear  to  inquire  of  Gen.  McDowell  how  the  day  was  going. 
The  discontinuance  of  the  firing  in  our  lines  becoming  more 
and  more  apparent,  I  inclined  to  the  right,  and  after  marching 
six  hundred  or  seven  hundred  yards  further,  I  was  met  by 
Lieut.  Upton,  aid  to  Gen.  Tyler,  and  ordered  to  file  to  the 
right,  as  our  troops  were  retreating.     I  moved  on  at  an  ordi- 
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nary  pace,  and  fell  into  the  retreating  current  about  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  yards  in  the  rear  of  Gen.  McDowell  and  staff. 
Before  crossing  Bull  Run,  and  until  my  brigade  mingled  with 
the  retreating  mass,  it  maintained  perfect  freedom  from  panic, 
and  at  the  moment  I  received  the  order  to  retreat,  and  for 
some  time  afterward,  it  was  in  as  good  order  as  in  the  morn- 
ing on  the  road.  Half  an  hour  earlier  I  supposed  the  victory 
to  be  ours. 

The  gallantry  with  which  the  second  regiment  of  Maine, 
and  the  third  regiment  of  Connecticut  volunteers  charged  up 
the  hill  upon  the  enemy's  artillery  and  infantry,  was  never, 
in  my  opinion,  surpassed.  I  was  with  the  advancing  line  and 
closely  observed  the  conduct  of  Cols.  Jameson  and  Chatfield, 
which  merits  in  this  instance  and  throughout  the  day  the 
highest  commendation. 

I  also  observed  throughout  the  day  the  gallantry  and  excel- 
lent conduct  of  Col.  Terry's  second  regiment  Connecticut 
volunteers,  from  whom  I  received  most  zealous  assistance. 
At  one  time  a  portion  of  his  regiment  did  great  execution 
with  their  rifles  from  a  point  of  our  line  which  was  thin,  and 
where  a  few  of  our  men  were  a  little  tardy  in  moving  forward. 

Col.  Terry  in  his  report  calls  attention  to  the  coolness, 
activity,  and  discretion  of  Lieut.  Col.  Young  and  Major  Col. 
burn.  The  latter,  with  the  adjutant  of  the  regiment,  Lieut. 
Charles  L.  Russell,  showed  conspicuous  gallantry  in  defend- 
ing their  regimental  colors  during  the  retreat  this  side  of  Bull 
Run,  against  a  charge  of  cavalry.  Col.  Terry  also  commends 
the  devotion  of  Doctors  Douglas  and  Bacon  to  the  wounded 
while  under  the  hottest  fire  of  artillery.  Private  Arnold 
Leach  is  also  highly  praised  for  having  spiked  three  abandoned 
guns  with  a  ramrod,  and  then  bringing  away  two  abandoned 
muskets.  Col.  Jameson,  of  the  second  Maine  regiment,  gives 
great  credit  in  his  report  to  Lieut.  Col.  C,  W.  Roberts,  Major 
Varney  and  Adjutant  Reynolds,  for  their  coolness  on  the  field. 
Sergeant  G.  W.  Brown  of  Company  P.,  A.  J.  Knowles  and 
Leonard  Carver  of  Company  D.,  A.  P.  Jones  and  Henry 
Wheeler  of  Company  A.,  and  Peter  Welch  of  Company  I.,  he 
mentions  for  their  noble  conduct  in  accompanying  him  to 
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remove  the  dead  and  wounded  from  the  field  under  a  very 
heavy  fire  of  artillery  and  musketry.  He  mentions  also  Capt. 
Foss,  Sergeant  Samuel  Hinckley,  of  Company  A.,  and  Corpo- 
ral Smart  of  Company  H.,  for  important  extra  services  during 
the  day.  He  also  speaks  in  high  praise  of  Sergeant  W.  J. 
Dean,  who  was  mortally  wounded  while  in  the  advance  of  the 
line,  bearing  the  beautiful  stand  of  colors  which  were  pre- 
sented the  day  before  on  the  part  of  ladies  from  Maine, 
residing  in  California.  Capt.  E.  W.  Jones  of  the  same  regi- 
ment, fell  mortally  wounded  while  exhibiting  great  courage  in 
rallying  his  men  to  the  charge.  Lieut.  Col.  Speidal  of  the 
First  Regiment  Connecticut  Volunteers  was  set  upon  by  three 
of  the  enemy  who  undertook  to  make  him  a  prisoner.  The 
Lieut.  Colonel  killed  one  and  drove  off  the  other  two  of  his 
assailants,  and  escaped.  I  observed  the  activity  of  Capts. 
Hawley  and  Chapman,  Adjutant  Bacon,  and  Lieut.  Drake,  on 
the  field.  Col.  Chatfield  of  the  Third  Regiment  Connecti- 
cut Volunteers,  gives  special  credit  to  Major  Warner  and 
Adjutant  Duryee,  for  their  coolness  and  energy  in  assisting  to 
keep  the  men  in  line  and  in  urging  them  forward  into  action. 
The  men  of  the  third  regiment  brought  off  in  the  retreat  two 
of  our  abandoned  guns,  one  caisson,  and  several  baggage 
wagons,  and  behaved  with  great  coolness  in  the  retreat,  and 
the  bulk  of  the  regiment  was  present  to  repel  the  charge  of 
cavalry  this  side  of  Bull  Run. 

I  received  during  the  day  and  on  the  retreat  the  most  gal- 
lant and  efficient  assistance  from  Lieut.  Hascal,  Fifth  United 
States  Artillery,  Assistant  Adjutant-General.  Lieut.  Walter, 
First  Connecticut  Volunteers,  and  Lieut.  Gordon,  Second 
United  States  Cavalry,  aids,  and  Lieut.  Ely,  First  Connecticut 
Volunteers,  Brigade  Commissary,  assisted  me  zealously. 
Lieut.  Walter,  First  Connecticut  Volunteers,  and  Lieut.  Gor- 
don, Second  United  States  Cavalry,  are  both  missing.  The 
former  I  sent  to  the  rear  at  about  four  o'clock  P.  M.  to 
ascertain  from  Gen.  McDowell  how  the  day  was  going,  since 
which  time  I  have  not  seen  him,  nor  do  I  know  his  fate. 
Lieut.  Gordon  was  with  me  two  miles  this  side  of  Bull  Run, 
on  the  retreat,  where  I  saw  him  the  last  time.    I  trust  he  will 
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yet  be  found.  My  two  mounted  orderlies,  Cooper  and  Ballou, 
were  both  with  me  until  near  the  end  of  the  conflict,  and  are 
now  both  missing.  My  brigade  being  far  in  advance,  and  the 
ground  very  hilly  and  interspersed  with  patches  of  wood, 
rendered  it  difficult  to  avoid  being  enveloped  by  the  enemy. 
The  last  individuals  probably  missed  their  way,  and  were  killed 
or  captured.  I  have  delayed  this  report  of  the  action  until  all 
the  wanderers  could  be  gathered  in,  and  the  following  may 
therefore  be  taken  as  a  very  close  approximation  of  the  actual 
casualties  in  my  brigade.  Those  reported  missing  are  sup- 
posed to  be  killed  or  taken  prisoners  :

It  was  impossible  to  obtain  exact  returns  of  my  brigade  on 
the  morning  of  the  twenty-first,  but  I  am  certain  its  aggregate 
strength  was  about  2,500  men.  "We  captured  fifteen  of  the 
enemy  and  brought  six  prisoners  to  Washington.  '  In  con- 
cluding the  account  of  the  battle,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to 
add  that  the  conduct  of  the  First  Brigade,  First  Division,  was 
generally  excellent.  The  troops  composing  it  need  only  in- 
struction to  make  them  as  good  as  any  in  the  world. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  add,  in  continuation  of  this  report, 
that  the  three  Connecticut  regiments,  and  a  part  of  the  sec- 
ond Maine  volunteers,  of  my  brigade,  left  their  camp  near 
Centerville  at  about  ten  o'clock  P.  M.,by  order  of  Gen.  Tyler, 
and  arrived  at  Camp  McDowell,  six  and  a  half  miles  from  the 
Potomac,  at  dawn  of  day  the  morning  after  the  battle.  The 
camps  of  my  four  regiments,  and  half  of  one  company  of  cav- 
alry were  standing,  and  during  the  day  I  learned  that  the 
Ohio  camp,  a  mile  and  a  quarter  this  way,  was  vacant  of 
troops,  and  the  camp  of  the  New  York  second  had  only  a 
guard  of  fifty  or  sixty  men  left  in  it.  Not  wishing  the  enemy 
to   get  possession  of  so  many  standing  tents  and  such  an 
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abundance  of  camp  equipage,  I  ordered  my  brigade  to  retreat 
no  further  until  all  the  public  property  should  be  removed. 
The  rain  fell  in  torrents  all  the  twenty-second.  The  men 
were  excessively  fatigued,  and  we  had  only  eleven  wagons. 
Brigade  Quarter-master  Hodge  made  two  journeys  to  the  city 
to  obtain  transportation,  but,  with  four  or  five  exceptions,  the 
drivers  refused  to  come  out.  Our  eleven  wagons  were  kept 
in  motion,  and  at  nightfall  the  troops  were  drenched  to  the 
skin,  and  without  shelter.  '  So  leaving  guards  at  the  regimen- 
tal camps  of  my  brigade,  I  moved  forward  with  the  bulk  of 
the  third  Connecticut  regiment,  and  by  eleven  o'clock  at  night 
the  majority  were  housed  in  the  Ohio  and  New  York  camps. 

We  kept  good  watch  throughout  the  night,  and  early  in  the 
morning  of  the  twenty-third  inst.,  Quarter-master-General 
Meigs  sent  out  long  trains  of  wagons,  and  Brigade-Quarter- 
master Hodge  walked  six  miles  to  Alexandria  and  brought  up 
a  train  of  cars,  and  the  work  of  removal  proceeded  with 
vigor.  As  early  as  at  five  and  a  half  o'clock  P.  M.  the  last 
thing  of  value  had  been  removed  and  sent  forward  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  four  horse  wagon 
loads.  The  order  to  fall  in  was  then  given,  and  the  brigade 
marched  in  perfect  order,  every  man  with  his  firelock,  and  at 
sunset  bivouacked  near  Fort  Corcoran. 

I  acknowledge  great  indebtedness  to  Brigade-Quarter-master 
Hodge.  But  for  his  untiring  exertions  in  procuring  the 
means  of  transportation,  nearly  all  the  public  property  must 
have  been  abandoned.  The  men  of  the  different  regiments 
labored  with  extraordinary  zeal,  considering  their  great  fatigue, 
and  they  merit  the  highest  praise.  I  had  given  permission  to 
about  one  hundred  sick  and  lame  to  limp  forward  in  advance, 
and  about  an  equal  number  of  cowards  and  recreants  had  fled 
without  permission.  The  balance  of  my  brigade,  faithful  and 
laborious,  stood  by,  and  they  claim  the  right  to  teach  that  it 
is  unmanly  to  destroy  the  public  property,  and  base  to  aban- 
don it  to  the  enemy,  except  in  cases  of  the  extremest  necessity.

This  fine  regiment  was  organized  as  the  fourth  regiment  of 
infantry,  from  companies  that  volunteered  for  three  months 
and  were  disbanded,  but  immediately  afterwards  volunteered 
for  three  years,  and  left  for  the  seat  of  war  June  10,  1861. 
Colonel  Levi  Woodhouse  served  with  distinction  in  the  Mex- 
ican war.  His  health  failing  him,  he  resigned  his  commis- 
sion August  29th,  1861,  and  was  honorably  discharged.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Colonel  Robert  0.  Tyler  of  the  United 
States  army.  On  the  2d  day  of  January,  1862,  by  orders 
from  the  war  department,  the  regiment  was  changed  to 
heavy  artillery,  to  consist  of  twelve  companies  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  men  each.  Recruiting  has  progressed  rapidly 
for  this  favorite  regiment,  and  the  muster  rolls  now  exhibit 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirteen  men.  This 
regiment  has  attained  to  a  remarkable  degree  of  efficiency 
under  its  able  commander,  and  ranks  as  one  of  the  best 
regiments  in  the  army.  It  was  located  at  Fort  Richardson, 
Virginia,  in  the  department  of  the  Potomac,  during  the  past 
winter,  but  is  now  with  the  advance  in  that  division  of  the 
army.

Colonel  Alfred  H.  Terry,  of  the  Second  Regiment,  was 
transferred  to  the  command  of  this  fine  regiment.  Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Joseph  R.  Hawley,  was  a  Captain  in  the  First 
Regiment  three  months'  troops.

The  men  were  armed  with  Sharps'  and  Enfield  Rifles,  and  num- 
bered ten  hundred  and  eighteen  (1018)  men.  Being  in  the 
expedition  to  Port  Royal,  South  Carolina,  it  was  the  first  to 
land  and  wave  their  colors  over  that  traitorous  soil.  On  the 
receipt  of  the  news  the  Commander-in-Chief  directed  the 
following  orders  to  be  issued :

The  Commander-in-Chief  hastens  to  congratulate  his  fel- 
low-citizens upon  the  success  of  the  Great  Expedition,  upon 
the  progress  and  results  of  which  all  loyal  hearts  have  been 
so  anxiously  fixed. 

The  fleet  has  nobly  upheld  the  honor  of  our  country,  and 
added  to  the  ancient  glory  of  our  Navy. 

But,  as  citizens  of  Connecticut,  we  have  especial  cause  for 
congratulation.  The  two  regiments  contributed  by  this  State 
were  the  first  of  the  volunteer  forces  to  land  upon  that  hos- 
tile shore,  and  after  the  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  Flag  of  Con- 
necticut was  the  first  to  wave  above  the  traitorous  soil  of 
South  Carolina. 

Let  us  assure  our  brave  soldiers  that  they  are  not  forgot- 
ten, that  we  watch  with  absorbing  interest  their  every  move- 
ment, that  we  rejoice  in  their  successes,  sympathize  with 
them  in  their  toils  and  privations,  and  render  them  all  honor.

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The  tenth  was  recruited  at  Camp  Buckingham,  Hartford, 
and  left  for  Annapolis,  October  31,  1861.  It  numbered  nine 
hundred  and  ninety-six  (996)  men.  and  was  armed  with 
Sharps'  and  Enfield  rifles.  It  was  attached  to  General  Burn- 
side's  command.  This  regiment  was  engaged  at  the  battle 
of  Roanoke  Island,  where  both  officers  and  men  exhibited 
great  courage,  and  met  with  severe  loss.  Col.  Charles  L.  Rus- 
sell was  killed  at  the  head  of  his  regiment  while  gallantly 
leading  his  men  to  the  charge.  He  was  attached  to  the  second 
regiment  as  adjutant,  in  which  position  he  showed  himself  to 
be  a  competent  officer  and  won  the  love  and  esteem  of  the 
rank  and  file  for  his  uniform  courtesy  and  kindness,  as  well 
as  the  confidence  and  respect  of  his  superior  officers  for  his 
military  ability.  At  the  battle  of  Bull  Run  he  displayed 
great  bravery  and  admirable  coolness,  eliciting  the  unqualified 
approbation  of  the  commanding  officer.  Soon  after  the  call 
for  troops  to  serve  for  the  war,  Colonel  Russell  commenced 
the  organization  of  a  company,  of  which  he  was  chosen  cap- 
tain. The  company  was  assigned  to  the  eighth  regiment,  but 
receiving  the  appointment  of  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  tenth 
regiment,  it  was  accepted  on  the  condition  that  his  company 
should  be  transferred  with  him.  Soon  after  he  was  promoted 
to  the  command  of  the  regiment.  Lieutenant-Colonel  Albert 
W.  Drake  succeeded  to  the  command.

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The  General  Assembly  at  its  last  annual  session  suspended  all 
spring  parades  and  repealed  the  act  entitled  "An  Act  for  form- 
ing and  conducting  the  Military  Force,  and  all  acts  in  addi- 
tion thereto  or  in  alteration  thereof." 

A  new  act  "  Relating  to  the  Militia, "  approved  July  3d, 
1861,  disbanded  all  of  the  existing  companies  ;  and  all  general, 
field  and  commissioned  officers,  non-commissioned  officers, 
musicians  and  privates  of  those  companies  were  honorably 
discharged.  This  act  took  effect  August  1st,  1861.  The  act 
provided  for  the  enrollment  of  the  inactive  militia,  and  the 
organization  of  an  active  militia  of  not  less  than  forty,  nor 
more  than  sixty-four  companies,  to  be  apportioned  to  the  sev- 
eral counties  according  to  population.  The  act  also  provided 
that  when  a  county  did  not  furnish  its  proportion  of  men,  the 
Commander-in-Chief  might  accept  volunteers  from  other 
counties  at  his  discretion,  or  might  draft  in  the  several  towns 
from  the  inactive  militia,  sufficient  to  make  up  the  prescribed 
number.  On  the  first  day  of  August,  1861,  orders  were  issued 
by  direction  of  the  Commander-in-Chief,  in  accordance  with 
this  act,  calling  for.  the  organization  of  fifty -eight  companies, 
to  consist  of  four  companies  of  Flying  Artillery,  not  more 
than  four  of  Heavy  Artillery,  nor  more  than  four  of  Cavalry, 
and  the  remainder  Light  Infantry,  which  were  apportioned 
to  the  several  counties. 

The  apportionment  was  as  follows  : 

New  Haven  County,  Twelve  Companies. 

Hartford  County,  Eleven  Companies. 

Fairfield  County,  Ten  Companies. 

New  London  County,  Eight  Companies. 

Litchfield  County,  Six  Companies. 

Windham  County,  Four  Companies. 

Middlesex  County,  Four  Companies. 

Tolland  County,  Three  Companies. 

These  orders  were  not  responded  to  in  a  manner  very  cred- 
itable to  the  military  spirit  of  the  people,  or  that  would  indi- 
cate the  prospect  of  a  prompt  organization  of  a  sufficient 
military  force.     Only  thirteen  companies  were  organized  : 
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Three  from  New  Haven  County. 
Three  from  Fairfield  County. 
Two  from  Litchfield  County. 
Two  from  Hartford  County,  and 
One  each  from  Tolland,  Middlesex  and 
New  London  Counties. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  com- 
plete the  organization  of  the  military  force  authorized  by  law. 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  twelfth  section  of  the 
militia  act,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  1862,  orders  were 
issued  for  a  draft  of  one  in  eight  of  the  population.  The 
force  to  be  raised  would  number  five  thousand,  three  hun- 
dred and  forty  men,  which,  with  the  companies  already  or- 
ganized, would  complete  the  number  authorized  by  law.  After 
a  short  trial  the  law  was  found  to  be  inexpedient,  unequal  and 
unjust,  and  it  became  apparent  that  a  well  organized,  popular 
and  efficient  military  force  could  not  be  enrolled  in  accordance 
with  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  sections  of  the  act,  and  that  the 
law  in  its  spirit  could  not  be  carried  out,  and,  as  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  number  of  volunteer  companies  were  increasing 
in  certain  portions  of  the  State,  the  Commander-in-Chief 
wisely  suspended  further  action  for  the  draft  by  directing  the 
following  order  to  be  issued  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several 
towns : 

general  head-quarters  state  op  connecticut. 

Adjutant-General's  Office, 
Hartford,  January  31st,  1862. 
*****  As  new  legislation  appears  indispensable  in 
order  to  render  our  State  Militia  System  equitable  and  effec- 
tive, and  as  the  number  of  volunteer  companies  organized  for 
the  active  militia,  have  recently  so  increased  as  to  give  encour- 
agement that  the  number  required  by  law  may  be  secured 
without  the  service  of  men  who  have  been  drafted,  further 
action  under  the  order  dated  January  5, 1862,  for  the  draft, 
is  hereby  suspended. 

By  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief, 

JOSEPH  D.  WILLIAMS, 
Adjutant-  General. 
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The  present  law  does  not  meet  with  popular  favor,  and  it  is 
evident  that  some  other  system  must  be  adopted.  It  does  not 
seem  to  be  equitable  nor  just  to  compel  one-eighth  of  the  men 
capable  of  bearing  arms  to  perform  a  very  laborious  duty,  if 
not  done  willingly,  while  the  remaining  seven-eighths  are  re- 
leased from  this  duty  by  the  payment  of  so  small  a  fine  as  one 
dollar.  Let  air  capable  of  bearing  arms  be  compelled  to  share 
the  burden  equally,  either  by  the  performance  of  military 
duty  or  by  a  contribution  by  taxation  sufficient  to  sustain  a 
militia  system  which  will  ensure  the  execution  of  laws  at 
home,  the  support  of  the  government  against  insurrection  and 
rebellion  and  the  defence  of  the  State  and  country  against 
invasion.  The  unimpaired  resources  of  the  State,  the  earnest 
patriotism  of  the  people,  and  the  military  spirit  of  the  freemen 
of  this  commonwealth  are  sufficient  guaranties  that  a  well 
regulated,  efficient  and  creditable  militia  force  can  be  raised 
and  sustained  without  resort  to  hasty,  unjust  or  unequal 
legislation. 

The  discharge  of  all  the  officers  and  the  disbanding  of  all 
the  military  organizations  which  existed  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  the  act  was  not  a  wise  and  prudent  measure. 
While  our  military  system  was  not  all  that  could  be  desired, 
yet  I  think  the  companies  should  not  have  been  disbanded,  but 
allowed  to  remain  as  a  nucleus  for  a  more  stringent  and  effec- 
tive organization.  Only  a  very  few  of  the  old  companies 
have  been  reorganized,  the  State  thus  losing  the  services 
of  many  meritorious  officers. 

While  it  is  conceded  by  all  that  a  government,  and  espec- 
ially a  republican  government,  should  protect  the  people  in 
the  enjoyment  of  life,  liberty  and  property  and  in  the  undis- 
puted pursuit  of  their  various  avocations,  it  is  none  the  less 
true  that  in  return  for  this  protection  the  people  owe  the  gov- 
ernment such  portion  of  their  wealth,  their  influence  and  their 
personal  services  as  are  or  may  be  necessary  to  sustain  the 
government  in  its  full  powers.  It  is  simply  just  that  those 
who  enjoy  the  protection  of  government  should  contribute  to 
the  defense  of  the  government  by  a  united  co-operation  in  the 
organization  and  support  of  an  efficient  military  force,  compe- 
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tent  for  our  defense  in  time  of  sudden  peril.  The  privilege 
of  citizenship  brings  with  it  corresponding  duties  and  obliga- 
tions, and  he  who  would  enjoy  the  one  without  a  willingness 
to  perform  and  acknowledge  the  other,  fails  to  apprehend  the 
relation  between  himself  and  the  State,  and  adds  nothing  to 
the  strength  of  the  government  which  defends  him  and  pro- 
tects his  rights.  The  importance  of  a  strong  and  systematic 
military  organization  is  apparent  to  every  intelligent  man, 
and  even  he  who  failed  to  see  it  before,  must  have  learned 
the  truth  from  the  history  of  the  past  year.  I  believe  that 
a  liberal  military  law,  equal  in  its  operation  and  appealing  to 
the  patriotism  and  the  duty  of  the  people,  can  be  framed  so 
as  to  meet  the  approbation  of  our  citizens  generally  and  result 
in  the  organization  of  a  militia  sufficient  for  our  defense  and 
creditable  to  the  State  of  Connecticut.  Of  one  thing  I  am 
convinced :  That  the  Militia  of  our  State  must  be  sustained 
at  whatever  cost. 

I  recommend  the  legislature  to  repeal  the  obnoxious  fea- 
tures in  the  present  law,  and  while  I  offer  no  draft  for  a  new 
law  as  a  substitute,  (believing  that  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  legislature,  composed  partially,  at  least,  of  practical  mili- 
tary men,  should  be  appointed  for  the  purpose,)  I  would  make 
the  following  suggestions  : 

1st.  A  division  of  the  State  into  regimental  districts,  ac- 
cording to  population  and  convenience  of  concerted  action 
between  the  different  companies  of  the  regiments. 

2nd.  A  classification  of  the  white  male  population  accord- 
ing to  age  as  follows  :  All  able-bodied  men  between  the  ages 
of  eighteen  and  twenty-five  to  constitute  Class  I.  of  the  State 
militia.  All  able-bodied  men  between  the  ages  of  twenty-five 
and  forty-five  to  constitute  Class  II.  Class  I.  to  be  armed 
and  equipped  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  and  organized  into 
companies  and  regiments.  The  companies  to  consist  of 
not  less  than  thirty-five  non-commissioned  officers  and  pri- 
vates, nor  more  than  eighty-two  non-commissioned  officers  and 
privates.  The  organization  of  the  regiments  and  companies  to 
be  as  at  present  in  the  volunteer  forces  now  in  the  field.  The 
field  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  as  Commander- 


in-Chief;  the  Adjutant  and  Quarter-master  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Colonel,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief.  A  Military  Board  of  Examiners  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Commander-in-Chief  to  consist  of  not  less  than  three 
members,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  all  nominees  for 
regimental  and  line  officers  before  being  confirmed  and  com- 
missioned. The  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  companies 
to  be  nominated  by  the  captains  of  companies,  and  after  a 
satisfactory  examination  by  the  Begimental  Board  in  the  ap- 
proved system  of  tactics — not  to  exceed  the  "  School  of  the 
Company" — to  be  confirmed  by  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  regiment.  The  uniform  to  be  as  at  present  ordered.  All 
subject  to  duty  to  be  compelled  to  perform  military  duty  either 
three  or  five  years,  from  which  there  shall  be  no  relief  except 
on  account  of  sickness.  Class  II.  to  be  enrolled  and  not  liable 
to  duty  except  in  case  of  war  or  insurrection,  and  to  pay  a 
fine  in  commutation  of  from  three  to  five  dollars  annually. 

The  act  of  1861  authorized  the  enrollment  of  the  inactive 
militia  which  had  not  been  made  since  the  year  1855.  The 
number  enrolled  under  this  act  is  fifty-four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  forty-nine.  (54,349.)  The  following  table  ex- 
hibits the  number  enrolled  in  each  town,  with  the  amount  of 
military  commutation  tax  amounting  to  twenty  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars.  ($20,152.00.)

There  have  been  issued  from  this  department,  during  the 
year,  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  general  and  special  orders ; 
and  nine  hundred  and  forty-two  commissions  have  been  issued 
and  transmitted  for  the  different  grades  of  office.  The  large 
increase  of  business  has  rendered  necessary  an  increase  of 
the  clerical  force,  which  will  continue  to  be  needed  for  a  long 
time  to  come,  even  if  the  war  should  be  brought  suddenly  to 
a  close. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  public  and  of  the  different 
departments  of  the  State,  I  have  issued,  twice  during  the 
year,  catalogues  of  the  volunteer  regiments  so  far  as  returns 
could  be  obtained.  In  the  hurry  of  compilation,  unavoid- 
able in  the  unusual  press  of  business  in  this  department, 
these  catalogues  contain  some  errors,  and,  owing  to  the  delay 
and  neglect  of  regimental  and  company  officers  in  forward- 
ing returns,  are  deficient  in  some  statistics  necessary  to  ren- 
der them  complete.  I  would  suggest  the  issue  of  an  amended 
and  revised  catalogue,  comprising  the  statistics  of  all  our 
volunteer  forces.  The  propriety  of  this  will  be  further  seen 
from  the  fact  that  a  very  large  number  of  recruits  have  been 
enlisted,  amounting  in  the  1st  Regiment  Connecticut  Artil- 
lery alone,  to  more  than  five  hundred  men,  and  also  that 
many  changes  by  death,  resignation,  promotion  and  transfer, 
have  taken  place  since  the  publication  of  the  last  catalogue. 

The  peculiar  circumstances  under  which  this  report  is 
made,  render  it,  perhaps,  not  inappropriate  for  me  to  depart 
from  my  usual  practice  somewhat,  and  to  refer  briefly  to  them. 

At  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  President's  first  proclama- 
tion one  year  ago,  calling  for  troops  to  defend  the  National 
Capital,  the  Free  States  were  in  a  most  unprepared  condition, 
unable,  apparently,  either  to  protect  the  capital  or  to  defend 
their  own  borders.     And  of  all  the  Eastern  States,  probably 
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there  was  not  another  so  little  prepared  as  Connecticut. 
Neighboring  States  had  an  efficient  volunteer  system,  with 
complete  regiments  needing  scarely  any  outlay  of  time  or 
money  to  fit  them  for  the  field,  while  Connecticut  lacked 
every  thing  but  a  bare  organization.  Yet  within  six  days 
from  the  issue  of  the  Governor's  proclamation,  two  entire 
regiments  were  raised,  armed,  equipped  and  clothed.  Con- 
necticut has  the  honor  of  having  been  the  first  State  which 
sent  a  regiment,  composed  wholly  of  volunteers,  completely 
armed,  to  Washington.  In  no  case  have  the  volunteers  from 
this  State  neglected  their  duties  as  soldiers,  but,  on  the  con- 
trary, the  official  reports  of  their  officers  mention  their  con- 
duct in  the  most  flattering  terms.  The  unanimity,  the 
promptness,  and  the  patriotic  zeal  displayed  by  all,  old  and 
young,  at  the  time  of  the  President's  call,  was  an  exhibition 
which  no  one  who  witnessed  can  ever  forget.  It  taught  us 
that  confidence  in  an  educated  and  intelligent  people  can  not 
be  misplaced,  and  that  a  republican  form  of  government  can 
rest  safely  on  such  a  foundation.  Companies  were,  in  some 
instances,  filled  within  twenty-four  hours.  Those  whose  age 
or  business  precluded  the  possibility  of  their  personal  serv- 
ices as  soldiers,  gave  liberally  their  money  and  time  in  aid  of 
the  country,  the  ladies  vieing  with  the  sterner  sex  in  contri- 
butions of  labor  and  material  for  clothing  and  bedding. 
Political  animosities  and  party  prejudices  were  forgotten,  and 
throughout  the  country  all  worked  together  as  one  man  in 
the  support  of  the  Administration  and  the  defense  of  the 
government.  Here  allow  me  to  allude  to  the  noble  patriot- 
ism of  that  portion  of  our  fellow-citizens  who  are  of  foreign 
birth  or  parentage.  Beside  the  Ninth  Regiment,  to  which  I 
have  before  referred  as  composed  mostly  of  those  of  foreign 
extraction,  not  a  company,  either  in  the  three  months  volun- 
teers or  in  those  now  in  the  field,  was  without  representatives 
of  our  adopted  citizens.  The  Irish  and  Germans  composed 
the  larger  number,  although  we  have  some  from  almost  every 
portion  of  the  Old  World,  and  whether  acting  as  officers  or 
as  privates,  they  have  reflected  credit  upon  themselves  and 
honor  upon  the  State  of  their  adoption.* 
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The  spirit  of  military  enthusiasm  unsustained  by  principle 
is  necessarily  evanescent  and  unreliable.  That  this  was  not 
the  character  of  the  excitement  among  the  people  of  Con- 
necticut which  impelled  them  to  such  sacrifices  for  the  coun- 
try, is  evident  from  the  redoubled  zeal  exhibited  when  the 
hearts  of  all  were  depressed  by  the  news  of  the  disastrous 
retreat  from  Bull  Run  and  by  well-grounded  fears  of  the 
occupancy  of  the  capital  by  the  rebel  forces.  Then  the 
spirit  of  the  people  rose  superior  to  reverses,  and  their  exer- 
tions were  redoubled  to  send  re-enforcements  forward.  This 
patriotic  spirit  was  not  confined  to  any  locality  in  the  State, 
for  there  is  not  a  village  in  the  whole  commonwealth  which 
is  not  well  represented  in  the  ranks  of  our  brave  defenders. 

The  country  is  now  undergoing  a  test  which  seems  to  have 
been  ordained  by  the  Supreme  Disposer  of  events  to  give  us 
the  opportunity  to  prove  our  fitness  for  the  blessings  of  a 
free  government ;  and,  judging  from  the  experience  of  the 
last  few  months,  we  have  no  reason  to  fear  the  result.  One 
of  the  lessons  of  this  severe  trial,  through  which  as  a  state 
and  nation  we  are  passing,  is  the  necessity  of  preparing  for 
war  in  time  of  peace.  That  false  economy  which  risks  total 
destruction  of  all  in  the  future,  rather  than  consent  to  a 
moderate  outlay  at  the  present,  is  most  assuredly  unwise, 
and  will  prove,  in  the  state  as  in  the  individual,  suicidal. 
Nor  should  the  favorable  results  of  our  activity  in  this 
instance  blind  us  to  the  truth  that  though  God  has  so  far 
blessed  apparently  inadequate  means,  it  is  our  duty  to  omit 
no  preparation  in  our  power  to  meet  a  similar  crisis. 

In  closing  this  Report,  permit  me  to  allude  to  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  the  town  authorities  throughout  the  State 
have  responded  to  the  orders  of  this  department  in  making 
their  returns,  thus  greatly  aiding  me  in  the  performance  of 
the  largely  increased  labors  of  my  office,  and  enabling  me  to 
furnish  more  complete  lists  than  I  otherwise  could  have  done.

APPENDIX. 


BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OE  AMERICA. 
A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  the  laws  of  the  United  States  have  been  for  some  time  past 
and  now  are  opposed  and  the  execution  thereof  obstructed,  in  the 
States  of  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida,  Mississippi, 
Louisiana  and  Texas,  by  combinations  too  powerful  to  be  suppressed  by 
the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings,  or  by  the  powers  vested  in 
the  marshals  by  law. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States, 
in  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  Constitution  and  the  laws, 
have  thought  fit  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  the  several  states  of  the 
Union  to  the  aggregate  number  of  seventy-five  thousand,  in  order  to 
suppress  said  combinations,  and  to  cause  the  laws  to  be  duly  executed. 

The  details  for  this  object  will  he  immediately  communicated  to  the 
State  authorities  through  the  War  department. 

I  appeal  to  all  loyal  citizens  to  favor,  facilitate  and  aid  this  effort  to 
maintain  the  honor,  the  integrity  and  the  existence  of  our  National 
Union,  and  the  perpetuity  of  popular  government,  and  to  redress 
wrongs  already  long  enough  endured. 

I  deem  it  proper  to  say  that  the  first  service  assigned  to  the  forces 
hereby  called  for  will  probably  be  to  repossess  the  forts,  places  and 
property  which  have  been  seized  from  the  Union  ;  and  in  ev$ry  event, 
the  utmost  care  will  be  observed,  consistent  with  the  objects  aforesaid, 
to  avoid  any  devastation,  any  destruction  of  or  interference  with  prop- 
erty, or  any  disturbance  of  peaceful  citizens  in  any  part  of  the 
country. 

And  I  hereby  command  the  persons  composing   the    combinations 
aforesaid,  to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes 
within  twenty  days  from  this  date. 
7 
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Deeming  that  the  present  condition  of  public  affairs  presents  an  ex- 
traordinary occasion,  I  do  hereby,  in  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested 
by  the  Constitution,  convene  both  Houses  of  Congress.  Senators  and 
Representatives  are  therefore  summoned  to  assemble  at  their  respec- 
tive chambers  at  twelve  o'clock  noon,  on  Thursday  the  fourth  day  of 
July  next,  then  and  there  to  consider  and  determine  such  measures  as, 
in  their  wisdom,  the  public  safety  and  interest  may  seem  to  demand. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hei^eunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  in  the  city  of  Washington  this  fifteenth  day  of  April,  in  the 
year   of  our  Lord   one  thousand  eight  hundred  and

Sir  : — Under  the  act  of  Congress  "  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  ex- 
ecute the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections,  repel  invasions," 
&c,  approved  February  28,  1795,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  your 
excellency  to  cause  to  be  immediately  detached  from  the  militia  of 
your  State  the  quota  designated  in  the  table  below,  to  serve  as  infan- 
try or  riflemen  for  the  period  of  three  months,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged. 

Your  excellency  will  please  communicate  to  me  the  time  at  or  about 
which  your  quota  will  be  expected  at  its  rendezvous,  as  it  will  be  met  as 
soon  as  practicable  by  an  officer  or  officers  to  muster  it  into  the  ser- 
vice and  pay  of  the  United  States.  At  the  same  time  the  oath  of 
fidelity  to  the  United  States  will  be  administered  to  every  officer  and 
man. 

The  mustering  officer  will  be  instructed  to  receive  no  man  under  the 
rank  of  commissioned  officer  who  is  in  years  apparently  over  forty- 
five,  or  under  eighteen,  or  who  is  not  in  physical  strength  and  vigor. 
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General  Assembly, 
May  Session,  1861. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and  Equipment  of  a  Volun- 
teer Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public  Defense. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  1.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
accept  the  services  and  cause  to  be  enlisted,  enrolled  and  mustered 
into  the  service  of  the  State,  for  such  time  as  he  may  deem  expedient, 
volunteers  in  his  discretion  as  to  the  number,  not  to  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand men,  to  be  officered,  organized,  armed  and  equipped  in  such 
manner  as  the  Governor  shall  order  and  direct,  said  force  hereby  au- 
thorized being  in  addition  to  the  present  Military  organization  of  the 
State,  and  a  part  of  the  Militia  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  and  men  of  this  force  shall  receive  the  same 
pay  and  rations  while  in  service  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  until 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  officers  and  men  of 
the  same  rank  and  arm  of  service  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States, 
and  shall  be  liable  at  all  times  to  be  turned  over  to  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  on  the  order  of  the  Governor,  as  a  part  of  the  Militia 
of  this  State  upon  the  requisition  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  said  force,  except  when  in 
actual  service,  shall  be  paid  only  for  the  time  actually  spent  in  their 
organization,  drilling  and  instructions. 

Sec.  4.  The  force  hereby  created,  when  enlisted  and  accepted 
shall  be  subject  to  all  the  rules  and  articles  applicable  to  the  troops 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  but  no  Volunteers  under  this  Act 
shall  be  discharged  from  service  any  where,  except  in  the  County 
where  they  were  organized  unless  by  his  or  their  request. 

Sec.  5.  All  expenditures  for  arms,  supplies,  equipments,  trans- 
portation, and  all  other  expenditures  necessary  to  prepare  the  force 
hereby  authorized  to  be  raised  for  actual  service,  shall  be  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  Governor  ;  and  all  bills  for  any  such  expenditures 
shall  be  audited  by  the  Governor,  Treasurer  and  Comptroller,  and 
upon  their  certificate  of  the  correctness  of  any  such  bill,  the  Comp- 
troller shall  draw  his  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  thereof. 
Sec.  6.     All  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor  heretofore,  in 
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calling  for,  accepting  and  preparing  for  service  the  volunteer  Militia, 
are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed ;  and  all  expenses  incurred  thereby 
shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  expenses  incurred 
under  this  act.  And  all  officers  and  volunteers,  which  have  been  ac- 
cepted by  the  Adjutant  General,  but  which  have  not  been  and  may 
not  be  ordered  to  rendezvous,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for 
services  and  expenses  until  discharged  by  the  commander-in-chief,  as 
they  would  have  received  if  they  had  been  rendezvoused. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  Treasury  of  this  State  to 
the  order  of  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artificer  or  pri- 
vate, enlisted  and  accepted  into  the  service  of  this  State  or  the  United 
States  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  or  under  any  regulations 
hereby  ratified  and  confirmed,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  month  as 
additional  compensation  to  that  herein  before  provided  for  the  service 
of  each  soldier,  for  such  time  as  he  shall  serve,  pursuant  to  such  en- 
listment, and  in  case  of  death  during  such  term  of  enlistment,  the  same 
pay  shall  continue  during  said  term  to  the  widow  and  minor  children 
of  such  soldier  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  and  in  case  there  shall 
be  no  widow  or  minor  children  as  aforesaid,  then  to  his  legal  repre- 
sentatives ;  the  first  month's  pay  to  be  made  when  such  soldier  shall 
have  been  accepted  and  received  into  the  service  at  the  place  of  ren- 
dezvous, and  the  remaining  months'  pay  at  such  time  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  Governor  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  8.  The  several  towns  and  cities  in  this  State  be  and  they 
hereby  are  authorized  and  empowered  at  any  legal  meeting  specially 
warned  for  that  purpose,  to  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  they 
shall  direct  for  the  purpose  of  organizing,  arming,  equipping  or  pro- 
viding any  soldiers,  company  or  companies  of  soldiers  that  may  be 
enlisted  in  or  from  such  towns  or  cities  and  to  make  such  provisions 
for  the  families  of  such  soldiers  during  the  term  of  enlistment  as  said 
town  or  city  shall  direct ;  and  all  the  Acts  of  the  several  towns  and 
cities  in  this  State  in  meeting  specially  warned  for  that  purpose  by 
which  money  shall  have  heretofore  been  appropriated  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  this  section,  or  provisions  made  for  soldiers  or  their  fami- 
lies, are  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed  :  provided,  that  the  provisions 
for  extra  compensation  specified  in  this  Act  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  extra 
pay  heretofore  provided  by  towns  and  cities. 

Sec.  9.  The  sum  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  defray  the  expenditures  au- 
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thorized  by  this  Act,  or  any  other  expenses  of  mustering  the  militia 
of  this  State  or  any  part  thereof  into  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  from  time  to  time 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  expenditures 
herein  authorized. 

Sec.  10.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  of  its  passage. 
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General  Assembly,

An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and 

Equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public 

Defense. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 

Assembly  convened: 

Sec.  j  .  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State,  to  the 
order  of  each  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  artificer  and  private, 
re&ident  in  this  State,  who  has  heretofore  been  accepted,  or  who  may 
hereafter  be  accepted  into  the  service  of  this  State,  and  turned  over 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  a  part  of  the  Militia  of  this 
State,  under  and  pursuant  to  any  call  from  the  President  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  for  Volunteers  or  Militia  for  any  time  exceeding  three 
months,  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars  per  year,  and  at  that  rate  for  any 
fraction  of  a  year  that  such  volunteer  shall  serve,  in  addition  to  the 
compensation  paid  by  the  United  States,  and  in  lieu  of  the  extra  com- 
pensation of  ten  dollars  per  month,  provided  for  in  the  Act  to  which 
this  is  in  addition ;  ten  dollars  of  which  shall  be  paid  when  such  vol- 
unteer shall  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  ten 
dollars  at  the  end  of  each  successive  four  months  thereafter,  or  to  their 
legal  representatives  in  case  of  death  while  in  service. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State,  for 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  family  of  each  non-commissioned 
officer,  musician,  artificer  and  private,  resident  in  this  State,  who  shall 
be  accepted,  or  who  has  been  accepted  into  the  service  of  this  State, 
and  turned  over  to  the  service  of  the  United  States,  as  a  part  of  the 
Militia  of  this  State,  under  and  pursuant  to  any  call  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  for  Volunteers  or  Militia,  the  sum  of  six  dollars 
per  month  for  the  wife,  if  any  there  be,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for 
each  child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years ;  and  in  case  there  shall  be 
a  child  or  children,  and  no  wife,  then  the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month 
for  the  younger  child,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each  additional 
child  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  provided  the  amount  paid  for  any 
one  family,  shall  not  in  the  aggregate,  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars 
per  month;  which  said  payment  shall  commence  at  the  time  such 
officer  or  soldier  was  or  shall  be  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  and  shall  continue  during  his  term  of  service ;  and  in  case 
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such  officer  or  volunteer  shall  die,  or  be  disabled  during  service,  the 
payment  herein  provided,  shall  continue  during  said  term,  unless  the 
company  to  which  he  belonged  shall  be  sooner  discharged. 

Sec.  3.  The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  in  this  State,  shall  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1861,  and  as  often  thereafter 
as  occasion  may  require,  return  to  the  comptroller  of  public  accounts 
a  statement  in  writing,  containing  the  name  of  each  non-commissioned 
officer,  musician,  artificer  and  private,  (having  a  family,)  resident  in 
such  town,  who  shall  be  accepted,  or  who  has  been  accepted  into  the 
service  of  this  State  or  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  a  part 
of  the  militia  of  this  State,  under  and  pursuant  to  any  call  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  for  volunteers  or  militia,  which  statement 
shall  contain  the  name  of  the  wife,  the  name  of  each  child  under  the 
age  of  fourteen  years,  the  name  of  the  company  and  regiment  in  which 
he  may  be  serving,  and  the  date  and  term  of  his  enlistment ;  which 
statement  shall  be  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  selectmen,  and  verified 
by  affidavit,  and  a  duplicate  of  such  statement  shall  be  lodged  with  the 
town  clerk ;  and  said  selectmen  shall  from  time  to  time  report  to  the 
comptroller  any  changes  that  may  occur  in  the  families  of  such  sol- 
diers by  death,  by  children  becoming  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  or 
otherwise. 

Sec.  4.  The  Comptroller  shall  on  the  first  day  of  August,  A.  D. 
1861,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  and  at  the  end  of  each  success- 
ive period  of  three  months  thereafter,  draw  his  order  on  the  treasurer 
of  this  State,  in  favor  of  the  treasurer  of  each  town,  for  such  sum  as 
may  be  due  to  the  families  of  soldiers  resident  in  such  town,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  order 
of  the  persons  respectively  entitled  to  the  same.  Provided,  that  in  all 
cases  where  any  city,  town,  individual,  or  association  of  individuals, 
shall  have,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1861,  provided  sup- 
port for  the  wife  or  child  of  any  volunteer  entitled  to  such  support 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  town  treasurer  of  the  town  where 
such  wife  or  child  resides,  shall  on  the  written  statement  under  oath, 
of  the  individual  or  of  the  majority  of  the  selectmen  of  such  town,  or 
the  mayor  of  any  city,  or  the  committee  of  any  association  of  individ- 
uals, reimburse  such  town,  city, individual,  or  individuals,  for  the  money 
so  expended,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  received  for  such 
wife  and  child  or  children. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  individuals  or  communities  have  heretofore 
furnished  uniforms  and  clothing  to  the  volunteer  militia,  who  have 
been  already  enlisted  and  accepted  into  the  service  of  this  State,  and 
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said  uniforms  and  clothing  have  been  accepted  by  the  quarter-master 
general,  the  bills  for  the  same  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  manner 
provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  the  Act  to  which  this  is  in  addition ; 
Provided,  that  in  no  case  the  sum  hereby  authorized  to  be  paid,  shall 
exceed  the  actual  cost  nor  the  actual  value  of  said  uniforms  and 
clothing. 

Sec.  6.  The  commander-in-chief  may,  at  his  discretion,  appoint 
for  the  militia  of  this  State  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  a  sur- 
geon for  each  brigade,  and  a  surgeon  and  one  or  two  assistant  sur- 
geons for  each  regiment,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed for  surgeons  in  the  army  of  the  United  States,  and  entitled  to 
the  same  compensation  ;  and  in  case  any  surgeon  so  appointed,  shall 
not  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  he  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury 
of  this  State,  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as.  the  commander-in- 
chief  shall  direct. 

Sec.  7.  The  Commander-in-chief  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint 
a  Medical  Board,  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  physicians,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  into  the  qualifications  of  all  applicants  for 
the  office  of  surgeon  or  assistant  surgeon,  and  no  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  either  of  said  offices,  except  upon  the  recommendation  of 
said  Medical  Board,  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  8.  The  Commander-in-chief  may  appoint  one  Chaplain  for 
each  regiment  now  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  from  this  State, 
and  may  at  his  discretion,  appoint  one  additional  chaplain,  who  shall 
be  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  for  chaplains  in  the  army  of 
the  United  States,  and  entitled  to  the  same  compensation ;  and  in  case 
any  chaplain  so  appointed  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  he 
shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State,  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  times  as  the  Commander-in-chief  shall  direct. 

Sec.  9.  In  all  cases  where  an  adjutant  has  been  appointed  in  any 
of  the*  volunteer  regiments  from  this  State  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  who  is  not  a  lieutenant  in  any  company  in  said  regiment,  the 
commander-in-chief  may  issue  a  commission  to  such  adjutant,  who 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  and  allowance  of  adjutants ;  and 
in  case  any  such  adjutant  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  he 
shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State  at  such  times,  and  in  such 
manner,  as  the  commander-in-chief  may  direct. 

Sec.  10.  The  compensation  of  the  paymaster-general  for  all  mon- 
eys paid  out  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  act  to  which 
this  is  in  addition,  and  all  other  acts  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  in 
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addition  thereto,  or  in  alteration  thereof,  shall  be  a  commission  of  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  money  so  paid  by  him  as  afore- 
said ;  provided,  such  commission  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  exceed  the 
sum  of  seven  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Sec.  11.  The  adjutant-general  shall  receive  for  his  compensation 
for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  A.  D.  1862,  and  in  lieu  of  all  other 
compensation,  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  also  be 
allowed  the  necessary  expenses  connected  with  the  duties  of  his  office. 
The  compensation  of  the  quarter-master-general  for  the  same  year 
shall  be  one  thousand  dollars,  in  lieu  of  all  other  compensation ;  and 
shall  also  be  allowed  all  necessary  expenses  relating  to  his  official 
duties.  The  commissary-general  shall  receive  for  his  compensation, 
at  the  rate  of  eighty-five  dollars  per  month,  in  lieu  of  all  other  com- 
pensation, for  the  time  actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties ;  and  shall  also  be  allowed  all  necessary  expenses  relating  to  the 
duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  12.  The  forces  which  may  have  been,  and  which  may  here- 
after be  accepted  for  any  time  exceeding  three  months,  and  the  first 
three  regiments  accepted  by  the  commander-in-chief  for  three  months, 
shall  be  taken  and  considered  as  part  of  the  force  of  ten  thousand 
men,  authorized  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  and  the  extra 
pay  and  other  expenses  herein  authorized  shall  be  paid  from  the  ap- 
propriation made  in  said  act. 

Sec.  13.    This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  day  of  its  passage. 
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CONCERNING    THE    CITY    GUARDS    OF    NEW    LONDON,    (COMPANY    A, 
THIRD    REGIMENT,)    STATIONED    AT    FORT    TRUMBULL. 

Besolved  by  this  Assembly :  That  Company  A,  3d  Eegiment,  Con- 
necticut State  Militia,  now  stationed  at  Fort  Trumbull,  harbor  of  New 
London,  by  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  the  purpose  of  defend- 
ing said  harbor,  garrisoning  fortification,  and  protecting  the  munitions 
of  war  therein  contained,  be  (if  his  Excellency  the  Governor  approve 
and  consent)  and  be  taken  to  be  a  part  of  the  force  provided  in  the 
"Act  for  the  organization  and  equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,"  &c, 
passed  at  this  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  And  the  Commander- 
in-chief  is  hereby  authorized  to  detail  said  company  for  said  special 
garrison  service  (with  the  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  War)  for  the 
term  of  three  months  from  the  date  when  they  first  actually  went  into 
said  special  garrison  service,  said  company  to  be  provided  for,  paid  and 
compensated  in  the  same  manner  as  the  volunteers  accepted  into  serv- 
ice for  three  months,  under  the  provisions  of  said  act  for  the  organiza- 
tion and  equipment  of  a  volunteer  militia* 

Approved  June  12th,  18&L 
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BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA, 
A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  existing  exigencies  demand  immediate  and  adequate 
measures  for  the  protection  of  the  National  Constitution  and  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  National  Union  by  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection- 
ary combinations  now  existing  in  several  States  for  opposing  the  laws 
of  the  Union  and  obstructing  the  execution  thereof,  to  which  end  a 
military  force  in  addition  to  that  called  forth  by  my  proclamation  of  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April  in  the  present  year,  appears  to  be  indispensably 
necessary  : 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the  United 
States  and  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy  thereof,  and 
of  the  Militia  of  the  several  States  when  called  into  actual  service, 
do  hereby  call  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  forty-four  thou- 
sand and  thirty-four  volunteers,  to  serve  for  the  period  of  three 
years  unless  sooner  discharged,  and  to  be  mustered  into  service  as 
infantry  and  cavalry.  The  proportions  of  each  arm  and  the  details 
of  enrollment  and  organization  will  be  made  known  through  the  De- 
partment of  "War. 

And  I  also  direct  that  the  regular  Army  of  the  United  States  be 
increased  by  the  addition  of  eight  regiments  of  infantry,  one  regiment 
of  cavalry,  and  one  regiment  of  artillery,  making  altogether  a  maxi- 
mum aggregate  increase  of  twenty-two  thousand,  seven  hundred  and 
fourteen  officers  and  enlisted  men,  the  details  of  which  increase  will 
also  be  made  known  through  the  Department  of  War. 

And  I  further  direct  the  enlistment  for  not  less  than  one  or  more 
than  three  years,  of  eighteen  thousand  seamen,  in  addition  to  the 
present  force,  for  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States.  The  details 
of  the  enlistment  and  organization  will  be  made  known  through  the 
Department  of  the  Navy. 

The  call  for  volunteers  hereby  made,  and  the  direction  for  the 
increase  of  the  regular  army  and  for  the  enlistment  of  seamen  hereby 
given,  together  with  the  plan  of  organization  adopted  for  the  volun- 
teers and  for  the  regular  forces  hereby  authorized,  will  be  submitted 
to  Congress  as  soon  as  assembled. 
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In  the  meantime  I  earnestly  invoke  the  co-operation  of  all  good 
citizens  in  the  measures  hereby  adopted,  for  the  effectual  suppression 
of  unlawful  violence,  for  the  impartial  enforcement  of  constitutional 
laws,  and  for  the  speediest  possible  restoration  of  peace  and  order,  and 
with  these,  of  happiness  and  prosperity  throughout  the  country. 

In  testimony  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the 
seal  of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General' 
Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  That  so  much  of  the  first  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  act  is  in  addition,  approved  May  8th,  1861,  as  limits  the  number 
of  volunteers  to  ten  thousand  men,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  this  State,  for  the 
support  and  maintenance  of  the  family  of  any  chaplain,  surgeon,  or 
assistant-surgeon,  officer,  musician,  artificer,  wagoner,  or  private,  of  the 
three  months'  volunteer  force  from  this  State,  who  shall  have  been? 
during  his  term  of  enlistment  or  appointment,  taken  and  after  the 
expiration  of  said  term  of  enlistment  or  appointment  detained  by  the 
rebels  as  a  prisoner,  the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month  for  the  wife,  if 
any  there  be,  and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each  child,  under  the  age 
of  fourteen  years ;  and  in  case  there  shall  be  a  child  or  children  and 
no  wife,  then  the  sum  of  six  dollars  per  month  for  the  younger  child, 
and  two  dollars  per  month  for  each  additional  child  under  fourteen 
years  of  age  ;  provided,  the  amount  paid  for  any  one  family  shall  not, 
in  the  aggregate,  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  month ;  which 
said  term  of  payment  shall  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
enlistment  or  appointment  of  such  chaplain,  surgeon,  or  assistant-sur- 
geon, officer,  artificer,  musician,  wagoner  or  private,  and  shall  continue 
during  his  term  of  imprisonment ;  and  the  comptroller  shall,  on  the 
first  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1861,  and  at  the  end  of  each  successive 
period  of  three  months  thereafter,  draw  his  order  on  the  treasurer  of 
this  State,  in  favor  of  such  wife  or  child,  or  children,  as  the  case  may 
be,  for  such  sum  as  may  be  due  to  the  families  of  such  prisoners, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same 
to  the  order  of  such  wife,  or  child,  or  children,  or  the  guardian  of  such 
child  or  children,  respectively  entitled  to  the  same. 
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Sec.  3.  The  sum  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  defray  the  expenditures  au- 
thorized by  this  act  and  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  or  any 
other  expenses  of  mustering  the  volunteer  force,  or  militia,  of  this 
State,  or  any  part  thereof,  into  the  service  of  this  State,  or  the  service 
of  the  United  States ;  and  the  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  to  bor- 
row, from  time  to  time,  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  the  expenditures  herein  authorized. 

Sec.  4.  That  to  enable  the  treasurer  of  this  State  to  borrow  said 
sum  of  two  millions  of  dollars  appropriated  by  this  act,  or  so  much 
thereof  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  governor,  may  be  needed  to  carry 
into  effect  this  act,  and  any  acts  in  addition  to  or  in  alteration  thereof, 
bonds  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  may  be  issued  for  the  amount  to  be 
borrowed,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  with 
semi-annual  interest  coupons  attached,  payable  on  the  first  days  of 
January  and  July  of  each  year,  at  the  treasurer's  office,  in  Hartford, 
in  this  State,  with  the  principal  payable  twenty  years  from  date,  which 
said  bonds  shall  be  procured,  executed,  advertised  and  disposed  of,  and 
in  all  respects  proceeded  with,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act 
entitled  "An  Act  authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  borrow  Money  for  the 
equipment  and  payment  of  the  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  issue  State 
Bonds,"  approved  June  18th,  1861,  and  shall  be  of  the  denominations 
specified  therein. 

Sec.  5.  The  faith  and  credit  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  is  hereby 
pledged  for  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds. 

Sec.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  October  16th,  1861. 
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An  Act  in  addition  to  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Organization  and 

Equipment  of  a  Volunteer  Militia,  and  to  provide  for  the  Public 

Defense." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General 
Assembly  convened: 

Section  1.  The  commander-in-chief  may,  at  his  discretion,  ap- 
point for  the  Militia  of  this  State  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
an  assistant-surgeon  for  each  battery  of  artillery;  and  for  each  squad- 
ron of  cavalry  an  assistant-surgeon  and  a  chaplain ;  who  shall  sever- 
ally be  subject  to  the  regulations  prescribed  for  surgeons  and  chap- 
lains, respectively,  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  entitled  to 
the  same  compensation ;  and  in  case  any  assistant-surgeon  and  chaplain 
so  appointed  shall  not  be  paid  by  the  United  States,  he  shall  be  paid 
from  the  treasury  of  this  State^  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as 
is  provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition,  approved  June  27th, 
1861.

AUDITORS'    REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable    General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

The  undersigned,  appointed  to  audit  the  Quarter-Master- 
General's  account  for  the  year  ending  the  1st  of  April,  1862, 
have  attended  to  that  duty,  and  would  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  three  Quarter-Mas- 
ter-Generals, to  wit,  Col.  J.  M.  Hatheway,  Col.  J.  B.  Bunce, 
and  Col.  W.  A.  Aiken. 

Each  has  submitted  an  account  of  his  expenditures,  with 
vouchers  while  in  office. 

In  the  first  place,  we  examined  the  account  of  Col.  Hath- 
eway, and  compared  the  same  with  the  vouchers  he  pre- 
sented ;  but  some  of  them  were  not  satisfactory  to  us,  and  as 
they  had  not  the  approval  of  those  duly  authorized  by  law 
to  examine  the  charges,  we  deemed  it  to  be  our  duty  to  reject 
them.  We  therefore  report  that  his  account  and  vouchers 
are  not  satisfactory. 

We  also  examined  the  accounts  of  Col.  Bunce  and  Col. 
Aiken,  and  compared  the  vouchers  with  the  same  and  found 
them  correct. 

On  the  28th  day  of  April  last,  we  examined  the  Arsenal 
buildings,  military  stores,  and  other  property  belonging  to 
the  State  therein  deposited,  and  found  the  same  generally  in 
good  order. 


We  found  that  the  powder  magazine  is  still  kept  in  the 
wooden  gun-buildings,  contrary  to  the  city  by-laws,  notwith- 
standing an  appropriation  of  $600  was  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  1861  to  build  a  suitable  magazine  in  a  proper 
place. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Arsenal  yard  requires 
underdraining  and  grading,  and  the  gun-houses  and  fence 
need  some  slight  repairs.  We  would  therefore  recommend 
that  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  dollars  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purposes  named. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

To  the  Hon.  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  : 

In  compliance  with  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly,  I 
would  submit  the  following  report : 

On  the  15th  of  April,  1861,  the  Governor  issued  a  call  for 
volunteers  to  fill  up  the  quota  required  of  this  State,  which 
it  was  then  supposed  would  be  about  four  regiments. 

At  that  time  the  State  was  wholly  unprepared  to  meet  the 
emergency.  By  reference  to  the  abstract  accompanying  this 
report,  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  but  little  in  the  State 
Arsenal  which  could  be  made  available  in  making  ready  a 
regiment  for  active  service.  In  fact,  nothing  then  on  hand 
has  been  issued,  excepting  tents  and  equipments. 

Among  the  difficulties  experienced  in  preparing  the  men 
for  service  in  the  field,  the  following  were  the  most  promi- 
nent : — the  inadequate  supply  of  suitable  material  to  be  man- 
ufactured, and  the  insufficiency  of  means  to  manufacture  the 
same  when  obtained ;  the  eagerness  of  all  the  loyal  States  to 
buy  up  every  thing  which  could  be  made  available  in  the 
outfit  of  their  soldiers,  and  the  scarcity  and  increased  price 
resulting  from  an  exhausting  demand  upon  a  rapidly  dimin- 
ishing supply. 

Yet,  notwithstanding  all  embarrassments,  we  were  able  on 
three  weeks'  notice  to  make  ready  and  send  forward  two 
regiments  fully  prepared  for  service ;  so  that  the  State  of 
Connecticut  was  not  only  saved  the  disgrace  of  obstructing 
Massachusetts  soldiers  on  their  way  to  defend  our  National 


Capital,  but  she  lias  the  proud  position  of  having  been  the 
first  of  all  the  States  to  send  to  Washington  a  regiment 
ready  to  take  the  field. 

And  here  I  would  acknowledge  the  obligation  of  this 
department  to  those  citizens  of  the  State  who  manifested 
their  patriotism  by  their  efforts  to  assist  in  fitting  out  our 
volunteers  without  delay ;  and  especially  to  the  ladies  of  the 
State,  who  have  done  so  much  for  the  comfort  and  relief  of 
the  sick  and  wounded  of  our  regiments  in  the  camp. 

During  the  time  included  in  this  report,  five  regiments 
were  sent  from  this  State,  completely  equipped  and  provided 
with  every  thing  needful  for  active  service,  excepting  bag- 
gage trains,  which  were  provided  by  the  State  for  only  "two 
regiments,  and  three  regiments  were  mustered  out  of  service 
and  returned  to  their  homes. 

In  addition  to  what  was  needed  by  these  five  regiments, 
it  will  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  abstract,  that  a  large 
amount  of  property  was  purchased,  a  part  of  which  was  sent 
away  by  order  of  the  Governor,  and  a  part  turned  over  to 
my  successor,  Mr.  Bunce,  some  of  the  bills  for  which  were 
paid  by  him,  as  will  appear  in  his  account  of  disburse- 
ments. 

All  the  bills  rendered  by  this  Department  have  been  ex- 
amined and  approved  by  the  Comptroller,  Treasurer  and 
Governor,  who  were  appointed  a  Board  for  this  purpose  by 
the  Legislature,  at  its  May  Session,  1861,  except  one  bill,  for 
a  part  of  which  ($800)  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  vouchers, 
as  it  is  made  up  of  small  sums  paid  out  for  incidental 
expenses. 

The  quantity  of  each  of  the  articles  purchased  or  received, 
as  well  as  the  disposition  which  has  been  made  of  the  same, 
can  be  seen  at  a  glance  by  referring  to  the  abstract. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Sent  away  by  order  of  Commander- 
in-Chief,"  are  included  issues  to  the  garrison  at  Fort  Trum- 
bull, and  to  companies  of  Home  Guards,  for  which  no  bonds 
were  taken.     Also  4,000  complete  sets  of  Infantry 
Equipments,  with  Knapsacks,  sent  to  the  State

Quarter-Master-General's  Office,  ) 
Hartford,  April  1st,  1862.      ) 

To  the  Honorable  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Con- 
necticut. 

By  section  "40"  of  the  Militia  law  of  1861,  it  is  required 
that  the  Quarter-Master-General  "  make  a  report  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  containing  a  complete  inventory  of  all  the 
articles  belonging  to  his  department,  specifying  the  place  or 
places  where  they  are  deposited,  and  also  of  the  articles  con- 
sumed or  expended  since  his  last  previous  report,  together 
with  a  particular  account  of  all  expenditures  of  money  in- 
curred in  his  department  of  which  no  account  shall  have 
been  previously  rendered  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  he 
shall  become  bound  to  the  State  Treasurer  in  a  bond  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  with  surety,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office." 

My  bond  was  duly  executed  in  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  at  the  request  of  my  surety,  and  on  the  16th  day  of 
January,  1862,  I  was  commissioned  as  Quarter-Master-Gen- 
eral  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor. 

I  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  transac- 
tions of  my  office  from  that  date  to  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year,  March  31st,  1862,  a  period  of  two  months  and  sixteen 
days. 

Not  having  received  the  reports  of  the  previous  heads  of 
this  department,  I  am  unable  to  present  the  transactions  of 
this  office  previous  to  my  entrance  upon  duty.  I  find,  how- 
ever, that  a  review  of  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  State 
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Comptroller,  together  with  my  own  accounts,  indicate  an 
aggregate  expenditure  in  this  department  of  $1,147,590.83 
for  the  fiscal  year. 

Statement  [A.]  herewith  appended  in  form  of  an  account 
current,  presents  a  condensed  account  of  receipts  of  money 
drawn  by  order  of  the  State  Comptroller  on  the  State  Treas- 
urer, and  of  disbursements  from  the  same  under  the  several 
heads  of  expenditure. 

The  "Freight  and  Cartage"  account  represents  all  pay- 
ments on  account  of  shipments  of  stores  for  the  use  or 
benefit  of  Volunteers  in  the  United  States  service  whether 
in  camp,  barracks  or  field.  In  "Camp  Expenses"  is  inclu- 
ded all  disbursements  for  constructing,  heating  and  repair- 
ing soldiers'  quarters,  straw,  and  necessary  incidentals  for 
the  comfort  of  troops  in  camp  or  barracks.  "Medical  Ex- 
penses" includes  necessary  disbursements  for  extra  medical 
attendance  where  no  regular  surgeon  was  present  or  could 
be  reached,  for  the  board  and  treatment  of  sick  soldiers  in 
State  Hospitals,  and  for  all  purchases  of  medicines  ordered  by 
attending  surgeons,  as  necessary  for  the  recovery  of  the  sick. 

Disbursements  to  Railroad  and  Steamboat  companies  for 
passages  to  Connecticut  Volunteers  on  orders  from  this  office 
are  charged  to  "Transportation."  The  "Clothing"  and 
"Ammunition"  accounts  being  specific,  require  no  definition. 
The  "Ordnance"  account  has  a  wider  range,  and  exhibits 
the  sum  of  disbursements  for  the  variety  of  articles  denomi- 
nated "Ordnance  and  Ordnance  Stores"  in  Revised  Army 
Regulations,  ammunition  excluded.  The  same  rule  of  classi- 
fication is  observed  in  the  charge  against  "  Camp  Equipage." 

During  the  organization  of  the  several  regiments,  many  de- 
sertions necessarily  occurred,  as  it  was  impossible  to  carry 
out  any  system  of  discipline  within  the  State,  such  as  would 
prevent  the  evil.  The  reward  allowed  in  army  regulations, 
(five  dollars,)  for  the  apprehension  and  delivery  of  deserters 
was  found  to  be  entirely  inadequate  to  the  object,  as  in  many 
cases  the  expense  of  transportation  from  place  of  arrest  to 
rendezvous  exceeded  this  amount.  After  mature  considera- 
tion and  advice,  the  commander-in-chief  ordered  a  reward  of 
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ten  dollarsjland  a  mileage  fee  of  five  cents  per  mile,  to  be 
paid  for  the  arrest  and  delivery  at  places  of  rendezvous  of  all 
deserters,  upon  the  following  written  certificates  as  vouchers 
to  the  bill  presented  by  the  arresting  officer.  1st,  that  of  the 
military  commander  of  the  post  from  which  the  desertion 
was  effected,  to  the  fact  that  the  party  arrested  had  been 
mustered  into  service,  and  had  deserted  therefrom.  2d,  that 
of  the  keeper  of  the  jail  or  commandant  of  the  post,  to  the 
delivery  to  him  of  the  person  or  persons  named  in  the  previ- 
ous certificate,  the  mileage  fee  being  determined  by  an 
authorized  table  of  distances  per  nearest  routes,  and  paid 
upon  the  assertion  or  oath  of  the  officer  as  to  place  of  arrest. 
This  plan,  although  seemingly  expensive,  has  been  most  effi- 
cacious in  its  workings.  All  disbursements  under  it  are 
charged  to  the  account  of  "Arresting  and  retaining  Deserters." 
The  "Forage"  account  defines  itself.  The  expenditures 
under  it  were  mainly  for  the  horses  of  the  1st  Battalion 
Connecticut  Cavalry  and  1st  Connecticut  Battery. 

In  the  "State  Militia"  account  is  included  all  disburse- 
ments especially  for  the  benefit  of  the  State  Militia. 

The  account  with  "  Subsistence  of  Wounded  Soldiers  "  strict- 
ly belongs  to  the  Commissary  department,  but,  to  facilitate 
business,  is  kept  by  me.  The  account  was  opened  imder  these 
circumstances :  After  the  battles  of  Roanoke  and  Newberne, 
many  sick  and  wounded  Connecticut  Volunteers  were  returned 
*home.  Some  of  them  were  compelled  to  stay  over  night  in  New 
Haven  or  Hartford,  in  order  to  take  the  next  morning  trains 
for  their  respective  homes.  They  had  no  money,  and  I  pro- 
vided their  sustenance  and  lodging.  This  account  can  never 
be  large,  as  arrangements  have  since  been  made  by  Capt. 
J.  H.  Almy,  our  energetic  Assistant  Quarter-Master-General 
in  New  York,  for  the  payment  there  by  the  United  States 
Paymaster,  of  amounts  due  disabled  Volunteers  returning  to 
their  homes.  I  have  also  deposited  with  him  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  disbursed  under  special  instructions, 
as  necessities  may  require,  for  the  relief  of  our  Connecticut 
soldiers.     His  location  will  enable  him  to  reach  so  large  a 
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proportion  of  these  cases  that  but  little  expend#ure  will  be 
required  elsewhere  on  this  account. 

The  accounts  with  "Hartford"  "  New  Haven"  and  "  Mer- 
iden "  offices  include  rents,  services  and  necessary  inci- 
dentals. The  disbursements  charged,  "  Expenses  of  Hartford 
Arsenal,"  are  mainly  for  services  rendered  by  employees  there 
stationed.  The  business  there  transacted  has  required  of 
course,  a  larger  force  than  would  be  necessary  in  times  of  peace. 
In  this  connection  I  would  state  that  the  condition  of  the 
Armory  buildings  and  grounds  is  such  as  to  need  repairs  to 
some  extent.  For  this  purpose,  I  would  respectfully  ask  an 
appropriation  such  as  the  examining  committee  shall  report  as 
desirable. 

By  resolution  No.  92,  of  May  Session,  1861,  the  sum  of  six 
hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  for  the  construction  of  a 
suitable  powder  magazine.  It  had  not  been  done  at  the  time 
of  my  entrance  upon  duty,  since  which  the  season  of  the  year 
has  rendered  it  impracticable.  But  a  small  quantity  of  am- 
munition has  been  kept  in  the  present  magazine. 

There  is  another  point  which  I  here  take  occasion  to  present 
to  your  honorable  body.  The  want  of  explicitness  in  the  speci- 
fication of  the  armorers'  duties  in  previous  militia  laws,  has 
caused  a  construction  to  be  put  upon  them  which  I  regard  as 
wrong  in  system.  While  the  Quarter-Master-General  is  therein 
directed  to  cause  old  or  unserviceable  arms  to  be  repaired 
at  his  discretion,  that  work  has  generally,  in  accordance  with* 
custom,  been  performed  on  contract,  by  the  armorer. 

Although  that  work  has  been  done  with  less  trouble,  and  I 
believe  at  lower  rates,  all  things  considered,  than  it  could  have 
been  done  outside,  and  although  my  agreement  with  the 
armorer  stipulates  that  all  arms  so  repaired  shall  pass  and  be 
reported  on  by  a  competent  inspector  outside  the  armory,  yet 
the  amorer  sustains  the  anomalous  relation  of  employee  and 
contractor.  This  improper  system,  it  seems  to  me,  could  be 
done  away  with  by  so  defining  his  duties  as  to  have  it  distinctly 
understood  that  the  "  care"  of  arms  shall  include  their  full 
and  complete  repair  so  far  as  is  practicable. 

While  I  appreciate  the  special  necessity  now  existing  for 
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economy  in  expenditure,  yet  as  the  duties  of  the  armorer  have 
greatly  increased  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  and  it 
is  evident  they  must  continue  to  be  more  onerous  than  hereto- 
fore, I  would  respectfully  suggest  such  an  increase  of  his  pay 
as  shall  be  a  just  compensation  for  responsibilities  to  be 
assumed  and  duties  to  be  performed,  and  stand  in  place 
of  the  customary  and  expected  perquisites.  I  think  this 
change  would  be  true  economy.  The  business  of  the  arsenal 
has  required  a  special  assistant  stationed  there  for  its  superin- 
tendance.  This  place  has  been  filled  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Burbank 
of  Hartford. 

All  bills  paid  by  me  upon  contracts  executed,  or  purchases 
made  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  have  passed  their  certifica- 
tion and  been  charged  against  their  several  heads  of  expendi- 
ture The  sum  is  shown  in  account  current  as  "  Bills  paid 
upon  approval  of  Col.  J.  M.  Hatheway,"  and  "  Bills  paid  upon 
approval  of  Col.  J.  B.  Bunce." 

Statement  [B.]  shows  the  prices  obtained  for  public  prop- 
erty sold  at  the  time  of  the  breaking  up  of  the  1st  Connecticut 
Cavalry  encampment  at  West  Meriden.  Out  of  nearly  five 
hundred  horses  purchased  and  inspected,  only  six  were  con- 
demned as  having  become  unfit  for  service,  and  that  after  the 
lapse  of  about  four  months  after  the  time  of  purchase.  With 
this  statement  will  be  found  the  State  Treasurer's  receipt  for 
the  avails  of  this  sale,  which  were  at  once  turned  into  his 
hands. 

In  statement  [C]  is  included  the  inventory  of  Ammuni- 
tion, Ordnance  and  Ordnance  Stores,  Camp  Equipage,  Infantry, 
Cavalry,  Rifle  and  Artillery  Equipments,  Arms  and  Appen- 
dages, Clothing  and  Cloth  made  and  handed  over  to  me  by  Lt. 
Col.  J.  B.  Bunce,  my  predecessor  in  office. 

Statement  [D.]  shows  all  purchases  made  by  me  up  to 
March  31st,  1862. 

Statement  [E.]  indicates  all  articles  returned  to  the  State 
Arsenal  by  the  old  militia  disbanded  by  the  act  of  July  3rd, 
1861. 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  arms  and  equipments  of 
which  no  records  whatever  can  be  fouud,  still  remain  deposited 
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in  different  parts  of  the  State.  One  lot  fecund  and  called  in, had 
b?en  stowed  away  in  the  place  of  deposit  nearly  twenty  years, 
as  I  have  been  informed.  The  pressure  of  more  important 
duties  of  my  office  has  prevented  a  thorough  personal  search 
such  as  I  desire  to  make,  for  property  thus  situated.  All  old 
muskets  returned  have  been  put  in  as  complete  repair  as  pos- 
sible and  rendered  to  a  great  extent  serviceable.  With  this 
statement  concludes  the  debit  side  of  my  property  account. 

In  statement  [E]  is  exhibited  all  issues  of  property  made  to 
Connecticut  Volunteers  in  camp,  barracks  and  field,  under 
the  following  classifications ;  1st.  Ordnance  and  Ordnance 
Stores ;  2d.  Camp  and  Garrison  Equipage ;  3d.  Clothing. 
These  embrace  all  minor  classifications  heretofore  used,  and 
will  be  employed  hereafter  in  property  accounts,  in  conformity 
with  the  forms  of  the  United  States  Army  Regulations. 

Statement  [G]  is  a  condensed  list  of  property  issued  to  the 
militia  organized  under  the  act  of  July,  1861,  to  the  city  of 
New  Haven,  and  to  the  military  school  of  William  H.  Russell, 
Esq.,  New  Haven,  by  order  of  the  Commander-in-Chief. 

Statement  [H.]  shows  the  balance  of  property  remaining  on 
hand  in  store  at  State  Arsenal,  Hartford,  and  State  store 
house,  New  Haven.  During  the  present  month  said  store 
house  will  be  closed  and  all  property  transferred  to  the  State 
Arsenal.  It  is  intended  upon  the  closing  of  the  barracks  and 
store  house  in  New  Haven,  to  turn  over  to  the  United  .States 
Government,  subject  to  their  direction,  all  stores  on  hand  not 
necessary  for  State  use. 

With  this  statement  my  property  account  is  concluded. 

An  appended  statement  marked  [I.]  exhibits  the  amount 
and  place  of  deposit  of  all  State  property  in  the  hands  of  the 
Mayor  of  New  Haven,  Wm.  H.  Russell,  Esq.,  of  New  Haven, 
and  the  various  militia  companies  organized  under  the  act  of 
July,  1861. 

The  acceptance  of  articles  purchased  or  contracted  for,  has 
been  upon  the  condition  that  they  should  first  pass  inspection 
by  a  competent  inspector.  This  has  been  carried  out,  and  I 
have  reason  to  believe,  as  honestly  and  thoroughly  as  could 
be  desired. 
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I  desire  in  this  connection  to  acknowledge  the  valuable  ser- 
vices of  Capt.  George  T.  Balch,  Ordnance  Department,  U. 
S.  A.,  stationed  at  Springfield  armory.  His  accurate  knowl- 
edge of  the  immense  detail  of  his  department  and  his  uni- 
form courtesy  in  imparting  it,  has  induced  me  freely  and 
frequently  to  consult  with  him.  As  he  has  declined  other  remu- 
neration, I  can  only  tender  to  him  my  sincere  thanks. 

I  have  at  the  date  of  this  report  a  considerable  amount  of 
clothing  under  contract  for  the  Connecticut  Heavy  Artillery, 
recruiting  in  New  Haven  barracks. 

Also  2,939  Whitney  Rifles,  to  complete  a  contract  previously 
made  for  six  thousand. 

The  Ames  manufacturing  Company  of  Chicopee,  Mass.,  are 
now  manufacturing  for  the  State,  bronze  guns  of  the  latest  and 
most  approved  patterns.  They  embrace  6  and  12-pdr.  rifled 
and  smooth  bore  guns,  12  and  24-pdr.  howitzers. 

The  carriages,  caissons  and  appendages  for  the  same  will  be 
completed  within  the  next  eight  weeks.  Experienced  and 
competent  builders  within  the  State  have  the  work  in  hand. 
We  shall  then  have  within  the  State  five  6-pdr.  and  one 
12-pdr.  battery.  These  six  field  batteries  will  be  equal  in 
every  respect  to  the  best  now  in  use  by  the  United  States. 

The  magnificent  steel  rifled  gun,  presented  and  sent  to  the 
State  of  Connecticut  by  the  United  States  Minister  at  the 
Courtof  Brussels,  will  be  appropriately  mounted.  The  carriage 
is  being  constructed  from  drawings  received  with  the  gun.  It 
is  intended  to  have  it  completed  by  the  1st  of  May,  when  it  will 
be  kept  a  short  time  for  general  inspection  at  the  manufactory 
of  the  builders,  Messrs.  G.  &  D.  Cook  &  Co.,  of  New  Haven. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  present  my  acknowledgements  for 
the  services  rendered  this  department  by  Capt.  J.  H.  Almy, 
of  New  York,  an  unpaid  assistant.  The  time  and  labor  given 
by  him  to  his  State,  deserve  more  substantial  evidence  of  ap- 
preciation than  I  am  authorized  to  offer  him. 

To  Messrs.  Charles  W.  Allen  and  Wm.  E.  Foster,  of  New 
Haven, — the  former  in  charge  successively  of  the  encampment 
at  West  Meriden,  and  of  the  barracks  of  the  1st  Conn.  Artil- 
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lery  at  New  Haven,  the  latter  of  the  State  store  house  at  New 
Haven — I  would  also  express  my  thanks  for  their  valuable  ser- 
vices as  assistants  in  this  department. 

Mr.  Sidney  M.  Gladwin  has  had  charge  of  the  details  of 
business  in  the  principal  office  at  Hartford.  A  more  thor- 
oughly conscientious  and  reliable  incumbent  of  this  responsible 
and  confidential  position,  I  could  not  desire. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  Col.  J.  B.  Bunce,  my  predecessor  in 
office,  for  his  readiness  and  clearness  in  imparting  all  informa- 
tion asked  regarding  the  duties  of  the  office  at  the  time  I 
assumed  them. 

The  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  furnishes  in  detail  in- 
formation not  properly  included  herein.

To  the  Honorable   General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  the  accompanying 
statistical  tables  respecting  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths. 

During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  18bl,  the  number 
of  Births  reported  was  11,934,  an  increase  of  61  over  the 
number  returned  in  1860, — 795  more  than  were  registered  in 
1856,  the  first  year  in  which  returns  were  received  from  every 
town  in  the  State.  Notwithstanding  the  aggregate  increment, 
the  number  of  males  born  in  1861  was  29  less  than  in  1860, 
while  the  female  births  were  increased  by  104.  The  county 
of  New  London  shows  an  excess  of  65  female  births,  and  Tol- 
land county  an  excess  of  20.  The  births  of  the  whole  State, 
exclusive  of  68  of  which  the  sex  was  not  reported,  were 
divided  into  6,179  males,  and  5,687  females,  or  as  108.65 
males  to  100  females.  The  proportion  between  the  sexes  born 
as  shown  by  our  reports  for  the  past  six  years,  is,

The  registrar  of  Derby  reports  seven  instances  of  plurality 
births  in  that  town,  of  which  one  was  of  triplets,  out  of  a  total 
of  254  births. 

In  the  first  three  months  of  1861  were  born  3180  ;  in  the 
second,  2990  ;  in  the  third,  3024 ;  and  in  the  fourth,  2714. 
The  second  and  fourth  quarters  have  exhibited  for  several 
years  a  less  number  of  births  than  the  first  and  third.  The 
largest  number  of  births  in  any  month  (1142)  occurred  in 
March,  the  smallest  (874)  in  December.  The  gain  to  the 
population  by  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  4199. 

The  number  of  colored  children  born  during  the  year  was 
177, — 27  less  than  in  1860.  The  following  statement  shows 
how  many  of  this  class  of  either  sex  were  born  in  the  several 
divisions  of  the  state  :

The  number  of  Marriages  which  were  celebrated  in  1861, 
was  3757.     From  the  report  presented  last  year  the  number 


* 


(58,)  which  took  place  in  Derby  in  1860  was  accidentally 
omitted,  this  added  would  make  an  aggregate  of  4036  in  that 
year,  exceeding  those  occurring  in  1861  by  279  ;  a  very  con- 
siderable falling  off,  but  readily  of  course  accountable  and  to 
have  been  looked  for  considering  the  political  events  of  the 
year.  Windham  county  alone  shows  an  increase.  Forty-sis 
marriages  among  the  blacks,  of  which  four  were  noted  as 
amalgamation,  were  reported;  six  less  than  the  year  before. 
The  defect  in  our  law  which  absurdly  forbids  the  registrar  to 
make  inquiry  about  color  has  been  previously  remarked  upon. 

Of  the  Deaths  reported  (7735,)  there  was  a  greater  pro- 
portion of  females  than  in  1860.  They  are  thus  divided, 
males,  3793  ;  females,  3824,  and  the  sex  is  not  stated  of  118, — 
an  inspection  of  the  table  shows  that  the  towns  of  New  Lon- 
don, Bridgeport  and  Norwich  are  most  at  fault  in  this  respect. 
The  whole  number  registered  is  133  greater  than  in  1860,  but 
the  counties  of  Hartford,  New  London,  Windham  and  Middle- 
sex show  less  mortality,  and  a  smaller  number  of  children 
under  ten  have  died,  as  also  more  persons  who  have  passed 
three  score  and  ten.  The  percentage  of  zymotic  diseases  a 
little  exceeds  the  average  of  the  last  five  years,  but  with  the 
exception  of  diseases  of  this  class,  where  the  difference  is  more 
apparent,  the  variation  in  the  percentage  of  deaths  by  the  same 
disease  in  the  same  locality  from  year  to  year  is  not  great. 
Diphtheria  and  Typhus  or  Typhoid  fever  proved  equally  fatal, 
360  deaths  being  reported  of  each ;  these  two  and  Scarlet 
fever  prevailed  more  extensively  than  in  1860,  the  first  in 
New  Haven  county,  the  second  in  Hartford  county,  and  the 
third  in  Fairfield  county ;  together  they  occasioned  nearly  one- 
sixth  of  all  the  deaths  of  which  the  causes  were  given.  Diph- 
theria proved  fatal  in  36  instances  in  1859,  in  the  reports  of 
which  year  it  appeared  for  the  first  time,  in  201  cases,  in  1860, 
and,  as  just  stated,  in  360  in  1861.

The  abstracts  returned  by  the  registrars  are  generally  satis- 
factory, but  some  few  are  made  up  carelessly,  incorrectly 
added,  and  omitting  altogether  to  give  a  part  of  the  statistics 
required.  It  seems  too  that  the  "  unknown  "  ought  to  be  less 
numerous : — the  registrar  of  New  London  reports  42  deaths, 
causes  not  given,  the  registrar  of  Norwich  58,  and  17  deaths 
of  which  the  age  and  sex  are  undistinguished  ;  the  registrar 
of  Bridgeport  63  of  unknown  causes,  one-quarter  of  all  the 
deaths  in  that  town,  and  23  whose  age  and  sex  are  unknown ; 
the  registrar  of  Weston  reports  six  deaths  and  indicates'  the 
occasion  of  none ;  while,  by  way  of  contrast,  the  registrar  of 
New  Haven  gives  the  cause  of  all  the  851  deaths  on  his 
record  except  20,  and  states  the  sex  and  proximate  age  of  the 
whole.  It  is  probable  that  still  births  fail  to  be  recorded  in 
some  parts  of  the  State. 

Great  complaints  continue  to  be  made  of  the  imperfection 
of  the  record  of  births  by  reason  of  the  omission  of  the  names 
of  children,  which  it  is  said  are  seldom  given  within  the  time 
by  which  their  birth  by  law  should  be  recorded.  I  have  been 
of  the  opinion  that  birth  statistics  would  be  better  collected  if 
left  entirely  to  the  registrar  to  gather,  as  is  the  case  in  Rhode 
Island,  but  if  the  present  system  is  deemed  the  best,  the  law 
ought  to  be  so  that  the  town  registrar  might  treat  a  return 
which  omits  to  give  information  on  the  points  required  as  a 
nullity,  and  proceed  to  collect  the  information  himself  and 
receive  the  fee  therefor.     Although  it  is  made  the  duty  of 


registrars  to  amend  their  records  from  time  to  time,  this  is 
done  but  to  a  small  extent,  some  saying  that  they  receive  no 
more  pay  for  doing  so,  and,  moreover,  however  well  disposed 
the  registrar  may  be,  in  places  where  he  can  not  be  personally 
acquainted  with  all  the  families  residing  within  his  town,  it  is 
impracticable  to  obtain  the  names  without  a  thorough  canvass 
of  the  town.  Some  method  certainly  ought  to  be  devised  to 
remedy  this  defect  which  will  seriously  impair  the  future  value 
of  these  records.

An  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths,  1852. 

Sec.  1.  That  every  town  shall,  at  its  every  annual  meet- 
ing, appoint  a  registrar. 

Sec.  2.  Every  registrar  shall  make  oath  or  affirmation 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  He 
shall  ascertain  as  accurately  as  he  can,  by  actual  inquiry,  or 
in  such  other  manner  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  all  the  births, 
marriages  and  deaths  occurring  in  his  town,  and  shall  make 
record  of  the  same  in  a  book  or  books  kept  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  in  such  form  and  with  such  particulars  relating  to 
such  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  as  the  ensuing  sections  of 
this  act  require. 

Sec.  3.  His  record  of  births  shall  state,  in  separate  col- 
umns, the  date  of  each  birth,  the  child's  name,  if  it  have  any, 
its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color  and  residence  of  its  parents, 
and  the  occupation  of  its  father. 

Sec.  4.  His  record  of  marriages  shall  state,  in  separate 
columns,  the  date  of  each  marriage  solemnized  in  his  town ; 
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the  name,  age,  color,  occupation  and  birth-place  of  each  of  the 
parties ;  the  residence  of  each  prior  to,  and  at  the  time  of  the 
marriage ;  the  condition  of  each,  (whether  single  or  widowed,) 
immediately  prior  to  the  marriage ;  and  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  minister  or  magistrate  by  whom  the  parties  are 
joined  in  marriage. 

Sec.  5.  His  record  of  deaths  shall  state,  in  separate  col- 
umns, the  date  of  each  death,  the  disease  or  other  cause  pro- 
ducing such  death ;  the  name,  age,  color,  sex,  birth-place, 
last  occupation,  residence  and  condition  (whether  single, 
married 'or  widowed)  of  the  deceased. 

Sec.  6.  Every  registrar  shall  amend  his  records,  from 
time  to  time,  as  he  may  discover  omissions  or  mistakes  there- 
in ;  and  annually,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, after  having  made  his  records  as  nearly  perfect  as  by 
diligent  inquiry  he  can  do,  he  shall  send  the  Secretary  of  State 
an  abstract  of  said  records  for  the  year  next  preceding  the 
first  day  of  said  January ;  which  abstract  shall  be  made  in 
such  form  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  said  Secretary,  and  shall 
be  duly  attested  by  said  registrar. 

Sec.  7.  Every  physician  or  midwife,  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and  every 
nurse  or  other  attendant  who  may  act  as  midwife  at  such  a 
time,  in  a  case  where  no  physician  or  midwife  is  employed, 
shall,  within  one  month  after  such  birth,  furnish  to  the  regis- 
trar of  the  town  wherein  such  birth  may  have  taken  place,  a 
certificate  signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  nurse  or  other 
attendant,  stating,  from  the  best  information  which  the  signer 
of  said  certificate  can  obtain,  the  date  of  such  birth,  child's 
name,  if  it  have  any,  its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color  and  resi- 
dence of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  its  father. 

Sec.  8.  Every  minister  and  magistrate  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  marriages  solemnized  before  him,  and  of  all  the  facts 
relating  to  every  such  marriage,  required  by  the  fourth  sec- 
tion of  this  act ;  and  every  such  minister  and  magistrate  shall 
within  the  first  week  of  each  calendar  month,  return  a  copy 
of  his  said  record,  for  the  month  next  preceding,  to  the  regis- 
trar of  the  town  in  which  the  marriages  recorded  in  any  such 
record  may  have  been  solemnized. 


Sec.  9.  Every  sexton  or  person  having  charge  of  any  pub- 
lic or  private  burial-place,  shall,  during  the  first  week  of  each 
calendar  month,  deliver  to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which 
such  burial-place  is  situated,  a  list  of  the  names  and  dates  of 
burial  of  the  persons  buried  in  such  burial-place  during  the 
month  next  preceding. 

Sec.  10.  The  physician  who  shall  attend  any  deceased  per- 
son, shall  leave  a  certificate  containing  all  the  particulars  re- 
lating to  said  deceased,  required  by  the  fifth  section  of  this  act, 
within  ten  days  after  the  interment  of  the  deceased ;  and  in 
case  no  physician  shall  attend  said  deceased,  then  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  nearest  of  kin  to  procure  a  certificate  from 
some  other  physician  or  substantial  inhabitant,  containing  such 
information ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  nearest  of  kin 
to  leave  the  certificate  with  the  town  registrar,  within  fifteen 
days  thereafter.  Any  such  attending  physician,  who  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  give  the  certificate  required  by  this  sec- 
tion, shall,  for  such  offense,  pay  a  fine  of  ten  dollars,  to  the 
use  of  the  town  wherein  such  offense  shall  be  committed. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  take  the  body  of  any  deceased 
person  out  of  the  town  wherein  such  deceased  person  died, 
without  having  first  left  with  the  registrar  of  that  town  a  cer- 
tificate, similar  in  all  particulars  to  the  one  prescribed  in  sec 
tion  10  of  this  act.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar 
to  give  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  such  body,  when  the  above 
conditions  are  complied  with. 

Sec.  12.  Every  certificate  given  pursuant  to  sections  10 
and  11  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  the  following  form :

months,  and  days ;  Sex,  a  ;  Condition,  ; 

Born  in  ;  Residence  at  the  time  of  death,  ; 

Disease  or  cause  of  death,  ;  Occupation,  a  ; 

Color,  .     Dated        this  day  of  , 

A.  D.  18     .  Attending  Physician, 

(physician  or  inhabitant  of  said  town,  as  the  case  may  be.) 

Sec.  13.     The  registrar  of  each  town  shall  distribute  in 
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such  town,  to  all  persons,  who,  in  his  judgment,  are  likely  to 
need  the  same,  blank  forms  for  the  certificates  and  returns 
required  by  this  act.  And  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  deposit  with 
the  town  clerk  a  true  copy  of  the  record  forwarded  annually 
to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  14.  The  registrar  of  each  town  shall  receive  from  its 
treasury,  for  ascertaining  and  recording  in  manner  aforesaid, 
each  birth,  ten  cents ;  each  marriage,  ten  cents ;  and  each 
death,  ten  cents  ;  and  for  making  and  sending  to  .the  Secre- 
tary of  State  the  annual  abstract  aforesaid,  two  dollars. 

Sec.  15.  If  the  registrar  of  any  town  die,  or  resign  during 
his  term  of  office,  the  selectmen  of  that  town  shall,  without 
unnecessary  delay,  appoint  another  person  registrar  in  his 
place. 

Sec.  16.  The  returns  required  by  section  6  of  this  act  to 
be  made  in  January,  1854,  shall  include  the  births,  marriages, 
and  deaths  which  have  occurred  between  the  first  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1852,  and  the  first  day  of  January,  1853,  in  addition  to 
those  of  the  year  1853. 

Sec.  17.  The  Secretary  of  State*  shall  annually  prepare 
and  furnish  to  the  registrar  of  the  several  towns  a  sufficient 
number  of  blank  forms  for  all  the  certificates  and  returns  re- 
quired by  this  act ;  shall  accompany  the  same  with  such  in- 
structions and  explanations  as  he  may  think  necessary ;  shall 
receive  said  returns,  and  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared 
therefrom,  such  tabular  statements  as  will  render  them  of 
practical  utility,  and  exhibit  their  results  in  convenient  form ; 
and  shall  make  report  thereof,  annually,  to  the  General 
Assembly ;  and  generally  he  shall  do  whatever  may  be  neces- 
sary, to  carry  into  effect  this  act. 

Sec.  18.  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  provision  of 
this  act,  shall  pay  for  every  such  offense  a  fine  of  ten  dollars, 
to  the  use  of  the  town  wherein  such  offense  is  committed. 

Sec.  19.  Sections  51,  52,  53,  54  and  55  of  the  "Act  con- 
cerning Communities  and  Corporations,"  and  "An  Act  in  ad-

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dition  to  and  in  alteration  of"  said  last  named  Act,  approved 
June  21st,  1850,  are  hereby  repealed. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  relating  to  the 
Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths,"  1854. 

Sec.  1.  That  any  registrar,  who  has  been  or  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
addition,  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from 
the  first  Monday  in  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment, 
provided  that  any  registrar  who  has  been  or  shall  be  appoint- 
ed under  the  15th  section  of  said  act,  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  his  ap- 
pointment, and  no  longer,  unless  re-appointed  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  annual  abstract  of  any  town,  as  provided 
for  in  the  14th  section  of  said  act,  shall  contain  in  the  aggre- 
gate the  record  of  more  than  two  hundred  names,  the  regis- 
trar of  such  town  shall  receive  two  cents  for  each  name  over 
said  number  of  two  hundred,  in  addition  to  the  compensation 
specified  in  said  act. 

Sec.  3.  Every  physician  or  midwife  who  shall  have  profes- 
sional charge  of  the  mother  at  the  birth  of  any  child,  and 
every  nurse  or  other  attendant,  who  may  act  as  midwife  at 
such  a  time  in  a  case  where  no  physician  or  midwife  is  em- 
ployed, shall,  during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month 
next  succeeding  such  birth,  furnish  to  the  registrar  of  the 
town  wherein  such  birth  may  have  taken  place,  a  certificate 
signed  by  such  physician,  midwife,  nurse  or  other  attendant, 
stating  from  the  best  information  which  the  signer  of  said 
certificate  can  obtain,  the  date  of  such  birth,  the  child's  name, 
if  it  have  any,  its  sex,  the  names,  ages,  color  and  residence 
of  its  parents,  and  the  occupation  of  its  father. 
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Sec.  4.  The  physician  who  shall  attend  any  deceased  per- 
son, shall  during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month  next 
succeeding  such  decease,  leave  with  the  registrar  a  certificate 
signed  by  him,  and  containing  all  the  particulars  relating  to 
said  decease,  required  by  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  addition ;  and  in  case  no  physician  attend  such  de- 
ceased person,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  nearest  of  kin 
to  procure  such  certificate  from  some  other  physician  or  sub- 
stantial inhabitant  of  the  town,  and  to  leave  it  with  the  regis- 
trar within  fifteen  days  thereafter. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  be  joined  in  marriage  until  the 
parties  or  one  of  them  shall  make  application  to  the  registrar 
of  the  town  in  which  such  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized,  or  in 
case  of  his  absence  or  inability,  to  the  town  clerk  of  said  town, 
and  shall  give  such  registrar  or  town  clerk  information  re- 
specting the  name,  age,  birth-place  and  residence  of  each  of 
the  parties,  and  this  only.  Such  registrar,  or  town  clerk,  pro- 
vided there  is  no  registrar,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  on  pay- 
ment of  twenty-five  cents  therefor,  issue  his  certificate  that  the 
parties  therein  named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  judge,  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  ordained  minister  or  regular  licensed  cler- 
gyman in  said  town,  qualified  under  the  laws  of  this  State  to 
join  persons  in  marriage,  to  unite  in  marriage  the  parties 
therein  named.  Provided,  that  no  registrar  or  town  clerk  shall 
issue  his  certificate  as  above,  if  such  persons  applying,  or  either 
of  them,  are  under  the  control  of  parents  or  guardians,  before 
he  is  certified  of  the  consent  of  the  parents  or  guardians. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  ordained  min- 
ister or  regular  licensed  clergyman,  shall  join  any  persons  in 
marriage,  without  having  first  received  a  certificate,  as  provi 
ded  for  in  the  next  preceding  section,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  who  shall  join 
any  person  in  marriage,  to  endorse  upon  said  certificate  the 
fact,  time,  and  place  of  such  marriage,  with  his  signature 
thereto,  and  to  return  the  same  with  his  endorsement  thereon, 
to  the  registrar  of  the  town  in  which  the  same  was  issued, 
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during  the  first  week  of  the  calendar  month  next  succeeding 
such  marriage,  and  upon  neglect  thereof  he  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  All  certificates  and  records  required  by  this  act,  or 
by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addition,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  contained. 

Sec.  9.  All  fines  and  penalties  which  shall  accrue  for  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  addition,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  town  within 
which  the  offense  is  committed,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
registrar  of  such  town,  and  he  is  hereby  empowered,  to  sue  for 
and  prosecute  the  same  before  any  appropriate  tribunal. 

Sec.  10.  Sections  one,  four  and  five  of  chapter  I,  title  VII., 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  being  an  act  concerning  domestic  re- 
lations, and  such  parts  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addition, 
as  are  inconsistent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  1855. 


An  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths,  1855. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 


That  every  physician,  midwife  or  other  person  whose  duty 
it  is  to  certify  to  births  and  deaths  according  to  the  3d  and  4th 
sections  of  an  act  relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marria- 
ges and  deaths,  and  every  sexton  or  other  person  whose  duty 
it  is  to  furnish  the  list  of  burials  to  the  registrar,  required  by 
the  9th  section  of  said  act,  approved  July  1st,  1854,  shall  re- 


ceive  as  compensation  for  each  certificate  so  given,  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  cents  from  the  treasurer  of  the  town  in  which  such 
birth  or  death  may  occur. 
Approved,  June  1,  1855. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  "  An  Act  relating  to 
the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  no  person  shall  be  joined  in  marriage,  until 
the  parties,  or  one  of  them,  shall  make  application  to  the  reg- 
istrar of  the  town  in  which  such  marriage  is  to  be  solemnized, 
or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability,  to  the  town  clerk  of  said 
town,  and  shall  give  such  registrar  or  town  clerk  information 
respecting  the  name,  age,  birth  and  place  of  residence  of  each 
of  the  parties,  and  this  only ;  and  such  registrar,  or  town  clerk, 
provided  there  is  no  registrar,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  on  the 
payment  of  fifty  cents  therefor,  issue  his  certificate,  that  the 
parties  therein  named  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  a  license  for  any  judge,  or 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  town,  or  regularly  licensed  clergy- 
man qualified  under  the  laws  of  the  State  to  join  persons  in 
marriage,  to  unite  in  marriage  the  parties  therein  named, 
within  said  town,  and  there  only  ;  provided,  that  no  registrar 
or  town  clerk  shall  issue  his  certificate  as  aforesaid,  if  such 
persons  applying,  or  either  of  them,  are  under  the  control  of 
parents  or  guardians,  without  the  consent  of  such  parents  or 
guardians. 

Sec.  2.  Every  registrar  who  has  been,  or  may  be  appointed 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addi- 
tion, shall  hold  his  office  for  the  period  of  one  year  from  the 
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first  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and 
until  another  is  appointed  in  his  stead  ;  provided,  however, 
that  any  registrar  who  has  been  or  may  be  appointed  under  the 
fifteenth  section  of  said  act,  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first 
Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  his  appointment,  and 
until  another  is  appointed  in  his  stead. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  town  in  this  State  has  failed  at  its  last  an- 
nual meeting  to  appoint  a  registrar  according  to  the  provisions 
of  said  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  selectmen  of  said  town, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  without  unnecessary  delay,  to  appoint 
a  registrar  for  such  town,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1857,  and  until  another  is  appointed 
in  his  stead,  and  on  failure  thereof,  said  selectmen  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars,  one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of 
him  who  shall  prosecute  to  effect,  and  the  other  half  to  the  use 
of  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  in  any  town  any  birth  or  death  may 
happen,  concerning  which  no  certificate  shall  be  returned  to 
the  registrar  of  said  town,  according  to  the  provisions  of  said 
act,  or  of  the  act  of  1854  in  addition  thereto,  in  such  case  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  such  registrar  to  obtain  the  information 
required  by  law  respecting  such  birth  or  death,  for  which  ser- 
vice he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  compensation  given  to  physi- 
cians, midwives  or  other  persons  by  the  act  relating  to  the  reg- 
istration of  births,  marriages  and  deaths,  approved  June  1st, 
1855. 

Sec.  5.  The  Act  in  addition  to  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act 
relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths, 
approved  June  27,  [29]  1855,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby  repealed." 

Sec.  6.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved,  July  2,  1857. 
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An  Act  in  alteration  of  an  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled 
"  An  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages 
and  Deaths." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened  : 

Sec.  1.  That  whenever  any  registrar  or  town  clerk  of  any 
town  in  this  State  shall  issue  his  certificate  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion 1,  chapter  76,  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  Act  relating  to  the 
Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths,"  passed  in  1856, 
if  the  persons  applying  for  such  certificate  or  either  of  them 
are  minors  under  the  control  of  parents  or  guardians,  unless 
the  consent  of  such  parents  or  guardians  is  first  obtained  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  said  act ;  said  registrar  or  town 
clerk,  knowingly  issuing  such  certificate  without  such  consent 
first  obtained,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  this 
State  the  sum  of  sixty-seven  dollars. 

Approved,  June  27,  1857. 


An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  in  addition  to 
an  Act  relating  to  the  Registration  of  Births,  Marriages  and 
Deaths." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  convened : 

Sec.  1.  That  any  town  or  city  may  enact  municipal  laws, 
more  effectually  to  attain  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  act 
to  which  this  is  in  addition  ;  provided,  the  same  do  not  conflict 
with  the  main  and  specific  objects  of  said  act,  viz. :  to  procure 
the  most  perfect  registration  of  the  facts  therein  required. 

Sec.  2.  The  registrars  of  towns  in  which  such  municipal 
laws  may  be  enacted,  are  hereby  required  to  comply  with  and 
execute  all  the  provisions  of  such  laws,  under  the  same  oath 
and  penalties  as  are  now  required  by  the  act  to  which  this  act 
is  in  addition. 

Sec.  3.     This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage. 

Approved,  May  30th,  1860. 
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ANNUAL   REPORT 


BANK  COMMISSIONERS. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut : 

The  Bank  Commissioners,  having,  in  accordance  with  law, 
visited  and  examined  since  their  last  report  all  the  Banks, 
Savings  Banks,  and  Savings  Banks  and  Building  Associations, 
in  this  State,  have  the  honor  to  present  their  Annual  Report. 

Seventy-five  Banks,  whose  combined  capital  amounts  to 
$21,790,937,  are  now  transacting  business  in  this  State. 

The  Farmers  Bank  at  Bridgeport,  in  accordance  with  a 
special  act,  passed  at  the  May  Session,  1861,  has  reduced  its 
capital  stock  from  $300,000  to  $210,000. 

The  capital  of  the  other  Banks  hereafter  named  has  been 
reduced  by  the  withdrawal  of  stock  belonging  to  the  School 
Fund,  and  various  Ecclesiastical  Societies  of  the  State. 

The  Home  Bank  at  West  Meriden  has  added  to  its  capital 
(which  is  now  reported  to  be  $283,161,)  the  sum  of  $3,820, 
it  being  empowered  by  charter  to  increase  its  capital  to 
$300,000. 

The  Ansonia  Bank,  and  New  Britain  Bank,  incorporated  in 
1859  and  1860,  have  added  to  their  capital  in  the  sums  of 
$39,475,  and  $40,776,  respectively,  as  contemplated  by  their 
charters,  and  become  Banks  of  issue  since  our  last  Report.

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GENERAL  REMARKS. 

The  Commissioners  upon  a  careful  review  of  the  quarterly 
statements,  herewith  annexed,  and  the  memoranda  taken  at 
their  examinations  during  the  past  year,  are  happy  to  an- 
nounce that  the  banks  of  this  State  are,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
in  a  healthy,  safe  and  for  the  times,  highly  prosperous  con. 
dition. 

It  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  the  officers  of  the  banks  in  the 
State  to  report,  that  in  our  intercourse  with  them  during  the 
past  year,  we  have  met  with  uniform  courtesy,  and  a  manifest 
desire  on  their  part  to  assist  us  in  our  labors. 

It  is  no  less  a  pleasure  to  say  that  in  the  progress  of  our 
examinations  we  have  discovered  an  increased  disposition  on 
their  part  to  comply  with  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  regu- 
lating their  institutions. 

CIRCULATION. 

During  the  summer  of  1861,  the  circulation  of  the  banks 
was  reduced  to  a  very  low  figure. 

Exchange  on  eastern  funds,  during  that  period,  being  un- 
commonly high  at  the  west,  their  issues  were  eagerly  sought 
for  there,  to  cancel  obligations  maturing  in  the  eastern 
markets  and  the  result  was  that  their  bills  were  returned 
upon  them  with  great  rapidity. 

Thus  their  circulation  was  retired  to  a  nominal  amount,  it 
being  barely  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  their  several  local- 
ities. How  readily  and  successfully  the  banks  met  and 
responded  to  this  sudden  redemption  of  their  bills,  appears  in 
the  fact,  that  no  one  of  them  failed  promptly  to  maintain  its 
obligations  therefor,  either  in  Boston  or  New  York. 

Immediately  after  the  serious  derangement  in  currency, 
which  took  place  in  Illinois  and  other  western  States,  their 
bills  found  a  ready  demand  in  that  part  of  our  country  as  a 
circulating  medium,  and  increased  so  rapidly,'  that  at  the 
present  time,  their  aggregate  circulation  exceeds  that  of  any 
other  period  since  1857. 

Although  this  increase  has  taken  place  within  a  compara- 
tively short  time,  the  Commissioners  are  assured  by  the  officers 


of  the  banks  that  their  circulation  has  not  been  forced  upon 
the  market  in  the  slightest  degree ;  that  a  demand  for  cur- 
rency has  naturally  and  without  any  effort  on  their  part, 
brought  about  this  unexpected  and  sudden  expansion. 

By  the  statements  hereto  annexed,  it  will  be  seen  that 
although  the  aggregate  circulation  is  so  largely  increased,  all 
the  banks  have  conformed  to  the  law  limiting  the  amount  for 
each. 

During  the  past  winter,  exchange  in  Boston  being  against 
New  York,  the  Suffolk  Bank  gave  notice  to  the  banks  of  this 
State,  of  its  intention  to  charge  them  a  moderate  rate  of  ex- 
change on  New  York  city  funds  sent  to  Boston  for  the  redemp- 
tion of  their  circulation. 

The  extreme  difficulty  of  procuring  an  adequate  amount  of 
Massachusetts  funds  wherewith  to  make  their  redemption,  and 
the  more  intimate  business  relations  existing  between  them 
and  New  York,  has  resulted  in  the  fact,  that  several  of  the 
banks  in  the  south-western  part  of  the  State,  have  withdrawn 
their  deposits  from  the  Suffolk  Bank,  and  now  make  their 
redemptions  mostly  in  the  city  of  New  York,  keeping  but  a 
small  balance  in  Boston  to  provide  for  such  inconsiderable 
amounts  as  now  find  their  way  there  for  redemption. 


All  the  banks  in  the  State  now  report  the  discontinuance 
of  paying  interest  on  their  deposits,  except  the  Exchange 
Bank  at  Hartford,  which  having  the  deposit  of  the  Hartford, 
Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad  Company,  is  permitted  to 
pay  interest  on  the  same  by  a  special  act  of  the  legislature. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  their  statements  herein  con- 
tained, that  the  Bank  of  Hartford  County  to  the  amount  of 
$20,000,  and  the  Charter  Oak  Bank  at  Hartford  to  the 
amount  of  $57,000  pay  interest  on  what  are  termed  "  loans," 
and  the  officers  assert  that  there  is  no  law  to  restrain  them 
therefrom. 

The  Commissioners,  however,  differ  with  them  in  their  opin- 
ion. The  fact  that  the  legislature,  by  the  terms  of  their  char- 
ters, fixed  a  specific  limit  to  the  amount  of  their  capital  stock, 
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and  beyond  which  they  can  not  rightfully  receive  monies  to  be 
used  as  such  capital,  and  that  the  law  expressly  denies  them 
the  right  to  pay  interest  indirectly  on  deposits,  are  sufficient 
evidence  to  us  that  they  can  not  legally  borrow  capital  or 
hold  out  inducements  to  depositors  to  loan  them  funds 
whereby  they  may  enlarge  their  active  business  means. 

Certain  it  is,  if  this  practice  should  prevail  to  any  consid- 
erable extent,  the  banking  capital  of  the  State  would  be  in- 
creased indefinitely,  and  the  wise  policy  of  the  past,  in  dis- 
tributing by  charter  to  different  parts  of  the  State,  such  lim- 
ited amounts  of  banking  capital,  as  the  wants  of  localities 
from  time  to  time  require,  would  be  thwarted. 

We  trust  that  the  Bank  Committee  will  take  notice  of  these 
facts,  and  if  found  improper,  we  shall  expect  that  these  lia- 
bilities will  entirely  disappear  in  their  statements  for  the  com- 
ing year,  and  the  necessity  for  special  legislation  be  avoided. 

SPECIE. 

The  amount  of  specie  reserve  has  generally  been  well  sus- 
tained throughout  the  year,  and  in  many  of  the  banks  has 
averaged  much  above  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

That  the  law  requiring  that  •'  the  amount  of  specie  actually 
kept  in  the  vault  of  the  bank  shall  not  be  less  than  one-tenth 
of  the  circulation,"  proved  practically  beneficial  to  the  banks, 
while  their  circulation  was  being  so  rapidly  reduced,  is 
unquestionable. 

The  public  having  become  assured  that  the  banks  of  our 
State  keep  in  their  vaults  an  amount  of  specie  sufficient  for 
all  ordinary  purposes  of  redemption,  and  having  full  confi- 
dence in  the  ability  of  the  banks  to  pay  both  bill  holders  and 
depositors,  and  although  during  the  month  of  December  last 
it  was  expected  from  day  to  day  that  the  New  York  banks 
would  suspend  specie  payments  and  thus  compel  those  of  this 
State  to  do  the  same,  there  was  no  perceptible  "  run "  made 
upon  the  banks  in  any  quarter. 

Thus  the  people  paid  a  well  merited  and  quiet  compliment 
to  the  banks. 

The  banks  of  the  city  of  New  York,  finding  that  the  large 


amount  of  specie  previously  held  by  them,  had  been  withdrawn 
nearly  or  quite  one  half,  partly  for  exportation,  and  largely 
for  speculating  purposes,  announced  the  suspension  of  specie 
payments  on  the  30th  day  of  December,  1861. 

While  the  banks  of  this  State  were  compelled  to  adopt  the 
same  expedient,  for  self-protection,  it  was  on  their  part  only  a 
nominal  suspension. 

Having  made  particular  inquiries  both  in  and  out  of  the 
banks,  we  are  satisfied  that  they  have  continued  to  furnish 
the  people  with  whatever  specie  has  been  required  for  their 
convenience  and  usual  business  purposes,  refusing  only  par- 
ties who  applied  for  it  in  considerable  amounts  or  for  specula- 
ting purposes. 

LOANS  AND  DISCOUNTS. 

The  law  requiring  the  several  banks  to  loan  to  parties  in 
this  State  an  amount  equal  to  their  capital  stock,  before  it 
shall  become  lawful  for  them  to  loan  to  parties  out  of  this 
State,  has  not  been  fulfilled  by  very  many  of  the  banks  on 
account  of  circumstances  entirely  beyond  their  control. 

The  uncertain  condition  to  which  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  mercantile  and  manufacturing  interests  in  the  State  has 
been  brought  by  the  political,  and  consequent  financial  dis- 
turbances in  our  country  the  past  year  and  a  half,  has  caused 
a  sudden   check  in  the  general  business  operations  of  the 


A  far  less  amount  of  local  or  domestic  business  paper  has 
been  offered  to  lenders,  and  thus  the  banks  have  been  deprived 
of  their  usual  supply  from  that  source. 

The  banks  now  hold  comparatively  a  small  amount  of  busi- 
ness paper,  matured  south  of  Philadelphia  or  Baltimore. 
In  anticipation  of  the  financial  embarrassment  which  has 
come  upon  us,  they  began  gradually  to  diminish  their 
loans  during  the  winter  of  1860-61,  and  as  far  as  possible 
declined  to  discount  business  paper  maturing  in  the  disaffected 
States,  preferring  to  take  the  accommodation  paper  of  parties 
offering  the  former,  with  such  home  endorser  or  collaterals  as 
they  could  procure.  A  course  which  has  proved  of  greater 
safety  to  the  banks,  and  relief  to  the  borrower,  enabling  the 
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manufacturer  to  procure  the  means  to  continue  his  business, 
and  making  new  markets  for  his  productions  to  provide  for 
his  obligations. 

In  this  connection  it  is  but  justice  to  say  that  the  officers 
of  the  Banks  generally  have  shown  a  commendable  disposi- 
tion to  discount  all  such  offerings  as  were  worthy  of  the  ac- 
commodation, and  the  Commissioners  can  testify  that  the 
complaint  often  made,  that  the  Banks  do  not  adequately  and 
justly  accommodate  their  home  customers,  has  no  foundation 
in  fact,  at  the  present  day. 

The  ready  and  frequent  payments  received  by  many  manu- 
facturers who  have  contracts  for  the  supply  of  goods  to  the 
general  government,  has  also  to  a  very  considerable  degree 
diminished  the  offerings  of  both  business  and  accommodation 
paper  in  certain  localities. 

The  banks,  therefore,  must  seek  for  loans  out  of  the  State, 
or  suffer  their  surplus  means  to  lie  idle  at  home. 

A  favorite  mode  of  loaning  their  unemployed  capital,  and 
one  which,  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  we  can  not  seriously  ob- 
ject to,  particularly  at  the  present  time,  is  the  practice  of 
buying  first  class  business  paper,  made  and  maturing  in  the 
city  of  New  York. 

No  paper  in  the  possession  of  the  banks  is  so  uniformly 
and  promptly  met  at  maturity. 

On  no  other  can  the  cashier  anticipate  with  greater  cer- 
tainty, what  his  means  for  discount  will  be  at  any  future  day, 
and  it  may  be  said  with  a  considerable  degree  of  truth,  that 
this  class  of  paper  at  maturity,  is  equivalent  to  specie  funds 
in  the  city  of  New  York.  It  is  on  this  account  that  many 
of  the  conservative  and  careful  bank  officers  buy  this  paper 
at  a  rate  of  interest  lower  than  our  own. 

Another  mode  common  to  our  banks,  but  not  approved  of 
by  the  Commissioners  is,  to  loan  for  accommodation,  or  cir- 
culation at  the  West.  We  are  sorry  to  say  that  quite  a  num- 
ber of  the  banks  are  not  disposed  to  heed  the  experience  of 
the  past.  We  do  not  mean,  to  assert  that  good  paper  is  not 
made  at  the  West,  and  that  our  banks  have  not  in  some 
instances  made  money  on  accommodation  loans  made  there. 
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Safe  banking,  however,  requires  that  the  borrower  should 
be  within  a  convenient  distance  of  the  lender,  that  the  latter 
may  have  a  constant  knowledge  of  the  business  interests, 
habits,  and  reputation  of  the  former. 

The  bills  of  our  banks,  as  a  class,  enjoying  a  good  reputa- 
tion, find  a  profitable  circulation  at  the  West,  and  allured  by 
the  high  rates  of  interest  there  obtaining,  several  of  our 
banks,  with  too  little  scrutiny  oftentimes  into  the  character 
of  the  securities  offered,  continue  to  discount  Western  paper 
for  the  express  purpose  of  increasing  their  circulation  in  that 
part  of  our  country. 

Large  profits  and  quick  returns  too  often  blind  the  other- 
wise quick-sighted  financier,  and  the  fact  that  these  institu- 
tions hold  by  far  the  largest  amounts  of  past  due  paper  and 
unproductive  securities,  convinces  us  that  this  practice  is  at- 
tended with  great  risk  and  ultimate  loss. 

DIVIDENDS. 

The  directors  of  a  bank  can  not  legally  make  or  declare 
any  dividend  except  from  the  earnings  of  such  bank,  which 
shall  remain  after  deducting  therefrom  all  losses. 

The  practice  of  overestimating  suspended  paper  for  the 
purpose  of  making  dividends,  or  keeping  up  an  apparent  sur- 
plus, exists  in  not  a  few  of  our  banks.  Affording  no  income, 
and  oftentimes  based  upon  names  only,  it  can  not  justly  be 
considered  an  asset  on  which  to  predicate  a  dividend.  The 
passage  of  a  general  bankrupt  act,  which  is  now  contempla- 
ted, (and  in  justice  required  by  a  large  and  respectable  class 
of  business  men  who  have  suffered  heavy  losses  at  the  South,) 
would  inevitably  reduce  a  large  proportion  of  such  paper  to 
a  nominal  value,  if  not  extinguish  it  altogether,  and  it  well 
becomes  the  officers  of  banks  holding  any  considerable 
amounts  of  the  same,  to  prepare  for  the  emergencies  of  the 
times  by  charging  it  off  from  their  books  as  rapidly  as  their 
earnings  will  allow. 

We  are  aware  of  the  vexation  attending  the  frequent  ques- 
tion of  stockholder  to  officer,  "  why  don't  you  make  a  divi- 
dend?" and  the  difficulty  oftentimes  of  making  an  explana- 
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tion  satisfactory  to  him ;  but  no  good  reason  can  be  given,  or 
valid  excuse  exist,  for  the  payment  of  a  dividend  on  impaired 
capital. 

However  unpleasant  the  duty  may  be  to  us,  we  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  name  in  this  report  the  banks  which  we 
judge  to  have  transcended  the  law  in  this  respect. 

THE  IRON   BANK. 

This  bank  declared  and  paid  a  four  per  cent,  dividend  in 
July,  1861. 

Upon  examination  into  its  affairs  in  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber last,  we  found  a  large  amount  of  suspended  paper,  based 
upon  unproductive  real  estate,  Western  railroad  and  other 
bonds,  and  unreliable  names.  Having  made  an  estimate  of 
the  same,  we  informed  the  officers  of  the  bank  that  we  con- 
sidered their  capital  impaired, — that  they  had  done  wrong  in 
making  the  last  dividend,  and  requested  them  to  abstain 
therefrom,  until  we  should  visit  them  again.  And  we  are 
happy  to  say  that  they  have  complied  with  our  request. 

THE  TOLLAND  COUNTY  BANK. 

The  Commissioners,  upon  examination  of  this  bank,  on  the 
17th  day  of  January  last,  found  that  it  had  been  subjected  to 
serious  loss  during  the  past  year,  sufficient  to  justify  us  in 
advising  the  suspension  of  dividends,  until  the  capital  should 
be  made  whole,  or  at  least  until  their  immediate  difficulties 
should  be  so  arranged  or  satisfied  that  they  could  resume 
payments  thereof  with  safety.  We  received  the  assurance 
of  the  officer  in  charge  that  such  was  the  opinion  of  the  di- 
rectors, and  that  no  further  dividend  would  be  paid  at  pres- 
ent. By  reference  to  their  statement  hereto  annexed,  it  will 
be  seen  that  a  dividend  of  three  per  cent,  was  declared  in 
April,  1862,  and  as  we  think,  contrary  to  law. 

It  will  also  be  seen  by  the  annexed  statements,  that  divi- 
dends have  been  passed  during  the  past  year,  by  the  follow- 
ing banks,  to  wit:  The  Central  Bank  at  Middletown,  the 
Farmers  Bank  at  Bridgeport,  the  Merchants  and  Manufac- 
turers Bank  at  Hartford,  and  the  Norfolk  Bank  at  Norfolk, 
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•which  banks  are  applying  their  earnings  to  a  surplus  account ; 
the  Merchants  Bank  at  New  Haven,  the  Quinnebaug  Bank  at 
Norwich,  and  the  Winsted  Bank  at  West  Winsted,  to  recov- 
er former  losses. 

THE   WINSTED   BANK. 

The  circumstances  attending  the  robbery  of  the  Winsted 
Bank,  in  November  last,  are  too  well  known  to  require  repe- 
tition. 

The  managers  of  that  institution  have  been  unremitting  in 
their  efforts  to  apprehend  the  robbers,  and  recover  the  stolen 
funds. 

By  failures  and  otherwise,  the  bank  had,  previous  to  the 
robbery,  made  considerable  losses. 

The  amount  abstracted  from  the  vault  November  9th,  con- 
sisted in  bills  of  the  bank,  -  -  .  -  $50,000.00 
Specie  and  bills  of  other  banks,    -            -  9,400.20 


Total,    -  $59,400.20 

This  was  a  severe  loss,  involving  nearly  one-fourth  of  its 
capital. 

The  Commissioners  visited  the  bank  immediately  after 
the  robbery,  and  have  done  so  occasionally  since,  thus  tak- 
ing a  general  supervision  of  its  affairs. 

The  bank  has  not  at  any  time  refused  to  redeem  its  bills, 
except  in  those  cases  where  there  was  reason  to  believe  that 
the  bills  presented  were  a  part  of  the  stolen  money,  and  that 
the  ends  of  justice  would  thus  be  best  subserved. 

Suits  in  some  cases  were  commenced  against  the  Bank, 
which  have  been  settled,  and  all  bills  hitherto  presented  have 
been  redeemed.  Owing  to  the  high  character  and  standing 
of  the  President  and  Directors,  the  Commissioners  have  felt 
confident  that  they  were  the  best  judges  of  the  course  to  be 
pursued  under  the  circumstances. 

From  the  last  statement  of  the  Cashier,  included  in  this 
report,  it  appears  that  the  circulation  of  the  Bank,  April  1st, 
1862,  was  $36,561.  By  deducting  this  from  the  amount  of 
their  stolen  bills,  it  is  found  that  the   Bank  has  already 
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redeemed  $13,439  of  that  class.  We  are  assured  by  its  offi- 
cers, that  their  efforts  to  trace  the  stolen  funds  have  led  to 
developments  which  may  soon  effect  the  recovery  of  a  large 
portion  of  the  present  outstanding  circulation.  Time  will 
speedily  determine  the  result. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  but  that  in  any  event  the  capital  of 
the  bank  is  seriously  impaired,  and  that  the  interests  of  all 
concerned  will  be  best  promoted  by  the  reduction  of  the 
same,  at  as  early  a  period  as  possible  under  the  circumstan- 
ces. After  giving  the  bank  reasonable  time  and  opportunity, 
the  Commissioners  will  see  that  such  measures  are  taken  in 
the  premises  as  the  interests  of  the  stockholders  and  the 
public  may  require. 

The  interests  of  the  public  in  the  circulating  notes  are 
amply  protected  by  the  charter  of  the  bank,  for  by  its  pro- 
visions the  President  and  Directors,  who  are  gentlemen  of 
large  wealth,  are  personally  responsible  for  its  bills. 

EXCHANGE. 

By  a  statute  law  of  the  State,  no  bank  is  allowed  to  charge 
for  exchange  an  amount  exceeding  the  standard  rates  of 
charge  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Boston.  It  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  Commissioners  to  report,  that  few  banks  in 
the  State  have  complied  with  this  law  for  some  time  past. 
The  evasion  of  it  has  become  so  common,  that  to  find  an 
institution  conformable  to  law  in  this  respect,  in  all  cases,  is 
an  exception  to  the  general  rule. 

Stockholders  are  clamorous  for,  and  the  officers  of  the 
banks  are  equally  ambitious  to  declare,  large  dividends,  and 
as  a  convenient  means  to  this  end,  resort  is  had  to  a  high 
rate  of  exchange  on  the  city  of  New  York  ;  in  some  cases 
the  charge  being  £  per  cent,  on  30,  \  per  cent,  on  60,  and  f 
per  cent,  on  90  day  paper,  and  as  the  opportunity  may  offer, 
still  higher  rates  of  exchange. 

This  custom  amounts  to  nothing  less  than  the  taking  a 
rate  of  interest  higher  than  that  by  law  allowed,  and  thus  at 
once  is  the  fruitful  source  of  demoralization  to  the  officers  of 
the  banks,  of  discontent  and  wrong  to  the  borrower. 
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year,  paid  not  less  than  9  per  cent,  for  the  use  of  his  money. 

It  has  been  said  that  "the  greater  the  supply,  the  less  the 
exchangeable  value."  As  applied  here,  it  is  far  from  the 
truth,  for,  while  the  banks  have  held  during  the  past  year 
uncommon  large  balances  in  their  favor  in  New  York, 
these  high  rates  of  exchange  have  been  uniformly  main- 
tained. 

The  evident  intent  of  the  law  applicable  to  this  subject, 
was  to  confine  the  banks  to  six  per  cent,  interest,  and  the 
cost  of  the  redemption  of  their  bills ;  thus  construed  and 
observed,  the  law  would  deprive  them  of  a  very  considerable 
source  of  profit.  The  banks,  however,  establishing  a  rate 
for  themselves,  and  the  New  York  banks  adopting  similar 
rates  for  collections  made  here,  claim  that  they  do  not  vio- 
late the  letter  of  the  law,  or  rather,  that  they  adopt  the 
standard  rates  of  charge  in  New  York.  The  trouble  hinges 
upon  the  words  "  standard  rates  of  charge." 

It  being  conceded  that  banks  accomplish  important  func- 
tions for  the  business  community,  and  when  properly  man- 
aged are  institutions  beneficial  to  the  people  at  large,  and 
therefore  have  by  charter  received  certain  privileges  on  the 
faith  of  which  stockholders  have  invested  their  money 
therein,  and  the  fact  that  the  State  has  in  repeated  instances 
taken  a  bonus  for  charters  granted,  and  supposed  to  contain 
such  privileges,  they  have  a  right  to  expect  that  the  laws 
regulating  their  business,  when  made  or  amended,  will  guard 
only  against  the  abuse  of  the  privileges  so  granted. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  amendment  of  this  law,  so 
as  to  give  the  banks  a  satisfactory  rate  of  exchange,  and  one 
which  the  buyer  can  afford  to  pay. 

QUARTERLY    STATEMENTS. 

A  serious  inconvenience  in  preparing  our  reports  arises 
from  the  fact  that  many  cashiers  fail  to  make  out  and  deliver 
their  quarterly  statements  until  so  late  a  period  that  the 
Commissioners  are  pressed  for  time  in  which   to   prepare 
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properly  a  report  of  the  same  for  your  consideration,  and 
present  it  at  the  accustomed  time. 

While  the  law  requires  them  to  be  furnished  on  or  before 
the  10th,  as  late  as  April  15th  hardly  one-half  of  the  state- 
ments for  that  quarter  had  been  received,  and  it  was  not 
until  April  21st  that  we  had  full  and  complete  returns  from 
all  the  banks.  Promptness  and  dispatch  are  distinguishing 
characteristics  of  bank  officers  in  general,  and  we  trust  that 
by  calling  attention  to  this  fault  at  the  present  time,  we  shall 
not  be  incommoded  thus  hereafter. 

PAST  MJE   PAPEB. 

The  Commissioners  have  by  the  returns  for  April  of  this 
year,  collected  data  with  reference  to  this  important  item  in 
the  assets  of  the  banks,  which  will  furnish  valuable  statistics 
when  compared  with  the  returns  for  another  year. 

In  the  absence  of  figures  for  previous  years,  we  are  only 
able  to  say  at  the  present  time,  that  of  the  whole  amount 
held  by  the  banks,  April  1st,  1861,  (which  includes,  of 
course,  the  accumulations  of  several  years  past,)  more  than 
one-half,  was  paid  during  the  past  year. 

NATIONAL   LOAN. 

Too  great  praise  can  not  be  awarded  to  the  banks  of  this 
State,  for  the  patriotic  and  prompt  manner  in  which  they,  in 
concert  with  the  banks  of  the  other  loyal  States,  in  a  time 
of  general  anxiety  and  distrust,  came  to  the  assistance  of  the 
general  government,  in  making  its  loans  for  the  prosecution 
of  the  present  unhappy  war. 

Individual  capital  had  not  the  facilities,  if  the  disposition 
to  make  the  result  effectual  or  successful,  and  shrank  from 
the  risk  involved  ;  and  it  was  not  until  the  banks  with  com- 
mendable zeal  and  patriotism  responded  to  the  call,  that 
adequate  relief  was  had. 

Their  example  assured  the  minds  of  the  people  with  faith 
in  the  strength  of  the  government  and  the  justice  of  its 
cause,  and  stimulating  private  capitalists  to  share  with  them 
the  responsibility  of  the  crisis,  they  fulfilled  a  mission  of 
incalculable  good  to  the  people. 
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Without  this  generous  action  on  the  part  of  the  banks  of 
our  country,  the  government  would  have  been  reduced  to 
the  humiliating  necessity  of  a  resort'  to  foreign  countries  for 
aid,  in  the  very  beginning  of  its  troubles.  All  loyal  men 
will  acknowledge  the  degree  of  national  pride  felt  when  it 
was  announced  that  the  able  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment had  successfully  effected  the  first  loan  of  $50,000,- 
000,  and  when  a  second  and  third  similar  amount  had  been 
provided  for,  exulted  in  the  assurance  that  we  had  in  our 
own  country  institutions  able  and  willing  to  furnish  all  the 
pecuniary  means  required  to  maintain  the  dignity  and  estab- 
lish before  the  world  the  authority  of  the  general  govern- 
ment. 

From  the  most  reliable  data  we  can  procure,  we  find  that 
our  own  banks  have  taken  of  the  national  loan,  on  their  own 
account,  the  sum  of  $6,500,000 

Of  which  they  now  hold,  -  -  -  2,656,975 

STATE   LOAN. 

Immediately  upon  the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  the  banks 
of  this  State  vied  with  each  other  in  their  offers  of  money  to 
the  governor  to  enable  him  to  prepare  and  dispatch  troops  to 
Washington.  How  far  he  found  it  necessary  to  avail  himself 
of  these  timely  offers  we  are  not  advised. 

Upon  the  issue  of  the  State  loan  of  $2,000,000,  the  banks, 
animated  by  similar  motives  of  patriotism,  took  of  the  same 
on  their  own  account  the  sum  of  $1,308,100,  of  which  they 
now  hold  the  sum  of  $707,000. 

Whatever  of  truth  there  may  be  in  the  saying  that  "  corpo- 
rations have  no  souls  "  it  can  not  apply  to  the  banks  in  these 
cases,  and  although  at  the  present  time,  treasury  notes  are 
ruling  above  par,  and  our  State  loan  ranging  at  from  3  to  4 
per  cent,  premium,  on  account  of  its  intrinsic  value  as  an  in- 
vestment, the  banks  are  entitled  to  full  credit  and  the  thanks 
of  the  people  for  their  action  in  the  premises. 

Again  congratulating  your  honorable  body,  and  through 
you  the  people,  upon  the  healthy,  safe,  and  prosperous  condi- 
tion of  the  banks  of  the  State  we  turn  to  Savings  Banks. 
2 
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SAVINGS  BANKS. 


The  nature  of  these  institutions,  and  the  important  func- 
tions they  perform,  having  been  fully  commented  upon  in  our 
previous  reports,  and  the  subject  being  now  so  well  understood, 
we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  repeat  what  has  been  said  or 
materially  add  thereto. 

There  were,  January  1st,  1862,  forty-five  Savings  Banks 
transacting  business  in  this  State,  whose  aggregate  deposits  at 
that  time  amounted  to  the  sum  of  '-         $19,983,959.44 

Whole  amount  of  deposits  in  the  Savings  Banks 

in  this  State,  January  1st,  1861,  was  19,377,670.18 

Increase  during  the  year,       -  -         $606,289.26 

The  whole  number  of  depositors  in  said  banks,  January  1st, 
1862,  was  87,373.  The  average  amount  due  each  depositor 
therefore  is  nearly  $230.

The  General  Assembly  at  its  last  annual  session  incorpora- 
ted two  Savings  Banks,  viz. : 

The  Manchester  Savings  Bank  at  Manchester  ;  the  Mechan- 
ics Savings  Bank  at  Hartford.  The  former  went  into  opera- 
tion prior  to  January  1st,  1862,  and  its  first  annual  statement  is 
included  hereafter  ;  the  latter  commenced  business  subsequent 
to  that  time,  but  has  not  furnished  to  us  a  written  report  of 
its  doings.     We  learn  however  from  its  officers  that  they  have 
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received  up  to  the  present  time  somewhat  over  $10,000  on 
deposit,  nearly  all  of  which  has  been  loaned  on  real  estate. 

The  fears  entertained  a  year  ago  that  the  deposits  in  these 
institutions  would  be  greatly  reduced  on  account  of  the  gen- 
eral decrease  in  mercantile  and  manufacturing  operations, 
and  the  suspension  of  labor  upon  public  and  private'  works 
progressing  in  the  State  at  the  beginning  of  the  war,  and  that 
the  issue  of  the  new  government  loan,  bearing  a  greater  rate 
of  interest,  would  induce  depositors  to  withdraw  their  funds 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  seriously  embarrass  their  operations, 
have  not  been  realized. 

We  therefore  take  peculiar  pleasure  in  calling  your  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  their  aggregate  deposits  are  still  increas- 
ing, and  that  their  affairs  generally,  are  in  a  well  managed 
and  satisfactory  condition.* 

The  establishment  of  these  institutions  in  our  country  has 
been  well  termed  benevolent.  In  their  practical  workings 
they  reach  not  only  the  material  wealth,  but  affect  greatly  the 
moral  condition  of  the  people.  Of  mutual  benefit  to  depos- 
itor and  borrower,  they  aiford  a  safe  and  convenient  depository 
for  the  earnings  of  the  poorer  classes,  and  place  within  the  con- 
venient reach  of  private  enterprise,  capital  otherwise  scattered 
or  hoarded,  with  which  to  add  to  the  general  productiveness  of 
a  community.  They  encourage  a  spirit  of  industry,  economy, 
and  thrift,  in  a  class  too  often  disposed  to  part  with  hard 
earnings  in  idleness  and  dissipation  ;  they  open  a  way  to  the 
man  of  small  means  to  add  thereto  until  he  shall  have  become 
possessed  of  a  sufficient  maintenance  in  time  of  sickness  or  of 
old  age.  They  generate,  often,  the  principle  of  a  Savings 
Bank  in  the  breast  of  the  depositor.  Thus  far  they  completely 
fulfill  the  object  of  their  creation. 

Like  all  other  public  institutions,  however,  Savings  Banks  are 
liable  to  abuse,  and  to  be  used  for  purposes  foreign  to  their 
establishment.     Their  immunity  from  taxation  has  induced 

*  The  aggregate  deposits  in  the  Savings  Banks  in  the  State  of  New  York  on  1st 
January  1862,  were  $3,367,247  less  than  1st  January,  1861.  And  the  average  amount 
due  each  depositor,  is  $213.  The  deposits  in  the  Savings  Banks  in  Massachusetts 
have  also  decreased  during  the  past  year,  but  the  precise  amount  is  not  given  in  the 
Report  of  the  Commissioners. 
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many  persons  of  considerable  means,  and  for  whose  use  they 
were  not  intended,  to  deposit  in  them  as  rapidly  as  the  law 
allows,  and  seldom  if  ever  withdrawing  either  principal  or  inter- 
est, this  class  of  depositors,  by  addition  and  the  compounding 
of  interest,  will  soon  represent  the  larger  amount  of  the  deposits. 
There  is  no  good  reason  why  any  man  or  class  of  men,  enjoy- 
ing the  numberless  blessings  of  law,  order  and  good  govern- 
ment, should  not  participate  in  the  expenses  necessary  to 
maintain  the  same.  We  have  in  mind  an  institution  which 
has  to  the  credit  of  one  depositor  the  large  amount  of 
$15,000,  independent  of  considerable  sums  in  the  names  of 
the  several  members  of  his  family,  but  in  reality  controlled 
and  owned  by  the  former.  It  evidently  was  not  anticipated 
that  Savings  Banks  should  accommodate  with  such  intent  this 
class  of  depositors. 

We  have  heretofore  suggested  the  propriety  of  a  system  of 
discrimination  by  which  the  smaller  should  be  allowed  a 
greater  rate  of  interest  than  the  large  depositor,  but  this 
would  not  seem  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  times. 

Considering  the  fact  (as  we  have  before  seen)  that  the  very 
considerable  sum  of  $230,  is  the  average  amount  due  each 
depositor,  and  the  certainty  that  hereafter  the  tax-gatherer 
will  make  his  demands  upon  various  kinds  of  property,  and 
employments  even,  heretofore  exempt  from  the  direct  bur- 
dens of  government,  we  suggest  whether  the  time  has  not 
come  to  consider  the  propriety  of  including  this  very  large 
property  in  the  list  for  taxation,  whether  a  depositor  repre- 
senting the  sum  of  say  $250,  should  not  in  justice  contribute 
in  this  manner  his  share  to  the  general  welfare. 

We  propose,  therefore,  that  a  law  be  passed  making  it  the 
duty  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Savings  Banks,  and  Savings 
Banks  and  Building  Associations  in  this  State,  to  return  a 
list  of  the  names  of  all  depositors  of  $250,  and  over,  with 
the  amount  deposited  by  each,  and  residing  in  this  State,  to 
the  assessors  of  the  town  where  they  severally  reside,  and 
that  the  same  be  subject  to  taxation  as  other  property.

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REPORT 


To  the  Honorable   the    General  Assembly  of  the    State  of 
Connecticut: 

The  General  Railroad  Cpmmissioners  in  obedience  to  the 
law,  have  the  honor  to  present  you  their  Ninth  Annual  Eeport 
of  the  condition  of  the  different  Railroads  in  this  State,  with 
accompanying  tables  and  abstracts,  and  also,  a  general  report 
of  their  own  doings,  together  with  the  returns  of  the  several 
companies. 

The  State  of  Connecticut  has  over  six  hundred  miles  of  Rail- 
roads, operated  under  twelve  different  charters,  granted  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  State,  and  employing  a  capital  of  over 
twenty-two  millions  of  dollars.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
this  capital  is  employed  in  a  business  exceedingly  sensitive,  de- 
pendent as  it  is  for  success  and  proper  remuneration,  upon  the 
general  prosperity  of  every  branch  of  business  in  the  country, 
and  easily  affected  by  commercial,  financial  and  governmental 
disasters  or  reverses,  you  will  readily  perceive  that  the  man- 
agers of  these  corporations,  in  closing  their  last  years  reports 
looked  forward  with  some  anxiety  to  the  result  of  the  years 
business  now  closed. 

The  disturbances  of  the  country,  culminating  in  a  state  of 
actual  war,  paralyzed  in  a  great  measure  the  manufacturing, 
mechanical  and  mercantile  business,  upon  the  prosperity  of 
which,  many,  if  not  most  of  our  roads  depend.  Its  tendency 
to  check  the  natural  flow  of  freights,  and  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  business  travel,  gave  just  occasion  for  alarm,  calling  for  a 
reduction  of  working  expenses  to  the  minimum  of  actual  ne- 


cessity,  or  a  retrenchment  of  expenses  to  the  lowest  point  con- 
sistent with  public  safety  and  the  interests  of  the  property 
already  employed. 

A  slight  compensation  for  the  reduction  of  passenger  travel 
and  freights,  has  been  found  in  the  transportation  of  troops 
and  war  freights  for  the  Government ;  those  roads  intersecting 
with,  and  forming  a  part  of  the  great  public  thoroughfares  be- 
tween Boston  and  New  York  receiving  the  greatest  benefit 
therefrom,  in  consequence  of  their  favorable  position. 

Notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  business  condition  of  the 
year,  the  roads  as  a  whole,  are  in  as  good,  and  in  some  instan- 
ces, in  a  better  condition  than  at  our  last  report.  An  examin- 
ation of  the  statement  of  the  different  roads  connected  with 
this  report,  will  show,  that  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  no 
new  or  extraordinary  expenses  have  been  assumed.  But  the 
roads  themselves  have  been  put  in  a  better  condition.  The 
fine  weather  of  the  autumn  months,  was  very  favorable  for 
making  all  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  upon  the  road- 
beds and  bridges,  and  for  ditches  and  drainage  over  that  por- 
tion which  was  most  liable  to  displacement  by  changes  from 
heat  to  cold,  in  consequence  of  the  wet  or  springy  nature  of 
the  soil. 

The  peculiarity  of  the  winter,  and  the  large  body  of  ice 
which  has  covered  the  firmly  frozen  earth  for  a  greater  portion 
of  its  duration,  has  by  producing  a  rigidity  of  the  track,  caused 
an  unusual  wear  of  the  rails,  and  added  somewhat  heavily  to 
the  expenses  for  repairs  upon  the  rolling  stock.  Firm  and  un- 
yielding road-beds  have  been  found  by  experience,  alike  detri- 
mental to  rails  and  running  stock,  and  increasing  at  the  same 
time  the  liability  to  accidents  from  the  breaking  of  engines  or 
cars.  It  gives  the  Commissioners  pleasure,  however,  to  report 
that  no  casualty  resulting  in  personal  injury,  has  taken  place 
upon  any  road  in  this  State  in  consequence  of  these  causes,  up 
to  the  time  of  writing  this  report. 

While  the  managers  of  the  different  corporations  have  been 
actuated  by  a  laudable  spirit  of  economy  and  retrenchment  in 
expenditures,  for  the  causes  already  set  forth,  yet  in  some  few 
instances,  there  has  been  a  tendency  to  reductions  hardly  con- 


sistent  with  public  safety,  and  in  the  judgment  of  your  Com- 
missioners calling  for  their  interposition.  It  has  been  the  aim 
of  the  Commissioners  to  protect  the  public  interests,  and  guard 
against  accidents  resulting  in  loss  of  life,  or  personal  injury  to 
passengers,  employees  and  the  outside  public,  at  the  same  time 
to  co-operate  with  the  companies  in  any  system  of  retrench- 
ments in  expenditures,  consistent  with  the  laws  and  their 
views  of  what  the  public  convenience  and  safety  absolutely 
demand.  There  is  however,  a  limit  to  retrenchment,  and 
below  it  lies  the  region  of  probable  disaster  and  increased  ex- 
penditure negating  all  economical  designs. 

A  retrenchment  sought  through  the  employment  of  a  less 
number  of  hands  than  is  absolutely  necessary  to  meet  the 
changes  made  in  the  road-beds,  ties,  rails  and  general  con- 
dition of  the  roads,  is  deemed  by  your  Commissioners  at  vari- 
ance with  the  public  interests  and  safety,  and  also  with  the 
continuous  economy  of  any  road.  If  for  economical  purposes, 
a  company  retains  in  use  for  a  longer  period  than  a  season  of 
prosperity  would  indicate  as  best,  rails  partially  worn,  or 
bridges,  culverts  and  embankments  not  unsafe  but  upon  which 
expense  could  with  propriety  be  made,  they  must  for  the  pub- 
lic interests  as  well  as  their  own,  keep  a  sufficient  supply  of 
help  to  guard  against  all  probable  danger  at  those  points,  in 
ordinary,  or  in  extraordinary  seasons.  Experience  should 
have  already  defined,  upon  each  road  a  standard  of  necessary 
labor  upon  each  of  its  divisions  during  ordinary  seasons,  and 
no  company  should  seek  in  that  department  to  economise 
against  both  interest  and  safety.  The  Commissioners  have 
sought  to  check  an  undue  tendency  in  this  direction. 

On  the  nearly  800  miles  of  single  track  now  operated  by  the 
different  companies  of  this  State,  there  is  at  the  present  writing 
but  2,185  men  employed  for  the  transaction  of  the  entire  busi- 
ness, which  gives  about  2|  men  per  mile  of  track. 

The  gross  income  of  the  roads  is  $3,278,205.20,  which  gives 
one  man  to  every  1,500  dollars  of  income.  The  total  number 
of  trackmen  engaged  in  road  repairs  within  the  limits  of  this 
State  is  400,  giving  an  average  of  lr%%  miles  to  each  laborer. 

No  practical  man  who  understands  the  present  condition  of 


our  roads,  would  consent  to  a  farther  reduction  of  this  force. 
On  the  contrary  it  actually  needs  increasing. 

In  some  instances  the  help  employed  in  the  repair  shops,  is 
cut  down  to  the  smallest  possible  number,  in  order  to  reduce 
the  working  expenses  to  the  lowest  point.  This  is  an  impor- 
tant department  of  railroad  service,  and  its  force  should  be  kept 
fully  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  roads. 

There  are  departments  where  economy  and  retrenchment 
have  been  introduced,  the  effects  of  which  do  not  bear  im- 
mediately upon  the  public,  or  affect  directly  the  public  safety. 
And  upon  most  of  the  roads  this  economical  policy  was  long 
since  introduced  with  marked  success;  one  department  of 
which  is  found  connected  with  the  running  expenses  of  a 
road,  and  embraces  the  items  of  fuel,  oil,  waste,  &c.  Some 
of  the  companies  have  reduced  economy  in  this  department 
to  a  system. 

No  just  comparison  between  the  different  roads  can  be 
made.  The  tables  of  cost  to  each  for  these  different  items, 
affixed  to  our  former  reports,  and  also  found  appended  to 
this,  are  not  just  as  a  basis  of  comparison  with  other  roads. 
The  differing  rates  of  speed  for  trains,  the  grades  and  curves 
of  the  roads,  the  amount  of  tonnage  and  number  of  cars 
drawn,  the  price  and  quality  of  fuel  supplied  at  the  different 
needed  points,  and  other  considerations,  all  have  more  or 
less  weight  in  regulating  and  graduating  the  scale  of  expend- 
itures in  this  department.  To  correctly  estimate  the  im- 
provements and  savings  in  these  items,  on  the  different  roads, 
for  successive  years,  we  have  only  to  follow  the  annual 
reports  of  the  same  company  for  a  term  of  years,  instituting 
a  comparison  with  their  own  operations.  These  statistics 
are  interesting  and  instructive,  affording,  as  they  do,  evi- 
dences of  marked  improvement,  and  in  some  cases  showing 
the  amount  saved  over  previous  years  to  be  enormous. 

In  former  reports  allusion  has  been  made  to  the  various 
improvements  and  inventions  sought  to  be  introduced  into 
the  system  of  railroad  construction  and  operation.  Our 
State  has  not  been  behind  others  in  testing  and  applying  all 
plans  which  have  offered  the  appearance  of  feasibility,  and 


looked  to  economy,  increased  safety,  and  general  utility. 
We  believe  it  to  be  as  well  advanced  in  these  improvements 
as  any  of  our  sister  States,  and  it  will  doubtless  keep  steady 
pace  with  them  in  all  future  improvements  which  are  prac- 
tical, and  bid  fair  to  be  permanent  and  useful. 

We  can  not  predict  such  a  decrease  in  working  expenses 
for  the  future,  from  this  or  any  other  cause,  as  has  been 
exhibited  for  the  last  five  years,  at  least  not  in  the  same  ratio. 
All  improvements  which  make  a  saving  of  expense,  without 
impairing  public  convenience  or  safety  of  operations,  are  so 
many  successive  victories,  the  advantages  of  which  will  never 
be  lost.  What  has  been  gained,  will  be  held  as  the  experi- 
ence of  each  successive  year  enables  us  to  approximate  still 
nearer  to  perfection  in  the  management  of  this  great  system. 

The  roads  have  been  operated  the  past  year  with  their 
accustomed  regularity,  with  the  exception,  that  some  few  of 
them  have  had  to  diminish  the  number  of  their  trains  during 
a  portion  of  it,  in  consequence  of  the  stringency  of  the 
times.  There  has  also  been  found  a  general  satisfaction  with 
their  management  upon  the  part  of  the  public,  there  having 
been  fewer  complaints  calling  for  the  investigation  and  action 
of  the  Commissioners  than  in  previous  years.  Such  com- 
plaints as  have  arisen,  however,  have  generally  been  adjusted 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  the  parties  in  interest. 

The  returns  of  the  different  companies,  considering  the 
times,  are  certainly  as  favorable  as  could  be  expected ;  and 
from  these  we  are  enabled  to  make  reasonable  calculations 
of  railroad  earnings  during  the  years  of  the  greatest  possible 
business  depressions. 

The  aggregate  amount  of  earnings  on  all  the  roads  last 
year  was  $3,963,364.35.  The  total  amount  for  the  year  rep- 
resented in  this  report  is  $3,278,205.20,  showing  a  loss  of 
business  amounting  to  $685,159.15,  or  over  seventeen  per 
cent.,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

One  great  cause  of  anxiety  to  the  Commissioners  has  been 
the  public  road  crossings.  There  are  about  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  of  these,  crossing  our  roads,  diversified  in  location, 
and  graded  in  the  scale  of  danger.     We  have  heretofore 
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called  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  these  sources  of 
anxiety,  and  made  such  suggestions  as  seem  to  us  to  be  called 
for.  The  Legislature  empowered  the  Commissioners  to 
place  such  safeguards  at  these  points  as  in  their  judgment 
was  deemed  necessary.  The  Commissioners  have  availed 
themselves  of  this  authority,  and  are  still  pursuing  the  same 
end.  In  populous  towns  and  villages,  the  presence  of  flag- 
men, and  warning  boards  so  prominently  fixed  as  to  attract 
the  attention  of  the  traveler,  as  well  as  the  decreased  speed 
required  of  the  engineer,  so  that  he  can  hold  his  train  fully 
under  control  at  the  most  dangerous  points,  have  been  suffi- 
cient to  prevent  the  happening  of  any  serious  casualty  dur- 
ing the  year.  Your  Commissioners  have  no  farther  sugges- 
tions to  make  in  relation  to  legislative  action  concerning 
them,  at  this  time. 

The  Commissioners  have  visited  all  the  roads  in  the  State 
at  various  times  during  the  year  ;  carefully  inspecting  road- 
bed, bridges,  and  all  points  essential  to  the  safety  of  the 
public,  and  also  of  the  employees  of  the  companies.  They 
have  also  made  such  suggestions  to  the  proper  officers  as  in 
their  judgment  was  deemed  advisable,  and  are  happy  to  report 
that  their  recommendations  have  generally  been  received 
upon  the  part  of  the  companies  with  attention,  and  cheerfully 
carried  out. 

The  Commissioners  have  been  received  with  uniform 
courtesy  upon  the  part  of  the  officers  conducting  the  differ- 
ent roads,  and  every  facility  for  the  fulfillment  of  the  duties 
imposed  upon  them  by  the  laws  of  the  State  has  been  cheer- 
fully accorded  ,them.  They  report  also  with  pleasure,  that 
the  standard  of  character  among  the  employees  and  men  in 
responsible  positions  of  direction  and  work  has  been  steadily 
improving.  Experience  and  observation  have  demonstrated 
the  importance  of  having  men  in  responsible  stations  who 
are  temperate  and  cautious,  and  who  feel  a  proper  sense  of 
their  responsibility  as  guardians  of  the  public  life  and  safety 
during  their  hours  of  necessary  travel.  The  improvement 
in  this  respect  has  been  steady  and  marked.  Men  addicted 
to  habits  of  intoxication,  or  accustomed  to  the  use  of  stimu- 
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lants,  have  given  place  to  others  of  correct  habits,  clear 
judgments,  and  who  make  a  character  for  their  position  and 
desire  to  retain  it. 

Your  Commissioners  have  felt  that  too  much  importance 
could  not  be  attached  to  this  one  department  of  railroad 
operations.  The  immense  number  who  ride  upon  our  roads, 
— reaching  an  aggregate  of  about  three  millions  annually, — 
their  utter  helplessness  in  case  of  serious  accidents  to 
engines,  cars  or  track,  the  confidence  which  they  repose  in 
the  temporary  guardians  of  their  persons  and  lives,  as  well 
as  the  enormous  capital  involved  in  these  roads  and  placed 
under  the  care  of  these  their  agents,  make  it  an  almost 
imperative  necessity  that  these  custodians  of  the  public  safety 
and  the  company's  property  should  be  men  of  sterling  up- 
rightness and  integrity  of  character.  Your  Commissioners 
think  that  in  this  particular  the  roads  of  our  State  will  not 
suffer  in  comparison  with  any  other  in  the  Union.  And  to 
this  also  in  a  great  degree  may  be  traced  the  freedom  from 
casualties  observed  in  the  table  appended  to  this  report. 

No  new  roads  have  been  projected  the  past  year.  In  a 
former  report  the  Commissioners  have  shown  that  all  needed 
facilities  for  the  present,  are  provided  by  those  now  in  ope- 
ration. In  this  respect  we  are  in  advance  of  our  sister  New 
England  states,  if  the  number  of  square  miles  of  territory  is 
taken  as  a  basis  of  calculation.  Tbe  aggregate  of  square 
miles  in  the  New  England  states  is  66,126,  and  the  total 
length  of  railroad  is  3,715  miles;  giving  an  average  of  nearly 
twenty  square  miles  to  a  single  mile  of  road,  while  Connecti- 
cut has  one  mile  of  road  for  about  every  seven  and  three- 
quarter  miles  of  territory.  Our  State  also,  will  compare  as 
favorably  with  any  state  in  the  Union,  out  of  New  England. 
The  latest  returns  accessible  to  your  Commissioners,  give  the 
total  of  miles  of  railroad  for  the  whole  United  States,  as 
nearly  32,000,  while  the  total  of  all  the  miles  of  track  in  the 
world,  approximates  the  enormous  aggregate  of  70,000,  or 
nearly  enough  to  belt  the  earth  itself  with  three  parallel 
tracks,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  6,000,000,000  of  dollars. 

When  we  consider  the  short  period  in  which  this  stupen- 
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dous  result  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  influence  which 
such  a  system  of  speedy  communication  with  the  different 
points  of  each  country  and  the  world,  has  exerted  upon  the 
financial,  commercial,  mechanical,  and  manufacturing  devel- 
opment and  prosperity  of  the  age,  we  have  no  reason  to  blush 
for  the  relation  which  our  own  State  sustains  to  this  aggre- 
gate. It  is  a  clear  testimonial  of  our  skill,  enterprise,  and 
general  prosperity.  And  to  this  enterprise,  in  a  great  degree, 
may  be  traced  the  rapid  and  successful  development  of  our 
country  at  large.  It  will  have  already  been  seen,  that  the 
United  States  have  nearly  one-half  of  the  world's  entire 
quota  of  iron  track.  When  a  cessation  from  war  shall  allow 
us  to  foster  the  arts  of  peace,  and  develop  our  varied  resour- 
ces for  our  entire  territorial  extent  between  the  two  oceans, 
the  Union  will  give  mile  for  mile  of  railroad  track  against 
the  entire  world.  A  few  more  years  of  prosperity  such  as 
characterized  our  country  previous  to  the  rebellion,  would 
have  brought  us  to  this  result.

CONDITION  OF  THE  ROADS. 

In  former  reports,  while  treating  upon  the  roads,  under 
their  respective  names,  the  Commissioners  have  given  such 
lengthy  and  detailed  accounts  of  the  location,  condition  and 
business  connection  of  these  thoroughfares,  that  a  repetition 
at  this  time  is  deemed  to  be  unnecessary.  We  have  there- 
fore briefly  stated  in  general  terms  their  main  features  and 
present  condition. 

NEW   YORK   AND    NEW   HAVEN. 

There  is  nothing  particularly  new  to  report  concerning  the 
condition  of  this  road.  At  our  examinations  during  the 
year,  we  have  found  it  generally  in  good  order,  except  that 
its  iron,  in  many  places,  is  worn  and  defective.  It  needs  a 
somewhat  extensive  outlay  in  this  material,  both  for  reasons 
of  economy  and  safety.  One  thousand  tuns  of  new  rail 
would,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,  be  a  moderate 
estimate,  to  make  the  necessary  renewals  the  current  year. 
The  number  of  trackmen  engaged  on  that  portion  lying  in 
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this  State,  is  fifty-eight,  a  force  which,  to  say  the  least,  is 
none  too  large  for  a  double  track  road  of  its  length  and  busi- 
ness, considering  the  condition  of  its  iron.  The  bridges, 
although  expensively  constructed,  have  been  kept  in  excel- 
lent repair,  and  are  receiving  the  close  attention  of  the  com- 
pany. The  trains  have  been  run  during  the  year  with  regu- 
larity and  safety.  Its  business,  like  most,  if  not  all  other 
roads,  has  fallen  off  seriously,  the  aggregate  amount  of  its 
gross  earnings  showing  a  deficit  of  nearly  $130,000,  as  com- 
pared with  last  year. 

NEW  HAVEN   AND   HARTFORD. 

The  New  Haven  and  Hartford  road  has  been  found  in  good 
order  at  all  times.  The  bridge  at  North  Haven  has  not  been 
re-built  the  past  season,  as  the  company  intended.  The  one 
in  present  use  is  however  well  supported,  and  will  be  replaced 
by  an  iron  structure  the  present  year. 

The  company  have  also  in  contemplation  a  similar  structure 
over  the  mill  river  at  New  Haven,  and  a  fire  proof  bridge  over 
the  Connecticut  river.  When  these  are  accomplished,  but  few 
roads  in  the  country  will  be  more  secure  against  casualties  in 
consequence  of  their  bridges,  than  this. 

Its  rolling  stock  is  ample  for  its  business.  Its  trains  are 
running  as  formerly,  and  so  far  as  we  are  advised,  with 
satisfaction  to  the  public. 

Its  net  earnings  for  the  year,  after  deducting  interest  upon 
its  bonds,  shows  a  balance  of  $298,938.89.  The  gross  income 
is  less  by  $81,391.78  than  that  of  last  year.  The  current 
charges  against  this  income  however,  are  diminished  from  the 
previous  year  nearly  $30,000. 

NORWICH  AND   WORCESTER. 

In  its  main  characteristics  the  road  has  been  improving 
yearly.  Probably  at  no  period  of  its  history  has  its  condition 
in  point  of  business  capacity  been  equal  to  the  present.  Its 
equipments  are  fully  up  to  the  demands  upon  its  line.  A 
large  portion  of  the  track  has  been  relaid,  and  the  company 
are  continuing  these  renewals  and  making  improvements  in 
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their  depots  and  necessary  buildings,  and  in  other  ways  im- 
proving the  road. 

Such  has  been  the  diminution  of  travel,  that  one  of  the  way 
trains  have  been  discontinued.  There  are  now  four  way,  and 
two  express  trains  running  over  the  road  daily.  The  com- 
pany has  placed  upon  the  line  two  new  steamboats,  making 
their  terminus  at  New  London,  instead  of  Allyn's  Point  as 
formerly,  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  road  for  both  passenger 
and  freight-business  between  the  cities  of  Boston  and  New 
York.  Their  express  trains  in  consequence  of  this  change 
have  to  run  over  thirteen  miles  of  the  New  London  and  North- 
ern road  to  reach  the  point  of  intersection  with  the  boats. 

The  returns  of  the  company  show  a  depreciation  in  its  earn- 
ings from  last  year  of  $59,850.12,  the  loss  appearing  in  both 
the  freight  and  passenger  departments. 

NEW  LONDON  NORTHERN, 

Formerly  New  London,  Willimantic  and  Palmer. 

"  By  the  joint  acts  of  the  Legislatures  of  Connecticut  and 
Massachusetts,  the  holders  of  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  this 
road  were  authorized  to  form  themselves  into  a  new  company 
under  the  name  of  New  London  Northern  Railroad  Company. 
The  directors  of  the  new  company  took  possession  of  the  road 
and  equipments,  April  1st,  1861,  the  amount  of  first  mortgage 
bonds  and  unpaid  coupons  subscribed  as  new  stock,  was 
$602,138  ;  which  represents  the  whole  cost  of  the  road  and 
equipment  to  the  present  corporation.  This  company  since  its 
organization,  have  built  a  new  wharf  and  depot  at  New  London, 
for  the  accommodation  of  the  New  York  (steamboats,  at  a  cost 
of  about  eighty- five  thousand  dollars,  which  they  have  paid  for 
by  a  mortgage  on  the  same  for  twenty-five  thousand  dollars^ 
and  the  issue  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  of  mortgage  bonds  on 
their  road  in  Connecticut." 

This  road  is  now  in  a  better  condition  than  at  any  period 
known  to  the  present  Commissioners.  During  the  time  of  its 
operation  by  trustees,  it  was  thoroughly  repaired  in  nearly 
every  particular,  and  the  bridges  which  were  unfinished,  have 
been  completed  since  the  organization  of  the  new  company. 
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New  cars  and  engines  have  also  been  added  to  its  equipments. 
Some  changes  in  the  track  between  New  London  and  Norwich 
have  been  made  to  relieve  the  curvature,  and  other  improve- 
ments in  this  particular  are  in  contemplation  for  the  coming 
season.  In  our  last  report,  the  improvements  made  and  mak- 
ing were  particularly  specified,  and  its  managers  have  been 
steadily  bringing  up  the  road  to  a  better  position  during  the 
year  now  closed. 

A  decrease  of  earnings  is  also  shown  on  this  road,  but  a 
much  less  rate  per  cent  on  that  of  last  year,  than  many  others 
in  the  State. 

The  return  of  this  company  appended,  embraces  a  period  of 
three  months  of  its  operation  under  trustees. 

PROVIDENCE,   HARTFORD   AND   PISHKILL. 

The  road  is  still  operated  by  Trustees,  and  has  been  kept 
fully  up  to  its  former  condition,  both  in  road  repairs  and 
equipments.  Its  trains  have  been  regulated  according  as  the 
Trustees  believed,  for  the  interest  of  the  company,  and  in  con- 
formity with  business  demands  upon  its  line.  No  important 
improvements  have  been  made  since  our  last  report,  and  save 
certain  repairs  of  bridges,  none  are  contemplated  for  the  pres- 
ent, above  the  ordinary  repairs.  Like  all  other  roads  it  has 
suffered  for  want  of  business  better  proportioned  to  its  ability. 
Thus  far  however,  the  trustees  have  been  able  to  pay  current 
expenses  from  the  earnings  of  the  road,  but  the  net  earnings 
have  been  insufficient  to  meet  both  these  and  the  interest  upon 
its  bonds.  The  deficiency  in  the  latter  has  been  met  by  an 
appropriation  of  the  surplus  in  their  hands,  from  its  former 
earnings. 

The  chairman  of  the  trustees  of  this  company,  for  this  State 
has  deceased  during  the  year,  and  the  vacancy  occasioned, 
thereby  is  unfilled. 

H0USAT0NIC. 

At  our  last  inspection,  with  few  exceptions  we  found  this 
road  in  good  operating  condition  from  Bridgeport  to  the  Mas- 
sachusetts State  line.     It  will  however  need  a  continuance  of 
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the  ordinary  outlays  the  coming  season,  to  keep  it  up  to  its 
present  state.  The  location  of  this  line  of  road  is  such  as  to 
be  seriously  affected  by  the  present  national  derangement. 

The  report  of  its  earnings  shows  a  loss  in  business  of  more 
than  twenty-five  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the  preceding 
year.  It  is  believed  however,  that  its  business  can  not  suffer 
a  further  decline,  nor  do  we  believe  that  the  amount  expended 
for  maintenance  of  way  can  be  materially  lessened,  and  keep 
the  road  up  to  its  present  condition. 

After  deducting  interest,  taxes,  rents,  &c,  the  company 
report  $7,955.29  as  their  net  earnings  for  the  year. 

NAUGATUCK. 

During  the  past  year  this  road  has  been  supplied  with 
about  two  hundred  tons  of  new  iron,  and  over  thirty  thou- 
sand new  cross  ties,  which  the  state  of  the  road  demanded. 
A  still  larger  outlay  in  these  respects  is  needed  to  bring  the 
track  to  an  economical  and  satisfactory  standard.  A  great 
improvement  in  the  bridges  on  this  line  is  manifest,  the  most 
of  them  having  been  rebuilt  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  the 
Howe  truss  substituted  for  tressle  work.  There  are  some 
points  on  its  line  of  way  seriously  affected  by  the  action  of 
frost,  and  during  the  winter  and  spring  the  track  is  often 
very  uneven.  Owing  to  the  location  of  the  road,  this  is  diffi- 
cult of  remedy,  yet  it  can  be  greatly  improved  by  proper 
ditching  and  ballasting. 

The  Company  have  suffered  severely  from  the  prostration 
of  business,  their  annual  report  showing  a  loss  of  over  thirty- 
two  per  cent,  on  the  receipts  of  last  year. 

DANBUEY  AND   NOKWALK. 

This  road  connects  at  Norwalk  with  the  New  York  and 
New  Haven,  and  runs  to  Danbury,  a  distance  of  about  twen- 
ty-four miles,  where  it  terminates,  with  no  connection  with 
other  roads  at  that  point.  Its  trains  are  usually  light,  and 
the  rate  of  speed  attained  by  passenger  cars  does  not  exceed 
twenty  miles  per  hour.     Hence  the  track  is  not  so  often  dis 
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turbed  as  upon  many  other  roads,  where  a  much  higher  rate 
of  speed  for  heavy  trains  is  adopted. 

At  our  last  inspection  we  found  it  being  safely  operated, 
and  the  Company  were  making  some  necessary  improvements. 
Like  others  already  specified,  some  portions  of  the  road-bed 
are  of  such  a  character  as  to  be  unfavorably  affected  by  the 
seasons.  The  bridges  have  been  put  in  good  condition,  and 
with  the  ordinary  renewals  and  repairs  we  see  no  reason  to 
fear  its  continuous  safe  and  successful  operation. 

NEW   HAVEN   AND   NOETHAMPTON. 

Is  leased  to,  and  operated  by  the  New  York  and  New 
Haven  Railroad  Company.  Under  its  present  managers  its 
track  and  bridges  have  received  thorough  repairs,  and  a  gen- 
eral improvement  marks  the  entire  line. 

It  has  been  safely  conducted  during  the  past  year,  and 
evidently  receives  the  closest  attention  of  those  having  it  in 
charge.  This  road  also  has  suffered  largely  from  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  amount  of  its  business. 

The  annual  reports  of  its  doings  have  been  so  incomplete 
heretofore,  that  it  would  be  difficult  to  make  a  comparative 
statement  of  its  business  with  that  of  former  years. 

The  earnings  of  this  road,  as  given  in  this  report,  are  a 
part  of  the  income  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  com- 
pany, who  are  its  lessees;  while  the  income  of  the  New 
Haven  and  Northampton  company,  is  confined  to  the  amount 
for  which  the  road  is  leased  to  its  present  operators. 

NEW  HAVEN,  NEW  LONDON  AND  STONINGTON. 

The  management  of  this  road  has  passed  into  the  hands  of 
Trustees,  who  took  possession  of  the  same  on  the  first  of 
March  last.  Two  years  previous  to  the  present,  its  condition 
was  such  that  the  Commissioners  were  of  opinion  that  it 
could  not  be  safely  operated  for  a  longer  period  without 
immediate  repairs.  These  were  made  at  the  then  weakest 
points,  and  the  company  have  steadily  progressed  with  these 
necessary  improvements.  The  road  has  been  kept  in  a  safe 
condition. 
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The  Superintendent  is  certainly  entitled  to  credit  for  the 
judicious  manner  in  which  he  has  expended  the  limited 
means  at  his  disposal  to  effect  these  repairs.  It  is  seldom 
that  so  much  is  accomplished  by  way  of  improvements  for 
the  amount  of  money  expended,  as  appears  upon  this  road. 
There  are  still  certain  points  which  will  need  repairs  the 
present  season.  Many  new  ties  are  wanted,  and  some  of  the 
bridges  will  need  attention.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trust- 
ees to  make  all  the  appropriations  necessary  to  keep  the 
road  in  a  safe  and  reliable  condition,  having  already  com- 
menced important  and  needed  repairs. 

NEW   YORK,   PROVIDENCE   AND   BOSTON. 

The  operations  of  this  road,  during  the  past  year,  have 
been  characterized  by  freedom  from  accidents  of  almost  every 
kind.  It  has  received  extensive  repairs  ;  twelve  miles  of  its 
track  having  been  re-laid  with  additional  ties,  and  nine  miles 
newly  graveled.  Besides  this,  a  large  amount  of  new  ties 
and  rails  have  been  placed  in  the  road,  and  nearly  nine  thou- 
sand of  the  old  rails  repaired. 

Its  machinery  and  rolling  stock  is  in  good  repair.  The 
company  has  no  floating  debt,  or  construction  account  open. 

MIDLAND  RAILROAD. 

The  Midland  road,  about  seven  miles  of  which  is  located 
in  this  State,  is  still  inoperative,  and  the  Commissioners  have 
called  for  no  return  of  its  doings.  It  has  been  idle  for  sev- 
eral years,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  immediate 
prospect  of  its  resuscitation.  There  are  two  public  road 
bridges  in  the  town  of  Thompson,  crossing  this  road,  now  in 
a  dilapidated  condition,  and  dangerous  of  passage.  The 
Selectmen  of  Thompson  have  complained  of  the  neglect  of 
the  company  to  repair  them.  After  some  correspondence 
the  Commissioners  met  a  committee  of  the  company  in  Bos- 
ton, and  called  their  attention  to  the  condition  of  these 
bridges,  and  their  duties  under  the  laws  of  the  State.  The 
committee  reported  that  the  company  were  entirely  without 
funds,  and  in  no  condition  to  obtain  the  amount  necessary 
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for  this  purpose,  except  at  a  sacrifice  to  which  they  could  not 
submit,  and  therefore  could  give  no  encouragement  that  they 
would  be  able  to  repair  the  bridges  alluded  to. 


ACCIDENTS. 


It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  list,  with  tables  appended, 
that  the  whole  number  of  accidents  on  the  roads  in  this  State, 
to  persons  other  than  passengers,  including  employees,  has 
been  thirty-three,  of  which  twenty-six  resulted  fatally.  Of 
this  latter  number  twenty-four  were  lying  or  walking  on  the 
track.  Two  were  children,  and  of  the  remainder  fourteen 
were  known  to  have  been  intoxicated.  But  a  single  passenger 
has  received  injury  among  the  almost  three  millions  who  have 
been  transported  over  our  roads,  and  he,  being  intoxicated, 
persisted  in  violating  the  rules  by  riding  upon  the  platform  of 
the  cars  while  in  motion,  from  which  place  he  fell.  Fortu- 
nately for  him  the  injury  he  received  did  not  prove  fatal. 

The  freedom  from  casualties  in  this  particular  is  the  more 
to  be  observed,  when  it  is  considered  that  there  have  passed 
over  some  of  our  roads  vast  numbers  of  soldiers,  en  route  for 
the  seat  of  war.  Too  many  of  this  class  of  travelers  have 
manifested  such  a  reckless  disregard  of  their  safety  and  lives 
while  upon  the  trains,  that  the  Commissioners  feel  to  congrat- 
ulate the  legislature  and  the  companies,  that  only  two  acci- 
dents have  happened  to  this  class ;  and  in  both  cases  it  was 
the  result  of  a  reckless  disregard  of  the  rules  of  the  compa- 
nies. 

Railroad  traveling  although  deemed  hazardous  by  most, 
and  extra  hazardous  by  the  fearful  and  timid,  is  proved  by 
statistics  in  our  State  to  be  safer  than  any  or  all  other  modes 
of  travel. 

The  reports  of  the  companies  for  the  past  eight  years, 
embracing  the  time  which  has  elapsed  since  the  passage  of  the 
railroad  act  in  1853,  shows  that  there  have  been  about  twenty- 
four  millions  of  passengers  carried  over  the  roads  of  this  State, 
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and  out  of  this  number  but  one  passenger's  life  lias  been  sac- 
rificed while  riding  in  the  cars.  This  of  course  does  not 
include  those  who  in  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  companies 
persisted  in  riding  upon  the  platforms,  or  in  jumping  from  the 
cars  while  they  were  running  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  And 
in  nearly,  if  not  quite  every  case  where  accidents  have  hap- 
pened from  this  violation  of  rules,  the  persons  injured  have 
been  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  drinks. 

The  Commissioners  think,  in  view  of  this  fact,  that  our 
State  can  not  be  paralleled  by  any  other  State  of  the  Union, 
or  in  fact,  by  any  country  in  the  world  which  uses  this  means 
of  conveyance,  for  the  safety  which  it  has  afforded  the  travel- 
ing community  during  the  same  period. 

Most  of  the  casualties  connected  with  our  roads,  resulting 
in  personal  injury  or  death,  arise  from  the  practice  of  walking 
upon  the  track.  This  path  so  safe  to  passengers,  is  dangerous 
to  pedestrians.  When  it  is  sought  by  persons  addicted  to 
habits  of  intoxication,  the  danger  is  increased,  for  no  caution 
offered  will  prevent  them  from  placing  themselves  where  cas- 
ualty must  ensue  from  an  approaching  train.  Your  Commis- 
sioners have  repeatedly  called  the  attention  of  the  public, 
through  their  reports  to  the  legislature,  and  in  other  modes, 
to  this  dangerous  practice,  but  it  is  still  persisted  in,  and 
among  the  accidents  of  the  past  year  twenty-four  are  classed 
under  this  head.  We  are  unable  to  suggest  any  feasible  plan 
for  preventing  this  violation  of  the  laws  of  safety  upon  the 
part  of  the  public. 

Your  Commissioners  have  investigated  every  case  of  casu- 
alty, and  have  made  a  careful  record  of  the  facts. 

In  closing  this  report,  we  deem  it  proper  to  state  that  a 
vacancy  has  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers, in  consequence  of  the  death  of  Hon.  Joseph  W.  Dudley, 
who  was  elected  to  the  office  at  the  last  regular  session  of  the 
General  Assembly.  Mr.  Dudley  lived  but  a  short  time  after 
his  appointment ;  but  during  his  brief  period  of  service  he 
proved  himself  eminently  fitted  for  this  new  trust,  and  by  his 
death  the  State  lost  a  faithful  servant. 
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The  following  list,  which  is  a  brief  extract  from  these 
records,  embraces  all  the  accidents  which  have  happened  upon 
the  roads  in  this  State  since  our  last  report,  except  two  or 
three  of  too  slight  a  character  to  deserve  a  notice  in  this  place. 

April  24th,  1862.  Walter  Brigham,  of  Mansfield,  a  son  of 
the  station  agent  at  that  place,  on  the  New  London  North- 
ern Kailroad,  while  attempting  to  couple  cars,  was  caught 
between  the  bumpers  and  so  much  injured  that  he  died  soon 
after. 

May  6th.  Owen  S.  Babcock,  employed  as  brakeman  on  the 
Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  was  struck  by  a  highway 
bridge  about  three  miles  south  of  Berlin  station.  He  died 
about  nine  days  thereafter  from  the  effects  of  the  collision. 

May  16th.  Thomas  Moore  was  found  between  the  tracks  of 
the  New  Haven,  Hartford  and  Springfield  Railroad,  near 
Thompsonville,  about  two  o'clock  in  the  morning,  wounded 
in  the  head,  a  portion  of  the  scalp  being  torn  off  the  front 
part.  He  was  not  fatally  injured,  although  nearly  insensible 
when  discovered.  The  division-master  who  found  him  said  it 
was  difficult  to  determine  whether  he  was  hit  by  the  evening 
train,  or  whether  he  received  his  wound  by  falling  against  the 
rail  while  in  a  state  of  intoxication. 

May  24th.  A  child  of  Henry  P.  Seymour,  residing  near 
Park  street,  in  Hartford,  about  four  years  old,  while  running 
upon  the  track,  was  hit  and  instantly  killed  by  a  train  of  cars 
upon  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Railroad.  This 
accident  occurred  near  the  residence  of  the  parents. 

May  9th.  William  Tubbs  was  found  upon  the  track  of  the 
New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  between  the  railroad 
bridge  and  public  road  bridge  at  Mount  Pleasant,  near  New 
Haven,  badly  injured.  He  was  discovered  quite  early  in  the 
morning,  insensible,  and  it  was  impossible  to  learn  any  partic- 
ulars how  or  from  what  source  he  received  his  injuries.  He 
was  taken  to  the  hospital  in  New  Haven,  where  he  died  soon 
after. 
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May  16th.  A  child  of  John  Roach  was  run  over  and  in- 
stantly killed  on  the  Housatonic  Eailroad,  by  a  morning 
train  from  Pittsfield,  when  about  one-half  mile  south  of  Kent 
station.  The  child  was  sitting  on  the  track  at  the  time,  and 
a  curve  between  prevented  the  engineer  from  seeing  it  until 
too  late  to  check  his  train. 

June  6th.  John  Bates  was  found  dead  upon  the  track  of 
the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  about  three-fourths 
of  a  mile  east  of  Darien  station,  in  the  evening.  Bates  was 
seen  about  the  track  on  the  same  evening,  badly  intoxicated, 
and  from  all  tha£  could  be  learned,  it  was  believed  that  he  had 
fallen  upon  the  track  while  in  this  state,  and  was  struck  by 
the  evening  train.  No  one  saw  him  at  the  time  of  the  col- 
lision. 

June  7th.  Samuel  D.  Hobby,  M.  D.,  while  walking  upon 
the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  a  short  distance 
below  Greenwich  station,  was  struck  by  the  2.05  express 
train  from  New  Haven,  and  instantly  killed.  Dr.  Hobby  was 
eighty  years  old,  and  quite  deaf.  The  engineer  found  it 
impossible  to  arrest  his  attention  by  sounding  the  whistle, 
or  to  stop  his  train  in  time  to  prevent  the  accident. 

June  24th.  An  Irishman,  name  unknown,  was  hit  on  the 
head  by  a  passing  engine  belonging  to  the  New  York  and  New 
Haven  Railroad  Co.,  near  the  depot  in  New  Haven.  His 
injuries  were  not  serious.  He  was  badly  intoxicated  at  the 
time  of  the  accident. 

June  28th.  Henry  Murray  and  Michael  Finnegan  were 
fatally,  and  James  O'Brien  badly  injured  at  the  depot  in 
New  Haven.  They  attempted  to  go  through  a  narrow  pass 
between  the  wall  and  the  train  which  had  just  arrived  from 
Hartford.  The  engine  and  baggage  car  were  moving  ahead 
having  been  detached.  The  darkness  of  the  night  prevented 
the  engineer  from  seeing  the  parties,  and  they  were  crushed 
against  the  wall  by  the  passing  car. 
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July  8th.  Richard  Wolcutt,  in  attempting  to  jump  aboard 
of  a  passing  train  at  Bridgeport,  missed  his  hold,  and  fell 
under  the  wheels  of  one  of  the  cars,  which  crushed  his  right 
leg  and  mutilated  badly  his  left  foot. 

July  8th.  Elijah  Taylor,  a  boy  sixteen  years  of  age,  in 
attempting  to  run  across  the  Danbury  and  Norwalk  Railroad, 
just  ahead  of  an  approaching  train  near  Cannon's  station, 
was  struck  by  the  engine,  and  in  some  way  lost  a  part  of  one 
foot. 

July  19th.  Roger  McMannus,  an  Irishman,  attempted  to 
cross  the  track  of  the  Canal  Railroad,  just  out  of  New  Haven, 
and  very  near  an  approaching  train.  He  was  struck  and 
killed  instantly.  He  was  walking  beside  the  track  at  first, 
until  the  train  was  quite  near,  when  suddenly  and  without 
apparent  cause  he  turned  to  cross  the  track. 

August  8th.  Elisha  South  worth,  while  walking  upon  the 
track  of  the  New  Haven,  New  London  and  Stonington  Rail- 
road, about  one-half  mile  east  of  Saybrook  station,  was  killed 
by  the  3.20  P.  M.  train  from  New  Haven. 

July  18th.  Patrick  Neil,  an  Irishman,  intoxicated  at  the 
time,  was  killed  by  a  blow  from  the  crank  of  a  hand-car  and 
a  fall  from  the  same,  on  the  New  Haven,  New  London  and 
Stonington  Railroad,  near  the  cut  at  Town  Hill,  about  one 
mile  out  of  New  London. 

September  5th.  Samuel  Stanley,  lying  upon  the  track  of 
the  New  Haven,  Hartford  and  Springfield  Railroad,  intoxi- 
cated, was  struck  and  killed  by  the  evening  express  train  going 
north,  at  a  point  about  two  miles  soiith  of  Thompsonville 
station. 

September  17th.  Win.  Myrick,  an  Irishman,  attempted  to 
cross  the  track  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad,  at 
a  place  called  Flower  street  turn-out  in  Hartford,  by  passing 
under  one  of  the  platform  cars  just  at  the  train  was  backing 
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down,  and  while  underneath  was  run  over  and  so  much  in- 
jured that  he  survived  only  a  short  time. 

September  17th.  Mathew  McCrome,  lying  upon  the  track 
of  the  Hartford,  New  Haven  and  Springfield  Railroad,  about 
one  mile  north  of  Thompsonville,  was  killed  by  a  train  of 
cars  from  Hartford.  McCrome  was  said  to  be  a  very  intem- 
perate man,  and  thought  to  be  intoxicated  when  killed.  He 
was  a  Scotchman  by  birth,  and  resided  in  the  town  of  En- 
field. 

September  17th.  Andrew  Chastulet,  a  soldier  belonging  to 
one  of  the  Connecticut  regiments,  riding  upon  the  platform  of 
one  of  the  cars  on  the  Naugatuck  Railroad,  was  struck  by  a 
bridge  just  below  Derby  station,  and  fatally  injured.  The 
conductor  of  the  train  and  brakemen  tried  to  prevail  upon 
him  to  go  inside  the  car ;  but  he  refused,  saying  that  he 
must  ride  outside. 

September  20th.  Frank  Clark,  an  employee  of  the  Nauga- 
tuck Railroad  Co.,  in  attempting  to  pass  from  a  passenger  to  a 
freight  car  while  the  same  were  in  motion,  fell  between  them, 
and  the  wheels  passing  over  one  of  his  legs,  crushed  it  in 
such  manner  as  to  render  amputation  necessary. 

September  21st.  A  Mr.  Blackstone  from  New  York,  while 
walking  upon  the  track  of  the  New  Haven,  New  London  and 
Stonington  road  a  little  east  of  the  Brandford  Station,  was 
struck  and  killed  by  the  engine  of  a  train  from  New  London. 
Mr.  B.  was  extremely  deaf,  and  was  cautioned  by  his  friends 
against  risking  himself  upon  the  track. 

September  27th.  Michael  Murray,  an  Irishman  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  New  Haven,  New  London  and  Stonington  Railroad 
Company,  while  standing  too  near  the  track  of  their  road  was 
killed  by  the  10.50  train  out  of  New  Haven,  near  Wallace 
street  bridge  in  New  Haven.  His  attention  was  directed  to 
another  train  on  an  opposite  track  at  the  time,  and  by  that 
means  stood  exposed  to  the  one  that  struck  him. 
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September  29th.  Phillip  Crawley,  while  walking  upon  the 
track  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad  between 
Norwalk  and  Westport,  was  struck  by  the  Sunday  night  mail 
train  from  New  York,  and  badly  bruised,  but  not  fatally 
injured.  Crawley  was  said  to  be  intoxicated  at  the  time,  so 
much  so,  that  he  did  not  notice  the  train  at  all. 

November  7th.  Samuel  Colt,  employed  as  switchman  by 
the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad  Company,  broke  his 
right  arm  by  falling  from  a  freight  car  in  the  car  yard  at  New 
Haven. 

November  7th.  James  Gorman,  walking  between  the 
tracks  of  the  New  York  and  New  Haven  Railroad  near  Stam- 
ford, stepped  immediately  in  front  of  an  approaching  train 
from  Norwalk  and  was  instantly  killed. 

Gorman  was  an  Irishman,  and  parties  who  were  present, 
thought  he  intended  suicide. 

November  9th.  Dennis  Leary,  an  Irishman,  fell  from  the 
platform  of  a  car,  on  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven  Railroad, 
near  New  Haven.  The  car  wheels  passed  over  one  of  his  legs, 
crushing  it  in  such  manner  as  to  render  amputation  necessary. 
lie  was  badly  intoxicated,  and  could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to 
remain  inside  the  car. 

November  20.  A  small  boy,  son  of  Mr.  McKeon,  was 
slightly  injured  by  a  gravel  train  at  New  Britain,  on  Provi- 
dence, Hartford  and  Fishkill  Railroad. 

November  26th.  James  Smith,  while  lying  upon  the  track 
of  the  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  about  four  miles  out 
of  Hartford,  was  run  over  and  instantly  killed  by  the  2.50 
P.  M.  train  out  of  Hartford. 

December  3d.  John  Callahan,  an  Irishman,  in  attempting 
to  run  across  the  track  of  the  New  Haven,  Hartford  and 
Springfield  Railroad  near  Hartford  station,  while  in  a  state  of 
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intoxication,  was  struck  by  a  train  from  Springfield  and  so 
badly  injured  that  he  died  soon  after. 

December  18th.  William  Tullis,  fell  from  a  freight  car  on 
the  Norwich  and  Worcester  Railroad  in  the  car  yard  at  Nor- 
wich, and  was  killed  by  cars  running  over  him. 

December  25th.  John  McCarty,  an  Irishman,  while  walking 
upon  the  track  of  the  Hartford,  Providence  and  Fishkill  Rail- 
road, near  Hartford  station,  was  hit  by  the  engine  of  a  train 
from  Providence  and  killed.  The  accident  occured  in  the 
evening,  and  McCarty  was  not  seen  until  just  as  the  engine 
struck  him. 

January  2nd,  1862.  Peter  Lally,  an  Irishman,  jumped  off 
one  of  the  trains  of  the  Canal  Railroad,  as  it  was  running  out 
of  the  depot  at  New  Haven,  fell  under  the  wheels  and  was 
killed. 

January  29th.  Mrs.  Lura  Chapman,  while  walking  upon 
the  track  of  the  New  Haven,  Hartford  and  Springfield  Rail- 
road, about  one  mile  north  of  the  passenger  station  in  Hart- 
ford, was  struck  by  the  engine  of  an  express  freight  train  and 
instantly  killed.  Those  having  charge  of  this  train,  when 
they  saw  Mrs.  C.  come  upon  their  track,  exerted  themselves  to 
their  utmost,  to  stop  the  train  in  time  to  save  her  life. 

February  23d.  Michael  McQueen,  an  Irishman,  intoxicated 
and  lying  upon  the  track  of  the  Hartford  and  New  Haven 
Railroad  a  little  north  of  Wallingford  station,  was  run  over 
and  instantly  killed  by  the  Sunday  night  train  from  Hartford.

To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly : 

In  compliance  with  a  requirement  of  "An  Act  in  addition 
to  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  concerning  Prisons,'"  passed  at 
the  May  Session,  1861,  the  Secretary  of  State  has  prepared 
and  herewith  transmits  an  abstract  of  the  Returns  concern- 
ing Jails,  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1862. 

The  act  referred  to  did  not  take  effect  until  July  4th, 
1861, — more  than  three  months  after  the  commencement  of 
the  year  which  was  to  be  comprised  in  the  first  annual 
returns.  It  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that  the  statistics  of 
the  first  quarter  should  be  very  accurate  or  complete  in  such 
particulars  as  had  not  had  place  in  the  ordinary  jail  record. 
The  County  Commissioners,  with  hardly  an  exception,  appear 
to  have  done  what  was  in  their  power  to  remedy  this  defect; 
and  the  returns  for  the  most  part  exhibit  a  satisfactory  com- 
pliance with  the  letter  and  intent  of  the  law. 

In  the  counties  of  Fairfield,  Litchfield  and  Tolland,  the 
monies  received  from  the  State  for  the  board  of  prisoners, 
&c,  and  the  avails  of  prisoners'  labor,  are  assigned  by  the 
county  to  the  jailer,  or  other  contractor.  Under  this  arrange- 
ment, the  Commissioners  have  not  the  means  of  information 
as  to  the  several  items  of  "receipts"  and  "expenditures" 
enumerated  by  the  act  of  1861.  Such  notes  and  explana- 
tions as  have  been  made  on  this  point  by  the  Commissioners 
of  the  counties  named,  will  be  found  appended  to  the  respect- 
ive returns. 

In  two  particulars,  the  construction  of  the  act  has  pre- 
sented difficulties  to  those  charged  with  the  preparation  of 


the  returns ;  and  to  these  the  attention  of  the  General  As- 
sembly is  invited. 

1.  Is  the  return  of  the  number  "  committed  during  the 
year,"  to  be  based  on  the  number  of  commitments,  or  of  per- 
sons committed  ?  It  not  unfrequently  happens  that  the  same 
individual  is  committed  two  or  three  times  within  the  year. 
Others  are  committed  on  two  or  more  indictments,  at  one 
time.  Some  of  the  Commissioners  ask  to  be  advised  whether 
the  record  should  have  regard  to  persons, — to  convictions, — 
or  to  warrants  of  commitment  ? 

2.  Different  modes  of  ascertaining  the  "  average  number 
in  confinement  during  the  year  "  occasioned  some  discrepan- 
cies in  the  returns.  These  have  been  corrected,  as  far  as 
practicable,  by  correspondence  with  the  Boards  of  Commis- 
sioners. The  average  as  presented  in  the  annexed  abstract, 
is  made  by  dividing  the  whole  number  of  days'  board,  or 
of  daily  rations,  furnished  to  prisoners  during  the  year,  by 
365. 

The  classification  of  offenses,  which  is  prescribed  by  the 
act,  is  less  complete  than  is  desirable.  In  Hartford  county, 
for  example,  the  enumeration  of  offenses  extends  only  to  336, 
of  402  prisoners,  leaving  QQ  under  the  general  head  of  "all 
other  offenses."  And  in  the  corresponding  enumeration  of  the 
modes  of  release  or  discharge,  in  the  same  county,  nearly 
one-fourth  of  the  whole  number  of  prisoners  (99  out  of  402) 
are  returned  as  "  discharged  by  process  not  specified  "  in  the 
act.

*The  Commissioners  are  unable  to  give,  with  accuracy,  the  receipts  and  expenditures,  as  re- 
quired by  the  law  of  the  last  Legislature,  for  the  reason,  that  the  use  of  the  County  house  and 
prisoners  has  been  leased  to  the  Jailer,  for  several  years  past,  he  furnishing  food  and  washing 
for  the  prisoners,  and  receiving  pay  for  their  board  from  the  State  ;  and,  at  the  time  the  present 
Board  of  Commissioners  came  into  office,  such  lease  was  already  made,  from  April,  1861,  to  April, 
1862,  rendering  it  impossible  for  us  to  comply  with  the  statute  in  this  particular. 

From  a  very  thorough  investigation,  and  from  information  obtained  from  the  present  and 
former  Jailers,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  of  food,  in  its  raw  state,  does  not  exceed  eighty- 
five  cents  for  each  prisoner,  per  week  ;  fuel,  $125  per  year;  lights,  &c,  $75  per  year. 

The  rent,  last  year,  was  $150.  We  have  advanced  it,  the  present  year,  to  $300  ;  and  have  re- 
quired of  the  Jailer  that  the  prison  and  records  be  kept  strictly  according  to  statute  regulations, 
present  and  future.

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THE  FORTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OP  THE 

DIRECTORS  OF  THE  AMERICAN  ASYLUM, 

TO  ITS  PATRONS  AND.  FRIENDS. 


The  return  of  the  forty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  opening 
at  Hartford  of  the  first  school  for  deaf-mutes  in  the  United 
States,  reminds  its  Directors  that  it  has  again  become  their 
duty  to  present  a  brief  statement  of  its  operations  for  the 
past  year.  In  the  conduct  of  its  affairs  there  has  been  no 
important  change  in  any  of  its  departments.  The  same 
principal  and  instructors  as  heretofore  have  directed  the 
intellectual  and  moral  training  of  its  pupils ;  the  same 
steward  and  matron  have  supplied  their  wants  and  minis- 
tered to  their  comfort,  and  the  same  overseers  of  the  work- 
shops have  given  instruction  in  their  respective  trades. 
We  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  all  its  operations  have  been 
carried  on  quite  as  successfully  as  in  any  former  year. 
And  while  we  bear  testimony  to  the  capacity  and  faithful- 
ness of  those  to  whom  the  immediate  direction  of  its  affairs 
has  been  entrusted,  and  attribute  much  of  its  prosperity  to 
their  efforts,  we  would  gratefully  rezognize,  as  an  important 
element  of  its  success,  the  continued  blessing  of  the  same 
kind  Providence  that  has  watched  over  it  hitherto. 
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The  whole  number  of  pupils  within  the  year  is  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  ;  the  greatest  number  in  attendance  at 
any  one  time,  two  hundred  and  twenty-two ;  the  average 
number  through  the  year,  two  hundred  and  nineteen. 
These  have  been  formed  into  thirteen  classes,  each  of  which 
has  had  the  attention  of  a  teacher,  and  all  have  shared  in 
the  public  lectures  of  the  principal  and  his  associates.  In- 
struction in  articulation  has  been  given  as  in  previous  years 
to  those  considered  likely  to  be  benefited  by  it.  Penman- 
ship and  drawing  have  been  taught  to  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  the  pupils  at  stated  times  by  competent  masters. 
While  the  cost  to  the  Institution  of  boarding  and  teaching 
those  under  its  care  has  been  greater  during  this  than  any 
former  year,  the  annual  charge  to  each  has  not  been  in- 
creased. Not  more  than  three-fifths  of  the  current  expenses 
have  been  derived  from  this  source ;  but  by  the  prudent  and 
skillful  management  of  our  fund-commissioner  and  of  our 
treasurer,  the  income  of  its  endowment  has  been  enough  to 
meet  the  deficiency,  thereby  giving  within  the  year  about 
seventy-five  dollars  to  each  pupil. 

During  most  of  the  year  the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  have 
enjoyed  good  health.  Early  in  the  winter,  one  of  the 
beneficiaries  of  Massachusetts,  Winnie  Dooley,  from  Pitch- 
burg,  was  attacked  with  dropsy  of  the  head,  and  died  after 
a  short  illness  at  the  age  of  eleven  years.  She  was  a  pleas- 
ant child  and  gave  promise  of  success  as  a  scholar.  About 
the  same  time  the  mumps  made  their  appearance  and  a 
considerable  number  of  the  children  were  affected  but  not 
seriously.  Soon  after,  the  measles  came  among  us  and 
many  of  the  pupils  had  the  disease  for  the  most  part  in  a 
mild  form  and  not  terminating  fatally  in  a  single  instance. 
With  these  exceptions  the  health  of  the  family  has  been  as 
good  as  usual. 

The  Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  Legislature  on 
public  charitable  Institutions  visited  the  Asylum  in  March, 
for  the  purpose  of  looking  into  the  state  of  its  affairs  in 
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general,  and  especially  into  the  condition  of  their  beneficia- 
ries. After  a  careful  survey  they  expressed  to  us  entire 
satisfaction  with  the  comforts  and  facilities  for  improvement 
afforded  to  the  children  supported  here  by  that  State.  In 
their  official  report  to  the  Legislature  which  we  have  just 
received,  they  say  respecting  their  beneficiaries  at  this  Insti- 
tution, "  We  fully  coincide  with  the  previous  committee 
that  no  change  should  be  made  concerning  the  education  of 
this  class  of  unfortunates.  We  were  particularly  gratified 
at  the  remark  of  a  very  gentlemanly  officer  of  that  Institu- 
tion when  asked  to  present  to  us  the  Massachusetts  scholars, 
that  he  considered  them  all  Massachusetts  scholars,  since  it 
was  by  the  generosity  of  our  contributions,  public  and  pri- 
vate, that  the  Institution  ranked  as  it  does,  and  that  their 
darkest  days  were  brightened  by  the  liberality  of  our  citi- 
zens, and  therefore  he  considered  it  as  much  a  child  of  our 
State  as  of  his." 

"  We  are  fully  persuaded  that  the  deaf  and  dumb  from 
any  State,  or  even  country,  would  find  the  American  Asy- 
lum at  Hartford,  qualified  to  instruct  and  support  them 
with  much  greater  facility,  and  much  less  expense  than  any 
method  we  could  by  any  possibility  devise,  and  therefore 
we  would  firmly  discountenance  any  attempt  to  provide 
further  for  this  class  within  the  borders  of  our  Common- 
wealth." 

The  liberal  provision  made  by  Massachusetts  for  the  edu- 
cation of  her  deaf-mutes,  and  the  interest  manifested  in 
their  welfare  by  sending  the  Governor  and  council  occa- 
sionally and  a  committee  of  the  Legislature  annually  to 
visit  them,  are  truly  commendable  and  might  well  be  imi- 
tated by  the  other  states  which  educate  their  deaf-mute 
children  at  the  American  Asylum. 

In  several  of  our  late  Reports  we  have  had  occasion  to 
notice  the  fact  that  the  founders  and  early  patrons  of 
this  Institution  were  fast  passing  away.  This  truth  has 
never  been  more  forcibly  impressed  upon  our  attention 
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than  it  has  been  by  the  events  of  the  year  under  review. 
Its  President  and  two  of  its  Vice-presidents  have  died  since 
our  last  Report  was  issued.  One  of  the  latter,  Samuel 
Tudor  Esq.,  the  oldest  of  their  number,  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Board  since  its  organization  in  1816.  By  his  contri- 
butions and  efforts  he  aided  in  the  introduction  from 
Europe  of  the  art  of  teaching  deaf-mutes,  and  in  fostering 
this  school  for  their  instruction  during  the  early  part  of  its 
existence.  The  other,  David  F.  Robinson,  Esq.,  has  for 
twenty  years  been  an  efficient  officer  of  the  Asylum  and 
has  ever  manifested  a  deep  interest  in  its  welfare.  These 
gentlemen  were  among  the  most  prominent  and  useful  citi- 
zens of  Hartford,  and  their  memory  will  long  be  cherished 
by  those  who  have  associated  with  them  in  the  various 
walks  of  life.  But  our  severest  bereavement,  and  one 
which  the  Asylum  has  most  occasion  to  deplore,  is  the  re- 
moval by  death  in  December  last  of  Hon.  Thomas  S.  Wil- 
liams, who  for  more  than  twenty  years  ha'd  held  the  office 
and  faithfully  performed  the  duties  of  President  of  this 
Corporation. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  the  Asylum  at  their 
office  December  18th,  the  following  resolutions  were  unani- 
mously adopted. 

It  having  pleased  God  to  remove  by  death  the  President 
of  this  Institution,  Hon.  Thomas  S.  Williams, 

Resolved,  That  we  deeply  deplore  the  loss  of  this  vener- 
able friend  and  associate  in  office,  and  that  we  respectfully 
tender  our  sympathies  to  his  bereaved  widow  and  relatives. 

Resolved,  That  we  show  our  respect  to  the  deceased  by 
attending  his  funeral  in  a  body  this  afternoon,  and  that  we 
invite  the  principal  of  the  Asylum,  Mr.  Clerc  and  the  assist- 
ant instructors,  to  join  us  on  that  occasion. 

Resolved,  That  the  following  notice  of  the  deceased  be 
placed  on  our  records  as  a  slight  testimonial  of  our  high 
estimation  of  his  varied  worth  and  excellence. 

The  Honorable  Thomas  Scott  Williams,  was  born  in 
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Wethersfield,  June  26, 1777.  His  father  was  Ezekiel  Wil- 
liams, Esq.,  for  many  years  sheriff  of  Hartford  County. 
He  graduated  with  honor  at  Yale  College  in  1794,  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1799,  having  completed  the 
usual  course  of  study,  partly  with  Judge  Reeve  of  Litch- 
field and  finally  with  Judge  Swift  of  Windham.  He  com- 
menced the  practice  of  law  in  Mansfield,  but  removed  in 
1803  to  this  city.  By  close  application  to  the  duties  of  his 
profession  he  rose  to  eminence  as  a  counsellor  and  advo- 
cate ;  and  by  a  course  of  honorable  devotedness  to  the  pub- 
lic interest  and  of  unbending  integrity,  he  secured  the 
confidence  and  esteem  of  the  entire  community.  He  was 
for  seven  years  a  member  of  the  Legislature  ;  for  two  years 
a  representative  in  Congress,  and  for  four  years  mayor  of 
the  eity  of  Hartford.  In  1829  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Connecticut,  and  in  1834 
Chief- Justice,  which  office  he  held  till  1847,  when  he 
became  legally  disqualified  by  age.  He  was  connected 
with  most  of  the  charitable  and  benevolent  societies  of  the 
day,  giving  to  each  the  aid  of  his  influence,  co-operation  and 
support.  He  was  one  of  the  corporators  of  the  Asylum  for 
the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  ;  a  life-member  by  the 
donation  of  fifty  dollars,  and  one  of  the  Directors  first 
chosen  in  1816.  He  also  held  the  same  office  from  1830 
till  1840,  when  he  was  elected  President  of  the  Institution, 
and  was  re-elected  annually  to  the  time  of  his  decease. 
The  duties  of  these  offices  he  discharged  with  great  fidelity, 
and  he  ever  proved  himself  the  friend  of  the  unfortunate 
deaf-mutes  and  of  all  engaged  in  their  instruction.  He 
was  remarkably  regular  and  systematic  in  the  performance 
of  all  his  duties  as  a  man,  a  philanthropist  and  a  christian  ; 
and  although  he  died  at  the  age  of  eighty-four  years,  his 
death  seemed  to  us  all  untimely,  so  great  was  his  useful, 
ness  and  his  vigor  of  mind  and  body,  and  so  intimately  was 
he  connected  with  the  various  interests  of  humanity  and 
religion.     But  the  Master  whom  he  faithfully  served  in  the 
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Church  and  in  the  State  had  a  higher  place  and  a  nobler 
service  prepared  for  him  in  heaven.  Thither  he  has  gone, 
we  can  not  doubt,  to  receive  that  crown  of  glory  which 
fadeth  not  away. 

It  should  be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that  Judge 
Williams  rendered  important  aid  to  the  Asylum  in  securing 
a  grant  from  Congress  for  its  endowment.  With  the  assist- 
ance of  the  other  representatives  from  Connecticut,  he  suc- 
ceeded in  obtaining  for  its  benefit  in  1819  a  township  of 
land  in  Alabama.  From  this  was  derived  its  productive 
fund  of  about  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars, 
which  for  many  years  has  enabled  it  to  receive  all  its  pupils 
at  about  two-thirds  the  sum  required  for  their  support. 
We  might  say  much  more  of  the  varied  worth  of  our  late 
excellent  President ;  of  the  respect  paid  to  his  memory  by 
the  Bar  of  Hartford  County ;  of  the  favorable  notices  of  the 
public  press ;  of  the  eulogium  of  his  pastor  contained  in  the 
funeral  discourse.  We  will  however  only  add  that  the 
universal  feeling  of  this  community  seemed  to  be  that  in  his 
death  Hartford  had  lost  its  most  respected  citizen ;  the  Bar 
its  most  esteemed  member ;  the  cause  of  benevolence  its 
most  liberal  supporter ;  the  Church  its  brightest  ornament, 
and  the  poor  man  his  kindest  and  most  sympathizing 
friend. 

The  peculiar  physical  condition  of  deaf-mutes  has  given 
rise  to  many  questions  of  deep  interest  to  the  physiologist, 
the  metaphysician  and  the  theologian,  some  of  which  have 
been  considered  and  discussed  in  our  former  Reports. 
Among  these,  none  are  more  interesting  than  the  inquiries 
whether  the  deaf  and  dumb,  previous  to  entering  schools 
for  their  instruction  have,  either  as  innate,  or  as  the  result 
of  a  process  of  unassisted  reasoning,  any  idea  of  a  Supreme 
Being — the  Creator  and  Ruler  of  the  Universe ; — of  their 
own  souls ;  of  a  future  state ;  of  the  design  of  religious 
worship,  and  whether  accurate  information  can  be  imparted 
to  them  on  these  subjects  by  the  means  employed  in  their

education,  so  that  they  will  become  intelligent  moral  agents, 
and  be  like  others  responsible  to  government  both  human 
and  divine.  These  points  were  briefly  examined  in  one  ox 
our  Reports  more  than  twenty  years  ago,  and  evidence  was 
then  exhibited  sufficient  to  convince  any  candid  mind  that 
they  have  no  such  ideas  unless  directly  communicated  to 
them  by  other  persons.  As  the  correctness  of  that  conclu- 
sion has  of  late  been  called  in  question,  and  the  subject  seems 
to  be  exciting  some  attention  in  certain  quarters,  it  may  be 
well  to  give  an  abstract  of  the  evidence  upon  which  it  was 
based,  and  to  say  that  no  facts  have  since  come  to  our  notice 
which  can  effect  any  change  in  our  views  on  the  points  re- 
ferred to. 

When  the  deaf  and  dumb  are  brought  to  us  for  instruc- 
tion their  mental  faculties  are  but  little  developed.  This 
results  from  the  fact  that  they  have  no  medium  of  commu- 
nication with  persons  around  them.  With  the  exception 
of  a  few  simple  signs  expressive  of  their  more  urgent  desires 
and  wants,  and  of  directions  which  their  parents  are  obliged 
to  give  them  concerning  their  ordinary  employments,  they 
have  no  common  language.  In  general  they  are  wholly 
unacquainted  with  every  thing  outside  of  the  field  of  their 
own  observation.  In  fact  they  do  not  know  that  there  is 
any  thing  beyond  their  sensible  horizon.  Of  the  news  of 
the  day ;  of  events  transpiring  in  the  families  of  their  im- 
mediate neighborhood ;  of  the  more  important  affairs  of  the 
State,  of  the  nation,  of  foreign  countries, — information 
which  other  children  gain  from  the  conversation  of  older 
persons, — they  are  entirely  ignorant.  Their  small  stock  of 
knowledge  has  been  acquired  by  observation.  Hence  we 
find  that  their  perceptive  faculties  are  pretty  well  developed, 
while  those  of  reasoning  and  reflection  have  been  but  par- 
tially called  into  exercise. 

If  little  progress  has  been  made  in  intellectual  improve- 
ment there  has  been  still  less  in  moral  culture.  With  the 
same  bias  to  evil  and  self-indulgence  as  other  children,  they 
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are  not  influenced  by  the  restraints  of  public  sentiment,  of 
law  and  moral  obligation  in  an  equal  degree,  because  they 
know  nothing  of  law  or  a  law-giver.  After  a  careful  exam- 
ination of  the  most  intelligent  of  our  pupils  made  under 
favorable  circumstances  and  at  different  times  during  a 
period  of  more  than  forty  years,  not  one  has  been  found 
who  had  attained  to  the  knowledge  of  a  Supreme  Being,  of 
the  immortality  of  the  soul  and  of  future  retribution  by  any 
process  of  reasoning,  or  by  any  innate  sense  or  impression 
on  the  mind.  The  result  of  an  investigation  of  this  subject 
by  the  late  Principal  of  the  Asylum,  Mr.  Weld,  was  given 
in  our  twenty-seventh  annual  Report,  issued  in  May,  1838. 
Prom  the  answers  given  by  those  who  were  questioned  in 
regard  to  these  matters,  about  fifteen  in  all,  and  they  were 
the  most  intelligent  and  best  educated  of  our  graduates,  it 
appeared  that  previous  to  instruction  they  had  no  idea  of  a 
God  ;  of  their  own  souls ;  of  the  creation  of  the  world,  or  of 
the  design  of  religious  worship.  From  their  written  replies 
we  make  the  following  brief  quotations.  "  Of  the  Divinity 
I  had  no  idea  whatever  before  going  to  the  Asylum."  "I 
did  not  know  that  a  Creator  existed."  "I  had  no  notion 
of  a  God  at  all."  "  I  had  no  idea  of  God."  "  I  had  no 
clear  idea  of  the  Creator  before  my  education,  nor  of  any 
immortal  being."  "  Before  I  was  instructed  my  mind,  was 
certainly  in  an  entire  state  of  ignorance  of  God."  "  I  knew 
nothing  about  the  Creator,  the  creation  of  the  earth  and 
heavens,  the  souls  of  men,  nor  a  future  state." 

In  regard  to  the  origin  of  men  and  animals  they  were 
found  not  to  have  reflected  much  if  at  all.  One  or  two 
seemed  to  have  formed  the  opinion  that  the  world  had 
always  existed  and  that  there  had  always  been  a  succession 
of  the  beings  inhabiting  it ;  while  most  of  them  had  not 
given  a  single  thought  to  the  subject.  The  following  quo- 
tations are  taken  from  their  answers  to  the  question  on  this 
point.     "  I  never  attempted  to  suppose  who  had  made  the 

I  had  no 
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ideas  of  the  beginning  of  the  world,  nor  of  the  beings  it  con- 
tains." "  I  knew  nothing  concerning  the  origin  or  the  be- 
ginning of  the  world."  "  I  had  never  reasoned  about  the 
origin  of  the  world."  "  I  had  thought  that  the  world  and 
beings  were  always  the  same."  "  I  believe  I  used  to  think 
that  this  world  stood  itself  always,  and  the  people  too  were 
descended  from  generation  to  generation  without  origin." 

They  were  equally  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  their  own 
souls  and  of  all  other  spiritual  beings,  as  appeared  from 
replies  made  when  questioned  as  before.  "  I  did  not  know 
I  had  a  soul."  "  I  had  not  any  idea  of  my  own  soul,  nor  of 
any  spirit  whatever."  "  I  knew  nothing  about  my  own 
soul  from  my  infancy.  I  had  not  any  idea  of  spirit  till  my 
admission  into  the  Asylum."  "  I  never  conceived  such  a 
thing  as  a  soul,  nor  was  I  ever  conscious  that  my  mind  had 
faculties  and  operations  different  and  distinct  from  those  of 
my  body." 

Their  notions  respecting  death  and  a  future  state  were 
crude  and  unsatisfactory.  The  following  extracts  are  taken 
from  their  own  answers.  "  I  knew  but  little  about  death. 
I  dreaded  to  think  that  it  would  seize  my  body.  The  body 
would  turn  into  a  cold  corpse  and  lie  beneath  a  dreary 
grave  forever."'  "I  thought  it  was  strange  that  man 
should  die.  I  felt  it  was  melancholy  and  terrible.  I 
thought  death  was  eternal  sleep  like  that  of  the  beasts." 
"  I  thought  when  people  died  the  bodies  were  buried  in  the 
grave,  but  I  did  not  know  anything  of  their  souls  which 
were  separated  from  their  bodies  and  immortal  and  went  to 
God  to  be  judged."  "  I  did  not  know  anything  of  death 
before  I  saw  it,  but  when  death  happened  I  observed  it  with 
feelings  of  fear.  Frequently  the  thought  of  such  death  was 
very  unpleasant  to  me.  I  refused  to  yield  to  death  and 
thought  I  would  live  forever." 

Their  views  of  religious  worship  before  being  instructed 
may  be  gathered  from  the  following  quotations  from  their 
answers.     "I  did  not  know  for  what  persons  engaged  in 
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prayer  or  religious  worship."  "I  thought  they  generally 
went  to  church  to  hear  what  ministers  said,  but  I  did  not 
know  they  worshipped  God.  I  thought  people  in  church 
sang  to  please  others."  "I  did  not  understand  why  the 
people  were  engaged  in  praying."  "I  did  not  think  of 
religious  worship  when  I  saw  the  people  worshipping  in 
church  or  at  home.  I  believed  that  it  was  customary  for 
them  to  be  engaged  in  worship ;  for  I  had  observed  some 
churches  in  every  place." 

In  addition  to  these  declarations  of  educated  deaf-mutes, 
we  have  the  testimony  of  their  most  eminent  teachers  to  the 
same  effect.  Dr.  Gallaudet,  the  first  principal  of  this  Insti- 
tution, after  an  intimate  acquaintance  for  twenty  years  with 
the  mental  condition  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  made  this  ex- 
plicit statement.  "  I  do  not  think  it  possible  to  produce 
the  instance  of  a  deaf-mute  from  birth,  who  without  instruc- 
tion on  the  subject  from  some  friend,  or  at  some  institution 
for  his  benefit,  has  originated  from  his  own  reflections  the 
idea  of  a  Creator  and  Moral  Governor  of  the  world,  or  who 
has  formed  any  notions  of  the  immateriality  and  immortal- 
ity of  his  own  soul"  His  successor,  Mr.  "Weld,  in  the  Re- 
port already  referred  to,  gave  his  views  in  the  following 
words :  "  Persons  deaf  and  dumb  from  birth  are  quite  un- 
conscious, at  least,  of  possessing  any  innate  idea  of  God. 
Among  the  large  numbers  who  have  been  examined  by  the 
instructors  of  the  Asylum,  no  one  has  ever  been  found  who 
professed  to  have  had  this  knowledge  naturally,  or  to  have 
attained  it  by  the  original  force  of  his  own  mind."  Mr. 
Clerc,  who  lost  his  hearing  in  early  infancy,  for  more  than 
forty  years  a  teacher  of  his  fellow  mutes,  expressed  his 
opinion  on  these  subjects  in  the  following  manner.  u  The 
replies  of  our  pupils  to  these  questions  correspond  substan- 
tially not  only  with  tliose  I  have  received  from  deaf  and 
dumb  persons  when  examining  them  on  similar  subjects, 
but  also  with  my  own  ignorance  of  God  and  of  my  own 
soul  and  a  future  state."     Dr.  Peet,  Principal  of  the  New 
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York  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  gave  his  testimony 
in  these  words :  "  I  have  long  been  of  the  opinion  as  the  result 
of  repeated  experiments,  that  previous  to  instruction,  no 
deaf-mute  has  any  idea  of  his  moral  accountability,  or  the 
existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  and  that  of  the  consequences 
of  death,  a  spiritual  existence,  and  the  retributions  of  an 
eternal  state,  they  have  no  just  conceptions."  Mr.  Hutton, 
Principal  of  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  said:  "In  the 
whole  course  of  my  sixteen  years  experience  in  the  instruc- 
tion of  deaf-mutes,  I  have  never  found  any  evidence  for 
believing  that  the  deaf  and  dumb  from  birth  possessed  any 
idea  of  a  Supreme  Being  who  created  and  governs  every- 
thing around  us,  or  an  idea  of  spiritual  existence  previous 
to  instruction."  Mr.  Turner,  the  present  Principal  of  the 
Asylum,  made  the  following  statement.  "I  have  never 
seen  a  deaf  and  dumb  person  who  had  originated  the  idea 
of  the  Creator,  the  soul,  the  beginning  of  things,  or  who  had 
any  correct  notions  of  death  or  of  religious  worship.  All 
•  whom  I  have  instructed,  were,  at  the  time  of  their  being 
admitted  into  the  Asylum,  profoundly  ignorant  of  these 
truths."  We  believe  that  the  Principals  of  the  other 
American  schools  for  deaf-mutes  coincide  fully  in  these 
opinions,  and  that  all  their  teachers  who  have  investigated 
the  subject  entertain  similar  notions. 

Several  learned  divines,  who  had  inquired  into  this  sub- 
ject before  systematic  instruction  was  given  to  deaf-mutes, 
came  to  the  same  conclusion.  Dr.  Samuel  Hopkins,  of 
Newport,  in  his  System  of  Doctrines,  published  in  1792, 
has  the  following  passage.  "  There  have  been  instances  of 
persons  who  have  been  deaf  from  their  birth  and  conse- 
quently dumb;  and  after  they  have  arrived  to  adult  or 
middle  age,  have  been  able  to  hear  and  speak.  And  though 
before  this,  they  attended  public  worship  with  others,  and 
appeared  very  devout,  and  often  made  those  signs  which 
persons  with  whom  they  conversed  in  this  way  thought 
were  expressions  of  their  belief  of  the  being  of  God  and  of 
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their  piety ;  yet  when  they  came  to  hear  and  speak,  they 
declared  that  they  never  had  a  thought  that  there  was  a 
God,  until  they  could  hear,  and  were  by  that  means  in- 
formed. And  there  never  has  been  an  instance  known 
of  any  such  person's  declaring  that  he  had  any  belief  or 
thought  of  the  existence  of  a  God  before  he  could  hear  and 


Eev.  Thomas  Clap,  President  of  Yale  College  from  1739 
to  1766,  in  his  Essay  on  the  nature  and  foundation  of  Moral 
Virtue,  made  the  following  statement.  "Dr.  Williots,  in 
his  sermon  on  the  Light  of  Nature,  relates  a  story  of  a  man 
in  France  who  was  born  deaf  and  dumb  ;  yet  was  very 
knowing,  active  and  faithful  in  the  common  affairs  of  life. 
And  upon  a  solemn  trial  before  the  bishop  by  the  help  of 
those  who  could  converse  with  him,  was  judged  to  be  a 
knowing  and  devout  Christian,  and  admitted  to  the  sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  he  attended  for  many 
years,  with  all  the  signs  of  high  devotion,  such  as  elevation 
of  hands,  eyes,  &c.  At  length  a  large  quantity  of  hard 
wax  was  taken  out  of  his  ears,  upon  which  he  could  hear ; 
and  after  a  while  could  speak  and  read.  He  then  declared, 
that  while  he  was  deaf  he  had  no  idea  of  a  God  or  maker 
of  the  world,  or  of  a  future  state  ;  and  that  all  he  then  did 
in  matters  of  religion  was  purely  in  imitation  of  others." 

The  means  employed  at  the  present  time  for  the  educa- 
tion of  the  deaf  and  dumb  are  generally  successful  in  the 
attainment  of  the  desired  end.  We  say  generally  successful, 
because  exceptions  must  be  made  in  cases  of  original  mental 
deficiency  or  the  injurious  effects  upon  the  mind  of  violent 
disease.  The  letters  and  compositions  of  our  pupils  as  pub- 
lished in  our  annual  Reports  afford  satisfactory  proof  of 
this.  The  general  information  they  gain  and  the  knowl- 
edge of  books  they  acquire  are  not  confined  to  matters  of 
history,  art  and  science,  or  to  their  social  and  civil  relations 
merely.  Their  moral  and  religious  obligations  are  included. 
The  duties  they  owe  to  God  and  their  fellow-men  are  well 
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understood,  and  they  clearly  comprehend  the  requirements 
of  the  divine  law  and  the  way  of  salvation.  We  think  it 
is  not  claiming  more  for  them  than  we  may  justly  do,  to 
say,  that  they  are  as  deeply  affected  and  as  much  influenced 
by  truths  of  this  nature  as  other  young  persons  in  a  chris- 
tian community. 

From  the  fact  that  occasionally  a  deaf-mute  is  sent  to  the 
Asylum  over  twenty  years  of  age,  and  that  we  hear  of  an 
adult  now  and  then  who  has  not  been  taught  in  any  school, 
we  have  reason  to  believe  that  indifference  as  to  whether 
the  deaf  and  dumb  are  educated,  or  ignorance  as  to  whether 
there  is  an  Institution  for  their  instruction,  still  exists  even 
in  New  England.  We  would  therefore  earnestly  request 
all  persons  and  particularly  members  of  the  Legislatures  to 
whom  this  Report  may  be  sent,  to  interest  themselves  in 
behalf  of  deaf  and  dumb  children  in  their  vicinity,  and  use 
their  influence  to  induce  the  parents  and  guardians  of  such 
children  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  them 
by  the  American  Asylum ;  and  if  pecuniary  assistance 
should  be  needed  in  any  case,  to  aid  them  in  making  the 
proper  application  for  a  share  in  the  State  appropriation 
for  that  purpose.  None  should  be  brought  to  school  under 
ten  or  over  fifteen  years  of  age  unless  for  special  reasons  ; 
as  long  experience  has  satisfied  us  that  it  is  not  wise  to 
commence  a  seven  years'  course  of  instruction  earlier  than 
ten,  or  to  defer  it  beyond  fifteen  years  of  age.  Those  who 
send  their  children  to  this  Institution  to  be  educated  may 
feel  sure  that  they  will  be  kindly  treated,  carefully  taught, 
and  supplied  with  whatever  is  necessary  for  their  comfort 
in  sickness  as  well  as  in  health,  so  that  the  attractions  of 
their  new  home  shall  lead  them  to  forget,  for  the  time  at 
least,  the  home  they  have  left. 

In  taking  leave  of  the  friends  of  the  Asylum  and  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb  for  another  year,  we  wish  to  say  that  we  do 
not  press  the  claims  of  this  Institution  upon  their  attention 
from  motives  of  self  interest ;  but  simply  because  the  con- 
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elusion  has,  been  forced  upon  us  by  our  official  connection 
with  it,  that  the  advantages  of  an  education  to  persons 
deprived  of  hearing  and  speech  can  not  be  over-rated.     This 
is  the  only  compensation  for  so  great  a  loss, — the  only 
thing  which  can  so  nearly  reconcile  parents  to  the  calamity 
and  disappointment,  or  raise  the  subjects  of  the  bereave- 
ment to  positions  of  respectability  and  usefulness  from 
which  they  must  otherwise  have  been  precluded.     If  in 
addition  to  these  and  other  obvious  advantages  of  an  edu- 
cation to  deaf-mutes,  affecting  their  social  and  temporal  in- 
terests, the  moral  darkness  in  which  they  are  enshrouded 
can  be  dissipated,  the  light  of  heaven  be  let  in  upon  their 
mental  vision,  and  they  be  made  to  comprehend  their  rela- 
tions to  God  and  their  heirship  to  immortality,  we  may 
surely  be  pardoned  for  any  amount  of  zeal  manifested  in 
securing  to  them  so  great  a  boon.     It  is  our  most  earnest 
desire  that  every  deaf  and  dumb  child,  not  only  in  New 
England,  but  throughout  our  whole  country,  may  speedily 
enjoy  the   privileges   afforded   by  this   and   other   similar 
schools  for  their  instruction.     We  commend  them* all,  and 
especially  the  one  entrusted  to  our  care,  to  the  favor  and 
protection  of  our  Lord,  who,  while  he  dwelt  among  men  on 
the  earth,  was  touched  with  the  feeling  of  their  infirmities, 
and  manifested  his  sympathy  with  them  in  their  sorrows  by 
causing  the  ears  of  their  deaf  to  hear  his  voice  of  mercy  and 
the  tongue  of  their  dumb  to  show  forth  his  most  worthy 
praise.

It  is  a  rule  of  the  school  that  specimens  of  composition  published  in  our  annual  reports, 
and  also  the  letters  sent  at  stated  times  to  the  friends  of  our  pupils,  shall  receive  no  correc- 
tion, except  such  as  their  respective  authors  can  make  on  a  careful  review,  when  the 
errors  they  contain  are  pointed  out  by  a  teacher.  The  following  are  prepared  in  accordance 
with  this  rule  ;  and  in  judging  of  them,  it  is  important  to  consider  the  age  of  the  writers, 
their  time  of  instruction,  and  whether  they  were  born  deaf,  or  lost  their  hearing  after  they 
had  probably  acquired  some  available  knowledge  of  spoken  and  written  language.

By  a  lad  1 6  years  old,  horn  deaf;  under  instruction  one  year  and 
a  half. 

ABOUT   MY  HOME   IN   ENGLAND. 

My  father  and  his  family  lived  in  a  large  white  house  in  England  two 
and  a  half  years  ago.    He  and  his  brothers  worked  in  a  large  garden 
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and  three  fields.  They  planted  potatoes  in  one  of  the  fields.  They 
put  manure  in  two  large  wagons  and  two  horses  drew  the  wagons 
of  manure  into  the  fields.  One  of  the  brothers  took  a  brown  ass 
to  his  barn  and  put  a  harness  on  the  ass  which  drew  a  long  wagon. 
There  was  a  long  milk-can  and  six  pails  in  the  wagon.  He  led  the 
ass  through  a  gate  and  drove  some  cows  near  the  road.  A  woman 
and  my  sisters  milked  the  cows,  and  carried  the  pails  of  milk  to  the  milk- 
can  on  the  wagon.  The  ass  drew  the  wagon  of  milk  in  the  broad  road 
to  its  home  and  my  sisters  carried  the  can  of  milk  into  the1  dairy.  They 
put  the  milk  in  some  tubs  on  some  racks  in  my  mother's  dairy.  My 
mother  took  the  cream  of  the  milk  and  threw  it  into  her  large  round 
churn.  The  woman  and  my  sisters  turned  the  handle  of  the  churn. 
She  put  the  butter  into  some  small  barrels.  My  father  rode  with  some 
of  the  barrels  of  the  butter  in  a  long  wagon,  which  was  drawn  by  a  large 
horse  to  the  city  and  sold  the  butter  to  other  Englishmen.  He  returned 
to  his  home. 

He  had  some  cows,  hogs,  horses,  and  many  geese  but  he  sold  them  to 
other  Englishmen,  because  he  wished  to  see  the  United  States.  He  sold 
all  the  fields  and  the  barn  and  the  house  to  other  Englishmen.  His 
brother  often  rode  on  a  black  horse  which  ran  fast  and  jumped  over  em- 
bankments, but  he  sold  it.  I  often  rode  on  a  brown  ass,  but  I  disliked 
it,  because  it  kicked  me.  I  was  glad  to  ride  on  another  red  ass  with  my 
sharp  spurs  and  a  whip.  My  father  told  me  that  I  must  sell  both  of  the 
asses  to  other  English  boys.  I  was  sorry.  My  father  told  all  his  family 
that  he  would  take  their  trunks  and  clothes  into  a  large  black  ship.  My 
Father  and  all  his  family  sailed  in  the  ship,  which  was  blown  by  the 
wind,  and  arrived  at  Boston.  They  thanked  God,  because  he  preserved 
them  in  the  ship.  They  lived  in  Rochester  street.  I  was  an  ignorant  boy 
who  did  not  study,  and  often  played  with  my  friends  in  Albany  street. 
My  Father  told  my  brother  and  sister  to  go  to  the  State-house  near  the 
Common.  I  went  with  them  into  the  halls  of  the  State-house,  and  they 
asked  the  Governor  about  the  Asylum  at  Hartford.  I  was  glad  to  go 
with  my  brother  to  the  Depot  of  the  railroad  in  Boston.  I  went  with 
him  into  the  passenger-car,  which  ran  fast.  We  arrived  at  Hartford 
and  I  went  with  my  brother  into  the  Asylum  to  see  the  deaf  and  dumb 
children  learning.  Thirteen  good  teachers  teach  them.  I  must  study 
my  lessons  which  Mr.  S.  teaches  me.     I  like  to  stay  in  the  Asylum.

OUR    PRINCIPALS. 

Mr.  Thomas  H.  Gallaudet  was  the  first  Principal  of  the  Asylum.  He 
was  a  good  man  and  wise  and  he  was  very  kind  to  the  pupils  because  he 
pitied  and  educated  deaf  and  dumb  persons.  He  told  the  pupils  that  they 
must  try  to  study  hard  and  the  pupils  loved  him  very  much.  The  people 
of  the  United  States  respected  him  because  he  founded  the  Asylum.  He 
was  a  native  of  Philadelphia,  and  he  lived  m  Hartford  with  his  wife,  and 
his  wife  was  deaf  and  dumb,  but  he  was  not  deaf  and  dumb.  We  like  to 
see  the  portrait  of  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Gallaudet  in  the  parlor.  He  wore 
spectacles  on  his  nose.  He  became  an  old  man  and  he  was  sixty-four 
years  old.  He  died  in  Hartford  in  the  month  of  September,  1851.  Mr. 
Thomas  H.  Gallaudet  was  a  Christian,  and  we  hope  he  is  in  Heaven  and 
sings  with  God  and  Jesus  Christ  and  angels.  He  is  happy.  His  wife  was 
very  sorry  that  he  died  and  she  wept.  She  lives  in  Washington  with  her 
son  and  her  daughter.  Her  son  is  the  Principal  of  the  Washington  Asy- 
lum. One  or  two  years  ago  her  son  came  to  the  Asylum  to  visit  the 
pupils  and  the  pupils  told  me  that  they  liked  to  see  him  because  he  was 
a  pleasant  man  and  he  liked  to  see  them.  He  returned  to  Washington 
from  Hartford  with  Mr.  Ballard,  and  Mr.  Ballard  is  a  teacher  of  the 
pupils  in  Washington.  Mr.  Lewis  Weld  succeeded  Mr.  Thomas  H. 
Gallaudet,  and  Mr.  Weld  was  a  good  man  and  his  laws  were  just  and 
good.  Mr,  Weld  died  in  Hartford  in  1853,  and  Mr.  William  W.  Turner 
succeeded  Mr.  Weld.  Mr.  Turner  is  the  Principal  of  the  Asylum  now 
and  we  like  him  because  he  is  kind  to  the  pupils  and  we  love  him.  A  few 
years  ago  Mr.  Turner  traveled  about  the  country  because  he  was  not 
well  and  he  became  well,  and  he  came  to  the  Asylum  again,  and  now  his 
health  is  good.  A.  M.  S.

MY  YOUNGER   DAYS. 

Maine  was  my  native  State.  I  was  born  seventeen  years  ago.  My 
father  had  married  his  first  wife  and  her  name  was  Susan.  I  was  born 
and  soon  after  she  died.  Another  took  care  of  me.  When  I  was  a  little 
child  I  did  not  know  that  she  had  died.  He  had  married  the  second  wife- 
Her  name  was  Phebe.  She  took  care  of  me  when  I  was  a  short  boy.  I 
helped  my  father  and  my  mother.  One  day  my  father  told  me  to  carry 
some  short  sticks  of  wood  from  a  pile  to  a  stove  in  his  shop.    He  put  a 
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few  of  the  sticks  of  wood  and  some  shavings  into  the  stove.  He  kindled  a 
fire  in  it.  I  saw  that  his  tools  were  on  a  work-bench.  He  put  most  of 
his  tools  into  his  heavy  tool-chest.  He  went  out  to  the  barn.  He  led 
his  horse  out  of  the  stable  of  the  barn.  He  stopped  him  and  he  harnessed 
him  to  his  wagon.  He  got  into  the  wagon  and  he  drove  him  a  long  dis- 
tance, which  drew  the  heavy  tool-chest  in  the  wagon  to  the  frame  of  a 
new  building.  He  said  whoa  to  the  horse.  He  got  out  and  helped  one 
or  two  friends  to  move  his  tool-chest  into  the  building.  He  got  into  the 
wagon.  He  rode  home  with  the  wagon.  I  returned  to  the  building.  In 
one  or  two  months  he  finished  erecting  the  new  building  with  his  tools. 
This  new  building  was  a  white  house.  He  put  all  the  tools  into  the  tool- 
chest.  He  walked  a  long  distance  home.  He  harnessed  the  horse  to  the 
wagon  and  called  me  to  get  into  it.  He  drove  the  horse  to  the  new 
building.  We  got  out  and  he  moved  the  tool-chest  with  the  friends  into 
the  wagon.  We  got  on  a  seat  of  the  wagon  and  drove  the  horse  which 
drew  the  tool-chest  in  it  to  the  shop.  We  got  out  of  it  and  we  unhar- 
nessed the  horse  from  the  wagon.  He  led  him  into  the  barn.  We  moved 
the  tool-chest  with  difficulty  into  the  shop.  I  pushed  the  wagon  into  the 
interior  of  the  shed.  We  went  home.  My  father  was  a  carpenter.  I 
often  saw  that  he  built  some  new  houses  and  new  barns. 

One  day  my  father  told  me  to  go  to  a  small  wood-pile.  I  sawed  some 
logs  a  long  time  and  was  tired  and  stood  to  rest.  He  bade  me  to  go  to 
work  again.  I  disobeyed  him  and  ran  away.  As  I  ran  away  I  saw  that 
he  tore  off  a  switch  to  punish  me,  but  I  escaped.  He  chased  me  but  he 
could  not  overtake  me.  I  saw  him  a  long  distance.  I  ran  and  hid  behind 
some  ferns.  He  searched  for  me  but  I  concealed  myself  behind  the  ferns 
in  a  large  cluster  of  trees  beyond  his  house.  He  could  hot  find  me  and 
he  went  home.  He  was  angry  because  he  was  disobeyed  by  me.  I  ran 
from  the  ferns  in  the  early  part  of  the  afternoon.  As  I  ran  and  saw 
some  friends  I  visited  them.  I  ran  away  to  other  ferns  and  I  hid  and 
rested  in  a  small  cluster  of  ferns  in  the  vicinity  of  a  road.  I  rose  and 
stood.  I  saw  the  twilight  and  I  went  to  a  boy's  two  oxen  with  a  cart. 
I  asked  the  boy  if  I  might  get  into  the  cart  and  he  let  me  do  so.  I  was 
glad  and  thanked  him.  He  sat  on  the  seat  with  me  and  he  drove  the 
oxen  which  drew  the  cart  approaching  my  home.  I  saw  my  father's 
house.  I  hid  in  the  body  of  the  cart.  The  boy  saw  that  I  hid  and  he 
blabbed  to  my  father  about  me  hiding  in  it.  My  father  came  to  the  cart 
and  he  saw  me.  I  got  out  of  the  cart  and  he  told  me  to  go  home  with 
him.  I  trembled  for  fear  of  the  switch  in  the  dark  evening.  He  pitied 
me  and  he  did  not  punish  me.  I  was  very  sorry  because  I  had  disobeyed 
him.     I  will  never  disobey  him  again.  B.  A.  B.

ABOUT   A   DRUNKARD. 

Some  years  ago  in  Taunton  Mass.  before  I  came  to  the  Asylum  T  heard 
a  dreadful  story  of  a  drunkard.  The  cars  ran  over  his  legs  and  arms  and 
head  in  that  city.  He  was  about  to  go  across  the  rail  road  near  the  ticket 
office  when  he  was  passed  over  by  the  cars.  Some  laborers  brought  him 
to  the  ticket  office  and  there  put  him  on  a  hand-car,  When  the  report 
spread  that  the  drunkard  was  dying  a  great  many  men  went  to  see  him, 
but  they  could  not  go  into  the  room  to  see  the  drunkard  who  was  lying  on 
the  hand-car,  but  they  looked  in  the  windows.  Several  gentlemen  visited 
him  and  one  of  them  searched  him  to  see  if  there  was  any  money  and  he 
•  said  that  he  would  give  the  drunkard's  wife  the  money  when  she  came  to 
the  ticket-office.  The  drunkard  at  last  died  in  the  evening.  In  the 
morning  the  drunkard's  wife  came  to  see  the  corpse.  She  wept  much  for 
the  loss  of  her  husband.  The  drunkard  was  an  Trish-man  and  his  wife 
also  was  Irish — That  man  was  naturally  drunken — I  do  not  know  how 
many  children  they  had  at  home.  She  will  be  poor  because  her  husband 
was  dead.  She  will  have  to  earn  her  living  herself.  When  she  had  seen 
him,  she  sent  for  a  drayman  to  carry  him  home  to  her  house.  According- 
ly the  drayman  took  him  out  of  the  ticket  office  and  put  him  in  his  wagon, 
and  brought  him  home  to  her  house.  A  great  many  people  looked  at  the 
body.  Some  of  them  asked  the  drayman  how  the  drunkard  was  killed. 
The  drayman  told  them  that  the  cars  had  run  over  him.  I  saw  the 
corpse.  It  was  dreadful  to  see  the  drunkard  so  mangled.  It  is  dangerous 
for  mutes  to  walk  on  the  rail  road.     This  is  a  true  story.  J.  O'D.

AN  ACCOUNT   OF   THE   BLACK   MOUNTAINS. 

Last  vacation  I  was  much  rejoiced  to  get  home  and  to  be  once  more 
with  my  dear  relatives  and  I  often  sewed  and  I  also  did  various  house 
duties.  One  Saturday  morning  about  five  o'clock  as  soon  as  breakfast 
was  over,  my  two  sisters,  four  friends  and  I  got  into  wagons  to  go  through 
Wells  River  to  Haverhill.  About  ten  o'clock  we  arrived  at  Benton  New 
Hampshire  for  the  purpose  of  picking  blueberries.  When  we  saw  a  road 
and  a  house  which  were  in  a  sad  state,  we  looked  over  the  poor  house 
and  I  will  not  tell  you  about  it,  but  I  should  prefer  to  tell  you  about  the 
Black  Mountains.  There  we  went  blueberrying;  then  we  climbed  over 
rocks  and  stumps.     We  stopped  picking  for  dinner.     After  dinner  we 
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again  commenced  picking  the  blueberries  into  our  pails  and  continued  all 
the  afternoon  till  the  pails  were  full.  While  we  were  walking  up  the 
high  mountain,  we  had  a  beautiful  view  of  some  towns  of  Vermont  and 
New  Hampshire.  I  often  stumbled  by  the  side  of  the  rocks,  but  N.  helped 
me  to  get  up.  I  thanked  him  for  he  was  kind  and  polite.  My  friends 
asked  me  if  my  right  hand  was  burnt  by  the  sun,  but  I  did  not  care  about 
my  hand.  They  thought  that  it  would  become  burnt,  but  they  were  mis- 
taken. We  went  to  the  poor  house  again  one  mile  from  the  Black  Moun- 
tains. We  got  tired  and  conversed  with  each  other.  As  soon  as  we  had 
rested  enough,  we  went  through  North  Haverhill  and  noticed  two  little 
children  who  were  walking  on  the  rail-road.  I  asked  J.  why  their  mother 
let  them  go  on  the  rail-road.  I  feared  that  they  would  be  killed  by  the 
cars,  but  J.  said  to  me  that  they  ran  away  from  home  and  they  knew 
where  their  home  was.  We  took  them  into  the  wagon  for  their  home  and 
left  them  there  safe.  Their  mother  ran  out  and  said  to  us  that  she  was 
glad  to  see  us  and  talked  a  little  while.  We  bade  her  good  bye.  We 
got  to  Wells  River  where  N.  and  my  cousin  G.  stopped  and  bought  some 
things  and  presented  them  to  us  and  we  were  thankful  for  them.  We 
met  my  brother  C.  who  talked  with  us  a  little  while.  We  reached  our 
homes  about  eleven  o'clock  at  night  and  we  were  very  tired.  We  had 
tea  and  then  we  went  to  bed,  but  I  was  so  nervous,  I  could  not  sleep. 
My  father  asked  me  how  I  liked  to  pick  the  blueberries.  I  said  to  him, 
very  well.  My  parents  were  much  surprised  to  see  two  pails  full  of  blue- 
berries. They  said  they  were  excellent  to  eat.  We  had  a  very  good 
time.     The  Black  Mountains  are  about  nine  or  ten  miles  from  my  home.

His  Excellency  William  A.  Buckingham,  Governor  of  Connecticut, 
Dear  Sir,  I  am  very  happy  to  write  a  letter  to  you  now.  I  hope  you 
will  be  pleased  to  read  it.  I  like  you  to  govern  Connecticut  and  order 
it  very  well.  I  was  very  glad  that  you  were  elected  governor  of  Con- 
necticut again.  I  hope  you  will  be  elected  governor  of  Connecticut  next 
year.  I  like  to  see  you  very  much  when  you  come  here.  I  came  from 
England  to  the  United  States  and  now  live  in  Connecticut.  While  I 
was  at  home  with  my  parents,  brothers  and  sisters  I  was  ignorant.  I  did 
not  know  about  God  and  Jesus  Christ  who  died  to  save  us  from  evil.  I 
could  not  read  the  different  kinds  of  books.  When  events  happened  I 
saw  my  brothers  talking  about  them  but  I  could  not  understand  them. 
I  often  played  with  boys  but  I  could  not  talk  with  them.     I  was  ignorant 
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like  a  horse  or  a  heathen.  I  could  not  understand  the  Holy  Bible.  I 
did  not  know  about  towns  and  animals  and  races  of  mankind  and  differ- 
ent kinds  of  things.  I  never  heard  about  this  Asylum.  I  lived  in  Staf- 
ford Springs  Ct.  six  years  before  I  came  here.  My  parents  came  to  this 
Asylum  with  me  and  met  Mr.  Turner  in  his  office  and  soon  they  returned 
home  again.  I  stayed  here.  I  saw  the  deaf  and  dumb  boys  making 
their  signs  but  I  could  not  understand  them.  I  first  learned  the  alpha- 
bet. Soon  I  got  the  elementary  lessons.  I  liked  to  study  them.  I 
could  understand  some  words.  I  grew  to  improve  more.  I  thank  you 
very  much  for  you  were  very  kind  to  me  and  sent  me  to  school  to  learn 
many  books.  I  can  now  understand  my  teachers  who  explain  the  Holy 
Bible  about  God  and  Jesus  Christ.  God  is  very  good  and  wise  and  just 
to  let  all  the  deaf  mutes  come  here  and  learn.  I  know  about  many 
places  in  Europe  and  America  now.  I  like  to  read  many  papers  and  I 
often  hear  the  news  of  the  war  in  the  South  now.  My  father  died  three 
weeks  ago.

LETTER   TO   GOV.   ANDREW. 

American  Asylum,  April  14th,  1862. 
His  Excellency  John  Andrew,  Governor  of  Massachusetts, 

Dear  Sir,  I  expect  that  you  will  be  glad  when  you  receive  this  letter. . 
I  remember  that  when  you  were  at  this  Asylum,  you  liked  very  much  to 
visit  all  your  deaf  and  dumb  children,  and  I  was  highly  pleased  to  see 
you  and  your  friends.  I  remember  you  and  love  you  because  you  have 
been  very  kind  to  me  and  your  other  deaf  mute  children.  I  remember 
that  when  you  were  in  the  Chapel,  you  asked  them  to  write  to  you  and 
I  like  to  do  so.  I  try  to  write  a  nice  letter  to  you  and  to  tell  you  about 
myself  and  your  deaf  and  dumb  children  from  Massachusetts.  I  like  to 
go  to  school  every  day  and  I  like  to  obey  all  my  teachers  and  wish  to 
improve  well.  I  expect  that  I  shall  get  a  good  education  before  I  leave 
this  Asylum.  My  teacher's  name  is  J.  L.  Noyes.  I  study  Arithmetic, 
Geography,  Child's  History  of  England  and  I  study  the  Catechism  and 
the  Bible  on  Sundays.  Last  Saturday  afternoon  I  was  very  glad  to  see 
my  cousin  and  I  talked  with  him  a  little  while  and  soon  he  went  away. 
He  is  a  missionary  in  Labrador  and  he  teaches  the  Indian  children  about 
God  and  heaven.  He  has  come  from  Labrador  to  visit  his  friends  and 
he  will  go  to  Labrador  again  next  July.  I  am  very  glad  to  hear  that  the 
ignorant  children  of  Labrador  are  taught  to  know  about  God  and  our 
Saviour.  There  has  been  great  rejoicing  .on  account  of  the  victories  of 
our  armies  in  all  this  region.     I  am  very  glad  that  our  Federal  soldiers 
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are  good  and  brave  men  and  they  gain  many  glorious  victories  over  the 
rebels  in  many  parts  of  the  South,  but  I  am  very  sorry  that  great  num- 
bers of  brave  and  gallant  officers  and  soldiers  are  killed  and  wounded 
and  there  is  much  blood  poured  out.  Generals  Burnside,  Grant  and 
other  officers  are  skillful  and  brave  men.  I  like  General  Banks  and  I 
remember  him,  that  when  he  was  at  the  Asylum  I  was  glad  to  see  him 
and  his  friends.  My  cousin  Edward  is  in  the  1 5th  regiment  of  Massa- 
chusetts volunteers.  I  am  glad  to  hear  that  he  is  very  well.  General 
McClellan  is  the  chief  general  of  the  United  States  army  and  he  is  a  good 
and  very  skillful  officer.  I  hope  that  he  will  soon  fight  with  the  rebels 
at  Yorktown  Va.  and  perhaps  he  will  conquer  them  and  take  Yorktown. 
I  /emember  that  a  long  while  ago  General  Cornwallis  and  his  British 
troops  at  Yorktown  surrendered  to  General  Washington.  I  suppose  that 
all  the  rebels  in  Yorktown  will  surrender  to  General  McClellan  as  Corn- 
wallis and  his  troops  did  to  General  Washington.  I  hope  that  the  whole 
rebellion  will  be  put  down  soon.  I  was  born  in  Springfield  Mass.  and 
many  years  after  I  removed  to  Piermont  N.  Y.  I  have  thirteen  broth- 
ers and  sisters  and  I  shall  live  with  some  of  them  in  New  York  State. 
Some  of  my  sisters  live  in  a  distant  state  (Missouri)  and  I  am  displeased 
to  hear  that  two  of  my  sisters  and  their  husbands  are  secessionists,  but  I 
guess  that  they  will  become  good  Unionists.  My  mother  died  a  long 
while  ago.  Some  months  ago  my  father  was  accidentally  caught  between 
the  cars  and  a  brick  building  and  was  hurt  very  badly  and  in  a  few  days 
he  died.  My  brothers  brought  his  body  to  Springfield  Mass.  to  be  buried 
beside  my  mother.  I  dont  like  to  be  an  orphan  but  my  brothers  in  New 
York  take  care  of  me.  I  like  to  remember  you  always  and  hope  that 
you  and  your  friends  all  are  well.  I  hope  that  you  will  receive  this  let- 
ter in  safety.     I  send  much  love  to  you.

He  had  learned  enough  before  he  came  here, 
eight  months  since,  to  enable  him  to  join  a  class  of  four  years

His  Excellency  Frederick  Holbrook,  Governor  of  Vermont, 

Dear  Sir,  I  am  but  a  deaf  pupil  (not  a  deaf-mute)  of  this  Asylum,  and 
I  suppose  you  will  be  amazed  at  my  audacity  in  thus  addressing  you, 
stranger  as  I  am;  for  to  my  knowledge  I  never  saw  you  and  I  address 
you  without  knowing  where  your  home  was  before  you  were  elected  to 
the  office  of  Governor.  But  it  is  at  Mr.  Turner's  request  that  I  write 
this  letter,  although  I  am  but  a  poor  writer. 

I  am  not  a  native  of  the  state  of  Vermont  although  my  father  at  pres-

ent  lives  there,  for  I  was  born  in  Maine ;  however  before  I  was  four 
years  of  age  my  father  moved  to  Windham  Vt.  and  after  remaining  there 
some  years  he  moved  to  Antrim  N.  H.  as  his  profession  as  preacher  of 
the  gospel  would  not  suffer  him  to  remain  long  at  one  place.  He  soon 
again  moved  to  Falmouth  Maine  and  after  remaining  at  that  place  for  a 
couple  of  years  I  was  attacked  by  the  Scarlet  Fever  which  bereft  me  of 
my  hearing.  About  a  year  after  that  my  father  again  moved  to  Sand- 
wich N.  H.  and  after  I  had  stayed  at  that  place  for  a  couple  of  years  I  was 
sent  to  this  Asylum  by  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  and  at  the  be- 
ginning of  last  Winter  I  heard  that  my  father  had  again  moved  to 
Queechy  Vermont  and  will  remain  there  some  years,  I  suppose. 

I  have  now  been  here  a  little  over  half  a  year.  I  will  be  thirteen 
years  of  age  next  August.  The  boys  here  have  a  custom  of  teazing  every 
one  on  his  birthday,  but  I  will  escape  that  as  the  month  before  named,  is 
included  in  my  vacation. 

I  suppose  you  know  that  there  are  three  workshops  here,  viz.  The 
Cabinet  shop,  the  Shoe  shop,  and  the  Tailor's  shop,  but  since  I  have 
come  here,  a  fourth  has  been  added  (the  printing  office)  and  I  am  a  com- 
positor in  that  office.  It  is  not  for  job  printing,  but  for  the  publication  of 
a  paper,  "  The  Gallaudet  Guide." 

As  I  have  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  speak,  I  am  in  a  much  higher 
class  than  I  would  have  been  in  if  I  were  a  deaf  mute.

INTEMPERANCE. 

People  who  live  in  wealth  are  sometimes  addicted  to  indulgence  in 
intemperance,  for  when  they  have  a  banquet  there  is  always  wine  or 
some  other  strong  liquor,  for  those  at  the  banquet  to  drink.  But  they 
think  that  intemperance  does  them  no  great  harm  and  if  it  does  not  it  is 
sure  to  set  their  children  a  bad  example.  When  they  grow  up  they  will 
go  to  the  theatre  where  they  will  drink  and  gamble  with  bad  company 
on  Sundays  or  at  some  other  leisure  time.  It  is  the  way  with  a  father 
who  has  joined  a  Temperance  Society  and  signed  the  pledge  never  to 
take  a  drop  of  any  such  strong  drinks  and  he  often  teaches  his  children 
the  curse  of  intemperance  and  as  they  grow  up  their  behavior  resembles 
that  of  a  Christian.  Peter  the  Great  had  a  fondness  for  liquor.  He 
sometimes  ordered  a  feast  to  be  held  in  his  palace  and  the  people  were 
allowed  to  partake  of  the  banquet  without  fee  and  after  the  feast  was  over 
they  dispersed  in  a  state  of  intoxication  and  some  of  them  fell  ill  and 
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died  after  eating  and  drinking  too  much.  There  are  a  great  number  of 
people  in  England,  France,  the  United  States  and  other  countries  that 
are  in  drunkards'  graves  from  intemperance.  If  you  would  visit  the 
States  prisoD  and  ask  the  prisoners  what  was  the  cause  of  their  punishment 
they  would  tell  you  that  intemperance  was  the  first  cause  that  brought 
them  into  imprisonment.  A  great  many  degraded  people  have  been  put 
into  the  alms-house  because  of  their  poverty  from  intemperance,  and 
some  people  become  idiots  from  intemperance,  for  there  was  a  woman 
walking  along  the  side  walk  intoxicated  and  she  carried  her  baby  over 
her  shoulders  with  a  hold  of  its  legs  and  its  head  downwards  but  she 
suddenly  dropped  it  and  its  head  struck  the  pavement  and  killed  it  in- 
stantly. She  then  trampled  over  it  but  it  was  taken  away  from  her  and 
she  afterwards  became  an  idiot.  Parents  ought  to  beware  of  having  in- 
temperance in  their  houses  for  it  generally  sets  their  children  a  bad 
example,  for  there  was  once  a  very  smart  and  intelligent  boy  by  the 
name  of  Harry  and  his  father  was  intemperate  in  his  habits  and  every 
day  at  dinner  there  was  wine  upon  the  table,  but  Harry  did  not  like  to 
be  made  a  drunkard.  So  one  morning  he  came  towards  his  father  with 
a  bright  face  and  enlightened  mind.  His  father  was  glad  to  see  his  son 
looking  so  and  asked  him  what  he  wanted  '?  Harry  replied  he  had  a 
word  to  say  to  him  and  he  told  him  to  keep  the  wine  away  from  the 
table  for  he  did  not  like  to  be  in  a  drunkard's  grave.  His  father  only 
swore  at  him  and  walked  out  of  the  room  in  anger.  Harry's  mother 
advised  him  to  pray  to  God  for  help  and  Harry  agreed  to  and  kept  up 
right  in  his  habits  for  some  time  until  his  friends  invited  him  to  the  thea- 
tre, to  gamble  and  talk  together.  Harry  consented  but  while  he  was 
there  they  began  to  pour  out  glasses  of  wine  for  themselves  and  insisted 
upon  Harry's  taking  a  friendly  glass  before  they  would  sing.  They  ridi- 
culed him  in  such  a  way  that  he  drank  glass  after  glass  until  he  was 
unable  to  walk  to  bed.  Harry  felt  very  sorry  that  he  could  not  help 
taking  wine,  and  during  one  night  he  committed  suicide  leaving  a  note 
for  his  mother  telling  her  he  did  not  like  to  disgrace  himself  and  his 
friends.  She  was  much  grieved  because  his  father  had  murdered  poor 
Harry.

A   COMPOSITION. 

When  I  was  a  little  girl  my  sisters  and  I  used  to  go  to  school.  I  was 
always  happy  to  be  in  school  with  my  classmates.  My  dear  teachers  name 
was  Miss  Pierce.  I  never  learned  books  or  words  but  only  in  the  after- 
noon I  used  to  write  on  my  blankbook  with  a  pen.     Every  morning 
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and  afternoon  I  always  went  to  school  and  I  often  asked  my  teacher  to 
let  me  take  her  pictures  ina  desk  for  I  liked  myself  to  write  on  my  slate 
and  to  copy  the  pictures.  After  dinner  my  cousin  Mary  invited  me  to 
go  to  her  home  and  I  remained  there  a  little  while.  Then  she  and  1 
took  a  long  walk  out  in  the  road  and  we  arrived  at  a  house.  We  saw  a 
crazy  and  sick  woman  lying  down  on  a  coarse  straw-bed  which  was  in  a 
plain  room.  I  looked  at  her  dreadful  face  and  her  hands  stretching  out 
because  she  was  very  sick  and  crazy.  A  doctor  just  got  down  from  his 
gig  and  went  to  the  woman  and  he  stayed  to  look  at  her  for  a  few  min- 
utes. Afterwards  he  went  to  the  gig  and  rode  away.  We  again  re- 
turned home.  I  bade  my  cousin  good  night  and  I  alone  walked  in  the 
road  by  the  school  as  my  classmates  were  coming  to  me  to  go  with  me. 
Next  day  I  was  surprised  to  hear  that  the  woman  herself  went  behind 
the  house  and  cut  her  throat  with  a  sharp  razor  in  the  afternoon.  She 
quickly  fainted  on  the  grass  and  her  wound  bled  over  the  grass.  •  She 
stole  the  razor  from  a  shelf  in  a  chamber  and  went  away.  So  she  did 
and  was  dead.  Next  Sabbath  afternoon  there  was  a  funeral.  My  folks 
and  myself  went  up  to  the  house.  The  people  were  quiet  there. 
My  Ryder  (the  minister)  prayed  to  God  before  her  coffin.  Then  we  all 
went  out  of  the  door  and  walked  round  the  crazy  woman  in  a  coffin  to 
look  at  her  and  I  saw  that  her  face  seemed  very  pale.  Some  of  the  peo- 
ple went  behind  the  house  and  saw  the  blood  on  the  grass.  The  people 
rode  to  the  grave-yard  and  put  the  coffin  into  the  grave.  Afterwards 
we  all  went  home.     I  shall  always  remember  that  scene.

I 
am  allowed  to  go  out  after  tea  when  it  is  pleasant.  I  am  reviewing 
Natural  Philosophy  for  examination  and  also  Arithmetic.  I  was  expect- 
ing to  get  a  letter  from  you  last  week,  as  you  said  you  would  write,  but  I 
did  not  get  any.  Have  you  been  so  busy  since  I  left  home  that  you 
could  not  write  ?  If  so  I  will  excuse  you.  Did  you  give  my  love  to 
Mary  H.  and  Grandpa  when  you  got  home  ?  I  hope  you  are  well  and 
also  the  spring  passes  with  you  pleasantly.  Tell  Mafy  H.  that  I  should 
like  to  write  to  her,  but  I  can  not  at  present.     I  shall  probably  write  to 
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her  soon  if  I  can.  Have  you  heard  from  Bradford  lately  ?  Last  night 
I  dreamed  about  you,  but  I  can  not  tell  you  what  I  dreamed.  How  is 
my  Grandpa  ?  Is  he  any  better  than  he  was  when  I  was  at  home  ? 
Give  my  respects  to  him.  The  weather  is  more  pleasant  here  than  it 
was  at  H.  When  I  came  back  Mr.  T.  Mr.  A.  and  Mrs.  W.  asked  me  if 
you  were  well.  I  told  them  that  you  were  sick  last  Monday  but  you 
were  much  better  when  I  left  home.  One  of  my  classmates  named 
Paulina  went  to  visit  her  friends  in  Winchester  last  week  and  she  went 
to  New  Hartford  where  Chloe  Lankton  lives  and  made  a  call  on  her 
and  Chloe  talked  with  her  by  writing.  Chloe  was  in  bed  and  said  she 
could  not  walk,  or  sit,  or  step,  or  move  freely,  but  she  looked  pleasant 
and  happy.  She  has  been  sick  twenty-eight  years.  Her  room  looked 
pretty  and  there  were  many  things  in  it  given  to  her  by  her  friends. 
Miss  M.  said  Chloe  looked  like  the  face  in  my  book  which  you  gave  me. 
I  have  written  enough  about  her,  so  I  will  not  write  about  her  any  more. 
Last  Saturday  I  went  into  a  green-house  where  there  were  many  flowers 
and  some  of  them  I  never  saw  before.  There  were  some  roses  and  they 
were  very  beautiful.

MASON  AND   SLIDELX,.

Mason  and  Slidell 
did  not  expect  that  any  officer  would  arrest  them ;  but  Capt.  Wilkes  of 
the  United  States  frigate  San  Jacinto  arrested  them  and  conveyed  them 
to  New  York.

VERMONT. 

I  am  about  to  write  on  the  subject  of  my  native  State  Vermont.  It  is 
an  inland  state.  It  has  a  beautiful  lake  by  the  name  of  Champlain  on 
which  the  city  of  Burlington  is  situated.  If  you  should  go  to  this  city  on 
a  visit,  I  think  you  would  be  satisfied  with  it,  because  it  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  towns  in  "New  England.  If  you  cross  from  eastern  to 
western  Vermont  you  will  find  a  great  many  mountains.  These  are 
called  the  Green  Mountains.  They  extend  through  Vermont  from 
north  to  south.  Most  of  the  people  are  farmers.  They  produce  a  large 
quantity  of  crops  of  corn,  wheat,  oats,  &c.  They  also  have  an  abundant 
and  not  a  scanty  supply  of  cattle,  horses  and  sheep.  The  horses  of  Ver- 
mont are  well  known  through  the  United  States  to  be  very  fine  and 
handsome  ones.  Many  of  the  horses  in  New  York,  Boston,  Providence, 
Hartford  and  other  cities,  came  from  Vermont.  Three  elegant  and  fine 
Morgan  horses  have  gone  from  Vermont  to  Louis  Napoleon  the  emperor 
of  France  as  a  present.  I  am  proud  of  thinking  the  horses  of  Vermont 
are  the  fines*  and  handsomest  ones  in  the  United  States.  Great  num- 
bers of  the  horses  of  Vermont  go  to  Washington  for  cavalry  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fighting  against  the  Bebels. 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  Third  regiment  of  Vermont  forded  a  little  river 
and  opposed  great  numbers  of  the  rebels  at  Yorktown  and  fought  with 
them  bravely.  They  undertook  to  take  possession  of  a  battery,  but  it 
was  too  strong  for  them,  so  that  they  were  obliged  to  retire.  We  never 
imagined  how  small  a  number  of  soldiers  would  attack  a  large  number  of 
the  Rebels  with  vigor.  We  were  astonished  that  eight  bullets  were  sent 
by  the  Rebels  through  Capt.  Bennett's  clothes  which  did  not  hurt  his 
skin.     One  bullet  passed  through  his  collar,  another  bullet  through  his 
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pants,  two  through  both  of  his  sleeves,  some  through  the  back  of  his  coat, 
but  he  escaped  uninjured  like  Washington.  I  am  proud  of  Vermont ; 
but  if  Yorktown  surrender  to  General  McClellan  I  think  that  it  will  put 
an  end  to  the  Rebellion  as  did  the  surrender  of  the  British  put  an  end  to 
the  Revolutionary  War.  A  long  time  ago  there  was  a  battle  fought 
between  the  American  ships  and  the  British  ships  on  Lake  Champlain 
near  Burlington.  At  length  ours  beat  them  and  took  possession  of 
nearly  all  of  them.  Another  distinguished  battle  was  fought  at  Ben- 
nington. Green  Mountain  Boys  and  New  Hampshire  troops  under 
General  Stark  fought  with  the  British  troops.  The  latter  wore  fine  red 
coats  and  white  pants.  The  British  officers  were  mounted  on  fine  horses. 
Our  troops  were  very  different  from  them.  Ours  were  not  as  regular 
and  well  disciplined  as  the  British  troops.  They  were  dressed  in  com- 
mon clothes.  The  British  soldiers  were  so  very  finely  clothed  that  they 
despised  them.  Ours  were  called  Yankees.  The  British  laughed  at 
their  homespun  clothes.  But  when  this  battle  commenced,  they  fought 
with  them  with  gallant  exploits.  The  laughing  British  soldiers  were 
vanquished,  great  numbers  of  them  were  killed  and  the  rest  of  them 
turned  and  fled.  General  Stark  died.  A  monument  commemorates 
General  Stark  in  Manchester,  N.  H.  I  pause,  having  finished  this  com- 
position.

THOUGHTS   OF   FRUIT. 

Fruit  is  a  vegetable  production  including  apples,  peaches,  pears, 
oranges,  etc.  Fruit  is  produced  in  almost  all  parts  of  the  world  and  is 
very  agreeable  to  man.  Some  kinds  of  fruit  are  very  good  for  sick  peo- 
ple for  they  are  nourishing  and  often  make  them  feel  better  after  being 
in  great  pain.  They  are  of  very  different  sizes  and  colors.  They  also 
differ  in  their  taste  and  shape.  Fruit  has  a  great  variety  of  taste,  con- 
sequently a  great  many  apples  have  a  peculiar  taste  so  tha't  you  always 
perceive  the  difference  between  them  when  you  eat.  Some  apples  taste 
quite  sour  but  some  are  mild,  however  many  are  sweet  and  pleasant  to 
the  taste.  The  colors  of  some  varieties  of  the  pear  and  apple  are  very 
beautiful,  which  please  us  by  their  looks.  Strawberries  have  a  very  pretty 
red  color,  with  their  seeds  on  the  outside.  They  become  very  juicy. 
When  you  eat  them,  you  will  no  doubt  be  pleased  that  they  melt  in  your 
mouth.  The  orange  has  a  very  rich  color  and  gratifies  our  taste  very 
much.  The  plum,  peach  and  cherry  are  fine,  pulpy  fruit,  as  in  them  the 
germ  becomes  colored  and  very  juicy.  The  pear  varies  in  shape  and 
taste.     When  the  blossom  of  the  pear  fades  away,  it  grows  very  much 
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and  -when  it  is  ripe  it  is  large  and  of  a  yellow  color.  The  peach  is  flesh- 
colored  and  it  has  a  delightful  taste  and  provokes  a  good  appetite.  Some 
Tines  climb  a  long  pole  by  winding  around  it  in  order  to  support  them- 
selves as  grapes,  beans,  &c.  or  trail  on  the  ground  as  pumpkins,  melons, 
and  cucumbers.  The  branches  of  a  grape  vine  are  suspended  from  the 
large  long  stem  which  look  graceful,  climbing  over  an  arbor  and  the 
leaves  are  very  green,  and  broad.  Wine  is  made  of  grapes,  and  apples 
may  be  ground  to  cider,  which  furnish  wholesome  drink.  In  the  Torrid 
Zone  fruits  are  of  wonderful  size  and  they  are  particularly  favored  in 
the  growth  of  the  products  of  the  soil  which  are  variegated  with  rich  and 
elegant  colors.  The  cocoanut  is  a  hard  shell  which  contains  a  white 
kernel  and  milk,  and  which  affords  good  food.  The  banana  resembles 
the  cucumber  in  form  and  size  which  is  very  soft  and  has  a  rich  taste. 
The  leaves  are  of  great  size.  The  plantain  grows  to  the  height  of  twenty 
feet,  whose  leaves  are  about  six  feet  long  and  two  broad.  In  California 
some  trees  bear  very  large  fruit  on  account  of  the  warmer  climate.  In 
autumn  fruit  nourishes  us  much  and  serves  man  and  the  land  animals, 
and  the  trees  afford  fuel,  shelter  and  shade.  During  the  winter  buds 
are  upon  the  trees  in  which  flowers  are  folded  up.  At  the  return  of 
Spring  the  buds  always  expand,  and  blossoms  cover  the  trees.  They 
delight  us  by  their  beauty.  So  it  is  that  the  plant  comes  up,  produces 
its  blossoms  and  fruit,  and  its  fruit  ripens  and  falls.  The  kindness  of  our 
heavenly  Father  nourishes  and  supports  us  in  order  to  sustain  our  lives. 
How  wonderful  the  Creator  is  !  I  could  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  in 
telling  of  the  fruits,  but  I  must  stop  writing.  M.  J.  H.

SPRINGS,   LAKES    AND   RIVERS. 

Springs  are  formed  by  rain  sinking  into  the  ground  until  its  further 
progress  is  detained  by  the  parts  of  the  soil  which  consist  of  clay  or  rock. 
The  pressure,  continuing,  causes  the  water  to  flow  out  through  the  open- 
ings of  the  ground.  The  water  of  Springs  is  mostly  fresh.  However  in 
some  parts,  it  is  salt,  as  there  are  salt  springs  some-where  which  can  be 
manufactured  into  salt.  There  are  also  Mineral  Springs  which  are  val- 
uable for  medicinal  purposes,  and  are  drank  for  the  benefit  of  health. 
Such  Springs  are  situated  in  New  York,  and  in  Virginia,  and  other 
places. 

Lakes  are  bodies  of  water  which  are  almost  surrounded  with  land,  and 
they  are  numerous  in  high  latitudes.  A  few  of  them  have  no  outlets,  and 
others  empty  themselves  by  outlets,  but  they  receive  running  waters. 
Many  of  these,  are  the  sources  of  Jarge  rivers.     Lake  Superior  is  the 
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largest  of  all  the  lakes  in  the  United  States.  Lakes  both  receive  and  dis- 
charge water,  and  many  of  them  are  formed  by  water  flowing  into  them 
from  the  surrounding  peaks.  It  is  supposed  that  some  of  the  lakes  are 
formed  by  the  sinking  of  the  ground  during  earthquakes. 

Rivers  are  large  streams  of  water  flowing  towards  the  ocean,  the  lakes, 
or  another  river.  The  river  is  a  basin  of  the  valley  which  embraces  only 
the  channel  of  water  but  the  land  is  emptied  by  all  the  rivers  that  flow 
through  it.  There  are  rivers  which  flow  into  lakes  having  no  outlets,  or 
which  are  lost  in  the  sand.  The  Mississippi  River  running  from  the  Itaca 
Lake  in  Minnesota,  is  the  longest  in  the  world,  but  the  Amazon  river,  in 
the  northern  part  of  Brazil  in  South  America,  is  the  largest  in  breadth, 
discharging  great  quantities  of  water  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

In  the  territories  west  of  the  United  States  there  is  a  scanty  supply  of 
water,  so  many  people  do  not  go  there  to  live  permanently.  There  are 
few  lakes  in  these  territories  and  few  rivers  there.  Rivers,  lakes,  and 
springs  are  very  useful  so  we  ought  to  be  thankful  to  a  kind  Providence 
for  forming  springs,  lakes,  and  rivers. 

There  are  some  Great  Falls.  The  Fall  of  Niagara  is  one  of  the  most 
wonderful  works  of  God  and  it  strikes  us  with  admiration.  The  water 
falls  down  the  rock,  not  touching  it,  the  people  can  walk  in1  behind  the 
water  running  beyond  the  rock  and  then  they  can  see  something  which 
looks  really  like  a  rainbow.

Botany  is  a  description  of  flowers,  and  plants ;  and  pleases  all  people 
in  the  world,  especially  those  of  the  female  sex  because  ladies  seem  to  be 
more  fond  of  flowers  than  gentlemen,  and  they  are  very  fond  of  taking 
care  of  them  during  the  summer  months.  As  we  learn  Botany,  it  makes 
our  fondness  for  them  increase  more  and  more,  and  it  makes  us  more  fond 
"of  them  than  we  otherwise  would  be,  had  we  never  studied  Botany,  which 
introduces  our  minds  to  a  variety  of  new  and  delightful  ideas.  Grammar 
affords  no  pleasant  objects  to  delight  the  eye,  but  Botany  interests  us 
much,  because  here  the  objects  about  which  we  are  to  learn,  will  be 
placed  before  us  to  see,  to  touch,  and  to  smell.  Thus  three  of  our  senses 
will  be  called  upon  to  aid  the  memory  and  understanding.  We  are  often 
led  to  think  about  a  wise  Providence  after  examining  the  delicate  flow- 
ers. A  rich  succession  of  various,  and  lovely  blossoms  is  made  for  our 
admiration,  and 'enjoyment.  They  are  of  all  colors  with  the  exception  of 
black.  All  these  colors  mingled  with  the  fresh  green  leaves,  make  a  feast 
for  our  eyes ;  we  are  sure  we  can  hardly  enjoy  our  walks,  if  we  do  not 
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see  them.  The  earliest  flowers  that  we  see  in  the  spring,  are  the  most 
precious  to  us.  They  are  little  pale  blue  flowers,  usually  called  "Inno- 
cence "  of  which  they  are  no  unapt  emblem.  Others  term  them  "  Forget 
me  not."  They  rise  but  a  few  inches  from  the  ground.  They  grow  in 
great  luxuriance  upon  sloping  banks,  often  appearing  in  large  patches 
which  form  a  soft  and  fragrant  bed.  Children  who  are  weary  of  play> 
are  often  tempted  to  repose  upon  the  flowery  turf.  It  is  from  our  love 
to  flowers  that  a  boquet  is  always  a  pretty  present  to  a  friend.  How 
grateful  are  flowers  in  the  chamber  of  sickness  !  Flowers  are  made  out  of 
the  juice  or  sap  as  we  call  it.  They  are  of  various  sizes,  shapes,  and 
colors.  Although  some  of  them  are  very  beautiful,  they  are  deadly 
poisonous  and  injurious  to  every  body  who  touches  them.  All  plants 
have  seeds  of  which  while  some  have  many,  others  have  very  few  ;  while 
some  are  annual  plants,  others  are  perennial.  If  a  plant  which  is  peren- 
nial in  South  America,  is  brought  here,  it  will  become  an  annual  plant. 
Many  different  animals  get  their  food  from  flowers.  These  animals  are 
very  small,  and  need  but  little  food.  Flowers  are  often  mentioned  in  the 
bible.  Man  is  said  to  be  like  a  flower  because  as  he  dies  and  is  buried  in 
the  earth  so  the  flower  fades,  and  withers  and  falls  to  the  ground.  The 
rose  is  distinguished  for  its  beautiful  color  and  for  its  delicateness,  and 
sweet  odor.  The  Iris  is  named  from  the  rainbow  on  account  of  the  vari- 
ety of  colors  which  the  flower  reflects.  It  was  formerly  celebrated  as 
the  national  emblem  of  France  as  the  rose  was  of  England.

THREE  DAYS  AMONG  THE  MOUNTAINS. 

Never  was  freedom  from  the  irksome  cares  of  school  life  more  anxiously 
looked  forward  to,  by  a  parcel  of  wild  young  members  of  the  rising  gen- 
eration, than  was  the  May  Recess  by  some  of  my  schoolfellows  and  my- 
self. We  anticipated  relaxation  from  tough  sums  and  dry  philosophy, 
but  we  had  another — a  better  reason.  Ever  since  the  summer  vacation, 
we  had  been  planning  a  jaunt  into  Nature's  solitudes — a  rustication  among 
the  Blue  Hills.

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strapped  on  his  shoulders.  For  the  first  mile  or  so,  it  was  quite  dark,  but 
we  pursued  our  way  as  well  as  we  could,  occasionally  floundering  into 
mud-holes,  and  then,  of  course,  picking  ourselves  out  again.  Soon  the 
streaks  began  to  brighten,  and  we  marched  merrily  along,  enlivening  the 
way  with  jokes,  and  mirthful  salutations  to  the  sober  rustics  whom  we 

met  on  the  route.     About  half  way  up,  H -.  and  I  (trusting  to  the 

superiority  (?)  of  our  legs  to  overtake  our  companions,)  halted  on  the 
summit  of  an  eminence,  to  view  Old  Sol  raise  himself  from  the  fleecy  bed 
of  clouds,  which  fringed  the  horizon.  Having  executed  our  desire,  we 
started  after  the  boys,  who  were  now  about  half  a  mile  ahead  of  us,  and 
by  smart  walking,  we  overtook  them  in  a  brief  space.  We  completed 
the  ten  miles,  just  as  the  lazy  fellows  whom  we  had  left  behind,  were  get- 
ting out  of  bed,  and  forthwith  proceeded  to  find  a  camping  place.  We 
selected  a  spot  near  the  lower  end  of  the  lake,  in  a  location  convenient  to 
the  water,  and  favorable  for  resisting  expected  attacks  from  rival  parties 
of  envious  urchins.  We  pitched  our  tent,  built  a  fire,  removed  the  jut- 
ting stones  from  the  surface,  and  spread  it  with  green  hemlock  boughs. 
Several  of  us  then  went  up  to  "  the  tower"  a  wooden  octagon,  about  sixty 
feet  high,  on  one  of  the  tallest  peaks  of  the  Blue  Hills.  While  we  were 
contemplating  the  pleasant  valley  on  this  side,  and  the  pleasanter  one  on 
the  other,  a  damper  came  over  our  spirits — the  rain,  which  we  had  been 
hoping  would  not  mar  the  pleasure  of  our  stay,  began  to  fall,  slowly  at 
first,  but  faster  and  faster  till  it  came  down  in  great  blinding  drops.  As 
soon  as  there  was  a  lull  in  the  storm,  we  went  to  the  gate,  to  await  the 
arrival  of  our  provisions.  No  sooner  had  we  placed  ourselves  in  a  com- 
fortable position,  to  watch  the  long  line  of  the  road,  than  down  came  the 
pelting  rain,  and  we  were  obliged  to  bestow  our  precious  bodies  under  a 
horse-trough ;  it  was  not  more  than  eight  inches  wide,  and  as  our  forms 
were  considerably  wider,  they  received  the  benefit  of  the  copious  streams 
which  fell  from  the  sides  of  the  trough.  The  provender  at  length  came 
along,  and  as  soon  as  we  could  transport  it  through  the  mud  and  rain  to 
the  camp,  we  dug  into  and  made  a  gap  in  it,  in  short  order.  Well,  it 
rained  at  intervals  all  that  day,  and  when  the  shades  of  night  began  to 
gather  round,  we  wrapped  our  blankets  about  us,  and  without  a  fire,  cold, 
wet  and  weary,  (not  hungry,  for  our  Alma  Mater  never  does  things  by 
halves,  and  the  viands  with  which  she  provided  us,  were  both  excellent 
and  plentiful)  we  laid  ourselves  down  to  sleep.  We  all  slept  soundly,  in 
spite  of  the  discomfort,  except  one  of  our  number,  who  was  much  quizzed 
among  us,  for  his  old-maidish  proclivities.  He  was  so  disgusted  with 
camping  out,  that  he  raised  the  white  flag,  and  vamosed  the  ranche,  with- 
out so  much  as  saying  good  bye  to  us.  It  would'nt  do  to  spend  such 
another  night  so  we  procured  a  lot  of  flat  stones  (in  which  the  "  sile  "  of 
Connecticut  abounds,  and  which  we  rooted  from  the  places  where  they 
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had  lain,  and  galled  us  all  the  preceding  night)  and  made  a  sort  of  stove, 
which,  for  the  remainder  of  our  stay,  kept  us  warm,  cooked  our-food,  and 
smoked  so  abominably  that  we  more  resembled  Patagonians  than  Ameri- 
cans, while  in  the  tent.     Then  H .  and  I  started  for  the  valley  of 

Avon  and  the  Farmington  river,  to  see  what  we  could  discover  there  and 
to  try  our  luck  with  the  finny  tribe.  We  reached  the  river  and  found 
plenty  of  fleas,  gnats,  mud-turtles,  etc.  The  fishing  was  miserable,  and 
after  many  fruitless  attempts  to  catch  something  decent,  we  gave  it  up  in 
despair,  and  started  for  camp  again.  We  lost  our  way,  and  had  to  scram- 
ble up  a  precipitous  bluff;  while  doing  this,  we  realized  most  forcibly 
Scott's  lines : — 

"  Twas  oft  so  steep  the  feet  were  fain 

Assistance  from  the  hands  to  gain." 
When  we  reached  camp,  the  sky  was  again  overcast,  and  shortly  after, ' 
Aquarius  and  Boreas  kicked  up  a  tremendous  row  over  head.  At  eve- 
ning, a  number  of  us,  including  myself,  went  up  to  the  tower,  and  carved 
our  yclepts  on  it,  with  the  important  announcement  that  "  we  had  camped 
out  three  days  there."  When  we  went  to  sleep,  the  sky  was  black  with 
flying  clouds,  and  a  high  wind  was  up  ;  we  wenf  with  the  pleasing  pros- 
pect of  being  hustled  out  of  our  blankets  and  dreams,  by  the  tent  cap- 
sizing, and  the  rain  beating  on  our  faces.  But  no  such  much  to  be 
dreaded  event  occurred.  When  I  was  awakened  for  my  watch,  which, 
for  the  fun  of  the  thing,  I  had  chosen  at  "Midnight's  lonely  hour,"  the 
stars  were  all  out,  and  the  moon  was  sailing  in  a  cloudless  sky.  I  lighted 
the  solitary  tallow-candle  with  which  we  had  provided  ourselves,  and 
amused  myself  reading  "  Magnolia  Leaves,"  until  the  candle  was  burnt 
out,  and  there  was  no  light  but  that  of  the  fire.  After  a  while,  the  water 
in  the  pot,  which  we  kept  on  the  fire  all  night,  boiled  down,  and  I  took 
an  iron  kettle  and  set  out  to  bring  a  new  supply,  from  a  small  mountain 
stream  which  ran  brawling  over  the  stones,  a  few  rods  from  the  camp. 
Near  the  door  there  was  light  enough,  but  beyond  all  was  black  as  mid- 
night, (it  was  midnight)  made  doubly  dark  to  me  because  I  came  from 
the  light  into  the  shade.  I  stumbled  along,  however,  and  filled  my  vessel 
with  the  cool  liquid,  but  just  as  I  turned  round,  my  foot  came  down  on  a 
moss  covered  rock — alas  for  the  kettle,  water  and  my  poor  cranium.  I 
fell  heavily  backward,  my  head  came  into  violent  juxtaposition  with  the 
trunk  of  a  tree,  the  kettle  was  hurled  away  into  the  darkness,  and  my 
ideas  were  sent  to  make  discoveries  at  the  ends  of  the  four  cardinal  points. 
They  soon  came  back  from  their  ill-advised  journey,  and  I,  by  dint  of 
feeling  with  hands  and  feet,  found  the  kettle,  and  got  back  to  the  tent, 
with  my  head  aching  as  if  a  dozen  iron  kettles  were  running  a  steeple 
chase  inside  of  it.  I  was  effectually  cured  of  the  romantic  fancies  with 
which  the  starlight,  the  picturesque  tent,  and  the  recumbent  forms  had 
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inspired  me,  and  as  soon  as  my  watch  was  ended,  I  lay  down  in  my 
blanket,  feeling  anything  but  comfortable  about  my  head,  around  which 
an  hundred  trees  seemed  dancing  an  interminable  hornpipe.  Next 
morning  the  sky  was  clouded  over,  and  we  were  in  the  momentary  ex- 
pectation of  receiving  another  invoice  of  cold  rain.  An  hour  or  two 
later,  the  clouds — 

"  Turned  a  silver  lining  to  the  light," 

and  the  remainder  of  the  day  proved  pleasant  enough.  We  cooked  our 
breakfast — our  culinary  operations  had  been  splendidly  performed,  since 
we  finished  our  stove,  and  we  enjoyed  a  kingly  repast  of  fried  ham,  eggs 
and  potatoes,  finishing  off  with  pie,  mush  and  buckwheat  cakes.  At  noon 
the  wagon  came  to  tote  our  things  back,  and  after  the  young  gentleman 
who  came  for  us  had  been  "  taken  in  and  done  for,"  we  struck  our  tent, 
packed  our  paraphernalia  in  the  vehicle,  and  bid  adieu  to  our  camping 
ground — satisfied  that  camping  out  was  a  big  thing,  rainy  weather,  smoky 
chimneys,  hard  beds,  falls  and  bruises  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

WORKS   OF   NATURE.

His  wisdom  is  every- 
where displayed.  He  made  the  sun  to  shine  and  give  light  and  heat  to 
all  his  creatures,  and  it  was  by  his  hand  that  the  water  of  the  ocean  was 
made  to  rise  in  vapor  by  the  heat  of  the  sun  and  fall  again  in  the  form  of 
rain  to  water  the  earth  and  render  it  fertile  for  the  production  of  our  food. 

It  has  been  observed  that  the  ocean  from  time  immemorial  has  been 
engaged  in  a  constant  struggle  to  degrade  the  surface  of  the  earth  to  its 
own  level,  not  only  by  the  direct  action  of  its  tides  and  currents  upon  the 
coasts,  but  by  sending  up  clouds  of  vapor  which  give  rise  to  innumerable 
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springs  and  rivers,  which  to  a  greater  or  less  degree  help  to  wash  down 
the  dry  land  and  deposit  it  in  the  bed  of  the  ocean.  Were  it  not  for  the 
antagonizing  influence  of  fire  which  exists  in  the  bowels  of  our  globe,  the 
earth  would  soon  be  reduced  to  a  level  with  the  sea,  and  become  unin- 
habitable for  man.  But  the  all-seeing  Providence  has  prevented  this  by 
the  agency  of  the  aforesaid  fire  which  working  from  the  centre  outwards, 
either  by  extensive  convulsions  or  by  slow  upheavals,  has  repaired  the 
earth  as  fast  as  it  is  washed  away  by  the  never  tiring  ocean,  and  com- 
pelled that  element  to  give  back  to  light  continents  and  islands  which  for 
ages  have  been  buried  in  its  depths.  By  this  mutual  action  and  counter- 
action extensive  irregularities  have  been  produced — that  diversity  of 
mountain  and  valley,  hill  and  plain — on  which  in  a  great  measure  de- 
pends the  fitness  of  the  earth  to  sustain  organic  life. 

If  the  surface  of  the  earth  were  smooth,  the  water  which  rises  from  the 
ocean  in  vapor  and  descends  as  rain,  would  find  no  channel  to  convey  it 
back  to  the  sea,  and  the  land  would  soon  become  a  stagnant  marsh,  from 
which  numerous  diseases  would  issue  and  make  it  unfit  for  the  residence 
of  man  and  the  greater  part  of  animals.  But  supposing  that  man  could 
live  without  the  irregularity  of  surface  which  now  exists  on  the  earth,  he 
would  be  without  many  of  the  comforts  and  conveniences  with  which  he 
is  now  surrounded.  If  there  had  never  been  any  upheavals,  how  would 
the  extensive  gold,  silver  and  coal  fields,  of  which  the  earth  is  full,  have 
been  discovered  and  brought  to  light  ?  They  might  have  lain  buried  for 
ages,  or  indeed  while  the  earth  lasts,  in  the  crust  of  the  globe,  without 
men  ever  knowing  that  such  things  were  in  existence. 

When  we  consider  all  the  works  of  Nature,  can  we  say  these  are  the 
result  not  of  wisdom  and  foresight,  but  came  about  by  mere  chance  ?  I 
think  not.

OUT  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  BONDAGE. 

At  the  present  time  a  theme  of  more  surpassing  interest,  more  calcu- 
lated to  excite  the  sympathies  of  the  philanthropist,  the  speculations  of 
the  statesman  or  the  candour  of  the  historian,  than  this,  can  scarcely  be 
preferred.  The  sword  is  sometimes  an  instrument  of  civilization  in- 
ferior only  in  power  to  the  pen.  Of  the  truth  of  this  the  existing  war 
affords  a  most  striking  illustration :  while  our  beloved  country,  agitated 
by  the  throes  of  civil  war,  is  split  up  by  contention,  deluged  with  the 
blood,  and  raging  with  the  passions  of  fratricidal  strife,  the  onward  march 
of  civilization  has  made  a  gigantic  stride  in  the  development  of  ideas 
which  have  occupied  the  more  than  eighty  years  of  our  national  being  in 
their  growth.  Thus  it  has  come  to  pass  that  the  very  institution,  for 
the  perpetuation  of  which  all  .allegiance  to  the  government  has  been 
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thrown  off  and  aggressive  war  made  upon  us,  has  proclaimed  its  own 
death-knell  at  least  half  a  century  prior  to  the  expectation  of  the  most 
sanguine.  "With  those  who  formerly  tolerated  it  in  submission  to  the 
laws  of  the  land,  now  that  all  forbearance  is  forfeited  by  unprovoked 
assaults  upon  the  government  which  even  shielded  the  iniquity  and  by  the 
blood  of  its  brave  defenders  shed  in  vindication  of  the  freedom  for  which 
their  forefathers  so  long  battled,  patience  ceases  to  be  a  virtue,  com- 
promise is  a  chimera.  Such  being  the  state  of  the  case,  will  our  national 
legislators  hesitate  to  create  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  human  progress, 
and  by  so  doing  contribute  to  the  abolishment  of  the  greatest  social  evil 
which  has  existed  since  the  world  began  ?  Looking  back  upon  such  a 
glorious  precedent,  established  by  an  enlightened  republic,  posterity 
would  consider  the  question  of  right  and  wrong  forever  composed :  na- 
tions yet  to  be,  from  their  birth  would  esteem  it  a  fundamental  evil  to 
be  guarded  against  by  wise  provisions  in  the  constitution  of  their  gov- 
ernments. Avoiding  useless  discussion  of  probabilities  and  improba- 
bilities regarding  the  passage  of  different  bills  now  pending  in  Congress 
we  will  attentively  observe  the  action  already  taken  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  people  in  relation  to  the  destiny  of  the  four  millions  of  hu- 
manity which  are  the  primordial  though  innocent  cause  of  dissension. 

The  late  Message  of  the  President  to  Congress  recommending  the  con- 
sideration of  some  scheme  of  emancipation,  has  already  produced  fruit. 
That  body  has  set  a  worthy  example  by  the  manumission  of  all  slaves 
■within  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  only  locality  over  which  its  jurisdic- 
tion extends  in  the  matter,  and  has  in  this  prompt  action  given  all  the 
initiation  which  the  states  can  in  justice  demand.  That  the  President  will 
not  favor  any  project  of  general  emancipation,  unless  inclusive  of  some 
fully  matured  plan  of  colonization,  is  well  understood  and  doubtless  there 
are  many  arguments  sustaining  such  a  course.  There  is  a  prejudice 
existing  in  the  public  mind  adverse  to  an  irruption  of  immense  numbers 
of  freed  blacks  into  the  Northern  states,  producing  a  dearth  of  employ- 
ment. That  this  is  only  a  prejudice,  is  easily  demonstrated,  for  a  rapid 
influx  into  any  stated  community  of  a  large  quantity  of  free  labor  requir- 
ing to  be  clothed  and  fed  and  having  other  wants  in  common  with  the 
rest  of  mankind  would  not  only  create  an  overpluss  of  producing  power, 
but  also  necessitate  a  corresponding  augmentation  of  resources.  But  then 
how  absurd  to  imagine  that  the  negroes  would  forsake  a  region  to  which 
they  have  long  been  acclimated  for  the  severity  of  Northern  frosts  and 
snows,  leaving  a  vacuum  unsupplied  from  any  other  source,  and  afford- 
ing better  wages.  But  there  is  an  argument  opposed  to  this  apparently 
unanswerable  in  all  its  bearings,  and  prolific  in  precedents.  We  are 
aware  of  the  centuries  that  elapsed  after  the  Norman  Conquests  before  the 
subjected  Saxons  had  become  so  promiscuously  blended  with   their  con- 
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querors  as  to  have  removed  the  stigma  of  a  foreign  yoke.  At  what  distant 
period  of  time,  could  we  hope  that  a  race  of  four  millions,  let  loose  on  a  nomi- 
nally equal  footing,  would  become  amalgamated  with  thirty  millions  of  anti- 
podally  physical  and  mental  characteristics.  The  reproach  of  color  could 
never  be  banished  until  a  controlling  element  had  gained  a  place  in  our 
national  character  by  a  total  intermixture  of  the  two  species.  One  of  the 
distinctive  qualities  of  the  negro  is  Inhabitativeness ;  therefore  it  is 
obvious,  as  well  in  charity  as  in  policy,  that  the  welfare  of  the  liberated 
slaves  will  best  be  consulted  by  acquiring  territory  in  some  country 
adapted  in  climate  and  other  essentials  to  their  wants.  In  the  location 
of  such  a  colony  there  are  many  desiderata.  Two  points  of  interest,  now 
engrossing  the  attention  of  the  republic,  combine  many  advantages  both 
of  situation  and  means  of  support  to  a  large  population.  The  Island  of 
Hayti  has  long  been  inhabited  by  a  nation  of  blacks,  who  under 
Toussaint  L'Ouverture  secured  their  well  earned  independence  by  a 
series  of  hardly  contested  struggles.  That  its  advantages  of  soil  and  cli- 
mate are  great,  is  undeniable.  But  on  the  other  hand  the  Western  coast 
of  Africa  offers  even  more  than  all  these.  That  division  of  the  globe  is 
the  consonant  abode  of  the  race ;  and  on  its  shores  around  a  feeble 
nucleus,  has  been  built  up  a  republic,  the  sympathies  of  whose  people  are 
identified  with  those  of  this  country  now  in  the  house  of  bondage.  In 
this  region  the  cotton  plant  flourishes  indigenous  and  perennial,  and  in  its 
cultivation  the  energies  of  a  nation  of  free  blacks  will  best  be  developed. 
A  plan  of  co-operation  with  the  Liberian  government,  for  the  purchase  of 
additional  and  contiguous  area  of  territory,  would  plant  the  germ  of  a 
republic  which  at  no  distant  day  would  spread  inland  and  southward, 
creating  a  channel  for  the  vast  resources  of  the  continent  and  finally  tap- 
ping the  fountains  of  the  Niger,  open  its  fertile  valley  to  the  ploughshare 
and  the  sickle.  In  point  of  benevolence  such  an  aspect  can  have  no 
comparison  ;  every  colonist  imported  from  this  country  would  be  an  in- 
dividual citizen  of  a  republic  of  Christian  missionaries  involuntarily 
preaching  the  Gospel  to  a  land  which  has  been  involved  in  the  mental 
obscurity  of  ages.  The  incalculable  amount  of  good  resulting  from  such 
a  desirable  consummation  can  scarcely  be  estimated.  Let  our  trust 
therefore  be  in  the  All  Wise  Disposer  of  events  and  purposes  hoping  and 
praying  that  He  in  His  Omnipotence  may  so  ordain,  that  this  war  will 
prove  ultimately  a  blessing,  and  not  a  curse  to  the  prosperity  of  our 
common  Country.  B. 


THE   GREAT   REBELLION. 

It  is  now  more  than  two  years  since  the  flag  of  rebellion  was  unfurled 
at  the  south — unfurled  in  open  rebellion  to  the  most  liberal,  and  en- 
lightened government  on  the  face  of  the  earth — unfurled  as  the  emblem 
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of  a  new  Confederation  built  upon  the  ruins  of  the  most  powerful  Repub- 
lic the  sun  ever  shone  upon — everlasting  human  slavery  built  up  on  the 
ruins  of  liberty  and  equal  rights.  When  the  starry  flag,  which  had 
secured  liberty  and  power  to  the  Southern  people  for  near  a  century 
was  hauled  down,  and  the  vile  standard  of  rebellion  was  raised  in  its 
place,  the  Southern  states  had  reached  the  height  of  their  power.  Their 
sons  monopolized  the  high  and  lucrative  offices  in  the  land.  Their  citi- 
zens were  every  where  respected  and  honored  for  their  refinement  and 
politeness  of  manners.  They  controlled  the  elections,  regulated  the  cus- 
toms, and  in  fact,  possessed  the  highest  power,  military  and  political, 
which  is  attainable  in  a  republic.  But  there  was  an  end.  Slavery 
which  had  been  the  main  cause  of  their  power  was  also  destined  to  be 
the  cause  of  their  ruin.  To  extend  slavery  was  the  great  object  of  the 
South,  and  to  this  one  purpose  all  the  energies  of  the  Southern  men  in 
office  was  directed. 

The  people  of  the  North  saw  the  rapid  extension  of  the  great  evil,  but 
humiliated  and  defeated  by  the  proud  and  arrogant  South  they  were 
powerless  to  resist.  To  secure  peace  to  themselves  and  safety  to  their 
homes  the  North  bowed  in  submission  to  the  will  of  the  South  till  they 
could  meet  at  the  ballot  box,  and  there  determine  the  question  of  free- 
dom or  slavery  in  America  forever  by  one  overwhelming  vote  of  united 
freemen.  The  Southern  men  in  office  who  had  all  along  been  enriching 
the  South  at  the  expense  of  the  North  now  saw  with  dread  and  jealousy 
the  rapidly  increasing  power  of  the  free  states.  Their  children  were 
growing  up  in  intelligence,  and  their  commerce  and  manfactures  were 
unequaled.  From  this  moment  the  Southern  traitors  were  resolved  upon 
the  destruction  of  the  Federal  Union,  and  the  erection  of  a  great  slave 
power  on  its  ruins.  They  resolved  upon  an  open  rebellion  to  the  Fed- 
eral Government,  and  to  establish  their  independence  by  force.  To  this 
end  they  began  to  plunder  the  northern  arsenals  of  arms  and  remove 
them  to  the  South ;  lulling  suspicion  by  the  plea  that  necessity  demanded 
it.  All  through  the  South  the  war  spirit  was  encouraged  and  nourished 
by  the  forming  of  military  companies,  while  at  the  North  the  people  were 
wholly  given  to  peaceful  pursuits,  never  dreaming  of  the  peril  they  were 
fast  approaching  which  threatened  the  liberties  of  not  only  one  country 
but  of  the  whole  world. 

The  long  talked  of  "  Political  Campaign  of  1860  "  at  last  began,  and 
with  it  began  one  of  the  most  exciting  struggles  between  the  North  and 
South  this  country  had  ever  seen.  But  the  North  was  equal  to  the  task- 
In  a  fair  vote  for  Chief  Magistrate  the  North  triumphed,  and  the  cham- 
pion of  republican  equality  swept  every  thing  before  him.  The  victory 
was  complete.  The  rebel  leaders  had  calculated  on  a  defeat,  and  were 
prepared  for  it.     The  election  of  Abraham  Lincoln  was  the  signal  for  open 
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revolt,  and  one  by  one  the  Southern  states  raised  the  flag  of  rebellion  and 
flew  to  arms.  Quickly  a  mighty  host  of  armed  men  were  in  the  ranks 
marching  in  solid  columns  to  camp  and  battle  field. 

This  storm  of  war  took  the  North  by  surprise,  filling  the  people  with 
consternation,  and  good  cause  had  they  to  be  alarmed.  The  whole 
country  was  completely  at  the  mercy  of  its  enemies.  There  was  hardly 
a  dollar  in  the  treasury  ;  the :  Navy  was  scattered  to  the  four  winds  of 
heaven,  hardly  a  dozen  effective  vessels  being  left.  There  was  no  army 
which  could  bear  any  comparison  to  the  hosts  of  the  rebels.  The  arse- 
nals had  been  robbed  of  arms  to  supply  the  traitors,  and  to  crown  all,  our 
capital  was  in  imminent  danger  of  falling  into  the  hands  of  the  rebels.  How- 
ever, the  new  Government,  with  an  energy  that  commanded  the  admiration 
of  the  world,  went  to  work  to  put  down  this  gigantic  and  unnatural 
rebellion.  Then  was  witnessed  the  most  sublime  spectacle  in  the  world's 
history ;  the  uprising  of  a  Great  Nation.  The  uprising  of  twenty  mil- 
lions of  united  freemen  in  defence  of  their  homes,  their  liberties,  and  the 
liberties  of  the  whole  world.  The  people  of  the  North  now  saw  that  no 
other  means  than  force  of  arms  could  save  the  country.  The  farmer  at 
once  left  his  plow,  the  mechanic,  the  carpenter,  and  the  machinist  drop- 
ped their  tools,  and  turning  from  their  benches  they  seized  the  musket 
and  rushed  to  the  battle  field. 

All  classes  of  our  people  have  been  more  or  less  affected  by  this  calami- 
tous war,  and  our  childrens'  children  will  continue  to  feel  it  for  ages. 
Although  the  North  is  supporting  an  army  of  five  hundred  thousand 
men,  and  a  navy  of  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  vessels  of  war,  and 
has  raised  five  hundred  millions  of  dollars,  still  the  country  is  in  com- 
paratively a  flourishing  condition.  To  put  down  the  rebellion  is  the  great 
object  to  which  the  attention  of  the  people  is  directed.  Our  gallant  sol- 
dies  are  fast  bringing  the  rebellion  to  its  end,  and  the  flag  of  the  Union 
will  soon  float  in  triumph  from  one  end  of  the  country  to  the  other- 
Already  we  have  passed  through  the  darkest  period  of  the  war.  The 
clouds  which  have  obscured  our  political  horizon  are  fast  clearing  away, 
and  we  shall  soon  step  forth  into  the  bright  sunshine  of  peace.  And  so 
may  we  continue  in  the  paths  of  peace  until  the  nations  shall  learn  war 
no  more.  H. 


TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS. 


I.  The  Asylum  will  provide  for  each  pupil,  board,  lodging  and  wash- 
ing ;  the  continual  superintendence  of  health,  conduct,  manners  and 
morals ;  fuel,  lights,  stationery  and  other  incidental  expenses  of  the 
school-room  ;  for  which,  including  tuition,  there  will  be  an  annual 
charge  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

II.  In  case  of  sickness,  the  necessary  extra  charges  will  be  made. 

III.  No  deduction  from  the  above  charge  will  be  made  on  account  of 
vacation  or  absence,  except  in  case  of  sickness. 

IV.  Payments  are  always  to  be  made  six  months  in  advance,  for  the 
punctual  fulfillment  of  which  a  satisfactory  bond  will  be  required. 

V.  Each  person  applying  for  admission,  must  be.  between  the  ages  of 
eight  and  twenty-five  years  ;  must  be  of  a  good  natural  intellect ; 
capable  of  forming  and  joining  letters  with  a  pen,  legibly  and  correctly  ; 
free  from  any  immoralities  of  conduct,  and  from  any  contagious  disease. 


Applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  Legislative  appropriations  in  the 
States  of  Maine,  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts,  should  be  made  to 
the  Secretaries  of  those  States  respectively,  stating  the  name  and  age  of 
the  proposed  beneficiary,  and  the  circumstances  of  his  parent  or  guar- 
dian. Applications  as  above  should  be  made  in  Vermont,  Rhode  Island, 
and  Connecticut,  respectively,  to  his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the 
State.  In  all  cases,  a  certificate  from  two  or  more  of  the  Selectmen, 
Magistrates,  or  other  respectable  inhabitants  of  the  township  or  place  to 
which  the  applicant  belongs,  should  accompany  the  application. 

Those  applying  for  the  admission  of  paying  pupils,  may  address  their 
letters  to  the  Principal  of  the  Asylum ;  and  on  all  letters  from  him  re- 
specting the  pupils  postage  will  be  charged. 

The  time  for  admitting  pupils  is  the  third  Wednesday  of  September, 
and  at  no  other  time  in  the  year.  Punctuality  in  this  respect  is  very 
important,  as  it  can  not  be  expected  that  the  progress  of  a  whole  class 
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should  be  retarded  on  account  of  a  pupil  who  joins  it  after  its  formation. 
Such  a  pupil  must  suffer  the  inconvenience  and  the  loss. 

It  is  earnestly  recommended  to  the  friends  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  to 
have  them  taught  how  to  write  a  fair  and  legible  hand  before  they  come 
to  the  Asylum.  This  can  be  easily  done,  and  it  prepares  them  to  make 
greater  and  more  rapid  improvement. 

When  a  pupil  is  sent  to  the  Asylum,  unless  accompanied  by  a  parent 
or  some  friend  who  can  give  the  necessary  information  concerning  him, 
he  should  bring  a  written  statement  as  to  his  name  in  full ;  the  names  of 
his  parents,  of  all  their  children  in  the  order  of  their  age,  and  whether 
the  parents  were  related  before  marriage ;  the  time  and  place  of  his 
birth ;  the  place  of  his  residence ;  whether  he  was  born  deaf,  and  if  not 
what  caused  his  deafness ;  whether  he  has  deaf-mute  relatives ;  also  the 
name  and  direction  of  the  person  to  whom  letters  concerning  him  may 
be  addressed.  He  should  be  well  clothed;  that  is,  he  should  have  both 
summer  and  winter  clothing  enough  to  last  one  year,  and  be  furnished 
with  a  list  of  the  various  articles,  each  of  which  should  be  marked.  A 
small  sum  of  money  should  also  be  deposited  with  the  steward  of  the 
Asylum,  for  the  personal  expenses  of  the  pupil  not  otherwise  provided 
for. 

Careful  attention  to  these  suggestions  is  quite  important- 
There  is  but  one  vacation  in  a  year.     It  begins  on  the  third  Wednes- 
day of  July,  and  closes  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  September ;  when  it 
is  expected  that  every  pupil  will  return  punctually. 

On  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  Vacation,  an  officer  of  the 
Asylum  will  accompany  such  pupils  as  are  to  travel  upon  the  railroads 
between  Hartford  and  Boston,  taking  care  of  them  and  their  baggage,  on 
condition  that  their  friends  will  make  timely  provision  for  their  expenses 
on  the  way,  and  engage  to  meet  and  receive  them  immediately  on  the 
arrival  of  the  early  traiD  at  the  various  points  on  the  route  previously 
agreed  on,  and  at  the  station  of  the  Boston  and  Worcester  Railroad,  in 
Boston.  A  similar  arrangement  is  made  on  the  Connecticut  River  Rail- 
roads, as  far  as  to  White  River  Junction.  No  person  will  be  sent  from 
the  Asylum  to  accompany  the  pupils  on  their  return  ;  but  if  their  fare  is 
paid  and  their  trunks  checked  to  Hartford,  it  will  be  safe  to  send  them 
in  charge  of  the  conductor. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGERS. 


To  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Retreat  for  the  Insane : 

The  Managers,  in  the  Annual  Report  which  established 
custom  requires  of  them  at  this  time  to  be  made  to  the  Di- 
rectors, are  happy  to  state  that  the  year  which  has  now  closed 
has  been  one  of  continued  prosperity  and  usefulness. 

In  the  statement  which  was  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  last  year,  it  was  intimated  that  certain  alterations 
and  improvements  were  desirable,  and  during  the  past  season 
a  new  wing  has  been  added  for  a  bakery  and  storage  for  flour 
and  provisions  on  the  first  floor,  and  on  the  second,  rooms 
for  the  accommodation  of  servants  in  the  employ  of  the  Insti- 
tution, but  for  whom  it  was  necessary  to  obtain  lodgings 
elsewhere. 

In  size  and  architectural  appearance,  the  new  building  cor- 
responds with  the  one  erected  two  years  since  for  an  amuse- 
ment hall  and  kitchen,  and  produces  a  uniformity  of  appear- 
ance on  the  West  front  which  was  desirable,  and  it  is  in  all 
respects  a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Hospital  buildings. 

A  neat  and  substantial  fence  has  also  been  built  on  the  East 
side  of  the  grounds,  and  a  new  gateway  on  Retreat  Avenue, 
at  an  expense  of  about  $7,50Q  in  all,  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Institution. 

Other  important  alterations  and  improvements  in  the  wings 
immediately  connected  with  the  main  or  center  building,  are 
very  desirable,  by  which  rooms  and  halls  of  greater  height, 
larger  size  and  more  modern  and  cheerful  aspect  would  be 
obtained,  and  the  exterior  appearance  of  the  buildings  would 
at  the  same  time  be  improved. 
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It  may  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  allude  to  the  very  great 
improvement  and  embellishment  of  the  grounds  belonging 
to  the  Institution,  which  during  the  past  season,  have  been 
graded  and  laid  out  in  accordance  with  a  design  by  Messrs. 
Olmsted  and  Yaux  of  New  York,  which  gives  them  a  more 
tasteful  and  finished  appearance  than  formerly,  although  they 
were  not  without  considerable  natural  beauty  before  this 
exhibition  of  the  art  and  skill  of  the  landscape  gardener. 
The  expense  of  this  has  been  defrayed  from  an  exceedingly 
liberal  fund  raised  by  voluntary  subscription. 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent  will  have  fur- 
nished you  with  all  the  information  requisite  in  his  depart- 
ment, and  it  is  due  to  Dr.  Butler  and  to  Dr.  Porter,  Assistant 
Physician,  to  say  that  in  the  very  frequent  visits  we  have 
made  to  the  Institution,  we  have  received  a  favorable  im- 
pression of  their  kindness  and  attention  to  their  patients, 
and  with  the  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  the  house ;  and  this 
opinion  is  confirmed  by  the  record  of  monthly  visitors  which 
is  kept  up  with  advantage  to  the  Institution. 

Their  long  experience,  together  with  their  professional  ser- 
vice and  skill,  give  the  best  assurance  we  can  have  of  their 
ability,  fidelity  and  success  in  the  future.  The  duties  of  the 
Steward  have  been  discharged  in  a  prompt  and  faithful  man- 
ner, and  the  subordinate  situations  have,  we  believe,  been 
filled  with  capable  and  faithful  servants. 

It  becomes  our  duty  to  notice  here  (and  we  do  it  with 
profound  regret)  the  loss  we  have  sustained  in  the  decease 
of  Judge  Williams,  Samuel  Tudor  Esq.  and  Ex-Gov.  Trum- 
bull, the  two  former  of  whom  had  been  Yice-Presidents  from 
the  foundation  of  the  Institution,  and  the  latter  elected  an- 
nually as  director  for  more  than  forty  years.

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We  began  the  year  with  226  patients.  In  the  course  of 
the  year  117  were  admitted,  making  the  whole  number  under 
treatment  in  the  House  during  the  year  397,  the  largest 
number  in  the  history  of  the  Institution. 

Of  the  176  discharged,  71  had  recovered,  60  were  more  or 
less  improved,  26  were  not  improved.  Of  those  discharged 
as  improved,  many  were  permanently  benefited.  Among 
these  two  classes,  the  improved  and  the  not  improved,  were 
many  who  were  unwisely  and  prematurely  removed,  before  a 
fair  trial  of  the  curative  means  of  the  Institution  had  been 
made,  some  of  whom  certainly  would  have  recovered  had 
reasonable  time  and  opportunity  been  allowed  them.  17 
died,  a  larger  number  than  during  the  preceding  year,  but 
less  than  the  average  for  the  preceding  twenty  years.  Of 
these  deaths  7  were  males  and  10  females.  Of  these  2  were 
from  epilepsy,  3  from  general  debility,  3  from  exhaustion, 
and  one  each  from  exhaustion  of  acute  mania,  diarrhea,  ap- 
oplexy, gangrene,  inflammatory  rheumatism,  suicide,  disease 
of  the  liver,  disease  of  the  brain,  disease  of  heart.  The  per- 
centage of  deaths  upon  the  whole  number  resident  in  the 
House  during  the  year  is  4.53  ;  that  upon  the  daily  average 
number  is  7.65.  The  percentage  of  deaths  upon  the  whole 
number  admitted  since  the  opening  of  the  Institution  is 
10.05;  that  upon  the  whole  number  discharged  since  the 
opening  of  the  Institution  is  10.65.  When  these  percent- 
ages are  compared  with  those  of  the  deaths  in  many  of  our 
large  cities,  and  of  many  special  localities,  and  when,  too, 
we  consider  that  all  persons  admitted  here  are  presumed 
to  be  more  or  less  diseased,  and  moreover  that  in  this,  as  in 
other  similar  Institutions,  some  patients  are  brought  to  us  in 
the  last  stages  of  hopeless  physical  exhaustion,  it  will  be  seen 
that  we  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful,  not  only  for  our 
exemption  from  epidemic  disease,  but  also  for  the  general 
good  health  of  our  household. 

It  is  thirty-eight  years  to-day  since  the  first  patient  was  re- 
ceived into  the  Institution.  During  this  period  3,910  pa- 
tients have  been  admitted,  1,859  have  been  discharged  recov- 
ered, 1,437  as  more  or  less  improved,  and  393  have  died. 
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During  the  nineteen  years  for  -which  you  have  intrusted 
the  Institution  to  my  charge  as  Superintendent,  I  have 
admitted  2,663  patients,  and  have  discharged  1,157  as  recov- 
ered, 651  as  more  or  less  improved,  and  309  have  died.

In  the  thirty -fifth  Report,  I  gave  somewhat  at  length,  a 
history  of  the  Retreat,  its  origin,  its  object,  the  manner  of 
its  management,  and  the  relation  of  the  State  to  the  Institu- 
tion, the  services  which  the  Institution  had  rendered  to  the 
State,  and  the  compensation  which  it  had  received  from  the 
same,  especially  in  comparison  with  other  Institutions  in 
neighboring  States. 

In  the  thirty-sixth  Report,  I  spoke  of  the  prevalence  of 
Insanity,  some  of  its  more  prominent  predisposing  and  excit- 
ing causes,  their  manner  of  operation,  of  the  proper  method 
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of  avoidance  and  prevention,  of  some  means  of  treatment, 
and  of  the  necessity  of  some  additional  appliances  to  make 
our  means  for  the  moral  and  medical  treatment  of  this  ter- 
rible disease  more  comprehensive. 

In  the  thirty-seventh  Keport,  for,  last  year,  among  other 
subjects,  I  spoke  more  in  detail  of  those  appliances,  of  the 
effort  made  to  obtain  them,  and  the  happy  results  of  those 
efforts,  in  the  noble  benefactions  made  to  the  Institution  by 
the  friends  of  the  Retreat.  It  now  remains  to  speak  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  benefactions  have  been  applied. 

It  is  proposed  to  do  this  somewhat  in  detail,  in  the  report 
which  will  be  made  to  the  Board  by  the  Committee  on  Im- 
provements, and  I  propose  that  the  report  of  that  Committee 
be  appended  to  this. 

Every  year  of  experience  in  the  management  of  any  large 
Lunatic  Asylum,  where  every  day  brings  a  change  of  one  or 
more  of  its  inmates,  either  by  admission  or  discharge,  must 
give  in  the  retrospect  a  varied  picture  of  light  and  shade,  re- 
flected from  the  constant  succession  of  scenes  which  it  pre- 
sents, and  colored  by  the  varied  emotions  which  these  chang- 
ing scenes  call  out. 

We  have  seen  the  case  of  apparently  light  moment,  where 
the  prominent  symptoms  seemed  to  indicate  but  little  danger 
and  a  speedy  recovery,  unexpectedly  resist  all  means  of  treat- 
ment, assume,  day  by  day,  a  graver  aspect,  and  result  either 
in  protracted  suffering,  in  the  extinction  of  life,  or  what  is 
worse,  of  hope. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  look  back  on  many  severe  cases, 
where  the  grasp  of  disease  seemed  to  defy  the  power  of  any 
friendly  hand,  where  long  protracted  morbid  action  had  ap- 
parently hopelessly  perverted  the  natural  current  of  the 
mind,  and  where  the  ravings  of  mania  threatened  to  destroy 
the  delicate  framework  of  body,  and  of  mind.  We  follow 
these  cases  in  their  progress,  and  as  we  watch  the  effects  of  the 
various  remedial  agents  we  are  enabled  to  employ,  we  see  the 
dark  and  troubled  night  giving  way  to  the  gray  dawn  of  the 
morning,  and  this  followed  by  the  calm  clear  light  of  day, 
and  find  in  the  end  many  a  home  made  happy  by  these 
blessed  influences. 
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Among  our  seventy-one  recoveries  we  find  much  to  cheer 
and  comfort  us,  and  we  look  back  upon  the  past  year  as  giving 
us  abundant  causes  of  thankfulness.  We  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  another  year  with  good  hope,  and  trust,  though  we 
see  no  reason  to  expect  any  diminution  of  our  numbers,  or 
any  relief  from  that  pressure  upon  the  Retreat  for  the  admis- 
sion of  patients,  which  has  not  only  kept  the  house  full  for 
many  months  past,  but  has  often  crowded  it  beyond  its 
capacity  for  suitable  accommodation. 

We  well  know  from  long  experience  the  cares  and  anxieties, 
the  doubts  and  fears,  which  must  be  daily,  and  often  the 
hourly  lot  of  all  who  assume  such  responsibilities.  We  go 
forward  therefore  strong  only  in  the  honest  endeavor,  and  in 
the  earnest  asking,  of  Him  who  giveth  liberally,  for  that  grace, 
and  strength  and  wisdom,  through  which  alone  we  can  suc- 
ceed, recognizing  in  all  our  obligations  that  second  great  com- 
mandment of  the  Law,  "  to  do  unto  others  as  you  would  that 
others  should  do  unto  you." 

The  arrangement  by  which  the  Board  of  Directors,  through 
their  semi-monthly  Visiting  Committee  are  brought  more  fre- 
quently in  contact  with  the  Institution,  and  made  more  inti- 
mate with  its  operations,  has  I  think  a  mutual  advantage,  and 
will  I  trust  be  continued.  The  frequent  examinations  by 
these  and  the  other  Boards,  together  with  those  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  frequent  visits  of 
medical  and  other  persons  to  the  various  departments,  all 
made  with  careful  regard  and  respect  to  the  feelings  of  our 
inmates,  are  productive  of  no  evil,  and  of  many  good  results. 
Such  intelligent  supervision,  gives  the  public  that  assurance 
of  good  management  which  they  have  a  right  to  require,  and 
at  the  same  time  gives  the  officers ,  who  have  the  burden  of 
the  responsibility,  a  good  protection  against  misrepresentation 
or  mistake. 

There  are  few  duties  'more  pleasant  to  a  Superintendent 
than  that  of  acknowledging  gifts  for  the  benefit  of  those  under 
his  care.  These  continue  to  be  made  to  us,  not  only  in  the 
important  form  of  "  material  aid,"  but  of  those  personal  ser- 
vices, often  more  difficult  to  render,  which  come  to  us  from 
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our  literary,  musical  and  other  friends.  It  is  very  pleasant  to 
witness  the  delight  and  gratification  with  which  such  "  golden 
apples  "  of  sympathy  and  benevolence  are  greeted  by  the 
patients ;  and  I  always  wish  our  friends  could  be  with  me,  to 
hear  the  expressions  of  pleasure  with  which  they  receive  them. 
We  should  be  at  a  great  loss  in  our  method  of  treatment 
without  the  aid  of  our  new  Amusement  Hall.  Our  entertain- 
ments there  are  so  efficient  in  diverting  the  mind  from  pain- 
ful reflections,  they  so  effectually  dispel  the  thickly  coming 
fancies,  which  shadow  the  weary  hours  of  anxious  doubt  and 
fear,  they  cheer  by  that  true,  earnest  sympathy  which  ever 
beckons  us  all  on  from  doubt  to  hope,  that  it  is  no  exaggera- 
tion to  class  them  among  our  most  efficient  remedies. 

Our  dancing,  musical  and  other  parties,  with  exhibitions  of 
our  new  and  improved  Magic  Lantern,  have  been  continued 
through  the  winter.  The  additions  to  the  Magic  Lantern 
apparatus  have  proved  very  valuable,  rendering  it  an  efficient 
means  of  amusement. 

I  have,  as  usual,  to  acknowledge  in  behalf  of  our  house- 
hold, many  acts  of  kindness  and  practical  interest. 

Prom  Richard  S.  Ely,  Esq.,  we  have  received  $200  ;  from 
Mr.  C.  0.  Soper,  $5  ;  and  Mr.  Frederic  Porter,  $8,85  for  the 
Improvement  Fund ;  from  Miss  Brinley  215  bound  volumes, 
and  Mrs.  Coleman  12  volumes  of  miscellaneous  works  for  the 
Library  ;  from  the  Connecticut  Bible  Society,  1 2  Bibles  and 
12  Psalms  and  Hymns  for  the  Ladies  Bible  Class ;  from  a 
friend,  $5.

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT 


During  the  latter  part  of  the  closing  year,  the  usual  even- 
ing services  in  the  Retreat,  as  also,  in  a  few  instances,  Pub- 
lic Worship  on  the  Sabbath,  have  been  interrupted  by  the  ill 
health  of  the  Chaplain.  In  other  respects,  the  religious  exer- 
cises, the  attendance  and  attention  have  been  as  detailed  in 
previous  Reports. 

The  change  which  has  taken  place,  within  a  few  years,  in 
the  views  and  feelings  of  the  community,  as  regards  the  treat- 
ment of  the  Insane,  marks  the  progress  of  intelligence  and 
humanity.  Their  former  treatment,  if  treatment  it  can  be 
called,  may  be  characterized  as  a  system  of  Exclusion.  The 
more  violent  of  this  class,  separated  from  domestic  influences, 
and  cut  off  from  the  "  cheerful  ways  of  men,"  were  shut  up 
to  a  fate,  in  comparison  with  which  that  of  a  criminal  doomed 
to  life-long  exclusion  from  the  world,  were  a  blessing.  The 
hapless  subjects  of  lighter  derangement,  as  though  dangerous 
of  contact,  were  shunned  by  a  large  portion  of  the  community, 
if  not  left  by  their  friends  to  neglect  which  well  nigh  insured 
confirmed  disease.  Where  their  bodily  wants  were  supplied, 
as  was  not  always  the  case,  even  when  ability  was  ample,  the 
means  for  their  mental  comfort  were  withheld.  Indeed,  it 
was  hardly  conceived  that  they  were  capable  of  enjoyment 
from  sources  whence  others  derive  a  large  part  of  their  pleas- 
ures. Who,  at  that  time,  would  have  thought  of  scattering 
the  darkness  brooding  over  a  diseased  mind,  by  the  light  of 
the  Gospel,  or  of  composing  its  agitations  by  placing  within 
reach  an  entertaining  library  ?  Others  might  in  social  pleas- 
ures recruit  their  over-taxed  powers,  but  who  would  have  the 
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hardihood  to  offer  these  pleasures  for  the  refreshment  of  the 
disordered  intellect  ?  The  sane  might  seek  relief  from  the 
weariness  of  long  study  by  amusements  which  call  into  play 
the  muscles  of  the  body, — but  who  would  venture  to  gather 
around  him  a  group  of  the  Insane  to  indulge  in  such  sports? 
No,  from  all,  or  at  any  rate  from  most  that  enlivens,  invigo- 
rates, renews  the  bodily  and  the  mental  faculties,  they  were 
excluded,  either  by  solitary  confinement,  when  accounted 
dangerous,  or  by  the  common  feeling  of  the  community, 
when  they  were  suffered  to  go  at  large.  And  even  after  In- 
stitutions for  their  relief  began  to  spring  up  under  the  ge- 
nial influence  of  religion  and  science,  this  excluding  tendency 
might  be  traced  in  arrangements  to  screen  their  abodes  from 
the  notice  of  the  busy  world.  The  evergreen  might  darken 
their  windows  with  its  dismal  shade,  but  the  cheerful  sun- 
beam must  not  stray  thither  too  freely,  lest  it  should  be 
deemed  out  of  place. 

But  a  change,  as  philosophical  as  it  is  humane,  has  come 
over  the  scene.  The  insane  are  not  now  excluded  from 
human  sympathy — rather,  they  are  secluded  for  a  while  from 
hurtful  excitements,  that,  sheltered  from  the  rude  blasts  which 
sweep  over  active  life,  they  may  renew  their  powers,  and  re- 
join their  associates  in  the  duties  and  enjoyments  of  the  social 
state. 

It  might  be  expected  that  in  a  good  degree,  what  conduces 
to  healthfullness  of  body,  or  to  cheerfulnesss  and  soundness  of 
mind  in  others,  could  be  used  with  advantage  in  the  case  of 
the  insane.  On  this  principle,  the  religious  element,  the 
great  central  force  which  binds  the  human  soul  to  the  throne 
of  its  Maker,  was  introduced  among  the  instrumentalities 
employed  in  the  treatment  of  the  deranged  intellect.  Public 
and  social  worship,  and  the  varied  ministries  of  the  gospel, 
when  experience  had  proved  them  to  be  well  adapted  to  this 
class  of  sufferers  in  soothing  the  troubled  spirit,  cultivating 
self-control,  promoting  good  order,  cooperating  at  the  same 
time  with  medical  remedies  in  the  cure  of  disease  itself — have 
become  an  essential  part  of  the  arrangements  for  treating  this 
malady.     Other  facilities,  both  physical  and  moral,  have  been 
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introduced  with  happy  effect.  As  experience  opens  new  inlets 
to  the  deranged  mind,  new  appliances  will  be  demanded  in 
its  management.  The  time  may  come  when  not  only  the 
means  for  vigorous,  attractive  exercise — for  the  gratification 
of  taste — for  intellectual  enjoyment,  but  for  whatever  awakens 
the  susceptibilities  of  mind  or  of  body,  and  subserves  their 
innocent,  healthy  indulgence,  will  be  regarded  as  no  more  out 
of  place,  or  scarcely  less  desirable  among  the  Insane  in  their 
seclusion,  than  in  common  social  life. 

Some  of  the  arrangements  demanded  by  the  advance  of  im- 
provement, may,  to  one  not  familiar  with  the  matter,  seem 
Useless  or  even  absurd.  Doubtless,  they  may  not  all  be  suit- 
ed to  every  case,  or  to  the  same  individual  at  all  times, — 
diversity  of  temperament,  of  cultivation,  of  derangement,  may 
modify  their  use.  Exhibitions  which  divert  one  from  moody 
madness,  another  may  view  with  stolid  indifference ;  what 
saddens  one  diseased  mind,  may  fill  another  with  mirthful- 
ness — truths  which  pierce  one  bosom  with  anguish,  may  bear 
consolation  to  some  other  long  impervious  to  the  hopes  and 
joys  of  religion.  May  this  and  each  similar  institution  be- 
come a  Bethesda,  whose  means  of  relief,  for  every  curable 
form  of  the  disease,  shall  be  so  complete,  that,  "  whosoever  " 
is  seasonably  brought  within  the  reach  of  their  influence  will 
be  "  made  whole." 

I  would  again  return  my  warmest  thanks  for  the  courtesy 
which  has  ever  been  shown  me  while  discharging  my  official 
duties  at  the  Retreat,  and  ask  for  all  concerned  in  its  manage- 
ment and  ministrations,  or  enjoying  its  privileges,  the  contin- 
ued favor  of  a  beneficent  Providence.

APPENDIX 


REPORT 


COMMITTEE  ON  IMPROVEMENTS. 


The  Committee  on  Improvements  who  were  last  year  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  the  liberal  donations,  which  had  been  made  for  the  improvement 
of  the  Retreat,  and  to  carry  out  the  plans  proposed  by  those  donations, 
wonld  respectfully  report  in  part. 

In  the  first  place,  they  gave  the  plans  a  most  thorough  and  careful 
scrutiny.  They  found  that  the  character  of  these  improvements,  especially 
those  upon  the  grounds,  where  one  change  often  brought  the  necessity  of 
making  another,  which  was  not  before  apparent,  made  it  impossible  to 
adopt  anything  more  than  an  approximating  estimate  of  the  cost,  or  to 
limit  their  expenditures  here  to  a  fixed  amount.  They  resolved,  therefore, 
to  undertake  no  more  than  they  could  carry  through  thoroughly,  believing 
that  what  was  worth  doing  at  all,  was  worth  doing  well,  and  that  what  they 
did  undertake,  they  would  finish,  thereby  leaving  no  room  or  necessity  for 
future  changes  or  reconstructions.  In  their  expeditures  upon  the  grounds  for 
instance,  they  could  have  made  a  large  saving,  by  a  cheaper  construction  of 
the  drives  and  walks,  by  laying  down  fewer  drains,  or  by  leaving  a  section 
of  the  grounds  untouched.  This,  however,  would  have  marred  the  effect 
of  the  whole,  would  have  pleased  nobody,  and  would  have  entirely  des- 
troyed the  unexpectedly  beautiful  effect,  which  competent  judges  agree  in 
deciding,  have  been  produced.  From  whatever  point  of  the  drives  or 
walks  the  grounds  are  viewed,  the  effect  upon  the  eye  now  is  harmonious 
and  striking. 

Having  once  commenced,  good  taste,  as  well  as  sound  economy,  they 
thought,  compelled  them  to  carry  out  the  plan  to  its  present  extent.  The 
Committee  themselves  are  satisfied  with  the  results.  They  trust  the  board, 
the  donors,  and  the  public  will  agree  with  them. 

The  Committee  gave  their  first  attention  to  the  grounds,  considering  their 
improvement  as  the  most  important  of  the  proposed  plans.  They  found 
whilst  their  general  aspect  was  pleasant,  that  very  little  had  been  done  to 
make  them  accessible,  or  to  improve  their  appearance ;  the  surface  of  the 
greater  part  was  in  the  same  condition  as  when  purchased  by  the  Institu- 
tion, some  of  it  'forty  years  ago,  much  of  it  was  rough  and  baulky ;  a  broad 
swale  of  low  land  extended  through  the  centre  of  the  lot,  most  of  the  year 
wet,  and  always  impassable,  especially  for  ladies;   it  was  of  little  use 
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except  for  grass  and  the  distant  view.  Many  of  the  trees  were  crowded 
and  were  interfering  with  one  another,  and  as  most  of  the  planting  had 
originally  been  made  without  any  systematic  plan,  some  were  misplaced, 
and  served  only  to  injure  others  and  obstruct  the  view.  Adopting  without 
alteration  the  beautiful  plan  presented  to  them  by  Messrs.  Olmstead  and  V aux, 
of  New  York,  they  engaged  Mr.  Jacob  Wiedenmann  of  this  City,  to  superin- 
tend its  execution  under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee.  Mr.  "Wieden- 
mann came  to  them  highly  commended,  not  only  by  the  opinion  of  others, 
but  by  what  they  had  seen  of  his  work  upon  our  City  Park  and  elsewhere. 
His  operations  extended  from  June  to  November;  he  reports,  that  17 
acres  of  land  have  been  underdrained,  by  the  laying  down  of  9,800  feet  of 
sole  tile  of  various  sizes  from  2^  to  8  inches,  and  25  large  brick  sinks  and 
surface  drains.  About  4,500  cubic  yards  of  earth  have  been  moved  from 
the  bank  on  Maple  Avenue,  the  road  and  walk  beds,  and  other  places,  in 
order  to  establish  a  proper  grade  for  drives,  walks  and  lawns.  1,350  cubic 
yards  of  trap  stone  have  been  broken  from  the  quarry,  and  used  in  the 
construction  of  the  drives  and  walks.  The  average  cost  of  this  delivered 
has  been  42  cents  per  cubic  yard.  585  cubic  yards  of  gravel  at  65  cents  per 
cubic  yard,  has  been  used  in  the  construction  of  drives  and  walks.  4,800 
square  feet  of  turf  have  been  cut  and  laid  for  borders  and  lawn  surface ; 
18  acres  in  all  have  been  graded  and  seeded  with  lawn  grass.  Much  other 
work  has  also  been  done,  which  was  not  included  in  the  above  estimates, 
but  were  necessary  consequences  of  the  changes  made.  All  of  the  Balsam 
fir  trees  were  cut  down,  they  were  no  longer  ornamental,  were  in  the 
way,  and  not  one  of  them  was  in  a  healthy  condition ;  they  had  become 
diseased  and  would  have  soon  died.  The  row  of  trees  which  formerly 
marked  the  boundary  between  the  two  lots,  and  continued  to  divide  the 
lawn,  required  to  be  broken  into  groups,  which  has  been  done  with  exceed- 
ingly good  effect ;  besides  these  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  cut  or  transplant 
but  a  very  few  good  trees.  The  drive  and  walks  had  been  adapted  to  the 
natural  grade  of  the  land,  and  the  existing  plantations,  with  such  good  taste 
and  tact  that  much  less  was  left  for  us  to  do  than  could  reasonably  have 
been  expected. 

The  value  of  thorough  drainage  is  beginning  to  be  better  understood 
among  us.  It  is  found  to  be  essential  to  a  dry  road  or  walk,  or  a  good 
lawn,  and  it  promotes  the  rapid  growth  of  trees  and  shrubs.  Indeed  your 
Committee  consider  it  was  truly  at  the  foundation  of  all  their  improvements 
upon  the  grounds,  and  as  it  could  not  be  amended,  they  made  it  thorough  at 
first.  All  the  drives  and  walks  are  underdrained,  and  the  excellent 
effect  of  it  has  been  shown  by  their  condition  this  Spring,  being  dry  and 
in  excellent  order  even  immediately  after  hard  rains.  A  welcome  change 
from  the  heavy  and  muddy  condition  in  which  they  formerly  were  found. 

The  whole  amount  expended  by  Mr.  Wiedenmann  is  $6,036.60.  Deduct 
from  this  $620  paid  for'  work  done  about  the  Retreat,  such  as  the  grading, 
draining  and  turfing  the  Laundry  drying  yard — the  road  north  of  the 
Retreat,  &c,  &c,  as  specified  in  Mr.  Wiedenmann's report,  and  they  find  the 
amount  expended  on  the  grounds  to  be  $5,416.60. 

The  plan  for  the  Museum  was  drawn  by  Mr.  Vaux.  It  is  in  the  form  of 
a  double  octagon  ;  the  greatest  length  of  the  room  is  47  feet;  the  greatest 
width  30  feet ;  its  height  is  12  feet.  The  floor  is  laid  with  alternate  strips, 
each  three  inches  in  width,  of  black  walnut  and  southern  pine.  The  sides 
of  the  room  are  ceiled  with  narrow  strips  of  chestnut ;  the  window  casings 
are  deep,  and  made  of  black  walnut ;  handsome  black  walnut  cases  are 
arranged  against  the  sides  of  the  room  to  contain  objects  of  curiosity.  No 
paint  is  used  in  the  room,  the  wood-work  being  simply  varnished.  The 
sides  of  the  room  are  ornamented  with  a  choice  collection  of  engravings, 
and  a  beautiful  billiard-table,  the  gift  of  A.  S.  Beckwith,  Esq.,  occupies  the 
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centre.  Some  additional  expense  was  incurred  by  the  excavation  of  a 
cellar,  which,  besides  making  the  room  dryer  and  warmer,  furnished  ample 
space  for  a  furnace  for  heating  the  building. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  skill  of  Mr.  Vaux  for  the  plan,  &c,  of 
this  very  beautiful  room  ;  it  is  in  excellent  taste  and  admirably  adapted  to 
its  intended  purpose.  Every  window  commands  a  beautiful  view,  not  only 
of  our  grounds,  but  of  the  city  or  distant  hills.  It  cannot  but  afford  our 
convalescent  patients  a  most  welcome  retreat,  especially  in  inclement 
weather,  from  those  inconveniencies  and  annoyances  which  must,  more  or 
less,  inevitably  meet  such  patients  in  the  ordinary  day-rooms  of  an  Institu- 
tion. The  want  of  such  a  room  has  been  long  and  keenly  felt,  and  to  a 
certain  extent  no  one  of  our  improvements  will  exert  a  more  cheering  and 
consoling  influence.  There  is  a  natural  tendency  in  the  mind  of  most  con- 
valescents to  be  more  inclined  to  "  look  back  painfully  into  the  past,"  than 
to  go  forward  to  "  meet  the  future  without  fear,  and  with  a  manly  heart," 
and  this  tendency  cannot  be  lessened  by  the  detention,  from  stormy  weather, 
&c,  within  rooms  full  of  sad  recollections  and  painful  associations. — 
The  new  room  will  give  all  such  a  bright  and  invigorating  change,  and  will, 
we  are  sure,  prove  a  means  of  treatment  of  no  small  power.  A  Bowling- 
alley,  intended  exclusively  for  the  use  of  our  Female  patients,  has  been 
built  in  the  rear  of  the  south  wing.  It  was  placed  so  as  to  form  part  of  the 
western  boundary  of  the  proposed  extension  of  the  Airing  Court  or  yard.  It 
contains  a  room  twenty  feet  square  at  one  end,  and  two  alleys  of  fifty  feet 
each,  instead  of  one,  as  was  originally  estimated,  built  upon  a  deadened  floor, 
over  standards  of  brick,  to  lessen  the  noise  of  the  balls.  The  sides  of  the  alley 
are  ceiled  with  narrow  strips  of  yellow  (or  southern)  pine,  and  varnished. 
The  alley,  handsomely  furnished  and  finished,  presents  a  very  pleasant  and 
cheerful  appearance,  and  is  naturally  popular  and  useful. 

Both  the  Museum  and  Bowling-alley  were  built  by  Mr.  Nath'l  Wood- 
house,  and  like  the  rest  of  his  work  in  the  Institution,  are  most  thoroughly 
and  faithfully  done.

Six  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  have  been  expended  in  the  purchase 
of  musical  instruments,  books,  pictures,  furnitm-e,  and  for  contingent  ex- 


The  proposed  Conservatory  was  a  favorite  object  with  your  Committee, 
and  would  have  been  the  first  building  erected,  could  a  suitable  plan  have 
been  procured,  which  within  reasonable  cost  would  have  given  us  the  pecul- 
iar arrangements  our  wants  required.  The  ordinary  rectangular  structures, 
with  their  ascending  rows  of  shelves,  are  calculated  more  for  show  and  for 
the  trade,  and  in  most  instances  are  destitute  of  any  architectural  beauty, 
or  of  internal  convenience, — they  are  merely  good  show  rooms  for  plants. 

By  the  unexpected  and  most  gratifying  generosity  of  Mr.  P.  B.  Mead, 
of  JNew  York,  (the  Editor  of  the  "  Horticulturist")  we  were  presented  with 
a  plan  and  the  working  drawings  of  a  Conservatory  of  singular  beauty, — it 
is  curvilinear  in  form,  and  viewed  externally,  it  would  form  a  most  graceful 
ornament  to  the  lawn.  The  internal  arrangement,  combining  the  winter 
garden  and  the  green  house,  would  give  us  ample  opportunity  for  the  dis- 
play of  the  flowers,  with  plenty  of  room  for  easy  access,  free  examination 
and  enjoyment  of  them  all.  without  injury  or  crowding,  and  at  the  same 
time  giving  our  patients  sufficient  space  for  cheerful  recreation, — and  all 
this  within  reach  of  a  moderate  expenditure. 

The  plan  of  Mr.  Mead  did  not  reach  us  till  too  late  in  the  season  to 
attempt  its  construction,  had  our  means  been  found  sufficient  to  accomplish 
it.     Our  thanks  are  due  to  this  gentleman  for  his  kindness  and  liberality. 
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We  hope  that  at  some  more  propitious  season  means  may  be  given  to  us  to 
secure  this  most  invaluable  means  of  recreation  and  amusement,  especially 
to  our  female  patients. 

The  Committee  refer  the  Board  to  the  account  current  with  the  fund  for 
all  the  details  of  their  expenditures. 

Your  Committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  or  appropriate  at  this  time  to 
go  into  any  argument  as  to  the  wisdom  of  these  expenditures,  either  in 
regard  to  their  remedial  or  economical  results.  No  one,  at  this  day,  who  has 
ever  visited  a  Lunatic  Asylum,  or  is  at  all  conversant  with  the  effect  of  such 
influences  upon  the  disordered  mind,  will  ever  ask  that  question,  as  old  as 
the  Christian  Era,  and  as  dark  as  the  ages  which  preceded  it,  "  why  this 
waste  ?  " 

Were  there  no  other  answer  to  arise,  abundant  and  most  eloquent  ones 
would  be  supplied  from  the  comments  of  our  recovered  patients  who  are 
revisiting  us,  and  who  view  with  the  greatest  interest  and  delight,  these 
new  means  of  alleviation  and  cure. 

They  commend  all  these  improvements  to  the  fostering  care  of  the  Board, 
confident  that  your  enlightened  liberality  will  see,  that  not  only  no  harm 
comes  to  them,  but  that  all  needed  addition  and  improvement,  are  made 
from  time  to  time,  according  to  their  necessity  and  your  ability. 

In  the  town  of  Halifax,  England,  is  a  spacious  and  highly  ornamental 
Park,  constructed  at  the  expense  of  Frank  Crossley,  Esq.,  and  with  a  most 
princely  liberality,  presented  by  him  to  his  fellow  citizens  of  that  ancient 
and  pleasant  town.  It  is  open  to  all,  with  its  broad  walks,  its  fountains,  its 
beds  of  flowers  and  abundant  plantations  of  shrubs  and  trees.  Upon  the 
portico  of  a  spacious  pavilion  within  the  Park  is  this  most  appropriate 
motto — "  The  rich  and  poor  meet  together,  for  the  Lord  is  the  maker  of 
them  all."  Thus  here,  these  timely  and  beautiful  gifts  with  which  our 
donors  have  enriched  us,  are  not  to  be  restricted  to  the  exclusive  use  of  any 
one  class ;  they  are  open  to  every  one  of  our  large  family,  capable  of  re- 
ceiving comfort  and  benefit  from  their  use.  Here  too  may  "  the  rich  and 
poor  meet  together ;"  their  common  humanity  is  proved  by  their  commu- 
nity of  suffering,  and  the  broad  folds  of  a  Christian  charity  embraces  them 
all. 

Your  Committee,  in  conclusion,  think  it  due  to  Mr.  Wiedenmann,  to 
express  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  good  taste  and  sound  judgment  he 
has  shown  in  carrying  out  the  plans,  and  with  the  efficiency  and  shrewd- 
ness of  his  general  management.     The  results  are  greatly  to  his  credit.

If  extra  accommodations  and  attendance  are  required,  they  will 
be  furnished  at  a  corresponding  additional  charge. 

No  patient  admitted  for  a  shorter  time  than  three  months ;  and 
payment  for  that  term  only  is  to  be  made  in  advance  to  a  Manager. 

Subsequent  expenses  are  to  be  paid,  quarterly,  to  the  Steward. 

If  the  patient  is  removed  uncured,  before  the  expiration  of  thirteen 
weeks,  and  contrary  to  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Superintending 
Physician,  board  is  always  required  for  that  period;  but  if  the 
patient  recovers  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  paid  for,  and 
leaves  with  the  full  approbation  of  the  Physician,  the  excess  is  re- 
funded. 

Letters  relating  to  the  quarterly  bills  and  clothing,  should  be 
addressed  to  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Ho  lad  at,  the  Steward.  Clothing 
and  packages  sent  for  the  use  of  the  inmates  should  be  sent  to  the 
care  of  the  Steward. 

All  letters  in  relation  to  the  situation  and  health  of  the  patients, 
&c,  &c,  will,  of  course,  be  addressed  to  Dr.  John  S.  Butler,  the 
Superintendent. 

Application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  Dr.  Butler,  the 
Superintendent,  previous  to  the  patients  being  brought  to  the  Retreat, 
in  all  cases,  whether  the  Governor's  order  for  aid  is  granted  or  not. 
A  brief  statement  of  the  case  should  accompany  the  application. 

STATE  APPROPRIATION. 

An  annual  appropriation  is  made  by  the  State,  for  the  aid  of  those 
whose  limited  means  prevent  them  from  availing  themselves  of  the 
benefits  of  the  Retreat. 

Applications  for  aid,  from  this  fund,  must  be  made  by  the  friends 
directly  to  the  Governor,  either  personally  or  by  letter,  and  should  be 
accompanied  by  certificates  of  the  character  and  necessities  of  the 
case. 


LEGACIES. 


Legacies  should  be  given  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  Institution, 
z.,  to  "  The  President  and  Directors  of  the  Retreat   for  the  In- 
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VISITOES. 

I.  The  Institution  will  not  be  open  for  visitors  except  from  two  to 
four  o'clock,  P.  M.

REPORT    OF    DIRECTORS, 


To  the  Honorable  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, to  be  holden  at  New  Haven  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day in  May,  1862. 

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act  incorpo- 
rating "  The  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles,"  the  follow- 
ing report  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

In  July  last,  a  meeting  of  gentlemen,  named  as  corporators 
in  the  resolution  granting  a  charter,  was  held  at  Lakeville, 
and  the  Resolution  "  That  the  act  of  incorporation  passed  by 
the  General  Assembly  at  its  Session  in  May,  1861,"  entitled  a 
"  Resolution  incorporating  the  Connecticut  School  for  Im- 
beciles" be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted  and  adopted 
by  the  Corporators  therein  named,  with  the  provisions,  and 
for  the  purposes  therein  set  forth,  and  that  the  Corporation 
thereby  authorized  be  now  organized,  was  adopted.  And 
the  organization  of  the  Corporation  was  thereupon  perfected. 

A  private  school  for  the  instruction  of  Imbecile  Children 
was  commenced  by  Dr.  H.  M.  Knight,  at  Lakeville,  in  1858, 
and  had  been  continued  by  him  up  to  the  time  of  the  organi- 
zation of  this  Corporation,  with  very  slight  pecuniary  re- 
ward for  all  the  time,  care  and  energy  which  he  has  devoted 
to  the  effort  to  create  an  institution  from  which  these  most 
unfortunate  and  hitherto  much  neglected  members  of  the 
human  family  in  our  State,  might  enjoy  some  amelioration 
of  their  unfortunate  condition. 

We  should  do  injustice  to  our  appreciation  of  the  earnest, 
persistent,  and  self-sacrificing  efforts  of  Dr.  Knight,  did  we 


not  in  this  report  bear  witness  to  these  efforts,  and  to  the 
astonishing  results  which  have  been  accomplished  by  him, 
in  the  improvement,  both  mental  and  physical,  in  the  con- 
dition of  the  few  pupils  who  have  thus  far  been  under  his 
charge,  and  to  our  full  conviction,  from  what  he  has  already 
accomplished,  that  an  institution  of  this  character,  of  suffi- 
cient capacity,  and  with  sufficient  endowment  to  embrace 
within  its  influences  all  these  poor  unfortunates  in  the  State, 
is  demanded  by  all  the  charitable  and  humane  considerations 
which  have  so  liberally  provided  for  the  Insane,  and  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  appeals  as  forcibly  for  aid,  both  from 
the  General  Assembly  and  from  individuals,  as  did  either  of 
the  institutions  established  for  the  improvement  of  the  con- 
dition of  those  classes,  when  those  institutions  were  in  their 
infancy. 

The  school  of  Dr.  Knight  was  accepted  and  adopted  as' 
the  school  of  this  Corporation,  and  the  care,  management  and 
control  of  it  assumed.  The  Board  are  fully  aware  that  the 
size  of  this  school  is  wholly  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the 
State,  but  realizing  that  the  importance  of  this  enterprise 
needs  a  patient  demonstration,  and  also  that  in  the  present 
state  of  the  country  an  appeal  for  money  could  not  be  very 
liberally  responded  to,  have  been  content  with  its  present 
accommodations. 

The  results  obtained  in  this  institution,  fully  justify  us 
in  saying  that  imbecile  youth  are  susceptible  of  a  good  de- 
gree of  education — that  they  can  be  trained  to  a  capacity  for 
usefulness  and  labor,  which  lightens  the  burdens  of  friends, 
and  promotes  their  personal  comfort  and  happiness— which 
will  make  them,  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  producers,  as 
well  as  consumers. 

The  principle  was  early  adopted  in  Connecticut,  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  State  to  require  the  education  of  all  its 
children. 

"  The   principle   was  long  ago  established  in  providing 


special  means  for  the  education  of  the  blind,  and  deaf  and 
dumb,  and  is  now  recognized  as  applicable  to  the  imbeciles, 
that  defective  physical  organization,  or  any  physical  infirm- 
ity, with  consequent  mental  or  moral  characteristics,  consti- 
tute no  bar  to  their  enjoyment  of  the  public  provision  for 
education,  when  the  education  is  practicable."* 

The  Legislatures  of  1860  and  1861  granted  appropriations 
for  a  partial  support  at  this  institution  of  a  few  indigent 
children,  and  the  Legislature  of  1861  granted  it  a  charter. 
We  respectfully  ask,  and  confidently  trust,  that  in  case  the 
present  shall  seem  to  the  Hon.  General  Assembly  an  unpro- 
pitious  time  for  making  larger  and  more  permanent  grants 
for  the  enlargement  of  the  capacity,  and  increase  of  the  fa- 
cilities of  the  institution,  there  will  be  at  least  no  hesitation 
in  continuing  for  another  year  the  grant  of  the  same  extent 
of  aid  as  those  of  1860  and  1861. 

As  the  object  of  the  organization  is  purely  a  benevolent 
one,  the  Act  of  incorporation  provides  that  "  persons  con- 
tributing for  the  use  of  the  Corporation,  at  any  one  time,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  shall  be  members  for  life,  those 
contributing  five  hundred  dollars  shall,  be  Vice-Presidents  for 
life,  those  contributing  two  hundred  dollars  shall  be  Direc- 
tors for  life,  those  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  members  for 
five  years,  and  those  ten  dollars  shall  be  members  for  one 
year. 

It  is  hoped  that  many  benevolent  gentlemen  throughout 
the  State  may  feel  willing  to  assist  in  this  movement,  by 
calling  the  attention  of  parents  and  friends  of  those  children 
to  our  school,  and  also  by  donations  to  the  Treasurer,  for 
the  use  of  the  incorporation. 

We  desire  to  present  this  institution  as  a  worthy  object 
of  beneficence  to  all  who,  with  means  to  bestow,  possess 
a  heart  to  do  good.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Connecticut  School  for  Imbeciles. 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  friends  of  this  Institution  received  with  gratitude  an 
"  Act  of  Incorporation  "  from  the  last  General  Assembly, 
ajad  it  is  with  pleasure  the  undersigned  submits  the  following 
Report  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  during  the  past  year. 
Although  this  is  the  second  Report  made  concerning  this 
school,  it  records  the  fourth  year  of  its  existence. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  connected  with  the  school 
during  the  year  is  nineteen.  The  present  number  is  fifteen. 
Two  were  removed  on  account  of  the  inability  of  friends  to 
contribute  in  the  least  towards  their  maintenance  here  ;  one 
because  of  extreme  physical  infirmity  and  the  limited  pros- 
pect of  material  improvement  by  remaining  in  the  Institu- 
tion ;  one  has  died.  The  year  has  been  one  of  general 
health  until  within  the  last  two  months.  An  epidemic  of 
measles,  which  has  swept  over  this  entire  region  with  great 
severity,  invaded  our  household  in  March,  and  thirteen  «f 
our  family  were  stricken  down  by  it.  In  one  case  the  dis- 
ease, combined  with  congestion  of  the  lungs,  proved  fatal. 
The  past  year  has  not  been  without  its  trials,  but  it  has  also 
been  rich  in  experience,  and  has  demonstrated  clearly  the 
practical  value  of  our  labors.  Our  work  has  been  steadily 
prosecuted,  with  quite  satisfactory  results,  pleasing  alike  to 
those  engaged  in  the  labor  of  training,  and  to  the  friends  of 
the  pupils. 
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In  the  school  room  we  have  a  class  of  eight  in  geography. 

Five  study  arithmetic. 

Seven  write  in  books  ;  others  on  blackboard. 

Seven  read  handwriting. 

Two  compose  and  write  letters  home. 

Eight  children  read. 

Our  class  in  object  lessons  numbers  seven.  These  de- 
scribe the  qualities  of  familiar  objects,  as  glass,  paper,  leath- 
er, iron,  &c,  &,c. 

Eight  of  the  pupils  have  some  regular,  daily  duties  to  per- 
form. 

I  shall  not  attempt  to  rehearse  the  deficiencies  and  im- 
provements of  all  our  children,  but  with  the  desire  to  impress 
upon  the  friends  of  unfortunate  childhood  in  Connecticut 
the  importance  of  our  school,  and  to  show,  also,  that  we  do 
not  always  wait  long  for  our  reward,  I  shall  relate  the  case 
of  a  little  girl,  ten  years  of  age,  who  came  to  us  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  present  school  year. 

This  little  girl  was  known  to  an  intelligent  member  of 
the  last  Legislature,  who,  being  also  a  member  of  the 
"  Committee  on  Humane  Institutions,"  was  made  specially 
acquainted  with  our  school.  Through  his  kindness  she  was 
transferred  from  the  poor  house  of  the  town  in  which  she 
lived,  to  our  Institution.  The  only  words  she  could  plainly 
pronounce  were  "  Joe^'  and  "shoe."  She  attempted  little 
use  of  language,  for  she  could  not  make  herself  understood. 
She  comprehended  it  enough  to  understand  simple  com- 
mands. With  a  beautiful  form,  a  smiling  face,  and  an  af- 
fectionate disposition, — characteristics  which  would,  in  or- 
dinary childhood,  surround  her  with  friends,  she  was  doomed 
to  solitude  and  neglect.  Of  books  she  knew  nothing  ;  of 
continuous  thought  she  was  incapable.  It  was  impossible 
to  fix  and  hold  her  attention  upon  any  given  subject  more 
than  two  or  three  minutes.  Now  she  knows  more  than  two 
hundred  words  upon  the  printed  card-boards,  can  read  most 
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of  the  lessons  in  "  First  Primary  Reader  "  of  Hilliard's  se- 
ries ;  can  write  her  name  and  some  simple  words  very  well  ; 
can  find  many  of  the  states,  rivers  and  mountains  on  the 
map  of  the  United  States,  and  can  read  many  simple  sen- 
tences upon  the  blackboard.  Her  mind  is  awakened,  her 
attention  is  easily  arrested  and  fixed.  Her  articulation, 
though  not  yet  distinct,  will  become  good. 

I  might  relate  many  pleasant  evidences  of  her  growing 
intellect.  The  story  of  Jesus,  his  life  on  earth,  his  blessing 
little  children,  his  sufferings  and  death,  have  a  peculiar  charm 
for  her.  This  little  girl  is  already  so  improved  and  devel- 
oped, that  no  lover  of  children  could  fail  to  become  inter- 
ested in  her. 

.  A  girl  described  on  pages  seven  and  eight  of  our  last  re- 
port, who  could  not  read  the  simplest  lesson  connectedly, 
and  knew  nothing  of  school  studies  when  she  came  to  us, 
committed  to  memory  Christ's  sermon  on  the  mount,  in  a 
period  of  about  six  weeks. 

A  lad  in  the  same  time  committed  to  memory  the  5th 
chapter  of  Matthew. 

In  February  last  I  visited  New  Haven,  Hartford,  Middle- 
town,  and  the  Normal  School  at  New  Britain,  with  a  class 
of  pupils.  Two  of  the  children  had  been  mutes,  and  all 
were,  before  the  commencement  of  their  training,  below  the 
point  at  which  education  usually  begins.  A  boy  who  was  a 
visitor  at  our  school  from  the  Pennsylvania  Training  School 
for  feeble-minded  children,  who  has  been  five  years  under 
instruction,  together  with  a  girl  who  has  been  connected 
with  this  school  since  its  first  establishment,  represented  a 
good  grade  of  education, — of  which  a  portion  of  these  chil- 
dren are  susceptible, — and  demonstrated  fully  the  practica- 
bility and  humane  necessity  of  providing  educational  advan- 
tages for  the  entire  class.  We  were  favored  with  large  and 
intelligent  audiences.  Much  interest  in  the  children  was 
manifested,  and  surprise  and  gratification  were  expressed  at 
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their  proficiency.  The  hope  is  indulged  that  events  will 
prove  an  increased  interest,  and  a  large  addition  to  the  num- 
ber of  friends  of  the  Institution,  to  result  from  the  trip. 

While  the  highest  claims  for  the  support  of  Institutions 
for  this  class  rest  on  pure  benevolence  and  philanthropy, — 
while  none  should  deny  or  disregard  our  obligation  to  ten- 
derly care  for  and  improve,  as  best  we  may,  all  classes  of 
the  unfortunate,  yet  the  frequent  question  is,  "  What  is  the 
practical  result  ?"  The  marked  improvement  in  our  pupils 
mentally,  physically,  and  in  ability  for  usefulness,  is  a  suffi- 
cient answer. 

Permit  me,  in  this  connection,  to  quote  from  a  letter  re- 
ceived from  the  accomplished  Superintendent  of  the  Penn 
Training  School  for  Feeble  Minded  Children  : — ;'  I  regard 
the  instruction  and  development,  mentally  and  physically, 
of  feeble  minded  children,  as  one  of  the  evidences  of  our 
civilization  and  Christianity,  and  am  firm  in  the  belief  that 
the  highest  interest  of  the  age  demands  increased  care  and 
culture  in  this  department  of  philanthropy.  Following  this 
thought,  may  I  not  encourage  you  to  set  your  mark  high, 
and  aim  to  reach  it  by  that  exalted  Christian  energy  which 
stirs  in  every  noble  deed.  *  *  *  *  The  first  need  of 
imbecility,  which  is  as  natural  as  it  is  imperative,  dictates 
the  establishment  of  institutions,  where  such  minds  may  be 
congregated  in  one  family.  To  manage  such,  demands  pe- 
culiar qualities  of  mind  and  heart,  which  are  bestowed,  not 
acquired.  And  He  who  permits  the  evil,  furnishes,  in  His 
wisdom,  the  means  for  its  amelioration.  There  are  men 
and  women  qualified  and  intended  for  this  work  ;  they  will 
come  to  you  just  so  fast  as  you  get  the  children,  and  furnish 
the  opportunity.  It  is  a  great  mistake  which  the  popular 
mind  has  believed,  viz.,  that  good,  kind  nursing,  is  all  that 
such  children  need,  and  that  the  cheapest  place,  and  the 
cheapest  people,  are  only  required  to  shelter  and  provide  for 
them.     They  need  around  them  every  thing  that  is  bright, 
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beautiful,  attractive,  to  win  the  hidden  intellect  from  its 
slumbering,  and  attract  it  towards  that  which  is  alike  natural 
and  good.  The  care  of  imbeciles  is  necessarily  expensive, 
in  proportion  to  the  low  degree  of  imbecility,  if  in  that  care 
is  included  the  idea  of  instruction  and  usefulness.  If  you 
can  educate  your  people  to  believe  in  the  necessity  of  saving 
the  peculiar,  eccentric,  backward  children,  who  are  excluded 
from  other  schools,  from  hopeless,  incurable  idiocy,  you 
will  inaugurate  a  day  of  great  blessing  to  your  State.  I  be- 
lieve our  work  to  be  more  salvation  from  idiocy,  than  the 
cure  of  idiocy.  Your  census  does  not  show  the  class  of 
population  referred  to.  Ours  does  not.  Nobody  knows  how 
many  there  are,  but  there  are  hundreds  among  you,  and  I 
dare  say,  thousands  among  us.  I  would  not  be  understood 
to  reject  idiots  of  any  type  ;  they  should  be  cherished,  nur- 
tured, restored,  as  far  as  possible,  to  cleanliness  and  happi- 
ness, and  they  can  be,  as  I  know  full  well,  but  we  must  not 
exclude  those  who  cry  more  intelligently,  though  perhaps 
no  less  piteously,  for  help.  I  am  glad  to  find  that  you  are 
gathering  around  you  earnest  men,  as  I  hope,  to  aid  in  this 
cause.  Connecticut  should  not  hesitate  a  moment  to  build 
an  Institution  for  at  least  one  hundred  children.  It  will  be 
her  chief  pride.  Nothing  reaches  so  low  down  into  the  deep 
chambers  of  a  good  man's  soul,  as  the  speechless  eloquence 
of  degraded,  neglected,  perverted  childhood.  And  when  that 
degradation  is  enlightened,  the  neglected  cared  for,  the  per- 
verted restored, — there  is  nothing  that  reaches  so  high  up 
towards  the  celestial  and  the  pure,  as  the  thought  which  stirs 
the  good  man's  heart,  that  he  has  given  his  money,  his  in- 
fluence, time,  care,  or  desire,  in  order  to  promote  such  an 
end.  I  pray  that  the  kind  Father  of  the  defenceless  imbe- 
cile may  enlighten  your  mind,  warm  your  heart,  and  help 
and  guide  your  counsellors,  to  do  a  great  and  noble  work  in 
your  State  for  this  much  neglected  class." 

The  above  sentiments  so  fully   harmonize  with  my  own. 
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that  I  am  happy  to  lay  them  before  you,  as  those  of  one 
who  has  been  much  longer  engaged  in  this  noble  enterprise 
than  I  have. 

Satisfied  that  if  we  "  continue  faithful  in  well  doing,"  the 
blessing  of  Him  whose  smile  is  both  fullness  and  reward, 
will  rest  upon  us,  I  look  to  the  future  for  enlargement,  and  a 
greater  measure  of  success. 

In  conclusion,  permit  me  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
counsel  and  assistance  you  have  rendered  me  personally,  and 
also  my  appreciation  of  the  sympathy  and  kindness  of  many 
friends  in  different  parts  of  the  State.

ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS,  &C 


Feeble  minded  children,  who  are  so  peculiar  or  deficient 
in  intellect  as  to  be  incapable  of  being  educated  at  any  ordi- 
nary school,  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  parents,  or  next  friends  of  those  in  whose  behalf  ap- 
plications are  made  for  admission  as  pupils,  are  expected  to 
make  answer,  in  writing,  to  such  questions  as  the  Superin- 
tendent may  prescribe. 

All  pupils  will  be  expected  to  come  provided  with  a  good 
supply  of  neat  and  substantial  clothing,  of  dark  color,  and 
plainly  marked  with  child's  full  name. 

Proper  bonds  for  the  supply  of  clothing,  payment  of  bills 
quarterly  in  advance,  and  removal  when  required,  must  be 
signed  by  a  responsible  representative  of  applicant,  and  a 
surety. 

There  will  be  a  vacation  during  the  month  of  August,  at 
which  period  all  pupils  must  be  removed  by  the  parents  or 
guardians,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Superintendent. 

In  cases  of  indigence,  applications  may  be  addressed  to 
his  Excellency  Governor  Buckingham,  for  aid  from  the 
State  appropriation.
